B E E prefent thee One of the moll Eminent pieces of 
Hiftory in the whole WoriJ. lhc atutciuffc of 
the Author in his manifold polite Writings is fully 
demon ft rated to all perfons in Chriftendomc. 
Infomucb, that who hath not heard of his faint*, 
may be juftly reputed to have (pent his dayes in 
feme Anchorite’s Cell in the Terra incognita . Great and Exqui- 
fitcis the Learning, which he hath manifefted in his Looks of the 
DoBrine of the Times : though it muft be confcft, he is fomewhae 
too liberal in his lafliing ot Scaliger , a man of great Knowledge, 
yet too much doting upon his own parts. In this Difeourfe he 
fliews the concifeneflc of his pen without obfeurity. Sir waiter 
%jtvleigb and others that have highly defcrvcd by their Atchicvc- 
ments in the Theatre of Hiftory, have fo voluminoufly inlargcd 
them (elves, that the Reader’s patience is too difcourteoufly op- 
prcllcd. We muft acknowledg much to the view of the four Mo¬ 
narchies exhibited by Sleidan ; yet the curtnefte of that Piece is 
fuch) that many ftately and heroick Anions of Noble Princes arc 
cither not toucht at all, or (lightly paft over, without fatisfadlion 
given to the diligent Inquirer. Clttueriw hath written well, 
but not comparably to this Learned Man : having not fo well 
Rated the Chronological part of his Hiftory, Whereas Here, 
bcfidcs the innumerable tcftimonics of all the Ancient and 
Modem AuthourS) whofc Writings arc of any ufc and fubii- 
diary help to fo general and brave a Work; ye have likewife 
many of the moft famous Eclipfes and Ccleftial Characters 
let down iu their diftindl places out of Herodotus , Thucydides , 
jlriflotle, Plutarch , and hundreds of others in the Monkiih Age, 
which arc moft infallible demonftrations of the truth of thofc 
paflages and relations herein delivered. So that we may fafely 
fay, without the Cenfure of arrogance, Thar in refpeft of thole 
heavenly Phenomena, whereby Hiftory is made to ride in itsmofl 
triumphant Chariot, there was never yet an Hiftoricall Book fo 
Complcat as this, Extant in any Age. He is not lo fliort, as to 
draw the vail of brevity over any Noble Actions : He is not fo 
long and profufc, as to Naufcarc the Reader with prolixe and te¬ 
dious

dious circumltanccs; wherein others take too much liberty to in¬ 
fer* their own private Judgments and defcams upon the Warlike 
A&ions and deliberated Counfcls of great Kings and Generals, 
fometimes impertinently, fometimes abfurdly and childifhty$ 
whereas the matter of fa&i a thing principally to be attended by 
fober Hiftorians, might be comprehended in a fmall view. In- 
fomuch,that we may truly term this, The Index of Times j fb that 
any perfon that is inquifitive into more ample Narrations, may 
by his choice Citations furnifh himfelf with a whole Library of 
Hiftory. In a word, he deferves the Laurell from them all) a 
Temple of praife to be ere&cd to his honour, and ail other 
Hiftorians to be offered up as Vi&ims to his renown. 

Furthermore) Wc mud acquaint thee (mod Candid Reader) 
that where Our Noble Author does terminate his Account of the 
Hiftory of former times ; that the Work might be produced 
Com pleat in all its pares, wc have made ufe of various helps and 
obfervationsof thofe who have lived beyond the Seas, as well as 
at home, to draw the Difcourfc down to this very day. We 
have indeed in the latter years more copioufly inlarged, becaufe 
thegreat and general Wars of Chriftendomc, fince the blazing of 
the great Comet in \6i$, haveadminiftred more plentiful] mat¬ 
ter both at home and abroad, then jfcvcral Ages that have pre¬ 
ceded, r 

In the laft place, We have annexed a Compendious Geogra¬ 
phical Difcourfc of the whole Earrh, and its moft memorable 
places, that fo the beautifull Statue of Hiftory might have both 
her eyes (Chronology and Geography) in a moft lively manner in¬ 
ferred for the grand ornament of her perfonage, From whence 
the Hiftorical paflages in the foregoing Trcatifcs may be fixed to 
the very places wherein they were aded by the Noble Chief¬ 
tains of Armies, in their fevcral Warlike Expeditions a^ainft 
their Enemies. ^

7 hat ,n her. t/jne ft) all he need, the which I had begun to fpeak of, it jbail 
behoove all chiefly , who follow after Learning'^Studies, to agree, and 
cult avour together for that end: and alfo above all,our Society jbail need 
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to do it : unto whofi education, tly Father (never without praife to be 
named) hath pa fed thee over. The which when he did, he gave together 
therewith, a pledge and token of his fingular efteem and a flexion of it-, 
and likewife he obliged Its faithfuLeffe towards thee, that by what means 
it could, ttflwuldimploy it felf both for the enlarging thy renown, and 
alfo for helping , and ft ir ring up thy ftudics. / therefore, who, becaufi / 
am of that Fellow\hip,and a lover of Iiberall Arts, do think my felf held 
by the law of both duties, I judged that / muft perform my duty in that 
very thing, by fathering this work on thee : within which all Htftoryfrom 
the beginning of the world unto the times of our Age, with as much brief - 
ne(je,and diligence as l could, l have contained. For fo I thought I might 
chiefly profit thy ftudies-, whofi chief part is placed in the knowledge of 
Hiftory, and Antiquity. But Wife men rightly deliver, this to be not 
onely comply for Princes, but very profitable, whether becaufi the civill 
learning of ‘Prudence is taken out of that , while men learn from others ex¬ 
amples and chances, with no pains of theirs, and danger, what in mana¬ 
ging their own, or common affairs, is to be held, and avoided 5 or from fo 
daily a c angeablenefie of humane affairs, and fortune, which they gather 
from the neb, and the downfall of Empires, and Cities, they are wont to 
make lit tie regard of thofe, and, both in defending them, or requiring 
them, to give a mean to their defires and pajje over their purpafis unto 
the fruit of found and conftant glory, which by Vert ue and godlinefie alone 
it received. That this is even the moft excellent ufeof reading Hiftory , 
efpecially that grave Author Ottio of Fn(mgisi,dotb(not once) admouijb, 
chiefly in thefe words,'Which he hath placed in the end of hisfecond Book . 
All thefe evills of things, nodding, or fluking (as / may fo fpcak),tbe day- 
ly deaths of mortall men, ought to fend tu unto the true, and remaining life 
of eternity. Thou (halt gather out of this our book the fame kind of fruit, 
of manners, and life, not onely more profitably, but alfo, which is the good- 
nefie of thy Wit, more pleofantly, than that offeience, and knowledge, of 
which there u efpecially a forcible love in Children. And hencejali of all, 
from thofe two duties towards thee, which I have faid to be owing from me 
with the whole fociety, there will be made another confeque*t,tbat although 
there being as yet no private Defirts of thine of thy moft illuftrioiu Fa¬ 
ther, furely there is toward me, as alfo toward our Society, common to both> 
1 will in like manner pay the Honour,and Obfervancc due from me by this 
(achat fort foe ver) commendation of thy name,

CHAP. I. 

What things fxiVe fir ft come to fajje worthy of remembrance from the Crea¬ 
tion of the World , unto the Deluge ; wherein fir ft is treated of the fix 
dayes Works, and of the year of Noah’s Ploud. 

I P Divine Authority could not perfwadc us that God did create 
the World, yet its contemplation would fufficicntly teach us 
the fame: Although that great Artificer could in a moment of 

B time 
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time create it whole and coitipleat in all its parts, yet was he ra- 
jTumo tner willing to perfect it by little and little, in the fpaccof fix 
*1*6. dayes. 

1<VNJ Wherefore in the beginning of all things nothing did appear 
<JtH ' x ’ andexift beTides the earth, and that huge immcnfiiy of waters 
that overfpreaded the Earth : Then the waters were not fo thick 
joyned together, as we fee them now, but thin, and like unto a 
vapour, and the tpift had filled up this vvhple vacuum or hollow 
place, which the vaftnefle of the ccleftial bodies, and of the other 
Elements did pc flifle upon jthc Earth. dMofe$ dcclarath them 
partly by the denomination of waters, and partly of thd deep 5 
whicli he faith to have been cncompafled bydarkneflc, when the 
light was not yet brought forth, and that the Spirit of God moved 
upon the face of the waters. Out of the Water and Earth, as out 
of thekmatter, were aftcjrwafd all the other bodies formed, that 
arc re *oncd in the fix dave^ wprk, Now when cwofes faith, 
Thar, tnthc beginning created the Heavens and the Earth 5 it’s 

a general fcnrencc that comprehends all that which was done in 
thofe fix dayes, which afterwards is expounded throughout all 


its parts. 

On the firft day God created the Light, which the Water or 
that thin and immenfe Region of vaopursdid receive, the Sun 
not being yet produced ; and that he might define and diftinguifh 
the fpaccs of the day and of the night, he cncompafled this fame 
Light with the motion and agitation of that mifty body. 

On the fccond day was the Firmament formed ol God; by which 
appellation we believe are fignified as well the ccleftial bodies, as 
the Ayr and Skye : that is,all that which appears from the Earth 
unto the extremities and farthermoft parts of the World, whicli 
is vulgarly believed to be hollow and empty: for the forming of 
all which, the deep,that is, that huge and infinite lumpof waters 
fubtilifcd and attenuated into a vapour, did afford the matter? 
Again, the Firmament hath that power given unto it to divide the 
waters above, from the waters below: not that it felf whole 


fhould in its middle conic betwixt them both, but onely in one 
of its parts, which being the neareft to the Earth, is called the 
lower Region of the Ayr; for as it is part of the Firmament that 
is of that outftrctchcd voidnefle, fo likewife it may be called Fir¬ 
mament or fpreading: the highcr-moft waters arc clouds, hang¬ 
ing inthcmidft of the ayr, outof which rain is engendred, the 
lowtrmoft are the Seas and the Rivers, which had their beginning 
the day following. 

On the third day he firft gathered the waters into one place, 
yea even into fo many places as there are Seas and Rivers, for ha¬ 
ving heaped the Mountains to animmenfity, and made hollow 
channels, he made them receptacles and pafiages of waters; 
thence he commanded the earth to bccloathcd with the grecn- 
neffe and verdure of the herbs and plants, and to bring forth 
'frees.

And God fet the Sun, the Moon, and the Stars in the Firmament 
of the Heaven on the fourth day. 

And on the fifth day God created the fifties and the fowls out 

of the water. • ^ _ f 

On the fixth day he at laft formed Man out of the earth, and 
breathed into hisnoftrilsthe breath of life, and man bccau.ea li¬ 
ving foul, to whom he gave the name of tAdam, from the Earth ; 
Then did God tranfporc this new man into thole moft pleafant 
and delightful 1 Gardens which he had planted, which by a right 
a p prehen fion were in the Land oiBabylon.or in the Confines ol Ba¬ 
bylon and Mefopotamia ; for Tygris and Euphrates, which Mofes men¬ 
tioned! by name, have not their channels running in any other 
place. Now in this garden, amongft all other Trees, for the ulb 
and delight of Man, God did plant two remarkable Trees, the 
one of life, and the other of Knowledge of Good and Evill; the 
former hath gotten its name from the effeft, becaufe it had the 
vertue to lengthen health, and foment life, as tAugujtine^ Profper> 
and others do judge; the latter is fo called from the event,becaufe 
that as Icon as they had tafted of its fruit, they underftood into 
what a great evill they had fallen, having loft fo great a good, as 
it feemeth to the fame i/lugujtine 3 andalfoto Bar Cephe in his 
Commentary of Paradife; or becaufe the Serpent did promilc 

from that Tree, the knowledge of good and evill, as Rupems ob- 
ferves it,very difcrcetly: There the Lord formed that ribb which 
he had taken out of the fide of %Adam when he wasafleep, into a 
woman, which he gave to him for his companion and help-meet; 
but (lie brought upon her felf and him a more grievous mine, then 
any cruel enemy; who, being indeed by her flatteries, did cat 
that fruit prefented by her to him of the forbidden Tree; the guile 
of which wickcdncflc procured upon him a fudden and prclcnt 
punifhmcnr, and a future upon his pofterity; Therefore be ing 
caftout of thatblcflcd Manfion, he with the companion of his 
fault is caft out into the mifericsof this life. Then the firft of 
men that were born of them, wer cCain and tAbel, of whom the 
firft cxcTcifcd his life in the tilling of the ground, and the other in 
the feeding of Cattel, who for his integrity and uprightncfle was 
beft accepted of God ; And fur this caufc Cain burning with wrath 
and envy, murthcred his innocent brother 5 and in revenge of this 
his mnrthcr, being a fugitive and vagabond on the Earth, he be¬ 
gat children like to himlelf, namely rebels and enemicsof God; 
and he built a City, and called it by the name of his fon Enoch: 
But Se'.h> a while after Abel's death, being born to Adam, begat a 
pofterity contrary to that,namely godly and religious; whole fon 
Enos is laid to have began to call upon the Name of the Lord; be¬ 
caufe, as the opinion is, he did publickly rc-eftablifh that Wor- 
fhip of God, which had been blotted out by Cains children ; and 
amongft the reft camcthat excellent and renowned Enoch, Jared's 
fon : Whom God having loved for hisinnocency, he took up to 
himlelf alive from the eyes of men, havingnot yet fully ended

hisdaycsj whofc poftcrity,whom the Scripture calls. The Tons of 
jSSwiV/rfo^, God > bcin 8 £ rown worfc, and degenerated from their good man- 
J unto i 7 ji/ ners, joyned them (elves in marriage with Cain's poftericy, out of 
tyVNJ which mixture and commerce were Gyant* brought forth. Then 
mortal men addi&ing thcmfelvcs to all forts of wickedncfie, did 
turn and draw Gods wrath upon thcmfelvcs. When no caufc of 
delay could be obje&cd to him, all Vertue being extinguifhed and 
blotted out from among ft men: Then therefore God, angry and 
offended by Aim /s poftcrity, decreed to deftroy them all by an 
inundation of waters, There remained one onely of Seth's bloud, 
who did perfift in the faith and obedience of God :to hirti doth 
God reveal the certainty of his counfcl a hundred and twenty 
Noah’s Aik. years beforc-han<l;and commands him to build an Ark for himfclf 
in it to fave few men and bcafts.This Patriarch employed a whole 
cn * 7f hundred years in the building of it, which was three hundred cu¬ 
bits in length, in breadth fifty, and in heighth thirty, having the 
firft, fccond, and third ftorics, in which he gave to every kind of 
living creatures their manfion $ eight heads of men in all 3 of eve¬ 
ry clean beads and fowls by feven, and of unclean by two, were 
l'but up in this Ship, and fo railed up and taken away by the wa¬ 
ters of the deluge, all other things weredeftroyed by the overflow¬ 
ing and inundation of the waters overall the earth, which the 
continuall rain of Fourty daycs,and the fountains of the great deep, 
being broken, had caufed; fo that the high Hills that were under 
the whole Heaven were covered by it, and the water prevailed 
fifteen cubits over them. And that was the year from the Creation 
of the World, 1656, and before Chrifts birth, 232^.

JL Ark, offered burnt-offerings unto the Lord in the Mountains 
of tArmema *, where feme ancient Authors have recorded, That 
the remnants and pieces of this Ark were referved a very Jons 
time. 1 5 

After this,Noah having applyed his mind to husbandry, planr- 
cd a Vineyard, and having drunk fomewhat largely of the Wine, 
whofc virtue and ftrength he did not yet know, became drunk’ 
and then tell into a deep,whom undecciuly lying in his Tent,with 
his fhamc uncovered, Ham mocked, and flawed to his brethren 5 
but they turning their backs and going backward, didcaft a cloke 
upon it: But their father afterwards knowing the thing, having

curled Han/s poitcnry,did bldie Seth's and Japhe** children. Then 
Mankind being propagated by tlufe three, dio foon cncrcaic lb jul?Pe/iod, 
much, that one Countrey could not alone contain them any unto nix! 
longer, and even the other pat es of the V\ orld alfo were to be in- v^VNJ 
habited. Into which before they went to fojourn, and before 
they were feparated afundcr,ti ey went about to build a high Tow¬ 
er in the Land o i'Sbinar, whofc top might reach unto Heaven,that 
might be to them a name, and a general Monument to all their 
polferity *, for then the whole Earth was of one language, and of 
one fpcech, and God did confound it,for to hu(Irate their endea- * 
vours and Imaginations, dillradling it into fevcral other tongues; 
fo the commerce and underftanding of the voice being taken away 
from them, they then left and calf away their counlcl and de- 
fignof building * And what remained of this matter, is thought 
to have been for the beginning of Babylon*, for that Tower began to 
be named Babel , from the mixture and conlufion of tongues. And 
as thefe things are leffe judged to have been done at the begin- 
ingof this great Tower, which was a full Century of years atter 
theFioud 3 fo it’s not convenient for us to inlargc our fclvcs far- 
ther upon them. Nowthefirft part of the next Century being 
paft, then happened the diverfny of Languages, and the propa¬ 
gation of People and Kingdoms.* 

From Hebers poftcrity, with whom the ufc of the fir ft tonguej 
and the true Religion remained, had %Abraham his pedegree, who ^degree. . 
was to be an excellent and great proof and example oF godlincfle 
and obedience. His father was Terah of (faldea , out of which 
Country by Gods command, he being aged feventy years, went 
tegether with his father into CWefopotamia , and he dwelt in Ha- 
ran about five years. There having left his Father, as he was 
commanded, he foon travelled into the Land oF Canaan, with his 
Wife Sarah , and Lot his Nephew, it being then the 145 year of 
To ah hi* tatlur, and his 75th year: Then iothedayesof his 
father he lived near fixty years in the Land of Canaan , which be¬ 
ing expired, he in the 13 5 th year of his age returned into CMefo- 
potamia , and into his fathers houFc, whence, by the command of 
God, he returned again into Canaan 2 And thus are reconciled 
thofc things which are ulually objected out of the Hiftory of Mo- 
fes , and of the Atts. 

After that Noah's poftcrity was difperfed throughout the whole r .. 
face of the Earth, then began the diverfity of Nations and King- £:„ C £ d 
doms, of whom the firlt beginnings are recorded in the Scrip¬ 
tures ; the ancit nteft of which, was that of the Ajs'yrians or (fbal- 
deans : That began firft in Babylon, rhcncc in Nineveh , and thence 
was tranfported into AJsyria ) and there remained,near a thoufand 
and three hundred years. For thofc things which Enfebim relates 
out of Africanw, concerning ancientcr Kingdoms of the Arabians 
Jlld Chaldeans , are more like unto a fable, then to a real truth. 

Belus is put the firft in the lift of the Kings of the Kingdomc of * f / wx or ra- 
Afsyrta-, who reigned in Babylon\ and by profane Aurhors is thought tb« W«r. 

to 
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to be the builder of it, whence he feemeth to be he,who in the D;- 
idPaiod' vine Records is called Nimrod to him, having reigned 6$ years, 
unloVtV fuccccdcd Minus, of whom was built Nineveh, and thither was 
y'VNJ me Throne of the Kingdom tranf ported, which afterwards re¬ 
ceived its name from the Assyrians. Beyond him the prophanc 
H'.ftorics do not mention any one ; And he is faid the firft to have 
waged Warrs againft other Nations, out of the lull and defire he 
had to inlarge and extend his Empire, having brought A fa into 
his own fubjettion, he at length overcame the Battrians, and their 
Diod. i, King ZoYO.iJlres: Thence having taken Semirams for his Wife,and 
,uft ' l ’ by her having begotten his fon Ninia, he dycth fifty two years af¬ 
ter he had began his reign. 

Semiramis having put out of the Kingdom this young fon, flic 
Diod: t. taketh by art and cunning the Kingdom to her felf, the which lhe 
Eufeb^chro. obtained fourty two years. The Greek Chronicles do a(fcrt,Thac 
Babylon was built by her, but it may rather be faid, that Babylon 
Heiodot.». was amplified and enlarged by her, and environed by a moft ad¬ 
mirable wall, whole circuit wasof four hundredand eighty fur¬ 
longs ; and the faid Annals record farther, That flie entred into 
A fa, CMetlia , Per fa, *Agypt> Libya > and Ethiopia , and fubdued 
them, and that flic after that entred with her Army into India, and 
fpoylcd and ruinated ir. At length this lafcivious woman pro¬ 
voking her fon to inceft, is by him killed in the 42. year of her 
reign*, and in the 24th year ot Semiramis reign was Abraham born, 
and not as Eufebiw falfly hath perfwaded himfelf. 

Ninias having killed his Mother, with much floath and idle- 
nefle held that Kingdom,which had been exceedingly amplified 
and inlarged by his Anccftors, and governing all things by Gover¬ 
ned and Deputies,and fcldom appearing; he pafled the red of his 
life in the company of Harlots, and was fet in the lift of the effoe- 
minates; which life the Kings that followed him embracing,werfc 
fcarcly known topoftcricy by their name, or remarkable in any 
thing, being reckoned in Eufebius's Chronicles three hundred and * 
three ; Africanus numbreth four more in their rank,and lengthen¬ 
ed! that intcrvall of the whole Empire more then reafonably he 
fhould 5 which (as I have already demonftrated) is limited in 
1300 years. 

B.9.aedoft. In the fame time that the Kingdom of the Assyrians had its bc- 
icmp. is. ginning, there were alfo other Kingdoms eftablifhed in other pla¬ 
ces; efpccially the Kingdoms of th c Egyptians, and Sicyoniam , 
but the licence of fables hath corrupted and perverted their bc- 
Tkc Egyptian* ginning and original: The Sicyonians Kingdom was erefted in 
,ablc * Sicyo almoft twelve years after that of the tAfsyrians, and 21^4 
years before Chrilis Nativity, and continued near upon a chou- 
land years, 
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CHAP. Ill, 

The fumme of the Sacred Hifiory comprehended in that fpace of time 
which wets from the year of the J ulian Period 2753. unto the 3183. 
of the fame, wherein ic treated of the deeds of Abraham, Ifaac, 
and Jacob, and of his Children ; iAnd a/fo of job at lafl .

T He various Pilgrimages and things a£cd, both by Abraham , JMm’s 
and his Pofterity ; are contained in the fpace of thefe years. ^ IO 
^Abraham, the Famine being great almoft in that very firft year 
that he tranfported himfelf into Canaan , went into Egypt : Where Gcn 
God preferved his Wife Sarah from the lull of the King : Thence 
being returned again into Canaan , he is pur away and feparaccd 
from Lot his brothers Son, who had travelled with him out of 
CMefopotamia , and had long been his domeftical companion. He «cn. 14. 
defired and chofe to dwell in the Countrey of Sodom , but Abraham 
dwelt in Hebron in the plain of Mamre . 

Thence followed that War in which thofe five Kings, of the 
number of whom the Kings of Sodome and Gomorrah were ; bring Gcn - L 
overcome, and their Cities deftroyed by Chedorlaomer and the 
three other Kings. His Confederates Lot with his family and all 
bis goods, was part of the prey; but Abraham having heard of it G 
furprifed on a fudden the Conqucrours, and they fmitten and put 0c,,, l6 ‘ l6 ' 
to flight, in an unexpected and quiet night, he recovered all things Q cn -17.1. 
fate, together with Lot bis Kiniman. And CMelcbifedeck King of g cn .is. & l9 
Salem , as he was returning from the defeat of the Kings; brought 
him gifts, and an oblation of Myfticall Bread and W ine,and this 
Salem is Jerufalem , and to him Abraham reciprocally gave the tenth 
part of all the fpoil. 

Ten years after that, Abraham had began to dwell in Canaan . 

Sarah icc ing her felt barren, fuffered, and gave her handmaid 
tAgar to her Husband; She being with child, and defpifing her 
Miftrcfs, being hard dealt by with her, flyeth into the Wilder- 
nefs, but being returned home by the Angels command, brought 
forth If mad to Abraham then aged 8£. years. 

Tiiis Patriarch in the ?jth year of his age, by that Covenant 
that he had made with God, was Circumcifcd with all his fa¬ 
mily, and ifmael his Son, then aged between thirteen and four- 


This fame year was fatall to Sodom, Gomorrah , Admab , and Ze- 
boLn ; which Cities for their abominable wickcdneft, aodbyrea- rheburngjg 
fon ot their unrcafoiiablc luft, the fire from Heaven being kind- o(Sodorn ' 
led and fomented with Pitch and Brimftone confumcd them. 

Out of which burning/-ot being delivered and fnatched by the 
Angch, having loft his wife, which contrary to the forbidding 
command looking back, was Metamorphofcd into an Image 
of Salt, he firft cfcapcd into the City Zegor or Zoar, which by his Gcn ’ 17 ' 17 ' 
prayers he delivered from that imminent danger and definition, 
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thence lie retired himfclf into the next mountain; where, in the 
night, anil through drunkcnnefs,he defiled his daughters with in- 
celt ; thence were begotten CMoab and tAmmon, from whom did 
alfo two people dciccnd and propagace, 

Abraham in the hundreth year of his age begat Ifaac of Sarah his 
Wile, then ninety years old, it being 1936. years before Cbrijt’s 
birth; and lomc lew years alter, he by her warning, as well as 
by Gods command 3 turned A tar outofdores, together with Ijh- 
mad her Son. Jj'aac having now attained unto mans ellate, that 
is (asjofephus thinketh) the 25 th year of his age, ftands ready to 
be offered up for a facrificc by his father* in the Mountain of 
Moriah , bcingfoon delivered again by the command of God .that 
had commanded him to be offered up. After his mothers death* 
which died the 127th year of her age : he married to wife Rebec- 
c a h , the daughter of Betbuel , Son of Nabor, Abrahams brother. 
And then was Ifaac in the fortieth year of his age. Abraham ha- 
ving taken Kethura for his fccond Wife, got fix Tons by her. 
Ifaac aged fixty years, having by his prayers turned away his 
Wives barrennefs, hebegatofher twins, £fau and Jacob in the 
year before thrift 187s. Then dycth Abraham, , in the 17 5. year of 
his age, and before Chrifts birth 1862. 

Then Ifaac being exercifed by divers travels and troubles, his 
Son being grown to the age of 77. years, he himfclf being 137. 
years old (as it is deduced from Jojeph’s age when he went into 
ty£<iyp f 3 and from Jacobs abode with Laban) defirous to blefs his 
Son Bfav, he firft commands him to get him lomc Venifon j buc 
J4^by his Mothers advice furreptirioufly beguils him. After 
which, fearfull of his brothers revenge, he flies into Mefopotamuh 
to his Uncle Labans, In which Journey he is incouragcd by di¬ 
vers promiles from God, appearing to him in a Vifion, as he llepc 
on the top of a ladder. But when he had ferved Laban {'even years 
in the nature of a Shepheard; he was not permitted to have Ra - 
chell, for whom he had bargained, before he married her elder 

filler Leahy which was effected by guile, in the 84. year of his age, 
in the 29 21. year of the firft Period. Fromthefe and their two 
handmaids, Bala and Zelpha, had Jacob twelve Sons3 of Lea k- 
ven 3 %juben, Simeon , Levi, Judah, IJiachar, Zabulon , and one 
daughter called Dina. Of Rachel , two 3 ]ofeph } and Benjamin . Of 
Bala, two 3 Dan, and Nepthali. Of Zelpha, two 3 Gad t Afer . 
Twelve Sons and one daughter 5 After twenty years (pent with 
Laban* }acoh returns to Canaan, (a) about the 97.ycarof his age, 
Wucre he pitched his Tent in divers places, but dpccially at 
Succoth , and at Salem, a Town of the Sichemites. Where after ten 
years that he came from Mefopotamia,Wu Daughter Dtna is raviftu 
by Sichem, the Son of ffe/nor the King. Which two of her Bro¬ 
thers, Simeon and Levi revenged, by the death of the Sichemites , 
and Ipoiling of their City 3 From thence Jacob departs lor Beth - 
lem, having received the name of IfraeL VVhich ti e Angel with 
whom he wraWed at his return from Mefopotamia to his fathers 3 *

birth of Benjmin, when Jofeph was between (.) lixicvn and k- 
venteen years old. Who a while alter througu the envy of his 
brothers being drawn away and carried into rfypt, was bought 
by rotopber one ofTbaraoh’s chief officers. Wit.i whom aherhe 
had been a while, being by his wife often,in vain, allured to com¬ 
mit fornication, by means of her falfe accufation foffered a 

three years imprifonment, as the reward ofhisinnocency ; from 
whence being letcht to interpret the Kings dream , when as he 
had prefaged theenfuing plenty of {even years, as alfo the immi¬ 
nent fcarcity offeven other, he was placed as governour over 
all ^f.pypt. Thither went Jacob by the importunity of his Son 
( f\ withal’l his Family and goods, being in the third year of the 
Famine, before the comm ing of Cbrift 1747 years, himfclf being 
(?) 150 years old, and in the fourtieth year of his Son Jofeph’s 
age ' Jacob lived in 17. y^ars complear. Where dying, 

his body by his own direction, was earned into Palejtir.e, where 

he was buried in the Sepulchre of his Parents. .

At that time it is very probable that Job that admirable pattern 
of patience and fortitude was in being, (/) whom, as moil of the 
Ancient writers fuppofe, was descended irom Bfiu. Him from 
probable grounds we conjecture to be much about this time. He 
was horn 0; Zttra, being Grand-child to £/cttf,thc 23a. year before 
the chidrcn of Ifraels Joumying out of gypt ; Before Cbrijl 17 6 \. 
He in the 50. year of his age was permitted to in Iter various af¬ 
flictions from thcDevill in one year: After which having cfca- 
ped, he lived 139 years, and died in the 189th year of his age, (a) 
45. years before ihe Children of /fuel went out 
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CHAP. IV. 

Of the Kingdome of the Grecian?, Inachus his Tofier ity, and Ogy- 
ges bis deluge $ oj Prometheus, and the Kingdome of the Athe¬ 
nians. 

I N the fixth year after Abraham death; 1857. years before 
Chrifi, the new Empire of Greece was eftablifhed in Peloponnefw, 
Jnaclm being the Author of it. Whom moft of the Ancients make 
equall to Mofes. But Eufeb'm affirms that he was long before his 
time. We limit the beginning of his Kingdome from 327. years 
before the Children of Jfrael went out of tAF.gypt. After Inaclm, 
Greece continued its Empire 54 6, years under 13. Kings. Of 
whom the nine firrt, even to Gelation, were called Inacbads , as 
dcfcciiding in a direft line from Inaclm. gdanore being expelled 
of the Grecians, by their gencrall confent, Danaui is inverted with 
the Empire, having been a Sojourner in *A.gypt. He derived his 
Originall itom Inachus. For Epaphw,Belus "his fon, whom Io the 
daughter of Inachus bore to Jupiter, was reported to be his great 
Grand-father. Between Ttanaus and Acrifiw were four others 
porteft of the Empire, whoaftcr that by his imprudence* he was 
(lain of Per fern his Grand-child, CMicenus interpofeth in the King- 
dome, The lall of whofe bloud, was Eryfihetu . He being {lain by 
the Heraclides , the Pelopides, in number fix, enjoyed his eftatc, 
the laft Kings of whom, were Tifamentu , and Pentbilw , Orefies 
Son. The Mycreni reigned 210. years. In the whole from Ina - 
chut, 7)6. years, to the 80. year after the deftru&ion of Troy. All 
which, though here glanc’d at, will afterwards be fee down in 
theit din & intervals, Thcfe happened for the moft part, in that 
inter,vail which terminates the Children of Jfraels progreffe out of 
^Egypt. 

'Pboronetu, Son of (d) /tfacfcwand Melifta Oceanina, Inftitutcd 
laws to govern them, who hitherto were (b) rude, and lived dif- 
perrt, and,ifwc may credit(c) ^Apollodorw, had Peloponneftu under 
his Government.

ans, that when (b) laft of all, the firft born of ail Egypt were by ( fc ) Exod -**« 
fen Angcll flain in the night, they thereupon luffered them to 
depart. W hich before they did, they foletnniy dedicated the 
Fcartof the Pafleovcr, which day was from thence forth, (or ever 
Ioftituced to be obferved in memorial 1 ot their deliverance. ( c ) (Y'L : .b.9.de 
That appears to be the fecond night in April!, (d) There were d>»tt vwg. 
numbred of the children of Jfrael , of able Sword-men onely, 
fix hundred thoufand. (0 Immediately atter, Pharaoh purities (ejExou. h» 
them in their d< parturc. But Mofes broke a way thorow the red 
Sea for them to parte; whom when by the fame ti.e Egyptians 
purfued, Mofes with his rod, even as it parted, io it do¬ 

led again, and overwhelmed their trembling enemies. So the 
Jfraelites parting over to the Arabian fhore, in the third Monech, 
which is (f) Stw&n, received the Law made by God, by which (f) Ex. 19. u 
both facredand prophancLaws were inrtituted. 

Alter many journeyes ended,in the beginning of the next Q)year (g)Ex.ui<.ijrs 
after their comming out ot Egypt, about the eighth day ot April , 

Mofes crefted a Tabernacle; and made Aaron a High Pried, his 
Sons being Prieits under him. But the ungratefull people not- 
withftanding fo many benefits received, as continually t Manna 
rained down from Heaven to feed them, (f) with Quails ah.o (fc)Numb.n. 
fene down amongft them, difrellifhing thefe dainties, dtfilled 
not yet to murmure againft God, and at Mofes . 0 ) Afterwards (ONum 
Mofes fent ten men to fearch the Land of Canaan . WT10 re¬ 
turning after fourty dayes, did fo pofleflethe minds of the people 
with ttrrour; notwithftanding J ojhua and Calebs indcavours to 
C 2 the 
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the Contrary, who chcmlclvcs alio went to view the Land, that 
they were ready torcbeJl, (a) for this rtiey were denyed an admit, 
ranee into the land o i Canaan, and led back again by the dc farts of 
Arabia, till alter all iheRcbells being confumed, and dead, two 
onely remaining of the whole multitude, J ojbua and Caleb , who 
had perfevered m Faith, Wherefore about thirty nine year they 
wandred up and down in that Defart like Pilgrims ; in which 
they fuffered the fevere puniflimint of their obliinatc rebellion 
againft God and Mofes . (b) Fir ft of aliform, Datban, and tA biram, 
the Authors of a wicked revolt, were with their families fwal- 
lowedupby the earth, and 250, of their faction burning ln- 
ccnfc, were by fire from Heaven devoured. 14700. more being 
immediately devoured by the fame fire, were made exemplary 
to the reft. Many morealfo, for their daily provoking of Mofes, 
were (lain with the biting of fiery Serpents. Which evill to pre¬ 
vent from fpreading too far 3 Mofes ( c ) crc6ted a Brazen Serpent. 
Thefe things hapned in the fortieth year of their comming out of 
Egypt* In which Aaron the (.dy High Prieft dying, his Son Eleaser 
fupplied his room. After this Sion King of the Ammorites,ztiL\ Og 
the King of Bafhan being overcome, Balaak King of the Moabites, 
joyning with him the Midianites, oppofed the Hebrews , not la 
much by open war, as by fubtile craft, bringing along with him 
Balaam the Soothfayer to curfc them. But his curfes being by di¬ 
vine providence turned into a bleffiog. The King of Ifrael by Ba - 
laam's advice, thought to have infnared them by the beauty of 
their Women whom they proffered to them, (a) at which rime r 
Phineas the Son of Eleazer, out of his great zeal of piety to God, 
finding one of the chief of the people in company with a Harlor, 
ran them both thorow in the fight of all the Congregation, by 
which means he not oncly gained to himfelf the perpetuall ho¬ 
nour of his Priefthood, but pardon to the people for that great 
fin. 

( 1 ) In the fourtieth year of rherr departure out of Egypt at the 
latter end of the eleventh Month, Mofes dyeth in Mount Neko, 
which rifeth from the plains of Moab, in (c) the iao. year of his 
age. He was fucceeded by J ojbua the Sou of Nun, of the Tribe 
of Sphraim , who led the people into Canaan over ]ordan, the River 
being dryed up;thc(^)tenth day of the firft Month,which is Nifan, 
which is about the fixth day of AprilU After which befieging di¬ 
vers Cities, he deftroyed them and their Inhabitants by fire and 
Sword, (<*) beginning with Jericho, the walls of which City after 
feven dayes furrounding with the Ark, by blowing of horns, and 
the (hour of the Souldicrs, he lcvel’d with the ground. He put 
to flight- (/) five Kings of Gibeon , which wasfutrendred up to the 
Hebrews, in purfuitof whom, and to their utter ruine, that he 
might have the morcfpace, he commanded the Sun and Moon to 
(land ftill a whole day. After all this, in the laft place having 
overcome ( g ) thirty one Kings, and in fix years fpace overcome 
thegreateft part of Palestine • Hcdevided itamongft the Hebrews 
by their Tribes about the year beforeChrift, 148^. Chap.

To ipeak more fully of each 
particular action of them, and their deputies, brevity doth here 
forbid. Wherefore fome few of them fhall here lufficc. (/>) After (*) j« 4 g. t, 
the death of Jj/W, the Tribe of |udah overcame Adonibezec King 
of the Canaanitcsin battel, whom apprehending in his flight,they 
cut off his thumbs and his toes, the lame punilhment being re- 
ftrved for him, which he before had inflifted upon feventy other 
'Kings. Other Cities this Tribe overcame, taking fome, and 
making the others their Tributaries; not without offending God, 
by whom all conditions with that Nation were forbidden to 
them. 

The Hiftory of UMicka and the Tribe of Dan, which is compre¬ 
hended in the ; i8 Chapter of judges, appears to have come to pafle 
under thofc Elders which iucccedcd Jojhua ,as alfo Jonathan, grand¬ 
child of iMofes, and his Ions that were chofen for Priefts to the 
Tribe of Dan , are in the fame place fpoken of. 

At that fame time arofc that Civil War occafioncd by a rape 
committed by the Gibeonites of the Tribe of Benjamin, upon the 
Wife of a Lcvite; which offence the other Tribes moft fharply 
revenged. The Benjamites which ftood up for the defence of their 
fellows, being in the third Battel almoft all {lain, who had been 
conquerors in the two former. This happened about the fame 
time which lfpokeof, (a) that Phineas Stiaver's {on,Aaronsgm\&- (a) jofli.i* * 
fon, officiated in the Priefthood. **• 

Thole Elders being now extindf, who although by their Au¬ 
thority they had kept the people in Order, they forlaking now 
their own Religion, (b) and being forfakenof God, were by Chus, (*;judg. 3. v 
the King of x\\QOHoabites, oppreft with 8. years bondage. That 
by their adverfity they might be brought to remember God,whom 
in their profpericy they had forgotten. But upon their repen¬ 
tance God rais’d up Otkoniel to revenge their quarrel,and for their 
deliverance, being in the year before Chrift, 145?,who vanquifh- 
ing dm, for fourty years procured them their liberty. But after 
his death revolting to the fame wickcdncfs,they were alfo punifht 
with the like fervitude, which they fuffered 18 years under £g- 
fiwKingot the Moabites, till the 3313 year of the Julian Period. 

Eplon being (lain, Ebud for his virtue was preferr’d to be Judge, 
who governed for a long time, (to wit) 80 years. 

In 
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In tut year bdorcCiirift, 1301, ( c ) ifrael fubdued by Jabin 
King of Canto , were for 20 years by him opprdfed 3 after wnich 
being again reconcil’d to Gud, they (bake off their yoke. The lu¬ 
ll! uments of their victory and delivery were two Women 3 Debo¬ 
rah the Prophet* fle, who encouraged and flirt’d up Barack of 
Nephthali to undertake the War. And pel, who receiving Sifera 
flying from his Army into her tent, flew him, by driving a nail 
through his temples as he flepr. 

(a) [Ddorah being dead, the Hebrews rclapfe into their priffinc 
wickcdntfle and Idolatry, for which they arc delivered into the 
hands of the Midianite t in bondage, which when they had under¬ 
gone 7 years in the year of the World, 2730, they are reftored to 
their liberty by Gtdeori, (b) who by Gods appointment cliofe out 
300 men, whom hefurnifhed with trumpets,and earthen pit¬ 
chers, which when he brought forth to the battel, breaking their P 
pitchers, wherein their lamps were included, and at the fame 
rime founding their trumpets, their Enemies were fo terrified, # 
that they ran one upon another to their mutual dcftru&ion. 

Gideon after 40 years (r) dying, Abimelech his fon tyrannoufly 
ufurps his fucccflion, aflifled by the means of the Sichemites, who 
confirming the Kingdom by murther, which he had gained by 
guile, molt barbaroufly flew his 70 brothers 3 having finiflic his 
third year by great impotence and cruelty. After he cook the 
City of Thebes , and bcfieg’d the Tower, unadvifedly going under 
the wall, fmitten in the head with a ftone thrown down by a wo¬ 
man, offered himfclf to be (lain of his Armour-bearer. 

(d) Some Judges efcaping us who did nothing worthy of me¬ 
mory. ] e pbthaoi great efteem, though of obfeure birth, (being 
the Ion of a Harlot) was a valiant and active man; Whom the 
Israelites that inhabited at Gilead, being oppreft by the Ammonites, 
chofctobc their Captain, wandring up and down with a com¬ 
pany of Robbers. He being about to encounter his enemies, made 
a Vow to offer infacrifice to God, whatfoever firft met him at 
his return home. In purfuanceof which vow, hefacrificeth his 
daughter, who was the firft that came to meet him. This hap¬ 
pened in the year before Chrift, 1166 , about 18 years after the 
dcftru&ion of Troy, being ten years more after Agamemnon like- 
wife flew his daughter; uolefle this Fable be feign’d in allufion 
to that true hiftorv. 

(a) In the year before Crift, 1135, began Sampfon to officiate as 
Judge, a man of moft heroick valour, appointed by God to fup- 
prefle the Tyranny of the Phili Hines 3 ( b ) He was born of a wo¬ 
man that was barren, being confecratcd by God from his mothers 
womb to be unfhorn, after the manner of the (c) Nazarites, by 
which means he was indued with fuch flrcngth, That meeting 
with a Lion, he tore him even as a kid. He married his Wife 
from amongft the philijtines , which in his abfence, joyned her fclf 
to another : being highly incenfed with the Injury,he determined 
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in a hollilc manner to oppofe himfclf againft them, (d) And firft rv-A^\ 
of all, taking 300 Foxes, to whofe tails he faftned fire-brands, juTperilrf 4 * 
which letting go amongft their (landing corn, immediately con- 
fumed it. Alter this being by the Philitfines demanded, to in- 
fluff puniftimenc upon him, and delivered up to them by the He- **• 

lrrjr 5 ,whom they had then under their fubje&ion, He immediate¬ 
ly breaking his bands, and (batching up what was next him, 
which was the Jaw-bone of an Afle, he therewith flew 1000 of 
his enemies. But (e) all GazasCity gates being fhut upon him, (0Judg.i*. 
and he there intercepted, pull’d up the gates with the polls 
thereof, which together he carried away upon his (boulders to 
the top of the next hill. After this and the like examples of his 
unparalleled flrcngth, being deceived by the allurements of a 
woman, and by her betrayed to the Pbiliftlnes, by whom he 
was blinded, and expofed to be the fubjett of their fport 3 He ta¬ 
king the pillars in both his arms, which were the iupporters of 
that houfe wherein the Nobles being aflembled together to fcaft 
themfclves, and to behold him, were buried together with him 
in the Ruines of the fame, in the aoth year after he began to be 
Judge. 

Sampfon being dead, in the year before Chrift, 1115, (a) Eli the (a) 1 Rcg.c.i. 
high Prieft under the title of Judge,governed the people 20 ycar$3 
for the former 20 he aflifted Sampfon . Both of them governing 
the Common-wealth. In the fecond year of Sampfon before Chrift, 

1134, Samuel (it appears) was born. His father was Elcana, of the 
pofterity of Caath, of the tribe of Levi, as the (b) Scripture de- m 
monftrates: Whom having by prayer obtained from God, his c. 6 . * ra ‘ 
Mother Anna , a pious woman, devoted him to the Miniftry of 
the Temple. Byhim£//invainadmonifhttoreftrainthe lull of 

his fons, injurious to their holy office, was of God feverely re¬ 
veng’d. (r) The Hebrews being overcome by the mighty Army (0 1 ^g. 4- 
of the Philijtines, the Ark alfo by them taken, which they had pla¬ 
ced in their Campas their chief fafeguard 3 both the fons of the 
h igh Prieft flain.

Atbamas being King of Beotia, by Nepbclt , had Phryxus and Hel- 
len : Afterwards of ino daughter of Cadmus, he had Sons Learcbus 
and Melicertes. 

Sdmoneus firft inhabited Thefialy, and after that, £ Its 3 whofe 
daughter Tyro, before (he was married to her Uncle Criiheus, 
brought forth to Neptune, Pelias, and Neleus. .Who when they 
came coagc, falling to variance amongft thcmfelvcs, Neleus flics 
to Mtjfana-, and of Cbloris, Amphiori* daughter, had eleven Sons, 
who were all (except Neftor) flain by Hercul.s. And but one 
daughter named Pero.

cd in tAEolis. his Son was Hippotes , who of Melanippe begat t/ £o 
lusy whofe daughter was Arne, who being got with child of Nep. 
tune, and for thatreafon delivered in cuftody to a Metapontineatiy 
by her Father, (he at his houfe was brought to bed of Twins, -/Ko¬ 
tos named after his Grandfather, and Beotus , of whom V£otos 
inhabited thofc Iflands, from him called JEoles : and Beotus , re¬ 
turns to his Grand-father, and ruled in Molis, who built Arm , 
naming the Inhabitants Beotians after his own name. 

But Xuthus (for of Dorus progeny there is nothing memorable) IonUni nirp5i 
Hellens youngeft Son, expelled by his brother?, made his abode in 
Atica, where marrying the daughter of Erechtbeus , King of Athens , 
he had Sans, Acbceus, and Ion . Acbceus againd his will becom- 
ming guilty of murcher,(as Conon upon Pbotius hath it) cfcapcs 
to Peloponnefus , and in that Kingdome which he named Acbau , 

(but,before, Mgiaha)\\c built Tetrapolis After which,by thcaiTi- 
ftanccand aid of the Athenians, and MgialenfeS , going into Tkyia- 
ly, he received his fathers pofteflion. 

Ion remained at Athens, and if we may credit Conon, Erechtbeus Iones called 
being dead, obrained the fame Kingdome ; From him c^ilfo were Alt,c *• 
the Atticks called lones.

Much about the time that 
the Ifrael'ites poffcft 0 iPaleftine, began to be under Judges. This 
order obferved, partly out of other probable Hiftories, and partly 
byconjc&urc, we frail prudently compute the time of thefeveral 
poftcrities of Helien , which in this place will be nccdlcffe to 
do. 


CHAP. VIII. 

Of the timc of the Maecenian Kings, which fuccecded the Grecians, 
and of the Ioachids, and fome remarkable pafsages of Per ft us his 
progeny, conducing to better kmwledg of Antiquity.

H Ercules the fon of Alcmene and ^Amphitryo, had his original KxApoii.

endeavour utterly to extinguifh his poflertty, fearing, that it they

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~,tiaos Kingdom. Therefore he denounccrh to Cejcus King of Tr<i- 
chont , with whom they were to bamfh out of his Countrey thole 
Children whom he iufpc&ed, if he had not rather to deli ver them 

up to him 3 the which if he doth not, he mult expeft nothing but 
Warr. The Heraclides being affrighted by this command,no bo¬ 
dy darin^ to receive and entertain them for tear of Eurillbeus, they 
retire thtmlclves to Tbefeus, then Kingof the Alhemans, and noc 
to Demopboon, as Euripides iaith : Eurtllbtus raifeth a grvac Army 
aeainrt them, thereupon was the battel given 5 In which were 
chief Commanders lolaus the fon of Hercules s brother,and Hillus, 
wliom Hercules had begotten by Deiamrt, and Thefeus ; Enjtbeus 
being overcome, is killed by Hillus, andallhispoUeury, being a 
fon, dyed wi.h him. The Heraclides being cotsquerours, poffefle 
ihemfclves of pelopo»»efus, and in a fliort time recover all rhalthcy 
liad loft. But the Plague being imminent, having haftened their 
return before the time appointed, being warned by the Otocl'j 
thev freely departed. After this, Hillus having again confultcd 
the Oracle, he wasanfwercd, to ttay uniill the third gathering^ 
the fruits 3 that was as much as, unto the third age of man • But 
he undemanding it to be the third year,after this time he prepares 
a new Expedition, and fendeth his Forces through fjibmus> being 
aoain deceived by that ambiguous Oracle, that promifed the 
vTaorytothe Leaders through wet flraights : by which deceitfull 
fpcech, Apollos underftoodthe Sea, through which one fayls torhe 
mouth of Peloponnesus , As the Heraclides approached near A treus 7 
Ertllheus's Uncle and his oppofed himfelf with forces to them: 
The fight being begun, A rijlomacbuSy one of the HeraclideSy is kil¬ 
led, and then Hillus challenges anyone of the enemies to fight 
with him in a fingle dud, upon the condition, That whofoc vet ot 
either party fhould overcome 3 thc fame party fhould pefUfte Pelo - 
ponnefus, and that the Heraclides if their enemy fhould overcome 
them, fhould not come again againft peloponnefus fuch a certain 
timcif which Diodorus faith,was the fpacc of fifty years,and others 
fay an hundred. The condition being excepted, Echemus King ot 
the Tegeatars, fights with Hillus find at length kills him 3 The He - 
racltdei return back again to Aitua. This firft irruption was twen¬ 
ty years before Troy's ruine. 

Then an hundred years after this, and foutfeore years after the 
overthrow of Troy , the Htraclides aflault Peloponnefus again. The 
Chiefs of this Expedition were Arijtomachus his three lbns,Tewe- 
nus or Temcnes-yCrefpbontes 3 and Arijlodemus 3 while they fayled to 
Lepantum y tAriflodemus dyed cither by a Thunder-bolt, or by the

It’s laid, that they agreed fo amongft themfclvcs, 
chat of the two people, the one fhould be the Colony, and the 
other fhould give him his name 5 and fo having the Cumeans name, 
fhe was properly of the chalcidonians, which Virgil therefore doth 
call Eubatick . Strabo faith, That of all the tranfplantations which * 
went into Italy or Sicily , this was the ancientcft, and therefore an- 
cientcr then the Trojan affairs 5 but Velleius and Suf'ebius judge it 
far otherwife.

L. z, de div* wascftecmedthcchicfcft, and of the Procltdians, wi nch was the 
fecond in Principality ; this fame was alfo called the boulcot the 
Euredipondites, from Euripontes, Procles his Grandchild : the lift 
of the Kings, out of the firft flock was more diligently obferved, 
the other remained more obfeure, without the number of the 
years that every one of them reigned. The beginning of that 
firft Kingdome was foon after the return of the Heracltdes into Pe- 
loponnefus, in the 1 102. year before Chrift, it ended in Egefipolts 
Poiyb.

0r n which progeny the laft Dorid^s, and Hyantydas being disinvefted 
of the kingdome by Atletes> Hippotes's Son, grand-child of Phi- 
lantes, and kinfman to Antiochus in the third degree, and to Her¬ 
cules in the fourth, remained as private men in the fame City,and 
after that Atlctes's children did enjoy the kingdome, of whom 
Telejtes is numbred the laft by Paufanias , after whom were cho- 
fen the annualIConfulls * Automenes being the firft; whom Eufe- 
b'tus makes a king, yet the new family of the Corinthian kings is 
wont to be cftcemcd, as extra&cd firft of Bacchides, and is called 
the houfe of the Bar chides. The laft king of the HeraclideSy Telejles 
by name, according to Eufebius ceafcd to reign three years before 
the firft Olympiad, unto which are reckncd 324. years trom the 
beginning of Alines reign, which is the next year after the Hera- 
clicies return' to Pelopoonejfus. 

After Automenes, the chicfeft of the fame houfe of the Barcht- 
Mans did govern the City, one of the family being every year cre¬ 
ated chief Magiftrate, whom they called unto Cypfelus > 

f who hadhisoriginall of Melas, AntafuPs fon. This Meius was 
born in the Town Gontufa, near to Sycio> who with Attests and 
the HfraclideSi overcame Corinth : he was by them afterwards 
Her 0 a.i.*; e . made a Citizen. Cypfelus reigned thirty years in Tyranny, and 
9 > ; 1^5 s on periandety fourty four.

(<); King, fal Z°L overthtoweth the Kingdom,trodden under foot by hi* 
fathers vice. (0 For this King being intreated by the people,that i 
might be done a little milder toward them, then had been done by 
hisfather, cxcrcifcth dominion, thccounfelof tl,cold men being 
reie&ed, who thought fomeilpng muft be granted to their juft 
complaints, he anfwcrcth them, proudly and rough y after the 
opinion of his eqtials. Which thing fo heightened then minds, 
that ten Tribes being wholly rent from Datul s family, they ap- 
pointed thcmfclvcs a new King, proham the foil of Nd.it, an 
h,unite, onely thc two Tribes of Judah and Benjamin, being ,he 
numbers left for Rehoham.

fares, and all the prefents being taken away, he departed. 

(tl) Under Abiam the king,the fon of Rehoboanv, Jeroboam received (W) » Chr.i 3 . 
a great (laughter. This king drew out eight hundred thoufand 
info an Army. Againft whom Abiam going with four hundred 
thoufand, and being nigh befieged, he begging the bclpof his.fa¬ 
ther’s Godjobtained a famous viftory, five hundred thoufand of 
his enemies being (lain: The which by reafon of the ffraits of 
both kingdomes, may fcarce have credit, if it were related by 
any other wirm fit* then God. Neither yet could he by fo great a 
bleffing, be affrighted from imitating his fathers impiety. 

M The beginnings of yf/a were molt laudable. For he took (c) 3Kin R s 
away thc Altars and Idolls, and thc fteps of his fathers fuperfiiti- J*; chr i4 
on, onely the high places being left.

But when he was reproved by Hanan the Prophet, for that 
he had palled over his hope from God unto humane defences, he 
raking that gricvoufly, commanded the admonifher to be led 
away into cuftody.* Neither afterwards flood he in his duty.

For the Lord carried up this man. to the 
Kingdom of )frael, to bloc out urt<rly the flock of Akak The •* 1 
which as fbon as he had gotten, he floutly indeed endeavoured 
chat work for God • for he commanded jezabel to be caft hcad- 
jonqoutof a window : whofc dead carcafs when it was fought 
fur burial, nothing of her was found befides the skull and feet, 
and upper parts ot herhands; the reft,the dogs devoured: but he 
took care alio at the fame moment to have the fevency ions of 
Abab l lain. Al o all tiic facrificing Priefts of Baal gathered to¬ 
gether into one place through the fhew of a holy folemnity, he 
commanded to be killed, he burned the Image with fire, demo- 
Hlhcd its houfC; but that which remained, he reflored not the 
worfhipof his fathers god : and he abode in the worfhipping of 
the Calves which Jeroboam had placed.

He being dead (< b ) in the i 30th 
year of his age, being corrupted by the flatteries of Courtiers, his 
fathers Religion being dclpifed, he had regard to groves and 
Idols. And he added to his wicked fuperftition the ( c) mod un¬ 
worthy death of Zachary the Prophet, the fon of that J ekoiadab, to 
whom he owed his life and kingdom : becaufehc, the Spirit of 
Godcotiflraining him, reproved their wickednefs. Neither did 
God long deter the revenging of fo great wickedncfs. The year 
following, HazaelKingi>iSyria with fmall Armies,having wafted 
the kingdom of J udab> flew all the Princes, and could fcarcc be 
turned away from ] erufalem, the which he now fought occafion 
againft, by great gifts, into which all the treafures were poured 
our. joafh himfelf a little after being taken with a moll grievous 
iickncflk,being thruft thorow by his (ervants in his bed, dyed in 
the fourtiechyear of his reign, neither was he laid among the 
Sepulchres of the Kings.

The eleventh from David reigned Amaziah the fon of J oafb, (Jf^Kings

their ends were Unlike. He railing war againft the Edomites with **• 
the whole ftrengch of the kingdom, armed three hundred thoufand 
of his Soldiers’: belide whom,he hired out of thclfra'elitifh king- 
dome an hundred thoufand3 the which the charges which he had 
beftowed on them being fleighted, he ftraightway font home at 
the word of one Prophet, forbidding him to make ufc of the help 
offuch. God being delighted with the king's obedience, gave 
him to overcome his enemy. But that vi&ory, as profperous af¬ 
fairs are oftentimes wonr, turn’d into the deftru&ion of the Con- 
querour. For very many Images of gods being gotten among the 
lpoyles, he purfued with worfhip and holy rites: Neither would 
he hearken to the Prophet affrighting him from that wickednefs. 

Therefore he being fbrfakcn of God, firft of all he is overcome 
and taken by Joafh king of Ifrael, whom he had fooliflily provo¬ 
ked 3 the Walls of J erufalem being broken down 3 all his riches 
as well facred as kingly being taken away. At length, Amaziah 
after fifteen years from the death of Joafh,was flain by checonfpi- 
racy of his fervants. (a) 4 King* 

(a) Joafh reigning, and in his tenth year, if any credit may be x 3 . 
given to the Hebrew Chronicles, Elifba dyeth, which is the 3884 
year of the Julian Circuit 3 the which by this account,mud needs 
perform that Prophetical gift very long, under fix kings of Jfracl • 
he dying, promifed a threefold victory to King Joafh over the Sy¬ 
rian 3 which alfo a little after he obtained. But into his Sepul¬ 
chre the dead carcafs of a man being caft, ftraightway as foon as 
it touched the bones of the good man, it is raifed to life. 

Azariah reigned the twelfth from David, or Oziah, a Prince 
good enough, *nd therefore he being covered with God’s defence, 
happily governed the kingdom. But at laft forgetting himfelf 
whiles he ufurpeth through pride the offices belonging to the 
Priefts, being made leprous on a fudden, he is driven out from all, 
even civil cfftcc, the ordering of the kingdom being pafled over 
unto his fon Jot ham.

Abaz governing, the Tribe of Judah, Ho fen was chief over the 
Ifraelites , a little more tolerable than former Kings of Ifrael 5 nei¬ 
ther yet caft he away the worfhip of vain gods, or brought over 
his mind to the woriliipping of the true. 

But (d) Hezekiah kingot judab, who fuccecded his father .< 4 /*** 
ncxr to David) far excelled all Princes. For this king caft down 
all Images and Temples, tut down the groves* took away the high 
places: And laftly, wholly obeyed the Law of CMofes. In the 
fixth year of this king, the ninth of Hofea> the 3993 year of the 
Julian Period, Salmanazar the king of the Adrians, Samaria be¬ 
ing taken, he carried away all the Ifraelites into Afsyria, and fo 
ihc kingdom of ifrael ceafed, which remained almoft 254 years.

overcome, he fubdued Ioakim to himfelf in (f) the entrance of his (, 
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fourth year, (gj Who, when after three years he had rebelled, 
he was taken by the Army of Nebuchadnezzar $ and Ioakim his 
Son, who alfo was called Jechoniah, commanded to reign in his 
room. But after three Moneths, Nebuchadnezzar cornming again 
tobcfkg eJerufalem, (1.) Lchontah yielded tohina of his own ac¬ 
cord, and he was led away with lus mother, and nobles, and ma¬ 
ny others, into Babylon, This man in the fourth book of Kings is 
laid to be made king, being eighteen years of age, but in the fe- 
cond of Chronicles , at eight years of age; the which may be fb in- * 
terpreted; that he was taken by his father into the fellowfhip 
of the kingdome, about the fecond year of his reign, and reigned 
with him ten years. 

(a) The laft King of Judah made by Nebuchadnezzar in the place 
of Iefmiah, is Matbaniah , who is alfo called Zedechiah , the Ion of 
Jofiah, healfobeingaforfaker of divine worfhip and faith, as 
well payed to God, as performed to him of Babylon , by wh6m he 
was made King. For from the ninth year of his reign he revolc- 
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Jeremy , and in the third year it being taken,and the Temple burnt 
with fire, Zedechiah being brought back from flight,and oeine de¬ 
prived of his eyes, with the which he had firft lcen his children 
(lain before him, he is led away in chains unto Babylon . 1 
The City was'won by a (Fault in the year before Chri ft 58?. in 
the fourth moneth and fifth day,(d) as Jeremy writeth,buc the fame 
man in another place determined it the (e) ninth day. Indeed on 
the fifth day tome part of the City was feized on, but on the ninth 
wholly broken up. Which day agreeth with June 16. (f) in the 
following Moneth, which was Ab, on the 10. day, which runneth 
into the 20. of July, the City with the Temple is fet on fire. 

With Zedekiah the King, were famous Prophets, Jeremiah and 
Ezekiel . Buc Daniel lived then a young man in Babylon , whither he 
was carried with the reft, in the fourth year of Joakim . But Ezrki - 
el, with Jecboniah, after eight years (g) Jeremiah , who for many 
years, and cfpecially inthetimeofthefiege, was cruelly vexed 
by his own countreymen * the City being taken at the command 
of Nebuchadnezzar , he was honourably effected by, Nebuzardan , 
Leave being granted him of dwelling where he would. When he 
would not depart from the ruines of his countrey, being recom¬ 
mended to Gedaliab, whom the Chaldean made chief over the re¬ 
mainder of the people, he a little while after being flain by lfbma- 
el , is fnatched away againft his will with Baruch , by his own peo¬ 
ple. There while he withftood the wickednefles of the Jens, ha¬ 
ving fuffered very many things, (a; at length by them is flain.

In that 
manner his Laws being openly received, that he might give an 
cverlafting continuance to them, he told them that he would go 
to the Oracle at Delphos, and bound all his Citizens with an Oath, 
that they (hould change nothing of his Lawes before he returned. 

So he going into Creet , remained there even untill his death, (a)

T Here is made frequent mention in facred books, of the Af - 
fyrian Kings* even after that time, wherein Sardanapalus being 
dead,it is manitelt that Empire, firft begun by Belus or Nirms, 
had attend. For it is agreed amongft all, that that happened in

That I may not ftay thee longer* I think that after that old 
j.i).Cir.?4?h Empire of the Afyriim put out, or paCTcd over to the sjetedes, the 
CMedes waxing old by little and little, and their ftrength being 
; wcakned throughfloath andealmnefle, fomc fell off from them: 
firft the Affyrians, and then the Babylonians, For becaufe the 
Medes kept not the fame courfc of fortune from Arbaces to Deioces , 
from that, it is very likely, that Herodotus faith, the ctfedes in 
that mean fpacc were free, and to. have lived without a King; 
Wherefore Nineveh being overthrown, and the former Affyrian 
Kings being taken away, there were afterwards new Kings, who 
reftored that City, and bare a large rule, untill they were 
overcome in war by the Babylonian Kings. 1 he names 
of thefe, and what' Kings were reigning in Judea , which 
indeed are mentioned in Scripture, I will writedown. 



Thefe are the Kings of the AJfyrians, of which the Scripture 
hath made mention: the which at the beginning it appears to 
have conquered Babylon, out of the (a) facred Hiftory of the Kings, , . 4 K| 
Where Salmanafsar is faid to have fenc inhabitants out of Babylon I7 . v ,z 4 . 
and other countries into Samaria. But it is gathered out of the 
(b) fame book that they reigned over the Medes. ^.outof the 

(c) Salmanafsar invaded the Kingdome of //W, and lent away Hebr. imerpr. 
the Jfraelites, in which name all, or almoft the ten Tribes were 
contcincd, into Media and Babylon, and other Eaftcrn Provinces 
for them* he fpread Inhabitants out of divers nations into their 
empty feats * to whom when Lions were troublefome, the King 
ofAfsyrians fendeth unto them one of the Captive Priefts of the 
Jews, by whom they being perfectly taught the worfhip of the 
Hebrews God, they embraced every one thefe fame together with 
the profane fuperditions of their own countrey. Hence the fil- xhcSamtri. 
thy dirt of the Samar it anes took beginning, and was increafed for a

Becaufe (d) Salmanafsar being dead, Sennachertb 
his fon is faid to have reigned in his (lead, Ihcrcforc none fee- 
meth to be placed between them bpth, But thofc things which 
we havea little before cart in by the way, concerning n»c begin¬ 
ning of the Kingdome of Babylon ; they are fupported by the wit- 
nefle of Ptolomey, and old Aftronomers, who do reckon their times

1*7. hence the old kingdome of the Chaldeans feemeth to have begun. 

In holy Books, the firft mention of the Babylonian kings is under 
the reign of Hezekiab , about his fourteenth year, in which Mero¬ 
dach the fon of Bahdan king of the Babylonians 5 isfaid to have 
fent AmbaflUdours to Hezekiab , that he might ask him <*<Micer- 
ning the wonder, which had happened In the land •, as alio be- 

. cau f c he had learned that he was fick. The fourteenth year ot 

Hezekiab , from thefe things which have been above explained, 
runneth into the year before Chrift, 714. which is the thirty 
fourth from the beginning of Nabonafsar . There is an old rule or 
Canon of the Babylonian kings, which Ptolemy and other Mathema¬ 
ticians have ufed, which is lengthened from Nabonafsar unto the 
death of Alexander the Great. Moreover in that Canon, Marios- 
emadus , who is named Meradach in facrcd books, began to reign 
iwenty feven years from Nabonafsar, and peradventur^ s hat 
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Baladan is his father, whom Conon calleth Itutius. 

Wherefore there is a probable guefle, that fome fpaccoftime j u i. p cr iod> 
after the Afsyrians, the Babylonians fell off from the Medes, and unto 4185. 
appointed themfelvcs a private kingdome, Nabonafsar being their 
Captain. Which kingdome fmall in the beginning, and iubjeft 
to the Assyrians, was inlarged by Nabopolafsar , and his fon Nebu¬ 
chadnezzar, as alfo the Afedes thcmfelves, and the Afsyrians it fub- 
iefted to it fclf. Of which thing afterwards. But the beginnings 
of that Empire are very dark $ Of which, Hiilory hath almoft left 
nothing but conjecture.

This Man was born of Ocrifia Corniculana , a captive Mother* and 
being commended by Tarquinm the King for his virtue, he is put 
before the heads of the kingly race. Many things were famoufly 
ordained by him in the Common-wealth, He firft appointed a 
(a) reckoning or numbring of the people, and decreed it every 
fifth year turning about to be made. By the accounting he diftri- Doar. of 
buced the People into Companies and Bands of an hundred foot- times, <h. 7 <?. 
men. He enlarged the City it felf. At length, the kingdom being 
governed for 44 years with the greateft praife, by the accurfed 
parricide of his fon in law Tarquinius and his daughter, his life 
was taken from him. 

In the fourth year of the 61 Olympiad, as Dionyfm fheweth, 
before Chrift 533, the feventh and laft reigned Tarquiniw, by 
firnamc, the Troud, whom moft of the old Romans , and thofc Livie 
hath followed, have affirmed to be the fon of Prifcus. Dionyfm Dionyf.*; 
makes us believe he was his Nephew. This man governed the P£ I * ,Liv ’ 1 * 
kingdo’rii gotten by wickednefs, no better than he had fought it. 

He aflaulccd the Senators and Nobles with {laughters and robbe¬ 
ries. He made the Temple in Albanum commune to his Compa¬ 
nions the Latinos, and framed the Latine holy-dayes. He builc 
the Temple of Jupiter Capitolinas , begun by his Grandfather, from 
fpoyls taken in War. At length, for a ravifhment brought on a 
moft Noble woman Lucretia > by Aruntes his fon, he being abfcnc, 
while hebefieged Ardea, by the agreement of the People his high¬ 
eft dignity was taken away, and with himthenamc of King was 
taken away out of the City, the year of the City’s building going 
out, 244.

fifth year of Arifiodemus. At length Arifiodemus, the fafety of his 
Countrcy being defpaired of, becaufe the Spartans did oppreffc 
Ithome with a moft ftraight fiege* he flatbed nimfelf at his daugh¬ 
ters grave, after he had reigned fix years, and a greater part of 
the fcventh. But in the firft yearof the 14 Olympiad going out, 
of the Jul. Circ. 39? i> the twentieth after the Mcfsenian War 
was begun, Ithome was forfaken by the Mepnians , and over- 
rhrownhy the Lacedemonians . Thus an end is put to the former 
War. After this fome of the Mefsenians, Alcimadas being their 
Captain, through Shipwrack, travel to Rhegtum , which is a Town 
of Italy . 

After 38 years from thence, this is the 4th year of the twenty 
third Olympiad,of Jul. Cir. 4029. Tlefias being chief Govcrnour 
of Athens, as Taufanias faith, through the encouragement of 
e/4f rifiomenes, a man endued with Hcroick valour, the Mepnians 
renew the War againft the Lacedemonians •, in which Warr the- 
Lacedemonians defire a Captain from the Athenians, by the Oracle. 
Thefe ordain fof them Tyrtaus the Poet, a Schoolmaftcr, who be¬ 
ing Commandcr,at the firft they are overcome 5 afterwards they 
arc made the fuperiours rather by deceit, than virtue. The Mef* 
fenians betake themfelves into the Mountain Ira in the third year 
of the War; where they refifted their enemies eleven years.

CHAP. IX. 

O/Cyaxar King of the Medes ,and the breaking in of the Scythians $ 
and of the Kings of the Babylonians, efpec idly of Nebuchadnez¬ 
zar, and his Suc>cefsours. 

H Erodotus (b) in the firft book of the Medes, writeth* That (b) i 4 crod. 

Phaortes the Father of Cyaxar, reigning, the Empire was in- fct.ch.io*. 
created and enlarged; and that by him the Per fans and people of 
Afia were by War tamed and fubdued. Who when he aflaulted 
the tAfsyrians, and befieged Ninw, he there perifhed with the grea- 
teft part of his Army. Cyaxar the (bn of Phaortes, that he might re¬ 
venge his Father, he alfo undertook a War againft the Afsyrians : 

The which being overcome, in the very befieging of Ninw, by a 
fudden breaking in of the Scythians , he is rcprelTed: Who, the T he breaking 
Cymmerians a people of Italy, following after them, UKadys being to of W- 
their Captain, had flowed into Afia and Media. The fame ruled 

over Afia twenty and eight years, taking continual preys out of 
it, and robbing by the high-waics, unpuniftied, none forbidding 
them 1 untill after 28 years cyaxar receiv’d them with a banquet, 
and they being allured with large cups, and made drunken, he 
(lew them every one, and recovered his ancient kingdom. 

Afterwards when fome of the Scythian Nation came to the fame 
Cyaxar, he received them favourably: unto whom alfo the Chil¬ 
dren of the Medes he delivered to be inftrufted in the Scythian lan¬ 
guage , and skilfulneffe of Archery, in which they excelled 
other?. 

In the mean while the Scythians going daily to hunting, they 
alwayes brought fome Vcnifonto the King; the which when 
fometimes through want of prey they had failed to do, they were 
unkindly received by him. Which injury they revenged with a 
barbarous cruelty. For they bring to the King one of thcic Schol¬ 
ars being killed, and drefled after the manner ofVenifon; and 
ftraightway batake themfclves as fuppliants unto Alyater the King 
of Lydia. Cyaxar, the wicked aft being found our, requircch the 
run-awayes to be yielded to him forpunifhment* arid, unlefs he 
(hould obtain his requeft* threatneth War with the Lydians t 
Therefore a five years War being waged through divers and 
doubtful chances, at length in the iixth year there is a battel be¬ 
twixt them: from the which through the fuddaindarkning of the 
Sun> they being affrighted, gave off. At length, by the endeavor 
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ot 'Citix&Sye/MuW) and Labynttus a Baby Ion tan, they were made

Moreover, Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar being much more famous than his Father, waged very ex¬ 
ceeding great Warrs, and pafled through very many Nations, by 
overcoming them 3 the which not onely the holy Writings do 
witnefle* but alfo Megaflhenes in his fourth book of the Indian 
(b) jofeph. affairs, according to (b) Jofephus , hath wrote concerning this 
Antiq.ch.31. King, That Hercules was much exceeded by him in valour, and 
greatnefs of things done.

Therefore Evilmerodacb being (lain, 
after two years reign being fulfilled, as it were in the name of a 
guardian, for his fon Labonfsarcbod, whom we believe to be Bel - 
lhazzar , he governed the kingdom four years 3 the which indeed 
are wont fometimes to be imputed to Laborofsarchod. But this 
King, his father being dead, when he (b) added unto riot, and (b) Dan.s. 
continual drinking, facrilcdge, and had commanded the holy 
vcflcls, which his grandfather had carried out of the Temple of 
Jerufalem, to be committed to the profane ufes of Feafts, he faw 
the fingers of a man's hand moving themfclves on the wall, and 
painting three words 3 the which when none could interpret, be- 
fides Daniel, he got the liigheft honour thereby. But the King 
was {lain the fame night by the confpiracy of his fervants, whom 
he for his evil difpofuion had eftranged from him, nine compleac 
moncths after the death of his Father. 

Then by the agreement of the Nobles the Government is be- 
ftowed on Nabonidm ,a certain Mede by birth, and a companion 
of the confpiracy. The which when he had adminiftred feven- 
tcen years, he being invaded by War by Cyrus King of Perfta, and 
being fhut up within the Tower Borfippa, a yielding being made, 
lie was removed into Car manta.

T He beginnings and lordly powers of the Egyptians, which 
George <J\*or,k hath gathered out of Africa/^ and Euftbnu, 
arc mixctl with many fables. Wherefore thofe being let pafTe, 
wc will bring into publique view a few Kings out of HerodotuSy 
which do feem needful to illuftratc this our,& the facrcdHiftory. 
(OHcroaot.i. He therefore, fome kings being rchcarfcd, wriccth, Sethon the 
«h. 141. *c. p r y u i C fi n to have reigned 5 who when he behaved himfelf 
StWon - fcornfully in a warlike kind, fell into his difeontent. Therefore 
when Sennacherib king of the Arabians and AfSyrians had with 
great Forces aflaultcd Egypty Sethon being forfaken by his Army, 
implored the ayd of his god 3 from whom a multitude of field 
Mice being fent by night, gnawed afundcr their quivers of Ar¬ 
rows, and Brings of their bowes, and rains of their bucklers. So 
the day after the enemies being naked of weapons fled. There is 
no doubt, but that Sennacherib was the fame King of tAflyrians, 
who, Hezekiah reigning, fackcd Judea. For times on both Tides 
do agree.

That Image which they fo worfhipped, was made of that ba¬ 
ton, which had accuftomcd ro ferve unto bafe ufes. But it 
had happened to him as unto that 3 who when as before he 
had been of the common people 3 now he is their Prince.

which tiling being heard, Archias not daring to go back to Corinth , 
failed into Sicily .

For through a defire of his Countrey, and a wearinefs of the Per - 
pan Court, he took that couofel, that under pretence of quench¬ 
ing that domeiiick flame, he might obtain leave to travel from 
Darius . In the mean time, Ariftagoras , freedom being reftored to 
the LftfiUpans, and Tyrants, as far as he could, being every where 
taken away, he looked at the ayd of the Grecians . Therefore the 
Lacedemonians being tryed in Vain, he comcth to Athens 3 of whom 
hebeingholpen with a Navy of twenty Ships, he openly fell off 
from the Perpans ? Straightway by their help Sardis was taken and 
fetonfire. That happened in the 69 Olympiad. The perpans 4 
following hard after the Ionians, do fcatter and put them to flight. 
v Who being forfaken by the Athenians, they however maintained

Which victory be¬ 
ing gotten, he is fent to purfueits remainder with a Navy 5 and 
while heepmpafleth by the Iflands of Bella , a Town, in Campania , 
hegoeth toTaroj \ and what with a falfe fright of an Army of 
Perfians iq vading, what through the fickiiefs of an hurt body, be¬ 
ing beaten off from thence, he was fined by the unjurt fcqtences of

Pythagoras But this Age Wai more honourable in nothing than Pythagoras 
J«mbi. in viu himfelf, who took his orieen from Samos, and after a long travel 
1 fi i n° g ‘ returning to his native Countrey, Polycrates Bill reigning there, 
Esccrpt. went to Crotona in Italy* where he nad the difeipline of very many 
YiUf. p.241. w h ocame to i,e tutor’d by him, as Diogenes reports. Some fay 
he very much difaffedted Sylofontes, brother and fuccefTour to Po - 
lycrates . He was renowned in the 5 © Olympiad, if we may be¬ 
lieve Diogenes: About the 6 2 Olympiad he writes, That Jam* 
blicui went into Italy, where Polycrates had begun his reign. He 
dyed in the fofirth year of the 70 Olympiad, when he had lived 
either eighty or riiriety years, as Diogenes delivers. Jamblicus rc- 
’Abarfc porti, he was very intimate with Phalaris the Tyrant, and Abatis \ 
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the fame Jamblicus who writes oi his life and Do&rines. Tnis 
Abaris was a Prieft of Apollo y who adored Pythagoras inftead of 
Apollo, and brought him a wonderfull ftrange and curious Arrow, 

with which crofhng the River, he freed the cities that were infe- 

&ed, from the peftilcnce 3 and other things moft miraculous, he 
a&edby venue thereof 3 as we have it from Jamblicus. But (a) 
Tertullian writes, that this Pythagoras aymed at the foveraignty ot

By the fage precepts of Pythagoras , the Crotomats lnititutcd their 
Common-wealth, and thereby improved, not onely in civility, 
and good government, but in Martiall Difeipline, to much that 
100 thoufand of them encountred with 300 thoufand of the Sybari- 
tans at the River Sagra (under the condudl of Milo) and having 
put the enemy to the Sword, utterly demolifhed the very

CHAP. IV. 

Of the Kings dethroned at Rome, and the wars thence kindled 
atnongjl the Romans. 

L Ivins fayes, %pme was a Monarchy for 244. years from the 
foundation ot it before it became a free State. Therefore 
in the 245 year they dcpoled their King, difannullcd that govern- 
ment, and then were Confulls firft elefted and created. Where¬ 
fore fioce (by the teftimony of Varro) the City was erected in the 
third year of the 6 Olymp. or in the year before Chrift, 753. the 
deceafc of Kingfhip, and the rifing of Confulfliip, there fall 
upon the fourth year of the 67 Olymp. the year before Chrift, 50? 
if wc follow the fafnc fitc of Moneths, as in the old Roman year, 
and is now obferved in the Julian Account. The Palilia 9 or feaft 
of Pales, were celebrated on the 5 ch of the Calends of CMay, 
whence the time from the building of the City was computed. 
And the Olympian years from the folftice. So that the begin* 
ning of the City-account of their years, and the end of the Olym¬ 
pian,agreed cxa&ly. But the Roman Moneths this while kepr not 
thcfamcordcr with the Olympian 3 and what rule they then ob¬ 
ferved, we can by no means find our, therefore we commonly ufe 
the fitc of Moneths now known and i’ctled amongft us at this 
day. 

The Monarchy of Rome was diffolved, and Lucretius (then Mo¬ 
narch) expelled, becaufchis fon offered tohaveravilhedfLKO'rtfa. 
This was tranfa&cd upon the 5 th of the Calends of <j\farcb, on 
which day the Regifugium , or expul fion and departure of Kings-is 
noted to have been iniheRoman Calender. 

M Inftead 
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I iftcad of their Kings, when thePrafedt of the City had fum- 
Ann»4-8t- m()n ed toscthcr the noble men, ("as we have it in the Comnienta- 
Inmuto! rics of Serum Tullius) two of them, to wit, £. Junius Brutus, and 
lyWi L, Tarquinius Collatinus were created Conlulls. One of them (/.<\) 
Tarqumm being a neighbour of the T nrquinii , and one of the Fa¬ 
mily ot Damaratus, and his Grandfather j who after the detefti- 
on of that confpiracy, in which the fons of Brutus, and a fitters fon 
of the faid Tarquinius were taken, bccaufc hebchavcd himfelf too 
iavourably towards the conipiratorsi by Brutus his own means, 
was banifhed amongft the reft •, and one P, Valerius Pophcola top- 
plycd his place. After this, the King Tarqutntus waged a war 
again ft the Romans, wherein Brutus tell, and in his place, nm 
Lucretius, and afterwards cfcf. Horatius were made Confull. And 
at lad they made a decree, that every year two new Confulls 
fliould be chofen, and fo the ftate of Rome was governed by an an- 
niverfary pair of Confulls.

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Romans, at laft they followed them to the very City-walls; when, 
bv the intreaty of his Mother, he was taken off the enterptife of 
the City, which fell out inthc year, according to the City-ac- 
counr, 166. Notwithftanding the lofic of Coriolanus, the Tolfct 
ptofccutcd the War, but were conquered moft try umphantly by 
Spufius Cafitus who had been thrice Confull. 

But this good fortune was the ruine of the man. For he was the 
firft after the depulfion of the Tarquinii, that was fo hardy as to 
attempt the Sovereignty of Rome, but was fuppreft in the attempt 
('ey and for his pains precipitated from the Rock Tarpeut. Anno, 
tt.C. *69. He was the chief man in bringing in the Azarian 

Law, but the very year before his death. 

But in the 2 d 1 year of Rome, the common people being io ex- 

haufted by ufury and oppreflion, that they were not able to pay 

their debts betook themielves to the Mount called Sacrum, or holy , 
and by the Counfell and Oration of Meatus Agrippa, found the 
means to recover themielves, he having fitft ordered a Magi- 
flracy, which he made ufeoffor his own fafety againft the vio- 
lcncc of the Fathers of Rome, and thefe they called Tribunes.

0/Xerxes hit expedition into Greece, The Grecians viftory at Sea 
(near Salamis) and the deftruftion of the Perfians. 


T He tenth year after the Marathonian fight, the battle of Sdla- 

mis was difputcd,as Thucidides reports, (i) For Xerxes who in (f) Herod. 7. 
the fourth year of the 73 Oiymp. and the year before Chrift 485 piiurchin 
(his father being dead) began his reign, as well by the advice and Thcm.&Arfft, 
inftigationoftheJ^/foitowr and Alvadariant, as alio being inci- . 

ted thereto by many and fearfull Vifions in the 5 th year of his xhem.ft* 
reign) of the Juh Per. 1110423 3. or the 41I1 year of the 74 Oiymp. od, »• 
took his voyage into Afia, and having pafled over the Winter at 
Sardit, the Spring following, he pafled into Greece . Herodotus, 
tells us there were five Millions two hundred eighty three thou- 
fand heads in his Army, (g) Plutarch five Millions, (h) Theodoretw , ,. Ift Paral • 
thirty hundred thoufand. Cornelm Hepos 700 thoufand foot, and (h)Orat. i«.*

departed, the Lacedemonians being incompafl’ed by the Perfians, 
were overcome. The Athenians being warned by an Oracle char 
they fliould make themfel ves woodden Bulwarks, (as we find by 
Themijlodes ) they left their countrcy, and, with their Families, 
and all they had, betook themielves to the Sea 5 and to that end 
provided and got together, (as Cornelius H;pcs ftorics ii) 200.

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Sail, to which 100 more Greek Ships being added, they made up 
a fleet oi three hundred fail. Herodotus mentions but a hundred 
twenty feven Attieft Ships s but in all they amounted to 271. 
Xerxes entring Attic akt Athens on fire. Then began the eontiifl; 
at Salmina , in which the Per [tans were routed* 011 tne 20, day of 
the Moneth Boedromion, which falls upon the 2 3 th of our Septem¬ 
ber. Xerxes betook himfclf toflight.and thc45 day afterrhe fight 
arrived at Heliefpont, having left CMardonius with 300000. toot 
Souldicrs in Gracia. This Sea-fight happened in tnc beginning 
of thefirft year of the 75 Olymp. the 480 of the account before 
Chrift, being the next enfuing. Mardonm being fought by 
Paufanios the Lacedemonian, and Artjlides , the Grecian General Is, 
was vanquifticd at ^latea, the third of Boedromion , or 1 5 th of Sep.

CHAP. VI. 

Of the mojl memorable occurrences tranfatted in Gracia, after the 
Perlian mr ended , and other , and the civill brnls in Greece. 

W Hen the ftorm of the Perfian war was allayed,the Gr&ciam 
had their hands full at home. Forthcir two chief Cities \ 
tAthens and Lacedemonia were at contention which of them fhould 
have the prchemincncc, and with thefe (lomc with one, fomc with 
the ocher) all the other Cities Tided. 

(1 ) Tne Athenians chief care was when they had ordered their 
affairs, to re- edify their walls which had been ruined by the Perfi - 
ans , which by the induftry oi Themijiocles they accompliihcd, (do 
the Lacedemonians what they could to hinder it) who oppoled it 
left it might become a better fortyfied City then ‘ Peloponnefw, 
(which the Barbarians made their fafeguard and refuge, whilft 
they forragtjd and plundered Gracia). But it was plain, they op- 
. pofed it not (o much for any affection to the publiquegood, as out 
of tear and envy, left their rival! City fhould out-top them, but 
by the advice of the fame (m) Themijiocles , the Athenians made 
• tlcm a Haven in the Piraeum , whereas hitherto they had madeufc 
of ‘Phaleruum . 

(n) Afterwards the Grecians fent Paufanias with a fleet into Cy 
# prus and Heliefpont, to clear thofc parts from the Barbarians (0) 
t Who having taken Byzantium whilft he flayed there, dealt pri- 
r' vatcly witli the Perfians , about the betraying of Greece , which be¬ 
ing made known to the Grecians , he was fent for, condemned, and 
died for it. In the mean time out of diftaft, at the hauglitineft’e

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„f ptufmti. The Gncian people-were much alienated in tlicir 
affe&ions to the Lacrdetitonta/iS, which opportunity the Miemm Jul . i niol i; 
laid hold on, and by the means of A/iJlides confederated them unto 44 3o.

Sail of the Barbarians , and the lame day having cIo- 
died his Souldicrs in Perfian habit, and put them into the fliips 
he had taken in the battell with the Barbarians, came upon the 
Perfian Army at unawares on land, and utterly cut them off at 
the River Eurimedon .

year following he fayes Hiero Kingof Syracufe dyed, when he had

But Inam 
being back’d with the Athenians ayds, Hood it out with the Per- 
Lajfwho were,but the third year of the lame Olympiad, routed 
by the Athenians in a conftift at Sea, and the next year after were 
purfued by them to Memphis, and befieged there. At laft, in the 
(,)Tk«<,J.t. 8 r Olympiad, (t)the Egyptian* detemng the Athenians, they 
were glad to come off upon equal terms: Inarus was executed for 
his revolt} and iEgypt recovered. 

In the interim, me feeds of difeord grew up fo by degrees be- 
twixt the two Cities, that at laft they fell from words to blows, 
bv the continual provocation one of another. For the Athenians 
were fo taken with their own breeding and gencroftty, that being 
puft with pride* the great ones of them behaved ihcmfclves not 
oncly. arrogantly, but injurioufly iufulrtdovcr their fellows jfo 
(us dM.i t. that many of them fled over to the Lacedemonians,* faith (u) Tha.

He was the fon of Amyntas, and being a Pledge at A- 
them, lived fome time with Epaminondas, under whofe diicl- 
plinc oncly, his Arts afterwards fuffic.cntly exprefle how 
<V»DW.t«- much he improved, (g) His three Brothers (of which 
Mi. 8. , Perdiccas was the laft) being dead, he afeended tl.e Throne 

c!:!r U ' L fecond year of thc hundred and fifth Olympiad. Thc fame 
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year having vanquifhed thc Athenians at CMethon , he made 
VcatcmthAmpbipolify that fo he might with the more facility, Ju i, period* 
fubjugate his next neighbours. Then he Conquered the paonsy 
and Illyrianss which done, he took Ampbipolis, and having v'W 
Conquered three Kings of the Thracians , r*m , and Iljyri- 
ans } he brought th cOlynthii into his fubje&ion by Policy j 
that is to lay, bribes and deceits in plain Englijh , in- the 
beginning of the hundred and eighth Olympiad, in which 
very year thc Phocenfes being utterly expunged, he put an end 
to thc Warre called Sacrum , or the Holy Warre, to which 
he came as an alfiftant, and Generali, at the intreaty of the 
Thebans, 

(h) In the third year of thc hundred and ninth Olympiad, (h)pi ut( p yt 
after the death of ArymbaSy King of the Molofiy he dethroned 
^acidy the fon of Arymbas , and the Father of Pjnhwy and 
fee Alexander , the Brother of his Wife Olympias , in his 
place. 

When he had oppofed Byzantium , he was deterred from 
that enterprife, when he faw the Athenians» and other Grecians 
agree together againft him, and therefore he concluded a 
peace with 4 the Athenians , thc hundred and tenth Olympiad; 

Which being broken, the third year after, he had a conflict 
with the fame Athenians , and the Boeotians at Ckxronea, and 
having the Viftory, profecuted it very moderately, and by 
the advice of Demadesy renewed the peace and friendftiip with 
the Athenians . (i) After the Vi&ory at Ch&ronea , he gave (i)Aiia,i. ti¬ 
tbit teftimony of a very moderate and fober mind, that he com- v * r,c 
manded that every day he (hould be put in mind of his frail 
condition, and to that very end he appointed a Boy , who 
(hould daily,before he left his Chamber, proclaim thefe words 
to him ; Philip thou art but a man , At laft being made Generali 
for thc Grecians againft the PerftanSy whileft he was preparing 
himfclfforthe Warre, in the very height of the fport, in the 
Games which e^srfetupin Macedonby he was (k) ftabbed by (k)Dtod.t^ 
PaufaniaSy a Yeoman of the body to him; it is uncerrain whe- Juft.*.** 
therfeton by his Wife Olympias , or his Son Alexander , which 
fell out in the beginning of the ninety firft Olympiad, the year 
before Chrift, three hundred thirty fix. He reigned twenty four 
years.

S everal Wars were waged at Rome* ftom the beginning of the 
Peloponnesian War, to die death of Philip, (a) For they had 
to do not oncly with the ^y£qui and P'olJ'ci,buc alfo with the Veians, 
whofc City they befieged and kept at the Leaguer ten years toge- 
thcr. When it was, that it came firft intoulc to make Tents of 
Skins to defend themfclves from the fharpneffe of the Wintcr- 
ftorms. They began the fiegethe 349, and the City was taken 
by Camillus the Dictator, the 358th year of the City-Account. 
The fame Camillus reduced the Falifct to the Roman Empire, ( not 
fo much by force, as by the opinion he gained amongft them 
by his Angular Juftice ) the 360 year from the foundation of 
Rome . 

(b) But Rome her fclf, that famous Conqucrcfs,had almoft been 
brought to nothing by the Galls. Who, when in the 363 year 
they had befieged clafium , and the Romans had fent the three Fabii 
Legates thither, they, (contrary to the Laws of Nations) when 
they had once appeared in the front of the Army, forfook Clufium, 
and fled to the City. 

At the firft onfet thofe Romans that ftood to it were routed, and 
fled to Alta : and at laft the City was taken, fet on fire, and the 
Capitol (into which the flower of the City had betaken them¬ 
fclves) befet, and OWanlius being abfent, had been taken by the 
enemy, but for the gagling of certain Gcefe at their approach 5 
which awaked Manlius and the reft, who came together thither, 
and forc’d the Galls down a precipice from the Capitol, In this 
mean time, Camillus , who was banifhed, and at yirdea, was refto- 
red home, and while he was abfent, elefled Dilator. He, when 
he came, rally’d the Roman forces, and rcpell'd the Galls, and 
clear’d the Coafts of them within eight miles of the City. 

After this, thcDiaator,C4wf//«r,perfwadedthe Romans from 
a phanfic they were very carncft in, of leaving the ruines of Rome, 
and invading the Veians, (but with very much ado) and brought 
them to repair the ruines of their own Country. But M, Manlius , 
taken with the fplcndour of the Capitol, from which he had the 
firnam c,Capitolinu$, being puff’d up with arrogance, he was indu¬ 
ced, through his own ambit if n, and the favour he had with the 
people, to propofeto l imfelf, and go about the means of com¬ 
paring thcSovcraignty co himfelf; but being taken in this pro¬ 
ject, was precipitated from the (c) Tarpeian rock, (the very place 
he had had in charge to defend) the 3 70 year after the City was 

built. . 

(d; At length a great difference grew between the patriae and 

tnc

the common people. For C, hiemus , and L, Sextius, Tribunes, 
made a law the 377 year of the City, That the Commons fliouid 
have the election of another Conful', which when the Senate op- 
pofed mo ft violently , the Tribunts would iufter no Officers of 
State to be created : (e ) By which means Rome became an Anarchy 
for the fpace of five years, and at laft the Plebeians prevailed in the 
387 year of the City ; and theyear following, the common peo¬ 
ple made their firft Conful, L, Sextius . 

f ) In the 3?2 year of the City, there happening a great open¬ 
ing or gaping of the Earth in the midft of the forum, and the 
Oracle commanded, that the beft thing the Romans had, fhould be 
dedicated to it. Wfiileft all men wondred what this fhould mean, 
M Curtins, an excellent young Souldier,and notably valorous,all 
armed and mounted on horfeback,caft himfelf into the jaws of t ic 
gaping earth, accounting, That no virtue more be came a Roman, 
chan valour and courage, nor was a greater good; 

After this,they went to War with the Teburttans , th eTarquwh 
and falifei, but moft hotly the 398 year of the City, when the 
Falifciand Tarquinians fighting with fire-brands, and calling Scr- 
pencs in the front, to the great it rrour of the Priefts, were con¬ 
quered by Fabim Conful, and had conditions of peace granted to 
them both for 40 years, in the 403 year of Rome . 

With the Galls alio they had to do more than once. Whilcft 
they ftood in battalia, M. Valerius, Tribuneof thehoft,atthe age 
of 23 years, Pichier’d a certain bravado of the enemy, who ftood 
challenging and inticing the Romans to battle, and flew him by 
the help of Corvus, in the 40 5 year of the City 5 whence he took 
the firname forvinus 5 and the year following, for his Angular dc- 
fercs, was made Conful. 

But none of thefc Wars proved more tedious and virulent, than 
the Samnian , which the Romans took upon them at the n queft of 
the Campani, the 4 £ 1 year of the City. For they being vanquifh’d 
by the Samnians, put themfclves under the protection of the Ro¬ 
mans, by a League of fealty, and fo engaged the Romans in that 
War, (*) which lafted 70, or 71 full years, although the Sam- 
titans were often that while conquered, and often entred into 
League with the Romans 5 as in the 413th year they (1) renewed 
tiieir hoftiluy againft the Romans ; but the year following were 
conquered again by Cofl, Torquatus and Decius, one of whom ftruck 
his ton with an Ax, for that he had engaged in fight without com- 
mitfion ; the other engaged himfelf for the Army, and they com¬ 
mitted themfclves to his fealty and protection; but foon after, 
viz, the 460 year, they rebelled, and were then dearly eradica* 
ted.

1-n iT AF ° ' A amongft the Philofophcrs, were 'Plato, who was born the firft 
M ' y * year of the 88 Olympiad, the 7th day of the moneth ihargelion, 

A miniM being Prefidcnt, who was alfo called Epaminon, which \ 
was in the 35 5 5 year of the World, (for this year the Magittratc- 
ibip of Aminias expired a little before the beginning of the Olym- l} 
piad) and dyed the firft year of the io 801 ympiad,underthcrule 
of Thropbtlus ) the 40 6 year of the City-account, the 348 year be- ' 
fore Chrift, it being then the 81 year of his age. He began to 
hear Socrates his Le&ures when he was twenty years of age ; up¬ 
on which account he could be his hearer not above eight years* for 
Socrates dyed the firft year of the 9$ Olympiad, when Plato was 
but 28 years of age.

0 ) tAriftoile, that founder of the Se& of the peripateticks, ( as 
Law. " Apollodorits in Dicgern conceives) was born the firft year of the 
99 Olympiad, the 384th year before Chrift, being younger than 
Plato, about 43 years; whom he began to learn ofjin the 17th year 
of his age, was an auditor 20 years, and dyed when he had arri¬ 
ved to 61, being the third year of the 114 Olympiad; in which 
year alfo Demofthenes dcfccndcd the ftage of this World. 

(e) videU. (t) Eudoxus Cnidm was famous the 103 Olympiad,as Diogenes 
aedoa.Tcmp. tc n s us> w | 10 the general account ot that Age merited the 
€ ‘ crown amongft Aftronomers. 

(0 Di°g. (f) Xeuopho/Sithit^^ortofplatonifisy wasilluftrious at this 
time, notonely for his skill in Philofophy, but for his cxquificc 
Souldicr-fhip. He, together with his brother Cyrus, the 4th year 
of the 94 Olympiad, whileft Zenanetus prefidcd, being the year 
preceding the death of Socrates, undertook an Expedition again!! 
Amxtrxes ; and having put a period to the War, brought back 
the Greek Auxiliaries into Greece in fafety. He departed the Scene 
of this world at C^inth, the firft year of the 105 Olympiad, in the 
time of Callidemtdes his Magiftratcfhip, in which very year Phi- 
lip began his reign over the Macedons, which falls in with the 
3625 year of the World. 

(g) Cell’ll, (%) This Age alfo was not a litlc famous for illuftrious and 
l, u. c.iz. moft cxquifitcHiftorians,amongft whom Thucydides was rhe chief, 
concerning whom, that place of gellius, in the eleventh book of 
Pampbylas, is moft worthy taking notice of. Hellanicus in initio 
belli Peloponnefiaciy &c, (i.c )Hellanim in the beginning of the Pelo-

« -philijlM the Syracufan, a familiar acquaintance of both the Dio - unto 44K 
wfius’s, Left this life the iotf Olympiad,in aconfli&ac Sea which 
he had with th eSyracufam, in behalf of Dionyftus minor , or the lefs, 
as we have formerly related out of Diodorus. 

TheopompM the Scholar of Iterates, and Bphorw the Cum<ean, who 
was descended from Ulyfies 5 Ctefias alfo the Cnidian Phyfitian, 
who fiouriflVd in the time of the younger Cyrus s But Ifocrates , 
that Matter of Eloquence, was born the 8 6 Olympiad. Lyfima - 
rfoa prafiding four years before the Peloponneftan war, and the 
3548 yearof the World,as Dionyftus and Plutanh relate it, in his 
Life. He left this life the fame year that rhe Athenians received 
that lignal overthrow at Cheeronea, in the time of Cheronidas or cha- 
rondas hks Prcfident-fhip, the 3*4* yearof the World. 

Amongft the Poets of this Age, the moft famous were Arifto - 
panes thcComick about the Peloponneftan war, Eupolis and Cratinus 
alfo, two other Com icks, were not obfeure then; neither PbiLxe- 
nm CythereiuSy Timotheusy TeUftes,Dithyrambicks or Poets of Bacchw, 
flourifhed then alfo; as Diodorus records it in his 14th book. And 
Dionyftus the major Tyrant, writ his Tragedies about this time.

be abfent from her Temple . Which (bj Cicero commends as an ac-

(c) Alexander was committed to the Tutorfhip of Arifotle at 
the age of 15, and in the 20th of his age, and the 418 th of the 
City* his father Philip being flaio, he began his reign* (d)Tjt Wo- 
m being then Prcfidentac Athens, who was alfo called Pythodemus t 

In the very fame year Darius Codomanus , the laft of the Perjian 
Kings, was crowned. Againft whom, Alexander , by the genual \ 
vote of Greece, befides the Lacedemonians, was elected Getlcral. ! 
But the Greeks , like ficklc-headcd people as they were, whileft i 
(e) Alexander was at war in Thracia, revolted from him. When j 
he heard this, he made all faced with his Army towards them 5 j 
and having reconciled himielf to the Athenians, and fome others, ' 
upon their fair.deport, bent his Forces againft the Thebans, ; 
who flood moft ftiffly againft him, and having taken their City 
by force, utterly deftroyed it the 15 day of the moneth Boedromion, j 
which fell upon the fourth day of Oftober, inthefecond year of 
the 111 Olympiad, as I conceive, (f) 90000 of the Thebans be¬ 
ing put to the fword, and 3000© captivated 3 the children were 
all led captive, except the Hofts of Philip, who when he was a 
boy, was pledg in that City, and the off-fpring of the old Poet • 
Pindar, whofc houfc only Alexander left Handing in the whole 
City. 

From thence pa fling the Hellefpont, he arrived in Aft a the 3 £50 
year of the World, the third year of his reign, as(g) Zozimus \ 
tells us.Hc had then in his Army 30000 foot,& 4500 horfeswith 
which fo fmall number,but old experienced and hardy Souldiers, 
he deftroyed and abolifht the Perfian Empire. The firft Combat 
happened to beat the Rivet granicus in Phrygia, where the Per - 
fians were vanquifhed, and almoft all Afia became the Triumph 
of that vi6lory, being peftcrcd every where with the Greek Co¬ 
lonies, whileft LMemnon, in the mean time, the beft Commander 
Darm had, harrafled the Iflands. 

(h ) The fecond conflitt was at,//«w,a little before which fight, 
e Alexander fell dangcroufly fick, but by the skill of a Phy fit ian of 
his father Philips, he foon recovered: at long running the Perftans 
were worftctl, although their Army confided of no Idle than 
400000 foot, and 100000 horfe. The Tents of Darius, with his 
Mother, Wife, and Children, fell into the hands of Alexander, 
who treated them moft courtcoufly and vercuoufly. This hap¬ 
pened the 333 y|ar before Chrifl, the 3551 year of the World; 

and

Alexander arrived in Phoenicia , (i.) which when he was wholly 
pofleftof,faving Tyre, he fent thither Ikraulds to perfwadc them 1111104430.

through defpair of pardon, what by being out of all hopes of, and 
from the Carthaginians , whole Ambaffadours by chance were 
then there, andrefolv’d them of that matter, flood it out the more 
rcfolutcly, but at laft were vanquifhed by plain force the fevench 
moncch after the fiege was layd, when he commanded that they 
fhould all, except thofe that took fantfuary at the Temple, be put 
to the fword, and their houfes let on fire, but 15000 of them 
were faved by the Sidonians of ^Alexander's Army, and carried to 
SidoHi There were fig thoufand men of war flam in the City 3 
2000 that cfcapcd thnword,wcre crucified along the Sea-fhore. 

The City was taken (as (k) Arianus tells us* Anicerus being chief (lOLib. 
Magiftratc, (who is named Niceratus by Diodor ,) the 3 3 2 year be- 
fore Chrift, in the moneth Hecatombeon, which falls much about 
the Solftice. Diod. writes, That Hephfjtion gave Balonymum for 
a King to this City, defeended indeed of a royal Hock, but by po¬ 
verty become a gardner in the Suburbs of it. ( 1 ) But (furtius tells (i) curt.w; 
us, That before the captivity of Tyre, Abdolommus was not onely 
made King of this City, but of Sidon alfo. After this, Alexander 
fubdued Gaza by force of Arms. 

About this time, comming to Jerufalem he was entertained by jofcph. i.ii; 
y^^thcPricft there. Hefacrificed in the Temple, and be- ca P b ’* 
flowed many gifts upon the Jews*, profefling that he had an Ap¬ 
parition in Macedonia , in the very fame garb that the high Pneft 
came to meet him in, whoadvifed him to go on with the Per fan 
expedition, and promifed him the Victory. 

Afterwards he went to v&gypt, and vifued the O raclc of Jupiter Diod. 1.5, 
'Ammon, and in his return thence, built Alexandria. At length 
hebecameVi£lorinthelallbattlc,at^M/rf, with Daritu, in the Aicxjuft.n;

In the Eaft, Alexander got more vi&orics then he marcht paces, 
every where as he went. Pic brought under his fubje&ion all 
Hy/cania> the Paroyomifades, the Inhabitants of Caucafus, the Indi¬ 
ans when he had nrft conquered their King, and taken him ptifo- 
ncr, and after them divers Nations and Provinces far and wide. 
The fir ft year of the 113 Olymp. Bejjus w m delivered up to him 
and hegavehimeondigne punifhment for his treachery ro his 
Lord and Matter Darius. By this he wasfo puft with his high 
fucccfle, that not able to bear fogreat fortune, he began to forget 
his humane ftatc, and would be accounted the fonof Jupiter. 

Then by flattery, luxury, and excefle, his difpofition was quite 
altered into immane cruelty, infomuch that he put many friends 
to death, who had deferved very well both of him and his father 
Philip. Amongft thefe, he too rafhly brought Parmenion , a moft 
valiant Captain, and hisfon philotas ? and flew Clitus with his 
own hands at a Banquet. About two years before his death, he 
loft Hephxflion his ch ief friend, whofe death he took to heart out 
of meafure, and moft womanly; whofe body he commanded to be 
carried to Ballon, and there to be interred with great folemnity. 
And would needs ha ve him accounted a god, as Lucian tells us in 
his book, DeCalumnia. 

At laft in the thirteenth year of his reign, that is, when he had 
reigned twelve complcat years and feven Moneths, he died at 
Babylon of a difeafe he had contraftcd by his intemperance in 
drinking, or (as fome think) by poyfon, in the beginning of the 
thirty third year of his age. 


CHAP. XV.

Cappadocia, and the outer Provinces; Pamphilia to Antigonus with 
Lilia and Phrygia the Greater; Carta to Cajjander, Lydia to Odelea- 
oer, Phrygia the kflcto Leonnatus, Thracia to Lyfimachus ; Mace¬ 
donia to Antipater ; the upper Provinces of Afia to chofe who were 
then Governours of them. Seleucus was made commander of thc 
Horfe of his companion$.CV 4 fer#t at this time had been fent by^ 
lexander with 10000 choife and cryed Souldicrs in Cihcta , to 
whom, together with Antipater , was Grxcia appointed. 

This while,the Grecians hearing of the death of Alexander were 
every where in a tumult. In the firft place the Athenians , who 
under their Captain Leoflhenes, called thc Greeks to liberty; over¬ 
threw Antipater, and befieged him at Lamia, a Town of Tbeffaly, 
whence it was called the Lamian war, which began the firft year ™ e r Lara,an 
after the death of Alexander (b) but the year following, when a>) Auft. cit. 
Craterus joyned his forces with Ant'ipater, the Athenians werefoyl- &Piut.m De¬ 
ed at Cranon in theMoncth Metagitnm , which falls even with mo,t * 
our Augu(l, and in Boedormm, that is September, they received the 
Guard of Macedonians againft Adunycbias. 

(c) But Perdiccas, defiring to bring all things in the Eaft to him- (c)Diod . Dc x, 
ftflf and his command, in order to lift fuppretting the Governours cor. Nc P . ac 
and commanders, he rcfolved to begin with Ptolemy . Againft P lut<,n Eunv * 
whom he led a moft ftrong Army, but by his pride having aliena¬ 
ted thc affections of his Souldicrs, in the patting of mius they con- 
fpired againft him and flew him the 332 year before Chrift. But 
Eumenes a friend to Perdiccas , a little before had a conflict with 
Craterus and Neoptolemus, and came off Victor, which two being 
both conquered and {lain, thc one with his own hands, for this 
caufe both Eumenes&nd Alcctas, Perdiccas his brother; were voted 
enemies, and all things elfe were difpofed and ordered by Piolo- 
mey and Antipa'er, under whofe jurifdi&ion the Principality of 
Antigonus then was, Antigonus by that means being font againft 
Cumenes and Alcetas, overthrew them both in Pifidta. \A ntipater 
died whi\i\ Polyfpercon was tutor of King Aridxus, and his wife 
Suridice , and his fon Ca[jander Chiliarch ; with which fortune be¬ 
ing not content, he fell over to Ptolemey Polyfpercon, recalled Olym¬ 
pias the Mother of Alexander to cMacedonia , from Fyirus ; whither 
fhe had fled for fear of Antipater. She, when fhe was reftored, 
put to death Philippus Arid<eas, and his wife Euridice, and many 
other Princes that were friends to Cafsander . (d) Diodor . fayes

8lUuTin 1P ‘ was at laft betrayed into his hands by his old fouldiers called Ar- 
Eum.BM.i* gyrafpidi or filvcr-lhicldcd, and put away by him the tenth year af¬ 
ter the death of Alexander the,Great. From this time Antigonus 
growing very much in power and wealth, together with his fon 
Demetrius, who was furnam^d Polyorcetes, waged w$r againft C4/I 
fander and Ptolomey $ both of them pretending to reftore the liberty 
of the gracian Cities,which Cafsander had infringed. The great- 
eft part of them, by the help of his fon Demetrius, Antigonus re¬ 
ftored to their own Laws and priviledges. In the firft place, the 
15 th year after they had been brought under by the Lamian war, 
he removed the Garrifon from Athens, and reftored the City to 
its former immunities the 307. year before Chrift. In which year 
not oncly they two, but all the reft of Alexanders fuccefTours took 
to themfclvcs boih the name and port of Kings, Immediately 
upon this, in the 2 4th year after the death of Alexander, the 301. 
year before Chrift, and the laft of the n? Olymp. when the ex* 
traordinaty power of Antigonus and Demetrius was become formi¬ 
dable to all the reft, Lyfimachus, Cafsander , and Seleucus joyned 
their forces, (to the number of 74000 foot •, of horfe, 105 00$ and 
x to, Chariots^againft them two,whole armies confiftcd of 70000 
foot,and 10000 horfe, and 75 Elephants: which all met, and 
fought at the very Town of Phrygia, Antigonus was conquered, 
and died in the battle, and Demetrius fleeing into gracia, was kept 
. . out by the Athenians, (h) But a little after having recruited his

Then appeared the Kings great clemen¬ 
cy, who behaved himfelffo courtcoufly towards them (who, be¬ 
ing conquered, could expc6l nothing but the utmoft) that after 
fome verball reprehenfions, he reftored unto them, not oncly their 
liberty, but all things clfe that were theirs, and having placed a 
Garrifon there, bent his forces againft the Lacedemonians , whom

Antipater the fon in Law to Lyfimachus King of Thrace (for that he 
faw her fomething moreinclincd to his brother Alexander then to 
him) flew his mother, foe begging her life of him by thofc her 
breafts he had been nourifht by, Alexander therefore defired aid 
of Pyrrhus, who, upon that condition, received part of Macedonia 
into his power. At this time alfo came Demetriu Si whom alfo 
Alexander had fent for, who, having expel I’d Pyrrhus and Antipa¬ 
ter, and (lain Alexander^ the whole pofleflion of Macedonia, the 
third year of the 1 z 1 Olymp. . 

(k) But when he levied a great army confifting of two hundred W pi» 
thoufand foot, and twelve thoufand horfe, with a Navy of five m 7 elrio ; 
hundred (hips, for the regaining of tAfia-, Seleucus , Lyfimachus , 

Ptolomeus, and Pyrrhus, with one confent prepared tor to oppofe 

him. Being cxpel'd Macedonia , and terrified with the defection 

of other of his Cities, he is forc’t to yield himfelf into the hands 

of Seleucus 1 who voluntarily gave his daughter Stratonice to Wife 

to his Son Antiochus, becaufc he was fo defperately in love with 

her, that thereby he was in danger of his life, and with him the 

third year after, he moft inglorioufly died by his intemperance Demectiu* kfe 

and Luxury, being the third year of the hundred twenty third death * 

01 (ONot long after, thefe three Conquerours died. Ptolomeus the $$ p h £. 
fon of Lagus having transferred the Kingdome to Philadelphia , his ^. pexip! 
fon, left this life the firft year of the hundred twenty and fourth apud.Eufcb. 
Olympiad. Lyfimachus the third year ofthe fame Olympiad, the cc ‘ 
two hundred eighty fccond year before Chrift, paft into Afia 
againft Seleucus, and there in a fight died the feventy fourth of his 
Age. And Seleucus in his feventy feventh year (the laft of Alex - 
anders aflociates in war) about feven Moneths after, diftreft by the 
cunning and treachery of Ptolomeus Ceraunus , the brother of Pbita- 
delphus, loft the Kingdome of Macedonia (which he had taken 
from Lyfimachus) and with it his life. Demetrius being dead, his 
pofterity reigned in Macedonia, untill the time of Perfeus the fon 
of Philip, of whom we (hall fpeak more hereafter. 

And thefe arc the chief Kingdomcs that after Alexander's death Tho four Do- 
rufe out of his allies, and which are numbred four by Daniel the * e 

Prophet, fhadowed under obfeure figures, The Chief of them (m)Dan.r.<f. 
were Ptolomeus the fon of Lagus, in &£gyps \ Seleucus in Babylonia, 
and Syria $ Cafsander in Macedonia and Gracia, and Antigonus 
in tAfia: all which (as alfo did Lyfimachus in Thracia ) aflumed 
the Titlc,Badges,andPortof Kings, in the fecond year of the 
1 18 Olympiad, (c) as we find by Diodorus, the year before Chrift (c)Dj*U#;‘ 
307* In emulation of whom, the Tyrant Agathocles (who then 
P chanc’d 
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chanc’d to be in Africa at war with the Carthaginians) took upon 
him alfo the honour and title of King. At Ja f\,Antigonus beinglub- 
dued, the whole fell into the power of the three Dominions, to 
wit, that c f t&gyph Syria, and {Macedonia : to which that of Per - 
gams was added, which took its rife, and was founded in the 
reign of Lyftmcbut. 

The Dominion or Kingfliip of the ptolemeys in continued 
along in the direft line of Poffcrity, from Ptolemfus the fon of La - 
gw the very founder of it, (or, as ^aufantos in his Atticks t tells us, 
of Philip the father of Alexander the Great , who although he had 
the title of King but the eighteenth year after the death of Alexan. 
der , yet his Kingdom or reign is reckoned from the very year 
wherein Alexander dyed. From this time therefore began the 
*? tolemeys to reign in Egypt. For they have fourty years attributed 
to them by Eufebiw, and all the reft,) and reach’t from the 3 660 
year of the VVorld, to the 3**9. For in this very year he fubfti- 
tuted his fon Ptolemey , firnamed Philadelphia, King in his life-time} 
which fon was born unto him by Berenice his Wife.

He got to be 
Tyrant in Symufa the fourth year of the 115th Olympiad, the 
3557th year of the VVorld} which place he continued in for 
about twenty eight years, through moft ftrange variety of for- 
(b) DM. 1 tune. (b) Having often conquered the Sicilians, he had to do alfo 
«ce!‘ with the Carthaginians , by whom at the River Bimera , being wor¬ 

ked in the third year of the 117 Olympiad, unadvifedly convey¬ 
ing his Forces into Africa , he there requited the deftru&ion of 
his Forces to the Vigors, (fortius makes this Expedition of the 
Syracufans into Africa, and the liege of Carthage contemporary 3 in 
which account he is out no lefs than two and twenty years. The 
year wherein Agathocles patted into Africa , is noted for a moft re¬ 
markable Eclipfc of the Sun, by Diodorus and Jujlin, which hap¬ 
pened at Syracufa about eight of the clock in the morning, of the 
15 th day of Auguft, the 4404th year of the Julian Period, the 
310 year before Chrift. The Carthaginians being reduced to ve¬

Whence 
being depuls’J by Demetrius Poliorcetes for fomc years, partly by 
himielf, partly joyninghis Forces with Lyfimachus, Ptolemey , and 
Seleucus, he made war upon him, and tor his reward enjoyed 
Macedonia, indeed, but not above feven moneths. Immediately 
after being called to the ayd of the Tarentms into Italy, he warrs 
in vain upon the Romans, And likewife attempting Sicilia, he was 
beaten as well thence, as out of Italy, and fo return’d home. Then 
again he gets pofleffionof Macedonia, having cje&ed Antigonut the 
fon of Demetrius. Laftly, being called to the ayd of Clconymus of 
Sparta } the fon of Areas into Peloponnefus againft Antigonus, he dy¬ 
ed at Argos the firft year of the 127 Olympiad, and the 272 year 
before Chrift, in the 2 3 year of his reign, as it appeareth, in that 
he began to reign the 459th of the City, and the 295 before 
Chrift, He had a very fad Aufpicium that very night that he cn- 
tred Argos, A Bird fitting upon the point of his Spear} as *A.l 'ta- 
ms writes.

After thirteen years, they make 
a Peace and League with the Romans, in which they remained 30 
years. Then fore a little before the 45th year of C. B. the Gaules 
on this fide the tAlpes- with thofc beyond the sAlpesy and Etrufci - 
ans, deftroyed the fields of the Romans . Thence thole of this iidc 
the Alps being returned with a great prey, about this very prey do 
fight with (words among themfclvcs. The 4m year alter, tney 
being joyned together with the Sanwites and Etrufci ant, a battel 
being joyned, they (lew the Roman Legion, of which L.sdpto- 
Propretor was chief. Ac which time another fight flaming, and 
the left-wing of the Army now giving back, P.Decius , Conful, 
avowed his head, and brought forth a victory by his own death, 
in the year of C.B. 45 9. 

(,i) Ten years after thefe things being Hidden away, the Seno- 
man Gauls being again called forth by the Lucanes, Bruttians, Sam- 
nites, and Etrufcians , befieged Aretius 5 and L, Cucilitts the Pretor 
being overcome,they (lew thirteen thoufand of the Romans. Which 
overthrow, the Conlul Dolabeha llraightway revenged, and the 
Gauh being put to flight, their City Sena being taken, he brought 
thither a plantation. The Bo'tans being much troubled at the mi- 
fery of the Senones , and conipiring with the Etrufaans , make fight 
at the Lake of radio, 0 •, in which all the Etrufcians for the moft 
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part were (lain, very few of the Boians cfcaped. That happened 
111 the 47 1 year of the City. But the following year, the Boians 
being again by the Romans utterly overthrown, intreated peace, 
and a league, the third year before Pyrrhus came into Italy.

into Italy j when the Dym<ean$, patrenfians, Tritaans, and the Pba- 
uansy were agreed, to whom all the reft for the future betook 
themfelvcs, Thefe at the firft appointed one Scribe and two 
Praetors for the publick. When 25 years were expired, they 
were content to make choice of one onel y Praetor. He was wont 
to be made fo about the appearance of the feven Stars, (b) as Po- (l>) Polyb: 
lybius our Author reporteth, and Marcus Carynenfis the chief of all ,nit,J,p, * 5 °* 
the Pretors, is by him betrayed. In whofe fourth year Aratus 
SycioniuS' being 20 years of age, began to be famous for what he 
had done. Wherefore in the laft year of that Olympiad, arofe 
this Common-wealth in the ycar before Chrirt a 81, in the year 
of the City 471. In the following year Pyrrhm went over Se$ 
into Italy . The Lacedemonians being perplexed with fedition at 
home, came to be governed by Vyrrm. cleomenes after rfo*years 
and ten moncths dyed in his Kingdome, as Diodorus witndfeth, 
when Demetrius Phalerettt was Pretor at Athens . He is the fourth 
of the 117 Olympiad.(c) This man begat two fons,/frrotat«s,who ( c) Diod.*©; 
dying before his father, left a fon called Areus*, and a younger Paufan. in* 
fon, whofe name was Cleonymus. When they were at variance pfuj >n in p ^* ec 
about his fucceflion, the Senate preferred Arens before cUony - cico. See®' 
mus\ him they ftudied to entice by fair fpeechcs, honours, and kio.ofdoftr. 
preferments, not to be ad vifed againft the Common-wealth. For ® ftimcs,th,J * 
amongft ocher things, he being fent unto Tarentum againft the 
Lucanes and Romans with ayd, overcame the Lucanes . He van- 
quifhed Tarentum, which had fallen off, intheyearof the City 
built 451, inthcfecond year of the 1 19 Olympiad, as (d)2)/o. (4)rioj.iA 
dore is author. After the City of the Salentines being taken by the 
Romansy Aimilius Conful being Captain, in the year 45 2, being 
put to flight with his Navy, he comes to the Patavine fhoarcs ra¬ 
vening the prey 5 where his Navy being very badly entertained, 
the fifth part of it fcarccly returned home, as Limy (a) writeth, (*) tlv.io; 
who nameth not this King of the Lacedemonians aright. But he, 
after many years, being both mindful of the rcpulfe", and alfo pro¬ 
voked by a new injury, becaufc Acrotatus the fon of Areus, had 
iuddcnly fnatched away Chelidonis his Wife, called forth Pyrrhus 
into Laconica, (b^in the fame year, wherein he having returned (b) pint, in 
out of Italy, had taken poffeflion of Macedonia , Anrigonw being Pyrrhus, 
driven out 5 which is the 481 of the City built. Therefore the 1S ‘

Wherefore we do believe, that the 
beeinnioes of the parti, tans were laid under Callimcus, and in the 
firft of his reign,about the *4«th year before Chnft For (b )Ar- £)**. i» 
ria» with Pbotius, is author, that Arfacts, with his brother Ten- phot ; n 
dates, flew Ph(recles, Lievtenant ("from Antiochus the god) of his books*. 
Country, for the chaftity of either of them tempted ortryedby 
him. Whence, even Antioclm the god, as yet living, ora little 
after his death, that thing is very likely to have happened. 

Hence forward, the Princes of the Partbians took their name 
from^ pc«,even as from Cdfar and Augufltu,tht Roman Emperors, 
were called Augusts and Catfars. The royal command of thefe, 
remained unto about 47 a years \ from the year before Chnft 
2a6, unto 120 years after Chrift, and even to the fifth of the 
fon of Alexander Otfammeas j fa) In which year, Artaxerxes ( a )Hcicdian< 
by birth a Verfian , A/tabanus Kingpf the Parthians being flain, *• 
palled over the top of their affairs unco the Perfians . 

Tbeodotus alfo, Governour of the BaBrians, is (at the fame time 
wherein Ar faces) made the founder of a new Kingdom. Which 
very thing was of very fraall continuance, and yielded it fdf into 
the title oi the Part Mans.

The eighth year after, he was firft made Prstor; and (c) 
a year coming between,he again took the fame Office: by which, 
(t), garrifon being thrown out of a Cattle of the t -juttAmm, 
over which ptrfeus the Stoiik was chief, he freed C»t»tb\ which 
example prevailed in many or mod Towns, who followed the 
lame fel lowfliip. But that thing happened before the laft viftory 
of Che Romm over the Carthaginians, as Po/j^r llicwcth, in the 
twenty fccond year of the former Carthaginian Wat j 01 the City, 

5 Vsi\ A little before, or about the fame time, a tumult arofe at 
Lacedemon, Aqu, and Leonidas reigning,the one : whereof was of the 
family ofthc Euritionides, or Euriponttdes, the fixth from that Age- 
(ilaus the Great, who had in times paft done famous things againft 
the Barbarians . Leonidas was fprung from the ftock of the tAgtdes, 
or Eurifihenides , which excelled the other in worthinefjc, born ot 
his father Cleonymw, which fon of the abovefaid being 

put after Arm, the fon of Acrotatus his brother, I have (b) (hewn 
above, Pyrrhus to have brought into Laconia . Agio not as yet in the 
twentieth year of his age, defiring to reftore the fallen difcipline 
of Lycurm , he attempted to do it by new obligatory writings, and 
dividing of their fields s whom when the chief men of the City, 
and amongft them the other King of Ruler, Leonidas withftoodj 
ncvcrtheldle he ptrfiftcd in his enterprife, having gotten Lyjander 
a Lacedemonian Magifkrate, an affifter of his counfclls, by whom 
Leonidas being reejuired for judgment, the Kingdome being re¬ 
pealed, and conferred on cleombrotus his fon in law, he iccled him- 
fclf afubpliant in the Temple of Minerva. Afterwards, new 
Ephori or Lacedemonian Magiftratcs fucceeding, and citing Lyjan¬ 
der, and other favourers of Agis to declare the caufe: both the 
Kings come into the aflcmbly with a guard of friends, they're¬ 
duce the Ephori into order? for thefe, when they do ordain others 
of their own panics, and alfo Agefilaus a moft large husbandman, 
but wrapped or covered in debt 5 who therefore was a worker on 
^4pis, that before the law for the ground, he Ihould fet forth new 
obligations to mitigate the common people. When had 
yielded to his counfcl, when it came umo the dividing o the 
fields, Ate film was diligentjtomockor deceive, and wrangle by 
wonderful crafts, which thing eftranged the minds of the Citi¬ 
zens trom Avis. Therefore by the confpiracy of his enemies, 
Leonid# is call’d back from banifhment, and is reftored to the 
Kingdom. Aois and cleombtotus being fuppliants, fly together 
UUto the Temple of Minetvn chMci^ent cleombrotus , through 
Hielonis his Wife,the daughter of Leonid#, his life being by re- 
queft obtained, changcth his foyl 5 and thither cbelonit followed 
her husband, her father in vain reftraining her Agit being laid 
hold on by the Ephori, and condemned for his life, ended his me 
with an halter i and with the fame punilhment Agi(lrato\ns 
Mother, and Artkidmio his grandmother were diffolved; his bro- 
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ther ( 0 Arcbidomus ettaped death by flight, whoa little alter be- 
ine call'd back again by Leonid#, and taken into the fellow flu p j u l. period, 
ofthe Kingdom, he being dead, (a) Polybius (Viewetb, to have bed 
again for fear of fleomenes,m& by him at lcngch to be Oo\n.Agttbi , t) 
the wife of LeOnidas , was conftrained to marry her fon Cleomenes, (») book*, 
being as yet a child: whom, after the example of her former huf- M 1 *- 
band, (he more vehemently inflameth to follow after the fame 
enterprizes, being ftirreJ thereunto of his own accord. That 
calamity of Agis happened about the finilhing of the firft Punick 
War, and the Caftle of Corinth poffcfled by &Aratus. 

Leonidas a little after having finiilicd his life, reigned 

about the year, as we think,before Chrift 235 5 of the City built, 

519, a young man ofa great courage, but hor, and cruel,and cfpe- 
ciallyftoutin War. Who, the Achaians fiouriiliing in ftrength 
and rule, and all Peloponnefttt, with their Captain A atus, flying, 
he often overthrew in battel 5 when as the Lacedemonians had paf- 
ied away from their league, the which they had hitherto openly 
maintained, unto the fellowfnip of the tAEtolians, with whom ft) p 0 i y fc.*. 
they had warr. For the Achaians , that which they had alwayes fc Piuc. in 
defined, that they much more about this time did profecuce by Araw, ‘ 
the Author Aratus, that of all the Cities of Peloponnefut, they might Tbin P s don* 
make one Common-wealth. Which thing the Kings of Macedon Ar«u*. 
fearing, they either had placed in moft of them cruel Lords 5 or 
did confirm thofe that were already appointed by themfdves with 
their fafeguard. In the beating down thefe by any force, in 
bringing tnofc by any free-will into a common covenant, Aratus 
performed* diligent endeavour * and to perfe& that thing, he 
much prevailed by induftry and counfcl. Therefore Anttgonus 
Gonatas as yet living, the fon of Demetriw Poliorcetes , befidcs other 
Towns, he joyned^/o and Corinth{i\\Q Tyrant being caft out from 
thence $ from hence, the garrifon of the Macedonians) unto the 
covcnantof his own Countrey men. But then (Jonatas being dead 
in the third year of the 134 Olympiad, ofthe City built 512, and 
Demetrius his fon, who dyed (ten years being finiilicd) in the year 
oftheCity 522, before Chrift 2 3 a j he betook all his endeavour 
for die freeing of Greete. At what time, he firft of all loofed At¬ 
tica from the yoke of the Macedonians * Diogenes , who was chief 
over it, being allured to betray it, with great rewards. And then 
the vArgivi, Hermionenfes, Philiafu, and others, the cruel Lords 
yielding themfclves of their own accord, for fear of Treafon, and 
applying themfdves to the common league of the Grecians, 

Againft whofc fo profperous affairs, the ^tolians, and Cleomenes 
King of the Lacedemonians, ohjeded dclayes; they, through envy 
andcrafuncflc} he, through open force and weapons? whereby 
he often, as we have already faid, overcame and put to flight 
Aratus and other Commanders of the Achaians. Which war, as 
he order’d it by his own ad vice,not at thcdir<&ion of others,made 
him, which thing he long fincc thought, jfoat the Ephori being ta- 
kcn'away, he might challenge all the authority and command un-

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o^-O (O himlclf j and he declared »he old difciplinc of his houfe, in the 
Anno 443 1 tenth year of hisreign, of the City of Pome 5 a 8 , or next tollow-

law thcmfclves unfit lor the undergoing this war, Matus berng 
already weary and languidiing, and great daughters being re- 
ccivcd from Cleomenes, that (ante man, or Aratus, being the author, 
they had regard unto the help of the Macedonians. Antigonus, 
by lirnamc, that is, one about to give or profit, reigned over 
Macedonia. VVnich name he obtained from this, bccaulc he 
laid he would give fuodry times one aitcr another what was ask¬ 
ed of him* This man governed the kingdom for Philip the ion of 
Denietriw, ’from the year before Chrtft, 232 * of the City 522, 
the 137 Olympiad entring, to wit, a little before the palling over 
book *. Row into Illyicum , as (a) Polyl'm faith. Therefore Matas re- 
p. r)s* quircih the friiowfliip of Antigonus, with his Citizens, when as 
hitherto they had made ufe of the friendfliip of Ttolomey which 
new Covenant they joyned in, by a great hire of the Town or 
Caftle of Corinth,i rom which they parted to the Macedonian, and 
ftraightway renounced both by Sea and Land the fame Captain 
<b) Polyb. of the Greek name. There came into the (b) communion of that 
f. t 79 > league, the Macedonians, Achaians , thofc of Epirus, the Phocians, 
Boetians, Arcadians, Thefs'alUns. .Cleomenes, Antigonus breaking in 
with great Armies, when he met him at the Juntas or narrow 
creek of land, being affrighted at the revolting of the Grecians, 
went back to defend his Countrey. So the Macedonians,no man 
forbidding them, came to Peloponnefw in the year of the World, 
37*t, of the City, 531, in which the fecond year of the 14? 
Olympiad began * and in the year following they conquered ma¬ 
ny Towns. Cleomenes in the mean time not loytering, who took 
Megalopolis at unawares, and utterly overthrew it, becaufe the 
Citizens hadrefufed to enter into fcliowfhip with him, although 
they (hould be vagabonds in their Countrey, Philopcemenes thus 
Piw in peri wading, (a J who was then thirty years of age. Laftofall, 
Phiiop. in the year of the City 533. before Cbr ift 211, in which the 4th 
<b) Polyb,f. year of the fame Olympiad began, a (b) battel being pitched or 
pine.m Ag. joyned, at Sclafta, a Town of Laconia, Cleomenes was overcome by 
He Cieom. Antigonus : when as this brought out twenty thoufand, the other 
thirty thoufand into the battel, Cleomenes having dipt out of the 
battel, faileth over Sea to Ptolotney Euergetes into leaving 

Lacedmon empty for defenders againft Antigonus : To the which 
he coming, reftored to it its liberty, and all its ancient rights. The 
next day he being certified, thatthe borders of {Macedonia were 
invaded by the neighbouring Barbarians, he hafts thither as fpec- 
dily as lie could. In his pafiage he was prefent at the Vjmean 
fports$ by whom he was received with great acclamations, and 
all kind of honour by the <J reeks. But as foon as he came to Ma¬ 
cedonia, the Illyrians , ajad other Barbarians being put to flight, his 
body long ago being taiin with a confumption, he dcceafcd, and 
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left the Government to Tbilip, who afterward warred againft the 
gomm. That happened in the 533 year of the City, of the 
World 37*3,in which the 4th year ot the 13? Olympiad is nuen- 
bredj the mentioning of the Nemean paftime perfwadeth it, 
which about the end of the third Olympick year, and near the 
Sunftead, was wont to be begun, (c) as we have fhewn elfc- 

^Cleomenes being very honourably, and lovingly received by 
ptolemey Euergetes, he a little after dying, he came into fufpicion 
with Pbilopator, thefucceedcrof Euergetes •, who from the coun¬ 
sel of Soft bins, by whofe authority the Kingdom was ordered, 
kept him in cuftody, making haftc into Greece j out of which he 
at length breaking with a few, and their (words being drawn, he 
running thorow the whole City,and in vain calling to the Alexan¬ 
drians tor liberty, laid hands on himfelf; fd) in the third year 
after he came to ^Egypt, the (c) fixteenth of his reign being finifh- 
ed, For prcfently after the death of Cho nenes, Polyliw (f) witnef- 
feth, CXlofyria was betrayed by Theodotus to Antiocbus 5 which 
happened in the 535 year of the City built, the fecond of the 
J40 Olympiad.

For he flew no lefle than fifty thoufand of them in fix years. (c)Hc (c) joteph. b.

Demetrius Lumus and others, and through the interchangeable 
courfe of fortune, his rule being neverthelefle enlarged, he 
drew it out unto twenty and feven years, as J ofepbus Wri- 
teth.

She being 
dead, in the Third year (c) faith fofephus) of the 177 Olympiad, 
Hortenftus and c Metellus Creticus being Confuls, (this is the year 
Varronian, of the City 685, wherein the third year of the Olym¬ 
piad ended, and the 4th began,) Arijlobulus moveth war againft 
Hircanus high Prieft. But ftraightway a peace being compofcd, 
the Priefthood fell out to Hircanus , the Kingdom unco Ar'tjlolulus . 
A little after, (d) Antipater, an ldum&an, a moneyed-man, rents 
Hircanus from that agreement, and defirous of new things, by 
whofc perfwafion Hircanus fleeth privily unto Arem King of the 
Arabians* until Jerufalem being taken by Pompey in the 179 Olym¬ 
piad, Cicero and Antonius being Confulls, which is the year of the 
city 691, Hircanus received the chief Priefthood: But from that 
time, Jerufalem began to pay tribute to the Romans, and many Ci¬ 
ties, which hitherto had been tributaries to the fern* a chief ruler 
of their own being allowed them, the nation it lclf was reduced 
within its old bounds, (a)Thefe things Jtfephw, 

Which change of things is, to be accounted as it were a cer¬ 
tain hinge before the eyes of the Jewifh Hiftory, whichfarifeth 
afterwards. Therefore Hircanus bare the chief Priefthood twelve 
years, from the year of the city built fix hundred feventy fix, 
in which his Father tAlexandcr died, even untill the year fix 
hundred eighty eight. For in this year he feemeth to have fled 
to the King of Arabians , although (b) fofephus faith, Arijlobulus 
bare the High Priefts office three years,and as many moncths after 
Hircanus, untill Jerufalem was taken by Pompey, which by (c) the 
fame Authour is delivered, to be taken in the 691 year of the city 
built, on the third Moneth. 

Pompey led away Arijlobulus, with his fon Alexander and Ant'tgo - 
nus, and as many daughters to Rome. Alexander {\ippingaway 
privily, ccafed not to raife a tumult againft Hircanus in Judea, 
untill he had expelled him, (ejwhom (Jabinius reftored, in the 
year of the city built fix hundred ninety eight, who alfo appoin¬ 
ted five Law-Seflions in Jud&a. Gabinius Arijlobulus efcaping out 
of bonds, and making a difturbancc Judeea , he fent back to Rome. 

Who being loofed out of prifon by JA, c*far in the year of the 
city built, (even hundred and five, was taken away by poyfon. 
But Alexander , by the command of Pompey* was fmitten by Sc'tpio 
with an hatchet. At length (f) Antigonus* Aftnius and J Vomitius 
being confulls, which is tnc year of the city built feven hundred 
and Fourteen, by the hclpofthe gave his Uncle Hire a- 

having cut off his cars,to be led away by the fame Barbarians. 
This breaking in of the ‘Parthians > Dio brings into the year, which 
I have faid, that therefore JofeplwtfiQx Jerufalem being taken by 
Pompey, rightly reckoncth twenty four years to Hircanus the High 
Prieft, But in the year feven hundred and feventeen, Herod by 
tnc endeavour oiSofsus, the city being vanquifhed, quenched An- 
ttgonus, of which thing a little after.

T Hc whole World being now almoft tamed; the fortune of 
the Roman Empire had come unto that ftate, that it could 
neither enlarge it fclf any farther, nor confift in that degree which 
ii held. Therefore when there could be no force through the ut- 
moft attempts, for the overthrowing of this, at length it confu- 
med it felf by its own wealth. The which mifery the ambiti¬ 
on of Princes, and civill difeord procured thereby 3 brought 
upon it. 

(aj C asus C*far by the City Praetorfhip, having gotten the Pro- 
vince of Upturn*) in the year of the City 691, andthingsin the 
SciJfvdtf. fame place being famoufly managed, obtained a triumph. But 1 
suet. c*f. he put the fure hope of this, after the honour of the Confull-ftiip, 

1 h 4 ? 1 the which while he earneftly fought in the year of the city 69 4, 

Butr.f°orof. at the fame time pomvey, Luctdlus interrupting his afts, which he 
th.if.etfoU. would have had made eftablifhed decrees by the Senate, joyned 
Tlhedccds of ^i m f e i£ w j t h errand Cfafltu, and other chief ones. SoCafarob- 
* * tained the Confullfhip in the year 69 5. wherein he al(o appro- 
ved or confirmed Pompeys a&s through the Senate,and divided the 
Campanian land, among very many citizens, and eafed the com¬ 
mon Farmersof the Knight order, defiring an abatement of a thirl 
partof their rents. A daughter oi Julia being appointed for Pom* 
pey, he married (falpurnia of Pifon. When as by thefe Arts and 
infinite bounty, he had gotten the favour of all ranks of men unto 
himfelf, he got the French Province, the which from the year of 
the city 6$ 6, he began to Goycrn, and ruled nine years, as (b) Sue * 
fb)Su«t.iojui. tonimh Author : In which (pace of time he reduced all promt) 
ch.»,.$cec«- which is conteined by xhcTyrenean Alps, the Rivers of Rbene and 
Rhodane or Roan , and im pofed on it every year the debt or title of 
a Stipend or Subfidy: he alfo, firft ofthe Romans, provoked the Oer* 
mans beyond Rhone, a bridge being laid over Rbene. He alfo was 
prefent with the Brittains , whither none before had pierced. A' 
mong thefe things, in th e year of the city built 69 8. he made luch 
an agreement with Pompey and that the Province of Prance 

was continued unto him ,Pompey enjoyed Spain , fraflw, Syria, by

Titus dying, had left a great lack of him to the Senate and peo- 
y lc, (c) Domitian increafed that defire,his brother and fucceeder, 
the moft naught of almoft all Princes, who hitherto had, and af¬ 
terwards lived. But among the beginnings of his principality 
fomc fliew of clemency and juftice utter’d it fclf. But ftraight- 
way he betrayed his difpofition, and ftiewes himfelf an imitator 
of Nero, in cruel ty, robbery, and riot.

For it is to be believed, the ApofUes and Difciplcs of 
Chrift to have carried on neither fmall matters, nor things un¬ 
worthy to be known: but many things arc fprincklcd with fables 
and uncertain tales.

A Ntoninus Pius> adopted by Hadrian , governed the Roman 

Empire in the year of Chrift 138, with fo much virtue and CapIcollnut 
goodnefie, that he excelled all other examples. For he governed viaor.Eutrop; 
the Common-wealth rather by a fatherly, tnen Princely atfi&ion* *• 
and he governed the whole World by his foie authority, without 
any war, all the time of his Empire : therefore was he compared 
with 2\ Turn. TheForrain and far diftant Princes and people did 
fo dread him, that they would make him the Arbitrator of their 
differences, he forbid enquiry to be made after them that had 
conipiredagainft him. He dicth in the year of his age 70, and 
of his Empire twenty four, Vidor gives him up feventy two years, 
he died in the hundred fixty one year after Chrifts Nativity, in 
the Moncthof March having taken the Scepter, the fifth of July, 
in the one hundred thirty eighth year of Chrift 5 fo that he Go¬ 
verned the Empire two and twenty years, and almoft eight 
Moneths. 

After him, ruled the Empire CM, ^Antoninus Vertu, Pius's fon 
inlaw 5 For he had in marriage his daughter ValeriaFauftina . He 
from his very youth being brought up and inftru&ed in the ftu- 
dies of virtue, as well as of all other Ares, he had vertue no lefte 
in his life and manners, then in his fpeeches and profeffion, Ac 
firft he made L. ^£lius Verus , to whom he had married his daugh¬ 
ter Emilia, his companion in the Government of the Empire 5 
and then did firft twoEmperoursby nameofCtffirj rule at once. 

And this thing ms fo full of dignity and novelty , that fome of the chief 
Cot fulls, took hence their order of Confulls , faith Spartianut , fb) They (b) spare. i n 
then reigned eleven years together, as the fame with Eutrop'm Re- J ct ° E «w»pv 
cords, being of a contrary manner of his life;for Verus was floath- OpicoJ, 
full, drowned in riocand pleafure, and of anuncivill and unman- 
nerlv diipofition, which was moderated and mitigated by his bro¬ 
thers reverence and refpeft : Bv whom being fenr againft the Par - 
thim, he for the fpace of four years, had by his chief officers prof- 
perous fucccffe. Therefore they both triumphed over the 
thians : Then, after it, they undertook the Marcoman* Wars.

Maximus TyriuS, Apollonius Chalcidicus the* Stoick, and Baft- 
tides the Scythopolitan ; who were all M. Aurelius's tutors, in whofc 
time Peregrinus the Philofopher, fyrnaracd Proteus, burnt himfclf 
in the fire that was made at the Olympicle-play in Pifas, in the 
2 3 6Olympiad, as Eufebius writeth in his Chron. Lucius mentions 
him in a particular book that he made of his death. Menelaus the

CHAP. X. 

Of Commodus, Pertinax , Julian, Severn Caracalia, Geta, Macrinus, 

Alagabalus, Alexander . 

Anno i?3.of£V$, unto 235. 

C Ommodus being (lain in the beginning of the 19% yearafrer Herod, ».xi- 
Cnrift j Helvius pertinax was made Emptrour by them ^'vE!' 
who had defiroyed Commodus ? wno when he intended to govern 
the Common-wealth with good Lawes, and tocrufli the military 
ambition and rudeneffe, was cut off the 88th day of his Empire,' 
at whole d< ach Didtus Jultanusd id prefume to afpirc to thegovern- 
ment of the Empire,then floating and tottering. But two moncths 
and five dayes after, he is forfakenby the fame perfonsj becaufe 
he could not give them the whole gratuity and recompence that 
tiny expelled, he k flain by Septimius Severus\ command. 

For this man being born in Africk, and Governour of pannonia, Spa»t. Scan- 
through a fhew of avenging Pettinux, he violently took the Empire f up criorcs * 
upon himfclf. And firft he difeharged the Pretorian bauds cir¬ 
cumvented by his own fervants for murrhering pertinax unwor¬ 
thily j then he went againft Pefcenntus Niger Governour of Syria; 
and cl-tdm Albinus Governour of Brittain , and both competitors 
of the Empire. Niger being the firft overcome, (Antioch, where 
he had fled, being taken) flying to Euphrates, was killed, as faith 
Hmdianus. Spartiams faith, That he was killed near Cyzicum: 

Nt^e,' ocing fuppreffed, Severus took Byzantium, which perlifted 
ftill in his obedience, after three years fiege .* and having devefted ” cn> 
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it both of walls and of freedom, made it tributary to the perin. 
A ?rVift tbians, near upon the fifth year ot his Empire, 
w r 3 y Having quieted all things in the Bait, he turned his arms again® 
clotlius tAlbimSy whofc friendship hitherto he had procured to 
himfclf, by offering him the dignity of acjdn cncouiuriug him 
Lions deftroy- with his Army near Lions in France, many being ilain on both 
cd. fidcs, and amongft the reft, Minus himfclf, he alone enjoyed r e 

Government. The City was burnt and demolilhcd, and Albim'i 
head fent to Home, and much cruelty was uled towards thofc of 
his party and his friends. 

Thence again being gone into the Eaft, he fubdued the Parthu 
ans, the Adiabenians and the ^Arabians, he granted a Charter of 
Corporation to the Alexandrians . plautianus in the mean while 
governing all things at Rome, whofc daughter plautilla he had be¬ 
trothed to his fon Antoninus, and their wedding was fob mnized

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about the tenth year of Severn *s Empire, and the had as much 
for her portion, as would have been a iuffieicnt dowry for fifty 
Queens. But not long after, near upon the 204th year of Chrift, 
plautianus himfclf cont piri: g againft the General, isflain by Anu 
ton 'wus his fon in law, and many more were put to death aftet 
him, who were his Confederates in thcConfpiracy. 

Severn went to Britain in the 15th year of his Empire, with hit 
two Tons ; Bafianus , whom he firnamed Antoninus, and had made 
Auguflus in the feventh year of Ivis Empire ; and with Geta • There, 
having had a profperous f ucccfs of his affairs for four years fpace, 
he retired himfclf, and fortified it with a wall all round aboutthe 
Ifland, and there at length he dyctli at York the ninth of Febmr j> 
in the year of Chrift 211, his cldcft foil having often plotted 
againft him, after he had governed the Empire 17 years, eight 
moncths, and three dayes. At his death he left in ftorc feven 
ycar^ revenues and provifions ; fo that every day might be fpent 
feventy five thoufand bufhels of corn,and of oyl as much as might 
fuflice all Italy in five years. 

Antoninus Car ac alia , and Geta, Sever us*s two fons, bv equal right 
obtained the Government of the Empire, after their father’s 
death, in the year as I have faid, 21 x of Chrift, who by rcafonof 
their contrary nature, had daily and continual difUntion and dif* 
f. re nee together; Geta was of a meek and civil nature 5 the other 
was a turbulent and fiery man ; by whom in the fecond year of 
his Empire was his brother, aged 23 years, (lain, in the very bo- 
fom of their Mother, under a flicwof a particular difcourfofo 
the 212th year after Chrift, as xipbilinus doth record, and foon 
upon it was an infinite number ot his favourites aid friends put to 
death, amongft whom was that great Dottor in the Law papimfr 
/?«$,bccaufe he would not by Law excuse his murther. After this 
Antoninus went into the E.ft, and there lie made a gre at (laughter 
of the Alexandrian Citizens, becaulc they had ontefpoken lofltf 
words againft him, he deceitfully invaded Artabanus King of the 
Farthians , and fpoylcd his Kingdorp, at length,fix years and two 
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moncths after his father’s death, he is flam by a Martha! Centu- rv - / '^ 
rion,or Captain, by the order of Opilius CMacrir.us the Pmor,b<> of ciw 1 ;^ 
tween Edejs'a and Carr as the fixth of April, as Xiplnlinus faith in to 3 
the year ot Chrift 217, and in the 29 of his age ; but Spartianus L/ "~V NJ 
gives him 43. 

Macrinus, a year and two moncths after he had nfurped thr 
Empire, being (lain by his Souldiers, Aurelm Antoninus tAlaga- HcrldW.us 
talus Farm, together with Diadumenus, defccnded of Jupiter s, or x i>h. Via. 
Sol's Prieft, commonly thought, though falfly, CaracalUs fon, took tiu, °t > - . 
the Empire. He was the vileft of all men, mfomuch,that having 
caft off all manhood, he difformed himfclf into a woman, and did 
fuffir any thing in his body. Therefore having ruled three years 
and nine moueths, by the conlentof the Souldiers, he was Haiti 
with his Mother Semiamira or Julia, in the 222 year of Chrift, his 
corps being dragg’d in the channel, and thence drawn into the 
River Tiber, in the 18th year of his age. Moft Authors attri¬ 
bute to his Empire, two years and fome moncths 5 and to his age 
1 6 years: but we rather adhere to Xipbilinus, whofc accompt is 
given in another place, where mention ismadc o( Alexander, 

In the year of Chrift 222, Aurelius Severus Alexander obtained 
the Empire, having been made C<efar the year before. A Prince 
far furpaflingallingoodneflcj and moft excellent and valiant, 
both in peace and war. He was wonderfully diligent either in 
giving judgment,or in requiring jufticcof the judges, he repre¬ 
hended and corrected thofe who by favour or bribes did exceed 
the bonds of Jufticcand right •, he baniflied out of his Court all 
flatterers, feoffers, and fhames of the Court. He forbad the Ma- 
giftrates Offices to be bought, afllrting, That if could not be, but 
what one had bought,he would fell itasain for hire-fake.* There¬ 
fore he did give a Salary out of the Treafury tothcGovcrnours 
of the Provinces, left they fhould be burthenfome to the peo¬ 
ple. 

He was not an enemy to Chrift; for he worshipped him in his 
ChappcI, not being fuff red by the Senate to give him any pub- 
lick divine honour, and to build him a Temple? In miniftring 

1 alike, he madeufeof the induftry of the chiefcft and ablelV 
.awyers, as (a) U lpi anus, Pomponm,CelftM y Modeftinus, Paulus>pro - (ajl.amptlJi 
cuius, Fenuleius % Of thefe, Ulpianus being advanced to the Preto.

firms. But he was a gallant Warricr, as well as an induftrious 
Lawyer. In the fifth year of his Empire, Artaxerxes the Perjian, Hcrodia. 0. 
having overcome the Tartbiar.s in three field-battels, and (lain l ' 
their King Artabanus ; he re-eftablifhed the Persian Empire in the VofiiWt recc- 
Eaft, by whom the Magi began to be efteemed, as Agatbias vcr ; hcir 
writes. Againft whom, making incurfion upon the Roman Ter- Empsrc * 
ritories, when Alexander could not affright him avttoy by his Let¬ 
ters, he went out with an Army, and overcame him ; ns L.wpri* 

^records out of the Aftsot the Senate *, and triumphed the 7; U 
of October, Although this Author relaxes, That Merodianus I ?h

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"written concerning this, tMothetwiitT Having perlormed this 
Expedition, he undertook another againft the Germans, wl.eteia

M Aximnus , Gothus's and Alanas's fon, either having flain 

Alexander, as Herodtanus will have it, or after his death, by vja£. ’ 
no plotof his own contrived and attempted , was made Empe- 
rourn^ years after Chrifts birth, who having profperoufly put 
an end to the Wars of Germany, he wintered at Sirmium, and in 
the mean while by his Governours and Deputies, ufed much cru¬ 
elty in %$me, and put many of the Nobles to death. In the midft 
of thcfc things, the Gordians, both father and fon, ufurp the Em¬ 
pire in Carthage. The Romans by the order of the Senate forfake 
Maximinus, and Embafladours are fent every where to keep the 
Provinces under the power and command of the Senate, and 20 
men are cholen for to keep and defend Rome. The Gordiani with¬ 
in a year and few dayes being flain in Africk by Capelianus, Maxi - 
minus's General. Balbinus and Maximinus Pupienus, out of the 2 o 
Governours of Rome,were by the Senate advanced to the Imperial 
dignity, in the year of Chrift 237; wherein Maximinus, whileft 
he bclieges yiqutleia, is flain, with his fon yet a boy, by his Soul- 
diers $ having lived two years and fome moncths in great power 
and authority.

Scythians whohad taken chalcedony burnt Nitea, and the Tem¬ 
ple of Diana at Rpbeftu. Thence being gone againft Sapor, then 
fpoyling the Baft borders 3 and taken by him, and ufedin man¬ 
ner of a%alc flave, that as often as he got up his horfe’sback, he 
layed his foot upon his head, making him to bow down to the 
ground j (b; At length he commanded him to be fiead alive and (b) Hufeb; 
failed,as Sufiebm records. Thisovcrthrow was in the 2 tfoth year 
of Chrift. About what time Odenatus the Govcrnour ot the Pal A ga th. i.‘ ^ 
wyrenians, who had married Zenobia, did valiantly repulfe and p- ***• 
drive back the (c) Perfians, who had far entred the Roman Empire, (c; Trcbcli. 
and defended the Roman power, having taken the title of King 
upon himfclf. 

(d) In the mean while, galienus , a man altogether given toluft (0 Trebci); 
and wickedneflc fuffered the Empire to be torn to pieces every J~; 7 
where, both by the Barbarians, and alfo Tyrants. To whom when 
Odenatus having taken Nifibis and Carras , conquered Mefopotamia, 
put to flight the King of the Perfians, flainmany thouiands, fent 
the Princes and chicfeftofthcm bound 3 he, without any fhame, 
as though he had concjuered them himfclf, triumphed in Rome • 

This victory of Odenatus is aferibed by Trebelliw , to be in the 262 
year of Chrift, when Galienus and Saturninus were Confujs. A 
few years after, Odenatus being declared Emperoifr by Galienus, 
he is murthered by confpiracy of his Couzen-german, together 
with Herod's fon, whofe wife Zenobta, a woman of a manly fpi- 
lit, took the Empire upon her felf. Galienus is (lain near Millain 
by Martianus and Cecropitu , both Generals of the Army that went 
againft Aureolus the Tyrant, together with his brother Valerian ; 
he governed almoft feven years with his father, and eight 
alone. 

Therefore in the 2 6%. year after Chrift, Claudius, about the 9th Trcbcll.Vift. 
of Aprill, as by Trebelliw appears, began to rule, a providentiall 
and moderate man, and a Prince of great advantage to the Com- c< 
monwcalth, who having deftroyed Aureolus the Tyrant, lie fought 
gallantly againft the Goths 3 it appears that he with his Army 
deftroyed and killed 300020. of them, and defeated and deftroy¬ 
ed two thoufand (hips of theirs 3 and them that remained of chclc 
Barbarians, the Famine and the Plague deftroyed them, near

betwixt Bizantium and Heraclea: After his death, there wasan 
interregnum fome feven Moneths, bccaufc that in the Election 
of an Emperour there was rifen a great conteft and contention be. 
tween the Senate and the Souldiers, both attributing to thcrafelves 
Vopift.Butrop. the right of Elcftion: At length they, of October, bc;w«> created 
zofviaor. Emperour by the Senate.. 

Tacitus , a perfonof excellent breeding, and gifted for the Go¬ 
vernment of the Common-wealth, who had his pedigree of 
tus the Hiftorian. But he died on the two hundredth day after, at 
v1Aor ’ Tarfus of a Fea ver, to whom Florianus his brother fuccecding, P& 

bus was made Emperour by the greateft part of the Souldiers,

M Aximinus, as foon as he enjoyed the Empire, exercifed great MaximW* 
cruelty againft the Chriftians, and, as its thought, he be- fTm*. 
gun the fixth Pcrfccurionj wherein died of Martyrdome pontia- f . is.'cr in ' 
ms, a Pope of Rome, to whom fuccceding Anterus , after the chron.orof. 
enjoyment of it for a Moneth, he obtained alfo the Title of Mar* 7,C,I *‘ 

^ But Deciusy in the beginning of his Empire, in the year of Chrift DecWs 
258. ftirred up the feventh Persecution, in which was (lain Fa- fecution. 
bianus, t\\Q Bi (hop of Rome, the 20 of January, having held the Euf ;£ H ^* . 
feat 15 years. Origines being comprehended in this perfection, o r i p in£faert 1 
rather then to fuffer abominable things, he would offer incenfc to ficcth «> idols, 
the Idols, and thence retiring himfclt to Tyrus,fivc years after he Bpijfc. ***- 
died under Valerian and Galienus the fixty ninth year of his age, as f „ va c t J n u s r .° - 
it may be gathered out of Eufebiut\ and Hieronymus records that lie Euf. Hift. 7- 
fuffered death in Tym : In the laft year ot Decius, being the 2 51 of 
Chrift, the Roman Sea having been vacant above one year, Cor - cypr. emJ. * 
neliui fuccecded to Fabianus , againft whom Novatianus blowed up Epiph, H*r. 
afchifme, anddivifion, being chofen by fome few of his own 
party. To whom TVfo^fmheBifhop coming out of Africa, joy- 
nedhimfelf,who by many is indifferently taken for ‘Hovatianw . 

Under Decius among many others, fuffered Agatha, in Sicilia, and 
tApollonia of Alexandria, which cheerfully caft her felf into the VJdcEuf ^ 
burning Scaffold, as Eufebiw writes, hift. c. 4 i. 

In the firft or fccond year of Decius's reign being the 250 of 
Chrift, when Decius and Grains were Confulls, as Gregorius Turo - crc*. Tur. 1. 
ifofisl aich, Saturnimu Bifhop of Tolofe went to Rome; with J hift.c.3o. 
whom were fent (fratianus Bifliop of Turine, and Dionyfm Bifbop ^ rl S v lus 
of Paris, and that they together with Rufticus and Eleuthertus fuffer- Epifcopu*. 
cd their Martyrdome. 

To whom agreech the author of St . Omers life, who relates 
that Fufcianus and ViSfor/nus , St. Denys companions, pleached at 
the fame time the faith ofChrift. That St, Qyintins did the fame 
amongft the Ambianians, but they fuffered the 1 ith of November 
under the Emperour, Maximiman\ then Denys dyed not long be¬ 
fore Maximians time 5 that is, about 50. years. 

*Decm\ followers,viz. Galias and yAufianus profecuted this fame 
daughter of the Chriftians; therefore Cornelius Pope of Rome with¬ 
in two years and two Moneths, fuffered at Rome. And Lucius 
fupplied his place, who being put to Martyrdome under Valerian 
and Galienus left the See to Steven , 
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About the fame time flourifticd that light of the Church of a. 
fried St. Cyprian Biiliop of Carthage*, Who when pbtbp was made 
Augullus tnc third time, and his fon fafar Confull the ftcond time, 
that IS) in the year of Chrift 348. was advanced to the office of Bi- 
(hop. Forhe writes, that four years after he was invefted with 
1 t he office, there arofe a Schifm of one Felicipmus , when Cornelm 
was firft made PopcofRome, which was upon the 25 1 . year of 

^When Steven pofltffed the Roman-Sec in the 25^1 year of 
Chrift, Ap» held a counccU ofBilhopsat Carthage, wherein 
the Hcreticks Baptifme was adjudged falfc, and to.be done again 
! anew; this very fame thing did Firmilianus in Cappadocia, and 
D ions [1 us of Alexandria decree. But Steven by his; Apoftolick 
Authority refitted them all: But Cyprian not long after waffied 
away this fpot with his own bloud under the Emperours Valeriy 
• and Galien : By whom was revived the perfection about the 4th 
year of their Empire, which was the 2 57 year of Chrift, that it, 
when Valerian was Confull the 4th time, and Galien the third, as 
The Ms of Saint Cyprians fujjerings do witnefle 5 For being baoiflit 
that very year, he for Chritts fake ended his life the next year af- 
ter, being the 2 5 8th year of Chrift, the 18th of Oaober, fo he 
performed the office of a Bifbop tenne full years, and fotut 

Moneths. . 

In this fame perfection of Valerian, Steven having officiated 10 
the Roman-See two years and three Moneths, fuffrred Martyr- 
dome; And fo \ikcvtt fe Sixtus his fucceftour, having enjoyed the 
Papal! office one year, and almoft two Moneths, was put to death 
for the name of Cnrift the 8 th of Auguft of the 2 5 8 year of chrift, 
and four dayes after, St. Laurence and Hippolttw , with divers 

others. . 

But Valet ian payed at laft very dear for this his cruelty, for be¬ 
ing taken by the Pcrfians and conftraioed to do the fordid and bafe 
ler vices of a (lave, he was at length fica’d alive, and (alted, as we 
have above obferved; Galiems being taught by his fathers exam¬ 
ple, forbad chat Chriftians fhould be further perfecuted. 

The Churches outward ftorm ceafing, then began the inward; 
Paul Samofa'ene, Biftiop of Antioch, emulating Sabelliw , vyho bad 
divulged a little before, amoft pernicious do&rine againft the 
holy Trinity atPtolemais, begins to oppofc and deny the divine 
nature of the Son, againft whom was the firft Synod held at An¬ 
tioch, in the year of Chrift 260. wherein were Firmilianus of Op* 
ria , Gregorm of Neoctfarea , and his brother Aihenodom, Bui 
when/W by his deceitfull tergiverfation mocked and (h if ted 
away the writings of the Fathers \ yet in tljie next Councill held 
at Antioch,he was condemned and turned out of his office *, which 
he not willing to deliver up, Aurelian the Emperour being peti¬ 
tioned, turned him outpcr-forcc, in the two hundred lcventicth 
year of Cirift: for then Aurclianut was fomewhat well affetfed to¬ 
wards the Chriftians. But two years after, being the two hundred 
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feventieth year of Chrift, he ftirred up the ninth perfection, as jW} 
many do reckon, wherein an infinite number of Martyrs.did fuf- of C htiR,t® 
fer, to which Tacitus did putanend, as the A6ts of Chariton the 3 ^^ 

Martyr do teftify; . , Suriw *8. 

Paul the Hermite was a great fpiendour to that age; who,when sept. 

Dicius afflicted the Chriftians,by reafon of cfcaping death retired r^uhe 
himfelf into a cave, wherein he embraced a folitary life, the 23 Paulo, 
vearof his age, and of Chrift 250. which year brought alfo forth lueminChro. 
Antonius the Great, as we tnay gather out of Hieronymus , alfo Eur. 7 .hift c. 
Vionyfius of Alexandria died in the thirteenth year of g alien's reign, • 
as Fufebim faith, and fo likewife Gregorius Thaumaturgus * of the 
Gentiles, ‘Plotinus the Philofopher, died in the beginning of <Au- 
rdianus's reign, being the 270 year of chrift, as may be gathered 
out of Porfhyrius, upon his life. 

Suidas faith,that he was very old under Galien, and that Amelias 
was his hearer, and that Porphyrias was Amelius’s Jlearcr,.and Jam- 
i/iw the hearer of Porphyrias 3 and that Porphyrius flourifhed un¬ 
der Aurelian, and that he attained the dayes of Diode fiat/, Empire 
BntEunapius makes Amelius tobe Porphyrius'* School-fellow, and 
not his Matter. He together with Origenes Aquilinus , and Porphy - 
rius lengthened his dayes unto the time of Aurelianus's, and Pro - 
bus's Empire* at which time alfo lived Dexippus the Hiftorian, 

Longinus is alfo reckoned amongft the learned ones of that age, by 
whom ‘Porphyrius was taught and furnamed, being before that cal¬ 
led c Malchus ; bur Zenobia making ufe of Longinus for to teach her 
Greek, Aurelianus therefore caufed him to be put to death,as writes 
Vopifcus. 


CHAP. XIV. 

Of Probus, Carus, Numerianus,Carinas, Diocletian , c Maximian, 

Conjtantius , Chlorus, and Amentarius . 

Anno 27^ of Chrtf, unto 304, 

T Acitus and Florianus his brother, being dea Aureliai Pro - Vi - 

btu by the Generali confent of the Souldiery, is invefted with ijathw in°£- 
thc Empire,the 2 y6 year of Chrift,born in Pannonia Sirmienfis, a ZoH.*. 

perfon indued with all venue, for he was admirables in feats of 
arms, and excellent in good manners, whoaffoon as he was crea¬ 
ted Augufw, he inquired after thofe Souldicrs that had flain tAu- 
relianus: Thence going into France, he regained fixty Towns out 
of the Barbarians hands, and killed of them near upon feventy 
thoufand. Having quieted all things in France, he went into Sla* 
vonia, and overcame the Nations in Scythia. And being gone 
thence into the Eaft, he gave battell to the Ferfians, and having 
overcomethem, and taken fome of their Cities, as he was mur¬ 
ing to Italy, paffing through Slavonia, he was killed at Sirmium 
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by the Souldicrs, who hated him for his too great feverity, in thp 
282 year of Chrift, andthe 7th ofhis Empire, whereof he lived 
fome four Moncths. 

<jit % Aurelius Cam born in Narbon in France, fucceedcd Pnbu^ 
who foon after created his fons (brims and NumerUnut, C<efarsy 
and having fcntCarim into France to keep it in peace, and Go¬ 
vern ir, he” with Nmen arm his l'on, went into the Eaft, againft 
the Perfians • There having overcome Mefopotamia, being gone 
as far as ftefiphon, he was flruckcn dead by a Thunderbolt, ha- 
vine governed the Empire about a whole year, it being the 283. 
year of Chrift. Numevwm, being exceedingly flfflitfed for his fa¬ 
thers death, by reafonoftoo much weeping fell into an ocular di- 
leaie* and as he was carried in a Litter, he was murthered by the 
confpiracy of Aprushh father in law,in thcjtvvo hundred eighty 
fourth year of Chrift. 

Carinus , of a far other temper than his father and brother, lived 
full of vices, and aJl defiled with wickcdncflc: For its faid that 
he wanted no manner of mifehiefand bafenefic, and that he had 
no token or fparkof vertuc andgoodnefle: wherefore being hated 
both by great and fmall, a while after his fathers death, he con. 
tended againft the people as well as againft Dioclefian , by both 
whom he was hated 5 and he attained to the year of Chrift 285, 
that is, one year after that Dioclefian was advanced to the Imperi. 
all dignity. For then,being betrayed by hisown party near Mar- 
gus a town of Moefia, he was killed by Dioclefians army, which 
overcame him. 

Then about the Month of September,in the year o{ Chrift 284, 
Dioclefian who before was called Diocles , after Numerianus death, 
received the Purple Robe prefented to him by the Souldicrs; bom 
in Dalmaiia of low Parentage, f for he is faid to have been a bond* 
fervant to Anulinus the Senatour) but a gallant warriour* He in 
the firft Affcmbly, fworc that Numerianus had been murthered 
without his content, or knowledge, and thereupon killed the Mur* 
therer Aprus with hisown hands,and by it fulfilled thatProphe- 
iy, that he had once received, That he fhould be Emperour, 
when he had killed Aper (which fignificth a Bore) with his own 
proper hands. Whence in his hunting as often as he lighted up* 
on a Boor, he was wont to kill him with his own hands with a 
hunting ftaffc, but after he had (lain Aper , then he boafted that at 
length he had found out the fatall Bore: Then the Pcafants of 
France rifing up in an uproar that were called Bacaydesi having 
lent CMaximian Herculian to them, he quieted them in the 285 
year, whereupon Maxim'tan was made C*far the firft time: ft* 
the next year lollowing being the 28 6 year. Dioclefian created 
him Augvfius-, becaufe, faith Idatius, he might propup and Up¬ 
hold the republiek that was tottering and falling,what by the Bar¬ 
barians incurfions, what by the Tyrants oppreffions. For at the 
fame time Caraufius being bufied among the Britaios, and tAcbil- 
Um in wEgypt, had both taken the purple Robe. And from the 
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Eaft NarfeSi the King of Terfia threatened hard with a puiflant 
Army 5 and Africa was fpoylcd, and deiktoyed by the Quinqua- 
tertians. By which troubles and tempeftswas the Roman Em- to 304. 
pire tolled and agitated fome years together. Therefore in the 
7th year of his Empire, andthe 291 year of Chrift, that he might 
prevent and refift all thefe dangers, he created two fofars, Qon- confamms 
hum Cblorus, who is faid to be the Nephew of claudiw the 'S, 
fecondby his daughter, as Eutropm records ; and Galerm Maxi- by v>\ocic(hk. 
miarti born in Dacia, not far from Sardica, who was firnamed 
Armentarius, becaufe he had been a herdfman, Dioclefian^ that 
he might joyn thefe to himfelf by affinity, gave to Armentams his 
daughter Valeria 5 and to Conflantius, Maxim ini anus Herculius gave 
Theodora his daughter in Law: So having divided their Forces 
into four Armies, Diodefian went into Egypt, into Africk, 

Armentarias into the Eaft, and Confiantius into Brittain. By the 
long, tedious, and laborious Expeditions of them all, was the 
Roman world again fettled in peace. About the end of the 12 th 
year of Dioclefian'* Empire, it being the 2 96 of Chrift, as Eufebius 
records in his Chronicle, Alexandria after eight moneths fiege be¬ 
ing taken, together with Egypt, was brought back again unto the 
obedience of the Romans. 

Caraufius (even years after his revolt, was killed by AleBtu his 
Affociat in the 293 year of Chrift 5 and fo the ( b) Brittains were tf>) Eutrop. 
again recovered, in the tenth year after their revolt, faith Sutro- 
fiat. At the fame time were the j Quinquegentians fubdued by 
{Maximianus Herculius > and Valerius Armentatius> being beaten 
by Marfeus, and proudly entertained by Dioclefian . (a) The year (•) id«. 

following being the 297, he revenged himfelf for the ignominy 
and reproach ho had received, defeating the Per fi an Army, aud 
taking prifoners Narfeus 9 s Wife, his filters, and his Children.

m at Millan • But Dioclefian did it of his own accord, or by reafon Uy 

ofhis old age, and tyred by his great labours, or being wearied down their 
and importuned about the Chriftian Concernments,whom he had P ur P lc RobC5 
no mind to persecute, he retired himfelf into a Garden in Salone t 
But Maximian was forced to it more by the authority of his Aflo- 
ciate, then by his own will. This was done in the 20th year of 
2>w/^w’sEmpirc, and of Chrift 304; at what time Diodefian 
had been 9 times Conful, and Maximianus 8, as Idatius writes; 
who relates, That at that famfe time Confiantius (fhlorus y and Va¬ 
lerius Maximianus Amentarius were declared Augufius 3 $5 and 
that Severity and Galerm Maximianus tArmentarius filter’s fon, 
were created Ceefars , as Vitler faith alfo. 

And fo Confiantius with Valerius Maximianus did enjoy the whole 

Roman 
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Roman Empire, parting the lame between themfclvcs: and to 
Anno 176 Qalerius Maximinus's lot* fell Scythia, Afia, and the Eaft 3 to Com 
*[ /tantius* $, France, Italy, and Africk, wh© afterward gave Italy and 

l/vxj Africk over to his Companion. And fo Maximian eftablifhed 
Severn over Italy, and Maximinus over thc Eaft, In the mean 
while, Confantinus, Conftantius Cblorus’s fon, having been delivered 
by bis father to Dioclefian and Galerius Maximiamn for his hoftage 
and pledge and being re-demanded by his father,having been call 
upon feveral dangers, and having cfcaped privately, he flyejth to 
his father at 6 eforiacum. So a certain Author of a Manufcripr, 
without name, doth declare. 


CHAP. XV. 

Of the jtate of the Ckrijlian Religion, from the year of Chrifl zy 6 , where, 
in Probus firfi entred into the Empire, unto tie death 0/Conftantius 
Chlorus, and the beginning of Conftantinus 3 that is,unto the 307, 
or 30 6thyear, wherein is fpoken of Diocletian’s Perfection: Oj 
the Origtnd of the Donatifts, and of feveral Pious and Lcarnd 
Perfons.

I K thefe few years, that we comprehend in this Chapter, there 
were very great Troubles and Perfections againft the Church, 
In the beginning of Probus* s Empire,that is, in his fccond year, 
and of ChriiVs 177, broke forth the herefieof the Manichees, as 
we read it in Eufebius's Chronicles: In which rime alfo, noticeit 
taken of the Account of the years of the Antiochejiians, and Lao- 
» a) aVpim 0in ‘ diccnians, &c. (Hcrcticks, fo called), (a) Pope Leo endetlirhis 
v'icfe Epiph.* - year, when Probus and Paulinas were Confulsj At which tiroes 
har, 66 ,8c chel&us Bifhop of Cafchara in Mefopotamia, renowned for his ho- 
Sr*. B °* linefle and learning, refilled ftrongly and conftanrly the rage and 
Cyr. c at, 6, madneffe of the CManichees. 

Umfiw'i But under Dioclefian , the pcrfecution of the Chriftians was fo 
Pcrfcemion. grievous and fo great, as afore this time there was never the like, 
(c) Apud. ■* at the latter end of his Empire. Although Baroniw fc) gathereth 
sur. j»n.io. ovuo f $ t sebaftian's Afts, thatbeforc this time he had already be¬ 
gun co cxercife hiscruclry ^ and faith, That he began in the fc¬ 
cond year of his Empire with Tiburtius Chromatins, and others. 
But this fire of pcrfecution did dame more vehemently in the 
60 EuT. Jn latter end of ‘Dioclefian* s 18th year 3 or, as (d) Sufebius thinks, in 
8. 1 orof? thc ^ ^is ^ ra pi re > which he begins to reckon from the 
e\y. ‘ * monethofEafter. Then it was (in thofedayesof Chrift*s paifion) 
that the Emperours commanded, by their Edicts, that all the 
Chriftian Churches fhould be demolifhed 3 and all thc (pc^ 
books fhould be burnt 3 and that all thofe Chriftians that had any 
publick ©Afire, fhould be degraded and turned our, and all the 
Divtrs Mar- others fhould be put to death. Thereupon an infinite numberol 
IJfr, ‘ Chriftians fuffered Martyrdomc by divers forts of torments for 

‘ Chrifts 
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Chrift’s fake; of whom Eufebius namech fomc, as Procopius in 
fofariaof Palestine , t^lpheus, Zaccbew, &c. But the Martyrdoms 
that are read in theEcclcfiaftical Hiftoriesare innumerable 3 of 
whom were Marcus, and Marcellian $ Ccfma, and D mi anus, two 
brothers 3 Vincentius, Agnes, Lucia, Maurice , and an infiqjte num- 
bet of the Thebe ans. Alfo Pope Marcellinus , in the year of Chrifl 
304, (the Emperours being then reduced to order) fuffered Mar- 
tyrdomc for Chrift’s lake, the 8th of May, and the next year af¬ 
ter this great Perfection, both the Emperours laid down their 
dignity, as Eufebius faith. 

And they Who for fear and punifliment did deliver their Bibles, 
were called in Africk Traditores or Traytors, which afterward was 
the feed of the Donatifts SchifmjAnd firft there was held a Council 
of Bithops, moft of them infe&ed with this crime in (e)Cyrtha of 
Numidia, wherein Secundus Tigifitanus the Primate of Numidia 
was Prcfident, In which for avoiding of Schifm, the Donatifts 
were taken in, in thc year of Chrift 303. 

And the Church was not onely celebrate and renowned by her 
Perfections, but alfo by the Learning of rare Perfons ; For ( f ) 
Anatolius of Laodicea , a man of great learning, lived in Probus *s 
time; and under Carus and Dioclefian, lived Pierius the elder, of 
Alexandria, and Pamphilus, who afterwards fuffered under Maxi- 
minus : Lucian put to death in the fame perfection. Methodius of 
Olympus-Lida, and then Bifliop of Tyrus, fuffeted under Dioclefian . 
Some think that he fuffered under Decius and Valerianus , as Hie - 
mymus faith 3 but the firft is more likely, being he writ againft 
‘Porfhyrius and Origen, of whom the firft attained to thedayes of 
Dioclefian* s Empire 5 and thc laft lived after Dec'tuS, Arnobius , 
who under Dioclefian taught Rhetorick at Sicca , and afterwards 
became a Chriftian 3 and his difciplc Latlantius , The chief 
Poets amongft the Gentiles under Cam and Dioclefian, were Cal - 
flmnius, Si cuius,and Nemefianus 3 and the Hiftorians were LamprU

Italy, Africa, Sicilia , and all the other lflands, Scythia, Thracia,Ma¬ 
te don't a, and Greece, to Confians * and the fecond brother Const an - 
f/whadfor his lot all Afia, from thcSteTropontides, and all the 
Eaft, with Egypr.

Paul ms older then Antonius by 33 years flea Hieronymus in Paul’s 
life relates, that Antonius was 90 years old when Paul dycd 3 in 
the 113 year of his life 3 by this account, this Paul was born about 
the 337th, or 228th year of Chrift,and dyed the 340, or 341,and 
lived in the herm itage 9 o years. 

Neverthelcfle, Hteronymus fpeaks fomewhat confufedly about 
Paul 3 for he faith, That Paul, at that time when Antonius came to 
him, that he had already led an heavenly life for the fpaceof 
115 years, and that in the 15th year of his life, for to cfcape the 
Perfection, he hid himfclf in a cave, which doth not well agree 
together. If he had lived 113 years in the del’art after Decius' s 
perfccution,he would befaidtohavc dyed the 363d year of our 
Lord 5 afrer the death of Conftantius and Antonius , and had lived 
la 8 years, or Antonius , who lived after him 15 years, dyed in the 
year 378 3 which is altogether abfurd.

Arcadius dyed 
Hi May, in the 3 r. year of his age. 
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In the Weft,the many invalionsand iucurfions of the Bacharhm 
were almoft the utter undoing ot Rome and of the Roman Empire, 
(a) Radagaifus Princeof the Goths, with lour hundred thoul'and 
of $ouldKTS,as Zo l* records, or two hundred thoufand, as Ocojius 
and Marcellus do lay, over-ran all Italy 3 he was the potemft of 
all the enemies the Romans had, and a moft bitter enemy to the 
Cliriftians. Which whole multitude, Stilicho by a wonderful 
fuectfle, having (hut them up in the mountains, de feated and 
kilTd, having taken and kill’d the General himfelf, P>ofper faith, 
that this wonderful victory was obtained in the year ot Chnft 
405 ; but Marcellus ailigneth it to the year following.

ried; but his fccrct practices and defigns being difeovered by 
Olympius , he is killed by F/eradinian , in the year of Chnft 408, 
in Raiennas Church being fled thither, who by that deed defer- 
ved, as it was bellowed upon him, the Government of Africk, as 
Zofimus faith 3 (d) then the year following, Eucherus is (lain with 
Seneca his Mother.

all the orders conlpiring againft him, lie fled to Thoringes , having 
left at home one llvinomaduty in whole frichdftiip and fidelity he 
much confided, who in his abfencc might reconcile him to the 
Francks 5 the which he moft cunningly performed , for he exhort¬ 
ed the Francks to take for their King ^Egid'tus a Roman Senatour 3

For the greateft ornament to the Church in thofc times, in ho. 
line-lie joyned togctlicr with Learning, were firft of all Leo the 
Great,the Bilhop of Rome,fa)who from the year 440, to 461,al, 
mod 2 1 ycars,held the Roman Chair: and hc dying,(b) April u, 
had Hilary his fuccccder; a man excelling in godlincflc and 
knowledge, and ability of fpcaking : by which garrifons he both 
defended the whole Church from the fpot of Hcreticks 5 and Ittlj 
from the cruelty of invading Barbarians; that the firnameof 
Great, hath defervedly cleaved unto him. 

In Italy alfo ( c) holy Spiphaniw Prelate of Ttcinum, in the year 
4<?6,entred into theBifhoprick ; whom Theoderick King of the 
Goths worfliipped with Angular obfcrvance; SmodmTicmjt 
wrote his Life. 

In France, *Anian Bifhopof Aurelia , of whom I have made 
mention above.

A New Family of Kings after the death of tf«»g the third, 
fortunately began in tnc year 1589, Henry the 4th King of 
«*""• Navarr being taken to the Rule of the French 5 againft whom the 
covenanted-Princes,becaufc he was not as yet a Catholikcj renew¬ 
ed war. The Captain of thefe was Charts of Mcdua, the brother of 
Henry of Guife.flain by Henry the 3d. A little after, a diftutbance 
of things followed through all France. When as parties driving 
with a killing hatred, and the agreement of Cities being rent 
afundcr 3 as well the neighbouring Cities among themfelvcs,» 
all people of the fame Cities among each other, burned with in¬ 
ward difeords. Chris Borbon, the Kings Uncle, who was as ytt 
kept in cuftody, is faloted by a mock,the tenth King of that name, 
in the year 1590. Between thefe things, a noble vi&ory being, 
The Turisetn; g otten at ,he Temple of Andrew, through which the Earl of Eg- 
' monda, a Leader *f the Spanifhayds, dyed} and which is wont 
to be called the Juriaean-bMcl. Henry compafleth Paris with a 
moft ftraight fiege, when in the mean time, cbtrls Borbon paid his 
debt to Nature at Fontenaium: and the Duke of Parma earning 
out of Belgium to bring help to the Parifians, the King, the City 
being left, leadeth an Army againft him, and tnaketh provilion 
to fight. But at Paris, after the loofing.of the fiege, aifcmblies 
are folemnized by the covenanted-Princes in the year 1593, f« 
the choofing a new King. Bnt thofe were made voyd by the am- 
, bition and difagreement of the Princes. Henry having profclkd 
the Catholicjucfaith, July 

Caihoiique fadour to Rome, unto foment chief Bifnop, (who the iotmer ycu 
Faith. had entred the Prelatefliip, Jan. 30,) to requeft pardon. The 
which when the Bifhop deterred, Henry in the mean time is 
anointed at Autricumof the Carnutians, with holy oyl, Febr.syi 
in the year 1594$ becaufe Durocouorum of R.liconcs > whcrechat 
thing according ro thecuftome was wont to be performed,wasiti 
the power of the enemies. And then he is privily let into Pans, 
March 22, with armed Souldicrs. At length, in the year M 95 > 
the Bifhop being intreated by James Terron the King s EnibalU- 
dour> thefcntcnceof condemnation being aboliflnd, he wholly w* 
ftored the king. In which thing, Francis Tolett Cardinal ot tnc 
Jefuites Society, performed a famous work for him,although v) 
birth a Spaniard 5 and the king held himfclf to owe much onto 
him before thofe of that Nation. But then, the Govcrnour an 
Cities returned, ftrivingly, unto the defence of Henry.

«dhimfelf changing his mind, brake his covenants. Thereby 
# Wat began to be waged between the Bathoriaus and Auftrians 5 
Tranfylvania remained in the power of thefe : Sigifmund by the 
interpofmg of foment chief Bifhop, returned into favour with 
the Emperour} and at length dyed at Prague in the year idij.

The fame man the following year ma- 
keth peace with the Emperour on thefe conditions, That tor him- 
“ 2 fdf, and children, if he thould leave any males, he fliould have 
UW Tranfylvania: At which time Rodulph the Emperour entred into 
a twenty years truce with the Turks.Buc in tMofiovy the fame year 
i6o6>T)emetriu$ the Prince, bccaufc he was of a more inclinable 
mind toward the Germans and Polomans, ne ither disagreed from 
thcBifhopof Rome, by his own Subjects is moll cruelly {lain. 
That I may bring back my Pen unto the Affairs on this fide 
Rhene, Henry King of France proclaimed war againft Charts Duke 
of the Aliobrogians,in the year i6oo 9 that he might retake the. 
dominion of Saluffia, poflefted by him through the Civil Troubles 
of France. At laft they agree between thcmfclvcs*, and the 
Countrey of Saluffia was repayed with the Province of the Sebu. 
flans on this fide the Alps. Two years after Charts Gontald Duke 
ofBironia, being hitherto,for his warlike boldncfl’e, and undaunt¬ 
ed courage in dangers, very acceptable unto Hemp when as he 
defired greater matters, and privily confpircd againft the King’s 
life, was beheaded the day before the Kalends of Auguft, in the 
year 1 <£02, 

The jefuite- ^| 1C Jefuit-Society being nine years before by the decree ofthe 
Senate, commanded to depart from Paris, and other Cities, is 
caFd back again by the kings Proclamation, the year 1 *03going 
out. Which Proclacnation,the Senate of Pans,the 4th Noncsof Ja¬ 
nuary, of the year following had confirmed. The fame fellow- 
{hip being much defired by many Cities of the kingdome,through 
the moft greateft will of the moft courteous King, began wopen 
or prepare Schools in many places. 

Of defiring which, the King himfclf gave an example unto the 
people: Who Jikewife at his own charge appointed Schools fot 
that fellowfhip at Flexia of the Andegavians 5 the Palace of the 
Vindocinian Dukes beingordained for them : in which firft the 
Seminary was brought j and with a decree, that after death his 
heart {hould be fafely laid up there. Which thing indeed being 
fooner done,than was profitable for the kingdom and focicty,both 
grieved. My mind is agaft to relate the moft bitter death of the 
moft valiant, and moft courteous king after this inclofed domi* 
nioii. Whom when all defired to be immortal, the parricide ot 
oncdctcftablc privy murthcrcr took away, May the 14th, of the 
ye ar 1610, the day after that he had taken care for Mary his wue 
to be anointed and crowned (as the manner of Queens is) at the 
Town of Dionyfm. She was the daughter of Francis Medices the 
great Duke of Etruria 5 who in the year itfoo, a marriage being 
entred into with Henry y broughtforth the year following 1601% 
Ludovick , a Prince profitable unto France, Sept. 27.

Mir moft cruel War of all, was ftirred up in Germany, in TheGcrman 
tlieycar s in which, Ferdinand AroU-Dvkcoi' Auftria, and ^ lio ’ 
Kiniof Bohemia, alfo the kingdom of Hungary he received on 
emtio conditions from Matthias the Emperour. But then at 
mteftants revolted from him, thc Earl of Turra flir¬ 
ting them up: who, the Magiftrates being killed, and thc Citi¬ 
zens compelled to fwear in their words, he provoked all Bohe¬ 
mia, and the neighbouring Provinces unto arms. Unto this man, 
fr«(lA/4»fj?^Wabaftard,joyned hirafelf. Between thefe things, 

MMthias dyeth in the year 1 6 1 of March the 20th, the 6i year 

of his age turning, of his Empire 6 years, and ninemoncths; in 
whofc place Ferdinand king of Bohemia and Hungary, being cho* 
in, notflowly profccuteth the war againft the fedicious, Bucquom 
tad Vmftter moft valiant Captains, being oppofed againft tncm. 
BiKiheProtcttantsrmke Frederick EkOtot Palatine, the fon in Thep^ri- 
Itwof the King of England, king of Bohemia : and he in thc fame Meismadc 
year 1619, on the moneth November, with his wife, a woman * ° 
covetous of a kingdom * received the Crown afrer the folcmn cu- 
ftoact \ Prague. But truly fo great fucceflcs had not a lading 
gldncfle. For in that year which followed, 1620, the 8th day of 
November, under thc very walls of Prague, a memorable battel 
king made, by Bucquoius Captain of the Emperour’s Army, and 
the Bavarian, thc Palatine is lcattered;and being put to flight,and He is ove r - 
knifoed, the year following, hefleeth over unto the Batavians pU 

or Dutch: where being private from that time with his wife and 
children, he led his life. Bohemia by and by with the other 
Provinces returned unrothe obedience of thc Emperour; who 
icftorcdevery where the Catholike profeffion; and the fathers 
cf the Jefuit-Society, by name, driven away from Prague , at the 
ginning of the troubles; the fame year he moft honourably 
koughtback. And unto this very fcllowfhip, to the immortal 
praife of King Lewis toward it, it was granted to open Schools 3 c 
Mf)in the fame year wherein Prague banifhed it, i£i8. 

Which was the fixth from a new company of Clerks framed 
tt the fame Lutetia or Taris, under the name of the Oratory, 
jwich being gathered together by Peter Bertdl a Parifian Elder;

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pall Proclamation* decreed to be confirmed. Moreover Urbane 
the eighth regiftred the author of this famous inftruftion, enu. 
nent in the like praife of learning and Godlincflc, into the order 
of the mod eminent Cardinalls in the year 1*27, Who, two 
years after being incrcafcd with great dcfcrcs, and famous in a 

great off faring, died the fixth Nones of O&obcr in the year 
1619. of his age the 5 5th. 

At the fame time, in which it was warred the Palatinate, (that 
was the year 1620) in the Valley of Tcliine : which at the com- 
mand of the Rhetians or faMS) whom they call the Grifons j Ch 
vill troubles flamed. The Catholiques being provoked with the 
injuries of the Proteftants, hidden Counfells being entred into 
among thcmfelves, oppreffc or come upon all the Calvinifts* 
and the aid of Duke F trios Governour of Mediolum being iiwca- 
ted, theyget leave of him ol enjoying Cattles in fome fie places. 
Moreover the llhetian Nation being all troubled, and with (hem 
the Venetians: who believed thef’e inclofures ol Italy to be held 
by a continual! pofleflion by the Spaniards, was in no cafe ma¬ 
king for their affairs, both defiring aid from him .Ludovidt King of 
France was not wanting, and firfl of all, in the year itfao, be ob¬ 
tained by Embafladours fron} the King of Spain, that he fkuld 
promife to reftore all things wholly, while they confultcd of the 
Carholique affairs. Which caution being approved by thcraoft 
Chriftian King,when as ucvcrrhclcflc the matter wanted aniffue, 
it is brought to weapons. Furthermore thofecxercifd the French 
and Spaniards,and the confederates of both, with a diverfc fuccefs, 
for fome years. 

In the mean time a Civil! war was renewed throughout Frmi 
fomeGovernours confpiring againft Lenine, whofc power hadin- 
creafed even unto envy; whom the fecrct flight of the Queen Mo¬ 
ther, and her paflage into the CalUc of Andegavia, had enforced 
toattempt new matters. 

In which War, Ludovidt making ufeof the Faithfull endeavour 
and counfell oiHenr) Prince ofCondy, who in the year one thou- 
fand fix hundred and nineteen, in the Moncth of October, had 
been freed from Prifon, in a fhort time he reftored reft and quiet- 
nefle to the French, in one fightat Cafars bridge, the Armies of the 
adverfarics being (lain. Which conqueft made the Queen Mo¬ 
ther, and others ol thole parties, friends with the King in the year 

The fame year, an expedition for Benearn followed ; wbicnbc- 
ing finifhed with incredible fpeedindie,brought a fruit more wel¬ 
come then could be expelled. For the ftubborn enemies being 
affrighted at the fudden comming,thc King found there all thing* 
inclinable to obedience. 

Therefore, holy houlcs, and the goods of the Catholiques wete 
delivered into his power, that whole countrey lyinf: under tnc 
Pyrcnacan Hills, whole right it was to be feparated from the rcl 
of the Kingdomc, from iliac time foreward he determined ty 
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hisdecree that it (hould be made tributary to the fame,the which 
1 lift in the year 1*24, was eftabliflied. But three years before, 
fChtift i6n, very many Towns of the Santons, andNovempo- 
«ubni8,and the neighbour Provinces, which are to the number of 
L, were by force or fear, with a very great (laughter of the 
L'botn enemies,fubdued. By little and iittlethe coutfe of Vifto- 
ieicame on, to Mount Albane. Which City the King letting 
noon at an unleafonablc time of the year, he left off to befiegej 
Ly moreover, of the chief Nobility being loft, and, which 
hippened moft to be lamented, Henry Duke of Medua, hicnfelf, 
Lievienant of Aquitane. Neither long time after, Lewine Matter 
oi both Soldiery dccealcd ofa difeafe, the fifteenth of December, 
inthevear 1621. Which fame year was the laft to “Paul the filth, 
tbitfBiftwp. For he departed the eight and twentieth day of 
taaty,of his age the fixty ninth* of his Prelate-(hip the fix- 
Wtb. The Moncth following, and the ninth day thereof, Alex- 
tdttLtiovilius of Bononia, is cholen, who would be called Cre- 
{«(the fifteenth. And this man,about two years and five Moncths 
btiog finifhed, in tnc year 1 6 23, the eighth of July, gave plape to

Thedeath of Philip the third, king of Spain followed the death 
oMche fifth, the third Moneth alter, which felt out the day 
btforetheCalcodsof Aprill, in the year 1*21, ol his age fourty 
three, ol his reign twenty three. Butin the Moneth ol Septem¬ 
ber, the fifteenth Calends of Oftober, Robert Bell or mme of the Je- 
flWocictV)SaR.E.Cardinal!, flewupinto Heaven, whither 
(thefume which had brought him unto the Purple garment) in¬ 
tegrity of life the companion of Angular Learning, carried 
him, 

About the fame time alfo Breda a Town of Brabant, Spinola 
Captain of the Spanifh Army, befieged; and in Aquitane, and 
tile Province of Nat bony, Rohonne^ and Subiz>ius> Proteftant bre- 
thren, renewed a war againft king Ludovicle. Breda in the year 
10 * 4 . in the Moncth of Auguft, is begun to be Befieged; on June 
^thirteenth, of the following year, for want of Provifion,made a 
founder. With the Rebellious French it was fought by land, 
and Sea, and the fame being every where overcome: but in this 
four, in which Gauifws was Captain, the Navy of the Rochclla- 
wnRobbers being tamed, the lfland Rhee was reduced into the 
of Lttdovick the King, 

Which things while they arc carried on in France, in Italy, r,e~ 
%tftnaltcr of the Horfc being Captain of the French Army for 
^Prince of Subaudia, fought againft the Genoans and Spani- 
at£ k, in whole Prote6i ion thofe are. But Mansfield had troubled 
Germany with often inroads and robberies, a tumultuous com- 
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panyof robbers being gathered together. Who being put t0 

flight by Tilly a moft valiant commander, heflecrh unto Gaelic 
Tranfiivanian 3 and from thence driving to go to the Venetians, 
with an incredible profit and joy of the Catholique parties, he 
perilled, in the year 1 616. The Rochcllers unmindful! of their 
fworn faith a little before, and of peace the fame year received, 
call forth privily the Englifh flgainft the King. Who in the year 
1627. being brought unto the lflc Rhea, or of Rhee, with a Navy 
of an hundred and twenty Ships, Buckingham being Captain, they 
poflefle the whole, except the Cadle j over which Toirafe was go. 
veroour, a flout man, and greatly skillful in warlike affairs. Inis 
man, although the works were new, nor as yet finifbed, (hifted off 
the (harp andcontinuali forces of the enemies, untill now labour- 
ing with the want of all things, and being wearied, the induftry 
of Ludovick the King came to help them. For this King-ufing 
Ricelieu the Cardinall, a man flourifhing in all praife, his helper 
and Minidcrj he font over quickly Scbonbcrg a famous Captain, 
indeed with no great number of fouldicrs unto the fuccour of the 
befiegedj who, Toirafe being joyned to him, dravc out.theEiif 
giifh, being flam and chafed out of all thclfland. 

Nothing feemed to be done by fo many wars and Victories, a 
long asthatdefpifcr Rochcll, impatient of Kings, and all Rule, 
lifted up another Kingdomc as it were in the middle of a King- 
dome. Which City being feituate at the chinks, or overflowed 
places of the Ocean, it was fenced both with the nature of the 
place, and alfo with the hand, and Art, that it was commonly 
accounted invincible. This moft fure City, Ludovick attempt 
teth with a great courage and hope, which he had taken from the 
help of God, being made triall of info many affairs, in the yeat 
1^27. And the fame Ricelieu the Cardinall, being partaker of the 
Counfclls, by works and Fortifications, ^nd, among other things, 
huge Bulwarks unmoveable, being finifhed by the Ocean fide, ne 
fo held it flint up a whole year, that the Citizens being killed up 
with hunger, and having fuffered all extremity, yielded them- 
fclves unto the King. Therefore it, the walls being call to the 
ground, was reduced almoft into the form of a Village for a ter- 
rour and example to others, that the invincible might rather ue- 
fire the defence and clemency of their Prince, then to attempt 
weapons. Rochell was taken in the eight and twentieth year 
of that age, October the 30th. After that, the Rebels returned 
wholly unco their duty,neither fa w the year following,any thing ot 
an enemy left in France. 

Ludovick being bufied about Rochcll, and the En 
Duke of Subaudia had ftirred up the weapons of the 
againft UWantuan ; with whom he had an old ftrife 
poffellionof Mouiufcrrar. And alfo fomc Cities being already 
taken; and ('ajal (that is, a Town, as lead antienr,fo of that Pro* 
s vincc, as the report is, the moft fortified of all Italy) Cm* 
whad befieged, tudovuky things being appeafed in I ta ty J jvj 
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hisAtroy. being Conquerour, thither thorow the Alps, and the 
clofeplaces of the Mountains, being broken thorow, which alfo 0I ^ nni , 
nature througlt the rotighnefle of places, and moft ltrong Garrt- ro i« 3 ». 
tons of the enemy had made unpaflible, lie overcame ScgultO) a 
City under the Alps,at the firft onfet, the three and twentieth of 
Match, in the year i 6i?. The Spaniards having departed from 
CalUl,left it free fora military fupply,and Proviiions, ourfoul- 
Sids carrying on their Journey within the Town. After the de¬ 
parture of the French, they by and by returned unto the fiege 
that was broken oft for a time, with a greater provifion then 
before. 

About the fame time, (fol/altus Captain of the Eraperours Ar¬ 
my, very mweli wafted the land of Mantua; and Spirnla chief 
Governotsr for the Spaniards from the Catholique king, a man 
ofgteat fame for warfare, befieged Cafall with all his Forces. 

But the unconquered vertuc of Toirafe , who held that Town 
in Oarrifon, made all their endeavours void. At laft, the 
french ftec to Ricelieu the Cardinall, ordering the Warre 
witfithegreateft power, the fccond. time beyond t.he Alps to 

bring help. ..... ... 

There,many Towns being conquered, while they extend their 
jwncy, flopped with many difficulties 3 Mantua, through the 
Plagueieceivcd within the walls by the Townf-men, and defen¬ 
ds, being wafted, is fuddcnly invaded by the Germans, on 
iheMoncthof July, in the year one thoufand fix hundred and 
thirty. 

The French being nothing affrighted with the miferyof Par¬ 
ties,three Armies being in vain oppofed, the vi&orics repeated 
ovetthe enemies,they through valour brought forth thither a paf- 
fftjefotthemfclves whither they had intended. Then under the 
very fight of Cafal, and the Spaniard pitching his Tents, when 
they were in rcadincftl* to joyn battel, Mazarine running between, 
the matter is brought unto conditions of peace without arms, and 
bloud; by thehigheft providence toward both, yea toward all 
Chriftians; left cither through a great (laughter, vi&ory fliould 
be manifeft to cither $ or might yield to neither, a mutuall (laugh¬ 
ter being made. This was the end of the Italian Expedition, No¬ 
vember going out, of the year 1630. Whan as now the labour 
of the fiege bringing a continued difeafe, a difeafe brought a 
departure of life to Spimla, 

After thefe things the name of Lewis was famous throughout all 
people j not more by the report of weapons, than equity, and 
faithfulncfle toward his fellowes,' whofc fafety he held more bdo- 
)’ c d, than his own private profits and wealth. Alfo the excell- 
jfgforceand vertueof mind of the moft eminent Cardinal Rice- 
r* w as for admiration; and in managing great affairs, a like 
induftry of a diligent Wit.

This Victory laid open to 
the king of Swcthland chat which was left of Germany, none hin- 
dtinghitn, HerbipolU being taken, he fubdued all Francony, and 
alfo Mvguntia, and others: From that time forward, he parted 
cborow other Provinces in manner of an out-breaking flame, or 
(Icep-tunning River ; The Saxon in the mean time invading 
boliemil) afterwards took Prague, the head City of that king¬ 
dom, by futrender. Some of the Princes of G ermany, that they 
Bight turn away the ftortn invading them, implored the help 
tf Unit King of France, whom he by his weapons and au- 
1 thorny defended fate from wrong; cfpecially the Archbifhop 
i Trevirs: the which in the year following 1^3*, was per- 
ftfted. „ . 

This very year the Swcdifh King kept the famccourfe of victo- 
tieswithout offence or hindrance; and wandring thorow Suevia, 

Alto, and Bavaria, he made many Towns to come under his 

power. The River Danubius being palled over, hefeattcred the 

Bavarians with their Captain Tillie, who a little after deccafcd 

«fa wound, at Ingolftade, now of a great age, and excelling in 

warlike glory; but more famous in Religion, and the worfhip of 

Catholiquc Piety, rualjtine Lieutenant of the higheft Catholique 

tfaits, recovereth Prague againft the Saxon and Swede. And

CHAP. I. 

Ofnbtt things fell out in Germany, England, unci other places 
J worthy to be known* 

From the year onto 1638a 

A fter the death of GajhtwKing ofSwcthland, who (by 
the chanfceol War; was on the dth of September id}*, 
(lain in a fet-battlc, the Bavarian Duke being Comman¬ 
der in chief of the Empcrour’s Party s although he was 
tonfttained to quit the field in the lame fight 5 Oxenjlern Chan¬ 
cellor of Sweden undertook the government of the \ . arr; ana 
■i'the year 1^33, committed fixteen thoufand Souldicrs into the 
hands of Lunabnrojck and Kniphufe ,to go into Weftphalla; lenus 
sway rinarien into Ftancony, and he himfeli goeth unto the Duke 
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psA-O of Saxony to confuit together with him. And, in the mean time 
Altringt fubducth fome Cities of Swcthland ; and Horn gocth 

to S}**’ thither,where r 6 qq Countrey-men were killed at Subdgove,a n d 

Cy?V , sj 130 at Brifgove hanged upon a gibbet. In the mean time, as alien, 
dcr reward of the cruelty, Hagcne isdcftroycd,by laying in wait, 
and the Count of Rhcne iirives agaioft the Lorrain Duke poiTcffing 
the Cottages of Alfatia and Dachftcynj and being increafcd in 
his Forces by rinarien, he drives away the Bavarian, by punifh- 
ing them of the Emperour’s party, into Bavaria, when he had re. 
turufd from Rayne unto his Lord the Empcrour. But the City of 
Augufta is by a changeable condition > kept fometiroes by the 
S wedei*. fometitrt^s by the Conquerours. And Craze being more 
than ordinarily difplcafcd with Fridland\ unco whom; theEnt- 
perour in the year before, 163 2, had committed the chief com* 
mand of warfare, one JFarenflsbik affifting hina, was to deliver up 
Ingolftadc on thc4th of May* 

And indeed the good fuccdfleof War was at this time ilmoft 
every where contrary unto theEmperotUf’s forces. So thatft’/n. 
rien> having vanquifhed Rati$bone> turns away the warlike wea- 
pons from Pomerania, and takes Chamc and Straubinge into his 
pofieflion, So, by Enbufe, in a hafty and difordcrly Combat, in 
Alfatia, there are 400 of the Empcrour’s (lain,and as many raken; 
And Fridlandhtmkli fights with the like loflc at Olave inSiiefia 5 
but arOppcld hi loft no more than three hundred? And which 
is more than ordinary remarkable, Dellfne in S wcthland brings 
forth but an hundred and fiftyf, which was on the 4th of June 
1 63 3,and puts 600 of the Empcrout’s Souldicrs to flight. 

In the fame year rhe Protcftants of Germany hold an Aflcmbly 
at Hailbrunne, where they renew their League and Covenant 
with thcSwcdcs,8c they appoint a giver of inftru&ions,and frame 
a Counccl. All religious perfons fo called, that refufed to cake 
an bath from the Swedes, were commanded to depart. And af¬ 
terwards they meet together at Frankford 3 where the fayling into 
both the Indies that had been begun fix years before,was enlarged 
with the priviledges of Guftaveburg. Yet the Empcrians take 
this year Frankford into pofieflion 3 And the Duke of Saxony en¬ 
deavoured to recover it, but all in vain. 

But in the year 1634, both parties feem to bcflirr thcmfclvci, 
although not with a like fucccflc 3 for the Swedes overcome Al- 
fatia,and like wife the Bavarians that were about to help 
Alfo the cotifpiracyof Seltfade wasdiicovcrcd to the Swedes. And 
befieging Rhcinsficld, they take ir, putting the Empcrians to the 
Iword. Philippiburg is yielded to Smidberger on Janu.the xoths 
which place, the French did much defirc for himfclf. In t<c 
mean time, Horn is bufied in Silcfia, where the Enaperour’s for¬ 
ces take Wartenbcrg by furrender, but Namfiave by force. But 
JDrandorf is beaten. Altenburgick movcch into Alfatia, and van- 
quifhah Budifline, Gorlctc, and having the upper hand of Am- 
heitn, hcflow4ooo J and took 1400 • alfo Clogove, and other 
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niiccs whole religious rites the Empcrians do change. Frank- 
Ld it Viader cometh into the power of the Swedes, Cro/a, to 
mm being lurniflied with twenty thoufand Souldicrs. Thcre- 
uooi) there is peace infifted upon at Licomerice, but in vain. Hirs- 
bits isforfaken and burned by the Emperians in the moncth of 
l.lv of this year. But the Swedes having the upper hand through- 
LtSwethland and the upper Palatinate, Dubabell maketh the Ba- 
atians flee out of Chatne. In the fame year alfo, Vinmtn be- 
tecib Forcheyro 5 and the Duke of Saxony, Sittave. Horn alfo 
ukcthAicha; alfo Bonnier breaketh into Bohemia, though to no 
MH»fc,while both Hinarien and 'Horn haften to fccurc Ratisbonc. 
M about this time,the higheft power of managing the War,was 
committed unto the Elector of Saxony throughout both his Cir¬ 
cles. Sttinford being fubdued, Boninghtufe is put to flight, while 
Bin the mean time, <Ju[tove, kinfman of King Guftavut is made a 
powerful Lord of Ofnabrugenfc, and there brings in the religious 
ritesofthe Proteftants. Then alfo the lower Saxony held an Af- 
fcmbly at Holber^de, and decrceth to take up arms in their own 
defence. Then the Swedes crave ayd of the Hollander, and fo 
teeeheMafterdomc. And among other toflings, Luna, (a Town 
uHeitoria, fo called from its marble Mines, Arming like the 
Hoon) was four times taken. . 

Moreover, the 14th of February, this year proved fatall unto 
trititnd the Emperour’s Embaffadour, and Captain of all his 
Soldiery,who (cither undergoing envy, or through the malignity 
cf» tongue at will, or too bitter and (harp a command,or through 
ambition of others, or through fulpitionof the Proteftant Religion, 
loilincerely renounced) is,as it were, fmcllcd out, and GoUp 
put into Iris place, being about to pafleover to the Proteftant 
patties, is ihruft thorow at Eger 5 in which day alfo Schafgotfoh is 
laidhold of in Silcfia, and in the year following beheaded, and 
Umnlrroick on the 1 6 day, who was ignorant of matters. But 
hereupon it came to paflc, that the Emperour s warfare, unttll 
that hisfon the King of Hungary, the Captains requiring it, toge* 
thcr with pay tor the Souldicrs, was put upon the Army, was but 
in an unfettled and floating condition. 

SothatthcCount of Rhcne in the beginning of March following 
kills 1500'of the Emperour*$ Souldiers in Alfatia : taketh Tanna 
hkfirdy and other placcsjand fomc furrender ef their own accord? 
Me fame Alfatia,the Argentines difeovered Trcafon. And they 
burn the poyfonfome perfon (if he were fo) who did acculc the le* 
fuires as the beginnersofit in theycar 1*33. While the Swedes 
vanquifa the Fort of Hunning, Horn as a Conquerour, lubductn 
Bibrack, Campodune,and other places. 

The King of Hungary, General of the Emperians, not idle, be- 
fiegeth Ratisbone, having flopped up the paffages, whom rtna* 
m that was no body being turned from his Arras, vainly endea¬ 
voured? to break thorow: So that the City was yielded on the 
i6ih of July following, unto him, and Kaufbcr a little alter, 
thereby the Saxon is inclined unto a pcacc-making, .

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rVtnarien was the author, that Philippiburg, which but lately 
was ft° ut| y denyed, is delivered up to the Frcnch,whither he him. 
?o S|i- Mf (h av * n g gathered together a Icattcred Souldiery at the lower

Oratour complaining to the Bifhop of Rome concerning that fur. 
render, having, it feeraeth, an evil eye, as thinking it too good for 
him; received this anfwer, We mujt not envy a Brother , becauft & 
Stranger held it. Which words implyed a toleration of en¬ 
vy , even to a brother, in fome cafes. How far then was he 
from loving his enemies ? Heidelberg is now yielded to the Em. 
perour. 

The Infanta of Spain at that time brought 6500 foot,and ijoo 
horfc, at theintreaty of the King of Hungary $ and,bcftde$ many 
Towns taken through tho Lower- Francony, got a victory at Nord- 
lingon the 2 6 and 2 7 of Auguft. 

Oxienftern now feeing the fortunous hazard of the Swedes to be 
too largely fpread, hath a meeting of the Proteftants at Frank, 
ford in the enoneth of March, anJ another at Worms, about the

But in Belgium alfo, or the Low-Countrcys, there were no 
fmall preparations of War made, in the year 1 6 3 2. For the Hob 
landers on the 21 of May take Venice, and afterwards nearerpla- 
evs into their pofleflion, They alfo confirm the continuance of 
the fiege of Trajeflum,at Mole, and ftop 140 Waggons of pro 
vifion of visual of the enemies. They give Waper/bem the Em* 
perian Commander, (who was (lain,not long after C7«(?4t/e) a va¬ 
liant ccpulfc, and after thefurrender of the (aid Traje&ura, they 
fubdue alfo Limburg and other places. Alfo the 15thofO^obcc 
following,0i/by5 when as in order to the work, william of Naffaw 
had from the beginning feifed upon fome Munitions between 
Antwerp and Bergwbzomc. 

Moreover, the year after, which is 1^33, while they contend 
with the Spaniard, Auriack or Orange befiegeth Rlicinbcrck, and 
taketh it, the Spaniards fortifying the Hland of St. Stephen focalh 
cd'5 but inthemcantimc, ^'////rtwofNaflaw In lieu of it fnatch- 
cth away quickly Stellate and Philippine. 

This year alfo. the Hollanders make large progrefles into the 
WdWndies, and fuffer a moft grievous overflowing of watersi

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oftheEaft}(wtre they not our Merchant-men coming home? who, rx - A ^ 
ji'smore than probable, were thrown over-board by them for the thrift/ 
pelfs fake) with fixty Tuns of gold. to 1638/

fortrefle of great Rivum in the other Weftern World? They 
receive three fliips from Guiny, bringing 1044 pound weight of 
gold, they pofl^ffc the head of Auguftinc* theychaftize the Py- 
rttesof Memphis: They bring the Ifland called Paccuvia, ro/- 
ktee being their Leader, under the yoak. Then they receive 
fcveo (hips out of the Eaft-Indies, they pofleflethe Ifland where 
there is the beft Indian fair, they quickly take Paraibas, a moil 
famous place. And all this, to adde to a worldly treaiure. 

InTurky,thc Sultan (^wwf^orEmperour of the Turks), /te¬ 
ethe Bafhaw being removed from his voyage, joyns in a Truce 
with the Perfian, altnough young, hecomming foreign after his 
Grandfather, and then brings back his torn Armies, in the year 
1632, In which ycar alfo his American Navy is caft away, to the 
number of ten fliips, with the High Adtnirall and Ammirall be- 
fidcs,he left 1500 Sea-men of War.

1637, they makogreat preparations againft the triumphing Un 
of their enemies 3 and the French King maintains the two Iflands 
of {Margaret and Honoratus (being it (corns o( great concernment 
to his affairs) with great might and main. T;»c Emperour’sfor- 
ces alfo invading Burgundy, he drives them out of mat Province, 
where he vanquiflicth the Temple of [Love] fo called. Love in* 
deed is alway conquered, but doth not conquer,where the /word 
bears fway. But from the Rnuianshc heard no good news, for 
two rcafonsjbccaufe the Souldiery was not paid off; and (nowon- 
der) bccaufe the Roman devotions were brought hack again,with 
a fupprclfion of thole of a contrary opinion, the Duke of Rhoaa 
much labouring therein. 

The Englifh King frames a huge Fleet in 1^37, as it was then 
faid, for reftrainiwg, or fubduing the Sea. But whether there 
might not be fomc ocher end in it; for he intercedes that year 
with the Emperour, in the behalf of the Palatinate; And (it 
feemsthe Spaniards were then in the Englifh bo k$) makes a 
flop of the Hollanders at Plymouth, lor fpoyling the Spaniards. 
Again he trimmsand prepares a Navy in 1637, and ’’twai < l ue- 
ftioned by fomc, whether to reftore the Pa I (grave by foul means, 
feeing fair would not do ? or to fuixlue his own fahjefts upon oc- 
cafion at hand ? We may think the latter; for after that 'Btim, 
Pryn, and liaflwick had received their laft Cenlure from Arch- 
buhop Laud in the Star-Chamber, (for the two laft of thefe had 
been ccnfurcd before in 1634, Febr, nth.) on Jan, the 14th of 
this year 1^37 ; (for writing againft the pride and corruption 01 
Prelates; fcourging with a (harp Pen Stage-Players and their 
abettors; (peaking againft men given to change from better to 
wor/c, according to that ex predion in the Ptoverls, by turning^ 
nard fincerity into outwardCeremonies : which word Ceremony^™® 
its derivation either (rein the Latinc word c.-rendo* bccaufe they 


arc leaft wanted; or from the Greek, t*vuvi that IS, W 

endure but fora time, and fo was to give place unro, and not be 
brought in place of the true worftiip;) and on the 30th day 
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fame January had ftood in the Pillory and loft tticir cars, and ,it. 
urward were fent away remote from London , and from earn "ewa* 
other, as was thought, unto perpetual imprifonment. And not to 
onely in England, but about fix moneths after fending a book of 
Liturgy, (o called, into Scotland, to be impofed on theta, tliat 
were generally iefle able to bear ic: and thereupon the Scots firft 
petitioning iho King againft it in the Oftober following, and the 
firaemoneth entring into a Covenant againft that and fuch other 
things ^ the King fin whofc name and authority all thing-, were 
(liticd on) might well fee a /form arifing, and fo make prtpara- 
lifin; which,although,at firft, it was but as El/ah 9 s cloud, like a 
man’shand, yet it grew to fuch an over-flowing feourge, as both 
Nations have fmee moft fadly experienced. 

The Spaniard, amongft the reft, keeps doing; he befiegeth Phi¬ 
lippine (that he had loftin 1^33) in 1^35, yet to no purpofe; 
yetashe gees not that: So he renders the fiegeof Lcody by Orange 
and cifiliotiy void. He lofcth of his Neapolitan Navy,by a tern- 
pell,nine Oar-Galleys, fifteen bigger fhips,with fix thoufand men 
of war, this year: and at Lisbone ten Gallics with Oars, and 30 
fayling Vtflels, with tfooo men of war. 

The Dutch warr but (lowly this year \6i6\ but in 1637, al- 
ihough they loft Crejjling Fort by fubtilty, ic being, as it were, 
wrong out of their hands, yet they, after they had attempted 
Hulft, bcficgc Bredah with labour and difficulty, andconftrain 
ihcSpaniards to yield, being nothing difeouraged at the Ioffe of 
Yinlo. To cheer their hearts,they hear about this time good news 
[mNaflave, that they had fent before into America, and receive 
great (hips laden with Gold, Ivory, Copper, Pepper, Sugar, and 
Scuta wood. 

But the Turks and Perfians alfo contend (in 1635) * n battel 5 
the Turks took the Town called Rava, from the Perfians, not by 
llorm, but iurrendcr; and in the battel were (lain yoooo Turks, 

10000 perfians; and yet the Turk was the Conquerour, bccaufe 
the more numerous. Then he burns four Villages belonging to 
Buda, and kills fifty poor mortals, and carryeth away feventy in- 
toflavery 5 when as the monech of Augutt before he had alrnoft 
turn’d down Buda it felfwith fire. Behold the deflations of the 
£fflbyf$r want of the King of Peace to rule \ 

Before I conclude this Chapter, I cannot but take notice of

me n% Lievtenant of French Narbony, who for falling off to the 
Kings brother, was beheaded at Toloufe, either on the third Kal. 

November, as above in the Account 5 or on the 17th of Oftober, 
mothers, in 1 £3 2, Five Tribunes or Maiors,with other Gover- 
nours, and eigne Senacours were beheaded at Pilfenc by the Em- 
Ktour,in 1634, about the bufinefle of Fridland 5 but four Maiors 
Lrated or pardoned by favour.

CHAP. II. * 

OfMrliqut Paflages and other memorable things that fell out in Ger- 
Ultoy, Britain, and other parts Ferdinand the third being Em- 
perour, and Chath the firfly King of England, 

From the year of Chrtft 1 6 3 8, fo I £42. 

VErdinand the fecond being dcceafcdjthc year following, 1 £38, 
r The Swediih party (whether through the force of warlique 
valour, or partly occasioned by the Empefour’s death) proceeded 
agawfttheir Adverfarics with great fuccefle. For both the Duke 
of Vmnen returning fuddenly and unthought of,out of Burgundy, 
untoRhene 5 and alfo a little after, the Swediih forces being 
brought back unto the Baltick Sea, performed divers noble Ex¬ 
ploits. 

Theoccafion of his fudden return thither, was the news that 
hcheard, of about 14 Brigandines, or Coats of cruft of clay made 
tocaftofFthe water, tharwere placed in Rhenes banks, to have 
yielded through the power of werth, After his coming, he befie- 
ged Rhein field, and fighting his enemies in two battels,being over- 
comc, at length he overcometh, and took prifonersofwar, mrth, 
E-nkfnd, Spereutea, Fruflenberger, with other Captains, and Saveli , 
who deceived his keepers, by flipping away in an old womans ha¬ 
bit! unto this place, by incredible enforcement of endeavour, 
tod conqueftj he fubducth Fridburg, a Town or City of Brifgove, 
and he laid traps for Lord aF the Rhcnc, to hinder it from 
ptwifion, in as much as he knew the old (tore of visual was be¬ 
llowed on the Army, and that himfelf might be able to flop the 
new. Whereupon two great Etnperian Commanders, Q&ce, 
and the Duke of Lorrain run to help j but both with ill luck and 

flaughtcr: 
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rv«A *0 iUu&Utcr; of which alfo Lamboy putting in tor an oppofer, made 
Anno 1.^8 | )in ,f c |f a partaker. And both parties (what about bringing j n 
co U41. vtftual,deftroying a bridge, and fpoyling and overthrowing each 
sSV Nj others Camps) iought moll fliarply, for the fpacc of 4 moneths, 
with a dowbtiul event of War and Ioffe; but the rtnurne Duke 
kept them folong in play, untill that mo/l fortified place,through 
moll cruel famine, of which one thing alone, (and that enough) 
ic knew the force, came to yield. But this place coll hot water, 
conluming on both fides, above 80000 men : and fpent theCon. 
querour of the Impcrialills 1100000 pounds; which charge or 
principal fumme, ncverthelcffc, being taken, my author tells me, 
it rellorcd with a moll large ul'ury. Then at the aforefaid Bah 
tick Sea; thefe Swedes were altogether dreadful to their enemies, 
both defenfivelyand offcnfivcly: For they couragioufly dffcnd 
»againflthe Emperour’s forces: and having increased,their 
own forces, wring (as it were) Gariifc out of the hand of the Duke 
of Brandenburg ; and from the Saxon Warbnian, Wolgaft,bc- 
fidcs a Cattle; and being fuddenly overcharged in their mofiwa¬ 
ry legioos, they, in a military fury, rifle or call to the ground, or 
both, Machine and Bernave, 

While,or a little after,that the Emperour courted theKingof 
Poland with fumptuous entertainment at Vienna, andmoftcour- 
teoufly reccivcth the Duke of Saxony, with his fons at imimt, 
fends an Embaffage by E gg e *ibefg unto the Bifhop of Rome; and 
on the day before the Ides of December, undergoeth petillin 
hunting,the vehement force of a wind throwing down Trees; the 
Duke of Lorrain fights Hourly, throughout Burgundy, Alfatla, 
and Lorrain; but partly (as may be well fuppofedj through his 
bearing ill-will to by rcafon of emulous ftrife, the mother 
of conftfion,he is often beaten; whereby alfo the (aid Gate being 
difarmed, was by Mansfield brought before the Duke of Bavaria 
to render an account of his ordering the warfare; and in which 
he gave him fatisfa&ion. But the faid Duke of Lorrain, (who 
although he held Efpinal and other places, that were judged to 
be of great concernment, either 10 withdraw from or overcome 
rinurn at Brtfack , yet he prevailed nothing, as above men., 
tioned; Being himlclf difpcrled at Thtnne, was conftraincd to 
, betake him fell into a Wood, out of which (by a witty device, to 
wit,fmall ropes being made of ihrubs, and hung upon every ude, 
by the light of firc-bails when thc*y are call) he by night brought 
•forth all, one by one. There being alfo fomc Ecclefiafticull tU* 
mule (as I may fb fpcak) about this time at Breves, about a Cathe¬ 
dral, which their new Archbifhop had given unto the loversot 
his fed. 

But the Swedifh forces, the year following alfo it>30,iutty 
a Ct Mars his part, when as the Emperour’s forces did.but little 
execution; for after the Duke of Viburn had Brifack furrendre 
unto him, he takes Landifcrone, and muttering 11000, goes away 
into Burgundy to winter 1 neither was he there idle, but by g r 
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endeavour fubdueth Pontarly, andalmoll all Burgundy, nc takes 
into pofltffion the narrow paflages, even unco Manage, and oh- 
tainctluhe Cattle of Jaux, thelofle of which the LievKnnnc or 
Governour purged away with the Ioffe of his head ; the Spaniard 
ilfoa long time after btfieging it, but in vain. And at length 
tor, (with two Temples < ( Hippolytus and Claudius) where the 
fortotf'had been fcattcred, being fubdued, recruiting his Ar¬ 
my,he fees foreward for upper Germany, but loon breathed his 
hMsiS thought, by poyfon.

For the king oi''p m(e 
fends the Prince of Conde with a great Army into Spain, who fa. 
ting upon a place called Fontarabe, is by the Spaniard beaten off 
from the fiege ; yet fighting a hurcfull Sca-battcl to both fe,he 
gets the victory, at Genua in Italy ; and then vanquifheth a (mail 
Caftle of Piccardy. And in 16$?, warring by land againli the 
Spaniard , forccth Hefdin, a Town of theirs, to yield • but then 
'Feckier befieging Theonmlle^ he is repaid with advantage, being 
overthrown and taken by Piccolomine and Beckye. When he had 
befieged a fortified Temple of Audomare to no purpofe he 
notwithftanding beat the Duke of Larrain in Burgundy, theDuke’ 
of Longucville being chief Commander : Whereupon he van- 
quifheth two places, Polignye, and Arbeefe 5 And afterwards 
Danvillcr in the Territories of Luccmburg.

Thofethat had been under the command of the Duke of rtnurny 
on the contrary, are not idle, but do divide their company into 
three parts, pofle fling Wctterave, and fpreading thcmfelves in 
three chief places thereof.

But Bmiier himfelf this year 1640, playes 5 he robbed

furrendcr of Amtnoburg followed ; then returning back to Srfor^ 
be befiegcdone pJacc jand took another, now ready to ftrivc^if he 
could, to break into Bavaria : Into which to come,he benfyhin). 
ielf in the beginning of 1*41, and therefore calling to him g«. 
brian, who was the French General of Vinmn's Army, breaks 
thorowby fighting, and takes Chanter, as alfo cloaths appointed 
for the Emperour’s Souldicrs. But then letting go Guebrim to 
another place, while he was more fccurc than ordinary at a place 
ordained for hunting, that he had taken away from the Duke of 
Brandenburg^ is invaded by the Emperians ; and unlcfi StMup 
of Ncoburg hadibeforea Wood, valiantly refitted them, he had 
been quite overthrown. However, he was forced to redeem his 
cfcapc into Bohemia with the lotto of 26 Enfigns,and 1800horfe- 
tru’ii ; yet perceiving the Conquerour to follow after him, he' 
calls back Guebrian , and, at Zwiccaze, is joyned with him, 

Then again, at the River Sale , the chief of warlike mattcrsfaod

But in England, alter charts King of Britain was again eftran- 
ecdlrom the Scots a little after the pacification between them, 
and had difavowed that Paper which the Scots, avouched to con- 
tcin the true conditions of the fa me, and in teftimony of his indig¬ 
nation againft it, had commanded it to be burnt by the common 
Executioner, in the year 1639. he told his Privy-Councell about 
the beginning of December, the fame year, that he intended to 
fummon a Parliament, or Kingdom’s Representative in England, 
(which began on Aprill the thirteenth, in the year 1^40) with 
which the fubjefts were even filled with hopes of red re fils of ma¬ 
ty thingsamific, and almoft with wonder, at the having of thar, 
tk name of which feemed to beftrangeamongft them 5 Buttheir 
hoots were not anfwcred herein5 for the King being very urgent 
atthc faid Parliament (or money to War a fccond time with the 
Scois, and to pay the Army that he had already railed in otder 
thereto, which was robe done by that which they call [Suhfidy], 
fame Members preferring a redrtfle of grievances before the 
other, made fpeechcs to the fame purpofe : but yet they ta¬ 
king the laid Subfidics into confederation, while they were deba¬ 
ting thebulmefll, the King thinking (it feemsj they were not Cor- 
dull therein, and did it with delay, brake them up, on the filth of 
May following, which was in the fpace of.threc weeks. But af- 
tertbat, he continvcd the fitting of the Con vocation of their Cler- 
gyuntill May the twenty ninth, (a thing never known fo before) 
who,by his Authority, made Canons, and put Oaths upon fomc.

ges of the war) fet forward toward the North of England with an 
Army, on the twentieth day of the fame Auguft, under the com- 
ound of the Deputy, Earl of Strafford (thc-Eatl of Ncnlenlry- 
W,who was appoyiucd'as Generali,not being in health) where 
btving.a fight, or rather a skirmifii, at Hewhurn, on the twenty 
eighth day,and at another place far North, the Englijb fouldiets, 
ootwifjing to engage in thatcaufe, and many mutinying againft 
tbeir Officers s the King (who had on September the twentieth, 
fetuphisStandardof Wat at the City of rod', and bis Councill 
meeting there on the twenty fourth day) by a choice of fomc 
JbwdsofbothKingdomcs, to compofc the matter, at length came 
toa ccflation of Arms with the Scots upon liven Articles 011 Oct. 
‘he twsaty futhof the fame year, untill Dcccmb. the fixceenth 
Mmiu following, 
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following, wnich Armies were not disbanded until the beginning 
of Augutt following, in the year 1641. In the mean time feme 
Enelilh Peers and Batons, being fomewhat fcnfiblc d the condiii.

One of she 
firft things this great Council fet upon, was to impeachthofe 
whom they judged offenders again ft the Common-Wealth: the 
firft of whom was thcalorc-faid Deputy o( Ireland, the Earl of 
Strafford, a deep Politician, who being committed tocudody, on 
the Eleventh day ofNovember 1 <540. and to the Tower of Un- 
don, the two and twentieth of the fame, and began to be tryedina 
Pompous and remarkable manner on March the two and twen* 
tieth folio wing, upon nine Grand Articles, intheHallof mjlm- 
per , whofc triall ending April the fifteenth, 1*41. was (beingby

The Parliament and people of England (at this time) loving the 
Scots, bccaufe they looked on them as inftruments, (by oppofing 
the King) of procuring this means of their redrefle, Commiflioncrs 
from Scotland, had acceptable tcfitlence in London on the 19th Oi 
November 1640. the Parliament on the twelfth day of the ftwe 
Monetb, before their comming thither, having by Vote ordered 
the Scots, in part of 300000 ft. no leffe then 100000 ».•»•* 
payed them,for (upplying their lofles afld ncceflities. _ Attnelat¬ 
ter end of which Moneth, Pryn, and Burton, and within a ton- 
nights time, Baftwiclt, who had three years before, fuffeted as 
abovefaid, were brought with triumph into the City from Wile, 
about which time alfo there was Petitioning by the LondoneiJ, 
acainft, not onely the mifdemcanors, but the very (landing otre 
Bilhops of their Church ; and william Laud, Arch-Bifhop 0! CW' 
ter bury, was on the eighteenth day of December 1640- by m 
Great Counccll of the Kingdosne, fequeftred from all bis digni¬ 
ties, and (to the Kings grid) committed, firft into the hands« 
Ulhiraf the uppcrhoule, which they call the black Rod, Mb 
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tlic tJgnc and twentieth day of January following, unro a defer 
confinement in the Tower of 'London: and afterwards in the Ani £ ifv 
Moneth of November, 1641. there being tumults of the Citizens ° 0 
o| Undone in the midft of which, they declared againft, and u^vsi 
iliicatncd the Bifhops * twelve of whom (having protefted againft 
thevalidityol the Parliaments votes intheirablence, tl e wnich, 
they (aid, the danger of the tumultuous occafioned) were accu- 
fed thereupon ofHigh Treafon 5 ten whereof were fent Prifoners 
totheTower, the other two to the black Rod. Amongft thcle 
things the Britttfb King cfpoufed his eldcfl daughter <JWary 3 unto 
william of Naflawtfon of Henry Prince of Orange in the year 1640 
and thefaid young Prince comming to London on Aprill the twen¬ 
tieth 1 ^41 • ("the Parliament being pleafed with the marriage,the 
States oi Holland's Ambafladours, make fair propofals to the 
King) was with great folcmnity married unto her on the fecond 
of ok*), the fame year, flic being then not above ten years of age, 
andthePrincc about fixtccn. 

The king alfo took a journey this year, on Auguftthc tenth, in¬ 
to Sutlwd (the Parliament intreating his longer flay,by reafon of 
the kingdomes occafions). Which proved a hinderancc unto 
England? affairs. And although the kings end of going at that 
time, was not by the underftood, yet a Scottifh Writer 

faith,(for it was about the time of the two Armies disbanding;

nallv into the Lowcr-houfc, (two or three hundred armed men 
Anno t<38 attC |idina him) and fitting down in their Speaker s Chair, d c . 
f fj’f ’ manded five of their Members 5 but they haying abkined them. 
v/'YNI fclvcs upon information, and that houfe judging the King to have 
broken their priviledge thereby,he being urged as for other tilings, 
fofor that he could not have his will on thole men; the people 
alfo flocking to Wettminfter in great throngs, fromdifcomcnr, 
took (as he thought; a juft occafion to depart frotnthc City unto 
an houfe of his about 12 miles from London, called Hampton- 
Court, on the very 10th day of the fame Jan 1641; Who (being 
petitioned for the Militia on the 27 day, to be put into the Par. 
Laments hands, which he refuted,) after divers moving! torn 
place to place, came, at length, on March 1 ?cb,umo York,where 
We found him, when he firft divulged his intent of fummomng 
this Parliament, With whom now he was difcontentcd, Who 
alfo had this year publifhed a Law for the reftonng the Mtti> 
mte his Cou/cn, (in whole place, his lather being dead, the Di- 
nifh King is fetj but to little or no purpofe, beginning to have 
enough to do at home, males alfo, a dominion belonging unto 
England, being in the year 164°, what with Sea and rain wa¬ 
ter?, alrooft drowned, which may be accounted a prefageol the 
mifery, that for fomc few years ovcrff.rcad, and a 1 molt over¬ 
whelmed that Nation. 

The French King, in the mean time, minds his own aftam, ta¬ 
king care to have two places (concerning Germany) tonified, Bn- 
far# and Rbeinneld-, and gives incrcafes unto Knur* s Army rai¬ 
der the command of Cue Irian ; yet loofeth Salfe ; thefe in ifyl. 
But againft the Spaniard the fame year he prevails not a imie; 
for they befuging Cafale, he beats them off, and llrippingthemot 
their Camps,obtains a prey to the value of 60 thouland Duckets, 
which was for the Seuldiers pay 5 the other almoft »M 
for there was a lofty Chariot thatcoft (it kit) SoooDuciseB. 
They fight again at Padc, where the French had the n ,aftcrdo1 ™’ 
and gets Taurine by furrcndcr. Moreover, he performed a no- 
table piece of fcrvice in the Netherlands againft him ; 
upon Atrebatt unthought of, he furrounds it,.and withintfirec 
moneths time lubducth it; which Town, had tor the fp 
148 years renounced the Rule of France, and therefore V 
French King’s Anccftors had been feven times befieged t yet« ‘ 
vain. And whereas the Catalonians (who by realooof mc _ 
offituation, arcfubjefttoSpanifhIncurfions)vvcrcdealt® 
thily withall by them, they humbly craving ayd, the brine" 
gins this year by great Armies to fetthem at liberty 5 and m . 
year 1641, goes about thebufineflb with the Spaniard, a " d & 
him often overthrown! at itarcelhm* ; and then befiegeth T*H 
of Catalonia ; which the Spaniard (loath to lofc) °fi« n a !?A ( 
to beat them off, and as often fruftrated by the French, 0««» 
length being overpowred in number, he is forced ro leave u. 
Prince of Conde likcw|fc robbing and killing m the 
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County of Rujs'ilio. The King of Spain alfo having louieivliat to 
fjv unto John the4th,King of Lufttania or 'Portugal ti.is year,, by of c ,„ * 
diflwafory letters, he is not at all moved thereat, but lends his to it 
Embafladours every way even to the Dutch and Swedes, endea- • 
firing to get their favour. Difeovering alfo, and quenching a 
njoftdcftru&ivc Confpiracy againft him at Lisbone. 

Moreover, the Pope being a partaker againft the French, occa- 
fionshim to fight at Bnlloign, and hefeeth all the Dukes of Italy 
totake in hand that which they had made a common caufc againft: 
him. But when as the Governour of Suefl’o, being (upported by 
other helps, had made an inroad into Franc* nigluhe Wood or 
Forreftof Arduen 3 he turned thither all his power, overthrew the 
I other, the Suejfonian himfelf falling in battel* and who was the 
laft 0 f that ftock and ambition. The French after this, fubdued 
three Towns of their enemies, but were forced to rcftorc Arte af¬ 
ter four moneths, by reafon of other diftra&iotas. 

TheDutch feems to be more enriched with Tunns of gold out 
of both the Indies this year 1 640, than impoverifhed by battels; 
for they receive from thence 150 of them • yet they feel the force 
and damage of fomc great ftorms in their havens ; and fight bloo¬ 
dily againft the Spaniard at attempting two places,.?/^ ,and 
l/tfgein vain. But ftoutly befieging the fmall Fortrefs of Gennepe 
in 1^41,they conftrain it toyidd. Arming the year before by 
reafonof the clafhings begun in England ; and being then alfo for¬ 
bidden to ride on the Danifh Sea. 

AmrathfimvetouT of the Turks (who had the report of agood 
Souldier,but a great Tyrant)dying in the year i^thc 33d year, 
theflowrof his age, his brother ibmm> in the 27th year of his 
age, fuccecded him; who continued his bufie endeavour of peace 
wuhthc Perfian: but calling the Tartarians into his fcllowlliip, 
rhreatnetha moft cruel War on Poland 5 whofc Pyrats alfo of 
Argier take a Spanifh {hip, valued to be worth 300000 Flo- 
rens. 

Three or four ftrange and unufual things happened in divers 
places within two years fpacc: The one was a Whale,which be¬ 
ing (in a Province of France) left without water, on a place where 
the Tide ebbeth and floweth, was found to be 320 foot long, and 
ft 2 foot broad: Thismonftrous King of Fifties, was nine dayes 
indeflroying with Guns, as if’ewere (hooting againft aCaftlc; 
afterwards being drawn to (hoar by 500 ftrong armed men, open¬ 
ings chaps, they faw them eafily to receive a horfe with his ri¬ 
der. Another was, a (even-fold off-fpring brought forth at one 
birch in the Swedifh Camps, in the year 1(540, four whereof 
Wro male-children, three female; the laft of which received a 
baptifm,and then gave up the ghoft. Alfo at Stockholm in Sweden , 

°nthe 4th of the Ides of January, 1641, the whole Princes Court 
feemed to be very bright and ftiining with lights; and, which is 
thegreatefk thing, three great Guns we're heard to be difeharged, 
without the moving of any mans hand, or fire unto them. But 

throughout 
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throughout Bavaria, in 1640, was there a ipatious hunting made, 
astheyfay, by the Prince of darknefle, with howling cries, dogs, 
Hcfli, and a company of fervams, and divers wild beads5 now 
ready after a while togo (as he laid) a fifhing. This being true, 
as it is related,furely a lively fign both of violence, by the hunt- 
ing; and of deceit,by the fifhing, in the earth, 

Befides thofe mentioned in our difeourfe by the way, tliefe may 
be taken notice ot in their deaths both naturall and violent, elm. 
Ilian, Prince of Portugal j and Marodas Duke of Prague^ Frmit 
Jacinth, Prince of Subaudia,a child 5 which three departedlifein 
the year 1638. And the fame year, one CjW/a Patriarch, that is, 
a chief father of the Greek Church, through the indications ot 
tnovines of his adverfaries at Conjhtntinople, was ftranglcd with g 
rope. Columna, Mafter of the Stable, dyed at Rome in the year 
, La-, in which year the Emperour of (jermany lod 'Philip and 
siuoutline3 his fccond and third fons, by death. And Lmii, fon 
to the Wince of Orange, was almoft born, and dead inamomtnt. 
Kiribbats an Empenan Major, being taken among the Swedes, was 
beheaded at Vienna in this year 16395 and within the compallc 
of the fame year the Earl of Buchaim being mortally wounded na 
fportina-exircife, in a fhort time after exchanged life for death. 
In 1640 , befides ^Amurath the Turk, dyed George Con , (oneofthc 
pope’s three Ambafladouts, that (by the Queens prevalency with 
the £»eli\b king her husband) had been lately lent un:o him, and 
with great honour received by him, in his return out of£»^b»d 
tO Rome. Alfo <jeorge Wilhelm, Duke EleAor of Branltrim 
whom Frederick Wilhelm fuccccdcd. Which Frederick the yew 
following began to diminifh thcEmperour, by little and litilt, 
makio" his Garrifons his own, and therefore is honourably and 
bountifully received in the Aflemblics at warfove. But ChrifiM 
Ulrich, a Prince of Denmark, departing from Colonc, a City on this 
fide the River Phene, by the hands of the provoked Hollanders (lot 
this very year 1 640, they were fordidden the Danifli Sea) pcn(l> 
cd. Be fides John Bannier the Swedifb Champion, this year 1641, 
dyed^cAkyw, Chief Commander of the Duke of So.wp Soul- 
die rv. John 6’wf,Duke of ltrur.Jwiek, and Lunehurg this year de¬ 
parted at Hildtie, who would have obtained his Wollebytc jbW 
died without what he fought after. Likewife Otto, a 1 finglcmao, 
Earl of Schaumburg, and the lad ofthat Earldomc. Amongatne 
reft AnthonyCarajja in the Province of Barrytn, in the kingdom® 
Neapolis, is to be mi nded, who in 1641, for new burthens (» fl »« 
warning)impofcd on the people, was by the common peopKiun. 
And to conclude this Chapter with a moft fad accident that hap¬ 
pened in the vear 1 640. At Forcheym of Francony, a Countreynw 
killin' 1 a Hog, went away about other occafions 5 inw® 1 / 
fence two little Boyes, one of fix, another of three years oM, 
imitation of their father, kill a little brother ot theirsundettn 
Moncths old 5 and as though they had well done, tell the h1 
&a to their father, being in the Garden. He beholding the 0 
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r,«lle, chides them with harfh words. Whereupon the children 'NAy'i 
{01 fear of rods, hide the child in the oven. Their Mother, being 0 "'chM* 
about her work and knowing nothing, running from the cattle, to uos. 
ftts fire on dry wood to bake,and departs: when (he came to draw bva 
out the coals, (he fecth fas I may fay) her own bowels in her 
jldldt, burned: which caufed her to ru(h headlong into a Well 
asddrown her felfj and her Husband f through this double grief) 
lohanghimtclf.

A lthough England might now begin to be the chief Subjedt 
of out lur vey ing Account, her bitlowci of trouble and civil 
Mentions riling high 5 yet ftnee Germanic’s calamity was before 
bn in older and continuance of time 5 it (hall be alfo in order of

TufHsenfon therefore having taken on him Bannsep truft in be-

[outers the faid Lawenbssrg his forces," and at Ssoensee, takes him, 
with 3) Waggons. Thence (having fortified another place as a 
refuge in doubtful 1 cafes) lie gocth to Sittave, and undertaking to 
befiogoLipfie, the Emperiaos coming tooppofe him, he goes to 
meet them, and gave them a great overthrow 5 there were flam 
lothenumber of 5000, he took 83 great and choyfc Officers pri- 
foncts,and above 4000 and 400 common Souldicis, x 2 2 Enfigns, 
46 great puns, together with 69 Waggons : and when this was 
done, returns to Ltpfie, and on the 34 of Odlobcr the fame year, 
receives it by furrendcr. And (that he might the better deal with 
thcEmperour) perfwades the Duke of Brandenburg to (land as a 
Muter; buttle Duke of Saxony not fo. 

Julrien, likewife the French General, and Ekerjiein the Com* 
Wilder of the Haftans,by the fufferanceof the Dutch, paffeover 
the River Rhene unto Vefalia, where they fa II upon and beat Lam. 
Mwho had aflifted the Duke of Sueflo the year before in his 
in-breach into France) about to depart into his Winter-quarters,; 
•herearc 3000(lain, and 4000 taken 5 amongft whom theit chief 
tyuainhimfrlf, with two others, 14 Colonels, nine Embaffa* 
wj, eight chief men of the guard, *8 M*ftersot horfc, 38 Cen¬ 
turions 
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turions or Captains of foot; top 1 alfo the Tribune, Mattering the 
refidue that gathered thctnfelves together 5 four flrong holds be. 
ing afterwards vanquifhed and poflufled, and 500 wagons taken, 
that were carrying things of great value unto more fecure ph.

But the Empcrour (about to fet his Souldicry in order) cxchan- 
ges Morn for trertb, two grand Commanders that had been mu. 
tually taken; yet heis rather affected this year 1642, with grief 
and anger for the two overthrowes received (as abovefaid) at $1. 
Jefia, (whereby Moravia, the very Center of the Land is pofle/Ted 
by the Conquerour) and at Lipfia, which by rcafonof nearnefle 
made Prague to tremble j (This overthrow was by flight, where, 
upon he branded that Legion that chiefly fled, with difgrace, and 
cut off the head of Olfande/loh the Major) than with any great joy 
for warliquefucctfles yet this fupplycd the place of all comfort, 
that he rccovercth Oelfa of Silefia , as alfo Marcodure in the ]ulmn 
field, affording fuccour (by joyning with the Duke of ^V4ria)on. 
to the Province of Colon*, About the beginning of this year,he 
confirms a peace with the Turk at hud a the chief City in 
ry> for 20 years, And, being now worfted, (through the labour 
and endeavour of the King of Denmark) toward the end of the 
year, he admits of a Treaty of peace with the Swedcsj and to 
this end, areAffemblics gathered together at Frankford upon the 
River Menrz. Neverthelcfle, the war going on, and beingevety 
where flrovcagainft \ not forgetting the (laughter and overthrow 
at Lipfia , he beheadeth in 1643 more of the chief, and authorsof 
that flight, publifhing his Brigades to be infamous. And forhis 
a Alliance, would have drawn forth the Hungarians without their 
Kingdom’s bounds, but could not obtain them. This year alfo 
he grants Piccolomtnic to the King of Spain for a General: yetthe 
(aid Ticcolominie in i<$43, before that conceffionj haftening againft 
Torjlbenfou, makes him to quit Freyberg of Mifnia $ but he feat* 
ters Bruoyi and fetting Olmuce at liberty, finding there aconlidera* 
ble ueafurc, he fends it away into Swethland, Now alfo he re« 
ceivcs bands of Souldicrs from the Dacians , having taken Mo- 
Hade and other places into pofleflion. And having firff redeemed 
fome Captains of three Legions (that were through floating 
prized by the enemy ) with money, he afterward hangs fome, and 
cafhicreth others. But belieging Brunne , a flrong place, to hl 5 
great dammage, heovcr-rcciuired the faid Ioffe, by difp«w{ 
Bucheym an Emperian Commander, and vanquifhing EuUw*p* 
Town (in the borders of Moravia and Silefia) containing in jj * 
million of gold. Yet while he moll haftily leads away inn* * 
fatia> and difperfeth fome Troops of horfemen that firft 
againft him, he lofcth Sittavia of Silejia , Lemberg. , and other pw 
ces. . T 1 

Mom leads an Army out of Stvctbland thorow the main 
confiding of 20000 men, and a double Navy was trimmed up 
Stockholm $ for they fell out with the Dane this year,for three cju- 
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ms for hindering their pallbgc by Scaj cleaving to tlu-Mufco- rs. 
vitc and Poiandcr, and for fupplying Craene in Pomerania J f nn A!®' 
{their enemies garrifonj with money and Souldiers,againft which .0 
ICmngfmark the fame year i 643, oppofed himfelf, who depart- 
ingout of Haffia,impofeth tribute on the people, as he wandred 
up and down,intercepting two Towns, Malber(lade 9 and Ojlerwick . 

But the French under the command of Guebrianj who in 1642 af- 
ter the vi&ory againft Lamboy , had returned on this fide Rhene 
again, and in 1^43 had taken up their Winter-quarters in Fran~ 
mj, do fend the Forces of tverth to crop them, and at c Jltilteburg 
tobeatthem. Whereupon they flee to Brifack ; but making no 
(lay there, ftraightway return into the Badian field : And joyn¬ 
ing battel at Ravensburgy they areConquerours, two chief Com¬ 
manders, Offeree and mgcn]lein, falling by their hands. They 
alfo receive fupplyes from France , under the conduft of the Duke 
o( Inguienne , Then they take the Town of Rothneile , but itcoft 
them the lode of four Ltgions, and at Durling they arc quite 
overwhelmed, three thoutand being (lain, and above four tiiou- 
fandcommon Souldiers (bcfidcs chief Captains) taken. Eberflein 
the head of the Mafian Souldicry, having before left them, re- 
turningout of the Badian field unto Hcydclbcrg, where he took 
the Duke of Lorrain's houfholdfluff at unawares, and had al- 
mofttaken the Duke himfelf.

The King, after the fight, marched to the City and Univerfity 
oi Oxford ; which place he took up, as it were,the Mctropolisof 
his rcfidence in the time of the War $ and Efsex unto Coventry 
for rclrefhmcnt, who camcNovcmb. 7. iomfirntn{ler, his Army 
quartering in Villages adjacent, by reafon of the King’s wide ex. 
curlions out of Oxford, which put London in fear. At which 
time, (while the Parliament was petitioning him for an accom- 
modation of peace, being but 15 miles from the City, and Jj e 
had manifefted a grief for the peoples fufferings, with a defire to 
treat with them near London upon Propofitions) his forces fell un- 
expectedly upon a Parliament broken Regiment at Bradford, k 
ven miles diftancc, killing many, on the 12th day oi November; 
and the next day there was a bloody fight maintained by two 
other Regiments coming for affiftancc. E/ex, foon hearing of it 
at London, came fpeedily with firuigth tor relief, with a great 
number of armed men out of London ; So that, had there not been 
an over fight committed, in withdrawing 3000 mc» from Kit%. 
fione upon Thames , a Town 10 miles off, the King (being byafar 
greater number enclofed) would fcarcc have cfcapcd ; the which 
now he did, fafely returning to Oxford: But this aCliondidnota 
little engage London agaiult him. 

Amonglt divers befiegings, {formings, taking of places this 
year, that of Cyrencefier , a Town of Glouccfterfliire,is remarkable, 
which being entred by the King’s Forces, the refifters were very 
rigidly and too too cruelly dealt withall, many of them being 
brought fin the winter fcafon) from that place to Oxford thorow 
mire and dirt barefoot; this was in the beginning of February; 
On the 2 id day of which moneth,thc Queen of EnglandhM at 
Burlington, a Sea-Town in Yorkfhirc, with arms againft the Par¬ 
liament, whence Hie went to York on March the / th; and was 
by the Parliament voted a Traytor to the Common-wealth,May 
the 2 3d, 1643. A little after whofe landing, March thcfecond, 
1^42, the Lord Brook, a Parliament Commander, who was ac¬ 
counted both valorous, learned, and virtuous, is by a Musket (hot 
from the Minftcrof Lichfield in Leicefterfhirc, ftrickcn dead, as 
he looked out of a window toward the enclofed enemy, to the 
iorrow and enragement of his Souldiery. About the middle Oi 
which moncthalfo, divers Capuchin-Fryers, that had before be¬ 
longed unto the Queen, were by order of the faid Parliament Rot 
away into France, from whence they came. And whereas now 
the Prince of Orange had begun to help the King, he is by the 
States of the United Provinces* either through good will, or Po¬ 
licy reftrained. . 

But the year following 1643, (raging hatred and rcfolution 
now driving, as it were, to exceed) the kindled fire was broken 
forth into devouring flames in many or mod Counties of trw 
Land; fothati fhall not undertake here particularly to view tne 

r variety 
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variety and multiplicity of aftions, fomc following years in 
\.ujn, clpccially in England-, but fhall confine my fclfunro 
feme few moft remarkable things. Yet this! fay, There were 
ierv few Wars in the World ever carried on with more vigour, 
tnmiiYj * n d defire of concjucft, than this, for the time.- bui, the 
mated Dorms being ufually fooneft over, makes that naturall 
Axiome true in a moral fenlc.

This Summer, the chief time for aft ion, the Parliament went 
down the wind; for Ferdinand Lord Fairfax, with his foil, was 
routed by the Earl of Ncw-caftlc on Barmtham Moor, March ip, 
l&aand then by him befieged in Hull. The Earl of Efsex indeed 
htUnz Reading, April rtf,had it furreudred unto him within 12 
diycsaftcr. But his Army, after that, what by reafon of fick- 
neffe, what through want of ncceffaries, for which many forfook 
their Colours, himftlf was forced to retreat to London, waiting 
fora recruit. About which time alfo, Sit William waller Knight 
(befreging the Town of Devizes Weftward, where the befieged 
were put to bard fhifts) was by a party of the King’s from Oxford, 
tbrougii viciflitudc of fortune in July,totally defeated $ and lofing 
his Army, came to London alfo $ whereupon the City of Brifiol 
was on the 24th day of the fame moncth befieged by the King, 
and within four dayes time yielded up unto him, (which fudden 
furrender, many imputed unto the foftnefle of the Govcrnours 
lpitix) ffrong holds now falling into the hands of his forces, as it 
were untimely fruit, or leafs (liaken with the wind. Exeter , a 
tong City in the Weft,was begirt by Prince Maurice, which was 
taken Sept. 3. following: Onely fin which the Govcr.. 

flour Mafsey’s courage and rcfolution was famous) (food out nigh 
amoncths lpace, firaightly befieged, and furioufly affaultcd, yet 
unconquered : the fucccficfull King, through his ovcr-much emu- 
loufnefle of fubdu ing that place, neglc&ed (like Hannibal of old) 
toiwprove his vi^lories to the beft advantage, who (iu all like¬ 
lihood) if he had then come for London , might have been maftcr 
°fit; untill, E/ex being well recruited, came, at the laft pinch, 
lor that Cities relief, which was on September the 8tb, fighting 
Ming's Army on the 20th day in a fct-battcl at Newberry in 
Barkfhire, where they were vanquished 5 and fo the Parliaments 
tongih revived, and came even to unequal weight, who before 
were very much ovcr-ballanccd. > # . 

The Parliament wanting money to maintain their Armies, an 
Excifc on Visual, and divers Commodities, was thought oh at 
dieverybeainmng of the year, March 28, the firft mover being 
Mr \ william Tryn, one oi the three Sufferers 3 which Excife, tome 
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rss^) in deteftacion, called che Dutch-Devil, be<,aui’e it was an imitation 
A* 1 ” 0 . \ 6 ** ol that people, and lay heavy upon the poorer iort. It was fettled 
10 16*46* by Ordinance, July 18 following, 

unrsj This was the time alfo wherein a joynt Covenant was entred 
into by the Englilli with the Scots, called a foU inn vow and Co¬ 
venant, one main head (as to maintain the K ng’s Pcrlon and juft 
dignity, whereof was, to endeavour the bringing of the three 
Nations into onc-ncfle of conformity in Religion and wor. 
(hip according to the Word of God : which claulc, word of God, 
being afterwards thought of by many, gave them (in their appre- 
hcn(ions) a liberty of diflenting from any conformity, that they 
judged not agreeable thereto. Which Covenant,the Parliament 
(as an cxampleto the reft) took, June 6 . 1*43, 

About the fame time there was a fad defign againft the Parlia¬ 
ment and City of London difeovered, which was for armed men 
to arife, killing and flaying, while thcCity was in divers places 
burning; for the which, two chic fly fuffered death before their 
own doors, Thompkins, who had fume 1 elation to the Queen$ and 
Challenour.* a Citizen, on July the 5th. The books of the Arch- 
bifhop of Canterbury being given unto another Do&or who was 
their friend, by the Parliament, Odob. 3. who alfo in themoneth 
November, had a new Great Seal made; againft which,the King 
(the fame November 2i,)optn!y declared. 

The Bifhop of Home (who had excommunicated the Duke of 
Tama, whereupon he renounced the Protection of Franc in ifyi) 
having fallen out with him, treats of a peace with thcfaidDuke 
in 1642; in which year alfo Rome is fortified, bccaufe they 
there feared the weapons of their Spanifh Catholique King, who 
was offended with the Pope, for entertaining a Tortugal Embaffa- 
dour. But the year following, the Bifhop and the Duke (not 
agreeing) wage a hot war; he demanding ayds (as his due) from 
the Viceroy of Naples, arming alfo the Princes of Italy again# 
the Duke. And would have had Viccolominte for his General, but 
could not obtain him. But the Florentines ibis year, give him an 
overthrow, killing oncthoufandofhis Souldiers, and caking an¬ 
other, with all his warlike provifion: notwithftanding, within a 
little time, herevengeth hitnfclfupon him. So he that kills with 
the fword, fhail be killed with the fword ; Yet this did notiW. 

The French and Spaniard in 1642, affc# one onother with mu- 
tuall overthrows, alrhough the French exceed. The one in Ctf* 
Ionia , ovcrcommcth the fon of the Duke of Lordon a Spanifh Cem- 
mandcr, flaying 3000, taking many, and but few eftaping; hn* 
ding alfo among forac of the prey, 60000 double Crowns, The 
Spaniard alfo conquers the French atCaflellatum , killing 3® 00 
fix hundred, 3000 and 400 being taken. He recovered the 
Town BaJ?<ta. But the French take from him Colibrtaand Argml 
in Catalonia, befieging Terpinian, and by the extreameft hunger 
tames it, avoiding the treachery,and layingsin wait of their ene- 
mies,in which ficgc, 300 perfons yielded to the hungry for thc 
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fupport of life 5 dilperfing alfo the Spaniards, who by night let 
upon Exclufana. He obtains Iikewifc this year, fome Victory both of chrift, 
by Sea and land at Barcellona-, by land,hatching withal! the ene- 
ra i«s viftoa! j bySea, in a Sea fight, though not without loflc to 
(limfelf, fubduing two ftrong holds in Italy this year, and in 
i<45,as roanyj lengthening his league with the Suede for three 
years longer, The Spaniard indeed makes Tortone yield to him 
ibis year 1^4 J. As alio vanquifheth Monfone in (ftatalonia, recei¬ 
ving aioft rich fhips out of the Indies. But the Frencb-man van- 
ouiflieth the Spaniards at Rocroy, where there was much bloud 
|pilt)t2ooo being flain on both fidesjfo that, although the French 
had the day, taking many of the Conquered (which Captives 
theyredeemed with 22000, *88 Florenes, as before 800 prifo- 
ax Antnerp for yoaoo Florenes) and 180 Enfigns, all 
their Guns, bag and baggage; yet they might fay with Livy the 
Hiftorian concerning a Roman Vidlory.

Hc-alfo befiegeth the Spanifh in Tbmtvile, and vanquifheth it, 
and joyning with the Portugall King, is profperous at Sea. But 
the Vetch and he,do not many great matters $ the Spaniard vanqut- 
firing thtm at the River CMofe in 164**. The Dutch the next year 
attempting the Garrifon of Hu!ft in vain 5 but obtaining °Ut ok 
ihclndies a Mafl'e of Treafurc, to wit, 200 Tuns of Gold. Tha 
KingofSgd/Vaamidrt all,affordinghclpto his bfoudy feliow-Ca- 

tholiques, the Irijh in 1<*42. 

Now alfo the Queen of France being confcious of her vow made 
totheLady of Lauretta for health reftored to the Dolphine , fent a 
Mdinger thither with 12001. of Silver,and in his arm the Image 
of the child Jefus, of 2 50 pounds of Gold. This would flop a hole 
in the Pope’s Coffers, 

The Danifh King, being at ods with the Swede , is the fame [year 
1% teconciled with them of Hamburg % whofe natural![fon Fob 
dmar yet illegitimate, goes now into Mofcovia, to take in mar- 
tiage their Great Duke's Daughter. In which year, the Gover¬ 
nor of Sueinice, a Garrifon of the Swedes, cfcapes the fubtile De¬ 
fect of the Deputy, Senatours, and Jefuitcs againft him. And 
VttdmWMazerine in France, wbofe power is lb large, as to be 
theordercr of the French affairs, is confpired againft, and the con- 
fpiratours fruftrated.And in the Moncth of Febr, a Councel(which 
the Germans call a Diet) is begun at Frankford at the River M** 
m. 

The Emperour in 1 644, (by reafon of Torjlenfons abfence, who 

gone to fight with the Dane) recovercth (at length) the ftrong 
Garrifon of wohlave^ vanquifhing alfo Sueinice> (where the ^ear 
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rsAXV before, were deltgncs againik the Governour, as was but now faid)

ning him. He like wife commands Galajfey a chieftain of his, to 
bring aid to the King of Denmark ; the lame GaUjse takes quickly 
the Caflle of Zeize, fending away theSouldicry by virtue of the 
EmpcroursOath or promilc made unto them * and fighting with 
the Sivedes at Odesloe, there was little noife of that conflift. But 
laying liege unto Pinneturg ,he is by them beaten off thence,whom 
Torflenfon buffers to return to Bernburg, and follows him thither, 
where hebeateth 3000 Purveyors. And comtning for relief to 
Siflebe that was befieged, GalaJSe flips away, but other 2000 of his 
purveyors arc beaten by him, with the Garrifon Souldicrs, he 
purfueth the Victory, following after Galafe’s laft troop, the 
which he chafeth with Hnkejortthat was their leader, and takes 
the faid Enkefort in the narrow pafiages lying between Mqidurg 
and mttebert. Then by a fcarlull aflault, he wumctli 
and prevailing over the Caltle of Zeize, that Galnp'e had but even 
now taken, he dcmolilheth it, and then like a carelull Comman. 
dcr, refrcftieth his fouldicrs, who were almolV tired with thefe 
toils. Koningfmart (in the mean time) is bulied in gathering coo- 
tributionson every fide $ wbo poflcfle th and defiroyeth the Town 
of Langttele, that wasfubduedby tlic Archbifliops Army. But 
he is beaten by the Emperians at Zkerjlebe^ even as the Stnits that 
were too fccurc, were at another place but a little before. But 
mvt/tfWtakcth three ftrong bolds, under whole conduit, alio the 
liege of pinneburg (above-mentioned) was quit. 

Moreover,although Torflenfon fought this year againft theflwj. 
with cquall lucccfle of Vittory, yet Horn , with the Army that the 
year before he led out of Snethlaml, invading Scandia, andthcflt- 
mint (who was alfo engaged again If him) cutting Normy could 
not but much molcft him. Vvhofc King (although the witi 
wtre fomewhat overcome at Colding , where, of lour Legions, 34 * 
men were llain,t 37 taken, 8c 15 woundcd)cvcry where complains 
of breaking into his Dominions, as well as they of him, lot llop- 
pine up the paffage ol his Sea from them, whereby they wcfChitl* 
dered of their Northern Trafiique. And although the f«*#g 
gave place unto a greater number of the Danijb troops this y«r 
then he had, yet it was celebrated by him with much bloud. in® 
Siredes and he have a treble Sea-fight alio j the full was doubt- 
full to cither, the fecond was more acceptable to the Siredes: *n 
the third moll acceptable unto them, difperfing therein the up 
rdfh Fleet, whofe King committing hirofelf in pcrlon w his OH, 
is this year wounded. Who! ikewife recovered Breydenbur^v 
the Secedes by land ; and turns them out of the Cattles of W< ana 
JUderjlcbe, places within his command that they Girnlonnco.

tefufed to take on him their MungrelIRcligion, (there being not 
taw wanting to fpurre it on) he is lefle trimly obferved, and be¬ 
ta confined from his liberty in Mfcovy (whether that were the. 

(ole caul® of it, 1 know not) untill the Great Duke clofed his laft 
j. v y,c neither nythc crait or force of the Polanders, nor by the 
tttneft intreaty of the King of Denmark his father, in 1644- could 

obtain the lame, ... * .• 

Much was (he aftion both in Germany and Britain*) and not a ur- 
tleiniomeother places, indie year 1645. For the Empcrour 
wholtad to deal with, as alfo fearing, an unwearied enemy, the 
Swtit ; having received unto him his Army (out of Holfuta) that 
wnfhattcrcd, and greatly kffened, mufters a new Aimy* and 
that he might have profperous fucceflc, appoints publitk prayers 
tobemade in his behalf,and withall, goetiito Brandifeu ntothe 
Image of the Virgin tMayy> which was there fet in its firlt date, 
for he had redeemed ic out of the hands of the Swedes for 10000 
Florence Ncvcrthelcflc Torfienfop ( who thought to be at hand 
with the Empcrour before he (hould renew his Army; when he 
had in his march wafted Bruxy with fire, pafling thorowOM>if,and 
Mdrnty ftops at 3iMoa> which place was between b |n *and 
the Emperians, and for want of room, poflc fling ahill, he fights 
010ft ftifly with Goce (who was chief Commander for the Empc- 
tour) for eight hours fpacc (this bacccil was on the twenty fourth 
ofFebruary, 1*45) and he vanquifheth the faid Goce his Army, ta- 
king from theEmperour 289 Officersof note, even to the Trum¬ 
peters, 4000 common fouldiers were taken, befides 45 Wagons, 

32 Enfignes, 2 6 Engines 5 with the Ioffe of five Captains. Thclc 
leaders of his thus taken, he redeems out of Torjlenfons hands with 
80000 Royals, and fo by force requires tribute from the people 
forthispurpofe. The Conqperour after this is not idle, he dii- 
perfed aoooof many forts or companies,that had gathered them- 
(elves together after this rout, and befides, freeing Olmuce a Gar- 
rifon that the enemy had pofleffed, he forced in eight or nine con- 
(iderakle places, even to Vienna theEmperour’s place of refidence, 
fothat that City it fclf was miftrufted: but that he might not too 
touch triumph itifucctfle, he befiegeth Btunne in vain, with the 
great damuiage of his foot fouldiery * yet the occafion ofdcferr- 
iug that fiege, was from one <jerfdor}\ being intercepted with Let¬ 
ters of great moment in Silejiay fothat having fortified the Town 
of Cornuburg, he vifiteth LMoravia>2f\d ftraightway after Bohemiay 
where he wipes their nofc both of Gold and Bread-Corn, which 
being fent before into Silefia , he folioweth $ then vanquiUieth 
; Ooo othcr 
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rsA/> otucr places,he puts the City Prague into a fright; and palling over 
Anno t [ lc ^j vcr Albis that was frozen up with cold, he haftneth to win 

• l Tetchy CMc by affault; but being fick of the Gout,he is brought 

tmJ to Lypjye ; committing unto wrangle the whole charge of his office. 

who i.ad Bruxianow yielded up unto him, which Torjienfon, had 
hurt by fire before, as abovefaid. 

The Emperour alfo this year, being an enemy unto P^otzf 
Prince of Trahfilvania, fends Bucheym a chieftain to oppofe him, 
which iranjilvania/h Torflenfon wasbufied in, infolding a conti¬ 
nual War, as we may judge, to keep (Tuch is the Policy of 
W arlike enemies) the Emperour the more in aflionj yet he 
cotiu s to an agreement this year with the faid Rjgotzy, (ending 
Bucheyme with fix thoufand men, and furniture to aid the Duke 
oh Bavaria who was in danger, driving alfo what he could i 0 
drive the Swedes out of Bohetma, whofe Camps, (through the ex¬ 
ceeding ficrccncffe of the cold) were (at clallove) in the latter 
end ot the year, pitched one againll the other for lodge, 
ing. 

The King of Denmark is this year beaten by Wrangle before lie 
Undertook Torjlenfons trull 3 expefling ik thing l uc war with the 
'Dutch: He lofl alfoa great Ship called the Sophia by Shipwrack, 
that his mother had beautified with the Charge of 120000 Roy. 
als, carrying fixty four pieces of Ordinance ; and although here- 
covered Bremerovercl by era ft, and took prifoner the Goumour of 
W&riisberg, with a company of 800 Colh flours of money, Yctat 
length (fortune having forfaken him) and being bent thereto 
through the intrearies of his States, after a Negotiation fufficient- 
ly l® n g> he enters a peace both with the Swedes and Dutch, through 
the vehement labour of the French King therein. 

Whiles mangle was afttifling the Dane throughout Hollatia, 
Koningfmark fubdueththc Archbifhoprick of Br ernes, vanquiAiing 
five ftrong holds there : then joyning their Forces together, they 
deftroy Buchwalcl the Empcrian, with a great fliughtcr. /\nd 
about the middle of this Summer, wrangle himfdt overcomes an 
Ifland, called the lfle of Bornholm , Kont/.^f ark departing from 
him into Hatfia, that lie might repair the French, that had been 
under Tinurn, who were beaten by w,erth, the General of the Ba¬ 
varians, at Utfergentbeym ; Where, the Pin urn-French) foMfr 
mark, G w, and the General of the Haffians, joyning in one, they 
drive the Bavarians from Kirchain, andcroiTing the River mWj 
they win three places by aflaulr, overflowing the Valhy^w^: 
and then Koningfmark being called back into Saxony, the Duke ot 
Enguien adding by a fupply of flrengrh, courage unto them, they 
fight mod fliarply July 24, at Alberflicyme *, in which conflict) 
the right Wing, in which the French were placed, is difperlcd} 
bet th” left Wing,in which the valour of the Uafsians chuflyap- 
peared, overcame ; Celeene was here taken, and decree flain, to 
the grit f of the conquered.

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Hereupon two Garrifons, NordhngeMlspute, arc

, die Emperour bad lent the Bavarian large afftftance by Bu- to iM. 
L\mc aforefaid, that they might make them rufti.as it were,head- C/WI' 
,J 2 i ca ving their greater guns behind them, toward Philippi- 
hri Tlicn thc Bavarian recovered three places, whereof Dun- 
1 ft'It i s one. Koningfmark having (before this battle) taken 
ilitce {irons holds in Saxony, and brought the Ele&our thereof 
unto a truce for fix moneths. By all which may be gathered, 

wbateround the Emperour loft this year. 

Some other things were done, as llugsdorjf, poflclfing himfelf of 
ikrnharv, anil another place, &c. Burl (hall ftop here with Ger- 
m for this year, when I have added thefe two things, Thatwr/- 
Umo\ Bade undcrgocththe proteftionof France, Halle admit- 
k aaarrilon ot Swedes into it for defence. And Maurice of Naf- 
fiw is returned from exile out of Sigeum, a Town and Promon¬ 
tory near Troy, unto his own Countrey. 

k Brittain, the Englifh Parliament feeing a need of afliftance 
from their Ncighbour-Nation the Scots, in 1643, and fending 
Commiflioners 10 Edinburg for the drawiug oi them into England-, 
upon condition of a joynt-takingthe Covenant aforefaid.and pay¬ 
ing them 1010000 1 . towards railing the Army, promiled them 
21000 horfe and foot. Which accordingly,either about the mid¬ 
dle oflanuary, or the beginning of March the fame year, palled 
over rite River T)«e, and came in whenasnow,asI havefaid.the 
Parliament were in an indifferent equality of ftrength by their 

own Armies. . , 

The King alfo, not to be wanting in tho like kind ot endeavour, 
grants a Ceffationof arms unto the Rebellious in Ireland, (the 
which was made Septemb. 15, tt >430 whereby he might have 
Forces out of It eland for his help: and it being at that time not a 
difeommodity, but a benefit unto them, the King received a pret- 
lyfumof money from them forit, to wit, 300001, (which Cef- 
fation being again!* the Parliaments A & formerly figned unto by 
him, was much fpoken again!* by manyj. The landing of which 
Irilihforces in behalf ot the King, being Novemb. 19 following 
atMojon, was two or three moneths before the Scots coming in 
behalf of the Parliament, in execution ; although the other might 
befirfk in resolution. 

Neither were thefe mutuall aids alike profperous; for they 
that had vi&orioufly fought againfl thofe that Rebelled in Ireland, 
now fighting agaitift the Parliament, being but a little while ar¬ 
rived, were quite broken by forces under the command of Sic 
Timm Fairfax, moft or all their principall cotnmandcr$,roge- 
therwith 1700Commonfouldiersbeing taken; when as it was 
not fo with die Scottiili Army, Who under the Earl of Leven 
their Generali, marching againft the Earl of NewcajUe , who had 
a great Army lor the King in the North, took fome ftrong holds, 
aiulfthough there was feme heat of fighring)by enduring the great

having freedomc to bring bisforccsow of York, pyned with Ru¬ 
pert, and foona place called Marjton Moor adjoynjng, July the 
lecond 1544 was fought the grcarefl bat tell of chat Civil war. In 
which battel, although (through fomc disadvantage of ground) 
the Parliaments right wing was put to flight ; yet (fromdl brake 
by a furious force the right wing of the King’s, and put them to 
flight,and with Lefley the Scottish Lievtcnant-Gencrahpurfued in 
chafe. Cromwell alfo coming about again with his horfemcn, and 
relieving the other wing, whereby at length a full Vktory was 
gotten, and all Ruperts great Guns, Carriages, Bag and Baggage, 
with abovea hundred Enfigns, were in the Cosujucrours poM. 
fion. Who returned unto the ftegc of York, and loon had it fut- 
rendred unto them upon conditions, Rupert being before gone er 
rather fled into the South, and the Earl of Newcaflle pafling into 
Germany. Leven , (the forces being parted afliinder ) a while 
after, taking ( by his Scots) the Town of /Vivcaftle, farther 
North, which by reafonof the trade of Sea-col chiefly, isefteemed 
rich. 

But although (by reafon of divers, and not fmall Armies tbit 
were railed on both Tides at the Spring of this year 1644, under 
fcvcral valiant Commanders, and their almoft equal fucccfTe,) 
England Teemed to be unhappy, yet about the latter end of the 
Summer, there was (as it were) a retaliation of this Northern 
Conqueft, by the defeating the Parliaments General, £/w;,inthe 
Well of the Land, fbcfidcs the prevailing of the King’s Forces 
over the Parliaments, in the Southern and Midland parts,) who 
with Sir william Waller, having begun to bcfiegcor block up Ox- 
forrl on both Tides, the King efcaping with a few horfc out of the 
City, thatdefign was left off; and (waller not being with biro, 
but dividing their forces on May the 29th) thefaid General 
marched into the Weft, even as far as Cornwall, (when at Sarfora, 
lie had appointed Waller to purfue the King on June the 5 th, who 
had marched with his Army towards worcefler from Oxford, June 
the third, who could not hinder the King of his ddign, and re¬ 
turned to encounter other forces;) where being environed, by the 
King’s Army thatcame upon them (in Cornwall, the latter end ot 
siagujlyt he fartheft County Weftward)he was difperfed,his whole

cealed for a time both from Ormond, and Lord Higby the Secretary: 
which politique and cunning working afterwards between Digby 
and g Imorgan, for fear of refle&ing upon the King,who would not 
befeen totreat and make peace with them by a Papiftj and alfo of 
dtfpleafing the Proteflants of Ireland ; having a doubt,in the mean 
dme, left they fhould offend the Iriili Rebels, especially feeing 
•11 thofe devices for bringing an Army of thofe Iriili into England , 
werefruftrated, I fhall forbear any further to mention. 

Amongftali which miferiesand doubtfull events of War this

l'olc General of their Armies, who was highly efttemed both for 
Valour and ModefVy. Which change, the emulation of great 
Commanders partly occafioncd, whereby foincgood defigns had 
not profpered; and the Ear! of Efsex, with two other Earls by 
Land, and the Earl of Warwick by Sea , giving up their Commit 
fions i modelled a new Army,confiding of a 1000 horfcandfoor. 

Ill which were niany Colonels and Officers of full bent and aftivc 
rtfolution to go thorow the bufintfle of War,that they had under- 
taken The King alfo not wanting divers Commanders,andgreat 
forces under them which poflefled their feveral Coalls, with ma.

whereby, the ad jo vning houfes were catt down, and 30 people kil¬ 
led. Likewife at Vienna, out of a boat or Barque that was over¬ 
whelmed in the great River Danubiw, onefervant was faved from 
drowning, by vertue of two hunting dogs, that were tied together, 
hythc which he held. At the City of Buda in Hungary, it rained 
kad and Tin. And at Strigone a Town feituate on Danubiw , the 
nines flocking together, covered the River, (hewing their heads 
wove water, which thing the aged inhabitants, (it feems) from 
former oblcrvathn, foretold to be a token of the change of their 
kordand Mafter; thefe in 1^42. But in the year 1644, in the 
P p p * Moneth 
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Mo..cthot May, a great Wood (belonging to the Dukedomc of 
A, .“ in 1< 1 4 “ Norimierg )of 8000 Acres of Laud, burned in a flame, which is 
to i^.* extraordinarily notable, it not ominous. The fame year alio U 
t/VNJ nintfmaik rhchW/fb Commander, had a flrangc and fad acci¬ 
dent bcflll his children and houlhold-fcrvantsby lightning, at die 
fulenmities of the Funeral of a Major,ac Minda 3 flaflung upon his 
fons; It defaced the firft born’s face, itfmote the right fide and 
arm of the lecond, and the right arm of his third born; yet the 
elded and youngt ft of his daughters had no hurt, but the fervants, 
one and th* other were deftroyed. 

Chances by fire in 1 *45, amongft which thefe two were the 
faddeft. At ('ilrah 3°°o houfes burned ; But at Conjl antinoplt t 
one thoufand dwelling houfes, and fifteen thoufand Merchants 
Warchoulesjtwo hundred Temples, four confceratcd places, and 
thirty (lately dwellings cr palaces, were fpoyled by the flame. 
The great winds at Bajil in Germany* doing above 200000 Florcnes 
damages the Sea-coafts alfo of the Low-Countries and.^waafeo 
ling the fame thing. 

Thefe clofed their laft day. The Queen Mother of France, dy¬ 
ed at the City Agrippina in Germany 1*42, having departed out of 
Englan J the year before. Alio Cardinal Cajetan, this year. Fain 
evs Albert Duke of Lawenburg , of a wound received, fig icing 
againftthc Swedes; with others. In England, the Lord brook, 
flain,as aforefaid. 

The year following i* 43 > in France, dyed Lewis the 131b, 
King of France, fon to the dcceafed Mother the year before j as 
alfo Philip Landgrave of Heft the Upper,in Germany, whode- 
cc.ifed at Butsback. In England* Hambden a Colonel, one of 
the five acculcd Members 1 by the Englifli King, who was in 
June, 1*43, at a place called Chalgrovefield ina fight, mor- 
tally wounded, of which he dyed within fix dayes after; and 
on December the 8th, the fame year ,John T)rn, another of thofe 
five Members 5 who was tdeemed a great Statefman, gave, up 
theghoft. 

The Queen of Poland the following year, 1*44, when (be 
had brought forth a daughter named Claudia , breathed out her 
life in child-bed. Pope Urban the 8th, being above feventy 
years of age, and having been chief Bifhop 21 years, now alio 
deccafcd. Whence arolc four Factions of Cardinals about the 
choya* of a new Pope, the Spanifh, French , Roman, and Barbmm 
but the Roman party prevailed, and chofe John BaptifiaPantfhM 
named Innocent the 10th. 

Two this year dyed of an Apoplexy, the Duke of BaVitit 
his Embafladour, at the Council of Frankford; and Albert Dukcot 
Saxony. One, with fufpition of drinking poyfon, to wit, the 
Queen of Spain. But the Archbifhop of Burgedalc departing the 
World, left a yearly muttering of 4000 Target-men ( asa .. ' 
gacy to Cardinal Mazarine) in France , that Kingfo commanding 
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it. And in England, befidcsthc Hotham , and their Archbifhop 
already mentioned by us, John Steward , Lord, of the King’s party, 
and, I fuppofc, ( by his n.amt) his Kinfman , dyed naturally at to i* 4 6 . 
Jtbbington five miles from Oxford at the beginning of April, and l^vvi* 
was interred at Oxford on the 5 th day. 

And Alexander Cartw Knight, was beheaded five dayes before 
the Hothams, for crimes of the like nature obje&cd againft him, 
by the Parliament. Macqutre alfo the Irifli Baron, ( who by 
pleading Peerage, protracted his life a little longer than Mahone , 
who dyed the fame death a while before him ) was on Fe¬ 
bruary the 20th, 1*44, hanged and quartered at London's Ty- 


burn. 

Amongft others, dyed Goce, a General of the EmperourV, in 
Bohemia ivolmar Rofe a German, through a box of the ear given 
him by 0 wwidmare. The great Duke of Mufeovy. Thefe tnree 


in 1*45. 

Of the Englifli; Lord Littleton , Keeper of the Broad Seal at 
Oxford, Auguft the 27th. And to conclude, one Dr. Featley , a 
man of much reading, and of « fliarp Wit, who was chofen a 
Member of the Parliamentary Synod at WESTMINSTER , 
upon fome fecret compliance, or intelligence given to the King’s 
party at Oxford, was committed a priloncr unto Prtrr-houfe in 
London , in 1*43, or 1*445 and at length writing a book ina 
tatt manner againft thole called Baptifts, or Anabaptifts, had 
fhortly after, a liberty granted of going abroad, yet ftilla prifoner 
at large, who a very little time enjoyed that freedom, dying on 
April 17, 1*45.

third being Em per our of Germany, and Ch&t[uhefirjt, for 
a while, Rtng of Britain. 

From the year \6t{6, unto l6yo, inclufaely taken. 

T He Emperour in i 6 cy6, who by the aflentof the Duke of 
Saxony , that had prolonged his Ccflation of arms with 
the Swedes, quitting the gatrifon of Magdeburg, (wrangle having 
departed unto Cremfie, a place out of the way) recovers three 
Towns from the Swedes, and afterwards Cornuburg, a Gatrifon 
of great concernment. And then being incrcafed in ftrengthof 
Forces by the Bavarians, gocih down thorow Francony into mite, 
rave and Hajfia, where he labours (though all in vain) to inter, 
ccptor forcllall both the Swedilli Camps and provifion of vital. 
For, he triumphing in his Camps for the joy of his fon Fcrdimi 
the 4th, fo called, who was chofcn King of Bohemia, (whom to. 
ward the end of this year he fo crowned) and alfo for the late 
return of Cornuburg into his hands. Wrangle flipping away, 
environeth the Empcrout’s Souldiers, and palling over the River 
cJtlSnut, he bends his march unto SDanubm. But Koningfmrln he 
Swedifh Commander after one or two ferviecs, and eftfoon fob- 
duing the Town of Breververd this year, doth jo yn himfelf with 
wrangle, when he had defeended from llmene thorow Erford and 
Eichtield unto F’tfurg. For he palled over the Mindean Foords,and 
had taken eight Towns, of which Paderborn was one. Hefotti- 
fying his Camps at ^inusnoburg, withftood the Bavarians coining 
oil with great force, and being by French Ayds made <lronger,he 
p'refleth upon, and cncompaflcth them, thatfo they being kept 
apart from the River Mcgnus, he making hade, might come be- 
fore them unto DanubiM to hinder their paflage over that Rivet, 
and leaving Schorndorf to win 7 ‘twain by ailault, he himlelf takes 
Nordling and two otherconfidcrablc holds; which being done, 
he calls him unto him again, and fights againft the City an- 
puffa of the Vindelicians, but overcame it not. He alfo had aimoit 
‘made Lycc or Lycum his own, notwithftanding he intercepted 
warlique furniture, and large ftore of vidfuall of the enemies 
more than once. But more than this,returning unto Mcmmingc, 
he with the grcatelf boklntdc violently takes both the narrow 
paflaecs that were between the Hills, and the Town of W»J<« 
it felt, which is, as it were, the Key, opening unto, or (butting <« 
ol many Countrcys, wherein was great fpoyl and prey: as an 
Langenarcb at the end of this year 1646, by furrendcr. 1" ® 
meantime, thcCaftlcof Marpurg being befieged, ts yu c 
the befugers. But it coft one willick the Defender thereof, n 
head, at Giejs'e, Two places toon after loliowing tl ’ a, e ^ p | Ci 
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example. Butsbaek (notwithflanding) being taken by Sberjlein the 
Rmpcrian, In rhe upper parts of the Country tins year arc lul> ofchrift, 
juod Smalcald, with four other places by the Empcrout’s Soul- 
diers, of which two, Kith bain, and Raufchenburg, are loft,, with 
noprofperous conflict. Geife recovering Kirichain , demolifhcth 
ilicfame, and vanquifheth Alsfeld-, getting alfo a vidory over 
ibiein, who was incrcafed in number by cMelander , carrying 
lack eight Waggons, with 500 prifoners of War, and 700 hor- 
( ts . but this was after that Rabenhaupt had returned from the 
liege of and jMelancler had taken Push irk and Flemburg ; the 
which c.wwp\tcTa;'alorn followed at thcendof the year, taken 
before by Koningfmark. But the Duke of Wittemburg, bringing 
,(apply unto the Swedilli forces in Silefia, much troubicth or ty- 
teih Montuucule the E mperian,who at the fi rft of the year had the 
upptr-baffi, and followes him, going back into Bohemia 5 he 
lakcsalfo Hafelclter, and two Towns more from the Empcrians in 
thefaid Silefia ; but befieging Troppave a IVrong Garrifon in Mo- 


mb, he loft his labour. 

The year following 1647, when .as wrangle had fortified the 
Klin) of Menave, together with the Caftlc of Lagen&nh, and re¬ 
ceiving Mcflcngcrs from Helvetia, had difmifled them with a 
friendly anfwcr, he departs there-hence for lack of grade or fod- 
dcr j confirming alfo a ci dacion of arms atMonadere, and after- 
WiCtlsatUhuc,between the Swedilli, French, the Haffians, aijd 
the Bavarian and Colonian. Then after fome other padages of 
Wir, Koningfmark having bedeged Warcndorf, there was a (lout 
fight ai Sea, when their Ships were brought unto the Podanian 
Lake, at four places. The Noyeftans taking Nidck in the Julia- 
canlicld ) andM'V’(Mf’/t , } receiving lupply,by his Captain Lowenhaupt , 
Hurdling, and Sweinfurt. The Duke of Wittenberg alfo rcturnes 
Italy into Silelia, and 'Dewage being caftoutoftwo places betook 
himfelf to Brcflavc. Whole forces alfo taking the Town of Trau- 
tenave, take alfo the Glogavians therein, with 1 46 Horfcmcn, 40 
Footmen, 470 Horfcs with bag and baggage. Bucheim and Spork 
Empcrians make haft, who befieging Olavc lofc their labour. 
But Mwtane is lent away unto Hcdc of CafltTla, who.fubducd un¬ 
to his power 9 Garrifons, whereof Fridbcrg, and a place called 
litTtlttinate Fort , were two; but then befieging Rheinfelfe, he dy¬ 
ed with a mortal 1 wound; whereupon there was a Truce made 
between the Haffians and Empcrians. But the Emperour not only 
di!liking,but difdaining thtfeonditions of the former Ccflation of 
Arms,tuoft violently adaults the Town and Garrifon of VVciflcn- 
burg,and wins it from his enemies the dcfendcrs^Appointing alfo 
ibcEgrl of Holtfapfell,(who was of late known throughout Hadia, 
where he warred,by the name of Melander, General,in the room of 
G, HajTe, who was by little & little in a decaying date of body,and 
thereupon repairing his Army,he fortifieth alfo three very confide* 
'tbleplaces,to witrfrague in Bohemia, Pilfene,Scfienna, the City 
ofliis Palace in Germany on ‘Dawbitu ; and having done this, (as

thinking lie had done iome great matter toward his protc&ionand 
fuccefle;he bequeaths a Featt-day or holiday to be kept inrcmcm. 
brancc of the Virgin Maries Conception, and fo commits himfdf, 
his affairs, and Souldiers unto her Guardianfhip. Being impa. 
tient of a ccflation, he withdrawes ivertb and Spotk, two chief 
Commanders of the Bavarian Army, from the laid Duke of u. 
varia, (although they were condemned by him of treachery)and 
joyns them unto his new General Holtfapfel ; but he cxcufcd that 
deed u.ito the Swedes and French, it having been perfidioufnefie 
in him, to have voluntarily font any of his, unto his affiftance, 
againft thofe with whom he had a ccflation from arms, within 
the limited time: He fubducth FMenave , but going to hinder 
Egere from befieging, he flackcncd his pace, being often flopped 
by over or fool-hardy Wrangle, (for that was his Epc#ej in his 
\cry Camps, while he would break violently thorow unto«lit. 
tic bridge belonging unto a houfc of the Emperour’s, lor the en¬ 
tertainment of friends. He fights at Plane, and two other places, 
with a diverie ifluc, untill the Bavarian, the ccflation of arms be- 
ing ended, joyned himfelf unto him again; as alfo untill that 
mangle (calling Konwgfmark unto him ) fhould fnatch away, as 
it were, his Army thorow Bohemia toward iAnneberg,m&foox\b 
pafleovtr unto Mifnia,Erford, and Vifurgeof Hoxcere, that he 
might refrefh Souldicrsat divers places, and then fhew himfelf 
inHaffia: whither the Emperour’s and Bavarian forces follow¬ 
ing him ; (for a caufc moving them thereunto) they were plealed 
to befuge the City Marpurg, where tfohfapfel, formerly Mtu* 
der, the fern perour’s General,through a Splinter if a beam (which 
was occafioned by the Cattle’s or Tower’s Guns thundring into 
the place of his abode; breaking a vein of his neck, had aimoft 
breathed out his life, together with his bloud, by that open pat* 
fa&e. But (after one or two places vanquifhed by the Empcrour> 
one whereof, to wit, Iglave, very hardly; and* Nordling (that 
was taken this year, before, by Larrenbaupt the S wed i{h Captain; 
as faith Mercurm Gallobelgicus) wickedly or unhappily retaken 
.by the Bavarian) thcSwcdifli Novcilans perform’d notable ex¬ 
ploits, killing Qofie or Goce with 100 common Souldiers, and ta¬ 
king the faid Earl of Holtfapfell, fome Majors, with 200 coalman 
Souldiers prifoners, Neverthekfle Lamboy (on the other fide) 
watching his opportunity, vanquiCheth wind eke with three other 
ttrong holds in Colonia, and from thence goes into WtftphM 
although he was commanded by the Emperour to come With n» 
Brigade unto the chief of his warlique affairs. . 

Moreover, the fame year, bckg 1647, the Souldiers of Turim 
arc overcharged by Neighbouring garrifons of the Empcrour$>« 
Zmngenberg : and do aflure the City Mentz, and mw*> a S allU 
the iubtile devices of both garner and Boningbavfe. But thu 
was like to be a falling out with their own fcllow-SouldKm 
about Rofe the Tribune, whom feme Regiments required I W 
the Army, to be rcllorcd their Captain; neither could tncy ^ 


fought to return to their duty by any means j but yet.on .iome £A£ 
fcrtain conditions they do joyn to Konwgfmark, Rofe himfelf GVltift> 
Ue brought to Paris, to declare the caufe hereof. And when as t0 
Ae Colonian,now renounceth his ccflation of arms made a while 
before with the Swede, french, and Haflians, by rcafon of a 
Town that was taken of theirs, in the mean time, and fome other 
‘ otthitufles received from the enemy 3 then Konwgfmark,in- 
dealing his number with Rabenhaupt'sSoMms, (that profpered 
in fome atchievements the year before) begins Vaderborn that 
bad been taken and retaken in 1 6^6, and ftoutly oppofeth him- 
frlf aaainft lamboy at Steynford, as he pierced into or 

Eaft-Fiiefland, and that, untill both Armies were fummoned 
away unto the highett matters. . ...... 

And truly > (as though things were now coming to the higheft 
Ditch) the Swedifh Commanders and Armies do hotly encounter 
the Imperial Forces (in the year 1648)10 their difadvantage. For 
wmlt in the full place takes from the Duke of Luneburg 1400 
horfes, and the cloathing for his Army 5 and calling a Council of 
Wat at Siade, he moveth toward Paderborn, where he drives 
awav the Emperians and Bavarians out of Halfn, where they 
wanted Visual, into Francony, having been fufficiently worn 
out at the fiege of Marpurg. Then incrcafing Ins Army, he pal- 
feth over the River MB mu at Afeiburg, being 23000 ftrong, 
kooo footmen, 8000 horfemen, r 60great Guns, and 200 wag- 
cons, and by force wrefted 9 piece of Ordinance that were left 
by theEmperout’s Army at t'orchrym. And coming unto I'eucb- 
m,t, he rets his Army in array 3 but the Emperour a forces do 
pattafunder, the Emperians departing unto Rausbonc, and the 
Bavarians unto Eichftadej but Wrangle himfelf fits down at 
Guntsburei Konlnofmark in the mean while wandring up and 
dowtijlituo whom the abovefaid difeontented j/fj 

then came. Then after three places yielded, poflefled, and laid 
wafte, and three others fortified: And the upper Palatinate put 
toextream villany by the rude and cruel Souldiers, at 
there was a conflict about crolftng the River Lyce, (the French be¬ 
fore that, coming to the Swedes, and covering ■ Bavana, upon 
which Buebeym and Stork are called out of Silcfia; toward the 
City Aogufla, and that, an unhappy one to.the Emtertans, Holt- 
Well their General being in the very rear flam, alfo Kotugfmark 
brings away their Secretary, with 200 and 70 Common men, 
sod fo opened their paflagein Bavaria , whither it appeares they 
were tending. (Two realons were given of this misfortune; ei¬ 
ther bccaufc Gronsfeld, Leader of the Bavarian Souldiery, had 
bten Commanded (in imitation of the H affiant) to decline the 
Front ot the Battle, and bring his Souldiers to defend rather the 
more found or ftrong parts thereof: or bccaufc lie envyed 0 - 
f# 0 ,the faid Holtfapfell having his Chief Officers the leffe obedi¬ 
ent unto him, both in regard ofthcRigourof his Army difciphne,

* %'f’ July 1 6, making a tree Bgnllb and Regrdleunto the Town and

the fame moneth, he cncompafling and taking 300 Scouts, ora 
party fent forth, by a cunning Stratagem, brought a greatertnis- 
hapunto chcEmperour, than the other: who fending forth by 
night as many of his own Souldiers unto Colored the Vice-King of 
Bohemia, under a colour of being his party that was fent out, now 
returning, their Watch-word being full: ftollcn; took by this 
difguife before day, that which is called Utile ‘Prague, with the 

* Cattle of Kets or 'R'tiJ'e thereto belonging, with more than iod 
men of a great fame, whom he made them to tanlom. A prey 
alfo of above feven millions value, fell hereby into his hands, the 
richer part of which he lends away in 60 Waggons untoLipfia, 
Colored &\{q the Vice-roy, hardly efcaping from being feiztd on 
in his bed. wrangle alfo erofftng Lycc, confirmcth one garrifon, 
and takes two into his pottclfion; the Emperout’s Aiding away 
unto nltsboze, the Kazarians fpreading thcmfelvcs into Garrifons 
to defend thole more ftrong places, who , upon the loling of 
Lycc, quitted or departed from /fare, the which wrangle pofliflctlt 
wholly : who bcficging Wnfierburg, was ftuttrated of his at- 
tempt, and fee-king a paflagc over the River Oer.e , could not ob¬ 
tain it, the Bavarian floutly defending the right bank againft 
him. Then lie hath a conflidl with the Emperians and Bavarians 
who revived again, at Dindelfinge, and fits down at 
being rcpulfed by imtb, who with great violence aflailed them; 
the (aid Wertb, having been newly received into favour by the 
Duke of Bavaria, who before had a prejudice againll him, 

Left I fhould be too tedious, let me briefly run over fome adi¬ 
eus of two or three more chief Swedifh Warriours this year. 
The Duke of Wittenberg (who was of that party, and was Liev- 
tenatu of the Ordnance,) that lie might make amends lor fome 
Ioffe that ‘Dewage had fuffered through a miftakc, which was 130 
Uorlemcn, and 336 horfes, runs to him; dcmolifiung Oeffa, and 
preying upon Silefia, 'and being increafed with a lupply ot oo°o 
men from Pomerania and Moravia, breaks thorow into lb- 
hernia, where, atBtandife, (the place where the image ol the 
Virgin Mary trimly flood) lie takes (00 of the enemies, and be- 
ing put into the room of Kontngfmatk , who was abfent, hcflicws 
himfelf before old Prague : and then pofiefleth a Town, and 1 
Gallic in that Kingdom; after that, parting thorow to /tmm 
about to come luddenly upon Mijling of Crumvia , he, u Bumtte, 
lights upon liticbeyn, with three other of cmincncy, that wc« 
bring no Waggons unto places of more fafety ; betakes then 1 
with their wagons, oiic-ly one qxrner efcaping, and fogoes 0 
meet their ncwGcncral;who came out of Swcthland amonglt t ie 
flafhings this year, with 8000 nvott choyfe -Souldiers: 
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was Charts Octave, who being begotten of his father JohnCafimir> 
who was of the family of the Palatinates of Bipont y and his mo- 
iher being the filler ot Gufti>ie Adolphe King of Sweden) was Cou- to uw.* 
W n-gcrman unto the Queen thereof % and unto whom (he after- L/vs 
wards refigned that Kingdom*) leading them from feveral places* 

Utuili he brought them into Bohemia, where he is received by 
Uningfwrk) and the Duke of Wittenberg aforefaid, His defig* 
wasfor the fiege of Prague, unto which he breaks thorow: Bun 
ofthis by and by, when I have fpoken a few things concerning 
fome others. 

Therefore Rabenlmpt the Haffian, together with DuglM the 
Swede, (while thatthofc chiefeft matters by the main Armies 
were tumbled out of Ha/ia thorow Francony, untoLyce> and into 
Bohemia,) rccovercth fome places that the enemy had poflefled, 
taking Hamburg by force, where were 20 Ordnance very well 
fitted)another place by a flight, but raced or fpoyled Gleicbenjiein y 
andat length Geije is put in his place, with whom this year 1648, 

Imboy contended: whoclofcly bcficging Geije at Gifcck* through 
the valour of Frnejl the Lantgrave, who with 300 common Soul- 
diers brake in upon the befiegers, fees the befieged at liberty, 
hmb)\oRng fome hundreds ot his men, (yet Erneji himfelf was 
taken in the enterprizc) who returning unto Bonne , and demolifh- 
ing another place, he prefents himfelf at Grevenbruge before the 
Camps of Geife y and joyning 4 §jktlc, he routs the left wing of 
Qeife his Army, taking prifonefs the Earl of Weide, with 200 
common men, and feven waggons. But while (as oft-times 
comcMopaflc) he the more flharply purfucs the difperfed left 
wing, all his great guns were taken from his own right wing, and 
turned againft him, fo that he loft what he had gotten, Gerfe re- 
covering the Captives of the left wing, and befidcs flew above 
athoulandofL/.v^oys Army, took .500,above 13 Wagons, and 
15 Enfignes, with the lode of but \6o men. Lamboy being thus 
worfted, (whom the Emperour indeed had commanded (as in the 
year before, 1^47,) to come to his main Army 5 but the Colonian 
ted it by (hewing himjhow much it concerned,not to leave 

S halia defticutc of ftrength) the Arch-Duke of Auftria af- 
im money,and the garrifons of Weftphalia fupply of men, 
making prayers to make God their friend. The firft atchicve- 
wnt after this recruit and fupplication was the furrender of C4- 
fiorim unto him: after which, he oppofeth his Camps to the 
Haifian Atmyalmoft within fight of Agrippinc a City of Colo- 
nia. C?«y?notwithftanding(e(pecially when Frederick the Lant- 
gravc had brought him 1500 horft)valiantly conquered the Town 
of Marcodurc, Lmboy imploying his Auxiliaries in vain to hinder 
11 5 iwwithftanding he ftoutly looleth Tderborn from bcficging ? 
aodthen both parties fitting down over-againft each other at. 

Bnkell in the faid Colonia 3 news is brought them of a concluded

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lybefieged by Generali Fairfax, the laid King cfcapcd out ot the 
Qty (under colour of one ot his favourites roan, with whom he ot cirii'/ 
rode) unto the Scottifh Army, who were encamped at Soutbrrel touy,.. 
Hraightly befieging (with fotne Parliament Engitfb foracs) that 
moftilrongand inlcfting Garr.tfon of Newark, who having had a 
(ore plague, together with hunger and ttraits, upon their Kings 
comming unto the befiegers, the Scots yielded the Town 
on conditions. He came thither May the fifth following; which 
(onmiiogi caufed (there having newly been fame jarring between 
the Engl ilh and Scots about want of their pay, and negleft of 
Chutch difciplinc according to the Covcnant)no fmal diffentions 
and divers harfh writings between the Scots and the Englifh Par, 
liamcnt, about the difpolall of his perfott (which the Englifh, for 
divers the more juft rcafons, demanded out of their hands, whom 
they carried farther North) for fome Moncths. Notwithftanding, 
inthc very interim there was (uch a prudentiall management of 
things; that both theNations friendlily cotijoyncd (amongft other 
ttatifattions) in fending nineteen propofitions, as was laid, for 
afjfe and well-grounded peace , ftrained not very much high- 
tr than thole of Uxbridge , unto the King by Englifh Cotti- 
miftioners, at Nemaflle, Seal lands Parliament Commiflioners be¬ 
ing alfo there, and aflenting ; this was Jul. the i ythof this year. 

Unto which (after perlwafions, and preflings, amongft which 
Lord Imilens Oration the Scot was eminent) he would not agree. 

So that the Englifh Parliament voting the Scots 400000 th for 
thciralJi(lance;ot which,2ooooo l.thcy wete prefcntly to receive, 
and accordingly, about the latter end of January they did. Upon 
which receipt (as they were to do) they delivered up three ftrong 
GtttilotlS that WCK ill the North of England ; Newcaflle , Warwick, 

and fillip, into the Parliaments hand, and withall the King, 

(whommany fay they fold) for they would not carry him to 
hltnlurgb, though they had free leave of the Englifh (o to do, for 
feat o[ new disturbances) whom the Enghfh Commiflioners 
brought into one of his Southern Pallaces, ( Holmby , the 17th of 
February) according to his deftre, with great honour and refpeft, 
inalhhis he not being ufed as a conquered Captive, but a King. 

TheScottiih Army, on February the Eleventh following, mar¬ 
ched over the River Tweed intotheir own Countrey, three Com* 
milfioners alio (at the fame time)being fent thither to the Scotch 
Parliament concerning publique matters. For they had begun to 
confute how to fettle the affairs of both Nations without the King. 

Oxford the mean while, which on May the lecond, 1 6^6, was 
by General Fairfax befieged, and fummoned, was in about fix 
weeks time furrendrcd,(for it was on June the twenty fourth after) 

•hebefuged having very fair and large conditions allowed them. 

(They created abovea Moncths fpace of the time, and the Parli-

and five thouland arc reported to have been led thereby, befidcs 
no want of Arms or Ammunition.

thither conduced. But the old Broad Seal wh ich they left behind 
them, was Auguft the eighteenth, (the Parliament having made 
a new one) broken and defaced ar London, • 

Five or fix other molt ftrong places, foon yielding themfclves 
after Oxford (of which the Hland and Cattle of Sally, at the Weft 
end of the Land, was one Sept. id. Which was a great harbourcr 
of Men of War for the King by Sea, that took great Ipoil of Met. 
chants Ships, and from whence Prince Charts had not long before 
fled into Mo) Colonel Ma/eys brigade being by Fatrfaxq ui- 
ctlv disbanded in the Weft, among whom (about the difference 
of presbytery and Independency inChurch-Govcnimcm,of which 
there were great factions then in England) a mutiny was feared, 
the war was even finiflwd, and Generali Fairfax came Novemb. 
the tath with triumph into London, where by both houfes of Par. 
liamcntjhc was (inordcr) moft amply and heartily congratulated, 
unto which lie replycd with a lliort model! anfwcr. The Earl of 
Uliex their firft Generali, that brake the Ice, dying (as is lud)of 
an Apoplexy, the 13 th of Sept, aforegoing, who on the 12th of 
Oittpb. following, was moft pompoufly (by the Parliamcnt)int«- 
icd 

But the next year i(? 47 , was partly fpent in the divide® of 
fcllow-Conquerours, and many others, divided under the name 
of Presbyterians and Independants; the former complaining 
that the l'olcmn Covenant was not kept, the latter, that it was 
mifinterpreted ; the Royalifts in the mean time ready to joynwith. 
either for their own advantage, very many having out of taken- 
Garrifons reforted to London. ■ Thefe diflentions ancreafing, Peti¬ 
tions were both prefented to tho Parliament againfl: the Army« 
Independants, and the Parliament themfclves debated of disban¬ 
ding them, againft which (as wronged) they Pctitioncdthc ge¬ 
neral, becaufe they neither had their Arrears, nor the Laws ana 
Liberties they bad fought for, were obtained. And althougluW 
other party much ftomachcd and complained of the faid Petition, 
yet on June the fourth, 1 * 47 , ‘he King was by a party (under tie 
command of one Cornet Joyce) taken lrom Holmky, and earned vm- 
to fcverall places, according to the removing of the Armies qua - 
aers. Whereupon, the Parliament ordered where he fhould 
fide, which was at Richmond, butcight miles from 
alfo who fhould attend and Guard him. But in Head of mh 
ling the fame order, there was font from the Army an imp« ' 
ment againft eleven members of the Commons, as hindaci 
right, doing fomething againft the Army it felf, and hinder g 
Irelands relief, the which, had been, as was thought, too ‘ on !L. s 
ftrufted already by reafon of the Kings going to the ««*• * , 
caufed halfa years reparation of thefe member, from ,hcl1 


though voluntary. Notwitiifianding through the aflbeiating of 
nia ny Citizens and Apprentices of London (that were for the re- o"cVrift/ 
Soring of the King and the Covenant ) with fomc that had been toi^o/ 
chief Officers of the Army, fas Sir william mller, Colonel ALiJsey, </V>J 
Wipx Genera 11 Pointy after that the houfes, through the violati¬ 
on of their fitting, and free voting, by fomc of the aforefaid Citi- 
icnsand Apprentices, had adjourned for four dayes, and in the 
mean while many went from London to the ArnjyJ the matters 
(welled up to that height, that on July the thirtieth, the City of 
lundon openly declared againfl the Army, (being {lengthened on 
ihc very fame day by three votes of the Members that remained at 
/Wow, (two new fpeakers being chofcnj cboofing Ms/ey Gene- 
nil of their forces and Militia, that they then raifed to oppofc 
liicArmy; Which Army hereupon drawing nigh to London , did 
fomething allay the Citizens courage * fo that they both deferted 
fa Parliament of July the 30th, with the eleven Members, dif- 
banded and delivered up all Forces, Ports, and Militia into Fair- 
px his hand, recalling alfo their late Declaration. And on Avg* 
ihclixth, the departed Members, were (by the Army ) rdlorcd to 
their fitting. Who with a full body, the next day, Aug. 7. Mar¬ 
ching thorow the City, flighting its Works and Forts, taking 
poMon of the Tower, and confining its Militia to its own onely 
bounds,receiving alfo a Moncths pay from the Parliament in gra- 
tification; all this being to the gladding of fomc, and the grief 
and vexation of others. 

Tim being done, the Army Aug. the 18th, 1*47. remonftra- 
ted their defires for the Parliaments clofing with the King, and 
tliatheinightcometoZ.»Wo/;uponthatclofure5 Yet the Scotch 
Commifiioners (who,beforefatisfaftion given unto his people, 
had denied the juftnefll* of his atceffion thither) would have had 
himnow out of the Armies hands, perfonally to treat at London^ 
howeverto flay at Hampton Court, whither he came, Aug. 24. Jff 
Wopefitions were lent him thither, unto which to confcnthe de¬ 
wed 5 More were again framed, and in the mean time, Nov.i 1, 
he privily fled into the lfle of right, leaving a Letter behind him, 
flawing, the end of it was, to preferve his own fafety, againft 
Whofe life fome laid wait. About feven dayes after his com- 
wing thither from Carisbrook Caftlc, hefeot .to the Parliament a 
Letter, in which he was earned for a perfonall treaty at London, 
that might be accompanied with three appendices, honour, free¬ 
ze, and fafety $ they voted, Novemb. 26, that upon figning

pea fed the anger and fury of many people, who not onely longed 
for, but expefted the King to be rcltored unto his former dignity, 
although the Parliament fought by another Declaration, (fhew- 
ing how often they had applyed themfclves unto the King, yet all 

in vain) to affwage their difturbed minds : fo that tumults and in. 

furre&ions (the beginnings of a fecond war) were not onely feat, 
cd, but raifed j the firft of which was that in the Me of Wight 
it fclf, near the very Caftle in which the King was; for which, 
the principal Leader, Captain Burleigh, was at an Affizes, called 
atwincbefler on purpofc, condemned for Treafon, and executed 
Febr. io. i 6 * 7 . Notwithftanding in the moneth of April 11(48, 
London's Apprentices, and other young people, gave a notable 
example of war and fedition unto adjacent places, who faying 
they were for Churls their King, put the whole City in great fear, 
the 7 Lord Maior being conflraincd to betake himfclf umoiho 
Tower, who the next day by a party fent by General Fairfix, 
were vanejuifhed and quieted, and a thoufand pound giventothe 
Souldicrs for the fcrvicc, The Duke of rorlt cfcaping (in the 
fame April) from James his houfc near wcflminfler, cut of the Pat- 
liamonts hands. And the Prince being as a baniflied manin the 
peoples eye, by private Commtflions from his Father the King, 
raifed war j which war feemed more formidable and dangerous 
unto the Parliament and Army than the former, both in regatdof 
the Scots, who from afMing friends, were turned threatening 
enemies, and chiefly thofc that were called freshyterians, fiding 
both in London and the Countrey with the Royalifts upon the 0 .

Divers fliips likewife revolted from the Parliament unto the 
Prince by Sea, at the beginning of June, not fuffering fyw. 
borough the Vice-Admiral to come aboard : fo that the Prince 
within two tnoneths after, was with near 20 fayl upon Tharwi, 
out-daring the Earl of Warwick, who was too weak for him : But 
through the prudence of Sir George Ayfcough , the Portfmouth 
Fleet was brought by the Princes fliips (afe unto the Earl, and 
then they followed the Prince upon the coaft of Holland, whither 
he was gone to viftual. 

In tie mid A of thefe ftirs, (whether inloveor fear of the King 
and hisCaufe, the Parliament themfelves altered their former 
Votes, nulling on June 30, 1(548, thofe for no further Addreffcs 
to the king, Jan. 30. before, (having admitted the n impeached 
Members) And voted, (though not a Perfonal Treaty at Lonby 
yet an honourable one to be had with him , he firft accepting 
thereof, upon Propofitions, inthclflc of Wight, which begin 
Septcmb. 18 this year, 5 Lords, and 10 Commons being chofcn 
as Commiffioners to treat, and 10000 1 . to defray the charges of 
the fame. It lafted about $ weeks, untill Novcmb. 27. 

But in the mean time, this new war being now over, and the 
Army at fome lcifure, it’s Counccl of Officers altogether difliking 
that Treaty, gave a prevalency (by a Remonjlrance of tUirs unto 
the Parliament, Novemb. 20) unto divers Counry Petitions deli¬ 
vered in the moncths September and O&otxr, for the <x<cutio» 
of impartial Juft ice upon fome aforementioned, as Handle &c, 
authors of much bloud and calamity, and efpecislly»n King 
charts himlelf, asthcraifcr of the whole War, and that God’s 
wrath might be feared to attend them, if he were un| uniHicd. 
Whereupon,when as the King’s Conccflions in the Ifle of Wight, 
were Dcccmb.5. following, voted fatisfa&ory by the Parliament) 
thenextday, divers Members that had fo voted, were both lc- 
cludcd from fitting,and confined,by the Army; and a little after, 
the King was brought out of thclfland unto Hmf Cattle, by a 
party of Horfe,and to towindfor, Dcccmb. 23. And after the mi- 
pream authority voted to be in the Houfe of Commons, Jan. 4 » 
there was an Ordnance made for the King's Tryal on the 6th days 
in order to which, an unufual Court, called, an High Court of jv- 
jltce, was crcdfcd, on the 9th day, before wlv m the King appear¬ 
ed Jan. 20, and when as he would not plead to his Acculation? 
as being unfatisfied in that Courts power to judge him, (but r*- 
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ther forbad the Clerk ro flop, and hold his peace, after his earneli 
defire to (peak with the fthufes in the Painted Chamber, which 
would not by the Prefidcnt Brudjhaw and the Court be fuffired ) to 
he was feruenced to be beheaded by the faid Prefidcnt, the which v/r V" NJ 
was accordingly executed on Jan. 30, on a Scaffold crefted be¬

.and fpeaking not much in the vindication of his innocency. He 
was afterwards Febr. ?th> by 4 Lords, and Dr. Juxon weeping, 
inhumed at winufor in Georges Chappcl, where Henry the eighth 
was formerly buried: after this, Proclamation was made, in 
Towns, That none fhould dare to proclaim Charls Stuart his fon, 
or any of that race or other, King of England , upon pain of death 
forTreafon 5 for the which, one Beaumont a Mimfter, was o.n the 
16th of February executed at Pontfratt*, the Scotch Commiflio- 
ners having before, Jan. 10. difavowed thofc proceedings of the 
Bngli(h,ai>d therefore, young Charls was on Febr. 5th proclaimed 
Kiugin^t/(tW,and on the 16 day likewife proclaimed in Ireland. 

Thehoufe ofLorcls being oiMhc 6 day of the fameFcb.votcd by the 
Commons, ul'cleflcand dangerous,(ancceflary confequcnccof the 
fall of Monarchy) and on the 17 day a Dcmocratical Government 
of 40 chief ones, called a Committee or Councel of State,was by 
and under the Parliament Senate appointed. Amongft which 
aftions, Duke Hamilton , Earl of Norwich , who had likewife rai¬ 
led Forces for the King in this laft War, Earl of Holland , Lord 
Ofdl, and Sir John Owen, were all brought to a Tryall before a 
kond High Court of Juftice, which began Febr. 10, and after 
fentcncc of death patted on all five, March the ( 5 th, two, to wir, 

Earl of and Sir John Owen, were on March the 8th re¬ 

prieved, and the next day the other three beheaded in the Palace- 
Yard of weftmirfer, Lord Capell behaving himfclf the moft confi¬ 
dently, and undauntedly at the time of execution. And to dole 
up this year in England , after the voting down of the Lords in 
Parliament, the Earl of Warwick, a Peer, was removed from his 
Admiralftftp at Sea, Febr. 215 and the next day, a confiderable 
fhip called the Hwr-Frigot revolted from this new State. But 
PoatfraH Cattle, that tough rolique of Garrifons, which all this 
time held out, was on March the 22, 1648, conftraincd tofur- 
render. 

In the mean time, the Frenchman by the Duke of luratn welt 
handleth the League with the Swedes in 1646, and reccivcth 
Anthony Barbertne the Cardinal at Paris, endowing him with fome 
yearly profits belonging to Spain : and among other aftions of this 
year, he fets his Army in Array at Genoa in Italy, againft whom 
the Pope oppofeth the Duke of Savilc. He alfo fits a Navy, and •

King of Naples: yet he vanquiflicth the Fort oi Arra^on, and 
befiegeth Lerida 5 but he received alter eight moneths fiege, a 
moft valiant repulfcby twoSpanifli Commanders, 7® of his 
Ordnance being taken, the Spanifb Souldictsbeing (pread abroad 
for the prey. But it was otherwife in Slanders this year • for by 
his Captains, the Dukcof Orleame and enguienne, In firft obtains 
the Town and garrifonof Cortraclt from the Spaniards, although 
they had a (harpconfli& with him at Cuerne about «s and then 
wins Vimilerg and Mardikc by aflault, and at lengtn that notable 
place for Pyrates, Dunkirk j a very great help and lafety to his af- 
fairs, if he could have kept if. 

But the Dut(b , who (as was fasd) had confultcd with the Prmh, 
ol aflailing the Spaniard on both fidcs of Slanders , do intercept 
riene by the croffing paflageof the River Mo[e, taking therewith 
many Captives of no lmall name and fame; yet they vainly cn. 
deavour this year, 1 6a,6 , to take Venloe by fiege. Ncitu-rindeed 
is any thing performed by them befidcs, worth the price of their 
warfare, unlcflc it were, that by bufying the Spaniard, they helped 
the French Expedition. They agree alfo to reftorc places that 
were poflefl'ed by them in the Juliacau field, unto theEkflour of 
Brandenburg , who married Ludovica, daughter to the Prince of 

Orange. ’ 

The fame year the King of Poland having joyned himfclf in mar¬ 
riage to Nivernia at rnrfove, he gives a hearing unto an Embafla- 
dour of the great Duke of Mofcovj, concerning a League- tc be mu¬ 
tually made againft the Tartars. And fearing war from both 
Turks and Tartars, hefludics watfarc •, againft which, the States 
(fearing an oppreffion ot their Country thereby) doflrotigly en* 
deavour. Whofc brother Qafimir is now counted or enrolled 
amongft the number of Cardinals: but being dilappoimcdw 
the title of a Kingly brightnefle conferred on him, (lucii was his 
zeal ) he quite left that pretended holy order. 

Now alfo the Turk and Venetian do ftrugglc, Join r, prllo be¬ 
ing declared General for thcfcjin the room, of SraniT s>in&»> v y'° 
clyed this year 1646, and frantis Molino chid Captain ot , ' |C 
Dukes Navy, both aged men, the firft above fevuty year; ot ng c > 
the fecond one under.

forfucccffour in his Gencral-fhip, after which, theyjoyninga U'VNJ 
doubtfull battel with the Turks at Retime, a Town that yielded it 
felfunto their violence, the Venetians (who think their contention 
againft the Turk a kind of holy Warj run to three remedies 5 
Prayers, Alms-Deeds, and Embaffagcs to other Princes to intrear 
their aid and afliftancc® The Jews alfo being taken in the very 
aft in palfing over or conveighing Weapons to the Turks. 

Moreover the Mofcovite the fame year, fends an Embaffadour 
into Swethland, being by all ncighbourlinefle ftudious of peace. 

ASvredifh Embaffadour it la Garde going likewifeto Taris, and 
mother from the Tranfilvanian } comming unto Lypfia, the Hun - 
nilm at the fame time, treating in their publicjue Aflemblics 
about confirming peace with the faid Tranflvanian Prince, and 
jikewife with tluir Emperour (who before had Crowned his 
fontheir King) concerning rooting out the Jefuites from amongft 
them. This honour alfo (at Stockholm ) the Swedes a fford unto Gu- 
jbvt Guftavifon the illegitimate fon of their late King, to be rec¬ 
koned among their Earls, although not capable of a King- 
dome. 

But the Bitliop of £ow*(wboif fccmsisfullof money) bertow- 
eth iSoooGrowns on a Chain to fliut up the Haven ot Civita Vec~ 

(Main 1647. Yet (as not having enough) in 1649* heisat vari¬ 
ance with the Duke of Parma about the Dutchy of Caftro , whe¬ 
ther it be the Fee-farm of the Church, They joyn battel about ir, 
but the Duke hath the upper hand, and then the Bifliop layes the 
blame of moving that war, on (jodfride a Marque fle 3 but comes 
toanagreement with the Duke for around famine, paying him 
300000 Crownes prefently down, and tfooooo Crowns 10 be 
told out to him a while after. Notwithftanding the Caftro( which 
Iundcrftand to be the houfe or Pailacc belonging to the land; is 
laid cquall with the gtound. And before the year was ended, a 
Jubilee or Feaft of joy and rejoycing is in a folemn (though Jcw- 

lih) manner opened or prepared at Rome . 

The fame year there is a new Governour for the Spaniard in the 
Netherlands, to wit, Leopold, Arch-Duke of Auftria s he fubdu- 
«h three Towns, Armentere that was laden with all kind of Vi¬ 
sual, alfo Cowhand Lenfe$ and afterwards Landrefe, the French 
(at the fame time) quickly taking Bajfea and Dixmude, attemp¬ 
ting alfo Newport, and at wawer at Bruxells , carrying all the fpoil 
°utof the place, turned 80 houfes into afhes. Yet now as a fore¬ 
runner of a league, there is a ccflation of arms be ween the Spani- 
and Dutch , but chemk've returns with difgracc unto ‘Dixmude, 

'vhile Ranzoze another French man rctake$(with great pains) Lenfe 
from the Spaniard , lofing fix eminent perfons in the atchievcmenr, 

Iruto this Countrey alfo arc brought out of the Indies ten Millions 
N a half of Gold.

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Somewhat there was to do likewife between the >r „ch and 
ff’chtm 4 ' 5 s F an 'i h on the other fide of France, this taking one place from tho 
'»i<}#. . French, &c. But this was remarkable,that Linda was now ftrong. 
l/WJ ly defended againft the Prince of Condee, who was General there 
in the room of Harcourt. 

But the next year, i ^48, the King of Spain (letting forth his 
Souldiers, and laying out his money at Ojtend, brings an Army 
into the field of 270oo,fubduingCortr4r<’,and yielding r/mothc 
Prince of Condy, and afflifts Ranzove the French Commander,who 
was now gaping for Oft end it fclf. Yet he fuffers a notable flaugh- 
ter and overthrow at Lenfe, for the French being increafed by the 
Army otErlack, beats the Spaniard grievoufly 5 Beck and his fon 
being both (lain, and taking the Prince of Eigne, and the Mat. 
quifleofCrvHM, with twenty Captains, dooo & 200 Common, 
louldicrs, fourty Great Gnns, 90 Enfignes. Through; It A the- 
Spaniard takes Furn, but lofcth it again, and receiveth lofle by 
the Duke of ^Modena at Fade, who fcattered 700 Spaniards, anil 
again, kills 300 of them, taking 1000 and 300. The Fmtl 
King alfo fending the Duke of Gutfe privily amongikthc (editions 
Neapolitans, was difappoiated of betraying the Towre or Gallic 
otcarminei the Duke was taken, and wasnotlctgo but with aran- 
fomc. Moreover homebred troubles arife now in France,{ubid 
caufe being theoppreflion of the people, which is not frail in 
that Kingdomc) the Duke of Orleans, together with the Senate 
(hiking at the Court, yet there was a prefent quietneffc, when at 
the King had changed the Judges of criminall caufes, andfomc. 
what eafed the people by Parliament. But (as a fore not healed 
to the bottomed the diftemper grew frcfla again, when as the Duke 
of Bru/Jells, more freely pleiding the peoples caufe, was call into 
bonds, the King going afidc unto the Temple of Saint Cermtnt, 
But at length, before this year’s expiration, which is 1648, when 
she Captive Duke was reftored, there is a fccond rell, the Kuig 
returning unto Taris, though with very much intreaty. A home¬ 
bred coni piracy (likewile) there was made at ottadrid the chin 
City in Spain, for the which, two chief aftours, Charts of Pithfi 
and Peter oiSylvapegme, Princes,loft their lives. f 

While thefe things were in aft ion, the Tartars , and Cofjatktol- 
fend Poland; the one wafting the Countrcy, being inftant for tnett 
tribute: and the other, for the reftraining their antient Religious 
rites, and the robberies of the Lievrcnants of tlwir Countries. 
They take two eonfiderable places of Poland this year 1^48 into 
pofleffion. And Dominick the PoUnclers General, defpifing W* 
counfell of wiefnenick, a chief Officer of that Army, is by tbciw 
jacks put to flight, lofing 72 piece ol Ordnance, and aoooo »out* 
diers, requiring for the ranlome of the Captive General, a etc 
fum: this great lofle caufed great flrife in their publics ale- 
blics, fo that they fought there about it.

fytCefcks M&Tartars,the Cofackshy force obtain both their an- L^v\J 
lient ceremonies of Religion, and an amendment of the Govern- 
©entof their Common-wealth. But the (fofacks flew in Poland 
©theyear 1648 ( So cruelmrc ffcy) 8000 Jews,and above aooooo 
Hitives. 

Toward the latter end of this year, Frederick, who was of late 
Atcfcbifhop of Xremes, is Crowned King of Denmark, this Church¬ 
man could not fay. My Kingdom is not of this world. And Mary 
tllwor the Queen Widow of Guffave Adolphm, is brought, (Peace 
being now concluded in germany) from fFolgaft with honour and 
folemtiity unto Stockholm . 

But the Venetians the Turks both by Sc a and land, in 

1647 and 1^48, for the Chriftian Navy under the Knights of 
M//4poffcflefome places in their enemies Land, taking many 
Oar-galleys, their land Army doing the like throughout Dalmatia, 
which lofles made the Turkifh Emperour gnafh his teeth for an- 
gcr,at his Captaias. Preys alfo being taken from him in Hungary, 
where he keeps a Bafhaw. And in 1648, Fofcol the Land- Gene- 
nll feourgeth them in Dalmatia, vanquifhing three Towns, and 
then difperfmg 4000 of thefe Infidels, two places more yielded 
ihemfelvcsunto Fofcol, yet he loft Licpa, and elfwhere the Turk 
hadfomeMafterdomc. But the Venetians get UMirabell in Creet 
with the Vi^uallingfbips: and his lofle by fliipwrack 
wasgreatj Grimmane the High-Admirall with iooo and 600 
Souldiers, with the value of 14 Millions: the Venetian fights 
ptofperoufly againft him alfo at the Forts of Dardanell $ for which 
bufinefle, the Govcrnour and three Bafhaws were flain at conjtan- 
tinofle, thirty Galleys come laden to Canned with Souldiers and 
Viflualls from the Turk this year, where two Forts arc loft and 
recovered by the Venetians , and that with much bloud, the Earl 
of Solm falls in battel, with feventeen Captains of a hundred men. 

The Venetians mainrainingaHo the Haven of the plealant Vale of 
toda inthat fruitfull Ifland, againft the oppofing Turks, whofe 
Emperour or Sultan Ibraim, is reported about the fame time, by 
reafon of his Tyranny, to have given place unto his fon, which if 
fo,muft be, by the Timariots, and however the Janizaries willing it 
foto be. 

The year following, ifyy, (which according to the Germane 
count, takes its beginning at January , but according to the Fnghjlj, 
notuntill March 25.) the Swedifh and Empcrian-wcapons are 
changed into confulrations for cftablifhing and confirming that 
pace, which was the year before agreed on. For the which,three 
flukes come togethar at ’Horimberg, the Duke of Amalfe from the 
Emperour, of Frsken for Sweden, and of \ r andort in the name of 
trance $ where they treat of four things, reftitution of what was 
Pofleffed, fatisfaftion for injuries, emptying or quitting of Gar- 

rifons, 
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rs-A^o rifons, and paying of the Souldiers. Amonglt other things^ this 
tfcVin 4 * was done. Thc Sottldier was fprcad thorow (even Cir. 

to o. * cles allotted them by the Emperour, untill the final confirmation 
(✓Wi of the peace. And five Millions arc wrung out for difeharging 
the faid Swedifh Souldiers, The emptying was begun at three fo* 
veraldiftancesoftime, byequalleftiraations j fo now, when at 
length he had the Articles of higheft concernment confirmed,then 
Ludovick the Palatinate is fuffertd to return unto Heidleberg, the 
caufe of whofc Countries reftoring we fee, was not upon fubmif. 
fion unto the Emperour, fomuch as upon conditions of Peace. 
This being done, the Emperour was prefent this year 'at define] 
among the publick Aflembliesof the land, where he would sot 
admit of the burdens of his Clergy, that had been toffed to and 
agen in debate fince the year 1*03, againft the Proteftams, 
whatever oppofition the Arch-bifhop made againft the Palati¬ 
nate. 

Yet the Conditions of peace were not fully agreed on untill the 
next year, 1 6 50j for they now alfo floutly labour thereabout at 
Norimberg \ but when as Hailbrnnne, with 3000 Royals a month, 
out of thepublique Treafury, were allowed for three moocths 
time unto the Palatinate, untill tke matter could be otherwife 
compofed, and four times five unto the Garrifonof 
there were three terms of time appointed, in which places that 
were kept of the Empcrour’s by others, (of whom, the Duke of 
Lorratn held three. Hammerfteyn, Landftule, and Homburg) fliouid 
be voyded: The french King lets go all Towns in the Coaftof 
Phene, befides the Cities of the Wood, The Emperour fireng- 
thens Prague and Eger, with the fame frontier that lay againft 
the Turks* he rcceiveth Oimuce, and othor places, as the Duke 
of huneburg did Nieburg at Vifurgc 5 and then the Souldicr wif 
payd offanddifeharged, who goes down by Companies unro the 
pay of the Spaniard* from whence fome fearful minds in Germn} 
(the Spaniard being hereby ftrengthencd,and the hired being Soul- 
diersof fortune) foretold fome hurtfull and unhappy thing to 
enfue, 

But to leave German-events, and return unto Brittains tmhfo 
ons; after that charts the late King was taken out of the wayind 
other Capital enemies, amongft whom, Colonel Poyr was (hot 
to death, April 25.1*49, this fecond (though but (hort)Wir 
being over in England, that Common-wealth fpeedily fet about 
the tranfporting a confiderable part of their viftorious Army inis 
Ireland , that had been too long hindered of relief by domeftique 
interruptions, whereby the united parties there (having 
claimed young Charts their King) had very much prevailed) asby 
and by we (hall fpeak: But there was a prefent flop made hereto 
by parries in the Army it felf, lirnamed, if not nick-named)^ 
vetters, as that they flu uld profeik to Jay every man'* cfiatccqud 
by force: Yet this! oncly find) that thole fo called) refufed to pal* 
over into/re/4^,un till they jfoould fee (the King being now gone*

In the mean time, the Covenant in England , was turned into in 
Engagement, for the which there was an A6t made Jan. a. ity } 
by the Parliament for its lubfcriptioti 5 it ran thus, / do beefy 
pmriife and engage to be true and faithful unto this Common-wealthy it 
is nowejtablijbed without King orboufe of Lords, Upon this,many were 
tryed atid owed of their places and Offices, as in rhe Uoiverfities 
and clfcwherc ^neither coul‘d any one have any publique iraploy- 
ment either in that National Church or State, that refufed tufub- 
feribe; nor indeed could he challenge any proie&ion from the 
laid Cjnimon-wealth. 

A lime before tins, news was brought to England of fome of 
their Plantations that fell off from obedience to this State, and 
either thinking or faying tothemfelvcs according to the Romin 
Proverb, [Amiquumvolof] 1 will have the old Law ftill, I will 
have no Innovations; punifhcd divers with branding, fines, and 
banifhmcnt, for not conforming unto Monarchy, and the old 
Church- Liturgy ; chefc were Virginia, and thofc called Ojfo- 
jjlands : who were notwithftanding (by a prohibition of all Traf- 
fique with them, and the induftryot Sir George *A)fcue's Fleet,) 
within not many moneths, thcmfelvcs Nolens^ volcns, reduced to 
Conformity. 

This year alfo 164 9, toward the latter end of O&ober, wai 
JohnLilburn( who had been anoppofer of one and t'other,moft part 
of the .Wars, and was committed to the Tower at London in Ju* 
ly, 1646) brought to tryal for his life, (by a Seflions called on 
pur pole) for inveftivc books (that were generally believed to be 
of his penning) againft both the Governours, and Government of 
England , who notwithflanding was,beyond expectation by a Jury 
of 12 men, acquitted, and thereupon releafed. 

We find the Scotch King about the end of 1645?, March 1*, at 
Btedagh in the Netherlands, with whom the Scots there treated, 
and concluded, an utmoft endeavour to re-inftate him in his Fa¬ 
ther** Throne over the three Nations 5 in order to which, Jane d, 
1650, he fet forth from Holland, landed in theNorth ofM- 
land . Englifh fhips lying in vain to intercept him. He was not 
crowned King of that Nation, untill Jan . 1. following. Far he 
did not afeend that Throne with cafe j (For firft he took their 
Solemn League and Covenant, and then ('which went againft the 
• hair) figned a Declaration framed by the Kirk, for abandoninghis 
Fathers fins, and his Mothers Idolatry, &c.) And fcarce at all 
might he laid to enjoy it. For England's Parliament (upon this 
agreement between the Scots and their King, refolvcd to prevent 
a War in their own bowels, by invading Scotland . To which end,

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Cornell was feat tor out ot Ireland, (things being now in a vifito- 
tious condition there) who leaving Ireton his foil in law Deputy #f Gt , riftj 
jn his room, returned into England about the beginning of Jur.e, to i«fo. 
i6}0» CMoutioJJe (the old Thorn in Scotland's Tides) not long be- 
fore, attempting to infeft his Countrey with frcfli fupplies, was 
on March 2?, defeated by a party of that Kirk’s, and being dif- 
eraccfully brought prifoner unto €dMurgh-Caft\c } May 18, was 
on May 21, barbaroufly hanged and quartered by his inccnfed 
Coumreymen. After whom, feme others were there executed, 
as Urreji and Spotswood, &c. the faid Spotswoocl confeffing he had 
a hand in the murther of one Dr, Dorijlaus an Fnghfb Agent, at 
thcHigncin Holland, May 3,164<?, who was about the middle 
oljune interred at Wejlmu.fUr* • 

And the year following, (fuch was the malice of fome in other 
Nations againft England) Mr. Anthony A feh am, (a man of accom- 
plilhed abilities for fuch an undertaking) whowasfent from the 
Parliament a publique Minifter into Spain, was June 6, 1650, 
cruelly ftabbed in the head at CMadrid, by one of the fix that had 
eific admittance into the room,his interpreter Riba ^Spaniard, being 
alfokiTd in the place. perfons all (favc one)being carried to 
prifonfrom the San<Stuary,by the King of Spates Command,occa- 
fioned adifference between the faid King and that Church,its pri- 
viledges being, as the Church-men pleaded,here by infringed. 

But General Fairfax being ik>w voted by the Parliament to 
march with an Army againft the Scots, (for Rcafons heft known 
tohimfelf) laid down his Commiflion, whereupon it was im¬ 
mediately conferred on Oliver Cromwell, June 16, 165©, who two 
dayes after advancing Northwards, (The Parliament alfo pub¬ 
lifting a Declaration of the grounds and reafonsof that advance, 
which was afterwards font unto Edenburgh from the new General , 
by a blinded Trumpeter) the Scots expollulatcd the bufiiuffe in 
Papers fentto theGovernourof Ncw-Caflle, putting the £ngli(b 
in mind both of the Covenant, (which the Engagement had now 
buried) and alfo of a large Treaty and Union between England 
and Scotland*, The which their Overtures with young Claris had 
diflolved : So that the Englifh Army encrcd Scotland July 2 2, and 
on the 2 5th day came to lOunbar, where they were refrefbed with 
provifions by their (hips: but afrerwards, for five or fix weeks 
ipace, endured uo fmall difeouraging hardfhips by ficknefle of 
Souldicrs watchings, wctntflc, and coldncfTe enough ot the wea¬

her feet of feuldiers, and other ftanders by, mud needs in the

The King of portugall, having many places and Pariflics within 
his dominions void of Pricds, treats with the Bifliop of Rome in 
1649, concerning receiving an Embafladour, and the fupptying 
thole empty charges with Ghurch-mcn: publifhing withall, a 
book, that unlcfle the Bifliop did cure that neglcft, he would take 
that right to himfelf. The defeat was not lupplyed by the Bl- 
fhop, and yet notwithftanding, he doth not allow or indulge the 
raid King, in taking to himfelf the pri viledg of appointing Bitopi 
See. in the year 1^50. 

But the United Provinces of the Netherlands have no great joy 
for the peace made in 1with the King of Spain, bccaufc they 
found it more profitable for the people, when the war was vigo¬ 
rous amongfl them, which mud needs be by the Souldiers (pen¬ 
ding their pay there, and taking offpoil, which fits like) they fold 
to the inhabitants at a mean rate. But as he that livetb by Phy - 
fick, may truly be faid to live mifcrably $ fo that is but a wret¬ 
ched pelf, that's gotten by bloud, ruines, and deflations. Yet 
the Prince of Orange had aimed the fame ycat i found them 
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fume work among thcmlclves who finding not fueh entertainment f\A>o 
fas hi> no v alpirmg foveraignty, beyond his Predcceflours expc- tcchm 6 
ft.-d, it A njlcrdam in the Province of Holland $ Bicard, or Bichcr, to 1650. * 
aC-Mihiil or Lord of that City, having without the advice of the 
other Provinces, commanded, for keeping the pcacc-fakc, the 
fouMicrsthar werefpread through the Garrifons to be difehar- 
ged) be attempted fccrctly and politickly to feizc upon the City 
of Amlfcrdarn at unawares, by Horfe and Foot under the com¬ 
mand of Cou )t milium , who were comming in the night, and were 
to be at die fown-Ports, at an appointed time, the Foot that went 
before being to make entrance for tlicHorfc. If this had taken ef¬ 
fect, tnat huge nlattb of crca lure, that was banked up there, had 
fallen into his hands,with which he might have helped the Scotch 
King,his brother in Law * in whole fathers Throne,the faid Prince 
bid a vehement dclirc to fee him cftablifhed. But the defign was 
fiullrate, by intelligence given before-hand, by the Pott comming 
from Ham borough, whereat all warlike preparations were made to 
defend me City againttthc afl lylanr, and the fluccs opened.

conciliation with the Spaniard, whofe Arch-Dukc that is now the 
Govcrnourof Belgium, takes alfo Ipra from them there, befides 
hvo other places, and fends 4000 robbers of the prey into Campa 
***• Yet the next year, 1650. thvSpaniard had greater advanta- 
pw the French, byreafonof that Nation’s Civill difeords and 
troubles, which in a greater mcafurc again brake out $ for three 
ofthechief fubjc&s of that King being imprifoned by an arreft 
from the Queen Mother and Cardinal Mazarine , that great 
Church-Statcf-mau, and the Queens huge favourite (in whofe 
hands the management of State-affairs were in the Nonage of the 
young King Lewis, whofe Father died as was faid in 1 £43,) to wit 
fte Prince* of Candy, of Conti, brethren of the lloyali bloud, and the 
duke ofLongvillc their fitters fon,for thatupon this difcontcnt,thcy 
look fome ftrong holds of the Kingdomcinco pofleflion, the which 
^re (after their imprifonmentj reduced by force, threatnings, 
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and lavour) yet now (be people (wanting not leaders,) and being 
enraged at the Duke of Efpernon,but general againft c Mazarine) 
a civill war unlverfally ovetfpread the whole Land} thcDukeof 
Bullein ftirring up the people of Aquitane, who as well as the 
Princefle of Conti), and the Dutchcflc of Longyille , defired aid,both 
by money and Souldiers from the Spaniard, who fupplyed them 
therewith. After much bloud Ipilt, the liberty of thofc Princes 
was procured, Efpernon was withdrawn from Burdeaux, and from 
Government in the Common-Wealth, but the Cardinal with all 
his kindred were banilhed, yet he loon returned when the ftornt 
was a little over, with a kind of triumph, both to the grief of the 
emulating Princes,and to the grievance ofaftrvile Commonalty, 
who labour with continued troubles.

Two overthrows the Venetian gave him-, one in 
the Haven of Eoggto, where 7 2 Ou-Galleys ptriihcd, 18 bigger 
fhips^ofliips laden, 6000 Turks were fl tin together with the 
Bafoaw,taking as many more Prifoners. And this with the lotto 
of but 90 Venetians) and 40 wounded. 

Thismade the Sultan mad with rage,and he changes the Purple 
Garments 0 [Saranzone, his Ecnbafladour with others, into a mour¬ 
ning weed; he caffs the Chriftians into chains, and falls upon 
them with whips, but by the perfwafion of the French Oratour, 
heis appeafed. He alfo makes flop of the Englijh Ships, and io 
returns unto his force againft the Venetians : VVho flew 1500 
Turks at the Haven of Suda, drowning fix Galleys,with the Bafliaw 
that was their chief Captain. They contend vehemently for 
Motenwe, 4000 Sacks fluffed with Wooll, and 33000 Scaling 
Ladders being brought thither for ftorming, ’tis twice loft, and as 
often recovered again, butatthc third attempt, a Mine is made 
underground that confumcd 3000 Turks, and 200 Cnriftians, 
Twice were the Alps of Italy crofted, into the lower Hungary, for 
prey. 

And when Haafe had given place mtoColorede, and had gone into 
^Almatia, 20000 Turks were there confumed with the Plague. 
The Sultan could willingly have laid afide Greet this year, but, yet 
hecould not doit, becaule of a Mofchee or Temple of Mihomet, 
that he undertook there to confecratc. However, more than 
% thoufand Chriftians (fo called) were Captivated by 
him. _ . 

The next year 1650, he is watchfull over the perfians , who 
(hewed their arms in a bravery againft Babylon \ and reneweth 
peace with the Hungarians, who the year before, became the hm-

tries, to confirm the ftrength of power. - 

william therefore, begetting two fons, and four diVgmts-,Cliarls 
Frederick, the elder, a Prince of great hope, dyed in 1577, m 
the llowc-r of his age, at Rome, yolut the other fon, (bis father dy¬ 
ing 1 s ? ») fucccedcd in his dominions. But being fitkly, ana 
begetting no children of two wives, in 15?? left them (being 
dead) to be of divers Princes defired. But by the EmperourS 
authority, the inheritance had regard to his fitters: thecldcft t 
whom (married to the Duke of Boru/ta) dyed in 1608, betoc 
John, leaving one oncly daughter, Anne, who afterward marric 
sioifmuncl Ek&our of Brandenburg, which is tlic Grandfather 01 
the HtoEle&our Frederick : whence the Brandenburg, ans derive 
their tight to thole Provinces.

The fourth marrying Charts Marqucffe of Burgo 
via, the Palatine of Neoburg, palled over her right tohimlclt 
certain agreements. Therefore John dying, and others able 8

his Mothers name 5 Ernejt Marquclsot Brandenburg in the name of cbr -^ 
If his brother the Elcflour Sigifmund and his Wite,poflcfled thole to i<!t 3 . 
empty Provinces: making an agreement at Tremonia the la ft of 
J equally to govern the laid Province, till it (hould be friendly 

bv judgment decided of every one’s right. 

Tneit was it provided by the States of the Ccaintry, concerning 
Religion, and the excrcife thereof, That the Roman Gatholiquc, 
aad other Chriftian Religions, as fpread abroad thorow the Ro- 
manEmpire; fo alfo in thefe Provinces, as to their publique ex- 
ttcifc, they be continued, and defended, nor that any one be trou¬ 
bled therefore. But when as at that time, there was altnott onely 
the excrcife of the Catholique Religion, in all places of the Do¬ 
minions, except a few, into which, about the Uft time of Duke 
trill,am, and his fon, againft the Commands of the Princes, Ma¬ 
llets of new Religions had creeped i it came to pane, that by the 
winking and emulation of the new Princes of different Religion, 
newmafters were (irivingly brought in againft the former Covc- 
nants and prom ifes. But,the AT«**g/«Palatinc,leaving the Angu- 
hue ,acknowledged the Roman Church openly inn 6 14 He pro- 
fefted it at Du/seldorp, marrying Magdalene the Duke of Bavaria s 
Witter j beginning alfo to be much more diligently intent that, 
before ; that,what was agreed on in the beginning,the exerciie of 
the Catholique Religion thould beoblervcdin thole places,where 
ic had been before; thole being font away and call: our, who had 
ken hitherto brought in againli the Covenant, or hence follow¬ 
ing endeavoured to creep in. And that the rather, becaulc it was 
exprefly agreed in the liorufsian and TTeoburgian marriages $ that 
if the inheritance of thefe dominions (hould chance to come to the 
above mentioned daughters: there fhould be no inno vation : bur 
the Catholique Religion retained without any obrtacle.^ But the 
Imdtabiirriam thought it neither hindered the nuptial Cove¬ 
nants, nor the State’s promife, if the followers of other Religions, 
than what was ufual, was brought in $ fo it might be done with¬ 
out wronging the Catholiques, and they among thefe do live 
quietly and peaceably: moreover, it made tor the no lefle quiet ot 
foe confidence, than of the Common-wealth, feeing tis a tiling 
uncomely, and diverfe from the worthinefle of a Prince, i hat no 
excrcife of his own Religion* fhould be lavylull in his own 1 ro- 
vinces, (which Religion is onely one) whole likenefle and agree¬ 
ment may breed love to them, and the reverence of their ^ub- 
jffts. Thisdiverfcncffe of opinions incrcafed, after they divided 
tnc Provinces betwixt them, and the contention came even alar, 

that the States of Holland intermingled them * and to affright rhe 
Neolurgian (tom his purpofe, what they could, (by their Garn- 
fonsof the neighbouring Cities of %heinberck and Orfoy , led cap¬ 
tives the parilh Pridts, and religious perfons out of the Duke- 
domes of Montta and Julia ; and held them fomc years in hard 
cuftodyj in which alio, fome were confuted with grief and mi- 
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rs. A^\ iety, plainly harm U demand wichout the like game, danger, and I 
of chrtft 0 coiuroverfie: whence it came to pafle,that many CathoUcjuepa- 
to 1653. * riih priefts fleeing for fear,their fubjc&s long wanted thecxcrcifc 
l/W of divine worfhip: and many Infants departed this life without 
baptiftn $ perfons of riper age without Confeffion and the Eucha. 
rift. Therefore, the Neoburgian, that he might deliver himfelf 
and fubjefts from thefc difficulties; after letters fent, and Embaf. 
fages to and from Camerarm Burgftorff, chief man with the Elector 
of Brandenburg, in the year 1647, he thus concluded Apr.8,about 
Religion, and its excrcife, at Du/eldorp : That the Churches,and 
their goods and revenues fhould be reftored to thofe that poflefled 
them in the year 1 609 \ but both the publique and private exer- 
eife of Religion without the Churches, fhould be in that manner 
as it had been in any part of the year 1611, Moreover, if was 
r confirmed by the Ele&our: and Deputies fent from either Prince, 
who begin the execution of the laid traofa&ion. But here again 
the a&ion ftuck* The Brandenburgians would not go back from t 
promifcuous ule ot Religion, and that in the ftrength of the firft 
Reverfals, Tne Neoburgiam contended (on the contrary; that 
they muft of ncccflicy infift on this tranfattion, which had been 
taken up as a moderating of the faid Rcverfals, of whofemeaning 
hitherto the Princes could not agree. So they departed, theflw- 
terun-ended. But the Neoburgian 9 w\\ci\ as not long after, a whole 
pacification was ended in Germany) becaufe the particular tranf- 
attions did not proceed, he fleeth to the obfervance of that; and 
for reftoring Religion and its excrcife, he took the year 1 ^gene¬ 
rally prescribed in that pacification,in example of the other Prin¬ 
ces, who now began to confult of that in many places throughout 
the Empire. Amongft thefc things, the Ele&our of Brandtnlurg 
in this year 16 51, talking with the Elc&our of Saxony a fevydayes 
in Li e(h ten burgh Caftle, went to Clive > fending fomc Armies be¬ 
fore, which he had drawn out of his garrifons, and others to fol¬ 
low after; over all which he had placed Otto Sparriw , they be¬ 
ing in all,a!moft 4000. A Command was published at Cliu, 
June the 15th, in thcElc&our'b name, and ftraightway fattened 
on fomc places,in the Dukedoms of Motuiattid 7«//4,tothur State* 
and Inhabitants * The Elcftour firit fignilying, he came 
’ jrhofe Provinces, that he might reftorc their liberty and priviled- 
ges, into the ancient place and vigour, according to the Cove¬ 
nants and promifes entred into by their Anceftors, againft the ft di¬ 
vers injurie s of the Palatine of Neoburg $ and in order hereto it 
was needful, that one place or other be poflefled where he might 
fallen his foot. Where none ought to interpret that thing other- 
wife than he thinkech, fince it is not his purpofc, to feck any other 
than the glory of God, thefafetyof his Countrey, and Juftk f i 
which he would have imparted to all and everyone, without re- 
fpe&of their Religion, according to the Covenants and t ran lad i* 
ons of former years. And then, he commanded all Governours 
and Inhabitants of thefc Dukedomes, that hcncc-forward they

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decree or pay not any contributions to the Palatine of Afc«fcr., 
a {f 0 rd him no ayd, by couultl or deed, bur that they refpirt and Dl - Chrifl ; w 
obltTVchim and his heirsor.cly. At laft he ti reateneth, if any 1^3. 
one fliall goon to relift this Ebift, or (hall help the Neoburgian by L/VNJ 
anymeaiw he (talcingaway all his privilcdges) fliall hold him 
jot an enemy and Rebel. The fame day of his Edi&s divulging, 
l’ncEk‘6tour’s Souldicrs-attempted Angermond Caftle, by florni- 
ing, and calling in many granadocs, lomc Citizens and ethers 
being (lain at tire firft outer, and then, when the Caftle made 
(Iroiigcr refiftance than they had hoped, the ftrect being plundred, 
and the adjacent Temple, thcfpoylcrsgo thorow the neighbour¬ 
ing places with the fa me force. And in the Temple of the V iJ- 
\mMulhem, not being content to have rubbed ti.ar, they flay an 
Infant in its Mother’s arms, by cleaving ics head. Thence to the 
Village Pempelfurt , in the fight of Dufseldorp , and the very Pons, 
coining to the Village, driving away all tne Princes herjs, and 
1c4t cartel, they I poyl as much as they might for the time, add¬ 
ing threacnings of fpeedy coming with a greater Army and forces. 

Id die mean time, the Ele&our had fent to the Emp, r< ur to pm go 
or acquit himf If, explaining the caufes of this his adion ag.iir.ft 
che Palatine, which for brevity fake I forbear here p inkularly 
to fee down. But the Palatine openly preceding by a writing 
of the force and wrong bo ught on him : refuted alfo what things 
were puohlhcd againft uim in the Eledtoui's name, by a contrary 
wririn t : and then lent to foliciic Leopold the Arch Duke, and 
(bath Duke of Lorrain for ayd, torcpdlthe unthought-of war: 
fending alfo to Fienna, pcTte&ly to inform the Emperour of all 
tilings, and require help againft unjuft force. And having firft 
purged himfclt to Crfat of Brandenburg his accufation, he confu¬ 
ted it by a divulged writing.* And (the while; mufters Souldicrs 
rroughuiic all his Dominions, over whom he placed Juhn Baro of 
X'ufrfjtnberg) and Philip returning out of Brabant , brought a part of 
the Lorrain Army. 

They pitching their Tents, fate down between Ratinge and Di*f- 
fthlorp againft the Brandenburgians, who had taken up their place 
not far from thence, at the mouth of finger flowing into Rfane. 

There, among often skirmifhes made* at length by the Princes 
hiking together, a pacification began, and then by the Emperours 
Embafladours, it was brought to an iflue at Clive, Oftober the 
eleventh, that the controverfy of Religion and its excrcife, be cx- 
amined and decided by the Emperours Commiflioners long fince 
named 5 to wit,theBitbopof CMunfler, and che Duke of BrunJ- 
with) and that to thole two may be joyned, to wit, Auguflw Duke

to that judgment without further comraJi&ion, by force of the 
late puolickpacification } but (the mean time) all things (hall 
be rcltorcd into that flatc in which tiny were belorc thefe (ha- 
kings, nor (hall any one be troubled lor Religion. And then, 
(hall neither, for the future, wage war on other, even undcrany 
pretence, and that under penalty, of violating the peace, and the 
1 .fie of all rights, which any oneprerendeth to thefe dominions; 
but ih ill let go contr iverfics hcnce-forward to arile, toa friendly 
compofure, and judiciall fcntence.

But after that Charts Stuart was at or about the beginning of Jan. 
j6^o Growiled King o( Scotland^ at Shoone^ the uftsall placeoffot- 
mer Coronations, (which Monc»h,»s I have faid, beginneth ilia 
1651 year of the Germane Account) in a folctnn aflembly of the

Kina’s Seal was committed to the chief Man of die Senate, the 
Arcnbifhop of Tboloufe. Moreover, tltc Prince of Conde going into 
his own Province of Jquitane, the minds ot the Burdegalw.s being 
in friendfbip with him, mufters new Armies; many of the Court 
and Nobility following him j by wliofe favour and wealth, when 
he had drawn both all Aquitane, and $<»»«»/>,with the ncighbout. 
in*' Cities, it appeared, that he undoubtedly attempted a new 
V?ar The King endeavouteth, with the Duke of O.leante and 
the Senate ot Pareto *PP eafc Conde > that layingdown his aims, 
he might fit down quiet in his own Province. When that could 
not be obtained, he alfo preparing arms, condemns Conde ofTrea- 
fon; and leaving Par*, fpeedily goes to P/Saw, fpeedi y calling 
back the Cardinal, who, the while, had enrolled fome forces for 
this event.

1 
ctccd to the Cofsacks, to denounce peace, if they obeyed j but con- 1 /VVI 
ttatily, war; and alfo for that war, if there were need, to ad¬ 
vance the Charges and common Cuftoms, and that 36000 for¬ 
eign Souldiers fhould be entertained, befides thofe Armies that 
were in the Kingdom, and that it ftiould fee in the King’s power, 
when there was need, to call all the Nobility to arms, and fo to 
meet the enemy with all the forces of the Kingdom. The Aflcm- 
blics ended, the King defigned fix Poland Peers to go to Kim in 
E.nbaflage to theCa/Va^nand that being in vain,he bent his mind 
10 provide for Arms 5 fending away thofe tbotow Toland and 
trofsia, who fhould mufter wliat Army they could, and at firft of 
the Spring, ftiould bring them to him beneath tubline, with his 
whole Nobility which he was fpeedily to call forth, ready fur- 
nithed and provided. Cbimelensky hcaringof the iflue of the Af- 
fcmblies, prepared himfclf no lefle flowly for an imminent war. 

Neither onely entring into fellowfhip with the Tartars but alfo 
he had feat dilpatchcdMcflengers toConjlantimpU^nd to the neigh¬ 
booting Tutkifh Governours,and into Transylvania for ayd. Some 
of whom being intercepted, difeovered his wonderful counfcls 
andetud attempts againft Poland. Therefore in the beginning 
of the Spring ,Cbimilensky, palling over Boryjlhenes, led 140000 
(among whom were 1 2000 Taurican Tartars , whom as yet 4*1 000 
others were to follow) into Polynia, and there, poflefling fome 
places, pitched his Camps. The Polanders in the mean time,

Which (laughter haftened 
Chimelir, skies coming out of Polynia, whete he had alfo forcibly

••againft the enemy. Neither did Cbmielensky (hift off the fight, 

•••w more fierce, becaufe the Emperour of Tartars himfelf had 
a little before, entred in his Camp with the moft choyfc of his 
Soiildiefs, And then he far exceeded the Polonians in number i 
fw if credit be to be given tothofc who have written ofhisCamp,- 
•'was to the number of 300000. Therefore both Armies mo- 
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vine forward, they came together at the Town Hertjlak. Thclirit 
A r nn" Uso 0 H fe t 0 n the Polanders Camp was made by 10000 Tartars, Jut 
’ ag w ho being re'pulfed with flauglucr, the bmperour himfelf 
next day, with all bis Tartars, and part ot the Cofsacks, affaulted 
the Colander's, Army with great force: and that battle endured, 
until) night withdrew the fighters. This two dayes battle wasa 
flourilliine skitmifh before the general fight; and as yet, their 
forces were in danger of departing from each other with a mutual 
fear On the third day therefore, which was the laft of Jm, 
the whole Army nut, and that with fuch force and ftiffntffeon 
both fidcs, that it long remained doubtful which fide fliould have 
the viaory. At laft, the polanders ftrength overcame, who,when 
they had made their fit ft afl'ault on the Tartars, and had driven 
them from their Handing, their flight very much troubled the 
Cofsacks Army. So the moll numerous Army being feattetedand 
put to lheht, left a moll ample viaory to the Polonms. The King

mean while, the bufinefle of quitting Franckendale, f which was 
as yet held by a Spanilh garrilon)after many debates, wasbrought

fbould be reftored to the Ek&or ot HetdeUurg, by vtrtucolihe 
German Pacification. And alter thele things, the Empctuut 
about the end of this year fummoned publiquc Aflcmbhtsol the 
Empire, at Rattsbone 5 inviting ta the mean time, the Ekflours 
to hid), to Prague, unto a very friendly Difcourfe, whither he

But in Poland things were now no Idle quiet than in Fruit, Foe 
there, publiquc Aflemblies being fummoned at the beginning of 
this year itfyi, and almoft brought to an end, theimmedinjof 
one Provincial Mcflenger dilperkd them $ the Under Chancellor 
of the Kingdom, having Jolt the King’s frkndl'rup, the Nobility 
difdaining him, and being condemned by the king and Senate of 
Trcafon, he fled firft to Petnccve, and thence imo SrrethlM The 
Cofsachs the while, and the Tartars, being flirted up by. thele trou¬ 
bles, making Uaughtcr ei the Fdtnian Army ( that defended the 
frontiersjat Boryflbenes ,break again out of their dens mioFehtHe 
and fining that Prince a great iumme ol money, are now faid ta 
a (fault Capttntct in Podalia, the (fronted Caftltol that Province, 
with the greateft force. Which things fo pierced the tdin- 
ders, that ihc King calling his Nobility again to arms, fummoned 
hew general Aflemblies of the Kingdom. 

There dyed in Germany in idyl, about the end of September, ^ 
Maximilian Elcdtour of Bavaria, ill the 78 year of his age: who' 
(faith one) was not to be put behind (in the glory of warhque 
dceds,cfpccialiy in his Religion,prudcncc and felicity) any Prince 
of his Time; who of his latter Wife Mary. Anne daughter of FtrOk 
fitnd the fccondjEmperour, left two fons, Ferdinand Merit, and 
Franca Ignatiut, heir not oncly of their father’s Dominions i but 
alfo of his virtue and glory.

Then on Miy 11 following) he having his Jatt audicnccin the 
lame order and Hate as at his firft receiving: after a brief fpeech 
made unto the Queen, and flic likewife fignifying her high con- 
. J temment taken, n at thcLord Protc&or thould at fuch a fcafon 

fend fo honourable an Embaflic entrufted to the management of 
fo worthy a perfon: and mat (lie accounted it a very greiuddi- 
tion of happinefle to her Reign, that (lie had madcfointiiw^ia 
Alliance, &c. And that although flac was about to quit herCo- 
verftment, yet fhe (hould remain a perfett friend to the Protcftor; 
not doubting, butthatthe Prince her Coufih, and all others whs 
{hould fucceed, would be careful inviolably to maintain the 
fricndfhip of that Common-wealth. This tranfaft ion being per- 
formed at Upfall, a Town and Univerfity there. 

A little before which time, were the fpirits and expedition* 
of fome Scots heightned > partly through promifes which their 
King made them by his Agents 5 and partly through the difeon- 
tent of divers perfi >ns in England 5 fo that under the cowfflind of 
the Earls of Gjlencarn and Kcnmore, was an Army raifed in M- 
landot 4000 horfc and foot j who Rendezvouzmg at the Lc#> 
Colonel (Morgan with about 1500 horfc and loot rhere wholly 
routed them, Fcbr. 17. 1^53, and flew about 15© of them, M 
then did the affairs of Ireland tend more and more towards per¬ 
fect fcttlement, by rcafon of the vigilant care which the Lord 
Deputy Fleetwood and the Councel had 111 tranfplanting the Itift 
Natives into the Province ot Connaught, whereby the Englift 
there were in ail likelihood fccurcd both in life and efUtc, from 
Infurrc&ions. 

In themoneth of May following, 1*54, a difeoverjj being 
made of a fccond Confpiracy againft the Lord ProteAor’s life> 
and to be put in execution on a prefixed day, as he {hould go be¬ 
twixt London and Hampm-Court : alfo to feize on all guards about 
the Cijy of London, the City it felf, and alfo the Tower thereof 
to. proclaim Claris Stuart King of England, Scotland, and InUm 
&c, a High-Court of Juftice (fo called) was erefled in 
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Htll lul. 1. before whom, three of the apprehended Confpira- rvV'"> 
lots being brought, to wit, John Gerard, Peter fotrell, and Somerfet 
tux: they were charged of High-Treaibn 5 and upon proof to ,«8. 
thereof, were condemned to dye: one whereof, to wit, i'o.v,being UTAJ 
reprieved for his free and ingenuous confeflion: the other two 
(who denyed the knowledge ot any fuch defign) fuffering accord¬ 
ing to the Sentence, Jui. 10. Vomll being hanged; but Retard, 
upsn petition, bflicadeAm Tower-Hill: on which fad Tneatre, 
one Don Pantalion S,,brochertothc Portugal Embaffadour then iq 
,£ H bnd, for a murder by him (with his companions; a good 
while before committed on a man at the New-Exchange. And 
on the very morning of this execution-day, were rhe Articles of 
Peace (now fully concluded betwixt England and the Kingdom of 
Mined) fianed by rite fame Etnbafladour j who immediately 
withdrew out of the City. 

Btitthofcin the Highlands of Scotland (being not as yet dilcou- 
necd, and receiving lomc addidonall ftrcngih from Middleton 
Who had landed there out of Holland, as chiet Generali for the 
young King) were quickly again reputed an Army .againft whom 
Generali Monk being fent, and in thofe High-lands attending their 
motions in (overall Marches from June the ninth, id 5 4, unto July 
»efollowing,he by dcgrics totally defeated them; Middleton 
himfelf being nectflicated to flee and take (hipping out of scot- 
land 5 and his feattered forces daily repairing unto the Garrilons 
of£»?Wr Common-Wealth for mercy. 

On Sept, tne third following 1654, (the Prot«ftour think- 
itig it mccr to fumvuon a Parliament, two Indentures being firft- 
made, one between ihc Sheriffs of particular Counties, and th® 
choofcrs of Memoers, and another between the Sheriffs and the 
Btttgcflcs ("with the Iuhabitans of Burroughs, fo chofcn) that they 
lortncmfclves, and people of the laid Burroughs, have full power 
toad and eonfent to thofe things which in Parliament (hall hap¬ 
pen, fo f ey alter not the Government from one Angle perfon and 
sParliiment, as then fetled. They met at U'ejlminjler Abbey, then 
repairing to the houfc, and beginning toquclUon the lawlullneflc 
of that power which called them together 5 a recognition of the 
Government was to be figned by them before their entrance into 
theHoufe again; which 010ft of them figuing, they late five 
Moneths, according to the time allotted by the inftrument ot Go¬ 
vernment ; and January the two] and twentieth following, were 
diffolvcd by the Proteffour. 

Bat (whether for glory fake, or revenge of an injury) an Army 
under the command of Generali Venables, was conveighcd by a 
Fleer of Ships, fet forth out of England under the conduft of Gene- 
tall Pen , towards the Ifland of Hifpaniola , (the firft place in Ame¬ 
nta. that Columbus difeovered for the King 4 Spam, and by the Spa* 
nurds not a little fet by) who fetcing fall from Tortf/nouth, Decern. 

* 7 . were at Barbadoes January the twenty cigth after, where the 
Whole Fleet being certified to be in a good condition, March"?; 
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i 54, and having feized on eighteen 'Dutch Merchants Ships, for 
trading there contrary to an Ail of the long fitting Parliament, 
they tnencc failed for Hifpaniola,on thethirticth day of the faaj 
Moneth} where landing (though not all at once) in Aprill jol. 
lowing} they (through the climates unkindnefle, want of water, 
and other necifliirics, and their enemies expertnefle of the Coun¬

In the meantime, the Protcftour, his Councill, and Army Of. 
fleers, were imployed at home, infuppreffinga difeovered Plot,' 
and infurrcatons.in divers places} for it was certified from Yerk 
unto London, March a 6 , 1^55,that oneSir Richard Malivtttr, in. 

viting his Tenants a few nights before,unto a Supper,incited them 
to joyn in Awns with him j who(withothers)intended(0feizeon 
the City of York the fame night for King Cbarls , appointing them 
a Gate where he would meet them: and going with four of them 
unto He Say Moor, divers chief of the Country met them, with 
Carts laden with Arms} yet the appearance being toofmill,they 
difperfedagain. Wheretbre, thefaid Maliverer was neccCiuted 
to flee beyond the Seas. There were feme faid to be riflenabout 
t_Merionetb jhire, and other parts of mlcs : againft whom, Come 
other Inhabitants rofe to joyn in oppofing them. Another piny 
repotted 500,(though not fo many) rofe in Nottingbamfbirefiikm 
from Colonel Hacker, a party marched out of Letcefierfbirefohh 
prefle.

1^5 5 s «nd on the 
28th day proclaimed (one cffcft of which league, was the exiling 
of the houfc of the Stuarts out of the French Dominions). Before 
which, there was certain intelligence from Bayonne and $. Stfc 
fliany Sept. 5th, that the King of Spain had made a feixureof the 
perfons and goods of the Englifh within his power; and onJFebr. 
llth following, War with England mi openly proclaimed by 
the Spaniards at Dunkirk . 

But as toFr4^itfelf,thcPrinceofoW<, with the other dif- 
contented onesaeaintt Cardinal Mazarine and his party* being 
allayed there, as having no confidcrable party within the bowels 
of that Nation: the faid Prince fent one General Marfw into 
Spain y to negotiate in his behalf; (for upon the Spaniard was all 
his dcpcndance) and going with his Troops in the Country and 
Bifhoprick of Liege or Luyck in Flanders , he there waged (abort 
the moneths of December and January,) 1 ^5 3 a little new V/if> 
to get Winter.quarters: the Inhabitants every where (landing W 
defend and maintain their priviledges and freedom; but the 
Prince’s forces took from them by force, the little Town bf Fofch

Anno U53 at %l)eimes with a great acclamation of the Inhabitants and Soul, 
diers ot that City, who met him half a mile out of the Town, 
crying, rive le Roy, or, Let the King live. The Minilicrsof Rbcims 
alfo highly applauding the Cardinal in their Orations upon the 
anoynnng of the King, looking on him as the ouely means that 
l ia th kept up the Scepter from falling into the hands ot an ambi- 
tious Prince, that is, Conde, who fecks more his own greatnelfe, 
than the welfare of the Nation. The Cardinal of Acta, being 
kept confined by OUazarine, one pretence whereof was, the not 
furrendring up of the Archbifhoprick of Paris ; he fent about 
this time, the Mailer of his horfc to Rome, to pray the Pope to 
give his confcnt unto the fame, futrender, that CMazarint might 
have no farther pretence for keeping him fo confined. 

Now alfo was there preparation made in France tor the fiegeof 
Stems, by the King and Cardinal, the oncly place that the Prince 
of Conde had at his Command $ and at which liege, the King in* 
tended to alfift in Petfon: and the Cardinal refolved to take that 
ilrong place, though with length of time, and vaft expencess 
wherefore fettiag about it, and the young King couragioufly and 
induftrioufly vifiting that Leaguer, and animating the Sottldiery, 

> after a great Battery raifc<d, he fummoned the place: whichthe 
Governour refilling to furrender, without Condee's confent, they 
applycd themfclves to carry, the Cittadcl firft: whereupon the 
befieged made arefolute falley of above 200 men j but they (al¬ 
lyingupon the Steitzers quarter, were by them valiantly rejpal- 
. fed: the Governour after a fecond fummons, fending anfwer 
back, he was refolved to live and die in the place 3 they drew to¬ 
gether more Forces to reinforce the King's Camp: the befieged 
having by a fally killed between.3 and4 00 of the befiegetsj yet 
fhortly after (for that was in July 1654) in Auguft, they having 
made a very great breach with their Mine, they came to* Ca¬ 
pitulation for furrender, which was made with a Spanilh Coen- 
mander, the Eat l of Cham illy accepting of the King’s pardon inwi- 
rendring it, and the garrifon retreating te Montmdy. 

In the mean time, the Spaniard, to divert the French "Forces 
that had befieged Stenay, elofely befieged Arras, a confideMble 
Frontier Town belonging to the French King : whofe Govetnout 
was no leffe couragious than that of Stenay ; and the management 
of the liege being (by the Spaniard) faid to be folcly commute* 
unto the Ptince of Condee-, who had full power to fight as tie 
fhould fee occafion. The Spaniards were in great want of pa¬ 
vilion i the French having fo fecutcd the pa(Tagcs,that nonccoaW 
be brought unto them s yet a Convoy of 1000 Wagons being 
fent from Doaay to visual the Camp, and through foitie appor¬ 
tion) retreating so Aire, from thence got fafe wi«ni» the lines 0 
the Spanifh Camp; whereby they were fupplycd for 3 wccks; 
which was longer than (at that time) theTown was(in the eyes ®s 
many) likely to hold out« The Spaniards, Aug. 14, afl**l tlD 8 
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liall Mocn 01 ArmSy were beaten off’ with cnc lode ot 400 onen. 

Hut Marlhal Twcm ,with divers ocher lorces from all parts,halUn- ^Thrift, 
j n qto the relict ot chcbifitgid, (foThat they l ad no Itfic than toieys. 
40000 in ail) the Spaniard aif> lurking too long in his Trenches, 
and net engaging jhc french Army at the firft, (ns the Prince oi 
Comice is reported to have adviicd than) they having hereby the 
more opportunity to circumvent there in all pafliigo, and hinde r 
the acafleof proviiions, they iurrounded the Spanilh Army : aiid 
dually hindred all provifions lor their relief: wi.enfore mc.sy-r- 
nitrds being reduced to this ftrait, were nect Abated to withe, raw 
f ion) be tore the Town 5 on the- firft hopelul opportunity, and that 
in theniftht, leaving their Ordnarce and Lap}-: age behind them; 
vet the French having notice by their Scouts,of their firft .motion, 
the grand Army under Marihal i>. Hequincourt ( notwithftandi.ig 
all the Prince of Conde could do by perlwafionor example) corn- 
ding on amain upon them, routed the Arch-Duke’s horfc, leaving 
molt of their foot to their cncmit’s mercy ; with their Cummaiir 
tiers, bag and baggage. But the Governour of Arras himielf 
(knowing the time ot the Spaniards intended retreat) Tallying ouc 
with about 1500 or 2000 ipen at the ijjftantof their moving, did 
much facilitate the buiim ilc 5 moft of the Spamfli foot bii»£ llain 
or taken, totht* nunbtr ot 6000 priioners; and the firft Oofttc 
being made upon the Lirrainer's trenches, the word ftortu fell on 
them•> and many almoft ftarved lor la^k ol food : This happened 
in Auguft, 1654. Which fuccefle rendred Cardinal Ultazmne 
impregnable ; whereas, il he had been put to the like retreat, it 
wasfuppofed he tnull have fliortly retired out of France again: 
for thofc of Surd faux were then didoiuented by region of tome 
new imports lately impolcd on ionic Commodities there, by 
means of Trompe.te Caftle ferving to keep that Town in awe: the 
difcoiucutcd alio Mattering fevcral papers up and down, againft 
tyranny, and the opprdfion which they lay under $ and it was 
then verily believed, if Arras had been taken by the Spaniard, 
more places would have fhewn their difeontent by rcafon of the 
heavy imports laid on them, 

Butthc Country of Liege was about the moneths of January 
aud Febr. 165 3, in a fad condition; both by the Duke of Lorrain$ 
whoqnnrtcrcd his Troops there, partly by confent, and partly by 
leu*, pretending,the States of the Country did invite him thi¬ 
ther, bccaufe their Prince and Bithop governed altogether abfo- 
Wy,and againft their Laws and privilcdges; fo that he was 
come to redrefte their grievances, and beget a good underrtand- 
ingbetween the Bifliop and his people. The Prince of Comlee s 
Troops (on the other hand) pretending, that thofc of Liege were 
affcflcd to, and held correfpondence with, the French ; alfo that 
it was the Lorraims which betrayed them, doing them all pofli- 
ble mifehief they can contrive where ever they come : wherefore 
they were cometofccurc them and their Country, from being 
preyed on by the Lorrainers . The Troops like wife of the King of

tending a1fo 9 ciu y came tp relieve the efnictcd, and to a bill a 
Prince ot the Empire, who wasquarrdl’d with, andabutedin 
his rights and prerogatives. Wherefore, all tlulc cauita the 
Sivanitli Troops, and thole ot the United Provinces to march alfo 
towards the lame Country j bath to hinder the French Troop* 
from cntrtng into Liege, and to fccurc their Frontu rs, Tiiu* 
although neither of thelc ought to have come there, the Country 
bane Neutral} yet, through thelcquarnls and debates, tticIn- 
habitants wire tn ferably uled like cn roies on all fide*. 

But thefe thus forcioly quartering in the Country, occafioned 
the Prince or Bifhop oi Luge, and cue Archbiftep ojefn, to 
make a league olfenfive and delcnfive with the two BleAem of 
Triers and Menu, mutually to afsift each other againftall man- 
ncr oi (orrcign lorccs under what pretence foever: and in March 
following, the Marquefs of Fiber Iceingthe conclufion of wice 
bet wet n me Prince of Liege, and the Etc A' urof Colltn, and in. 
pold the Arch-Duke, (vHereby the firft was obliged unto the lo 
cond, by the article ot the Treaty, to endeavour what he could 
to caufc tnc French Army to remove out of his rertitories, being 
(if senile pirfwafions would not prevail) to pyn lus forces mtn 
the Arch Duke'.-, and force them, if they conceived itadvtnu- 
gious f® to do i prefcntly removing from Lmbwrg , minht outol 
the Country of Liege the (able way he came, towards the y\« 4 » 
of UNtoa/( yet naving firft the Piroll of the Prince E'<Aour, 
t at neither the Spaniards, Lorrsinen, or Prince of Condee * * oriC! > 
flvuld attempt any thing againft them hy venue of the laidpcaec.

tricks and artificics wire at length grown fo notorious, tna 
Mailers of the Camp,and all other Officers could point at » 
tic, Tne faid Duke charts (being now fo to fined) ftcanp note 
tnedy, n figncd up unto the King ot Spam and the Arch-U » 
both his Perfon, his Eftate, and Army: which the E»rl oi L<g 
will was to command, till the arrival of the faid Duke Fran *

A little before the fame time, the Spaniard received a Chick rsAO 
[tom the Portugal* by Land; fbr the Earl of Almardntto, Lie vie. 
m i General'of the Spamjb hoffe, fending forth foiiie of his u i*is. 
Troops, Novemb. 6 . 1^53, to pillage tetwten the Towns Am- t/vSai 
c Megretum, and to cxjnft a conjundLon of other lorccs* 
inhw Albttquercioy General ol the Portugal boric, marening to¬ 
wards them, the Spaniards feemed to retreat, that toniting with 
their main body, they might fall on the Portugdls: which thefe 
perceiving, a Portugal Govcrnoiir fpceded with about 250 hotfte- 
£cn towards the enemies frontiers, not far from 1 'alfntta, where 
after a thort combat,lie put 300 Spaatfb boric-nen to flight ; and in 
ihcpurluit coming in light ot 400 other hoi lent the enemies, hfe 
bci.)gover-nu ubrcd, and hh Souldurs dilordcrrd in the puriuir, 
hews repulled, wiih the Ioffe of (bine few; yet many wounded, 
lad the Gove rnour himlcif,with two Enlign* taken j one Captain 
of the Spaniards being (lain, and divers mortally wuU.ded. 

Whereupon Albuquercia following the Spaniards be times the next 
iiorning, found cium not far from Arontium vc ry numerous, dri¬ 
ving away 1200 head oi Cattle. The Spaniards being 1500, the 
hftu^ls but $ 50 horlc: where after valour on both licks iTicwn, 
kPwugdfr being conqiiiTourS, they purfued them untill night:

itance; eh eVahtine being ftrickcn with a panick fear, andfeeing j 

no leffe than an Army of 5 or 6 bodies cncompafling him, was 
catily pertwaded, yet on as honourable terms as he could defire j j 
bur, immediately hereupon, no Idle than 5000 of his men lifted j 
tiicuifelves under the Mufeovite, and taking anoathtobctrueun- 
10 him.

diftrefled by the Coflacks alfo: who taking part with the Jlfiftt* 
vita, and Cbtmt husky, fending Embafladours to Court theChim, 
he immediately taxing them of breach of faith in taking the Mu r 
r ovitea partagainft Poland $ commanded their Nofes and Ears to 
be cutoff, and lent them thus back to their M 9iVcr to tell hjMi 
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Tbit he was for cverrefolved againft any reconcilement with 
bim. Then alfo the Poland King fent into Sweden to renew a Trea- of chrift ; 5 
ty lor a'perpetual peace between the two Crowns of Poland and 
Isitbland , according to a Treaty begun before at Luted-, propo- ( *'YV 
L alfo to lay down all future claims of that Crown. Unto 
which th eSwedijb King figoified his Inclination j and wasdaily in 
Counfel with his Senators,about th a affairs,as being much 

inclined to an Alliance offenfivc and defenftve with that Crown, 
byreafon of the progrefs which the extraordinary numerous for¬ 
tes of the Mufeovites madfe in Lithuania and who not oncly kept 
bis frontiers well guarded with forces} but feat others into the 
khbifhoptick of Bremen, both to make good his pretenfions 
there, and to threaten war upon the Duke of Newburg, 

At or about the fame time, while the King of Poland lay at 
(wi ng , the Emperourof Germany fent him an Envoy» to demand 
iteftotiDg of certain Towns, which he held in Hungary, which 
were pawned unto Poland about zoo yean before} offering to rc- 
jmburfe the money for their redemption. But the King put him 
if for an anfwcr, tothe next Diet ot Aflembly of the Kingdom, 

Ihewing not much difpofure to yield thereunto. 

3 ut about the moneth of Auguft, i *5 4 > ‘he Kingdom of Sweden 
lifpatched Forces to befiege the City of Bremen,(or fome infolence 
wnmitted againft that Grown: whom it was thought, (by the 
Mslthat the Emperour and German Princes did privately fttr 
ip igiioiihim} who clfc could not have been believed, to be fo 
bid, as (of themfelves) to provoke againft them fo confiderable 
10 entmy. Koningfmark had the managing of that fiege 5 who 
about the beginning of September, making (hew as if he ltuend- 
tdto go over to Ktgefak, drew a great party of the Bremers thither} 
ud after Sun-fet, taking a quite contrary march, he aaufed a br idg 
tobe made over the water called the Ham, and palled oyer it in 
ticnight 5 and fo over the Moors, (though with great difficulty, 
iyreafonoftheextream deep and muddy ground) wherein, al- 

theugh fevcral horfes were fmothered) yetnot one man loft} and 
ibis (notwithftanding they played with their Canon out of the 
City)to the Bremers great admiration. As foon as he was got over 
villi about 100 men, (for the reft were neceffitated to follow one 
ky one) the Bremen placing themfelves with a confiderable num- 
betnot far from the S wdes, yet beyond a deep Moor, fo that they 
could onely charge each upon other, not come together. The 
W« growing ftrongcr and ftronger} the Bremers were forced 
viththe lefic of a good many of their men, to retreat towards the 
City. And foon after,fome Troops of Bremifh horfc appearing’ 

•hey were alfo beaten by the Swedes to the very gates of the City, 

•bout a0 ol them being (lain. In all which the Swedes are faid to 
have loft but two men. This unexpected enterprize put the City 
intoagreat ftraight and perplexity: which being likewilc w- 
cccafedbyaLetter from the Emperour, (admoniroing them to

But about the moncth of June, 1*54, there was fent over from VTv'V 
Ugland into Holland , a Copy of the fccrct Articles agreed on by 
the States of Holland alone in the Dutch Treaty, to the prejudice 
of the Prince of Orange • the effe A whereof was, That the Pr'o- 
ttftor of England having often rcprcfcntcd,That in cafe the Prince 
of Orange or Pofterity of the houfc of Stuart, fhould command the 
Militia of that State, they might occafion great differences, or at 
lead great jealoufies between the two Nations. The States of 
Btlland, to remove that apprehenfion, firft debating the matter, 
concluded, That for the future, the Prince of Orange, and all of 
his line, fhould be excluded from the Government and Admiral- 
jhjp of the Province of Holland : and if the other Provinces would 
choofc him for Captain and Admiral-General, they would never 
wnfent to the fame. Which caufing a great difturbancc iB the 
Membly of the States General, they ordered Copies thereof to 
It fent to the other Provinces, before they refolved on any thing. 

The Commiffioners of Holland in the mean time cxcufing the 
hufinefs unto the Princefs Dowager, telling her, They were 
nnfttained to do what they did: hoping'notwithftanding, that 
before the Prince were of age, theaffaittof that State might be 
fubjtft to fome alteration, which might re-cftablifb.bim into what 
they bad then taken from him. But this aft ion of theirs produ¬ 
ced divers paper-combats from the other Provinces, who were 
Igainfthisfedufion. 

About the fame time, the Venetian obtained a great Viftory 
over the Turk, having fought them two dayes together in the 
Mipelago or •Dardanelles $ wherein they flew *000 Turks,woun- 
Wihe General, vimuratb Eajta, to death} taking alfo four Men of 
.War, and 1 * Galleys} yet not without the Ioffe (on their own 
fan) of maiiy brave ones, one Galliot, and 5 Gallics.

The 
contrivers (who were 4 Captains, 5 other Officers, and 9 Soul - 
diers, all Irifh) being prefemiy fei/.ul on to receive reward accor¬ 
ding to their deferts. 

But at Delphi City feituated between Roterdam and the Hague 
in Holland ., and 3 miles from the Hague, happened a moll fad arid 
lamentable dyfalter by an unexpected blowing up the Gun-pow¬ 
der of its Magazine, Q&ob. 12. 1654, between the hours of 10 
ind 11 in thelorcnoon $ which containing 6 or 700 hatreds of 
powder j (which was fuppofcd,to be eaiually fired Ly the Keeper 
thereof, who was (cento go in with another man about 10, Uri- 
king open a barrcll) fo levelled the Tower, that ti ere was no¬ 
thing to be feen ol it * yea, not the very place where it fto _>d, ic 
being changed into water $ 300 ; rules were blown up ami utterly 
dcIVroyed ; the other houlisand fine gardirs very much damni¬ 
fied andfpoyled, and above Sooperfons killed and wounded, 
briidrs many that might be imagined to have been blown all to 
pieces, to that noaccount could be taken of them': it (hook toe 
houfes in the Hague) breaking their windows, and did fomc fp. yl 
at Roterdam ; yet one Child about 18 mom tbs old, lying 24 hours 
under the ru es, was take n up and not hurt at all, 

Alfo at a D etor general Aflembly of the States of Poland ac 
mfozia, io June 16 55* a Senacour (Inking one of his fellow- 
Members on the face in the open AlUmbly, and who was,accord¬ 
ing totlie Laws of that Land, to havb both his right hand and 
head Aruck off: through the Queens intercclftw, the punithment 
was mod era ted, that asking pard n of the King, Aficmbly, and 
Pope 1 * Nuntio, he was to remain clofe prifoncr in a dungeon, one 
ycarand 6 moncths; but he reprefentingthis penalty to be world 
than death, he onciy was to pay a conside rable lum of money to¬ 
wards the* charge of ihe Wars.

In the Ido of Malta, toward the latter end of 1655, Ufman the 

great Turk’s brother, (who lome years before, with the Sultans 

Wives Mother, their family and treafury, was taken at Sea, 
coming from CMecca, by thofe Knights, and brought into the 
Ifland) made profeflion of Chriftianifm, being chriftned with 
great ceremonies, andrcjoycingef the City, in the Dominicans

But in England) in July 1*5*, Writs being lflucd forth foe 
fummoning another Parliament, and a general clc&ion of the 
Members thereof, being made in Auguft following ; they alto 
bled at wejlminjler. Abbey, whither the Protea or coming in 
{lately equipage, after their Sermon ended, and a fpecch made 
unto them by the faid Proteftour, they fate, clewing SitTbvmd- 
drington for their Speaker: this was on Sept. 17th, 1*5*5 they 
fate from the tiaic afort faid, untill about the latter end of June, 
1*57, and then were adjourned untill Jan. 2«th following, We 
chief matters done by this Grand Councel, I find to be an Adnot 
Renouncing and difannulling the title of Charts Stuart unto the 
Natio-sof England^ Scotland) and Ireland , Then, an endeavour 
to fettle the Title of King, with a Crown the Emblem thereof^ 
the head of the Protc&our * which he, after time of deliberation, 
pofitively refufed : and openly declaring eftfay the 8th, 

That he could not undertake the Government with the Title ol 
King : Wherefore laying afide the Title, the Parliament folcmtt* 
ly (by A&) iavefled him into the power thereof, June 26 follow¬ 
ing, under theName and Title of Prote&oun the Speaker of roe- 
Parliament prefenting unto him, in wejlminller-Ilall) (being atti¬ 
red in his Robes) four Emblems of Government 5 a Purple Vel¬ 
vet Robe lined with Ermine; a large Bible with rich gilt ana 
Bodes; a Scepter of Gold, and a Sword, which he girt about 
him, defcanring (by a fpeech) upon all of them at the delivery 
thereof: alfo he taking an Oath. Then while he thus fatc,now- 
ing the Scepter in his hand, after the thrice founding of a Trum¬ 
pet, a Herald (landing aloft, proclaimed hisHighnefs Lord1 Pro* 
teftour of the Comoion-wcalrh of England , Scotland , and In¬ 
land, requiring all ro yield him due obedience. And then an 
Officer of Arms did the like. Soon after which, he was

isainll(he Spaniards Wclblndia Fitet within 4 leagues of the 
Bay of Caettz .; tiicy being 8 in number ; wlureot two were funk, 
(escbeing the Viet-Admiral, containing in ha- a great quantity 
olfilvcr) and two burnt; two wire likewiic taken, the one, a 
very rich (hip, but little filvcr tm rein; but the other (according 
to the Spanif* Captain's own relation who was taken) having in 
her two millions of filvcr; the other twoelcaptng into .£>/«: 
this was in the moiuth September; the fiber of the Spamih Gal- 
ion being brought into the Tower of London, Novetnb. 1. after, 
i(<6, The young Marquch of Baden or Bayilex, (whole lather the 
Marnuefs ot Baylex Governour of Lima in Penh with his Wile, 
Children, and l-amily (except another fon and two daughters) 
wereburnt in the Vice-Admiral: for that Ship being taker, by the 
Entdifli, the Spaniards thtmfc-lvcs firing her, (be burnt down and 
funk) with his younger brother, being alfo brought into London 
prifoner, about or at the lame time: who having bee n examined, 
fdidi That nrdently after his father anddamily departed out of 
UmmPtru ; which was above 5 moneths before the time of 
that examination, the whole City of Lima waslwallowed upand 
deflroyed, and alfo the City Calao , by a fearful Earthquake-, and 
mod miraculous Rain of fire Item Heaven: there pcritbmg .11 
both places above 11000 Spaniards ; bun not above 100 Indians 
with them. The Spanifh King lofing alfo tn Lima 100 millions 
oifilver (ready wrought up) thereby. Alio the Mountainous 
Mines of Totoli (out ot which they digged their filver) were won- 
dtrfully deftroyed, being become a Plain, nor any pofiiUiltty ot 
hi vino more filver or gold in Peru. And lome ot the priloncrs 
tkmfclves who were taken in this atchicvcment did acknowledg, 
that this defolation and deftruaion befell the Spaniards lor the 
cruelty which they afted on the poor Indians, (they not (paring 
even thofe Indians who among them proltfied the Roman Catho- 
liqueReligion) (0 that they being beyond mealurc opprelled and 
grieved with their letterings, etyed to Heaven for vengeance 
again if them, . 

But the following year 1657, produced a greater execution 
from the Navy under General Blake againft the Spaniard $ VVe t- 
India Fleet before Santa Craze, at one of the Canaric Mums call- 
cd Tentriile, on April 20th. The Spaniards had 5 or 6 Galleons, . 
(three whereof were Admiral, Vice-Admiral,and Rear-Ac nnra ) 
with other confiderablofiaips, to the number of if. rhcbngiuh 
. came fo near (to do their work) to the Cadle, Ports, and (hoar, 
that many Spaniards were (hot Irom the fhoar by their own Mui- 
queteers; yet in 4 hours they beating the men out of their (hips, 
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r\aN*n aiuciic ilnps all put on inoar, except cue Ajrniral, and Vice. 
ofThr.a! 3 Admiral ,who made m.ofl rt lillance ; one whereof was (ct on fire, 
to 1^58. * and the Admiral blown up: and before evening came, (except 
l/V\J two tnat funk down-right^) all therdkwere fired. Tnoy beatclicni 
likcwife out of fomcot tl»cir Forts,™otn tne ir great guns. Nci. 
ihcr was there, in thisaftmn, above 50 English Uamout.rigbr, 
ai d 120 wounded. Their ilups alfoj by about 7atmgiu gotfafc 
out of the enemies command : although they luppiy\d ihcir Fcrts 
with frcfli men, for thofc that were killed,and beau ,1 oiu ini,cat 
of (he action. And their fhips damage received nunn, was in- 
differently well repaired in two dayes time 3 which as loon as 
they had done, the wind veerin’ to the South-wclh (whuhisrare 
among thofe lfliruH) latled to bring them juft to their tornur fta- 
tion, near Cape MaritSy where they arrived the fecond of My fol¬ 
lowing. 

I11 the year 1£56, while the Parliament was fitting, was there 
another Plot and t^onfpiracy difeovered againft the Protiftour’s 
litc ; the cluck A&or wherein, was one Miles Sindercomb, that 
had been one of the Army; who wiih one cvr;//, (others being 
alio engaged therein) held copdpot.deuce with Ionic in Flanders 
and for whofe encouragement, Don t^lcnfo (ihv larc Embafladour 
of Spain in England) returned them over turns ot money, whereby 
they were enabled to proceed • who hiring a houfc ar Hamer- 
[meth (rltree miles from wtlminfltr) (landing upon the Road in a 
narrow durcy paflage,where Coaches go but foftly, they by plant¬ 
ing an Engine ima’ little banqueting room of the houfc, intended 
by difeharging of the fame, when the Proteftour had pail,d by, 
going to, or returning from Hampton-Court, to have taken his hfo 
away. They fought alfo orher opportunities to fhoot him,takn g 
thcayr in Hide-Park, &c. And to give a proof oftlxirrcfobuion 
beyond the Seas: they attempted to fire white* Hall , oy placinga 
basket of combuftible ftuffe (with two lighted matches aptly pla¬ 
ced) in theChappel: But ihrough the difeovery of one of the 
Life-guard j, to whom Stndrrcvmb had revealed his feercts for his 

afTutanccin the thing, (giving him 10 1. in hand, and promifing 
him 1500 more) thefe two were apprehended. Cntll calling 
himfclf on the Lord Prote&or’s mercy ; Siudercon b otlurwifc 
called Pifh) was brought to his Tryall in Wejlwt^fier- Hall Ftbr. 
following; who pleading, Not Guilty and all points of his ln- 
di&mcnt being proved by two W itrufle sat the leaft, with aggra¬ 
vating circumttances, he was fentcnced to be hanged and quar- 
• tered at Tyburn as a Traytor ; but he to avert fo great open ftiame 

of the World 3 the night before his execution, Tebr. 13, fnuffing 
up fomc poyfunous powder into his head, within three hours akte'e 
dyed. Wherefore on the 17th day of the fame moneth, he was 
as a felon againft himfclf,drawn at a horde's tail to Tower-Hills 
where, under the Scaffold, he was turned into a hole naked, and 
a ftakcfpikcd with iron driven thorowhim into the Earth. 

Peace having been concluded between England and France\ 
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but open War with Spain , as aforefaid 3 the Protc&our joyned in As*) 
lioftility with the french againft the Spaniards in Flanders, fending 
, v cr thither 6000 Foot under the Com mand of Sir John Reynolds «, is 5 s.’ 
(heir General, who on the 8th,s>th,an<A itfth of CMay 1657, were Lz-v-sJ 
wholly embarqued for France 5 the General following after on 
the 17th day. Thefe Forces, being joyned with the French, (after 
ibeyhad taken Montmedy and St. tenant) took the flrong Fort of 
Mtrdike (not far from Dunkirk) from the Spaniard : which being 
ificrwards maintained by Englifh ; in the moneth Goober of 
the fame year 1657, the spamjb forces attempting to (form it 5 
among whom, 2000 of the ScottiCh and frith Rcformadoes under 
theScottiih King, ( who, with his brother the Duke of York be¬ 
ing excluded France , joyned with the Spaniard) made the- firft 
oiifcit, and that in three fevcral places at once, getting into the 
ditches, and ready for fealing; the Englifh behaved themlelves 
focouragioufly all the time, (which continued 6 hours) that they 
wre repulled with the lode of about 600 men. And more fup- 
plycs going out of England, there was a field-battle fought be¬ 
tween the French and Englifh with the Spanifh forces (being be¬ 
tween 6 and 7000 foot, and $000 horie) who came to relieve 
Dunkirk, befieged by the Englifh and French: in which (after 
fome difpures) both their wings being foyled, they fled: the En- 
glifh foot purfuing them about two miles and an half; and the 
Frenchhotfe down from the hill as far as Fern, from whofe Fort 
they were drawn. It was a great Vi&ory ; for moftof the Spamfb 
foot were either (lain or taken 5 all their guns, 6 in number, with 
the baggage of the fieldjas alfo all thcOlficers of CbarlsSiuarMic- 
{iment,(with many moreOfficcrs of quality)with his own Coach; 
tod about 17 colours;(thc Marfhal of JFocryutncourt (who had been 
the chief inftrument in the revolt of Hrfdiuj being flain as he was 
(Mckqueering a day or two before the battle)thc lots of the Englifli 
being 80 flain,and about 300 wounded : this was ill June 1658. 

After which, they returning with all diligence to the fiege aiDun. 

W, which wasenvironed both by Land and Sea, and now redu- 
ccdto (traits, and the befieged tallying out June 13 after; iu 
which (harp encounter with the befiegers, the Marqucfs of Lytle, 

the Governour of ‘Dunkirk, received his deaths wound; andfeve- 
nl terrify ingGranadoes being lhot into the Town, (one whereof 
lighted into the Market-place) they foon came to a furrender up¬ 
on 4.Articles; marching out on the 2 5 th day of the fame month 
with 1000 hotfe and foot, and 700 more wounded, with Drums

. d the Articles) with the Cardinal;"perfonally entring, put 
the poffdTion thereof into the hands of tbc-Lord General Lockhart , 

(on the Proteftout’s behalf, according to the conditions fo made 
before the Englifli Atmie's firft going ovcr)who gatrifoaed it with 
Englifli SoulJicfs. After this, the French poflcfled Fern, (a place, 
which the Spaniards had quitted) and foon after became Mailers 
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rwi ot two other. Garrifons, winoxbergen , and Dixwude. And not 
A""» ,f f} lon aftcr> Grm ii„ t) another firong Sea-Town, having been be. 
ro ,<j» fieged about three weeks, and a Mine ready to fpring under three 
i/vsj Baft ions of that Town j MarfUal de U Ferte Aug. 27, fummoned 

the Spaniards to furrendcr, telling them, If they delayed till the 
fpriribing of the Mines, the utmoft rigour of War was to bee*, 
peded. Wherefore they having time given them till the »jth 
day of the fame moneth, to fend to Don John the Spanifh Gtnetal, 
(il he did not relieve them in that time) they Capitulated with 
the Cardinal, to depart the Town on the 30th day of the fane, 
much according to the conditions of Dunkirk ; which they 
did accordingly, as not being relieved s although Don John, the 
Prince of Condo, and the Marquefs of Carattm, joyned with refo- 
lution to have attempted it: who were prevented by Matfhal 
Turtin his advance to lye betwixt Fern and Bergen. Then was a 
Councel of War called, wherein the Cardinal, Turtin, and It 
Ftrte (whofc Armies, after the taking of eraveline, wete united) 
wereprefentt and where they refolved what Town ncxtnbt; 
ficgc 5 which was believed to be Tprt. 

But upon another dangerous Plot reported to be difeomed; 
Apr, 9. 1657, four perfons of Note, to wit, M. General Htrrifm, 
Colonel Rich, Major Denvers, and Captain Lawfon, werefccured 
the day following. 

A little after, to wit, July 24, i6tf, Colonel Eduard Stxlj, 
(who was a principal man tn promoting Milts Sindercomb'sfo 
(son, asabovefaid $ and who came into England in a diftuiCcd 
habit the better to effe^ it) was committed to the Tower of Zw* 
don for high Treafon $ But within to dayes after his cwmit. 
ment, he falling lick of an Ague and Vomiting, which turned 
to a violent Fcaver, he dyed Jan. 13th after in the Towetjfound 
by the Coronet's Jury to be by Gods vifttation, and by no ptn« 
waves or means. . 

But the year following, which is this prefent year 1 6 5 h iwu 
the moneth of May, was difeovered another great and «««[«

f ame day, and Do&or Hereet, a Divine,on June 1. following, 1 rtM 
brought to their tryall before them: the Knight pleading, >vj 
Guilty,was proved guilty by evidence,Thc Dadfor refufing to pitta 
to his charge,and choofing rather to die,than own the Authotityj 
wherefore June ad, they were adjudged to be hanged and qui * 
tered at Tyburn as Traytors 5 but being (by the clemency « 
the ProtcAeur) to be beheaded, execution was done en them *«• 
cordingly onthe8»h day of the fame June 1658.

Roman Cachotick Religion^ yet notwtthfUndingvn >tning was 
concluded. The Cardinal alfo and the Archbiihop tell out there, 
about the Cardinal’s imprifoomemof Cardinal de Retz, j he won- 
tiring how \Mazirine durlf proceed lo far againfl him, who was 
both aPrid\, aid Arciibithop of Paris, the head City of the King- 
dome, 3cc. after words pafli \% between them, they parted in Jif~ 
content at each other. The King of P/vi/if* about the fame time 
fetting forth a general Declaration, That no other Religion be 
there entertained, Ix fides the Roman, and chat called the Retort 
W<?d j of which there had been a toleration in times part.

C/VNJ them with great threaten ings, then procctding to take away their 
goods and ellates, impriiomng tlum, and Ming all violence to 
make them forfakc their Religion, and perceiving they could 
avail nothing thereby; the Duke was perfwaded to fend an Army 
of about 8000 under the Marqucls de Ptanella , and the Earl of 
' Quine, one of'the French Lievtcnant Generals 5 thefe felting 
uton this poor people living quietly at home : They feeing them- 
fclvcs thus affaul.cd, flood in their defence, making what refi. 
fiance they could againft them; many of whom were flam, (and 
feme of the enemy; many carried away prijoners, on whom 
they ufed all manner of invented cruelties, and in many corners, 
they fhamefully abufing and tormenting many women, withtheir 
young children, afterwards cut off their heads 5 dalhing alfo 
thofc children of 1*5 years old (that would not go to Mah) againft 
the rocks, hanging others with their feet upwards, and nailing 
them to Trees: which they werefaid to endure with araollinviii: 
ciblc refolution. A refidue w. ich cfcap.d the (laughter, got into 
the Mountains with their Wives and Children,.enduring there 
much hunger and cold; (fomc dying therewith; the enemy (the 
w hil <) fee fire on their Temples, plundered their houlcs,and then 
fired them ; a very fcnnll number, with their families, get into 
Z> M fine in the French Dominions, and fome others into Smlitt- 
lt*d. Thefe arc of thofei who about 500 years ago being then 
called Baudots and Albigoit, were cruelly perlecuicd by the Pa- 
pills. Their Tad eomiiuon being reprefented abroad, the States 
• of tlollind, and Proteilwoi England, See. itemed to be muchaf- 
fefted therewith: thite was alio fending to the King of Ptmee 
about the bufinefle, (Colleftions for their relief being Uktwilc 
made among the Proteftants abroawi) who having then a Treaty 
of Peace in hand with England, not a little concerning his intcicft, 
became a Mediatour by his Ambadadour Monlicur di Servant, 
(alfo four Ambaffadours of Switzerland as Mediatouts; in their 
behalf to the Duke: who in or about Auguft following, camera 
Articles of Agreement, for teftoring the faid Proteftants to live in 
his Dominions as formerly; with the fame free c'xercife of iheit 
Religion : yet were in many things cut ibort, and lirait ied. more 
than before; as to have no dwelling beyond the River 
fome other places, except to the Vineyards of Luterna towards 
Strata: andalfotoliveatSt. Johns, but not to have any pubbque 
affembling place or preaching as belorc, Sic. But one who wrote 
(from PitneroU) obfervations upon thofc Atticles, calls the peace 
made with his brethren of the Vallcysand the Duke, to be tat 
worfe than the word of War; and that it was forced ontnemjv 
the threatningsof the French Ambafladour, and the falmood 0 
others entrufied on their behalf in the Treaty; faying alio, »n*i 
had they flayed fo long, as to admit of any interpoferinthent®^ 
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of the Lord Pfotcl\or y the matter would never have been fo ended. 

A little after, or about which tioie of agreement, the French be- 
(ieging the Spaniards inTaviai the Marquefs of Caracene came to ^yS. * 
uclr the City with his Auxiliary Spanifh Forces to relieve it; and ovvi 
the befieged making a very ftout fally, and then joyning with the 
Marquefs, they fell upon the bcfiegcrs within the lines of Cir- 
cuawallation, and put them to the rout and flight; the (lain of 
whom, were moftofthe Savoy forces j among whomi were thofe 
bloody ones whoa&cd the cruelties on the Proteftants of Pied- 
mnt. They were alfo fo foundJy beaten at that time, that they 
were conflraincd to a fhameful retreat * not having of 24000, 
above 8000 left in a body of all the united forces of the French and 
Uvoyards, who were under Prince Thomas his Conduft of Savoy, 
and of ihc Duke of UModena y who commanded his own. It was 
alfo certified about the fame time, that theGovernour of San Do - 
moo in JJifpaniola, fending his Son into Spain to the King,to make 
ardation of his Father’s Services and Succefles in oppofing the 
Eogliflh there j the Kbg made the Father a Marquefs, giving him 
aPenfionof 5000 Duckies a year $ and rewarded the Son with 
1500 Duckats a year. 

But m Sweden^ after that Charts Guftave was crowned and efla- 
blithed in that Kingdom, and peace concluded with the Citizens 
QiBrmut, great preparations for War were making in divers 
places of that Kingdom, and alfo in the "Archbifhoprick of Bre¬ 
men, againft the grand Duke of Mofeovie : yet, in the mean time, 
the King (for as much as the Great Duke, not withftart ding their 
refufaiin^^/itogivehimhispretcndedTitlcs, had not as yet 
declared any defign upon that Crown) being unwilling to engage 
fofar, if it might be avoided, in a matter of fo great importance, 
fenrto the faid Duke, to addrefle unto him,and feel what his pur¬ 
port were toward his Frontiers of lngermerland and LieHand, and 
bow he determined concerning them: who about the fame time 
liking theconfiderableFortof Dunenbsroh, 2 5 miles from %jga> 
from the Poles, was grown fo high, as to demand from the tiwede, 

0: Duke of airland, a paffe for 50000 men thorow Liefland, or 
the others Dominions: whereby the Poles wetc not a little ani¬ 
mated, it being the onely hopes they had, that, that proud enemy , 
by fuchinfolent demeanour, would provoketbcCrownof^e- 
hn y or fome other confidcrable State, to come upon him, where-, 
by he might be diverted from bringing them to utter ruine and 
deftruftion * for the State of Poland was,by means tff that tyran¬ 
nical enemy, then looked on as in a very fad and ill condition : 

(whofe Army although it were made up to a good number in Li - 
tbudnia, (wholly laid wafte) yet were their divifions among its 
GwnmanJcrs, which might hinder tbem from doing then any 
great matter;) for the Mufcovite taking (among other miferiesand 
mifehiefs) the Town of Vitebsko y after a furious affault, (having 
loft many Commanders and Souldiers during the fiegc,and in the 
forming) in a rage, when he entred the Town* put all to the 
Dddd 2 fword, 
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fword, not iparing the women and children. Theft* tranfadions 
Anno un svere toward the latter end of 1654; at which time,40000 ray. 
to Syiv* tars arrived from the grand Cham for Poland's afliflance; h c 
fending alfo a new afliirance with them, pu» dually to perform 
whatever hc had proniifid : and that bccaule the Rivers were not 
frozen for paflage, therefore the Troops came no fooncr; with 
which Tartarian fuccours, the Poland forces (marching toward 
the City of Breflavia, to joyr.) had a ftiff encounter with 13000 
Coflacks, which lay there for defence of that place ; but they 
being forced to retreat in great diforder, the Capital City of that 
Province returned to the obedience of their Soveraign: and foon 
after, the Polifli Army in Ukrain , profecuting their advantages 
with refolution, gave a defeat to another body of 6 ooo Coflacks} 
which fo took* down Chmielniski's ftomacb, that hc being now 
inclined to terms of fubmiffiun, fought by all means toinducethe 
King of Poland to a renewing of the Treaty for peace, About 
which time, 4 Tartarian Lords arrived at warfovia, bringing with 
them a ratification of the AWance made with the new Cham* 
who were to flay in that,City inhoftage for the obfervation of 
the Treaty: whereby the King of Poland was like wife obliged to 
fend 4 Lords to refide with tl»e7^74r in the City of Crim, who 
alfo out of affeftion to Poland at that time, fet at liberty all impri. 
foned Tolanders within his Dominions: And foon after thefefuc- 
cours fent by the Tartar, the Polith Generals in the Ukrain, palled 
over the River Bog with the Tartan, with dtfign to befiegethe 
City Uman ; x\v\i cbmielniski might thereby be forced to take the 
field, and endeavour to relieve the (ante: wherefore rheyfittiog 
down before Uman,Vcbr.i9 r 1^54, they rofe again on the 21 day, 
being informed, that chniielniski was coming with 40000 Cof- 
facks, and 20000 Mufeopites, toraife the fiege: and preparing to 
meet them, the next day being the 22, towards the Evening the 
battle began; wherein Cbmielniski e's forces were routed, and 
retreating with fpeed unto,their ftrong holds; fo that, the Mm* 
dm and Tartars having purfued them all night, they retired to 
take care of their wounded, and refreih thcmfclvcs, being very 
much difeommodated by the frofty weather's extremity. 

Prince Radzivil had likewife (about that time) no lefle fucceffe 
with his forces in Lithuania: where he took the Town of Btshw 
by Afiault, although defended by about 20000 co/acks ; moftof 
which were (lain and taken prifoners, About the fame time alfo, 
the peftilcncc raging in the Royall City of Mofeo , hindered the 
grand Duke’s retreat; fo that he encamped near Smolensko with 
20000 men. 

But the expectation of a perpetual Peace, and a League often* 
five and defenfive between Sweden and Poland , (whofe King by his 
Envoy declared his readinefle to renounce all Titles and Pretetl- 
fions, claimed by his Prcdeccflors, to the Crown of Sweden) be¬ 
ing (after more than one Ambafladour fent from Poland to Sweden 
to that purpofe) fruftrated : the King of Swetien ( who a few 

moncths 
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moncths before had ordered 12 Regiments towards the borders 
of Livonia, to defend them from an Invafion of the Muscovites: 
ggainfl whom alfo a War was (at Stockholm) nfolved to be dc- towrjs/ 
dared, in cafe the League forementioned, had (between the two v>V\J 
Kingdoms; been concluded: unto which alfo (upon the Polifli 
Envoy's Propofalsj the Swedifli King fhewed himfelf to befo 
much inclined, that, (the Mufeovites giving him (refit occaliens of 
jealoufic and difeontent) he drew together 24000 men, who were 
tomarch into Livonia (as foon as the frozen paflages were more 
open) to atraque them by Land, whileft the Ships of Sweden tbould 
foround about on purpofe toobflru&the UMvfcovy Merchants, 
inddiflurb their Commerce, The grand Duke alfo, by Mer¬ 
chants at Hamburgh (rcfdlving on War with thofc two Kings, 
who were then upon entring on a League offer five and defenfive 
igainft him) buying up no lefle than 40000 Muskets; makes 
great preparations both by Sea and Land, having now his defign 
bent both againft Poland on the one hand, and the Dukedome of 
juliers and Bergh on the other; unto which Countries hc had pre¬ 
tences : and drawing 8 Regiments of hv rfe and foot toward Pome - 
rma y the Duke of Brandenburgh armed for defence ; as well as 
the Dantzickers put in great fear, that the Swede defigned upon 
prufiia or feme parr near to it under the poles* But the King of 
Sweden coming to a Treaty with the Elc&our of Brandenburgh , 
they (at length; joyned in an offenfive and defenfive league about 
themoneth of June, 16^6 ; and meeting at the Town called UoL 

iMdlnFrufsia* wherethey pafl’ed three dayes in mod amicable 
conference; the Brandenburgian being to furnifla the Swede with 
iiooo armed men, with whom they were to joyn. 

But about the moncth of May 1^55, m °A that was to do in 
blend, was to make preparations againft the Swede, whom they 
believed, if he came into pru/ia, &c. would fpoyl them, and do 

wh»t he pleafed : the Mufeovite making (to increale Poland's mi- 
ftry; alfo great preparation. A confutation was alfo held by the

Soon after this, two mjmods 
morefubmitted themfclvcs to the Swedes, taking tifsa tnd fn- 
Itrftitdt. From Stetin,the King of Sweden (who was expcAed to 
follow General Wittenberg with his Army) marched with tooao 
men, and a notable Artillery, (or Pofen, and fo for mrfuitmi 
Thome t entring Aug. 4- into ,h « P*“ of the Polifh Kingdoms, 
properly called Poland. Then alfo Young Tromp being fem into 
the Sound by the States of the United Provinces, Admiral mugle 
had orders trom the King of Sweden to fail thither withy flout 
Men of War, to require a pofitive anfwer of him, whether he 
intended Peace ot War, (for thefc States began to engage, for 
tradings fake, in the buftneffe) and what the Swedes might or. 
peft from him. About the fame time the King of poltitd fet up 
his Standard at Mrftvia, whither having fummoned in theCoun- 
try, he made but r <foo*> men at the mot*, and fuch, as never faw 
the face of an enemy. . 

But the Duke ot Mufeov), (the while) with the Cofmi, »«. 
onely cook in Minsk o, being torfaken by the Polifli Garrifoibfvrh© 
finding themfclvcs too weak, quitted the place; but alfo beat the 
Littavijh Army out of the field, and pofleffing himfclfol tbit 
populous City, called Prince Madztvil to ice lor h* life* who 
notwithftanding advanced no farther, the King of Sweden lend¬ 
ing to let him know, That Lithuania was how under the Swedim 
protcaion, having fubmitted to that Crown, by virtue of an 
agreement lately made; for all Lithuania , and the remainder ok 
L/jjland had fubmitted to the (aid King.

The King of Sweden going in Auguft 1655, from Turpitz with a 
ftrodg party of horfe, and 4 pieces of Ordnance, came to Klezki 
MitOuefna, on the 20 h,bcingcxpe<fted on the 21 day by General 
Wittenberg*, that he might joyntly march with born Armies to 
ImckSy and fight the Polifli Army ; which fell out accordingly 
iuSeptcmo. following: In which battle the Viftory falling to the 
fades, the King of Poland fled to Cracovia : wherefore, the King 
ilSmden marening thither, dre wnear the City Sept. 15, wiure 
the Polifli king flood with three Brigades; but the Swedes frnJden- 
lyand uncxpt&edly approaching, the Polesquitting their Camp, 
betook themfelves to flight ingreat terrour and confolion, fetting 
part of the Suburbs on fir-; whereupon the king vi Sweden advan¬ 
cing to the City, took his Headquarter within a quarter of a 
mile thereof at a Convent belonging to the Dominicans, the Sub- 
burbsburning alfnight j and nextday,Scptcmb.i<$, thcSwedifh 
king fending a party, they poflefled"rhemfclves of the Bndg over 
theKiver m\fsell\ fo entring tne Suburbs, and that with little 
oppofition, but no Ioffe, altnough ih t enemy playing on theni 
froth the Caftle, fee fbme adjacent hbufes on fire thereby; and 
within 'two dayes after, he giving order to frame a fnge before 
both Caftle and City, affigned his Forces to their feveral Ports, 
plyed the Caftle with Granadoes; which the enemy anfwcring 
nithGranaJoes ba, k again from the Caftle, they fet the Cloy ft r 
of denes on fire, wmch taking hold of many other houfes, redu¬ 
ced them to Cinders; and being in great hope of a furrender of 
UlttchicfCity) tin y made batteries, wnicli the Poles both by (hoc 
ind follies, endeavoured to hinder. The Ki >g of Sweden then alfo 
proclaimed unto all Provinces and Palatinates of that kingdome. 

That the Edatvs ot the Realm might not oncly freely meet toge¬ 
ther at warfo ip, either in perfon, or by their Deputies; but he re¬ 
quired tiem alfo fpeedily toaffcmble, promifing them his Royal 
favour, an J a free cxercife of their Religion. 

Caftmir the king of Poland being Red, a Polifli fervant who was 
brought in prifoner, informed the Swedes, that Caftmir was retrea- 
r^d from Tarnaw to Tfiorifick, to the very borders of Hungary, ha¬ 
ving no more than a few German horfe with him; Wherefore the 
Swcdifh king thought to have purfued him; but his Counfels al¬ 
tering on the 2 5 day, he returned the fame night unto before Cra- 
avia: but fending General Douglas (upon the prifoner’s intorma- 
don^ to fee what was become of king Caftmir , he returning the 
tone night, brought news, that the laid King was alio fled from 
Tfionftck with a few towards Hungary's borders; oncly, that ip 
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r^/^s and about tlx* lame Town o t VJionJuk, lay about Sooo Gentle- 
Anno^s nicWj who expi ring the event ot’ the bufinefie, were fuppofed no 
to ,i,8. Unger to ftand out, than a ftrong Party fhould be lent againlfc 

U^VSi them. In the mean time, the Lord Leskynski, the Poliflv Am- 
balfadour, was butte in acquainting his friends in Cracovia with 
the notable Succcfi’cs the SwedilliKing had about that City, ta¬ 
king in divers Cattles and (mailer tortifkd Towns round about, 
and reducing divers Parties to fubmitfioo,pcrfwading themtobe 
wife,in furcendring the City,and favc themfclvesjbutCsawwfythe 
Governour being obftinatc, refuting to furrender, and continuing 
(hooting and fallying, the King making fpeedy preparation for a 
ttorm, lent in word to the faid Ciarnecky thcGovcrncur, That if 
he would not yield unto an accommodation, but proceed in his 
cbftinacy * foon as he fhould get him into his power, (which 
he doubted not fhortly tocffc&jhc would give order to hang him 
lip. Wherefore thebefiegedfuing to the King for their Coramif- 
fioncrs to have letters of Condu& to come and treat, in the moneth 
O&ob. following Cracovia was furrendred 5 there marching out 
the Garrifon, being 3000 men, (with doo Carr-loads of rich 
movcablcs,moft partofwliich belonged tothcjews)whowerccon- 
du&ed to the Frontiers of SileCid, where having leave fora moneth 
to rcfrcfli thcmfclvcs, they might go to the King of Poland (then 
in Silefta) if they plcafed ; or elfe lift thcmfclvcs in the Swedifh 
Army: the Citizens alio agreed to pay 300000 Rixdollarsin a 
monetlis time, to rheSwedifli Kings who for the maintaining 
of thefc new acqucfts, was very diligent in forcifying all paw, 
and particularly, the two head Cities of svarfow and Cracfou y i he 
King of Sweden giving order to bring the River tveyfsel round about 
Cracovia , whereby it fliould become very ftrong. 

Bui while Cracovia was befiegiog, an Envoy from KonieepMi, 
Standard-bearer to the Crown of Poland, came both to Congra¬ 
tulate (in his Matter’s name) the Swedifb King, and alfo to let 
him know, That ttnee their King Cafinur was fled out of the bor¬ 
ders of the kingdom, without their privity or confcnr, they had m 
confcienccgood rcafon to provide them of another King, under 
whofe prote&ion they might fecurc thcmfclvcs s wherefore his 
Matter,both for himlelf, and in behalf of the Guarcian MifiMt 
and Pofpolitans, and States, did willingly fubmit unto his Majdty* 
toacknowledg him for their Lord and Matter 5 and that to the 
fame purpofe, they would fend Commifttoners to any place he 
fhould appoint; Which he very favourably accepting of,deter¬ 
mined to fend notice of the time and place to the laid Standard- 
bearer. After which, came news from mrfovia , from the Chan¬ 
cellor Oxienflern, that the Lord Suinbock General of rhe Artillery, 
had fubdued the rebellious Mafsovians. Alfo another Meffenget 
came from the Lord Dobicky Palatine of Sondecki, offering to ctn- 
bracc thctang^p rotc &* on > defiring thereupon, that he wouW 
order no more watte to be made in the kingdom 5 for feeing thClt 
King, whom they had ftood to for the prefervation of their p nvl * 
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ledges, had delated them, going out of their borders, they were INA-O, 
advifmg among rhcmfelves, to clilpatch within fix or eight dayes, 
their Comm iflioacrs in the name ot the whole Nobility, unto his u> 1*58.

Wherefore the King granted 10 Leszinski the great Trea- 
liirer, and the Palatine Sandomirienfts, Letters of fate condudi: foe 
their free accede unto him for chat purpofe. W ho af ter the re- 
duceuncnt of Cracovia , bent his march towards Lublin^ where the 
Cofsacks with their General, lay encamped: wherein lie had a 
double defign, partly to make an agreement with them (who now 
profefled a great willmgnefle to fubmit unto him)* the diufeovites 
alfo being content to retain oncly the 3 Palatinates of Smolensko, 

Vitebsko , and 'Polosko , on the other fide ot the River Boriflbenes, and 
to abandon the reft of the great Dukedome of Lithuania to the 
Swedes, whereby they would become Matters of all Poland $ and 
partly to be nigh T rujTia, the better to feel the Duke of Branden- 
butg y (for he had not as yet joyned in the above-mentioned league 
with the King; who fhe was advifed) had been under-hand foli- 
citedby the Emperour, to make a ttrong League with the Eftates 
of the laruc Province ol ( 7 *rufiia i and fome others of Poland , that 
hid not as yet abfolutely declared themfclves for the Swedes: he 
beinglikewife advifed, the Duke had fent a diltindt boJy ot an 
Army towards Tboren , to hinder there the Swedes irruption j and 
another body towards Me mm el , upon the'frontiers of Lithuania , 
while the remainder ot his Army continued in the heart of' Pro¬ 
fit, And indeed, before this time, the great progreLof lU'Swedes 
in this kingdom, did fo ftartie all the Mimfters of the Emptruur, 
fhat thereupon he (for a time) deferred bis journey to Prague: and 
in the mean time, to give fatisfa&ion to the King of Sweden s De¬ 
mands, which were held to be juft. For it was a moft remarkable 
providence, that this King fhould in two or three monetlis time 
even over-run fo vatt and warliqbc a kingdom as Poland : but he 
had as well great policy as valour in the defign*, for when he 
marched from C^//« to Cv/o, Aug. 17 th 5 whence he lent parties 
toget intelligence of the enemies ftationand pofture, expiring 
to meet with the general Leaviesat Ptantek: a certain Colonel 
coning in the mean time as an Envoy from the King cf Poland > 
with Credentials from him* and audience being given him on 
thciSthof the fame, he offered certain Propofittons in order to 
fl Treaty, ufing thefc expreflions, (among other formalities) 

'Patent petinm, et bellum deprecantur , iVe rcquefl peace, and renounce 
Wart defiring for the prelent a Ceftation of Arms, and that the 
King would be pleafed to ftay there, and move on no farther: He 
Merftanding the cncmiTs defign of delay, becaufc tnc Envoy 
*a$ not furnillied with full power and inftru&ions to conclude 
tny thing, departed immediately from ft to on die 21 day, to put 
Mswarliquc defigns into fpeedy execution.

the poor on that account, whereby the vulgar were emooldencd 
to fay, They tnuft even take the fame courfie with ihcHcrctitks in 
France. But when through the Meflengei’s la men tile in affirming 
they were fbmewhai cooled , they were madly incenled again 
through thefpreading of a rumour, that the English had leave, 
and did begin to build a place of publiqueaflembJy at Kiochl, fay¬ 
ing, That they ever forefaw, if a peace were concluded once with 
the Proteftour in England, i t would tend to encourage and flrerg- 
thert the Hugonoti * making them foon dare to attempt any thing 
that might fubvtrt the Catholkjue prokffion and imerefl ; fo char 
the Govctnout o(Otleance was tain (at the Protcftants requefl^ to 
appoint a guard 5 they not being fafe in repairing to the publique 
aflembly, by rcafon of the peoples fury. The new Pope, Alexan¬ 
der the 7th, having alfo about the fame time (for it was dated at 
Korney March fcorh) fai t .a BricFor Letter to the general Aflembly 
of the French Clergy, exhorting them to ftirr up the King tog ge¬ 
neral Peace ? which wasjudged cobebutas a fire-ball thrown in¬ 
to France, uhder that pretence, to p uV the Clergy and people into 
cbmbuftidnV which by prudence was broken, and did no hurt.

aoo alfo retreating between the water, where they were fiiut up, 
were exposed foon to yield. 

Bur that rhe King of Sweden (who had fufficiently engaged him- 
felf in undertaking fo great a Conqueft as the Kingdom of Poland ) 
might be deeper engaged the King oflZ Denmark, who had before 
'made preparations, wascrc this, as a'third enemy, come upon 
his back both by Sea and Land: fothat, before the middle of 
September there was a great fight at Sea between the Daniflj and 
Sivrdijb Fleets: the Stvedes having 44 fhips in all, to wit,3 3 great 
Men of .War, the other fomcwhat lefic, with two fire-finps. Of 
the Danifb Fleet I am not certain of their number, (but 22 fay l 
were feen not far from the Ifiand Matte before the fight began) 
who whenthey faw the Swcdifh about the Hilden Sea, began to 
retreat, fleering for Copyenba&uen 5 but being pUrfucd by the 
jfnwftythey were forced to engage 2 the fight beginning about two 
of the clock in the afternoon, and continuing till nighr,and a good; 
while with much refolutiqn on each fide 5 four fiiips being related 
to be blown up into the ayr, and the Swedes getting the day. 

The King of Poland pofleffing Cracovia , prefently Cent a Cour¬ 
tier or Poft to Dmtzicky as to give them an account thereof, fo 
promifing them, that Czarnecky lliould with his choycefl horfc, 
fiiortly fktike into Pomerania, and Lubemisky fhoiild with the Au- 
ftrian forces fall into Prufsia , to divert the King of Stvederty and call 
him ont of the Danilh Dominions j wherefore the Swcdifh King- 
hafiening to wifmar in Pomerania , to put all things tlicre in a po- 
flure of defence, came thither Sept. 14, he leaving his Army ro 
carry on the War againft Denmark, under the Command of Ge¬ 
neral mangell. And,to refiore life arid fpiritto the Swcdifh affairs 
then doubtful, if not drooping, one Father Daniel, an Arobalfa- 
dour of the Coftacks, camefrpm their General Cbmielnisii to the 
King of Sweden fomc dayes before, to allure him, that the faid 
General was upon his march with 24000 men for his affiftance, 
as was certified by a Poft from Siting in Prufsia to'the City of 
Bremen, Sept.the 7th 5 who alfo brought news, that the Prince of 
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"tWWw/j/j vmready with an Army of 4 0000 «*" tl ' r ‘°“‘ e ex- 
nloicagaiuft thePoliihKing, or/lortfic Aullmns were joyned 

with the Poles) againlt theEmpcrour. 

About otin themoncth of April, 1 6\6, there were great dtf- 
orders and tumults (railed by *°ooo Janizaries and Saph.es) at 
ConlUntinople, (faicb to be occafioned through want of pay,and the 
obtruding on theroanew Coynof a very bafe Allay; who pro¬ 
ceeded (O far as to malDcrc divers of the grand Seignior s Divan 
orCouncel, and todepofe and ftranglc the Vihcr Bafla, whofe 
carkafe they with fcorn expofed in the Market-place ; forcing al- 
fo the Sultana, Mother of the grand Sigmor, to fly to the old Se¬ 
raglio for fecurity: the Mufti or chief Prieft being fain likewifc 
to favc himfelf by flight; not daring to truftthc words of thole 
Mutineers,whofe defign was to have dethroned the grand Seignior, 
and to have cllahlifticd his brother in his place. They laying 
aftdc alfo all other principalOfficcrs of thcEmpire.to fecurc them- 
(elves aaainft a deferved punifhraent, chofc others in their places 
who were at their devotion: and fearchcd diligently after fuch 
great Officers who cfcaped their hands: and all things there were 
then info great confufion, that fome ftrange alteration of affairs 
among them was cxpe&cd; fo that although this might have 
been enough to give a flop to the Turk’s proceedings agamll the 
Venetians 5 yet the new ones in power went on with their prepa¬ 
rations againfl their inter eft in Ctndia with more vigour than be¬ 
fore t fo-that the Republique of Verne via fain to fend fpeedily 
away Prince Horatio Farntfe, and other chief Commanders with 
eood numbers of men, and (lore of Ammunition for maintaining 
of what they held in that Ifle.

The B*fla (at firft) had raifed two Batteries on Land on both fide* 
the River, one on Natolia fide, the other on the fide of Greece as 
thinking to facilitate their own going forth, by obliging’the 
other to forfake their Ration: yet the Venetians undauntedly 
refilling their (hot, rendred that advantage of theirs unprofitable • 
wherefore tUeBaffa (being exprefly ordered to attempt going out) 
on the 26th day in the morning, through a pleafant North-wind 
advanced all his gteat Ships, who withdrew notwithftanding be¬ 
hind the Point of Barbies 5 whither the Baffa himfelf repaired 
with his Galleys: a few hours after, through a fmall North-weft 
wind, the Venetian Navy moving, Eleazar Moccenigo, now a Vo¬ 
lunteer, and commanding the left Wing, advancing and palling 
beyond the Turkish Fleet,fought valiantly,endeavouring to hinder 
its retreat. The battel being begun, Laurence Marcello the Venetian 
General, with him of Malta y intermingling with the other Vene¬ 
tian Veffels, fell to it Pell-mell ; fo that the Turks being hemmed 
in, and no place toefcape, were forced to fight with the more ea- 
gernefs: but they were wholly routed by fword,fire, and water, 
the Captain Balia faving himfelf with onely 14 Galleys* 40 
Galleys were taken in the fight, 10 funk and burnt; alfo p Ma- 
hones were taken; but the 2 8 great Ships were (for themofl ) 
burnt. The number of the Turks {lain could hardly be difeover- 
ed : yet 5000 were judged to be killed; 4 or 5000 Chriftian 
Raves being releafed, and 4000 Tur(cs made Raves. The Vene¬ 
tian's lofs being their chief Captain Marcello , 300 Souldiers and 
Marriners; 3 Ships of theirs likewife were burnt, two in fighr, 
and one by an accident. After an extraordinary joy manifetted 
by the Duke and City of Venice , the Senate ordered for releafing 
©t allprifonersfor debt; fomcof the Banditi being freed alfo: 
and CMoccenigo , who had contributed much to the gaining of the 
Victory, was the firft that was Knighted by the Senate, with a 
chain of gold of 2000 Crowns conferred on him; and then was 
declared Gencraliflimo in the room of (lain Marcello ; in remem¬ 
brance of whom, a publique fervicc was ordered to be celebrated 
at the publique charge.

But the Popifh Cantons ( at 
firft)arming themfelves infenfibly* fought every way for friends 
and afliftancejfending Deputies to the Bifhop of Baftle,to procure 
him tofwcar their League againft the ProteftantsjM/a/w offering 
them men to thc laft, and money 5 but the reft of their 
friends would do but little.

Opchf lich day focy fold a hotdifpure alloat , Baden t where- 'Sysf- 
in, then? of fritz, alfoadgipg the National peace formed in 1*315 
the Zmcftfrt called foVthe Records, and the infirpmcnc .being 
diftin&iy read, one^pra Rurgomafter largely faring, De- 
monftraredthac the Popifh Canton* had never obferyed the Prin-» 
cipal Articles of that peace 5 biu had.ffoce made allyancesagainft 
them, more accounting of thofe latter Covenants, than of theiu 
Aptient general treaties; and that it deferved up better 0*01$ 
then mecr Conjuratiqn, awid fworne £onfpiracy againft them 1 
which they muft no longer endure; therefore Zurich (landing 
to their firft propofal, required the other Cantons to dpjuftico 
againft ?mt* 9 About the lame time (though a J1 Ifoe PopiflvCan* 
tons drew ip one firing; (bia fomepfthe other Pppift Dcpmje? 
pretended an approving of Zurich demands, &c,; the Zur'nkm 
had intelligence, that Lucerne (which was ftved fry. Zmck from 
Utter inline in the laft Rebellion; rook notice of the horrible flant 
ders begun? to be fpread concerning thofe of the Pioteftant Rpji- 
gion; andhadpubl;(hedanEdi<ft, Commanding all their $uht 
je^ts rpabftaine from thofeflanders on pain of death, alto they 
heard, that the Popift Deputies offered to Jet alithefq Contro- 
verflesbe determined, by an equaj, number of judges, of either 
^ligipn; but it was thpqght by fome, to be but to gain time,bcr 
cawle the Pf oteftants were a great .deal more ready for the FieJd 4 
then the other thought they could be. 

Abopt January following, it was certified out of Switzer* 

Dandinro Eng*na y that it clearly appeared, the Pope and hit 
JEmiflaries to nave bepn the inftruments of raifiog that quarrel 

cities and injuftice, as had diffolved the general league of union 
that was between them : and promi/ing applies toparry on that 
War, which was waging meerly ^pon tho account of Religion? 
wherefore the Popilh Cantons endeavoured by Agents tp efttange 
the fcemingly neutral Cantons, from the Ppteftanrs, and ro draw 
ihcm over to their own party * Rut the Proteffonw b^ing before 
them in preparations, and exceeding them iti number, they in¬ 
tended though the mpunrainoiiJnelS of their Country, toftand 
on the dcfoplive, fo to linger out time till fpririg, when as they 
expefted help from their Popifo friends; but the Proteftan^s were 
thpn .beginning to March with a fair train of Artillery, tp pro- 
Vpkfj, ,or? if poffibjc^ tp force the enemy to an open engage- 

AJjoui Wfame time, wasfeena declaration in EngUndyoi 
ihe pf fop Mfoihcrs of Ca/el,th'c Court of the Lantgrave 

<ff fl(/^itppfoving that work of fobnDur^ a Mniftcr^ 

^bqhad Shewed again his endeavours, for pfocuringConcprd 
htnpjig all of the reformed Religion, who.had Caff offRomifo fu- 
■" perftition: 
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perftition : wherein among ocher things, they declared, chat as 
manifold experience had fhewn > all the Miferics of War, Pc- 

rils of treachery, Dreadful mifehiefs, by Commotions of States 
and Kingdoms, do proceed from diffentions and divisions in Re¬ 
ligion as out of Pandora' s box 5 i'o from religious and true concord 
do fpring all heavenly bUflings, tranquillity, and all kind of ad¬ 
vantages : and that, although it had been openly maintained by 
fome men, That Agreement in Religion could not be pleafing to 
God* yet it was pall all queftion, That peace conjoyned with 
truth, was moft acceptable to God the Author of botb,$cc, and 
as the wifer fort anciently held, That the bell remedy in cafe of 
Invafion by a common enemy, was to unite all parties, and take 
away all enmities and divisions in the Common-wealth: Why 
then lhould it not be thought the moft adviftablc coutfc to take 
the fame care in Religious matters, (feeing the common enemy, 
that is, the Pope, became more and mort raging every day) that 
all animofities and emulations being extinguiftied, and all con- 
troverlies and difputts about matters ltflc neceflary and weighty 
being removed, a mutual Concord might be ellablifficd by the 
common confentof all Calvin and Lutheran Profeflours, as very 
little differing in the main things * left their diflencions (hould 
become their enemic's advantage, prejudice to their friends, and 
open provocations of God's wrath: in order to which, and the 
like, they fhewed, That whereas the refolution of the ElUtcs of 
the Empire convened at Franckfort in 1^34, might ferve to point 
out a way; a Conference at Leipfick would be a means to give 
light in things of truth. 

The Affairs of Switzerland being now in a very broken condi¬ 
tion, the Protcftant Cantons had three dayes Aflcmbly at Brngg> 
Unanimoufly rcfolving peremptorily to infill, at the nextDictt to 
be held at Baden, on the right of Alliance and agreement betwixt 
all the Cantons • and if reafon were not done, then to take the 
field immediately. Which they did ; for in the very fame Ja¬ 
nuary, the Forces fet out by Zurich , (Werdmuller being their Gc* 
ncral ) marched abroad in lcvcral bodies, to the number of iooeo 
men: tVerdmullcr* s firtk booty was of the plunder of a very rich 
Cloyftcr in Rynaw, a ftrong place and paflage which he took: 
then he took in Keyferjluel , a ftrong Paflc upon the Rhine: wh* r * 
Ionic Zurickers were wounded : in the mean time, Ulrich tit Liev- 
tenant General going into Turgon\ took Fauchfield and itsCaulCj 
with the Popifri Bayliff and his Officers ; but the people prefent- 
ly fubmitted. After that, Wtrdmuller went toward Raperfm^ 
which place being very well provided, and the bridge fodefend* 
ed, he made lomc attempts to come near it, and the enemies focnc 
Talleys ; yet both without effett. But departing thence to u# 
other fi Jc of the Lake, he took in the Ifland of Hjjnaw, aflaultwg 
alio the very ftrong Caftle of TJefikan . Berne being likcwiTc«aaf- 
ching to divide towards Lucerne , (Geneva having lent them thtcc 
good Companies of Souldicrs) the Cantons of Fr 'tburg and Soltutt 
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bad endeavoured by their Deputies to keep them therefrom 3 but rvA-O 
they carric too late. RappeswiU being ftili befieged, and they Anno 1*73 
within ihooting off many chained bullets, Hints, and pieces of 
Jccl) wounding and killing fomc Zurickers, they were mightily 
incenfcd : whofc ftout reloluiion and courage was admired; 
who although the like cold weather had not been feen in that 
Country fora long time,the horfe and Ordance being fcarce able 
to pafle: yet they would goon (to get as many places as they 
could) without delay. At Zurich alfo came forth a <iflfanifefto> 
concerning the Subj dfcof that War, whereby might be icon the 
great injuftice, tyranny, and violenccof the Papifts, and chiefly of 
the Canton of Switz . 

In February following, Arnaud , one of the Sorbonne Dolors 
before mentioned, was with his opinion, condemned and cenfurcd 
bytheMoliniftsor Jefuits, and numerous party of Monks, who 
had both writton and difputed in defence of the Do&rine of Janfe- 
1#: (which matter had took up the obfervation and expectations 
of the whole Kingdom of France concerning its event and ifluc) it 
being pm to the queftion, they damped his Propofitions; the one 
israih,feandakms, and injurious to the Sceof Rome and the Bi- 
(liiops; chi other, as wicked, blafphemous and heretical; there¬ 
upon fentendng him to be rafed out of the number ofDo&ors, 
and degraded from all the f un&ions and priviledges of a Do&or; 
and further concluding, That for the future, none lhould proceed 
Doflour, who did not lubfcribe to the Cenlure. On the 1 3th of 
which February, was the opening of the general Aflcmbly of the 
Clergy of France . 

The Proteftantsof Switzerland fucccfsfully proceeding in re- 
vengcof the innocent bloud of their maflacred brethren, exceed¬ 
ingly ftrengthened thcmfclves. Some in that Country were Neu¬ 
tral, although Catholiqucs; Bafile alio being more inclined to 
peace than war, whole Ambafladours were then at Berne ; which 
turners took Zug and hefet it; fo caufing great perplexity in the 
Switz, where,and in divers places, divers Popilh families (appre¬ 
hending the Jefuits cruelty in egging them on, and prefling the 
Magiftrare to hang, burn, and quarter thofe that turn to the Pro- 
(eftant Religion) pubiiqnely prole fled the fame in the ftrects,and 
ingreae number daily flocked to the Proteftants, fubmitting to 
their prote&ioo. Zurfacb and Clo^naw did now homage to the 
Zurickers who had aflured the Awe ; thofe of Genff ^00 ftrong, 
joyning to the Berners, who were now 10000 ftrong,and expect¬ 
ing 3000 more to come unto them out of raud. There being like- 
wife at Bunthen 6009 Proteftants ready to maintain the Paries to¬ 
wards Tyroll and Italy. The Popifh Canton Forces of Uri,Scbaye 9 
and Underwalden, kept in a body, where they might have acccfs at 
pleafurc into Rjppeswill by the bridge: the befieged of which 
Town,very furioufly (allying out Jan.itf, with 1000 the choifeft 
®cn as far as mmfpach Convent, were chafed in again by the 
Zurickers with great loflc; mrdmuiler railing the fpirits of his 
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rv.A/l men by his valiant example : and Captain Elchnacb, who kept 
mrwfpath) Haying a great number of them. them that 

?o i*<8 were taken, were two brothers, held as Golialn among the Pa. 

pills, and being the chief perfecutors of the Ntcodermt $: their fa, 
chcr being one who parted fcntence on a Widow, one ot them that 
were executed for Religion,(the Protellant D f pu.tie s prefence at 
Smtz , it feems, not faving thcm)and one to whom he owed a great 
fummeof money. Another of their mod valiant Martial men 
who was foot and taken, dyed about three dayes after, raging 
agamll the Zurich Army *, who in that engagement had but io 
men (lain, and 40 wounded. 

The Deputies of the Neuter Cantons having been at ^ gave 
their judgment in the Counccl of War belonging tothe 4 un¬ 
ions, who refolved to make no agreement, tarrying in Zmuk % ex¬ 
pecting their anfwcr, that they might govern thcmlclves accord¬ 
ingly : the Deputies ©f the Protellant Cantons meeting at Am> 
to confult upon the whole 5 and the Papiftsat Mellingue^ who 
were not then willing to meet with the Proteftants. The Berms 
receiving a fall through the imprudence of their Officer*, took 
warning thereby, maintaining all plans upon the Lake very 
well, beflirring themfclvcs alfo wirh a Galley upon it; But the 
Souldiersof Ergow performing their duties very well, flew 500 
of the enemies: and the Zurickers before Rappensmll having now 
gotten near the Town on the Land fide, (hooting Cannon at the 
wall towards the Starr, a great breach was made, the day fol¬ 
lowing made an aflault, 50 getting into the Town j but the cue- 
my retrenching thcmfdves on the other fide of the breach, they 
were beaten back, about ao being killed, and ao wounded. 

At the fame time, an Ambafladour of Savey having been at 
Araw> arri ved at Zurich 5 where he protefted,That his Mailer the 
Duke would never take part with the injufliccs of the Townof 
Smtz ; fyethimfelf could maflacrc his own Subjects) faying alfo, 
That if the peace wera not made, his Matter would be obliged to 
ayd his Allies: the French Ambafladour (who would willingly 
have quit kly feen an aflcmbly of all the Cautons of Switzerland) 
faying juft fb. Hereupon, there was a Truce betwixt the Can¬ 
tons; which having been prolonged for three da yes more than 
was at firft appointed, was to end Febr. 10 after; during which 
Truce, the Popifo Cantons(about 3000; invading the Territoay 
of Zurich^ there *&ed all manner of cruelties, by burning,^** 
plunderings, and flaying many both old and young: whereof Ge¬ 
neral mrdmuller being advertifed, immediately ere fling the Uft 
with fomc Troops, and charging them, forced them to retire in¬ 
to the Territory of Smtz&n&Zug, where they prdcntly falliag^ 0 
commit the like cruelties as before, Colonel Swyer (who comman¬ 
ded the Popifh forces) fent a Meflenger to mrdmller, dcltring 
him to forbear 5 pretending,what his men had donc,was with® 116 
his order ; a thing hardly by the Proteftants to be believed. 

Another relation of this matter (for by the time it appears to 
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be one and the Came) is thus; Febr. i. the Generals of the lories 
o( Smtz., tin, Unde,mid, and Zug, hearing there would be a l. c-l- 
ton ot arms, (which begun tne'fecond ot February) ; as alio 
the Conference ot the Canton’s Deputies at Baden, and whither 
the Deputies of Zurich and Berne would not come, till the Papill 
and IteliM Garrilon were thence removed 5 the French Ambafla- 
dour mainly flirting to find out forne way of accommodation) re- 
folvcd next day (being the fame Febr. 2.) to fall on the quarters 
.ef the Zanders in five fcvcral places, picking out, for that pur- 
00 fe 4000 of their bed men. Thechiefed alTault wasmadcon 
L (iie of Ritcbtef'fclnvildOrgen. The Zurickers forlorn guards 
Hoot the aflaultersj but beingoverpowred by thetr number, tncy 
retired towards the body of the Army, whither the other purlumg 
them, vet ran away at the firft difeharge upon them 5 and in tacit 
retreat piundred feme feattered houfes in the Mountains, burnt 
a fmall Village, carried away the Cattle, and pra&ifed (overall 

great cruelties upon the men, women, and children, cutting °*f 
their nofes and privy parts, and after killing them Another af- 
ftulc w as made on mdifcbnill fide : the horfc of Sc ha]/ houfe , and 
fome foot there in gartifon defending the place very well. A third 
was about nigh ,lie “ ver sil>: wl I om ^ptain Uebmm 

ftoutly refilled j but they going about to fliut him up, he with¬ 
drew with hisCannoninto a Wood : the enemy there plundnng 
and burning fomehoufes, fpectally the Mimfter s. The fourth 
was about Cmel, where the enemies were rcpulfed. The fifth 
wai about the Cloyfter of qmdemMl, which was burnt down by 
the Zurickers. In all which, rhcfcot Zmeh had the bed, lofing 
but few men, in comparifon of the aflaultct’s lode. The Zunckers 

turned the liege of Raffetmll oncl y“» a block,n S “P> wl ". ch 
lobe maintained with fomc Regiments: in which Town, he that 
held ‘?4-y/4againft die French the year before, (with many tyw- 

"ftutheConference at Baden; andC.flation of Arms, .ndedin 
a peace 5 fo that in March following they begaa to disband tor- 
ccs, put the Counties of Turgow and Baden again under the Go¬ 
vernment of the Cantons, and toreftorepriioners ; on tome ot 
whom, the Papifts had committed foaic unworthy actions: ana 
on the 21 of March, a day of fading and prayer was kept in Zu¬ 
rich Canton, fora blefling on their State: their forces having 
been all kept in health and union, God having abundantly lup- 
plyed them with Viauals, and preferved them from fo many 
thoufand fliots before Repperiwill, where they lolt but tew, ana 
few wounded, notwithdanding their many skirmifuci*- >c 
r/rilwj having alio but 150 wounded, and i©« flam in ail mat 

Yet fomc Officers and Souldiers were not very well plcafedjU' 
the news of the peace; and the people would willingly haveicon - 
tinued the War, to have fupprefled the Monks and 1 r ‘ e « s ‘ 1 > 
but others thanked Godfor it, bccaufe the Trade began toAcc *l\ 
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f\A^n and thc Merchants to lofe. But the 'Lunck forces, in all 19000, 

ofCl ** were ,n a P ofturc to be U P a B ain atan y timc > an ^ thc Berner s rcfol- 

to * ved to have fomc forreign forces ready,that (with their ownJthey 

imi might aft more powerfully on all occafions 5 for all the Cantons 
wcretomeetMarch2 2at;i4to, whcrcthe Mediatours were to 
go about the fettling of the Amneftie or a£t of oblivion, and thc 
deciding the grievances both Ecclefiaftical, Political,and Oecono- 
mical, upon which great debates were cxpc&cd, there being 
above 200 Articles to be determined onely about grievances in 
Religion: upon which, the Monks and Priefts (’twas thought) 
would hardly agree 3 fo that thc Country might be fet on fire 
again. But whereas fomc (through wrong information) being 
much difpleafed, fpread a report, That the two Proteftant Can- 
tqns of Z uric It and Berne, had made a «oft difadvantagious peace 
with thc five Popifh Cantons, not only prejudicial to themfelvcs, 
but to all thc Proteftants and their Caufe* there was about the 
fame time, a publique Monition there fet forth for better infor¬ 
mation therein: declaring, That both thc obttinacy of thepapifts 
was much abated, and they willing to fubmit to the Right,where¬ 
by all that was defired, might be determined without bloudftcd: 
and alfo,that the Pope was wroth againtt the Proteftants, andge- 
ncrally the whole Italian Clergy had their purfes open for tlic 
Popifh Cantons: that thc Forces of Italy, Naples, and Spain, were 
marching to their afliftance, and to matter Switzerland ; Alfo,that 
thc Emperour had great forces on foot to trouble and undo their 
Country; which confidering thc fcafon of thatlaft Winter, he 
might have eafily done. And that the Proteftants were far from 
any afliftance 3 which though it might have been procured, vet 
would have come too late. By all which, every one might judge 
how thc Proteftant Cantons wcrc occeflicated to accept ot that 
peace • which notwithftanding was not (faid thc Monition)quite 
decided, but wanted fomething 3 and men might believe,thePro¬ 
teftant Cantons would not relent, or abate any thing of rcdrcfi- 
ment of their grievances, whether Ecdefiaftiaal or Political, Af¬ 
ter this, Jan. 30th, 1657, the Arbitrators ofthe cwocowmonof 
mixt Bayliwicksof Bafile and « Appenzel, where both Religions 
arc profefled, save a deciding Sentence in fundry heads, both as 
touching themlclvcs, and alfo that the charges of thc War be¬ 
tween the other Cantons, ought to be laid on that party who was 
thecaufeof it; which they judged to be Switz. And as for taking 
of goods, burning of houfcs,barns,6cc. by either party, chcfe (and 
other fuch things) fhould be buried in the Amneftie or Obli¬ 
vion. 

In France , about the beginning of 1^5 a little after the peace 
ratified between that Kingdom and England, the Archbifliop of 
Narfonne Prcfid^nt of thc Clcrgie’s Aflembly there, went as De¬ 
puty, with fomc other Deputies, to the Court; and not finding the 
King, ( for he abfented himfclf) they addrtfling thccnfeNes to 
the Queen, defired among other things, that thc Prorcttant’s pub- 
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liquc affcmbling-piaccs, built by them fincc the laft troubles and 
tumults of Tans, might be demolilhed: Alio, that they might otTi.nft! 3 
not be put into Offices and Employments, nor admitted 10 the 
governing of Cities and Provinces, nor to Commands in/Armies: w r 'v r \J 
defiring moreover, that the King would mind an cftablifhing of 
peace wiih Spain, rather than with England or Sweden. Si c an¬ 
swered, That the King above all things de fired and fought ro 
maintain peace at home in his Kingdom, and therefore expired 
that hi: SubjvCh of both Religions (liould live in amity and ui ion 
one with another; h.c intending rlu Proteftants fhould enjoy thc 
exercife of their Religion in futh places as had been allowed 
them: a^d that he had no better or faithfullcr Subj &s and Ser¬ 
vants' than thofe. And as to England, and other Allies ol ihe 
Crown of France , the King had done, and would do tl ere in as he 
fliouldjudg moft convenient, and would advife with his Council 
touching fuch matters, in due feafon. 

As to the King of Swede* 9 * Affairs, tberchaving been a Treaty 
between him and thc Hollandifb Atabaffadour* 3 it was fully con¬ 
cluded and confirmed byfubferiptionat Elbing, Scpr. 12, \6^6, 
the City of Want tick being fa far comprehended therein, that 
they were to agree with the King by themfelvcs: they not having 
thenrefolved touching the Neutrality upon the Articles that had 

been propounded unto them. 

In the fame moncth and year, the City of Valentia in Italy was 
furrendred up to the French, by the Spaniards ; the Governuur ca¬ 
pitulating to have leave to (end to the Count of FuenfaldagntyTl'iHt 
unlefs relief came within two Jaycsy he rauft furrcnder : and no 
relief coming, he marched out thence on the itfthday, with 800 
Me and foot,fix having Vizzards, that they might not be known, 
win with their baggage and two Cannons, were conducted to 
Alexandria. T .0 taking ofthat City enabling the French to clta- 
blifti their Winter-quarters in thc State of Milan, to the great 
prejudice and indignation of thc Spaniards, 

A little before thc fame time, the Venetians took that confidcr- 
ableaud important Iflc and Fort of Tenedos, about the mouth of 
the Dardanelles, from thc Turk 3 who not onely vexing the Inha¬ 
bitants of the lfl and with 26 Ordnance, and 5 Morter-pieces 3 
but alfo firing all their Munitions, and fpoyling their Wells,they 
farrendrod 3 800 men, and 300 women,Turks and Grecians,com- 
miugoutof it. The Turks being fet afhoar upon thc Continent, 
and the Greeks remaining in the Ifland: and through the fear and 
cortfufion which was then great among the Turks, chiefly in Con - 
jlminople , they doubted not but foon to take the Hie ot Lemnos ; 
befides divers other places like to fall into their hands: the Inha¬ 
bitants of Scie fending Deputies at the fame time to the Venetian 
Forces, inviting them to draw near their Ifland, afluringthcra of 
anealieentrance through the divifions of thc Turkuh Comman¬ 
der* there, who were by their oppreflions and cruelties become

A"uo -l 53 of an opportunity of cutting the throats o{ their oppre flours. 

But upon the retiring of rheSwcdilh and Electoral Armies, the 

LTVKI PoUs getting together, came on again in great numbers, cutting 
down wlmt (mailer 5 wedirti Troops they mcc with in theCoun- 
try. And Aug. 24, \ 6^ 6, Czar neck i meeting with 600 Swedilh 
horfe, and 300 Dragoons, cut them all down 5 they all dyingmao- 
iully in the field* This falling out after feme overtures for peace 
had pafled between the two Kings, Neither were there thole 
wanting (about that time) at who preffed theEmperour 

by all means to afford the Polifh King that afliftancc which he had 
folong demanded 5 but he would nor then give car thereto, 

The Mtfeovites whoentred (as was faid before) into Liefland 
with a great Army,having layn fome time before Dunedmg^xook 
ir, and put all the Swedes there in garrifon (who were about 
2000) to the (word. Thence encamping before Riga , by a Tally 
out of the City, he was repelled, and retired at fome diftancej 
General Dougin being fent thither with (hips and fupplycs, The 
Muscovite, being in defpairot taking %jga, caufed him to carry 
away his greateft guns the fooner $ which the befieged perceiving, 
they lallyed out O&ob. ad. about 5 in the morning, being djo 
men, horfe and foot: and falling on a place called S. <jnrgt y where 
the enemy was ftrongly entrenched) they destroyed above 1000 
of them t taking alfo 17 Colours, and fome priioners, among 
whom was Col. Sender , who through a flior received, dyed pre- 
fcntly after. The night following, he forfook S. George, and on 
the 5th ot October, he quitted the fiegc, leaving 17 IronOrd- 
nance, and 1 * Liioifli Gunpowder barrels^ which he buried under 
ground) behind him. And on the 17th of the fame moneth, a 
Greek, who was the Keeper of the great Duke’s Wardrobe,com- 
mingover to thofc of Riga y related, that his Matter was mightily 
terrified by news brought him> That Field Marftiall Lowdsuft 
the Swede did great mifehief in JUufcovie y having defeated two 
Armies, and taken two Generals of his prifoturs. There being 
aifo a Mutiny in the City of UMofc 0, which forced both the Pa¬ 
triarch, and the great Duke's Lady to flee thence, who were arri¬ 
ved at Polosko in wbite-Ru/ia. And Novemb. 5th following,there 
were folcmn Thankfgiving* at Stockbolm y vtii\\ difchargingall their 
great Guns, for joy of the Mufeovite's quitu g the fiegc ol fyh 
and the Fortrefles of Kakenbowen and Notemvourg $ of whofe ir¬ 
ruption into Liefland there was then no farther appearance) than 
the vifiblc remainders in thofe deflations and fpoyls which they 
had made in the Country. The rcafon likewifa which induced 
the Muscovite to that hoftile attempt againtt the Swedes, was fup- 
pofedto bethiS) becaufe it was concluded in the Treaty nwk 
between him and Poland , That the Polanders , after King Cafimtr s 
deccafe, (hould freely choofe, noronely the fon of the MufcoviH* 
but hitnfclfalfotobcnextSMCCcflouijtothcCrowu* , 
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Before the middle of Novemb. the Polifli Army being in three rv - A-o I 
Bodies, one body of them confiding of 30000 poles and Tartars , 

Sawskj being General, coming to Prufia's borders near the City 
htik, turprifed the Ele&our oi Brandenlsurgb his Army under the l/\Ai 
Command of Count Waldck: the Tartars alfo eroding the River, 
came behind them; there was indeed a (harp fight betwixt them y 
but the Pole'* forces being far greater in number, the Earl was 
forced to retreat as far as Angerbourg, 1500 of his men being cut 
off, with the Ioffe of fix great Guns, and all their baggage. Yet 
the King of Sweden nothing daunted herewith, fpecdiiy colle&wg 
bis Troops together, went and confirmed the reft of the Branden - 
hrgers, by uniting them to himfelf 5 which the enemy perceiving, 
durft not come on to profccute their fuccefle, but retreated into 
pgdlacbia. The Ele&our hirnfelf being awakened by this great 
lofs, (in which Prince Radzivil was takenprifoner, M. G. Ritter - 
idm,Col.'Rjft, Co\.Brunnel,mth other chief Officers, being (lain,) 
died upon the Nobility of Prussia to arm for defence of their 
Country: who turning their backs,faid,They durft not bear arms 
tgainft the King of Poland . 

But M.G. Goto at the fame time (arriving at Tilfe) fell upon 
theSam)tes, ftanding in battalia two miles beyond,, with very 
goodfuccefs: who thinking at firft,that they were all we 11 moun¬ 
ted md armed, encouraged his men toftand to it: but when ho 

perceived their fubtiltyitbai they had no Musquets, but long pie¬ 
ces of wood coloured black, except a tew who having Mufquets, 
fed immediately, he fee on them fo eagerly, that he got the 
Vittory, (laying 1500 of them, and taking as many more prifo- 
flets, whereof was (frifpin the General himfelf, and 60 other no¬ 
ted ones,the reft being fcattered and routed* Crifpin being brought 
to7V//V, was to bo fent to Keningsbetg. 

The King of Denmark complaining of grievances from the Swe - 
;;jb King, ('who had concluded with the States of the Nether - 
Us) having his Refident at the Hague in the fame O&ob. 1 £5 
obtained an anfwerof his bufineffe j which was, That the State* 
would not be wanting to recommend his Mattel’s interett to the 
King of Sweden, that he might receive fatisfa&ion touching all the 
(aid grievances of which he complained: and char they had writ¬ 
ten about the fame to their Ambaffadours in Prufsia. 

The fame year, before this time, even an unheard of tnifehie- 
vous invention to deftroy the lives ot people, was pra&ifcd in the 
Lower Silefsa * for fome timers of people feeing they had but lit¬ 
tle work, plotted together, That one of them fhould (byfomefcl- 
lowfliip with the evil one ) learn to make a powder, which he di- 
Aributing, and they throwing in publique aflcmbling places, and 
Fountains, caufed great infc&ion j fo that at Krapis 2500 dyed 
thereby* Whereupon the chiefeft Families withdrawing into 
the Country 5 it afterwards chanced, that a boggof one of the 
buriers getting out, ran to the Country where the people was re- 
tired, where being (hot, the faid Btiricr becoming mad, threat- 
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A^S net! all lus mer,thai they ihuuU die very hidden I y : who aifntold 
one that lamented his lately head Wife, that he wood red at him, 
to rijS? fo to lament, fiilce he was within a day to go the lame way, The 
L/W Magiftrate being advilcd oi all thole ; this fanner was apprehend¬ 
ed} who upon the rack conic fled his crime and all his Complices, 
who according to deleft, were put to death with great tor¬ 
ture?. 

About the moncth November following: the Princes in Gtr - 
vWi) being jealous of each other, everyone of them levied Soul- 
diers 5 lor they all feared a new War,which the French were like 
to make againll the Empire; bet-auf? there was no facisfa^ion 
given at Franck ford for breaking ol the peace ; for France pretend¬ 
ed, That the Emperour did contrary to the Peace made at Man . 
fler, in fending Armies into Italy and the HftherUn&s •, yet the 
Germans fent into Italy , committing great infolcncies there, above 
what the French did, pluodririg many Monaftcrics, and chiciiy 
ewe, hard by Milage ; burning down a Village,and plundring the 
guards of cue M> lands Governors 5 not fparingalfo the Church¬ 
men, but committing great violences on them, which forced < 
many families to have their houfesand goods, and to flee from 
that unlucky fupply; the affairs of that Stare could not beta in 
a worfe condition. And then were the Trained Bands, and fome- 
new levied Snuldierfof the two Elcdtuus of Mentz and flydcl* 
burg in ihfcfif l 3 , marching one againft another. Ncithcrof the 
princes then yielding to other about the matter of the Cuftomesj 
but it was believed that (ome of their Neighbours would inter- 
poe. 

But the King of Poland arrived Nov.i 5. at the City of Dintzitk, 
with his Chancellor and Vice*Cbaiictllour, (being ictvht in by 
48 Companies of Citrus) whofe Army being 30000 ftrong, 

( 12000 of whom were lufty fighting men ) were to be en¬ 
trenched about that Cify ; who foon felt the inconvenience of 
that numerous Army, to their no (mail difeontent, by rcafon 01 
their plundring and ftcaling,fpoyling and ruinating all theCham- 
pion Country round about it, which was expetted te prove very 
chargeable to the Vantzickers, and breed great and many inconve¬ 
niences: they being likely to continue their Quarters under the 
Cannons of their City, and King Cafitnir intending to lUy there 
himfclf awhile,* Parties, in the mean rime, of the Poles and 
Swedes every day meeting and kirmifbing. The DutchEmbal- 
fadours having alfo conferred with the Poland King at Vantudy 
( for both they and the French Ambafiadours were very ftfioil* 
and diligent in mediating with him for an accommodation) p re J- 
fed him fo hard, that theydefired him to nominate a day to begin 
a Treaty of peace. Who anfwcred, He thought irnceafull uM 
to know whether the Swedifh King would admit of the EmpcfOUt 
and Danifh King robe Mcdiatourc *, otherwife all would be to 
little purpofe. Next day,thofc Ambaffadoursaddreffmg thccn- 
fclves r.j the Chance llonr of Poland, he gave them r he like anfwer, 

* afiuriBg 
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afluringciicm, They ihouldfind tlie King and Eftates very much 
inclined to an accommodation; but, he telling them in conclu- L 1 .!** 
lion, That before any Treaty began, it would be cxpc&ed, the wS,8. 
King of Sweden fhoulci reftore all places which he held in Trujfia^ L/’Wi 
in (tie lame condition as they were before (which was not to be 
fo much as propounded to the Swede) both the Ambafiadour’s 
endeavours, tnd the Pole's fair (hews, vanifhed in an inftant. 

The King of Poland being very earneft by his Ambafiadours, for 
thcEmper ur of Get many uis afliftancc, had propofed the accep- 
tanccot the PolJlh Crown unto him, (that is, after fafimir *s de- 
ccafe) which, botiuoe Empcrour and his Ccuncel, abfolutcly 
concluded to wave; they finding it then much more convenient 
and conducive for the Empire,firft to make fure of the Crown of 
the Romans , and thofe hereditarily due unto the Houkef ^Auflrity 
than to covet after more forreign Crowns. And one of the gra¬ 
ved Imperial Counfcllours being asked his advice alfo, what an. 
fwer was to be returned, he is reported to have anfwcred, Ouarite 
frimo Regnum Romanorum , et cetera adjicientur vobis ; that is, Seek 
jtjirft the Kingdome of the Rowans , and others fhall be added unto you . 

Whofe opinion all the reft did approve of, and agree unto. 

On the 2 0 of O&ober the fame year, thofe of the Inquifition in 
Portugal burnt four perfons alive,who wereaccufed and condemn- 
cdot (udaifmand Sodomic. And Novemb. 6. following,the King 
of Portugal departing this World, (through obftruttion of the 
Sroneandgravd in his Kidneys) left his Queen, Regent of the 
Kingdom, during the minority of her fon Von Alfonfo the firft,who 
wiscrowned the 15 th of the iaroc Novemb. 165*. 

Novemb. 20th after, in a Treaty between the King of Sweden , 
ini the Eledtourof Brandenburg ziTaplawy a perpetual League 
ind Confederacy was anew tranfa&ed and agreed on: to which 
tffe&, the Earl of Slippenbacky and Prcfident Borenclaw departed 
fiom Koningsbcrg with the Inftrumcnt of that League, to have it 
ratified by the King, 

This year 1^5 6 > the Plague forcly afHi&ed Italy, fothat not 
oaoly at Naples* but at Rowe and Genoa it raged much : and at Be- 
nevento , in Novemb. of 9000 people, there were not above 500 
remaining. 

But the Fenetians after TenedoSy foon took StaMmene Iflandalfo 
from the Turks: and having furnifhed the Fortrcfie there, with 
all neceflaries for defence, their Proveditor General fet fail with 
the Fleet towards Scio and Zia, to refrefh his men: about which 
time, the Turk caft away all thoughts of peace with the Fenetians , 
having wholly broken the Treaty that had been begun at Conflan - 
tWople by their Secretary Be liar ini. 

The King of Sweden (finding his Souldiers exceeding defirous 
to encounter with the Polander s, before a greater Froft came, for- 
ring them to take their Winter-quarters) toward the latter end of 
November breaking up from Hone , he eroded the River with his 
Army,cou lifting of 16000 choyfc Souldiers: a little after which, 

the 
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the Polo ni an Camp under Lube r mi ski ivas totally defeated before 
ofThlift 3 which they had befieged 3 and the City relieved, which 

to 1^58. was brought to great extremity. 

l/VNJ About cr in Dccemb. following,the ©nee Polifh Vicc-Chanrel. 
lour RaJziecouski was brought (by tlu? Kingoi Sweden's command) 
a diferaccd priioner to Afarienbtng Gallic, upon the difeovery of 
his treacherous carriages to the Swedes: wl o( fofoon as the ru¬ 
mour brake ©ur, that the Swedilh King hao forced War upon the 
King of Poland , under his pretence ot a better Title, and nearer 
SiuccUion to the Crown ot Swttbland, and that the laid King | ia d 
palled with all his Army in the Balcick Sea, landing in Pomerania) 
addrefled himfelf unto him, with great promife of his fidciiry in 
all actions wherein lie thou Id be imployed : and having given at 
that very inftanta great tcftiniouyot the reality of his promifts, 
when he had perfwaded Tofen and Cal'tjlen to accept of Swedifli 
protections the King might in rcafon put no (mail trull and con- 
iidcHce in him : he being a Counfcllour in all the principal Coun- 
eels, and the chief interpreter when the King’s occaiion required 
ir. But it was then by his own conic flion known 5 Fir(l,That he 
had been the onely caufc, why the Cofsacks (according totheitof- 
flm) did never appear with any reality in the Polity War, and 
chkily againft the Alufeovite * Secondly, That the Oyartms and 
the rcll ol the Colanders left the King of Sweden at his perfwafion. 
Thirdly, That he engaged himfelf to the Jefuits, that he would 
then have delivered the King of Sweden into their hands. Fourth¬ 
ly, That he had an intimate comTpondency with the City of 
lhtntzick, alluring them, chat within a little time, lie fhould to 
himfelf a faithful Son of his Native Country. It was believed 
alio, that he had a defign to betray El king and J-Ioj't into King O 
limit's hands. But then it was hoped, their Affairs would take 
another face, and chiefly by the approaching of Ragotzi Prince of 
7 ranjyhania, at that time : as alfo the conftant defirc that the 
(.JHuJcoiite had fora peace with the Swedifb King5 for which 
caufc theKing intended to fend one Coyes with Initru&ionstomakc 
an overture of thefaid peace. The laid Radziecouski in or about 
June following, 1657, was imbarqued at EIking to be traufporred 
into Sweden, there to be imprifoned during his life. 

A little after, the Ghanccllourof TolarulUad given the afore- 
faid anfwcr to the Dutch Ambaffadours: the King of ?o\ani\ and 
the City of ( Da/itzick rcfolved, that overtures of peace Aiouldbe 
made with Sweden 1 whereupon, the French Ambaffadour went in- 
flantly to the Svvcdifli King, the Holland Ambafladour being to 
iuilovv, the King being then at Afarienburg to receive them, w»h 
their Proportions from the Polifli King: although it appears,that 
Negotiation was to little or no purpofc, 

On May 18 following, 1657, the King of Sweden (whole Head¬ 
quarters was at Qjavicheft intended to go to the Hungarian Lea¬ 
guer under R ago t sky Prince of Travfylvania , (who was now come 
to his aliillancc) upon the tranfaftion and agreement mads touch* 
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i„e die evacuation of the Garrilonot tor.ii, which was robe 
furrendred to the Hungarians : on the 16 day of which moneth, a ct Chl . i(l> 5 
vde duping from Samoifei, brought Letters, that Marflial /W- toi^s. 
unburg and the other Swedifb Lords there prifoners, were not 
tranfported from thence, as a rumour was Iprcad: he relating 
alfo, That there was then agreatmutiny and diflention among the 
Tol(S) clivers having torn their Standards in piecesi and run away, 
set thePolonifli Generals kept the rett together, and were gone 
with them into Lithuania . He likewife related, 1 hat Cbmielmski, 
lh QCofsacks General, was gone into Lithuania with great forces, ta¬ 
king divers Towns by Jrwko, /hiihf > and Bobrosko, and putting 
to the Iword all the Mufeovites and Lithuanian Gentry therein. 

But the Swedifb Army being joyned with Prince ‘Rjgotzi's Ar- 
DiY, and pafling the River Bug into Lithuania, not far from Kr&e- 
mL and finding no forces of the enemies, marched towards the 
(Irons City called Bizefeie Litenky, who at his approach (Urn- 
monins it with a (harp commination of total mine upon not fur- 
rcndi ins, Zawicky the Governouraniwered, He-intended to de¬ 
fend it to the uturmoll. The Earl of waldek and Earl Jacob de la 
Cardie, drew near the Town with fornc forces, and (hot off two 
pieces of Canon, (the S wedifto fignal) which parting into the Go-* 
vernout’s Lodgines, he, terrified, and forgetting his former refo- 
ton, next day humbly offered to parley, and yielded on compo- 
fition: and that,before the King and Ragotzi arrived there. So 
tlm, that flronganjd important place was fubdued without the 
Me of one man, and garrifoned by Prince Ragotzi, to whom the 
Kinsabfolutcly refigned the difpoflng thereof j although the be- 
liesed wifhed to live alwayes under the Swedish proteaion : molt 
of which Garrifon having been in the fcrvicc of the King of Swe- 
im, theEUAouref Brandenburg, and Prince Radzvill , betaking 
themfelvcs again to the King’s fcrvicc: others Ragotzi got to his 
fide, being raifed by him ; bur the Governour and feme others, 
with fome Artillery, were conducted to stuzana . After which, 
both Armies departed one from another, the King returning 
whence he came s and the Prince eroding Bug , not far from 
Biztfcie , where he a while continued. 

The Polonifb and Lithuanian Armies under Lubemiski , Czar - 
mcki , and Saphia, till they were joyned, were chafed by the King 
of Sweden and the Tranfylvanians 5 fo that Czarnteki lwimmmg 
over wnfsel with 10000 horfe,palled into great fummon- 

ing up every where the Tofyolite to make adivcrQon into Pomera- 
via ; whereof 11 Colours appeared ( June 10th) thereabouts on 
the other lide of Thorne bridge with uluall bravadoes. The reft 
marching towards liizefcie with looo Germans and *7 oleS : but as 
foon as the King drew nigh them, they fled in fuch haftc toward 
Vobmien, that the purfuing parties for a© miles could not hear ot 
them. In the mean time, the Poles intreating the oiuifcovius tor 
afliftaticcout oi Litlwttrtid) they were flatly dcnyctlj with this re- 
proa’eh,Thnt thereto had bafely deceived the great Duke, by 
Uti carrying 
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carrying the Polonifb Crown, which they offered to him, to Vien¬ 
na ; which affront they would be revenged of; fo that they mull: 
not expert help from them. Ragotzi marched towards Samift, 
whither Steinbock with 7000 Brandenburgian forces was drawing, 
to vifite the fame ftrong Fortrcflc, thereby toeftablifh the Ragot. 
zian line to the very borders of Tranfylvania, and to ftand firmly 
i nTolancl. But the King keeping with him a body of 8000men, 
intended to march iuto great Poland, to leaner the forces brought 
thither by Czarneski, and to draw fomewhat nearer to Pomerania' j 
borders, to joyn with wrangle's 6 000 men in Pomerania, in cafe the 
Dan e s fhould do their worti: For in or about the fame June,i 6 $y, 
the King of Denmark proclaiming War again!! Sweden, in Copper 
haguen , difparcht alfo a Herauld to Stockholm , to intimate there the 
War,or to the S wedilh borders to denounce it ; fetting forth alfo 
a large Declaration of the motives thereof $ Bccaufc the Swedes 
bad by fraud and violence taken from him his Archbilhopricks of 
Bremen and Verden, and his Towns and Territories, plundring him 
of his moveables, and denying to give him any facisfadfion here¬ 
in; detaining likewife from him, irne and Zerne in 2 Vorwjby 
force, and defrauding him feveral wayes of his Cuftome andToil 
in the Ore Sound, and prejudicing him mod highly in his Ptero- 
gatives alfo, bccaufc the Swedes had taken away from him the 
whole Trading by Sea, from Dantzick into Denmark ; and inftcad 
of making reparation of all thofc, the late appointed Treaty was 
broken off: the Danith King protefting againft the Calamities 
which that enfuing War might caufc. 

About the beginning of May, 1^57 , the Fe/tetiart Gent - 
raliffimo Moccentgo, burned to Turkifh Ships, and i4Saiques,ta¬ 
king the Tribute of Rhodes to 200000 Crowns: yet lofing 100 
men,and 300 wounded ; who afterwards joyning with the Pope’s 
Galleys,and thofc of Malta , they went again to the Dardanelles, 
Co hinder all Veflcls carrying provifion to Conftantinople , and re¬ 
volving to fight the great Turkifh Fleet, who intended to Rendez¬ 
vous at Scio . 

On the other hand,Mon(ieur Dureel, the Swedifh Plenipotentia¬ 
ry, having ufed all means to bring the Danifh King to a fair ao 
commodation with the Swedilh, and that proving vain, he left a 
Manifeflo at Coppenhaguen, May 13,1^5 7, containing a date of the 
differences betwixt them. The Swedifh Plenipotentiary proteft¬ 
ing, That no occafion had been given on the Swedifh fide, to du* 
folve and break off that Treaty. 

War being thus begun in good earned by the Danes, their 
Camp began to march for the Archbifhoprick of Bremen , cntring 
therein in June; in order to which, they went to the Elbe, whole 
high waters, and ccmpcftuous winds croflcd their tranfportation; 
yet fome of their forces pilling the Elbe above HamborQtigb,\'to*w 
the Dominion of Ltnnenburg: in their going over, they gave the 
other figns, burning pitch’d barrels; whereupon 3000 of the P 4 - 
nifh Forces were tranfporred to the High-land, where they took a 
Fort, called the Eaft-Sconce, ‘ 0,1 
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On the ?th oay ot the lame June, ihe Swed/jh Camp in Liejiand 
under Major General Lowen ; and the MufeoUan Army under the 
Waywoodof pleskow, and the General Szaremietow , had a great 
fight near the Town mike ; the Swedes having the day, put four 
Companies of Dragoons to the fword which guarded ionic pafla- 
gcs. Outlie place of fighting, 1500 common Souldiers wereUatn, 
befides many eminent ones: the reft being purfued : many of 
whom were knockt down by the Peafants among the bulliestncy 
tooklrorn them 4 Enfigos, 16 Cornets, 5 pair of Kettle Drums, 
all their Artillery and baggage ; Szaremietow the General was ta¬ 
ken prifoner,bcing wounded; alfo their Quarter-mailer General, 
withfeven eminent Boyars more Irom Pleskow , and many others. 
The remnant of the defeated Mufcovttes rallying their forces about 
fix miles from Adzell, Count Magnm departed from Rtgat o the 
Swedifh Army, frecruited with too brave Souldicrs fent from 
Prince Adolph cut ot Prujsta , alter the a&ionj with full intent to 
encounter tlum; who were before the 17th of the fame again to¬ 
tally routed auddtftroyed : upon which, thofc ot the befieged 
Gallic of Adzell defpairing of luccour,'blowing the fame up, fled 
away; the which caulVd great perplexity thereabouts, cfpecially 
at 2 )orpt, which was faid to exptno other but the famedeftiny. 
Then alfo the Cofsacks under Chmielnisky fell into Rufsia , making 
great havock there, taking all before them, without rcfiftancc, 

But the Danes in Bremen having befieged Bremer ford , the be- 
fiegro approaching to the very Walls; and Stade being by them 
begirt, the King ot Sweden made toward them, coming July io, 
to Stetin in Pomerania ; and next day the Prince Palatine of Suhz- 
M his Regiments of horfe and foot being 5000 choyfe men, 
palled over the River of Oder, to Stetin fide. Upon the third day 
there being a lolemn Fall, with prayers throughout all that Land. 
On the 4th day many Standards and Colours,both horfe and Dra¬ 
goons marched thorow chat City 5 the King’s own Army of 10 
or 12000 men, with a brave Train of Artillery, being to follow 
after within few dayes • Which march and Expedition was onc- 
ly intended againft the King of Denmatk. 

About the fame time, 12000 Polanders invaded that part of 
Hungary belonging to Ragotzi Prince of Tra/.fylzania, burning 
down 3 Villages, giving quarter to none. Then alfo (there ha¬ 
ving, at length, been an agreement of the Imperial Court with 
Poland , upon fix Articles) the Army appointed by the King of 
Hungary and Bohemia marched for Silejia, and was advancing re¬ 
wards Cracovia. Three of the Articles being, That betwixt the 
two Crowns,there fhould be an eternal Fcicndfhip and Covenant, 
offenfiveand defenfive. That the King of Hungary and Bohemia 
fhould keep on foot for Poland 1 6000 men, ( 10000 foor»and tfooo 
horfe; and a fufticient Artillery: for which the Polifli King was 
to provide nccclfarics; provided, that the King of Hungary rake 
from the Revenues of the Tfolonian Salt-Mines 50000 Gilders; be¬ 
fides which, the King of Poland was to pay that prefenc moncth 
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rv^o of June, 300000 Duckats in ready momy : that, in that Cove- 
nant, were con.pn! ended the German and Spamjb Houles of An- 
to * fintty Denmark,Muftma, and the Tartars ; as alfo, all luch Ehflo. 
C/VNJ rail Princes ol the Empire which were defirous to be rccuvcd 
into it, chiefly Brandenburg, in cafe he li ft t).c Swedilli parry. 

A little after, the King of Sweden mar*, hed from Stettn in Pome¬ 
rania with 10000 men a^aioft the Danifb forces. And ti e Polo- 
man and cJuflrian torus otingmviftred, the former were 34000 
ftrong, the latter 200005 a party whcicof marching againlt 
Prince Bagotski'b Army, who having layn at pintzavr, were now 
advancing to the Town Ottawa: Prince Ragotski then feeming 
inclinable to peace, fending an Ambafladi ur to the King of Po¬ 
land, folic i ting for it; and proffering, That upon ct nduions, he 
would quit Poland. Tie King anfwcrii gp He would fend to the 
King of Hangary with all ipeed concerning it, to hear his jood 
intention therein. 

About the fame time, Bremerveerden in Bremen (after thedeceafe 
of the chief Commander) was furrcnclred to the 'Bants upon Ar¬ 
ticles, Ti>c Leaguer-Sconce, a confiderable place, being jubdued 
by them alio : Tlu Dane lying likcwifcbtforc Borgb ; and keep¬ 
ing Staden blockt up. 

In thelamcmoncthof July, 1657, Venice had bad news,fo«ir, 
That the Turks having taken the Fort Bojstna in Dalmatia put 
800 Chriftians to the fword. And 6000 Turks coming nigh to 
Spalabo , turned immediately to the paflage of S. Francbois, intend¬ 
ing there to raife Forts: but Pofsidario lallying out, and fighting 
a while Hourly, at laftdrave them quite away, with the lofleot 
many great Commanders; who in their retreat went to Stlm> 
l)ing between Spalairo and Clifsa, where tlvy were recruited 
with £000 foot, and 4000 horle. But the Turks under Ilf rim 
Bafsa's Command, having prepared tor W ar a good while, came 
on Ju y 2d, in the night with (forming Ladders, &c. puffing on 
the City of cWm turioufly to lurprze n ; but 500 of tuoftinthc 
City crying out, Turks* Iwks, the chains w< re tli« r< upon drawn, 
and the Souldicrs and Citizens coming to a Body*!* II on the Turks, 
and dravc them our, Alfo illuing lorth, they difordtring the 
Turk*, put many of them tothc fwordj who left behind them 
29 Enfigns, and 5 Cornets, which they had put up on the wall) 
1400 Turks were (lain, and 2100 (with a great booty) taken. 

There was alfo a fight toward the latter end of July, on the 
frontiers of ScboneUnd, between the Danijh forces and the StredtS) 
under the Command of Horn, Douglas, and Guftave Oxienftcrn, rai¬ 
led to engage the Dane on the other fide next to Smtbland ; where¬ 
in the Danes had the word. 

Buc in Bremen , the Danish Army had almoft: no fooncr poff fled 
thcmft'lves of divers places there,but they began to be difpofl ued 
again by the Swedes; forthcSwedifh Armies coming on, made 
(in the very moneth of July) the Dinifh forces to withdraw h 0 * 11 
Staden • time being then to fhew whether they would quite foifokc 
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it,or keep itoncly blockt up; whofcntthenalfoa pare of their 
forces over the Elbe, to go into Holfatta ; and the Swedifh Field- 
Matfhal strangle (who Commanded in Bremen Dukcdotne) with 
his forces (onciy affifted with one Regiment of FiJanderS, whom 
he borrowed of thegarrifon ot Staden) recovered the two Forts 
of But&flit and Swinga, puling mull ol the Banes therein to the 
fword: whereby he encouraged, with all Ipeed and care pur- 
fued the other Danes in thofe parts, who were retreating in all 
hafte to (hip themfi Ives out of the Ducchy ot Bremen; and ov r- 
takin^tbem atthebink of the River O/k, 100k molt of them pri- 
[men; but their Olfum being gotten aboard, fet f*yl cowards 
Glttckfd, leaving tome of the imalkr WfTels (which fhould have 
iranfported the common fort; a prcytorheir enemy. Buc c*e 
Dunes then held Bremer veer den, and alfo a Fort feated at me mouth 
offaewefer: but from the K.ng ot Sweden's coming chit.er, unto 
thattime, the Danes had loft 2000 men. But at the King s eio- 
tranccinto Ho/ftein, he pitched his Camp ac three fevcral places, 
and finding the Danes did not (land, but ftill retreated, he falling 
onthetwo Forts Krucker and Niejlader , which procc&cd thofe 
parts, prcfently took them, killing and taking about 500, among 
whom wasCr'I. Benefield, a Germane . lithe mean while, aoouc 
iooo'Dmtjh norfc lighJy *uoKd> and 800 Dragoons, who werq 
quartered hard t>y, never came on, but retreated in hafte and dif- 
otdetfbeforc the Steeds coming) towards (jluckftad . While the 
King of Sweden advanced towards Itzcbow,mod of the Danes horle 
galloped into Jutland, 

About che fame time, the Emperour being deccafed,therc were 
iiffircnces in Germany about the Vicariat or Vice-gcrency of the 
Empire* which having been transferred in the late Wars th.re, 
and fincc by the Pacification at Afu^fler fettled on the Houfe ot 
Bmria, that houfe preiendcd as if it were a Prerogative mfepa- 
rably annexed and belonging to their EU&oMte: when as t e 
Golden BjI 1 5 the fundament,ill Sanftion ot the Empire plainly 
confirmed it to the Houfe Palatine? which was invefted and actu¬ 
ally pofldled with that dignity, before ever <here were Elctfours 
conftitured in the Empire* and which the Gulden Bull ot charts 
the 5th did not bellow on the Elt&ours Palatine, but onely far¬ 
ther ratified the fime unto their Houfe ; loiemnly declaring to 
the whole Empire and poftcrity, that it did belong unto them, 
by reafon of their Hereditary poftdlion of the Principality or 
County Palatine of the Rhine, 

Gejlendorj] Fort being like wife foon after taken from the Danes 
in Bremen, that Dnkedoriie was almoft freed from them ; fo that 
in Auguft, 1657, there was no place (except Bremerwerden) which 
ttoodout againft thcSwcdcs. Wherefore wrangle leaving behind 
him a convenient force to fccurc that Country, and carry on the 
reducemcnt of Bremerwerden^ he departed thence, to follow the 
Kin$ into Holftein , where the Swedes had taken three Sconces from 
thci>;i/tt5, and fo got into the Moorish Land of Hclftdn; which 
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rs/^o cut* D.i/;rj could not tree from hoftilc lnvaliom. AllOjtlic Kjng 0 f 
<(fc°hrift' 3 Denmark^ arriving at Jutland, lea vying forces for the rcinforcenK-nt 
ioi^j8 . of Iris Camp* and his Rix : Marrhall Mile marching thitherro 
OV\J him with 2000 foot from Cjluckjtad , with other forces brought in 
from other parts, his Army was look’d on to be very confidcrable- 
and which, the Danifb Officers were then putting in a pofture fie 
for battel : And tlu-y might expert it, betaule the King of Sweden 
with the reft of his Army, advanced after the Prince of Suit.. 
bach , whom he had fent before towards Jutland with a llrong 
party. 8 

About or in the fame moneth ©f Auguft, the Venetians obtained 
another fignal Vt&ory againft the Turkiila Pkcr, at the mourn of 
the Dardanelles, and that in the fight of the great Turk himlelf 
who was faid to have come down thither 10 fee the fight. Burti.ac 
which fowred that great Sutetfle unto thtm, was the Ioffe of their 
General Moccenigo , who being in profccutionof the V»Cl ry, and 
afterwards endeavouring to return totheattaejuing of ti e Lie of 
Scioy a tire of great guns being difeharged from the Caftleso/ilic 
Dardanelles 5 one of them lighted into the Magazine of powder in 
his own Galley, and blew him (with many more NoblesJ up into 
ihe Ayr. 

On the 9th of September following, Rofemwg, Envoy from the 
King of Denmark, arrived at Amfterdam: whole bufincffe was to 
fplicitcthc States foraffiftance both by men and money: he rela¬ 
ting alfo, That his King was afluredly with his Army rciolvingto 
bid the Swedes battel $ but lie intended not to engage, till the 
Toles fhould make their promifed Invafion into Pomerania to divert 
the Swedij}) forces. 

About the beginning of Julybeforc, 1^57, one Colouring 
Governourin?<tw4/V4 Ifland tor the Englifh, wrote ir,to£^W, 
concerning the good condition the Englifh were then in. 

But there having been a difference rifen in Grrwany between 
the City of Munjler and their Bilbop : the Bi(hop be(i<gcd that 
City, (500 Soulditrsof the forces levied by the EccliMicall 
Elettours, going to help their fellow Bifhop in that fiegt j and 
the Duke of Bavaria had fent thither 4000 men) but ('the Chizens 
continuing couragious, and rcfolvingto abide the utmoft extre¬ 
mities, rather than to fubmit to fuch conditions as their Bifhop 
would have impofed upon them) it proved a very difficult fiegej 
for the befuged Tallying forth notably, more than once, they flew 
a great number of thcPcafants which came thither to dofcrvicc, 
They alfo finding their Governour to be one holding correfpon- 
dencc with the enemy, brought him to Tryall, and put him w 
death; hanging and quartering four perfons more upon the fame 
account, who had unde rtaken to let divers of the chief flreets of 
the City on fire. At length by help of the States General of the 
United Provinces, (whofe forces were advancing toward the relief 
and vindication of the bcficged Citizens)'"the Bifliop no foonet 
heard the news of the faid forces advance, but be prcfcnrJy begao 
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to give ear to the Citizens juft demands, permitting unto them 
their ancient Privilcdgts, rights and immunities. Whereupon 
they immediately differed him to enter into CMunjler very honou. '♦ 
rably : the Garrifon being difpofed under Gen .Remond’s Cora- l/VM 
maud, betook an Oath of fidelity to the City 5 (for by a fure 
agreement with the Bifhop,the Garrifon was wholly at the Citie’s 
devoiion). The Bifhop loft 1500 men during the liege 5 the Citi¬ 
zens not above 30, and about 200 wounded. This was inO&ob. 

16^7. After which, the States General's forces retired into their 
Garrifons from whence they came. 

But the King of Sweden palling out of the Dukedome of Holjfein , 
into Jutland^ (taking upon the way thofe that were willing into 
his protection, and dealing with others as he faw meet) there was 
great perplexity among the Danes , becaufc of his fo foon coming 
mithcr, and arriving at« Alborgb, which is but 12 or 14 leagues 
on the other fide of the Sea from Gottenburgb in Sweden ; this was 
inAuguft; about which time, a Dantfh Major General having 
callup a Sconce three leagues from the faid Gottenburgb on an 
Ifland called Tiurbolmen, fortifying the fame with fame Guns,and 
inferiour Officers and Souldiers .* the,Earl Douglas juft then being 
coming thither, 400 of his Souldiers fo falured them, that they 
prefentiy left the fame, leaving behind them a great quantity of 
provifion. J Douglas advancing to ivennersborg, gathered his Troops 
together, intending to continue his Expedition in Norway \ but he 
was hayed there-l'rom by a Letter from Vice-Roy Brahe, (out of 
Schotien) then Generaliffitno by Land and Sea, that'hc fhould tran- 
fporc himfelf into Prujsia , to nffift Duke Adolph, and command 
the Army left there*. 

The £U//*5(thc while) reinforcing thcmfelvcs in Sebonen , Vic¬ 
tuals there growing fcanr, the Vicc-Roy with his 5000 men was 
conftrained to retire to blclmftadt: the Danes palling fafelytho- 
row the Wood Hallanfoos into Labolm, gave out, that they were 
5 or 9000 men: wherefore Douglas received another Order from 
Me, to take 1 800 horfe, and ColSwynebead’s foot* and to march 
thither 5 Sieiniock alfo having a few dayes b efore come out of 
Prufsiato encounter and endeavour to force them back into their 
own Country. But they having aflaultcd Laholm Caftie in H.d- 
hnd, and being thrice rcpulfed with the Ioffe of 500 men, re¬ 
treated again into their Country Seboneland, becaufe they heard 
Earl Douglas was to joyn with the Swedifh Army there, 

Czarneski with his flying Army going into Pomerania , the King 
of Sweden was thereby called away out of Jutland inhaftes fo 
that the Ambaftadours of the States General of the United Pro¬ 


vinces going (aftera fumptuous entertainment by the Duke of 
Holjlein in the Caftie of Gottorf ) Sept, x 3. towards Flensbourg, to 
Meet with him, * he was gone ere they were aware: (the King of 
Denmark arriving about the fame time, from Jutland, at Coppenba- 
guen, having left Fredericks-Ode and Fuenen in a good pofturc of 
defence^ but the Swedifh King left his affairs io Jutland to be 
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(.aincd on by mangle \ who commanding his forces there, kept 
Fredericks-Ode flill blockt up by Land ; ©ut of which, the £4^ 
having made lcverall (alleys 3 on Sepr. 20th, they made two no¬ 
table ones with two whole Regiments; but they being rcpulfed 
by the SipedeSy they purfued them till they came under the Canon 
ot the place* killing many* and taking divers prifoners. But the 
King ot Sweden having fent mangle a Reel nit of Foot under Co¬ 
lonel Ferfens Command (with an Order to try if poffible he might 
carry that Famous and ftrongTown & For:rede ol Fredericks.ode 
liiuatcd on the water towards the Sound) of 5000 men, thereby 
to overthrow the ‘Danes defigne, as alfo to confider which way he 
might (ucctfslully prolecute their expedition into thelfle Fuenen 
or givetheHnemy a blow fomewhercelfc ; He,on Oftober23* 
(having firftcaufcd divers experienced Corporalls, by night to 
crawls upon their hands and fter, obferving with all diligence, 
all particulars needlull to be known about the Laid place) cal¬ 
ling a Council of War, and propounding the Kings inrc/irfon, 
alter many difcourfcs of pro and con> they generally Refolded 
to make onfet upon it (the ‘Danes then not dreaming of fuch a 
thing) in 3 feveral places at once in the morning before break ol 
day: which they doing,and all the Officers and Souldiers behaving 
thcmfclves with lingular Courage, it was in a (lion time, by that 
one afl'auit (although the Danes difputcdonc Bullwark after ano¬ 
ther with (lout oppofition, and making the greatert refiftanccon 
thofc who gave the Onfet on the Gate, in their Ports toward it) 
reduced ro the Swedifh King’s obedience, with the Garrifan, 

6 Lieut. Colonels, 8 Ma)ors, 0.6 Caprains, 27 Lievrenann, 26 
Enfigns, 2 Engineers, 5* inferiour Officers, 13 Conftab!c$,&c. 
being killed and taken 3 above 2000 common Souldiers wereal- 
(b taken prifoners, befidesthofe that cfcaped into the Boggs j and 
1100 of the inferiour Officers and common Souldiers fliin; 
33 Colours, with i Standards of Dragoons, befog likewife taken. 
The Swedes had killed in the a&ion, 1 Adjutant Gen. 1 Cgpt.ot 
horfe, 1 Corporal, 19 Troopers; and of the loot, 1 Lieut, Col, 
4 Capr. 1 Lieutenant, 2 inferiour Officers, 44 common Souldicrs, 
with a great many wounded. Rix Marfliali Bilie the ^car¬ 
ried himfclf fo valiantly in that aflault,that he had di vers weunds 
in his head 3 but feeing all to be loft, he retreated with die Lord 
Hockey a Danijb Privy Counfcllour, into the little Sconce, whi¬ 
ther alfo moft of the Officers were gone, hoping to get over the 
water to Fuenen 5 but the contrary wind blowing hard, he was 
forced to yield himfclf up like the reft, at diicretion. 

After this, the King of Sweden thinking it expedient and »ecd- 
full to undertake adefign fuitablc to theprefenr Neccffitics,call- 
inghis chief Officers to Kiel to confer with them there 3 liimfelf 
departing from tyifnwr in powerania> [an, 5,1 457, arriving at 
on the9th day; the refulc of whole ferious deliberation with 
mangle the Rix Admiral, and others, was. That a tryall fhould 
be made to get over into the Ifland of Fuenen one way or other, 
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whether the Froft held or not. Wherefore the froft holding, he fNA^o 
fent the Admiral to Fredericks-Ode 7 to order thofe Regiments in 
luthndto draw together thither on the 26 day: After the fending ( « i^8.* 
(otnc to view the lee beyond Fredericks Ode , and nigh Fuenen , ana 
over againft the Ifland of Brofoe, (where the Swedifh fee foot, lor 
the better performance of their defign) whole horfes of the third 
party fenr, (the Icebreaking) were drowned, they with much 
ado laving their lives: and alter the King’s ordering both Wings, 
and all things accordingly, after fomedifputes, (this dylaflcr al¬ 
fo happening unto the Swedes, that the two Regiments of Waldek 
and Kowgfmrk fanek into the Ice 3 fo that Col. Foreman came 
to no a&ion : and two Companies of mldek's Regiment Were 
drowned, with fomc Troopers eft Koningfmark and Foreman) the 
•Danes were totally routed and put to flighr, Co UJe»s 0 a valianc 
and experienced Souldicr, defiring quarter of the Rix-Admiral 3 
thife that were not put to the fword, being immediately taken 
prifoners : only fome few retreating upon the Ice, (feme of whom 
were drowned; (and ol all the Danes forces not 200 efcaping) 
were purfued at the heels by (ome commanded forces. Where¬ 
upon M. G. Ferendts was commanded towards Langland and 
Smneburg to encounter 500 horfe, whe wete to come from thence 
toaflift Col. Jens 3 and Col. Afhenberg had order to go to Middle- 
fat to beat up Col. Filde with his 600 horfe,but he was retreated 
before to Odenfea. Jens confcflcd, That the Danes forces confift- 
edioallof 3000 horfe, befides 700 Germans y and 1500 Land- 
forcci, whereof all the Superiour Officers (except one Capt. Ru- 
moty who was killed in the beginning) were taken prifoners; and 
among thefe chief and publique Officers, were five Senatours 5 as 
a]fo L. G. Guidenlewy who all had Red to Odenfea • there were like- 
wife taken in divers places, about 60 pieces of Orduancc, with a 
great quantity of ammunition, and a Magazine well furnifhed: 
and when the King ol Sweden had fent the Rix Admiral to New- 
hrgy to feizc on four Daniih Men of War there, (a great number 
of fmall Vtffcls and Boats being likewife leized on) he prefemly 
came unto odenfea. This Ifland was taken Jan. 30. 1657. 

But in or about October befote, the Venetians loft again the Iflc 
<tf Tenedos to the Turks, though not without ruine to the Conque- 
rour. The Venetian Fleet being gone from the faid Ifland to cake 
in frefh water 5 the Turk’s Fleet took opportunity to land there a 
great body of men, who prefcntly fetting upon the Fort of Tene - 
dos by (form, were in the fir ft: attempt rcpulfed j but they prepa- 
paringfora new Onfet, and being numerous, the Venetian Garri- 
fon working a Mine under the Fort, difpofed their powder there¬ 
in with a match fitted to ir, and then quitting the place, the Turks 
taking pofieffion thereof, were (Fort and all) blown up into the 
Ayr. The Venetian Fleet returning, and perceiving what had 
happened, and the TuiksFfeet being at hand, they prepared for 
an encounter 3 which being performed refolutcly on both fidcs, 

(for the Grand Vifiet encouraged the Turks, he having come puf - 
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poitly from Conflantinople , to Tec that liland regained, whole pof. 
of Chriftj ^ l cfl i° a is of fo great concernment to the Commerce of that City) 
to Kf8. in the conclnfion, the Venetians got a new notable Victory, finking 
1 6 of the Turk’s Men of War, with four that came from Trim 
to ferve the Grand Seignior 5 taking alfo [four of their Gal¬ 
leys. 

About the fame time, 1500 Danes made an Incurfion into Bn- 
merwerden , hoping thereby.to have relieved Bremerwerden $ but 
the Swedes refolutely playing their parts thereabouts, made goad 
the fiege, rendring all the Danes enterprife fruitkffc, both touch¬ 
ing Bremerwerden , and other places in that Country, b ggetitk 
thcGovcrnour of Bremerwerden keeping in very clofe,after meat- 
tempt made upon the Behlemer Sconce; from whence they were 
repelled by the S wedifh Garrifon, with great lofle. 

But while the King of Sweden was thus flruggling with the 
Dane, moll inhumane cruelties and persecutions werea&ed by the 
Papifts and their party in Poland, again ft the Proteftants: The firjft 
City which they fet upon being Lefna, whither many Prote- 
Aants had come for Shelter ; there being three Congregations of 
them, to wit, the Polonian , Bohemian, and German , They intended 
to have put all to the fword therein 5 but the Citizens having do* 
ticcof their coming, deft the City and all their wealth behind 
them, fleeing thorow Woods and boggs into Silcfia. The enemy 
entring the City, found none but aged and bed-rid perf«ns,whetn 
they barbarously flew, and after plundring the City, burned itto 
afhes. In other places alfo they cruelly murdered divers Mini- 
flers, and people of all ages and fexes. 

Bclore the taking of Vuenen, the S wedifh King being in Pom< 
nia, he was intent upon making new leavies to oppofc the proceed¬ 
ings of the poles under Czarneski, who had then removed the War 
our of Peland, to their doors ; for 4000 Poland Troopers fording 
the River Oder, and plundring Dowen , not far from Stettin >, fit it 
on fire. Part of the forces in Holpein being alfo fent for by ihe 
King to oppofc the Polanders . 

The King of Mwrfhaving had a Treaty with the Eieftotir ot 
Brandenburg , it was brought to an iflue; which was. That he 
could be no further prevailed with by the King, than to (land 
Neutral betwixt the Poles and Swedes. 

About the moncthof December, an Ambafladour coming to 
Conflantinople, from the King of Perfta, with a gallant Train, he 
prcfently went to his audience ; and at the making of his Propo* 
fition, he drew out his Shabel, faying, That in cafe the Grand 
Seignior would nut reftore the lcffer Babylon, and make fatisfa&ion 
for the Merchants goods which the Turks robb’d, and the capti¬ 
vated Persians, which ^during the Treaty of peace) were carried 
away into fla very by his Subjc&s ; then in his King’s Name he de¬ 
clared War, There was no anfwcr followed hereupon, but both 
the Ambafladour and the chiefs of his Train being caft into pri- 
foiu his head was prcfently after fevered fram his body. Sothac 
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the Turks being fureof War with the Perpans, there was (0 be 
but one Camp let out with the Turk’s great Enfign, againft the 
Venetian Republic: The great Prince being to flay at home to 101*58.’ 
lupply recruits, and to have a watchful 1 eye upon the Mufcovites, 
who then fpakc in Thunder to the Turkish Monarchy by their 
warlujue threatening*. Before which time, the fbn of the Grand 
Vifier being enraged at the death of his father, Ivvare, He would 
be revenged on the grand Signier himftlf, and all that counfcllcd 
him to put his Father to death. Wherefore he rifing up in rebel¬ 
lion, and making no imall difturbance, feme advifed, that he 
might be endeavoured to be appeafed by favourable promotions; 
but others liked not that, becaufc of giving encouragement to 
others in the like cafe. 

But the Jcfuits who had been expelled from the City and Ter¬ 
ritories of Venice the fpa«c of 50 years, were re-admitted again 
by the Senate’s authority, upon the Pope’s folicitation 3 for which 
he thanked them by his Nuntio. 

The Poles having taken the City of cotfrY* from the Swedes, 
theKingof Sweden about this time retook it again. 

In the moncthof January, the Englifh furprized 600 Spaniards 
in Jamaica Ifland, who had hid rhemfelvcs among the Thickets 
and bufhes, fomc whereof were flaiu, fomc taken prifoners, and 
forae other Spaniards fleeing away in a fmail Veflcll towards 
Cuba. 

About February, Wrangle was appointed PrOtc&out of the 
Dukcdome of Bremen. 

And about the moncth of April, the King of Spain bent his mind 
above all other affairs, upon thcattaquing of Portugal, which he 
intended to fet upon with an Army in four Bodies. And to this 
end, the* Nobility were preparing to attend him. The grand Stan¬ 
dard which ufed to be kept in the City of Soria, being brought 
forth for that Expedition: which was principally undertaken', 
upon a fuppofal (their King being dcccafcd) of difeontents and 
divifions in Portugal, 

But c aunt UKagnus de la Gardie ( who governed the Province of 
Liejland for the King of Sweden ) being df firous to revenge the inva- 
fioa which the Muscovites had made the year before into that 
Country, caufed 3000 men to be drawn out of the Army there; 
and entring iuto the Mufcovite’s Country, laid near 106 Villages 
inafhes, put 2000 men to the fword, took Btfur, a place betwixt 
Dorpt and plotzko, which was the place of Magazine for 
Arms and Ammunition, and fet fire on the Town. Whereupon 
the Mufcovites being provoked, a body of them purfued the S we¬ 
difh as they were returning with their booty, which being re- in¬ 
deed by an addition of 2000 Germans, it came to an Encounter; 
but the Swedes being (lengthened by fomc forces, feat them by 
the Governour of Revell, got the better, forcing the enemy to re¬ 
tire in difordcr, leaving 600 men dead on the place, and 400 
taken prifoners. With the lofle of one Colonel, and about 6<* 
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rvA^O horfc to the Swedes. This fell out in April, 1657. About which 
©fChrift, 3 tia * c > mouth of Mount tAStna in S tithe (now called Mungtkd) 
»o i 6 i%. * foamed up an unheard of, and moft ftupendieus quantity of fire 
covering the llland with afhes. 

But that which inO&ob. i* 57 > made things run to an extre¬ 
mity in Portugal, was the exedlive Demands of the States Gene- 
ralof the United Provinces, by their Coromiffioners, from that 
Kingdom : who in their Treaty at Lisbone, (demanding pofleflion 
of the Realm of ^Angola, and the Ifle of S. Thomas ; alfo free 
Commerce in and with Brafile ; fame millions of money, and 
13000 Chefts of Sugar, to be delivered in Amfierdam at the King 
of Portugal* $ charge) fet an end to all hope of any good by treating: 
For thole particulars being denyed them, a War was begun with 
Portugal , the Dutch Fleet then lying thereabout to watch for their 
Brafile Fleet: whofc Commiffioners returned to make report unto 
their Superiours. 

But Czarneski with 8000 Polifh horfe entring in the famcOfto* 
ber into Pomerania , wafted that part of it which belonged to the 
Swede 5 and advancing as far as betwixt Stetin and Jlmm, they 
dealt mod barbaroufly with the Inhabitants: yea they came to 
t/inklam it felf, where they burnt the Horfc-Mills, (alloafccond 
time before Stettin , coofuming and burning down all to the 
ground thereabouts) and had not the overflowing of the Rivet 
Pein hindred, they would have made a farther fpoyl and pro- 
greffe ; whereupon they returned back again into the Marck : and 
the King of Sweden being then thereabouts, collc&ing his forces 
to oppofe them ; (his men being mightily encouraged by ti c un¬ 
expected nows of the taking Fredericks Ode) they hearing the King 
was drawing an Array together, went back again over the Oder . 
Czarneski afterwards returning into Poland; 

About November, the Portugal Forces having rendezvoused at 
Llvas, notoncly paffed the River of Guadiana j but coming be¬ 
fore Monti) after four dayes fiege, conftraincd the Governour to 
furrender it upon Capitulation: which news moved the King of 
Spain, in regard it was provided with all neccflarics for a long 
luge, and might have held out, till relief had been brought by the 
Duke of San Germano , the Spanifh General. 

But at CanfiiWtinople all means was ufed to intercede for the fof- 
facks, that they might be reconciled to the Crown of Poland', where 
likewife wariique preparations both for Sea and Land were then 
eagerly followed* Then were the Perfians alfo ftirring againft the 
Turks 5 whofc Land-forces were to a& againft them* (if they could 
not either make a ccflfation of arms with them, or find out fome 
other way for accommodation, which they defired) wherefore 
they then blockt up Lemnos, which being reduced, their Land- 
forces might be employed either againft the Perfians, or fomeother 
parts. But the Venetian Commander in Lemnos ftoutly behaving 
himfdf, rcpulfcd the Turks in 15 aflaults: yet the Turks atlaft 
taking the faid Ifland of Stalimene or Lemnos, Tent thither n Garri- 
fonof 10000 men. A 
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A little after which, the Aufirian Court at Vienna refolved to fSA*o 
proclaim the King of Sweden for an open enemy, and to publifb J" n chdft 3 
open war againft him. . «> 103i * 

Philip the 4th King of Spain being aged, and almoft beyond ex- t^VSj 
negation, having a young Prince, his Son and Heir, born unto 
him in November, i< 5 57, Boncfircs were caufcd to be made 
throughout all the Spanijb Dominions .• all Officers being to per¬ 
form that folemnity in the moft magnificent manner. 

But the Poles continuing their Leaguer before Riga, the Govc r- 
nour Helmfield, Jan. 12.1557,aflaulccd the bcfiegcr’s well forti¬ 
fied Leaguer with about 6000 men on the other fide of the Dim\ 
and fuccefsfully fealing it, he took 20 Colours, with all the Ar¬ 
tillery and baggage, and 200 prifoners; among whom were ma¬ 
ny Polilh Lords, and perfonsof note 5 Col. wtgand their Com¬ 
mander was fiain, with divers other Colonels, and 1800 com¬ 
mon Souldiers alfo killed on the place. .The Conquerours finding 
fuchftorcof provisions and visuals there, chat the Inhabitants 
of the City were two dayes in carrying of it away* fo that 
the Pole s Leaguer was wholly ruined, and thofc of 'Rjga fet free 
again. 

In or about February after, the Aufirians and Poles going up 
further into the Country of Prujfia , committed great outrages and 
infolcncies in the Bilhoprick of Ermland . They feized on Newark 
by treachery of a Popifh Burgomafter $ and afterwards the Caftie 
Brazidn. But thofc of Thoren having a defign, fallyed out upon 
the/Wry, killing many, and taking a number of prifonars, with 
4 field-pieces, and much Ammunition. 

A little before which time, all the people of Naples being dif- 
conrcnrcd, as not liking the Spanifh Government, 8000 Bandiis 
were on foot in that Kingdom, their Leaders being of great Fami¬ 
lies ; (o that, the Tower of Annunciado was faid to be taken, and 
three garrifons put to the fword. But the Vice-Roy took two Ri- 
Ihops which were among the Bandits, as alfo a man difguifed in 
womans cloatfis, who privately carrying a Poniard to ftab the 
faidVicc-Roy, intended thereupon to have raifcdaTumuIr. And 
the'eBandits continuing their rebellion,one Capr. Martel/i about 
Jin. meeting with a party of them, purfued and took 20 of them, 
cutting off their heads 5 the reft taking Sanctuary in a houfe at 
PaztiHo, loyg defended themfelves: but at length they being con¬ 
tained to yield, were font ptifoners to Bata Caftie. After which, 
the Vice-Roy feuta Body of forces toward Salerne and La poville, 
to endeavour the hindering of the faid Bandits from cncreafing 
their Troops that way; for they were grown very infolcnt and 
audacious, being encouraged by hopes of fuccour the next Spring 
out of France, 

But the Swedes having taken not onely Fuenen } but Langland 7 
island, Pbaljltr, and Zealand, from the Danes; infomuch, that 
their forces were every where defeated and reduced under the 
Svvcdifh power ; the two Kings came unto a Treaty of Peace; in 

which? 
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which, Englifh Agents (the Danifh King having accepted of the 
oTchriV 3 l >rotc &our’b mediation) and French, with fome Plenipotentiaries 
ro uy8.* of the Danifli Rix-Senacours, (all others being excluded) were to 
U'VSJ mediate. But the Danilh King being reduced to a dcfperarccon- 
dition, the agreement was made by the mediation of an Bnglifh 
Envoy, wh'Jtn the (did King prevailed with to iorerpofc; the 
King of Sweden giving but 24 hours parley 5 and it was done,upon 
very ad vantagious conditions on the Swedifh King’s fide* as alfo 
fomewhae for his Father in law, the Duke of Hol(lein . This Peace 
was concluded betwixt them, on Febr. 27. 1657. 

On Febr. 20th, there began a Pol ids Convocation in mrftvia 
where many Senators appeared. A main Proportion tberemade^ 
being concerning a Treaty of Peace with Sweden \ whichif it 
could not be obtained, then means was to be rcfolvedon for pur- 
fuancc of the War, and to make a League with the United Ne- 
thcriand Provinces ; and an agreement with the Co/tela, for a 
ceflarion of Arms. The Senators then took an Oaih, not to re¬ 
veal any of their Confutations. The Gentry likewife complai¬ 
ned much agaiqft thcquartcring of the tAufirian forces, and the 
maintaining of their own Souldicrs; for whom moneys were to 
be raifedw There was alfo another Proportion concerning the 
toleration of the Proteftant Religion 5 which the Gemryadmit- 
ted, (though the Clergy accepted not of it) declaring, That the 
Augujjtine and Reformed Religion fliould be tolerated, but nouhe 
Socinian. They alfo refolved againft the Clergies ProteAation, 
which would have no peace with Sweden, accepting of the Frtmh 
mediation therein. Then alfo the Commander of the Aujlrun 
forces defiring an Oath of fidelity to be made to him in the King 
of Hungary* s name, in the City of Cracow , the States of Pohnd 
were much offended. 

There was likcwifc about this time, a meeting of the Clergy : ri 
Flanders , to raife money for the King of Spain : The Biftop ex¬ 
horting them, faid, There was great nccemty, that a fum fhould 
be yearly raifed to profecutcthe War againft the Englifo and 
French j allcdging, that the Enemies ay raed chiefly mhcClcr- 
gic’s revenues 5 they being then upon the hazard of lofing all: all 
which might be prevented. Their Affembly brake up divers 
times: at whofc firft meeting, many of them declared, they be¬ 
ing poor, had nothing to give; which being known to the 
contrary, they afterward, contributed, and iubferibed large 
fums. 

But fomething not altogether inconfidcrable, comes to be rela¬ 
ted out of the Ea(l • Indies , the ftatc* of the great Mogot ; who there 
deceafing, in 1657, the Indians loft fuel) a pretious ttcafurc in 
him that was fo wife and fortunate, that they dcfpaircd of ever 
feeing a Succeftour to his Virtues *, yet he lived to the age of 75 
years: who leaving behind him four Ions, (and being by every 
one a grandfather) they were all fomewhat equally* ballanced in 
power, (by a divifion of that vaftc Empire, into a kind ofTetrar- 
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chy) being oncly fubordinate to their father while he lived ; Nci. F\j^rs 
ther could the right of primogeniture cxrend the cldcft his Domi- : 
nions any farther, than by thefword, which was then like to be toi <s*.’ 
the Arbitrator: fo that whatever was done by the three Elder 
brothers, tnediftance of the place, and difficulty of pafTage had 
then denyed intelligence to thofe of Surrat: but c Mom Bux , the 
younger, having crowned himfclf king of Guzarat> his Scat being 
at Abmadw&d, (a great City 100 miles from Surrat) feiu in Octo¬ 
ber, or about the beginning of Novemb. 1 6 57, an Army under 
an Eunuch’s command to reduce Surrat Caftle, it being of very 
confiderable ftrcngth,and commanding the beft Port of his Domi¬ 
nions, befidcs a treafure of above 200000 1. ftcrling therein $ but 
theGovernour refufingto deliver it to any but Dorroskokore the 
Eldcft, who was King of De/ty> the Eunuch clofc befieging the 
fame, and working three Mines under the brink of the Moar, he 
(“prang one of them, Dccemb.20, blowing up Co yards of the out¬ 
ward wall; which although it would have little advantaged him, 

(had the Souldiers continued nfolurc) yet the frights of danger, 
indpromifed indempnity, made them conftrain the faid Gover- 
nour tofurrender it, Decemb. the 4th after, (though on honou¬ 
rable terms, and after much lofle to the befiegers) That divifiou 
having aim jft put an end to the Trade of Surrat, 

About the latter end of 1657, the Mafeovites remaining about 
femma^ which they had befieged from the middle of Febr. before, 
with between 5 and 6090 men 5 M. G. H§rn } Governour of in - 
germ&nhnd , approaching with but 800 men, and four pieces of 
Cannon,took from them the Fort of Kakelwerck, putting 100 Muf- 
mites to the fword therein: whereupon, the main body drawing 
off from before jama, he had opportunity to put Ammunition, 
Viftuals,and frefh men into that Town, withost any opposition 
of the enemy. 

The cojUcks and Tartars about the fame time made an agree¬ 
ment. Peace alfo between the Houfes of Ottoman and Aajtria was 
confirmed .* and it was hoped theCo/V^yand Poland would agree 
alfo. And likewife that a Peace would be made between Poland 
and Sweden: For the Treaty inorderroa compofure went on in 
April, 1658, betwixt their Commiffioners; the fuccefle of a fair 
concluflon being very probable: which thing not a little alarmed 
the great Duke of Mufeozy, who was very active to profecute his 
defign, fearing thofe two Kings reconciliation might prove pre¬ 
judicial! to him; who fcntanExpreflctothcPolifh King, to de¬ 
mand an execution of the Treaty heretofore made at rtln.t be¬ 
twixt them, particularly that point refpc&ing the Mufeovite' s cl¬ 
dcft fon’s fucccflioa to the Crown of Poland t whereby the Polifh 
king apprehending, that the Mufeovite did but feck a prt text for 
War, he therefore ordered one part of his forces co obferve the 
Motion of the Muscovites, 

But Qzameski) (who was then made Cracovian Palatine in the.

1 /VNJ On the 19th day of which moneth, the DCucheffe of Newburgh 

was delivered of a young Prince, which made the Court re- 
joyce. 

Two or three moneths before this, the Turks were more etna- 
ed againft Chriftians in the City of Jerulalcm, than formerly, 
emaoding of them and their Merchants double Cuftome $ threat- 
ning to turn them out, and lead them Captive, if they would not 
pay, and not fuffering any Chriftians to come thither $ which 
perplexed the poor Chriftians there very much ; the Guardian 
having dcfired 20 moneths time to fend the religious people into 
Chriftendom to gather Alms. 

But in the fame moneth of April, 1658, 800 foot Souldiersout 
of Polonifh Regiments palling over the River Wcyfscl about Dir- 
fljatvy with intent to take poll in a Sconce not far from the Village 
Lifsawy and fo to invade the great Wcrder: Prince uidolfh (u m- 
nioning all the horlc and foot to be had in Elbing and Hooft x would 
forthwith have encountred them : But the Bridg being fomevrhat 
damnified by the high water,he was hindered; fo that the enemy 
had time to fortifie thcmfclvcs with fomc Palifadoii?! but i9 
foon as the Swcdifii got over,they advanced before the faid Sconce 
©f Lifsawy which the Polilh (though they made ftrong oppofition, 
after L. Col. plaw thcGovcrnour was killed, his forces thatentred 
therein 126 files,being diminifhed to 65, and all provifioncutoff 
from the other fide) within few dayes were forced to furrenderit, 
Apr. 21, upon difereuon, with all the Men, Canons, and Ammu¬ 
nition that was lefr. Sapbia was coming to relieve the fame, but 
hearing it was yielded, he retreated back again. 

CMay 4th after, 1658, the French, with fomc Hnglifh alfifting 
them, had a defeat in attempting to furprizc of end infWw, 
by a Plot laid with two Burgomafters, and feme others within the 
Town,onety/W^/#7-,a ColoneI,bani{licd formerly out of FhndtrS) 
being to be a chief a&orin the bufindfe, who was indeed their 
betrayer. The time being come, and all figns of a furrender gi¬ 
ven, the Govcrnour being pretended to be (lain, &c. between 
9 and to in the morning,the new Tide ferving, Marfhal 'fi'Jumont 
going in, in Vcfiels, with between 6 and 700 men, the final 1 {hot 
and great guns alfo now firing apace, they were contained to 
yield themfclvcs prifoners: fomc, endeavouring to run aflioaron 
the Contribution fide, being killed by the herfe there on purpole 
placed. Of the English that went toayd the Marfhal in his land¬ 
ing, weretaken prifoners no men; of the Sea-men that went 
afhoar there being but four wanting. 

A little before the fame time, the King of Sweden fummonirig 
an Aflemblyof all the Provincial! Governours of Sweden, With 
moft of the Bilhops, and a Deputy from each City to Gottenhrm 
Pofenbm (they being met) Commander of Stockholm, opened the 
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Aflcmbly with an elegant Oration, being followed therein by the 
other Deputies, congratulating the King touching the profperous 
fuect fie of his Arms: and before May 17, we find him gone from roi*?8.’ 
Gottenburghy having obtained of the Eftates of his Realm all that O'YVJ 
hedeepanded of them; particularly, a Lcvicof 14000 men for 
Iccuring of Pomerania . In the mean time, M. G. Jephfon the En- 
glifii Envoy, arrived Berlin, where was theElc&our of Bran- 
dtnburg his Court, as alfo an Ambafladour from the Lantgraveef 
Hefien: The firft intimating thus much, That he who (hotild be 
an enemy to the King of S«wktf,fiiould alfo be fo to the Lord Pro¬ 
testor. Theothers Commiffion feeming to tend to the fame effeft; 
which was,To endeavour a hinderanceof Jealoufie and difference 
(crept in between the faid King and Ele&our) from breaking out; 
tnd that a good understanding and conftant friendfiiip might be 
onboch Tides preferved. For then in the faid Elcdtours Domi¬ 
nions, divers Magazines were to be ere&ed, a great quantity ©f 
provifion being to be brought together to that effedt: he alfo lea- 
vied great forces, his defign being not at firft known ; but in July 
after, it was apparent, That between the King of Sweden and the 
Elc&our, was nothing intended but open hoftility: this laft,pub- 
lifhing a Manifeflo of the grounds of his proceedings, in keeping 
his Army together, and levying more forces, &c. who having 
dcfired the S wedifh King both by Writing and Ambaffages,That 
the pretended Quarrell betwixt the King of Poland and Sweden 
might be by fair means laidafidc; proffering on his part all pof- 
fiulc means conducing thereunto j Alfo hecarneftly endeavouring 
toprocurcjuft fatisfa&ion from the Polifl* King, who thereupon 
(hewed himfclf inclinable and defirousof peace, (the Ambaffk- 
dours of the Elc&oral Colledg at Frankfort being, at the time of 
hh AfunifejU* s publifhing, with the Swedifh King, about laying 
afidc of Coutroverfies, and obferving the inftrumentof Peace, 
and other wayes by him ufed; Yet his Ambaffadours were coorfty 
ufed, contrary to the Laws andCuftoms of Nations, not being 
admitted to audience, though they had his Letters of Credence; 
but rather were bid to be gone, to his great difgrace* adding 
thereto great threatenings; for execution whereof, an Army then 
flood on his Frontiers $ and that, unlcfic God turn’d it away, ho 
mud look cither fora fudden furprize, or a moft deftrufliveho-* 
ftile march through the Empire and his Territories. The faid 
Duke of Brandenburg therein alfo charging ftri&Iy all his Sub- 
K^s to quit their warliquefervice out ot the Empire, and to re¬ 
turn either to their own homes,or come to him or his Army with¬ 
out delay, upon forfeiture of all that ever they had, whether 
moveables or uncuoveables. 

But before this time it was perceived by prudent men, that the 
Aujtrians ufed all rhanner of promifes and ftiifti to the King of Pb - 
bndy to continue the division between Sweden and Poland, doing 
what they could to obftruft the mediation of France for an accom¬ 
modation ; whereupon mail of the Polifti Bftatcsjchicfly the Pruf- 
” L111 ' 
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fian, appeared fo ill fatisfitd, that molt of them were on the point 
! to endeavour the fummoning a Diett to Dantzick, to confidcr of 

wayes and means molt advantageous for their affairs: and the 
rather, bccaufe Brandenburg had then fent new afiurances to thfc 
Swedes, that he would do nothing to their prejudice. But wefee 
afterwards there was a manifcft breach. 

A$ concerning evacuation and refticution of places between the 
TfAne &t\d Swede, the, King of Denmark was to repofl'effc Frederick . 
Ode, when the Caflle of Brememerden fhould be reftored to the 
King of Sweden \ and about the beginning of May this'prfcfcnt 
year, 16} 8, all Regiments of Sweden were tranfported out of Zee* 
land 5 but theft in Fuenen were not to be removed till the Treaty 
of the Danifh King with the Duke of Holftetn, (wherein there 
were fomc tcrgivcriations ukd on the Danilli fide) was brought 
to a Anal uplhor. 

Baton ju ! y 18, 1^58, Leopolds King of Hungary andflitoni 
(the former Emperour deceafmg April 2, 16 57,/waschofenEm- 
perour of Germany by the feven Eic&ours at the Imperial City of 
Franckford . 

And Scptemb. 3d following, (the very day on which the two 
memorable Vi&orics of ^Dunbar in Scotland, and Wmtfet in 
England again ft. the Scottilh King wero by him obtained) Oliver 
Cromwell, Lord Protc&or of the three Nations, after about 14dayea 
ficknefle, like an Ague in chcbcginning, about the hour of thtca 
in the afternoon, departed from the living, having born that $u- 
pream Office almoft five years. And the next day, Sept.f Richard, 
the eideft Son of the faid Oliver, was by the Privy Council’s Com¬ 
mand proclaimed Lord Protestor of England, Scotland , and Ire - 
land, in his Father's ftead. Which on the fame day was perform¬ 
ed* fir ft near the Council-Window in wlnte-Hall *, then in the 
Palace-Yard at. #v|f mnjter 5 and after that in the City of Lon¬ 
don. 

, But about the middle of. July, the Swcdifh forces invading 

Ele^oral Prufiia, ahd plundring fomc Villages, they killed the 
l)ttkc of Brandemlurg his fafe-guards which they there found,but 
one Gol. Skoneck lying in wait for them, met at laft with a S wc¬ 
difh party of 200,near Rofenberg, bringing fomc of thempfifoncts 
to Kingsberg . 

Tlu n alio the Treaty betwixt Sweden:* nd the Muscovite Cuccefs- 
fully going on, the Govcrnour of Riga wrote to the Swcdiffikwfr 
That he hoped there would be no occfcfiem to fend force againtj 
him. But the Cham of Tartary fenr to the king of Poland, *nd 
congratulating him, proffered bim afltttanac againft all his ene¬ 
mies. 

This prefent yfcar alfo, 1^58, came intelligence into wM 
of the great fuccefle which the Englijh forces had in Jamaica llww 
againft the Spaniards landing there 5 as alfo, that the Spanta™ 
Platq-Gallcons which were bound from cartbagena for Spain,vrert 
caft aMty by 4 Hirrecanc.; the Bermudans bringing into ft" 1 * 1 " 
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^TpicTcs of eight which they had taken in the Rad 
But Prince Ra^otsky being returned out of Poland into Tranfylva - #f Chrlftj 
n U t hc Great Turk (having before commanded him in i ^5 7 3 up- 
on great penalty, not to proceed in his march againft Poland) fent ^ 
CO him, torefign his Principality of Travfylvania to his Coulen 
leada t he at that prefent yielded thereto ; ('although to refign up 
anyof his Forts into the Turks hands, he utterly denyed) and re- 
affuming his Principality again, without the faid Turk’* content, 
he being enraged againft him, would try his uttnoft to deveft him$ 
and difpofle fs alfo the Princes of Moldavia and Wallachia: where- ' 
fore, he ordering great forces againft him, about the latter end ot 
April, ids 8, the Turks totally defeated the Prince of mUcbta , 
who was marching to Prince Ragotzi 9 1 ayd, (who had alfo fent to 
Vienna, to demand the promifed ayd by the King of Hungary 
is ainft thofe Turks ) 8000 being flam upon the place, and a great 
number of prifoners taken; among whom, were divers Boyars, 
the principal Officers of that Prince: who thereupon fleeing into 
Tranfylvania , the Turks forced another to accept his Principals 
iy. And the Grand Signior being ftill bent to dethrone the laid 
Ragotzi, feat about July rigorous Orders to the CMoldavun and 
mlltcbian Princes, That they fhould endeavour to invade him. 

But to the Bafhaw of Built, he fent more fevere «rdcr for the!Tame 
ttfeft, with a threataing, That if he did not his duty, he fhould 
be Head alive, and his skin placed on one of Buat s Towers.- 
Wherefore the Bafhaw advancing about the beginning of July, 

Prince Ragotiki challenged him to a fight: who thereupon break¬ 
ing up from Liff^nA marching towards Jrtd Caftle, theTran« 
[jlvanians fired the Suburbs near that Caflle. The Turk s Officers 
wha led the Avant, feeing the fmokc and fire, haftened dircftly 
10 the Caflle,whom the Hmgmtns following,put them to Might, 
tiling and putting many to the fword s Mufiapba Beg being taken 
ptifoner. Wherefore the Trtnfylvtnitus encouraged, drew near 
the Turks main Army 1 the Turks thereupon difeharged13 great 
Guns as a warning,that their men fhould retire within the Wag- 
cons placed fo as to ferve for a fafeguard: but the Tranfyivanians 
to roundly plyed them with their great Guns, that they being 
brought into confufion, fled into a Valley: whom the Tranlylva- 
nians purfuing, dravc them into the Rivet Mot , where they were 
drowned : and the whole Turkifh Army became a prey: this 
was on luly 4th, 1*58. The chief ptifoners being befides Mtf *- 
pha, wounded, thcBaftaof the Col. of the Janizaries, 

Col. fyene/y Aga at Buda, and the Beg of Ltppa: Alar Beg ot 
Waitzen being trodden to death by the horfc; the Bafhaw was 
likewifefo put to it in the flight, that he was forced to run into 
the water : whom notwithftanding, a Hufsar purfued, catching 
him by the garment to take him; but he was refeued, * nd 
Htefsar (lain. The Prince’s men purfuing them above 3 o leagues 

to one of their chief Cities, they returned with rich baoucs.

was without his confcnt; and that the Turk for his money might 
have as many of them as he would). ; 

In Auguft following, the Aujlrians forces being apprehended 
to be on their march towards the Frontiers of the Turks, to oppofc 
their power, it was wilhed, they might deal better with the Pro- 
cedants in thofe parts, than the forces under the Count of pkona 

had done, who ufed them no other wile, than the Turks were ufed 
when over-powred. 

But the Portugal having this Summer taken the field againft 
the Spaniard,about Shas, they befitgedand took theFonof St. 
Cbrijlopher, before Badaiox, and paflii g the River Gudim, their 
General June 22, aflaultcd another very firong Fort which the 
Spaniards had builded♦ and ordering ti.c General of horfc toget 
between the Fort and City to dcmolifb the Spaniards liner,he put 
to the fword two Troops of horfc, and two Companies of foot, 
whom they had left behind, except two taken. There was 499 
well armed in the Fort with an Irifh Commander, whocoura- 
gioofly behaving themfclvcs, and the enemy coming (the mean 
time) out of the Town to hinder their defign, 300 appointed 
againft the Portugals right Wing, were every man killed on the 
place ; and the 1 ike happening to them that were commanded for 
the left* thus after three hours they were totally defeated and 
driven back, leaving 1200 on the place. Whereupon the Fore 
was furrendred at the Portugals mercy ; the Irifla being permitted 
ondy to come forth with (words $ but all the Spaniards without 
arms. The Portugals lofTe being of no confcquence; ondy force 
Commanders wounded, among whom was the Duke of Cadml 
After this, the Spaniard forfook another great Fort made on the 
River, leaving all in it behind them; which thefetakingjftrong- 
ly garrifoned them both; and advancing to Badaiox, they wholly 
befieged it. 

The King of Sweden in or about the fame Auguft, embarquittg 
4000 horfc, and 4ooo foot, was found in that dtfign to return 
again upon Denmark ;Thc reafon whereof was varioufly cenfuredj 
fome being induced to believe, That fomc under-hand provoca* 
tion had been given to that magnanimous King by fome in Dtn* 
mark j for he landing at Corfoer a Port of Zealand, marched direft- 
ly towards Coppenbagen 5 and meeting (by the way) feme D»«ifh 
horfc, they were content to ferve under him • who was generally 
believed 10 take that opportunity to do himfelf right, and enfure 
all behind him 5 that he might fafely return into prufsia and Po¬ 
merania againft the Poles and other his enemies. But fincc this his 
invafiou of Denmark, many (lately Houfes and Farms were feen 
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on fire as well towards Coppenbagen, as the Sound, The King of r\«A-<n 
Sweden being at Ringflead, the Danifti King fent two Privy Coun- An"® 1 M 
kUouts from Coppenbagen, about or on Aug, toth, to demand the \ Q ' lts i. 9 
reafon of that fodden alteration, who being admitted to his pre- Csv<3 
fence, he with fuch grounded reafons demonftrated unto them 
the caufc of that his a&ion, that they could not anfwcr a word 
againft it, but returned back with tears in their eyes. On the nth 
day, the King advancing about half a league from Coppenbagen , 
from the hill on the left hand, they perceived the Daniih refoWed 
to ftand upon their defcoce,having let all the Suburbs on fire.The 
King approaching the City, Aug. 13, faluted the fame with two 
pieces of Cannon ; which being anfwered out ot the Town with 
three, they fired without intermiflion, to hinder their begun ap¬ 
proaches ; who had taken the Hofpital on one fide 5 falleys being 
made without any great damage to either. Cronenburgb Caftle 
1 being likewife belcagured with three Regiments under Admiral 
Count wangle. The Danes alfo defigning to fire Helfenor> fomc 
f SwedUh horfc being fent to defend it, hindered the fame. And 
■[ Sept. 7.165$, Cronenburgb Caftle was furrendred to ihcSwcdifh 
I King, with a gallant Artillery, and good ftorc of Ammunition: 
the King prclcntly going to profccutc the fiege againft Coppenha - 
gen with greater vigour, refolving not to ftir till it were brought 
to an iflue : And as a help therein, a Dutch Fleet being defigned 
to fuccour the Dane, was no fooncr out at Sea, but it being fur- 
prized by a ftorm, which fpoyled moft of their Sailes and Tackle; 
it gave fome impediment to their Voyage, till they could re- 
pair. 

But the great Prince of Turkey proffering to the Cham of Tar - 
I ury, Tranfylvania, if he could win it, he refolvcd to that end^ to 
j jeyn his forces with the Turks; but tvybofsky General of the Cof- 
I facks, requefting him to ayd him againft the Coflacks (idling with 
the Muscovites; he ordered Kaaraih Beg his Kinfman to march to 
Ultrain with 20000 Tartars: with whom wyhofshy joyning with 
20000 Coflacks, they (hould go againft thofe in the Muicovite’s 
fervice. But being come over Borijthenes, the Coflacks under thd 
Mufcovitcs fent them Conimiflioncrs, perfwading them that 
through grea 1 feantneffe of provifionandforrage, they were for¬ 
ced to feparatc from the Tartarsjtnd to encamp themfelvcs apart; 

' they diflembliogly treating with the Tartars; rhefe two parties v 

of Coflacks uniting, fell on the Tartars Camp, (laying 15000 of 
them, among whom Kaaratb Beg was one. And then invading 
Nibaitjb Tartary, they made all liavock they could, and were like 
foto proceed. Thus the Coflacks (againft the polanders and W'u> 
bofsky’s willj became open enemies to the Tartars; which is not 
eafie to be reconciled with Roland and its confederates. Neither 
could the Tartars be taken for trufty friends to Poland, becaufc 
they drove, or are ftill ftriving, to make peace with the Mufco- 
vites, whofe Duke is an Arch-enemy to the Tartars. 

In f/a^mtheSpanllh Army received a rout Sept, 3. 
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for a body of Spaniards (betwixt 4 and 5000 mem) under the 
©fThrft* Pfince °* Lt 2> M marching to joyn with their other forces, thought 
to lift.* to have vifued rpre by the way, and to put fuccour therein ; but 

UWJ they being engaged by the French, were wholly routed, the Prince 

of Ligne havingnis arm (hot off, 1200 being taken prifoners, the 
reft flain and put to flight. Ouden&rd and <J\leenen was likewife 
about this time taken from the Spaniard, and tArmentters likewife 
clofely begirt. But on the 2 6 day of the laid Septemb.thc Town 
of Ypre was delivered into the pofltflion of Marlhal Turein . rhe 
Spaniards marching forth in the morning, about 7 or 8#oiucn, 
with their Arms, Baggage, and two pieces of Cannon, with three 
Princes, bcfidcs the Governour. That City being one of thegrea- 
teft and faireft of Flanders , was quickly carried, by the valiant and 
refolute Onfets which the Enghfh forces made upon their Con- 
terfearps, and other Out-works ; (hewing the like Couragethcrc, 
as they had done before at feveral other Towns, 

The Brandenburgifh, A ufir tan, and Folonian forces toward rhe 
latter end of this laft September, were drawing near the Swedi/h 
forces in Holflein^ having then already cncountred with fomc 
Swedifti parties: the Duke of Nolfiein going to Tonniagen, where 
the Swedes were drawing into a body. Of the Enemies, Sport led 
ihe Avant,confiding of 3000 Auftrianhorfe 5 the Brandenburgilh 
forces being 10000 horfe, and 200 Dragoons; Czarneski being 
with the Polifh foot, and 6000 horfe commanded by the two 
Ficldmarfhalls, who marched with the Artillery, marching very 
(lowly by rcafon of the bad wayes • this Army was thus marching 
in the beginning of this prefent moneth Oftob. 1^58; theEieflor 
of Brandenburg having publifhed a Manifefto, afiuring the Nobi¬ 
lity of Holflein , That his Souldiers (hould not be troubled in their 
houfes, nor be damnified by them, defiring onely their Contri¬ 
bution, whereby the Souldiers might have fomc accommoda¬ 
tion, 

Moreover, on the 4th of this prefent October, came an Account 
from Col. Woyley Governour of jamaisa, of thcprofpcrotisfucccffe 
of the Englifhagainft the Spaniards there, who being 30 Pool- 
Companies landed at Rio Nova, a place in the North of that 
Ifland: and being 12 dayes there before they were difeovered, 
the faid Governour fetting fayl with 750 Officers and Souldiers> 
after a valorous landing, June 22, he fummoned the Fort; but 
the Governour Won Arnoldo gfSafi fending a confident dcnyallj 
the Englifh, next morning,marching toward the Fort, and climb¬ 
ing up an high Hill, advanced in fight of the faid %jo Nova Fort: 
where finding the Work on the Land fide not finiflied to that 
heighth, as to the Sea-ward, they receiving their (hot, ran up the 
Flankers with their forlorn, having hand-Graoadocs, and gain™ 
it in a quarter of an hour; many of the Spaniards running out of 
the Works, the Englifh followed the chafe about 3or4milcs>. 
doing execution : the Sea-men alfo feeing them run along the 
rocks, coming out with their boats, killed many: fo that above 
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500 perfons were flain 3 divert Captains, two Priefts, and theit'*^^ 
Serjeant Majors about too ordinary prifoners being taken, and ofcMt 
( Captains, whom they Cent home, the King of Spain’s Standard, \ 

and 10 Colours : the reft, cfpecially the ftrangers in the Woods, 
being liable to perilh. In that Fortwas taken 10 barrels of pow¬ 
der, great ftorc of fhot, 6 pieces of Ordnance, and great Hereof 
provifions. 

In the fame moneth O&ob.et, the King of Sweden ftill lying be- 
io te Copenhagen,, and going in a Galliot to find out the paflages 
to the Ifland of Amak, (joyned to that City by a bridge) it being 
foraewhat groundy near the (hoar, he embarqued himfelf with 
the Rix-Admiral in a fmall Shallop of the Galliot, which through 
the highnefle of the wind, and force of the ftream, over-ran and 
overwhelmed the Shallop ; the Maftcr being drowned, the King 
and the reft narrowly cfcaping. And the King refolving to at- 
uquethefaid Iftand, a Danish Captain pretending a zeal to him, 
he entrufted him for his guide to the beft paflages leading to the 
Town; but (as foonas he arrived there; the Captain ran away, 
giving notice to the Danish King, that the King of Sweden being in 
Amok with a fmall number, might be eafily taken: Wherefore 
they Tallying out, had not the Rix-Admiral obferved the Danifh 
Troopers coming on the bridg, he had narrowly efcaped: where¬ 
as now, retiring a little, he kill’d, took, and difperfed 1500 
Vanes : And the Ifland not being of ftrength for advantage,' he 
carried away on (hip-board, and deftroyed, all the Cattle and 
Victuals which he found, that Copenhagen might have no fupplie* 
from thence. 

Alfo FicldmaUhall Douglas retreating to the borders of Curland , 
expecting a fupply from that Duke, (who before had fupplyed the 
Muscovites and Lithuanians) according to an agreement, A party 
of Lithuanians routed almoft 60 o of his Rear-guard: wherefore 
the Duke, now (Teeming a neuter) brake down all bridges to his 
Town of Mittaw, futnmoning his Subverts againft the Svefai 
whereupon, Douglu (left the Lithuanians and Curlanders lhould 
joyn) fent Souldiers by night,down the river in 24 fmall Vef- 

fels, which he took, inftrufting the chief Captain (peaking the 
Lithuanian tongue; how to proceed ; who telling the firlt Sentinel, 
that they were Lithuanians much wounded, (coming in the higm, 
ffcaring the Swedes ) for cure, paflingby him, flew him; the fe- 
cond Sentinel running away, without giving notice: but the third 
crying our, the Captain had leifure to enter, and difeharge two 
great Guns as a fignai to Douglas • who getting alfo in with little 
refiftancc, rook the Duke and Dutchefle, (The Elector of^ Branden- 
buroh his fifter) with the other Courtiers, prifoners. The cattle 
hereof was, for that there were Letters of the Duke of Curland s, 
fent (contrary to his Neutrality) both to the Polifh King, the Lt - 
thuauian General, the Mufeovian Governour o( Kaken-houjen, and 
alfo to the Duke of Brandenburgs inviting them, again ft, the King 
rf Sweden in Liefiand, and cllewhere. 

Llll 3 
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The 'Dutch Fleet having a defign to bring relief into Coppeohaoen* 
of Chrift, -Oftob. 2? coming almoft within Cannon ftiot of Helfwge -Cattle 
CO ujf8. fearing its reach, held the Goaft of Schonen , and being come up 
l/W together with a favourable wind, went by the Caftle, being faj u . 

ted from thence with two Cannons,and the Swcdifh Fleet gaining 
up to them, after eight in the morning the Fight began, and con¬ 
tinued three hours. Admiral Wrangell for feme time defending: 
himfdf againft fix Dutch fhips, at length (with a little damage) 
bearing towards the {hoar: the other Swcdifh (hips (the while] 
endeavouring to the utmoft. The Dutch , to avoid the brunt 
(from the beginning) giving the Swedes way, and gave place 
when they ftrove to board them. The Dutch loft nine fhips 
in all, the Swedes but two. Dewitt) the Dutch Admiral, his ship 
being taken and fpoyled, with himfelf, who afterwards dyed 
of a wound in his thigh ; noprifoncrs taken, ioo (lain, and 
do maimed in the fame fhip. No Swcdifh perfons of quality 
were then known to be morrally wounded. Yet whileft the fight 
lafted, the Dutch Merchant-men palling thorow the Zound, 
put the defigned Relief into Copptnhagen • but the King of 
Sweden, who with his Queen were Spc&ators (from Cronenbunh 
. Caftle) of the Fight, it being ended, prefcntly hafied to fee tohis 
Leaguer before Coppenhagen. 

About rhe fame time the poles who had beOeged Thorn in Pnif- 
fia, after a near approach, and fomc thoufands loft before it, 
(their King and Queen refiding alfo in the Leaguer) dderted the 
liege. 

# • Butin Flanders the French General, Marfhal Turein , tranfporr- 
ing his Army over the Beheld, took (in his marqh) and plundrcd 
the two Towns of Qeerdherge and Grammont ; and afterwards he 
took the fraall Town of uilefl, between Erujseh and Gaunt) it be¬ 
ing but meanly fortified ; yet very remarkable for the abundance 
of Hops growing about it. 

I fhallnowinfert 2.or 3. remarkable things,and fodrawtoa 
conclufion of this our Appcndicc. The one, being a flrange Ap¬ 
parition in Cornwall in the Weft of England, about the moneth of 
Auguft, i$57 ; it was of Hurlers, as they are there called; and 
werefeen by many in a field of ftanding Corn, about Bojl'e- Caftle; 
they being innumerable, and in white apparrd; andat laftthcy 
hurled themfelvcs into the Sea. Some of the Speftators going at- 
terwards into the field, found the Corn no whit damnified; con¬ 
trary to their cxpe&ation. Another was, of a very ftrangc Mon- 
fter-Child or Children, (for it feemed to be two) born (though li¬ 
ving but few dayes) ofa Souldier’s Wife at weerted on the Eldtr- 
Sconce near Jrdemburg: it was fo ftrangc, both for outward and 
inward parts, as fcarce hath been heard of the like ; for bc/ides 
the two heads and two necks, and four arms, the eyes of the fe¬ 
male flood where the mouth fhouldbc 5 and above the eyes,(food 
in the middle, a rnafculinc member or Genital of an ordinary big*

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neffe, banging down to the right eye,See. And for the male,there iW) 
were (when difle&ed) found tnercin, two Hearts, two Lungs, one A 0 *® 
great Liver, and one Gall 5 two Stomachs, the biggeft whereof Vo™. 
had joyned unto it a Milt and two Kidneys, the rignt being big- i/Y\j 
ger than the left 5 the female having onely the genital! parts; 
which had two firm teeth in its mouen under the chin, like a fun¬ 
dament; but the male-body had a very little hole inftead of a 
mouth, but without a chin; the skin of which Mooftrous body, 
both behind as well as before, being found to be interlarded with 
far. 

But in the Gulph of Venice, in a Ship fayling to Venice,where¬ 
in were Turkijh and ^Armenian paflengers; theenvyof theCap- 
tainand the reft increafing againft twoEngliftimen,Fcbr.28and 
2<?,beeaufc they complyed not with them in their words and ex¬ 
ample, fo that they were denyed the Cook-Room to drede their 
provifion, and threatned to be fee afhoar on fomc Ifland; and one 
of them by the Captain threatned, when they came to Venice, to 
be burnt; the next day early in the morning, 1. 1^5 7, fire 
was rained down into the fhip 5 which not oneJy fplit part of the 
top-Maft, burning holes in the fayls 5 but flew three on the Deck 
(befidcs divers wounded): then it went down twice under Deck 
like the noife of a Cannon, the Scuttles being {hut, and (as if the 
fhip was fired) flew one Turk, and an Armenian ; wounding 
others; Great was the peoples cry ; it being obfervable, That of 
five Nations, one of a fort was cut off. 

In France divers Proteftantsof eminency returning from cha - 
mton to Paris, the Boat breaking in two, were drowned; moft of 
fo being loft, of whom was the Chanccllour’s fon of Poland, and 
toththefonsoftha \A&xcpgLtf$deCUrmbant,\\\ 1653. Theredyed 
illo in France, the Archbifliopof Paris, about theend of 1^53, 
king 70 years of age. The King of the Romans, fon to the Ger- 
m Emperour, in 1^54, June 2?, about midnight. Alfo the 
Grand Cham of Tartar y the fame year. The Duke of jfo)c«/c,dyed 
H.Parisofhis wounds received beforeArras, in or about Sept. 
i^ 54 > to the King of France his great forrovir. Alfo the Duke of 
Monthazon , who lived in four King’s Reigns, being an old Soul- 
Jier, and aged 87 years of age, dyed in or about O&obcr follow¬ 
ing, Katherine Dtttchcfs of Joyeufe, Febr. 2 5. 1655, at Paris. 

Likewife Pope Innocent the ioth,ia whofe room was cho feAlexan- 
^the loth. Cardinal Sachetti , who had flood twice for the 
Popedome, being then nude Secretary of the Congregation of 
k Council; w&Sicw Bonelli Governourof the City of Rome.

S He ancient Geographers ; and Poets, Orators, and 
HiUorians (who learned the parts of the World’s 
fiiuation from them; have deferibed oncly ti.ofe 
Lands which they knew, and which they judged 
habitable. Wc profeffe, thac many places were 
to them unknown : and thofe which they believed 
were forfaken either through heat or cold, we know are inhabited 
in many places. There arc fix general Parts of the World : the 
Arttique or North 5 tAntarttique or South; Europe , Africa, tAfia, 
called the old pans, bccaufe they were known to the Anticots, 
and America, (comprehending under it {jMagellanicn) called the 
New World, becaule newly difeovered within this two hundred 
years. 

To the %ArBique belong, 1. The Countrey under the North 
Pole, unknown. 2, Greenland , which lying at 80 degrees of 
Latitude, bears era fie and green herbs, from whence alfo it took 
its name. 3. New land, 4. Iceland-, which is now fflbjeft to the 
King of Denmark. 5. Nova Ze*nh } ( which though it be four de¬ 
grees more Southerly than Greenland ; yet it is altogether naked, 
and without pallure, an Ifland (linking with flelh-dcvouring 
beafts) with the Hyperborean Sea, and two Narrow Seas* Waygas 
and Davis, whereof the one is more Eaftcrly, the other bending 

more to the WctL 

To the AntaiBique arc to be referred thofe vaft Countries,which 
lying under the South Pole, are longly and largely exrendcd 
through the cold, temperate, and torrid Zone s where nor oncly 
A a a a a ***** 
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Peter Ferdinand a Spaniard preached 5 but alio arc commendable 
f ;r the conilitution of the Ayre and foyl, and laigcmfh of 
the Countriess equalizing Europe and Africa taken both toge¬ 
ther. 

Butthcdifpofurc and order of the other four purs is on this 
wile * A U is to the Edit,to which Africa is j iyned from the South, 
and partly alio to the Weft.

I t 11 ro p E (which is thought to have taken its narpe from Euro* 
\sp.i a Tyrian $ whom fome make the daughter of Armory ott ers 
01 pl#nix\ others, a Nymph of the Ocian, astht Poets in their 
jfablesj is reckoned the firftamong the pans ol the World, both 
bc eaule we ini abitit, and fomc cluef Geographers have inhabi¬ 
ted therein; a fo becaufc it is more manured than other pans,and 
btcaufe it is »htc famous for the warlike deeds oi the (JMcctdo . 
rians and Romans. It is partly Northern, partly Weftcrn, be- 
iwicn the Tropiek of Cancer and the Pole Anique. Its loi giiude 
begins from the utmoft part oi Spain and the Atiantick Ocean,and 
<hds at the River lhanais, now called Ajfaw. But that length of 
Europe is limited by f >mc to 60 degrees, to one of which (parting 
«*nrowthc inidft oi Europe) do anlwcralmoft 10German miles, 
Ocucrs have computed Europe’s longitude from the River 7 // 4 - 
m i s to Hercules jhait,tj continue 7 60 German miles. Buiothers 
nuafure the length thereof by iewer miles, to wit, irom die City 
fompoflla to Can {l anti nopie, which is ^ooGcrman mi!«. But 
ir m its latitude, that i>, irom South to North, according to mort, 
is con ained o,.ely 44 decrees, beginning irom Satie, where the 
Elevation oi tin Pole is So degrees evert to that region of 11-6 
N rth in which ti c <. levation of cl t Pole is 80 degrees: fo tntt 
Europe hath 660 q-rman miles in bnadth •, and io it is longer than 
broader.

4 « Firom its popu- 
loufneflc. 5. From the ftudy of Mcchanick Arts: for there are 
more cunning Workmen and Architc&s in Europe, than in any 
other part ot the World. 6 . From the ftudy of liberall Arts, 
which both in relpeft of Languages, and alfo of Disciplines^ do 
more flourish in Europe $ fo that in no part of the World more fa¬ 
mous books arc written and let forth, Schools do no where more 
flourifh, than in Europe. Seventhly, From its Empires, which 
are no where greater and famoufer than in EUROPE: and 
fo from its Juftice or Right, Difciplinc or Government, and Laws.

And Pliny long ago faid, Europe was the nourifher of the Conquer¬ 
ing people of all Nations, not to be compared to Afia, and Africa 
in biEiufte, but in venue; It’s Countries are partly Continents., 
partly Pen-infulaeor almoft I(lands,and Iflands. The Countries 
that arc Continents, are Spain, France, Germany, Italy, Sclavonia, 
Greece, Hungary, Poland, with Lituama, and Borufcia, Rufjia, un¬ 
der which is contained OWufcoty, or white Rujsia, It s Peninfulac 
arc chiefly Norway,Stvethland, Gotbland, The Iflinds in ihc Oce¬ 
an, arc England and Scotland, Ireland , In the Mediterranean Sea, 
Sicily , Sardinia ; Corfica, Greet, at this day called Candy, Majorica 
Ifland, and Mmorica. Kingdomesin Europe, are chiefly Ten, 1. 
The Spanijb. 2 . The Englijh, under which are the Scottifh and 
jrifbi now having changed the name of Kingdome into a Prote- 
ftourlhip. 3. The Danifh, under which is Norway. 4. The 
SwediL under which is the Gotbifl).

Eagle in his Arms s to wit, that one may look toward the Eaft,ito 
Conflantinople •, the other toward the Weft, to Rome. Tongues 
throughout Europe arc cfpecially three. The Roman with the Ita¬ 
lians, French, and Spaniards. The Teutonic!?, among the Helvetia 
ans, Germans, Bavarians, Swedes, Norwegians, Danes, Englijh, and 
moft of the Belgians or Low-Countries. The Slavonian in Scla - 
vonia, polonta, Bohemia, Hungary. But all particular Countries 
have divers Dialt&s in their own Tongue, and in fotnc places 
Languages are heard, whereof there is no commerce or *8*5^' 
tnent with others 5 as in Britain, Armorica, Navarre, dec. The 
Seas ot Europe arc three, x. The Ocean. 2. The Mediterranean 
Sea, which beginning from thcoutmoft part of Spain, about the 
Iflands Gades, is carried from the Weft, through the South into 
the North, where afterward it is called the Euxine*Sc a, although 
foaic may think the Mediterranean to flow from the Euxine-Sca, 
Laftly, the third Sea of Europe, is the Baltic/?, which beginning

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about an hundred and fifty Miles between Saxony, Pomerania , 
Swetbland,Boruffia, Livonia, and the oppofite fhorcs of Denmark, 
and Finland^ even to wiburg toward the Eaft. The chief Rivers 
of Europe, arc Danubiw, which extends it fclf to 300 Germane 
Miles, and rifing fix Miles above Tubinge, receiving fixty fnnall 
Rivers into ir, poures forth it fclf through Germany, Hungary, BuU 
garia , Servia, Thrace , with feven Mouths into the Euxine Sea.Ano* 
ther River is Bjrene (feparating France from Germany ) ; after that 
follows AlbU, Hlula , Boryfihenes , rtotf. The principall Moun¬ 
tains in Europe, are thc/f//>r, which feperate Germany , and fyafe, 
from Italy then foliow the Tyrenean Mountains, wnich feperate 
Frviw* from Spain, likewife the Carpathian Mountains. And let 
thefc things fuffice of Europe in gcncrall: The feituation, Riches, 
and commodities of whofc fcverall Countries, together with their 
Religion, I fliall (for brevity fake) but onely name. 

B RITT Al N ( which was once called tAlbion, not fo much 
from the fabulous reports of the Grecians, from Albion the 
fon of Neptune j butsaccording to the Latincs, abalbis rupibm, its 
white rocks fecn on the flioar) is, though not the King, yet Queen 
of Iflands, being the very biggeft in the World, except Java, be¬ 
ing I S3 5 miles about 5 and is bounded on the South mihFmce, 
on the North with the Northern Ocean: it was called Brittain, 
from Brit, fignifying coloured or painted 3 and Tayn, a Nation: 

(for the Inhabitants were wont to paint their bodies, to appear 
the more fearful to their enemies): Brutus the Trojan's coming thi- 
ther, and denominating the fame, being not fo well grounded on 
true Hiftory. It is divided into three parts in general j England, 
Scotland, and wales . England (fo named, from the Angles, or En- 
glifh Saxons enjoying it) is the chief Country of the three, whofe 
hcad-City, London, is both ancient, as being built by Lud divers 
years before Rome, and alfo populous, and very Mcrchanrableby 
rcafon of the fair and fwcet frefb River Thames : which by the Seas 
force ebbeth and tioweth above 60 miles into the Land jmorc than 
any in Europe : of whofc bcautifull Towns, ftately Buildings and 
Gardens about it, a German faid, 

we favfo many woods and Princely Bowers> 

Sweet fields, brave Talaces, andfiately Towers' 

So many Gardens drefi with curiom care. 

That Thames with Royall Tiber may compare , 

S COTLAND ( fonactimcs called Albania , and whofe Scot* 
tifh-mcn which keep their ancient f pecch Rill, call it Albatn) 
is the Northern part of Brittain ; which the two Rivers Tweedaw 
solvay divide from England toward the South. It was named 
Scotland, from Scoti, Scitti , or Scythi, a people of Germany, unto 
whofe Northern parts,even the name of Scythia was given: which 
people feizingon a part of Spain, and then on Ireland, poflefled 
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the Weft part of this Country in the year 4*4. The people arc 
divided into Highlanders and Lowlanders.according to the Coun¬ 
tries feituation: many of the former being uncivil, if nor barba¬ 
rous. Among the many Provinces herein, is Louden , (once called 
fisland, or a Country, hilly, and without trees) in which (lands 
Edenborougb, the Mother City, the abode of the Scott ith Kings, 
before that, after the death of England's Queen, Elizabeth, all 
Brittain was (by King James of Scotland, who was next heir to 
England’s Crown) united under one King: and (ince more than 
that, made one Common-wealth, under a Protcdour, through 
the Conqueft of Scotland by the Englilh. It is 480 miles in 
length, (enough narrow) and 1 60 longer than England , which yet 
is much broader than it. 

W ales (feparated from England on the Eaft; whofe 
moll certain limit, is a great Ditch reaching from the 
River trie’s flowing into Sevtrn unto Cbefter, where Dee runs into 
the Sea 5 and called Claudb Offa, ot OJfa’s Ditch, King of the Mer¬ 
cians, by whom it was made,) is generally conceived to be fo 
named, from the Brittains fleeing thither from the Saxons, who 
had feizure of England : mils or milkmen, im porting Aliens. Some 
derive it Uotaldwallo, Cadwallader’s fon, who retired hither with 
his few Brittains. But the Brittons bringing their pedegree from 
the Gaulcs, whom the Freuch (till call Galloys,and the Country, 
Galles, (thence Saxon-like, <j. being changed into tv, is rvalloys or 
miles, and fo Wales , (tome alfo of France being called tvalloom ) 
makes lomc to be of th is opinion. It is the lead of the three Coun¬ 
tries , contcining four Cities: and was called a dominion or 
Princcdomc, a Title given to the Engl,lb Kings cldeft lbn : by 
means of Edrvard the tirft, whocaufed his Wife to be delivered 
si Carnarvon of a young (on Edward*, whom the Brittifh Lords 
fwarc to obey; when as before they mainly withftood to have a 
general Snolifb Vicc-gcrent over them. 

The chief Merchandifcs are, Wool, Snglands flaple commo¬ 
dity, whole Cloath divers Nations buy before any other; Tin, 
Lead,Beer; (Gold and Silver Mines there are none);befides plen¬ 
ty of Corn and Cattle, cfpccially in England and Wales, for 
Scotland is in fomc places lean and barren ; Wolves alfo the whole 
I (land is free of. Their Religion, (ince deferring Vjme, is Calvmifm 
generally; Yet England {in its Bifhops times) had the doArine o( 
Geneva, but the Ceremonies of Rome 5 from which (then) there 
were fomc difl'enters. Scotland came nearer to Geneva in both. 
But oflate years, though the Ceremonies be laid afide alfo; yet 
are there mauy who make reparation both in do&rinc and d Hel¬ 
pline, from that Church. . . , 

There are alio many lefler Iflands belonging to Brittain, as the 
thirty two Hies of Orkney, or Orcades , Northward of Scotland, 
whole chief is Tomonia ; whofc head town is Kirkwall-, who m 
latter times were held by the Normans, or Norwegians, till that 
1 King 
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King ini 2 66,(urrcndrcd them to Alexander King of Scotland, one 
of whofe Hies, Hetty, uie the Cjothijb tongue from the Norwegians j 
North of theiV h Shetland, iuppokd by many to be 7 hule, the ur- 
mofl J Hand known to the ancients, by rcafon of its Situation, 
and for that Marrintrs call it 7 hylenfell, under which Thule is cou¬ 
ched : Yet Iceland (of which hereafter) is generally conceived to 
be Thule, it being tin remoteft part olthe Northern W orld ; but 
weightier reafon out of Solinus anJ Tacitus, are againllit. Like- 
wife there are 44 Hebrides or WelUrn lflands, on the Weft of 
Scotland, bought alto of Magnw of Norway, by Alexander y whofe 
Inhabitants called Ked-fbanks, are like the wild Infli in behavi¬ 
our and fpeech *, in one of which, (to wit) Jona, is the chief Town 
Sodorc, notable for the Scottifh Kings Sepulchres. Scilly I/Jands 
feituated 24 miles from the Weft of Cornwall in England, arc 
145 in all> ten whereof arc ©nclyeftccmcd, as Scilly *thc others 
Denominator, Armath,&c. Whither alio the Romans banilhcd 
condemned men, to work in their Mines. The Dutch call them 
Sorlings. Other lflands lie difpcrfed,and belong to SnglandsCom- 
mon-Wealth: whereof the chief are five 5 two whereof, 
and Guam fey, arcthconcly remainders ot France to the Englijh. 
Jerfey being the bigger and fruitfuller, containing twelve Towns 
or Villages* the other, 10 Parities. They arc 20 Miles afliin- 
dcr, lying nigh to Normandy and Britain i 0 France, and ufmgthe 
French tongue. Wight Ifland (which being levered from the main 
Land by a narrow fkrait of the Sea, and but a mile over in one 
place, may well be faid tobeof£/^/W, though nor in SngUnd) 
Jyeth Southward from thence,being 20.or 21 miles lorg, and 12 
broad, and is ftrongly fcatedand ftrengthened, whofe chief Town 
at thisday is Newport, a fmall mile from whence is Carisbmk Ca- 
ftle, very ftrongly feituated : there was wont to be arms therein 
for 5 000 men ; and in every Village a piece of Ordnance for de¬ 
fence. It belongs to Hampjbire * and did (it fee ms) appertain to 
the Rritains, from whom it was taken by mlphar King of Mercia, 
Angle fey (once the feat of the Druides, and bordering on Carnirn* 
fhircot Wales) is accounted a (hire thereof: which containing 
formerly a multitude of Towns and Villages in fo little room, be¬ 
ing but 20 miles long, and fevcntccn broad, hath now the chief, 
Newhurg, Bcaumorris, and Aberfraw on its South-fidc. Man- 
Ifland, Icituated 25 miles from the South of Cumberland, the 
North o\ England, is thirty miles long, and fifteen broad in the 
broadeft place: and whole chief Towns arc Ruffin, or Cattle 
Town; and Balacuri. It hath fcvcnrccn Pariflies. Their Lan¬ 
guage is Norwegian and /rift), mixt* they are faid to have two 
good properties 5 to hate thieving and begging. On a Hill hej em 
called Sccafull, both England, Ireland, and Scotland , may fin clear 
weather) be feen. This Countrev preferving venemous creatures 
alive brought into it, ended the controvcrfy between England*™ 
Ireland concerning it. And here alfo is that wonderfull thing 
wherewith Gerard the Herbarift ends his book, to wit, 
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of rotten Wood, falling (from Trees) into the Water. It belong¬ 
ed (after divers feizures, falc, and gift) unto the Stanlies, Earls of 
Darby, called Kings of Man, the laft of whom, being beheaded 
(a few years finccJtor engaging againft Englands Commonwealth; 
the power they there had, was loft, if not the very title, together 
witn his life. 

There arc (moreover) Northern lflands lying in the Scythick 
Sea or ley Ocean fo called; by the Cymbrians, the dead* by < 7 W- 
tus , the dull or flow Sea; the chief whereof are Greenland under 
the cold Zone 5 yet known to have grafle 5 and they fay, there are 
people that dwell in Caves Relighting in witchcraft. Iceland# o be 
mentioned clfewherc. Freezland , not Frizta in Belgium, alrooft as 
bigas Ireland. NovaZemla: And laftly, that which Sir Hugh 
Willoughby difeoveredin 15535 whereabouts, he was with his 
men frozen to death, going to find out a new way towards Catbaia 
and China : which defign, others profccuting, have gone to the 
River Obi, the Eaftern Confines of Mufeovie, which is notwith- 
flanding, but half way to fhina. 

Thele lflands have their fevcral Commodities even as Brittain 
to whom they appertain. The Orcades are in a mcafure populous 
and fertile, and Vomonia is well ftored with Tin and Lead. Scilly 
lflands are ftored with Grafle, Grain, and Lead, St. Maries be¬ 
ing fufficiently fruitful. eJMan hath not oncly enough Corn,Cat¬ 
tle and Fifh for it fclf, but fends good ftore into other Countries. 
Anglesey, for its abundance of neccflaries for man’s life, is called 
Mam Cymry, that is, the Mother of Wales, wight hath pienty of all 
fuftenancc, whofe (beep bear fine Wooll, and Trees, ftore of 
fruit. JarJey abounds in grain* and of fbeep,moft, with 4 horns, 
ot whofe Wooll they make Jarfey-ftockings. Garnfey ('formerly 
Sarnia ) is well enough, though inferiour (as was faid) to Jarfey in 
jruitfulneflc. As for their Religion, ’tis according to that of the 
main Ifland, onely Jarfey and Garnfey have long followed Geneva's 
Church- Difeiplinc: which is much atfe&ed by the Proteftant 
Miiiiftcrs of France. 

I reland (called by feme Antiems, alfo Juer - 

nta,Jerne,Ogygia,& c. and by the Irijb, Srin. Yet it hath (by 
lomt ) been termed Scotia , becaul'c th e Scotti came from Spain\ and 
dwelt here) lycth between great Britain (for Ptolomy calls it lit¬ 
tle Britain) and Spain, having England on the Eaft, divided by a 
TempeftuousSea, of about a dayes fayling. Cambden faith its 
400 miles long, and 200 broad. And fomedo affirm 5 that from 
Knock branden unto Carnagh in the North of Ulfler (which is the 
length) is 320 Irifli miles; and from Dublin to Crough Patrick , by 
Weft of Galloway (which is the breadth) is 200 Miles, It hath 
five principal Provinces, Lemfter on the Eaft, in whole County of 
Dublin, ftands Dublin, the Mother City of that Nation : built by 
Harold Hafager ; the firlt King of Norway : Which was (after the 
Engbfh iCoiH]ueft) peopled by Bnjloli-tD cn* here the Deputy of 



A (geographical Defcription 

Ireland rcTides: where is alfo an Univerfity. UMunjler, on the 
South : Conaught on the Weft, differ on the North, and (Meathin 
the Mid-land. John of England, was firft intituled Lord of he. 
land ; Henn the eighth,in 154^ was in an Irijh Parliament decla¬ 
red King hereof: yet Ireland flood in terms ot wildmflc and non. 
fuujedion, (too tedious here particularly to exprifl’e) till the Re¬ 
bellion of Tirone, towards the end ot the Reign of Queen Elizabeth-, 
which ending in his own overthrow, crufhed the Irijh Nobilities 
over-power, and made a full conqucft; of the whole land, But it 
of late years bloudily breaking out again, occafioned a fecond 
Conqucft of that people, and a confinement of them unto one 
Province. Some are conformable to civility, but the Kerns or 
wild Irijh exceeding barbarous. They arc generally flrong and 
nimble: and will skip over the bogs (of which there aie many) 
without finking, whereas others cannot do fo. The Aytc being 
Rainy,is moilt and Rheumaticky fo that both inhabitants, as 
well as Grangers, arc much troubled with Catarrhs,andtheBIou- 
dyFlux: It is hilly, Moorifh, and full of Woods, expofed to 
Winds, and many pools,even in the top of the higheft Mountains. 
There is much Cattle, wherefore they abound in Milk, Checfe, 
and Buttcrythcir Corn is but (bore and fmallyand through the cold 
winds there blowing, and the Suns want of force in Autumn, the 
Grapes do not very well Ripen. Yet they neither much feck (bade 
in Summer, nor fire through Winters rigour. There arc good 
Horfes, and light, for that Countries journics, called Hobbcys. 
They abound in full, both of Sea and frefh Water; The chief 
River being Shennin, Sinei, or Shannon, which runs from Ulfhr, 
two hundred miles, to the Vergivian Sea, and is Navigable firry 
miles. Much Fowl there is, but no Storks, Pies, or Nightin¬ 
gales. No hurtfull beaftsare there, bcfidcs Wolves and Foxes. 
But there is no venemous bcaft or Serpent at all. Whence one 
hath truly fpoken in her behalf, although fomewhat Heathen- 
nifiily.

From the time that this lfland received an outward profeflion 
of Chriftianity, which was in 335, by means of a woman among 
the Pitts, (when F incomare reigned in Scotland) who preached to 
its Queen, being familiar with her, who winning the King, the 
people were thereby difpofed to receive a baptifm ; who lived in 
the Rornifh Religion rill Henry the eighth his time: for then Pro- 
teftant Religion began to be preached 5 and fincc, there planted 
by Queen Elizabeth • who notwichftandiug being generally 
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difted to the former, have made that the fubjeft of two notable 
Rebellions. Now there is the fame toleration as to fefts and 
opinions as in England ; it having renewed its Plantations by £n- 
gl/fh 5 (onely the moft exa£t and innocent ones ftill fuffer in both) 
for \is all but one Common-wealth. 

F rance (called at firft Gallia, whofe ancient Inhabitants 
were called Gaules , from milk, they being of a white 
colour,) is of large extent, according to the old divifion of Gaule 
Cifalpine, and Tranfalpine. C<efar in his Commentaries divideth it 
into Gaule Belgick, Celtick, and Aquitanick . But to take the whole 
Realm of France as it is now taken ; and meafuring it from Haft 
to Weft dire&ly,that is, from the Ifle of Heijfant , unto the banks 
of Rj>ine which divides from Germany, it is little more in length, 
than 300 French leagues, that is, 600 Engltjh miles. On thcEaft 
lye the Alps, dividing it from Italy ; as doth Mount Jura, fepa- 
iating it from the Smiles. On the South where it joyns to Spain , it 
bath the Pyrenean Mountains; and in more large places,the CMedi- 
terranean Sea: on the North, the Brittijh Ocean: on the Weft, 
the Aquitane Sea. To fay little or nothing of the warlike off¬ 
spring of pphet , whole fixth fon, Mefech, is reported to have firft 
peopled it in the year of the World, iSo6, (and who were then 
very fparing in their diet: with whom,the Romans at firft fought 
raci.cr to preferve thcmfelves, than in hope of conqucft : and 
who under the conduft of Brennu$,($6$ years after the building 
of Rome; difeomfiting the Romans at the River Allia, fackedthe 
City, and befieged the Capitol: fo that for terrourof them, af¬ 
ter their ex pulfion by £Vf»w 7 /i»r, the y made a Law,That if ever the 
Gaules.came again, the very Pricfts fhould be forced to war, and 
their (afterwards) fpoyling and ranfancking the Temple at T>el- 
phos, where the Ptftilcncc vifmng the furvivers going into Apa y 
gave name to the Countrey called Qallatia. It was called France, 
from the Francones , a people of Germany , who with the Burgun¬ 
dians and Qoths, wrcfted.it from the Roman Monarchy in its decli¬ 
ning ftatc : (C*far after 40 years refiftance, having by valour and 
fortune (but more through their own divifions) brought them un¬ 
der tribute) and dividing it into three parts amongft them, Char- 
lemain King of the Francones, or Franks , quite ruining the (jotbs 
Kingdom : his fucceftours by degrees,almoft nullified the Burgun¬ 
dian alio; who arc now a very populous Nation: over-much 
headlong and rafh in both Martial and Civil affairs, as was ob- 
ferved alfo in Ccefar* s time. Florw faying, That their firft onfett 
was greater or fiercer than of men, but the lecond kfle than of 
women. It is divided into many Provinces, the chief whereof 
are 14, (leaving out horrain,Savoy, and Geneva's Signiory) as Aqui¬ 
tane, Anjou, Normandy , Burgundy , the Ifle of France, &c. in which 
Hands the Metropolis Parity called of old Lutetta, from itsclayey- 
foyl, faid to be 10 miles in compaffe, and to be built in Amazm s 
time, King of Judah; the Provinces are governed by eight prin- 
• £ b b b b cipal 
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cipal Parliaments. They arc given very much to Tennis, and ex- 
cccdingly to dancing 5 whofe poor Pcalams arc kept as low in fla- 
vcry,as thciiGentry exalted in pride and vanity ^inventing and fol¬ 
lowing abundance of fafliions in their apparrcl, to pleafe their 
eiddy shanties: and of which the Englilh arc too much their 
imitators: between whom at this day, there is a folemn League, 
joynins againtt the Spaniard viarmis, with might and main, 
Amongft all the battles that this Nation hath fopght both with 
the Englitb, Spaniard, and others: they never had any very fa. 
mous Captains betides Churls the Great 5 who was (by the Pope’s 
Donative) the founder of the Wcftcrn Empire,and called, One of 
the three Chriftian Worthies: and alfo Henry the 4th, their 
King, in whofe modern valour France gloricth. 

France, its Riches (befides Pariit the Metropolis, which draws 
to it moft of the Silver of France, and alfo much from Italy, Spain, 
EneUncI, Germany, and a 1 moft all Europe) are various, according 
to the divers Provinces thereof; fine Flax, linnen Cloath,Wmcs, 
Iron, Steel, Serges, Hair-cloath, Chamlets, Tapctlries, oyl of 
Walnuts, Corn, Cheefc, Woad, Parchment, enamehd works, 
Hoggs, Horfcs, and other Cattle, Hemp, &c. All the foylof 
France being good for fomewhar. Their Religion is of twoforts, 
the Kmifb and Calvinijl ■, they of the latter being called Hugmtts, 
from Hugo's gate in Tours, where they firft began, and at which 
they went out to private aflctnblicsj at whole firft rife the Ro- 
maiiifts began to root them out by the fwotd, as they did them; 
(And they maffacring thefe Protcftants three times, at CMerMU 
in 1545. Chdriers, with whofe young Women and Maids they 
fo inhumanely dealt, that moft dyed fuddcnly after. At Paris 
in 1571, more clofdy contrived : for, a marriage beingfolcmni- 
zed between Henry ol Navarre chief oi the Protcifant party, ana 
the Kina’s fitter Margaret , as an affurance of peace made with the 
Protcftants; at which, the Prince of fonde , Admiral Ccligni,Stc, 
were prefent. At midnight, the bell ringing out, the King of Na¬ 
varre and Ccnde were taken prifoners, the Admiral villanoufty 
(lain in liis bed, with 30000 and upward, of the chief of that Re¬ 
ligion;) but for one head cut off, there coming up feven; and the 
King confidcring they were all his $ubj< &s, in the* end renewed his 
prcdccdloui’i Edi& of Pacification, allowing that called the *#- 
formed Religion^ where it had been formerly praaifcd; and the 
Made to be reftored, from whence the enemies had bammed 
it. 

S PAIN (the moft Wcftcrn Countrcy of Europe's Continent, 
lying near tAfrich') is compafled on all fidcs with the Sea, ex¬ 
cept towards Franee, and hath been divcrfly named; as Hefperta, 
cither from Nefpem fuppofed to have been a King hereof * 
Hefpenu the Evening Star, as being the fartheft Countrcy Welt- 
ward then known. And Nifpama, (according to the belt judg^ 
meim) frorg Panm an Iberian Captain. Iberia, from theluvc^ 
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herim ; or ller\ who arc the Cjeoigtam in Afta. This People be¬ 
ing in old time governed by K ngs, Lords, yea and by Themltlves, 
hved (0 a while hoi.o rab y and peaceably, till the Carthaginians 
(maftermg much of AtruT) came into this Country; and j^yning 
with lomv ot tiiole disided pvopic to the others ruine, they forced 
a grea t pa 11 of the Cou n t r y c o 1 u b nm to Carthage Common we aid; 
Againftwhom, the Romans vppofing divers Armies, after long 
find bloody wars, the Cartbagtntans were expelled, the Romans en¬ 
joying it. But in Hunorm his time, the A rican-Vandals chafed 
awaythc Romans^ whom notwichftandmg, the Goths difpolUfled, 
peaceably reigning over 1 aT tor many years. But in the end the 
jAoorsaw d Strace*) mightily invading Spain out of AfrUk, they 
turned the Gothilh Kingdom; fome remainders ot whom, nor- 
withftanding, renting into the Mountains, m jdc hcaJ,and fo pre¬ 
vailed, that in time they have driven the Oiloors quite out ot the 
Country : yet they are laid to be a mixt people dt feending from 
| (joths , Saracens , and Jem: thty arc grvat braggers, and very 
proudj in the luwc ft ebbe of tortunc: and they fay. The Spaniard 
\ never had footing ol any place or ftrong hold, that ever he yielded 
\ on (Jompofuion. 

Ic fell into adivifion of \i Kingdoms and proprietary Eft ucs,as 
] Leon and O.tedo, having inf ay on the Eaft, and called anciently 
j Afttirii , trom its Inhabitants the AfluiS: whofe fmall and iwitc 
! horles the Romans called AflurconeS . Two chief Towns of which 
arc Oviedo and Leon. Navarre, having the Pyrenean Mountains 
on the E a ft, on the South Arragoo \ (o named cith< r from Navar~ 
tin, a Town among .be Mountains, <»r from Navois, a Charnpiati 
Country; the old Ini labieanrs being called Vafcones. Its Motlur- 
City is PampAune , a [own (as one fain) bandied by the racket of 
fortune into tile Iv’zar.I ot (Joths . Moots , Navarrois , French, and 

now Calt/liaus. (orduba, comprehending Andaluva, Granada, and 
Ejhemadura . A Mlu fia, quaji Vandalufia, Jrom the rand As long 
poft. lfi'g it, is ciu* fruitmlleft Country of Spain , in whole Ci:y 
Cordate, the feat of the Moonlit Kings, was born Lucan, an J borli 
the$<v«vTt, hence is the true Cordovan Leather; not far from 
whofe Wood 30 miles long, being nothing but Olive Trees, was 
fought a notable battle between C.&far and Towpefs ions’: who 
(having the day, though not without great lode) was not long af¬ 
ter murthered in the Senate-houfe. Medina , another City,whofe 
Duke W3S General of vheG’eit Armado in SevAl, whence 

come the ScvilI (not civil; Oranges, and where the dead bo.Jy of 
Cbriftnpber Columbw lycth. Granada , having Andalufta on the 
Weft, whofe fine a«M (lately City Granada is replcniihcd with 
pleafant Springs; That,and ValadAittu being the ordinary Courts 
of Jufttce for the Soum and North parts of Spain. 1 hat of M.u 
drid being the higheftParli im, nr, receiving Appeal* from both 
Malaga or Malaca,* great Port-Town, lacked by Crafsus the Ro¬ 
man: wnere is a cruel torturing InqutfitOn, where Ltthgotv was 
miferably tormented in King James ms time : and irom win* h* 
Bbbbb a Gvvo 
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two harmkflc women of the Englilli Nation, called Qjakers, 
were delivered within this few monechs, by a high hand. ’Hence 
comes the Malaga Sack, Fflremedara, having Tortugal on the 
VVtft, once called maria, from the llivcr mis therein, nigh 
whole City Merida, Pallia King of the Goths vanquifining Juice 
King of the A Lines and Vandals, thelc left their firll footing in 
Spain, havingon the Eaft the Aflurias and Mountainous 

places-like unto thcm.WhofeCiiicsarcCow/;o//f//^anArxlibiniops 
teat,and aUnivcrfity, called Sr. Jago, in honour of S. James Mw fc 
reliques are in a Temple, here worshipped and vifited with incre¬ 
dible zeal and concouric. Bifeayyio named from the Pafcones.who 
comino- hither, named it Pafcaia, then Tifcaia, now liifcata, was for¬ 
merly called Cantabria* andlycth betwixt Cafltle, N.xme, and 
L on- whofcancient Cantabrians defended their liberty, when 
the Romans had fubdued the red of Spain ; being at la ft vancjnifltcd 
by Auoullm not without much bloudfht d; for iucli Mountainous 
Countries are alway laft conquered. They differ from the reft of 
Spain, both in language and tuftomes, yielding their bodies, bur 
not their purfes to the King, nor differing any Biilvop to come 
amoneft them, andcaufing their women alway (in meetings; to 
drink firft, betaufeO^oa Counttfle, would have poyfoned her 
fou Sancho. In this Province, {lands the City 7 heloufe: Alfo Bilbo , 
two miles from the Main, (once Fla^ionana) a Town of great 
Traffique, Out of the hills ot this Country arifc the two chief RU 
vers ,/berus and Duen they have excellent Timber for fliips; and 
for its much Iron, called, The Armory of Spain. Toledo the ancient 
flat of the Carpentani , is now accounted a part of New Cdflile, and 
extends over the South*Eaft of Caple toward Murcia ; whofc chief 
City is Toledo , fcated on the lliver Tagus, and almoft in the Center 
of Spain, inhabited by Nobles, Merchants, and men of war, It 
was the feat of the Goihifb Kings, which their King Bamba walled: 
then the Mooriili Princes feats ; now of the Spanifh Arc hb Mop's, 
the chief Prelates of Spain , and mofl times Prcfidcnts of the bh u- 
dy Inquilition. Murcia , environed with New Caple on the Weft, 
whofc chief River is (juadalaquir , and whole three chief Towns 
are Murcia or Murgis , whence the Country is named Alicante i 
whence is true Altcant Wine made of the juice of Mulberries, 
plentifully growing here; it's alfo a fair harbour. Cartagena or 
new Carthage, built by ^Asdruball of £arthage, but ruined in the 
fccond Punt ck, war by Scipio Africanus. 

£ A STILE, bounded on the Weft with Portugall, is divi¬ 
ded into old and new. The old, feituated on the North of 
the new, hath the City Salamanca, for its chicfcft Uni vtrfity: built 
by King Ferdinand the fccond,in 1240, and by Popes edifts, with 
Oxford, Paris ,and Bononta, ordained a place of general ftudy.Ano- 
thcr 1 cannot paffc by, which is Numantia or Soria , where 4000 
withftanding 40000 Romans 14 years; and at laft, laying all their 
Armour goods and money upon a pile, burnt it with rhemfclvcs 
in the flame. Here is alfo paladolih*M ot Spains feven lliiivcrfi- 
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lies-, and the* birth-place ot Phihp the Ucond, who refioring it, 
built a Col ledge for Engltjb fugitives. 'Dueriu the violcntcft Ri¬ 
ver of Spain, runs in this Province. The new (faftile,on South of 
theotlur, hath the River Tagus in its bowdls, whole chief City 
is Mach i /, the King and Councils feat; which by the Kings reft- 
d‘ nee there, is become ol a Village, the moft populous of Spain , 
(yu tne Countrty is neither Iruitlull nor plcafant) whofc upper 
furies of houfes without compofirion, belong to the King. Here 
is <1 Ho Cuenca, vvheE Menaftety ol Laurence built by Philip the 11 , 
is ol that magnificence, that no building paft or prcfcnc, is com¬ 
parable tnercuiuo. The name ot Cajhle cannot he fetched from 
me old inhabitants, the Paccai , dee. but either from th v fojielLini, 
once tin; inhabitants oi Catelogne ; or from feme fortified CalUc 
thereabouts. 

P O R rtlCj a I * bounded on the Eaft with the Cafliles, * s f° 
called Irf in the Haven Town Porto, and the Cauls, who lan¬ 
ded there with their Merchandife. It was formerly named Lsip 
Umax whofeancient inhabitants were the Oritani, Pelmcs, dee. 
Wiiofe chief Chy tor traftique,is Lisbon, from whence nil the Tor- 
tugai/s ler to Si a. It’s laid to be feven miles in compafle, having 
above 20000 neat hollies, fixty (even Towers and Turrets upon 
the walls, twenty two Gates on the Sea-fide, and fixtecn coward 
the toncmciu; but Braga is it’s Metropolis ; and Conimbra thclliii- 
vtriiiy. whole Matters made the Commentary on the moft of 
tA'tflo'le. Philip the fccond of Spain, pretended a right to this 
Crown ; and by main force took it and kept it, till the Portugalls 
killing or driving thence the Vice-roy, fit up aKmgof their own, 
j as lormerly ; fo that, although the Spaniards call fin their Pro- 
j verb) tile Portugal!, Pacos y locos, that is, Few and Foolijb, yet they 
were wife enough to free thcmfelvcs ftoin under tliat Kings 
j power.

ol laithfuUni lie to the Romans. Valentin the denominating City 
of t ie whole Province, heretofore (they fay) named Roma , iignily- 
iiv» ftrength, wi-ith the Romans conquering, called Valentin, ro 
diili-tguilh it trom Rome, a word equivalent in the Latinc to 
in theek. Herein alfo is the Promontory of Terraria the relugv of 
i Sertorim in his wars againft the old anJ youm? Souldicrs, Metcllus 
awdPompey. Cateloque or Catalonia, having Anagon on the Weft, 
hath its name divcitly and equally probably derived from Gotha - 
1 Ionia, Cap Hunt, or Cattahnes vhp dwelt here. A chk 1 City where¬ 
of is Barcef/ona a ftrong Sea-Town, and Ancient. Perpigna, in tne 
County of Roptllon, which Town and Country was engaged by 
John of Arrayon, to the French, tor a great mafic of money j and

Almonds : vending Saffron, Silks, Oyl, V\ ines, Morks, Lambs, 
Sheep: Poiille lurnilhing Venice, Sclaionia , and n.J'caio » with 
fie Hi; Calabria lends forth Corail, and the bell dleemed Manna, 
called in Apothecaries lliops, Manna Calabria. The llland ot Si - 
c/ 7 ) (being a hundred miles, or after Strabo, and Ptdotny, a 180.

fes with much of her fruit; Yet the King drawing as much as pof- 
fiblc from this Eftate; it’s a Proverb in Italy , that c J‘he Officer of 
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Sicily doth gnaw, lie of Naples doth eat, but he of Millan doth devour. 

Lattly, the canaries , or fortunate lflands (reckoned feven in num¬ 
ber, others adding fix more thereto) do vent their excellent 
Wines in 10 all Europe ;alfo Sugars, tranfported by the Spanijb 
and r Allan Merchant, from the Stapela , into other places. All 
Spain follow the Romifh Church (with thofe particular Provinces 
and lflands he pofleffeth, orclaimeth)and the Proteflant Religion 
is fo hated there, that they havefet up crucll Inquifitions, left ic 
(hould get any belief among them ; (for which caufe, as not the 
lead, the King of Spain perhaps is called by the Pope, the Catho- 
lick King) yea, the people of the Canaries, who formerly wor- 
(hipped the Sun, Moon, and Stars, ('which though in Africa, yet 
here I mention; the tyawW; mattering it in 1404, fetlcd there 
their Faith with their dominion ; fotbat the Biiliop thereof refi- 
ding in the great Canaria, hath his Inquifitors of the Faith.

HP He Low-Countries, or Lower Germany, is encompafled with 
JL Belgium, ^dlfatia. Burgundy, and Champagne, (called by Julius 
Cxfar, Gaul-Belgick ) is bounded on the North with Eaft-Fr/V*- 
land, on the South with Lorrain, &c. and containing fcvcncccn 
Provinces. Thofe, and the parts thereof that arc under the com¬ 
mand of the Arch-Duke, or houfc of ; their commodities 
arc Silks, Serges,Tapeftry-work, Porpafles, and Salmons, barrel¬ 
led and Salted, with abundance of Herring and barrd-Cock 
Throughout all thefe eftates, there is none but the Romifh Reli¬ 
gion ; yet arc there a few Towns (chiefly thofe formerly revol¬ 
ted; where there arc not many Proteftants,and thofe not daring to 
make open profeflioa thereof; being refrained, and ready to be 
punifhed if it be known.

In all thefe Countries, they fuftering no 
cxercifc of the Romifh Religion, but the Proteftant oncly in their 
Temples, if any be found exercifing it in fecrct (which daily hap. 
pens in Utrecht) they arc fined. The Proteftant Religion ontred

In the 
Valley of OL are Mines of gold and fiWcr. They of Salu/ses, 
trade with Provence in Iron and Cattle. There is alfo within the 
Provinces trade ot Cloath, Arms which they make, Hides, OyU 
Wme, all forts ot Fruits,Pulfes, ftoreof Thred, coorfe cloath ot 
many kinds, fahfifh, fomcimall cxcollent Honey, Firr-Trecs for

Math. Their Religion is generally Ronulh ; tor iroiw tills Duke’s 
obedience, Geneva retired in the year 1535. Yet there arc Pro- 
idtancs in his Dominion, on whom he ravened cruelly like a 
Wolf, in 1^45. 

R O M E (the Metropolis of Italy, built on levcn hills, and the 
Pope’s .Seat) hath belonging to the Churche's efiate, (fo 
tailed) the Countries of Ferrara, liolognia, Romagna, A«ccna, Um- 
tria , Sabina Perugia, part of luftanie , the Patrimony, Latium or Cam¬ 
pania ot Rome ; winch abound fo in Corn, and all Commodities, 
as any wane Icarcc happens through deleft of the foyl; it being 
divided into Plains and Mountains. It furnijhcth other Countries 
with Corn, Wine, and Oyl. Its Religion is known, for it is the 
head uf the Papacic. 

I o K E N C E\ whofc Dukes (having united the Common¬ 
wealth of </>//!( and tyw* with that, into one) do polfifle the 
greateft and gootllicft part of Tufcanic ; in which though the State 
of Florence want Wheat, (otherwife very fruitful in wine, fkft, 
and other ncceflkries) yet that of Syena, notonely fupplycth Flo¬ 
rence its ncctility, but iometimes relieveth other places: fo that 
Sytna's Inhabitants arc rich in rents: and that of Florence ,through 
indufiry, whofe City is full of Artificers ot all forts, making di¬ 
ligently anJ workmanly, Serges, Silks, and cloath ot gold and 
filvtr; they cxcrcifc chiefly the art of Silk and Wooll. All the 
Inhabitants of this State are Romifli Catholiques ; they of Syena 
being the more devout. 

T Hc Dukedomeof U R S /?C (about 60 miles long, and 35 
broad)cunfines,yea intermixes with the efiate of the Church; 
which City Urbin, is one of the ancicntcft of Italy, about which 
the Territory is exceeding good, aud generally fertile. This 
Eftare having plenty of all things needful for the life of Man, a 
good part whereof lying on the Adriatique flioar, is of great pro¬ 
fit for bringing many things thither from all parts. Their Reli¬ 
gion is undoubtedly Row/jb . 

T Hc Dukedome of CM ANTOV A ox cm A NTUA, is 
all chat which anciently belonged to the Duke of Tufcanic ; 
with the Marquefdomcof Montferrat, greater than that. Its City 
CMantua in Lombardy beyond the River Po, being built *0 years 
before the Trojan War. Mantov* yields all fores of l : rwits. Mont- 
ferratc is uneven,but yields all »cccllaries,aiul in fomc places fiore 
of.Wheat, Wines, and other bruits: yet this Dukedome is not 
able to make any great Traftique,or grow by their Commodities, 
Its Religion is RomtflL 

The 
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T He Dukedome of F S R R A R A or MODENA, (our 
of w>ich,the Pope (pretending the City Ferrari to be a fee 
ot the Church) tliruft Don C<rfar Alpbonfo (the Duke thereof, his 
bife ion, after his Father’s death, hath the Territory about Modena 
abounding with Corn,Beans, and other neccflaries, with excellent 
wine. Ae/Wsfoil is alfo exceeding fertile of Wheat, Barley, 
Beans, 8et\ with white wines; which two Towns are rcalonably 
rich. 

L UCA (feituate in lufciwie, and fo called of Lucumon King of 
the Tufeanes) is a Common-wealth, whofe Territory, al¬ 
though of (mall extent, yet the foyl is good, and yields much to 
the owners. The Citizens of Luca ufing great Traffique, chiefly 
in Silk, excelling alfo in making cloath of gold, many private 
men arc exceeding rich. The Common-wealth being but final!, 
is not rich: The foundation whereof is the Councel of 1 6 o, and 
(moll commonly) 120 Citizens. 

T Hc Common-wealth of GENOA (properly called Lugu - 
ria beyond Po, to diftinguifl* it from Liguria on this fide Po , 
which is CMontferrat ,) extends about 160 miles: for themoft 
part rough and billy, and (as Strabo faith) in old time very bar- 
I ren. But being now better manured, there is great ftorc of very 
good Wine and Oyl, fame years 20000 barrels. The whole 
Country is plcalant by reafon of Citrons* Oranges, Palmes, Le¬ 
mons, and ether Trees: which Citrons, &c, with their oyl, yield 
them much profit. There were huge Trees, as at this day,which 
they (making (hips of) robbed and fpoyled to Gibralter ftraits. 
But now ((baking off their brutifhnefs) they arc very induimous, 

! quick-witted, and fubtile. The Corfuans which belong to the Ge- 
nevo'ts, carry wine to Rome, and being much eftccmed, they re¬ 
ceive great fums for it.Thcrc growes in this lfland and (fenoa little 
grain. Yet Corfica abounds in honey, wax,rofin, oyl, and figgs; 
ftoreofBox. It breeds ftrong horfes, full of courage. There 
arc alfo Salt-pits. A kind of Ram there is alfo called CMuffolt, 
haired like a Goat inftcad of Wooll. The qenevots and Corfu arA 
arc all Romifli Catholiques, as the other forementioned. 

T Hc Common-wealth ot W E N / C E ( whole chief Magi- 
(Irate is called Duke, admirable among all the Towns ot 
Europe, whofe City is firangcly and feenreJy feituated in the molt 
inward part of the Gulph of the Admlick ,) doth hold m Lombardy 
aud the Marquifate, befidcs Venice, 6 great, rich, and populous 
Towns,bdidcs many goodly placesand Cadies, ihey are Ma- 
fters almofi, of all Friuli and Ifiria, the lad Province ot the North 
fide of ltd). They command alfo,almofi all the (hoar and Ifland 
of Dalmatia and Sclavonia. Ill the mouth of the Adrianck-bea, 
(l ike wile) the file ot Cor feu, andtlie Iflands of Cefaloniu, ZanityC*- 
C c c c c * rt i°> 
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rieo, and Lucerigo \ the lflcof Karra in the Archipvlag® 5 and be- 
yond thefe, Candie . There are within the verge of this Signiory, 
all nccc (Varies for fuftenaoce, as well as barrennefle. Candies 
fruitful Valleys, and goodly Cyprus Trees, with other Timber 
for (hips, are known. It drawes yearly in time of peace from the 
Eftates fubjeft unto it, two millions of gold. The Venetians, with 
all their Subjects in Italy, ate firm Romifh Catholiqucs * but Cor- 
feu's Inhabitants follow the religion of the Greeks, accounted 
Schifmaticks, whom they impeach not therein, for fear of a mu¬ 
tiny : yet the Signiory hath curbed them by a Fort and Garrilon. 
In Candie alfo the people do wonderfully hate the Latines name 
and religion 5 yet feme of them arc affefted to the Roman 
Church, 

T Hc Common-wealth of KAO OUSE (being a City fei- 
tuatcdontheGulphof Venic a in Sclavonic the ancient Drt- 
matia, and called in old time epidaurum, of which name, there 
were three Towns along the Sea, between Venice and Cwihtb,) 
maintains it felf in liberty, paying 14000 Zequins yearly to the 
Turk $ and as much more in Prcients and lodging of Turks. It 
hath a fmall Territory on the firm Land ; but lome fmall Iflands 
reafonablygood, lying betwixt Curx.de and thcgulph of Catarro . 
Thcfoyl is barren 5 but the Ragoufans through much labour be¬ 
llowed, have oyl, wine, and exccllcnttfruits. They have a Val¬ 
ley, that makes a Lake at Winter, which notiriflicth fifii fofat, 
as to fry without oyl; wherein at Spring, the waters drying up, 
they fow Corn, growing abundantly; lo ©nc place yields them 
fifli and corn in one year. And among divers Sea-induftrics,thcy 
make their Trees bring them Oyfters, by bending down tbeir 
boughs,and flaying them under water with ftones: fo that in two 
years time, there arc a multitude faftened thereto : yet but in a 
manner good to eat the third year. In their lfland Gravofa , arc 
many gardens of Orange, Lemon, and Pomgranate-Trees. The 
Country about Kagoufe is fcarce able to maintain them, though 
they live fparingly •, their greateft wealth growes by great Traf- 
fique. They arc in Religion all Romanifts. The City hath a 
Bifhop ordinarily there rending. Alfo three Ovcrfecrs of the Ca¬ 
thedral, who continue therein during life, and may be Rectors, 
Councilors, Trcafurersj and other Officers, 

G ERMANY the Great, Upper, or that feituate beyond 
Rtyene, is called by the French at this day Almante or AlmatlKt 
one Nation thereof, who being feituated at the Fountains of Da* 
nubiwy have their name from the word matt, as in Norman,Germany 
&c. or from the River * Alemort. It was included under the Ro¬ 
man Empire, which extended it felf far and near,till L(o the third 
(the Empire being before tranflated from Rome to Conflantinopje, 
by Conjlantine the Great, the Mahometan’s left and arms afflicting 
it on every fjdej the Weft part being ruined, andthcEaft i° 
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weakened, as hardly could defend it felt',; well confidcring, (be- 
fides the Empcroursot Greece nourifliing impieties, and account¬ 
ed herefics) gave the Empire of the -Weft to Charlcmain, King of 
France, in the year 800, (the Venetians being free; who, fomc fay, 
trairfpotted the Empire to the tjermans, fb^rls being a German by 
• bloud and Nation, as all the Francks whichcamc into Gaul, were 
of Francom a Province thereof. The Countries which acknow¬ 
ledge this Empcrour, are Alfatia, High and Low; Mu emberg, 
Francom, Suevia, or Suaule, the higheft pact of all Germany irt 
which Country the fpring or head of Daisubm is, Bohemia, winch 
lies within (lermanies limits; Moravia, Bavaria, commonly cal¬ 
led Bay we \ tArfria, or Overland,, that is, the Eaft Countrey, 
(whole chief City is Vienna) the Country of Ttrol, Stirta, anticnc- 
1 v Valeria, Carinthia, commonly called Kaerndren, two Carmoles 
the one called Drie, vulgarly, Underlain f the Other, Oderkrain, 
mltphalia taken by fomc for the true and ancient Saxony. The 
Dutchy of Cleves, the Country of Juliers or Gultch ; the Lantgrave 
of Hefien,Turwge, the Palatinate, containing 48 Towns, whereof 
Heidelberg is thechief;Hieh Saxony, whofechief Town umttem- 
bert on the River Eli ; bale or low Saxony, whofc chief Town is 
Aba The Marqoifatc of Brandenburg divided into two parts; 
the Marquefs refiding at Berlin ; the County of OUansjield a part 
of old Saxony, Lvfatta,Silejia, Mifnta, thcDutchy and Bjfhopnck 
of Line, the Archbifhoprick of Treves, commonly calkd 7 r«r. 
whole chief Town Treves, is one of the rnoft ancient in the world. 
Holfaiia, (which belonging to the King of Denmark, muft be par¬ 
ticularly difeourfed of ) tiro Befcmon, an Imperial Town in Bur- 
gundy, fometime called Cbryfopolti, that is, a golden City. Al- 
! though Tacitus writes,the ayr is troublefome; and Seneca, that it is 
■ jjway winter 1 yet the ayr is rcafonably mild and temperate,fome- 
i what cold,making them healthy and ftrong. Its foyl bears wheat, 
j barley, rye, oats, and all kind of grain and pulfe in abundance; 
the fields fertile, and the Mcadowcs bearing much grade. Alio 
there is many filver, copper, iron, lead, and other Mines; yca,ot 

' gold in fomc places. Alfo fair Gardens,and Orchards very plea- 

fins5 Wines alfo, called High-Country Wine, very good and 
chovfe. Germany muft needs be rich, who, befides thefe, are gi¬ 
ven much to the trade of Mcrchandifc, and giving themfelves to 
divers Arts and Trades, whereby they make wonderful and rare 
works, They have great and Navigable Rivers; llkcwife Foun¬ 
tains aud Pits of fait-water, whereof they make excellent Salt, 
llnto their Fairs (cfpecially thofe of Franckford) Merchants.come 
from all parts of Europe, and fomeumes out of oAfta 1 and tAfrica. 
Through the late divers years depopulating-wars, their Ljoumry 
in many places was ruined, and much fpoyled, and trade hinder¬ 
ed. But now there is opportunity (through a concluded peacelot 
reftoring and enjoying both. It’s much divided in Relig 0 > 
arcPaptlls, fomc Lutherant, others Calvmijls. Pope Leo ft oding 
forth his Pardons and Indulgences about 1517, Luther, Au- 
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outline l ; iier exclaimed againft the Clergies difloluienffli; and 
cxccflc; writing alio books againft the Made, and the Church of 
Monies luperftitions, and againft the difordcrcd life of the Pope 
and his Clergy, againft juftificarion by works, as being by Faith 
oncly j whofe doftrine wasfoon embraced and followed by di¬ 
vers Princes, and free Townes of Germany ; Moft of whofe Princes 4 
follow Calvin or Luthers profeflion, fdiffering in force points, not 
here to be named particularly) Calm being followed by the Pah* 
tinates of Rhine-) thofe of Strasburg, and moft Sea-Towncs. Mun - 
per had many called Anabaptifts, who were cxtin&, and the 
Town as formerly. 

H UT^G A R r,(fo named from the Hum or HongreSy a Scythian 
people that dwelt there, and divided upon the North from 
polonia and Rujs'ia, by the Mountain of Carpatia) is a Realm embra¬ 
cing alfo that part of Dacia, called Tranplyanhy it being environ¬ 
ed with high Hills and Woods, as with Walls, which notwith- 
Handing hath Fayuodsy or Princes of its own, not obeying Hmga- 
ries King. It’s chief City is Ruda, in the Turks poflefiiou, with 
the beft part thereof. It is (by nature) provided for ©f all things, 
for there grows all forts of grain, and divers fruits, in abundance: 
it brings forth Corn (in a manner) without tillage, and the Wheat 
changeth every third year to a better kind. It yields alfo divers 
forts of Wines, fomc whereof are very wholclome, and excellent 
as them of Candy. It fo abounds in Oxen and Sheep as is admi¬ 
rable : alfo great ftorcof Hares, Fallow Deer, Goats, See, Like- 
Wife divers torts of birds, as Goftiauks,Partridges,and Pheafants, 
ftorc of Filh in /ftvers, Veins of Gold, Silver, Copper, Steel, 
andiron, alfothey find Gold in the fand of Rivers 5 there isalit- 
tle Tin and Lead. It abounds in Mineral Salt at Maromarufta ,and 
other places, they cutting it like a ftonc: there is a Fountain 
whofe water falling on the ground, turns into a ftonc. Yet we 
cannot fay this Realm is very rich, as not much given to Arts and 
Trades, but pra&ifing Arms, and ftrong in war. That great part 
of the Country which the Turks arc Mafters of, is not fo well-ma¬ 
nured, nor yielding fo plentifully as formerly. As to Religion 
befidcs Mahometanifme, which by rcafonofthe Turks, is much oi- 
fperfed, there arc many opinions ; all thofe that arc in Germany , 
and alfo Arrianifm hath got footing, and Atheifm erept in. The 
Towns under the Turk have little of that accounted Hercfyi the 
Chtiftians much, forthofe called Hereticksarc in fear of being 
impaled by the Rarbartans y if too infolcnr. 

P OLONIA, or POLAND) (focalled from its Plains, 
in their Language named ‘Poles , fcituatc from CMoravia to¬ 
ward the Ealt, and in a manner feparated from Silefia, by the Ri¬ 
ver Oderay and whofe chief City is Cracovia) is at this day bigger 
then ever: Lituania, and Livoniay having been added to that King- 
dome 3 fo as from silefta to Mufeovyy itcontcins almoft tzo 
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mar.e Leagues, and as much from Livonia to Hungary. Its cli¬ 
mate being cold, they have neither Olives nor Vines 3 but ic 
abounds in all other things which the Earth is accuftomed to 
bring forth; alfo in all forts of Cattle, and in Filh ; lo that re¬ 
mote Countries taft of her fruitfulncfle. It contcins great Pro¬ 
vinces, 'Poland^ High,and Low, Livoniay LituamaySamogithiayMa - 
[ovia^olhinitiy Podoliay Rufiia the black, and according to fome, 
the,Red, or Southern, Podlajfiay Pomerania, Pruffia, which fome 
call Bomjfia now divided into two parts, one belonging to tnfc 
Duke or M nqudle of BrandenburgytAlbert being the firft thereof; 
the o’ihcr ro t.ie King of Poland ; of whole parr, Mariemburg is the 
chi. f r.iwn: a little above which, the River Ttjlula dividing ic 
Mf, nukes an Iftand excellent for fertility, and a great number of 
Villages and houfes. Some place Dantzick in Pnlffiay much tftce- 
wed lor Chipping, and abundance of all Merchandife brought by 
Sea from the Welland North parts, and by land, and by ) r iftula y 
running thorow the midft thereof. They make much money of 
their Honey, Wax, Flax,Hemp, Beeves, Sheep, Holies, and Bu¬ 
gles. But their greateft profit grows by the Sale- pits of Ocen y 
liguft'y and divers parts of Rujsia ; likewife of Azure,and of Mines, 
of Amber gathered on the Ihoar with little Nets, by men going 
naked into cneSca, John Huffy bis opinion began at the firft to 
dilpei fe it fell thorow the Countries lubjett to this Crown,which 
Ladflaus violently oppofed ; For, refuting the offered Crown of

den, hold it much greaterthen all Italy and France , Laplanu, n 
Finland being added. Sweden it felf is the moft fertile Proyinceot 
alt thofc of the North, bearing great fiore ol grain j there lsmue 
Honey, Silver, Copper, Lead, Steel, and Iron, abounding wood*- 
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fully in fifh} fcldome any beggars feen among them. Yet in ma¬ 
ny places (tnrough thecraggineffeof the Mountains, moiftncfle, 
iiid nioorifhnefTcjit is more barren. The Ayre is commonly pure, 
nor the cold to violent as fomc perfwade themfelves; they live 
f moft commonly) long, attaining an hundred and thirty,and an 
hundred and fourty years, efpecially on the Mountains, and pla¬ 
ces more toward the Northern winds.

Mojaiski , raken 
from King Alexander of Polamly by John Baftliw his pridcuflour. 
if/V/* or Bielski, with a Town of the fame name upon the River 
Opske j the Dutchy of Rofcbove , whofe Town ftands upon the fa¬ 
mous river tfolgas. Tuver , one of the greateft in Rufsia, whofe 
Town Tuverde is greater and ftatelierthan Mosko. Tlefcovia or 
Pleskonia, its chief Town being Pleskouu , powerful and walled, 
which the other Towns want. Novogrod the great, the greateft 
Dutchy of Russia, taking its name from Novogrod , the greateft and 
richcft Town of all towards the North. The Couatry of Polska 
or potske, the Province of Corelhy extending to the . frozen Sea, fo 
as they have not any dark night. Bieleiezioro or Bioljfero , having 
a Town fo called, in whofe impregnable Fort the great Duke 
commonly lodges his Trcafure, and whither he retires,when pref- 
fed by enemies, Polokde y the Dutchy of Jaroflave, with a Town 
andCaftlc fo called, on the river Volga\ alfo the Principality of 
Rojlonu * the Province of Duviney fo called from the river water¬ 
ing it, which comes from two rivers, Duvine in the tongue figni- 
fying two. The Sun in the Summer Solftice dunes then- 21 hours 
and a half, but two hours anda half in the winter folfticc. The 
Province ©f Sufdali , having a Bifhop’s See ; but now (eh rough the 
Tartars incurfions ) in a manner defarr. The province of Puiathfa, 
which was taken from the Tartars by the great Duka Bafilius, Per • 
mus having a Town of the fame namd on the river Pifehbre . Ju$re 
or Jugaria, from whence the Hungarians coming,* lei zed on Pan- 
nonia , calling it from Jugariay Hungaric , Petzoreji cry long bend¬ 
ing to the frozen Sea, whofe longed day is 2 2 hours. The Caere- 
mtfses are alfo under him, and Nordues ; other Northern Coun¬ 
tries acknowledg him, AsObdorty Condors falomrie, and Lapfui 
likewife certain Hoords of Tartariansy as Cafan, &c. They have 
great llorc of skins of Elks, Staggs, Bears, Wolves, and Sables, 
which they fell into Europe , alfo Flax and Hemp. They fend 
great (tore of Corn towards the Cajpian and Euxine Seas, befides 
Iron, Wax, Tallow, Wood, Aflies, whereof they fell abundance 
lodrangcrs, Nicholas Port is of great Traffiquc, whither the 6 n* 
glijb trade much. They exchange the Commodities of their 
Country for cloath, which the Armenians bring to Jt(lracan> and 
the Engl iff) to Nicholas Port. The ICnez his riches may cafily bo 
conjectured great,he being Lord and abfolute Maftcr of all things. 
They received Religion from the Greeks in ^87, or 942, in the 
which although perfifting, yet they have added (in time) many 
fupcrftitions. They fay, themfclvcs and the Greeks arc oncly 
true Ghriftians: that the Romans and others arc fallen from the 
primitive Church; They celebrate their Mafic and ceremonies 
in their own language, which is the Sclavonian tongue; they 
fuffer not Jews to live among them. Proccftions arc very fre¬ 
quent there, and though it be exceeding cold, yet they go far. 
They never paffe before a Monaftcry, Temple, or Crefit*, (where- 
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of the ftreets arc full) but horferoen (alighting) and footmen alio, 
kneel down, making the fign of the Crofle, faying thrice, cMiloy 
Uofpoili, or Lord have mercy upon tu. It’s lawful foi Priefts to mat- 
ry but once. They deny Purgatory, yet pray for the deccafed 
faithful. They hold it not Uwlul to celebrate any Councels, but 
the firft feven, whence growes their difeord with the See of Rome. 
They have a Metropolitan, to whom they attribute as much as 
Papifts do to the Pope: and without whofe advice, the Prince de¬ 
termines not of any important thing; yet they fay, the Metropo¬ 
litan Ihould depend on the Patriarch of Constantinople. ThePrince 
ftriaiy obfv rves all Ceremonies of their religion: for when they 
change a dnh at Table, or give him drink, he makes many figns 
of rne erolT-. He fails oot at any fall, and beats the ground with 
his fore-head through devotion, as the reft do, efpccially at the 
elevation of the Sacrament. 

The Nordovois on Mufcovie's frontiers ufc circumcifion} wor- 
fhippingnoldols.asthe Pagans, nor are they baptized; worship¬ 
ing one oncly God Creator of all: going into the field, (which is 
feldome) they eating and drinking,together, offer to God the 
firft of all, calling it agaiuft Heaw*), as ot any thing they ga¬ 
ther. 


D acia (bounded OB the Weft with Hungary , and fo na¬ 
med from the Daci firft inhabiting it after the Moeft, who 
gave them place) is divided into Tranfylvania } Moldavia, WdUcina, 
Servia , Xafcia, Bulgaria , Bofnia. .

It was of a Kingdom made a 
province by the Turk in 1396, 

B OSNIA, fo called of the Bcfsi of Bulgaria, and bounded on 
.he Eart with Scrviayin chief City is Caztchium. It was 
ended a Kingdom in 1420,' add not long after, Stephen the King, 
being taken and flayed alive, by Mahomet the great, it was turned 
into a Mahometan Province in 14 ^ 4 - 

S C L AVO NI A (having Hungary On the North 5 on the 
Weft, part of Italy ; fo called from the Sclavi -, before, lllyi- 
turn, a cou/agious, proud, and ftubborn people) is now divided 
into Illiris, Dalmatia, and Croatia. 

HI,ns (whofe general name is nowgiven to *ne part thereof,and 
commonly called tvindifmarch) is bounded oil the Eaft with Dana* 
him, whofe chief City is Zatba on ‘Damtbiw, aud now a member of 
Hungary . 

Dalmatia, having on the Eaft the River Dnnus-, on the Welt, 
Croatia, (tor whofe Town Zara or Jadara ((landing on the Sea- 
ihorc) there Hath been great Wats betwixt the Hungarians and 
Venetians) fas of great importance) its Inhabitants were the Dal¬ 
matia, whofe Metropolis was Dalminium on Girinas . It was made 
tribuiary to the Venetians, upon their new Lords rhe Hungarians 
ravifliing fomc Venetian Damofcls. But now is divided between 
the Turk and Venetian who yet hath the greateft part. 

Croatia, called antiently Liburnia and Valeria, and having on 
the Eaft Dalmatia, whofe chief City is Gariliska, on the River Sa- 
ius. The Croatians are corruptly called Corbats ; it isemituleda 
Dukedome 5 but fuhjedl both to the Aujlrians and Venetians, who 
eutred it in 1007. Thcfe three Countries thus called Sclavonic, 
ufc their own Sclavonian tongue, and is oblcrved to be uled by all 
the Turkifh Empcrours, Captains and Souldiers. The Country 
is moft (it (or grazing 5 whole Sheep and other Cattle bring (ortll 
young twice a year, the flicep being fhorn (our times.

G reece (fo called from Gum, who founded Athens , and 
accounted the Mothcrof Arts and Sciences, except the Ma- 
thcuiatieiucs) was given a name onely to the Country about .Ai¬ 
wa, till the Macedonian Empire had fwallowcd up the other Com- 
mon-wealths s but now including Teloponnefus , Achaia, Eptrsu, 
Albania, Macedonia and Thefsalie, Migdonia, and Thrace, beholds 
Italy on the Well 5 the ^£gean-Sc a, &c. on the Eaft. The Greeks 
were diverfly called, Achivi, Myrmidones, &c. They were once 
brave men for war, learning, virtue, government and behaviour} 
for which, they fcornfully called other Nations Barbarians; now 
molt fit for the Grecians thcmfelvcs, being unconftant, illiterate, 
uncivil, riotous, and lazie. They fpakc Greek, whereof there 
were 5 dialers. The Common, Atrick, Derick, /Eolick, Io- 
nick pdoponnefus is a Peninfula,tyed to the main land, but with 
an Minus of 6 miles broad, fo called of Telops, and N.W. which 
! fignifies an I ft an J. It contains 6 Provinces 5 Elis, having ^ 4 rca- 
| dfa on the Eaft,whofe chief City is Elis y another is Olympia,were 
was the Statue of Jupiter Olympian 60 cubits high ; in honour of 
! w hom, theOlympick gam.s were begun by Hercules. Mefenia, 

I having Elis on tne Norm, whofe Metropolis is Mefsene, wherein 
i Menefaus (Helena’s husband, who occafioned Troy’s dettrudion) 
reiened. Arcadia, (lo named from ^rrttf.formcrly pelafgta) which 
> Barn Elis and M'fsenia on the Weft } Its chief City being PfophiS. 
Laconia, on the Weft of which lyeth Arcadia } whofe chief City 
is Lacedemon, once a famous Common-wealth by means of the 
Laws of Lycurgus, which being kept alrnoft 700 years, itflounfh- 
cd all the wnilc. They were accounted rhe chief of all the Gre¬ 
cians: Bui the Athenians beginning to eclipfe their glory by con- 
qutft in Afia, tncy warre d againft them, and after many Ioffes took 
and difmantlcd the City.

•for three fpecial things • the Citizens inviolable laith, and un¬

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was diipcrfcd throughout all Europe*, for valiant Captain*, as 
Alcibiades^ Arifidesy Themijlocles , Pericles , &c. who notwithftafld- 
j B g dyed in banifhment, or violently at home. 

Megans* ( having on the South Bottotia) whole chief City is Me - 
gara of Megra, whey Eudide the Geometrician taught. This 
Country having ftiakcn off the Cretans, came to a height of pro- 
fperity • which lartcd not long in that degree ; yet were a free 
people till the coming of the Macedonians. 

Bjeotia, which hath Attica on theEaft, taking its name from 
B&, fignifyinganOx. Its chief City is 7 hebeSy built by Cadmus a 
Phoenician \ in which Town dwelt Pelopidas and EpaminondaSy who 
ifo crufhed the Lacedemonians in two battles, that they never re¬ 
obtained their former puiflance. Philip oi Macedon firft got foot¬ 
ing in (jreecey by making this flouriftung Comition-weaUh fub- 
mit to his mercy. 

phocis , having Boeotia on the Eaft, (whofe chief Town is Cyra, 
as alfo Aat)cira> famous for its Ellebore very Medicinal for aiad- 
nefle) j in it is, Mount Helicon c »nfecrated to the Mufes, alio the 
hill Citheron, both driving with Tarna/us, whofe two tops even 
kifle the Clouds.

Chalets : The tAEtolians were the moft turbulent people of Greece, 
neverat peace with theirNeighbours,fcldom with thcmfdves. 

Worts y which hath Boeotia on the Eaft$ its chief City is tAm u 
pbifsa. This people caufing Philip to return into Greece: Wemofthe - 
nes whetting on the Athenians by his biting Philippica againft him: 
their Armies meeting, and the Athenians being vanquiftied, Philip > 
was made Captain of all Greece . 

EpiruSy bounded on the North with Macedon > whofe Eaftem 
part is called Acarnania ; its weftern, Chaonia j and in which 
Country Olympias (Alexander the Great his Mother ) was born, a* 
alfo Pyrrhus , who warring with the Romans, it was after his death 
fubdued by Paulus c/£ milim* yvho deftroyed 70 Cities thereof in 
one day ; in which is the city Nicopolis , built by Auguflus* and

<Albanta> bounded on the South with Spins ; in which is the 
City Albanopolis ; and Durazzo at firft called Epidamnum , and then

Its chief City was Croia in qeorge 
Caflriofi time, named Scanderbeg ; under whofe walls Amurath the 
fecond, having with very great Ioffe befieged it, forrowfully and 
wretchedly dyed.

where Alexander the Great was born. It was never very famous, 
till King Philip and his fon Alexander's dayes. 

T HESSALIE , (wherein is the exceeding high Hill Olympus, 
being by Poets taken for Heaven) in which pleafant and 
fruitful Country, was feituate the delightful Valley, Tempe y five 
miks broad, and fix long, whofe duet City is Tricca , where He- 
liodorus wasBiihop: another is Pharfalis , nigh which, Ctfar and 
fought for the Lordfliip of the World, Cafar being Con* 
querour. 

M IG DONlA) (having on the North Thrace, and in which is 
the Hill tAthos, 75 miles about; and fo high, that its (ha- 
do w reachcth to Lemnos , 40 miles) its chief City is Stagira, where 
famous Artflotle was born. 


rpl HRACE } now called %omliot Romama^tom Roman Colo- 
X nics there planted, and Conftantinople's being called New 
] %ome ; (bounded on the Eaft with ^Macedon) wherein ftands 
Conjlantinople , which being built by Paufanias a Lacedemonian 
Captain 66 $ years before Chrift, was by him called Byzantium ; 
it*s in compaffe 18 miles,moft fitly feated for an Empire • as over- 
j looking Europe and Afia, and commanding the Suxine-Sc a, Propon- 
i tiSy and Hellefpont . It was taken by Mahomet the Great Turk, in 
1453. Being re-built by a Conjtantine y called the Great, (there¬ 
fore called Conftantinople ) the fon of a Helena* a Gregory being Pa¬ 
triarch thereof 5 and it was loft by a Conjtantiney firnamed Paleo - 
loguiy the fon of a Ilelenay a Gregory being alfo Patriarch. Its 
people were accounted very bold and valiant, who were called 
by Come t AvT , oyoy.oi i becaufe every one was a law to himfelf 5 which 
had they been of one mind, and under one King, Herodotus faith, 
they had been invincible ; but two brothers driving for the King- 
, dome, and at laft appealing to Thilip of Macedon 5 he taking an 
advantage, lei zed on it, and kept it. The Town of Sefios on Hel¬ 
lefpont was alfo in this Country, right over againft Abydos , on Afia 
fide, which two places were famous for the love of Hero and Le- 
ander ; in whole room ftands two Caftlcs, who examine all fhips 
palling that way, and receiving the grand Sigtiior’s cuftoms. 

I N the AEGEAN. Sea (which rcceiveth Hellefpont's waters 
after 40 miles courie) alfo ( whether fo called from i/Egcus* 
Thefcu$ his father, who here drowned himfelf; or from ^/Ege* once 
a chief City in Euboa Ifland $ or that the Iflands lye fcattering like 
the leaps ot a Goat, frpm’A/ywof, f 0 fignifyiog,) arc divers Greek 

Iflands, 
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Iflands, the chief whereof arc ,Samothracia, where Pythagoras, and 
,Samo a Sybill were born, whofe chief Town is Sami a. 

Lemnos, once called Diofpolis, from its two chief Cities Hephe. 
j|/4, wholly decayed * and Lemnos or Myrina yet continuing* where 
alfo the foveraign Mineral called Terra Lemma is digged; 

Lesbos y fo called of Lesbos y who married CMttylene * of which 
name is a chief City therein. In this Hland, Sappho 3 who invented 
the Sapphick verfe, Pittacus a wife man of Greece, and Theophrafius 
a notable Phy fitfon, were born, 

Chios, (whether lo named from Chione a Nymph, or from xtfw, 
fhow* or from Cbio (now called Swjthc chief City; fo called 
from the Greek letter in whofc fafhion it was built. Herein 
chiefly or onely groweth the gum Maftich. 

Suboay now Nigropont, which was rent from vtebaia's Continent 
by an Earthquake, between which, is but a little Eurtpusx the 
caufc of whofc ebbing and flowing (even times a day,^7/torfcfcot 
finding*isfaid to throw himfelf into the Sea, withthefc wofds* 
Becaufe I cannot comprehend thee, thou /halt comprehend me , Its chief 
Cities arc Chalcis , once joyned by a bridge to the Continent. Scyros, 
Achilles his lurking place, fent thither by his Mother, being fore-, 
warned he fhould be flain in the Trojan war. 

Salamisy nigh Megans, noted for Xerxes his numerous Navy; 
overthrown by the Athenians and their Allies For which Ifleal- 
fo, there was much contending between the Athenians and Mega- 
renfes . 

The Sporadesy fo called from to difperfe, becaufe they ate 
fcattcred about the Sea* their number is ia, The principall of 
which is named MeloSy from its much honey. 

The Cyclades (To dennrainated,becaufe they lay iu a circle about 
Delos, the chief of them 3 notcd for the Temple of Apollo, and for not 
fufferingany to die or be born therein; are 5 3 in number, whereof 
(befides Delos ) thefe four arc remarkable*54ww,where the Tyrant 
Polycrates lived without any mifchaacc, till (at laft; he was mife- 
rably put todcajh by Orontes. 

Coos , (but now Lange) in which Hippocrates the revive* of Phy- 
fick was born* where alfo « y£fculapim Was worfhipped: Its 
chief Town is Coos. 

Glarosy but fmall, whither the Romans were wont to baniih 
delinquents. The C9 Kings at Troy' s fiegc, were Kings but of 
thefe lmall Iflands: which fland fo clofc together, that 20 may 
be fecn (in a clear day) at one time * yet are they part in Europe , 
part in Afia * called alfo the Iflands of the Arches,as being in the 
fea called Archi-pclagus. 

Creet or Candie , (once called Hecatompelis , as having 100 Cities 
therein, whofc Metropolis Candie is much inhabited by the V ent~ 
tians) which is feituate in the mouth of the ^/Egean Sea, fin length 
270 miles, in breadth 50) was above mentioned in the Venetian 
Common-wealth, to whom it is fubjeft * whofe ancient Inhabi¬ 
tants were much addicted to lying, as appears by raid's citing 

Hpimenides 
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Eptmentdes words. Tit, 1. v, 12. yec were excellent failers. The 
1(1.uid is very populous, and fruitfull of Wines, together with 
Gum, Honey, Sugar, Olives, Dates, Apples, Orcnges, Lemttions, 
llaifinsMt lions, Citrons, Pomcgranats * bur,through its hear,de¬ 
ficient in Ct rn 5 other Iflands there are alfo in this Sea, as claudi, 
Dio , and t/Egilta . > > 

The chief Iflands of the Ionian Sea (named either from Ioniusj 
whom Hercules killing,here drowned, or from the Region Iona, in 
the uemoft part of Calabria,ox from Io daughter of Inacktu) are, Ci+ 
tle>a, now C eY ^°> (mentioned beforeIt was formerly called Por - 
phy) tf, from abundance of Marble therein, and hath a Town of the * 
fame name witn the ifland, out of whofe Temple dedicated to 
ye mu . Helena was willingly ravifhed by Parts, it's alfo environed 
with Rocks. 

Strophades, being two Iflands lying againft Meftema, whofe ra¬ 
venous birds, the Harpies, were driven away by Zetlrn and CaU- 
im % They art now inhabited onely jby Greek Friers, called Ca- 
loyres,thai is,g* od Priefls. 

Zacimhus or Zanl, fo called of Zacintbw , fon to Dardamu * whofe 
chief City is called a\foZant,6o miles frompeloponnefui.for thcC^i- 
ftome of whole very Currans they pay i$ooo fc yearly Dollars to 
the Venetians. They being very frequently troubled with Earth¬ 
quakes, build their houles very low. Over tnc judgment Hall

Cephalenia over againft Achar - 
Vania, called at full Mdena, then Teleboas 5 but Cepbalenia , from 
Cephalus . Corcyra , now Corfu ; focal led from the Virgin Corfu * it's 
but twelve miles from Eptm * whofe chief City C or f u > thc Turks 
have found impregnable through two unaccdfible Fortrcflcs on 
its top, cftcemed me chief Bulwarks of Venice, whofe two Cap¬ 
tains arc fworn during their two years command, to have no con- 
verfe or intelligence with each other. Ithaca , now Val deCam - 
pare, on the North-Eaft oicepbalonia, in which tllyfles f was born; 
Leucadia, of the white Rocks between it and Cephalonia , its chief 
City is Saint Mattre , mbft inhabited by Jens. All thefe Iflailds(bc- 
jfidcs m is Leucadia, loft to the Turks) have been defended by the 
y e net iaus. 

T He MEDITERRANEAN Iflcs, (from the Mediterrane¬ 
an Sea, to called, becaufe it runs in the middle of the Earth, 
and called’by late Writers, the Levant-Scas, (becaufe they arc 
toward the Eift of Prance, Spam^ See. Levant, in French iignity- 
ing the Suii-rifingJ arc * Sicily (of which before in Spain ) called at 
Ecccc W* 
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firlt Trinacria, tor being triangular, itbutteth into the Sea with 
tnrcc Promontories. Its narrow Seas between it and Italy, being 
bur *mile and halt broad, on each fide of which arc Scjlla, and 
fharihdu : Scylla being a dangerous Rock on July fide, and Cbarib- 
di$ a devouring Gulf on Sicily fide * It is feven hundred miles in 
compaflc, and had feventy two Cities therein, now but twelve. 
The chief being Palermo, where the Spanijb Vice-Roy refides, 
which fhnds in Mazara, the Wcftern Province of the three 5 (inone 
of whofe Cities the Tyrant Phalaric lived, that tortured Perillm 
another Tyrant, in his omn Brazen Bull which he had made to tor¬ 
ment others in) the other two being Vallis dt Noto, and UMona. 
Mdta, (formerly Melita, where Paul (hook off the Viper without 
hurt) is but fixty miles from Sicilia, and as muchin Circuit, bar¬ 
ren, as being feituate on a Rock, covered but with three foot of 
earth* yet there is abundance of Cotton Wooll, and (loreof 
Pomegranarcs, Citrons, &c. It was given to the Knights of the 
Abodes, being expelled thence by the Turk, in 15 2 2, who now be¬ 
ing called Knights of Malta, have ever fincc defended it againft 
thcfaidTurk. • They are 1000 in number, and at their admit¬ 
tance into that order, are fworn to defend the Church of Rome, to 
obey their fupcriours,livc on their Orders revenues,and livcchaft- 
ly, Tneir great Matter, though a Frier, hath a high ftilej who 
is cholen out of the fixteen called Crofles, who are of great auth* 
rny among them. 

Corftca, of which intheftatc of Genoa, was fir ft called Cyrmi 
(now Corfica from a Woman of that name) its chief City being 
Bafiia, on the North Raft, upon a commodious Haven, where Ge« 
tm's Govcrnour refides, with a ftrong Garrifon. It’s 120 miles 
long, and feventy broad. 

Sardinia , (lying South from Corfica, and but feven miles from it) 
is divided into Cape Lugudory towards Corfica, mountainous and 
barren, belonging to the Genoans , and Cape Caligary toward 
larger and fruitful!, appertaining to the Vifans, who difagreeing 
about their bounds. Pope Boniface the eighth, giving it to fame* 
King of eArra&on, and his fucctUours*thty drove them thence,and 
made themfdves Lords thereof in 1324, Its chief City is Qaliarit) 
built by the Pifans , where the Spanifh Vice-Roy hath his reft*' 
dencc. Yet this City is governed by a Councell of its own Citi¬ 
zens. 

The Baleares, (fo called from the Greek word b&a» to caft, bc- 
caufc they were very excellent (lingers) arc two * Majorca or the 
greater, which is fixty miles from Spain, and 300 miles in com* 
pafle, whofe chief Cities arc, Majorca, a Univerfity, and PaltMi 
in which Raymundut Lullitu was born. 

Minorca, or the lcfic, is nine miles from the other* and *5® 
milesabout* whofe chief Town is Minorca: both which Iflands, 
(through the Romans teaching them the ufc of Ferrets) deftroyed 
tnc multitude oi Conics, who undermined their Houfcs and 
Walls. 

Nigh 
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Nigh thefe are two fmallones 5 Ebuifia, whofe chief City is 
r vica , Salt is its chief commodity j and Olhiufa, called Frumen- 
ttm 5 Both whofe men and women, as of an adjoyning Met, are 
■ very good fwinamers; Fcdrt the fourth King of Arragsn ,united all 
thefe four to his Crown, in 13 43 • 

There are alfo leffe Iflands hereabouts j The Vulcamn or y£o- 
li*r>) being eleven in number; the two chief of whom,are Lipara, 
from whence the reft arc now named. 

Vulcan in, wher. Vulcan was worfliipped • near thefe, was the 
firft Scafight between the Romans and Carthaginians. 

The I lies of Naples, being eighteen, the chief whereof are 
Jfebia, whofe chief Town is fo called; C*t ret > and 

M< *Thc Ligurian Ifles; whereof the principall are Elba, or Ilv&i 
whole chief City cofmopolis, C°f™ °f Medices buildcd. 

Gallinaria, from its many wild Hens, and Gigli* 

Gacles, or Cales, feituate without the Mouth of the ftrait of Gi- 
Iraltcr ("called of old Freturn Herculeum , on whofe South-fide upon 
Mount Abiba, Hercules placed his Pillars, on which he inferibed 
Nil ultra, or n. farther) as being from <jibal tarig, a. chief leader 
of the Moors into Spain, then the Weftern bound of the World; 
and in which there was a Temple confecrated to Hercules, that 
great traveller. The £»£«/& took it (in 15?*) in one day. 

The Brittig) Ifles (with thofe of Zealand, and ’Denmark) arc cal¬ 
led the Ifles of the Ocean 5 of which before. 

Little is to be faid of the riches or fruitfullncfle of either Bofma, 
Bulgaria, Servia, or Rafcia, as being for the moft part full of Moun¬ 
tains, yielding little; and roo’ft of the plains and valleys in Bul¬ 
garia, arc lull of thick Woods, and its middle part more ftony 
and rough then the reft; but Bofoia hath much Silver Mine, and 
Servia Mines olGold. They were of the Religion of the Greeks, 
in which Countries now Mahometifm bears moft fway, they being 
fubjc&ed to the Turk. . , „ . . „ . , 

As (or Gnece, it formerly exceeded all others in Europe, both 
for the Ayr’s temperature, and goodnefle, and the foils dclight- 
Ibme fertility, bringing forth all forts of fruits, and nourilhing 
mucbCattle; alfo Filh abounded in its Sea-s and Rivers ; with all 
Plenty and Wealth, for that it was fo eafily to ba arrived ar, 
through its Gulfs, Ports, Ifles, Demy Ifles and Rivers; and que- 
ftionlefTe, would ftill yield great profit to the Husbandman, it 
pains were taken in the tillage thereof t but the Greets (knowing 
nothing certainly to be their own, but all fubjeft to the Great 
Turk and his fouldicrs) omit the fame: yet they tranfport and 
fend into other parts, Wines, Oyl> Copper, Vitriol, lome Gold 
andSilver, Damasks,Velvets,Grograms, &c. 

flint commends Thrace for fertility, and its Corn for weight and 
fubftance, of which they reap ftore in divers goodly plains; but 
it is moftly cold,and in the dayes of Copronjmm the Empcrour,r/;r«- 
sius Bofphom (by which congantimple is feituated, and which com- 
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ptc hcnds thirty good Ports in tAfia and Europe (though moft on , 
Europe fide) was ( with a part of the great Sea) fo frozen, that the 
Ice was twenty five Cubits thick, (with a great quantity ot Snow 
thereon) and being incrcafcd 20 Cubits above the face of the Sea, 
men might travail, and Waggons laden, out ot Europe into Afia y 
and from CorMantinople y to the entry of Vambm, as on dry land) 
whereby it is not (of it felf) a rich foil, nor of a pleaiant Ayre, the 
feeds ripening lciiurcly, and the Vines and Trees yielding more 
leaves then juice and fruit. "To leave thcantient Religion of the 
Greeks (when, notwithrtanding all their humane wifdorpe) they in 
a Pagan manner wotfhipped an unknown God, in various man¬ 
ners,and under the name of divers gods; the Faith of Chrift was 
received in fomc part thereof (as in Tbeflalontca ) foon after the de¬ 
parture of Chrift to the Father, and the fpirits Baptifm given, as 
it was in Rome) to which Church Paul wrote alfoan Epiftle ; but 
degenerating from the power into the form of Religion; all the 
Greeks became Chriftians in name and profefTion ; who with¬ 
drawing themfelves long ago from the Church of Rome , upon 
fomc points, as the manner of the adminiftring the Supper, See. 
(fome of which were mentioned in Mufcovj) and not acknowlcd* 
gingthcabfolutcfuprcmacyofthe Romane Bidiops, fet up Patri¬ 
archs, that is, chief fathers of their own, whom they acknowled¬ 
ged for their heads, andfpiritual Govcrnours; of which there are 
four. The Patriarch of Jttufalem over the greeks of Palefina^ of 
Alexandria over Arabia and *VE£)pt : of Antioch prefidingoverty 
ria, Armenia , and £V//W*; of Conjtantinople, whom the Country and 
icrricory of (jrceee acknowledge, together with Sclavonia , Dacia> 
part of Poland , the Adriatiquc and -Egcan Iflcs, as alfo Greet) and 
Cipm, and Rhodes, of whom in Afia. There arc many Caloyrspt 
Greek Prices or Monks,difperfed over all Greece) where (fora tri¬ 
bute to the Turk) they arc permitted free excrcifc of Religion; 
yet not without 1000 indignities from the domineering Turks. 
About 6ooo of thele Caloycrs inhabitc Mount AtboS) a priviledg 
formerly granted to them of Bafils Order,oncly to dwell in;wherc 
arc Monafteries and Reliques, vifited from all parrs, alfo (lately 
and adorned Temples,which Mountain the Cjrecks as much efteem 
as the Latines do Rome. They all do foraethmg, or excrcifc fome 
Mcchanick Trade, labouring to maintain the whole family, by 
going out of theMonaftcry to work. They wear woollen (bins 
which they make themfelves; being apparelled almoft;like Her- 
mites. They are fo little given to Learning, that many of them 
can neither write nor read. If any parte over the Mountain on any 
occafioii, they furnifli him with viftualls without any money* 
Thcfc the Turks hold in fuch efteem, that they are very charitable 
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A Defeription of A S l A, 

A s I which is alfo called (by the Poets) Lydia, by a 
Synechdoche of a part for the whole* according to fome, 
takes its name* from the Fcnnc . Aft* » others, frotn 

Afia the Mother of Prometheus : according to HtppM. 
with Eulfathius, from Aftm a certain Noble-man: after others, 
from Afia the fabulous Daughter of the Ocean and Tbetys . It is 
the greateft among all the parts of the world known to the An- 
dents, containing from Eaftto Weft, 13b degrees of the great 
Circle, taking its beginning from that Meridian, whofe diftance 
from the Fortunate or Canary Iflands is 70 degrees, even to that 
Meridian which is diftant from the Fortunate Iflands ao 0 de¬ 
grees; which 130 degrees being numbred in the 30th Parallel!, 
which cuts almoft thoro w the midft of Afia, do make above 1 3 °° 
German milcs.lt is the Eaft part of the World, both in refpeft of 
.Africa and Europe ; whence perhaps it is called Natolia, from the 
Creek word dvaronf, which fignifics the Eaft. It is disjoyned 
from Europe by the River 7 <ttwV,and alfo by the Susine and ^Egetn 
Sea: but it is disbounded from Africa (not according to fomc) 
Wttli the River Njlus: but with the Sinus Arabics, or bofome of 
Arabia, and by a line which is brought out from thence into the 
Mediterranean Sea. It cleaves to Africa byian Ifthrous or a piece 
of land of 18 German miles 5 and is wafhed towards the Weft 
with the Mediterranean Sea, and is compafled-in its other parts 
with the Eoa») Scy thick, and Indian Ocean. It is alfo divided in- 
to the greater and lefle; thelcffcr is next to Europe 5 and by a 
i'pccial name called Natolia , and likewife Turcomama, bccaufc the 
Turks hold it all at this days whofe Countries arc, 0 //««, Pam- 
tbiUa,Caria,Lieia, Ionia, (which with Strabo is ftriaiy called Afia , 
Lydia. vEolia, both Myfta's, Phrygia the lefle, and greater, Mbynu 
and Pontus, Paphlagonia, Cappadocia, Galatia, Lycaoma, Pifiuia, , and 
Armenia minor ; Greater Afia, is that whiph is more remote from 
Europe toward the Eaft, whofe chief parts are, 1. Syria, Palefitna. 
2, Armenia the greater. 3. Chaldea, 4. Arabia, which is three¬ 
fold, petrrea, or the ftony } Deferta, or the wildcrncflc j and Fcehx, 
or the happy Arabia. 5 - 5 and then Tartar,a, Hyrcama, 

Paclriaua, Parthta , and laftly, India; which India is divtded into 
the Old and New. The bound of Old India in the hart, was the 
Country of the Swam and is divided into that whic h is within 
the River Gances, or the Weftern : Whofe chief or greateft City 
is Calicut ; and into that which is without qanges>or the Laftern, 
which is extended even to the golden Cberfo»e/c o r ALdaqua. The 
Eaftern part of New India, is the Kingdom of Catayox Cad,a,a, 
Which is called Upper India : but the Southern part is the Coun¬ 
try of the rbinoys, and likcwifc Jo/Wo, with other parts lound 
out by the Portugal!, which embrace the Lower India, 
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But Aft* is divided into five Empires 3 the tMofcovite, part 
whereof is oncly therein as aforefaid: the Ottoman ot Turkish 5 
the perftan,t\\t Tartarian 3 and the Indian, Its Seas are,the Medi¬ 
terranean,*^ the Oceanjand its chicfRivcrSjfwp^w^rf^^and 
Indus. The greateft Mountain of Afta, and as it were the father 
of the other Mountains there, is taurusi which reckoning his ben¬ 
dings and windings, is 62 50 miles long, and 375 broad3 having 
divers names in diverfity of places, as Caucafus, Sarpedon, &c. and 
according to feme, Imaus 1 yet Imaus may be accounted a fecond 
diftinft Mountain in Afta\ for although it croffe Taurus even (as 
it were) with right angles 5 yet as Taurus divideth (beginning 
about faria and Cilicia) the North of Aft 4 from the South: fo 
Imaus (beginning in the North (hoar) doth the Eaft from the 
VVcft; fo making Scythia within Imaus, and Stytbia without 
Imaus . tAfia (from the beginning) was the mod excellent part 
of the world : both in regard (as is believed by moft) of the 
Creation of mankind there; and alfo, for all the matter of hifto- 
ry of the Old and New Tcftament there done, except a few hifto- 
rtes of thcApoftles: and fobecaufo there the true Church was 
firft gathered 3 becaufe Chrift (whofe light and life is the Saviour 
of Mankind) there preached, dyed, and rofe again. Likewife 
for that in the fame place, were cftaUlifhcd the Monarchies of the 
Afyrians , Pcrfians , Babylonians and c Medes, And laftly, becaufe in 
Afia was the firft original of all Nations, as alfo of all tongues and 
arts. This indeed was once its dignity and prerogative, but at 
this day it is a fold for Turks, and other blafphcmous and very 
wicked Gentiles. Its head or chief City was once called 7 rm 
but now the Cities therein arc not fo fair and decked, unlcfte for 
the aftoniftiing things related of the City Quinfay ; which may 
be reckoned the greateft in the World. And thus much of Afta 
in general. 

A natoliA y or Natolia, (called v 4 fia thcLeflV, in which 
were John's fcven Churches, to wit,Ephefus, Smyrna, Tkjatira, 
Lao A tec a, Pergamus , Philadelphia , and Sardis) Its firft Country to be 
mentioned is c 1 Lie / A, on the South-Eaft3 whofe chief Ci¬ 
ties are, Nicopalis, built by Alexander the Great, for his victory 
wet Darius oi Perlia, (its namefignifyinga City of vi&ory) nigh 
the ftraights of %A»titauru$ , called PiU Cilici# 3 wherein with 
30000 he (low 110000 of Darius his men,who were in all £00000, 
PompeiopoliSy built by Pompey after vanquifhing the Pyrats, who 
fpoyled even Italy’s Villages it fclf. Alexandria , built alfo by 
Alexander , diftintf: from that in Egypt, therefore named %Alexatt - 
dretta . And Tarfusot Tar\bi\h , where Paul was born, and whither 
Jonah would have fled when fent to Nineveh . In the waters alfo 
of this Countries River, Cidmus , was the Emperour Frederick 
the Firft, drowned, when bathing himfelf,

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P 4 MPH1UA) frontiet’J on the Eaft by Cilicia , and part of Cap¬ 
padocia ; called (faith one) by the Arabians , Zina. A chief 
Town thereof is Perga, in the niidlt of the Country, where Diana 
wasworihipped. Phafelis, ^Stalia is the greateft and ftrongeft of 
its Towns, being Maritime j and is now called Sat alia, giving al¬ 
fo her name to the adjoyning gulph. High the River Surymedon 
herein, Cymon the Athenian Captain overthrew, firft the Sea-for¬ 
ces of the Perftans, then their Land-forces, (by attiring his men in 
the Pcrfians Mbit, flowed in their taken ftups, and waving their 
colours) in one day. 

L rd A, watered with the River Xanthus, (whence they 
mereabout were called Xanthi ) bordereth on the Weft of 
tampbilit ; afterwards called Lycii, from Pandion's fon, Lycns, 
whole chief Town now is Patras: alfo Phafelis, formerly as much 
enriched and haunted by Pyrats, as Algiers is now. Before the 
Romans conquered this Province, they were governed by a J men 
chofen out of their 13 Cities. 

C ARIA ('denominated from Caw its King, who invented 
Augury or divination by birds flying) is on the Weft of Ly- 
da j whofe chief Cities are which though but fmall, 

had wide gates. Halicamafsus, where Dionyfius (Who wrote Rome’s 
firft 300 years hiftory) was born: alf> Magnefta , wlvch Xerxes 
affigned to 7 loemifiodes, (when banilheJ) to whom he fled for en¬ 
tertainment : for joy of whom, Xerxes cryed out oft-times in his 
fleep, Habeo Tbtmifioclem Atbenienfem, I have Themiftocles the 
Athenian on my fide. All which Countries are now called Carama - 
nia, from one Caramon, Aladine's Captain, the Zclzuccian. Now, 
a Sanzackfbip of the Ogaasian Turk, 

I ONIA (which hath been taken for Aft a Propria, alone, al- 
though that include likewife, Carta , Lydia , t/£o// 4 , and both 
Phrygia's, and of which Afta , A&s i?.io, 27. mull beunderftoodj 
lyeih on the North of Caria\ in which, feven Cities ( whereof 
Smyrna was one) ftrovc for the birth-place of Homer . Ephefus 
((landing by the Sca-Coaft, and faid to be now called Ftgena or 
Fiena) is alib a principall City hereof, to whofe Gofpel-Church, 
Paul wrote a lively Epiftle; it’s accounted alfo John the E va ”g e “ 
lift’s buriall place 3 wherein alfo was Diana'% Temple, which 
being contrived by Ctefiphon, and 200 years in building, was for 
its largeucilc, furniture, and worknaanfhip numbred among the 
Seven Wonders of the World, and was fet on fire by Froftratus , 
(the night that Alexander was born, after 6 times firing before) 
who did it to make himfelf famous by doing evil, fince he coul 
not by good. Tnefc Ionians rebelling againft Dartus HyMpts, 
having before been fubduedby Harpagus, Cyrus his Lievcenant,and 
the Athenians aflifting them therein, chiefly moved Dartus to in- 
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vadc Greece. Little Dons borders on its South-fide ; whole chief 
Towns arc Cnidis and Ceraunus. Ionia is now called Sarachanfiotxx 
one of t^LuUncs fucccflours, of that name, 

L YDIA (which was alfo called Meonta) took its name either 
from Lydus a Nobleman, or from Lud , who was Sems foil, 
and bordered) on the North-Eaft of Ionia, wherein {land the Ci¬ 
ties of Sardis , (which being ruined by an Earthquake, was re¬ 
built by Tiberius);Vergamus, where parchment called Pergamenum, 
was invented 5 where alfo*/*/;# was born, who lived in health 
140 years, Laodicea, Tbyatira, and ‘Philadelphia $ of which Sardis 
was the ftrongtft. It was a Kingdom before Rome 9 s building, 
whofe laft King was O ffifus> one of the richcft of old; who after 
fubduing Doris and was with his Kingdom fubdued by 

Cyrus, but the Lydians rebelling afterwards, he fubduing them, 
difpoylcd them of all inftruments of war, training that powerful! 
Nation in allloofcand effeminate living. In this Country runs 
the River tM*ander.mt\\ his winding banks. They are faid tobe 
the firft coyncrsof money,and inventers of dice, ball, and Chefs, 
&c, to beguile hunger (for 22 years) every lecond day 5 Till 
they being more fruitful tbanthcfoyl, Cent a Colony under 7 )r- 
rhenus into Italy, which their plantation is called,not now Tyrrie-

fo named from Tros the third King thereof; but it was built by 
Dardantis, (who fled into this Country out of Corinth , having kil¬ 
led his brother Jafeus) and called Dardania^ in the year of the 
World ?4§7 ♦, tor in the oncc-famoufneflc of this people, many 
or molt Nations would from them draw their original. There 

are. 
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are yet (as Come fay) the admirable ruincs of great and old Troy to 
be leen: whofe length may be difeerned (by the walls foundations 
yet extant) to have been about 20 Italian miles in length, reckon¬ 
ed 15 of Englifh, yet but two miles in breadth,lying along the 
Sca-fide between the three Papes of Mount Ida , (here feituated, 
and now called (Jargara ) and the fartheftend, Eaftward, of the 
River Stmois-, whole delightful and fruitful plain, abounding in 
Corn, fruits, and delicate wines, may be called the garden of Na- 
tolia : the Inhabitants of whofe 5 (cattcred Villages, are moft 
Greeks, the other Jews and Turks. PriamuS the 61 h King thereof, 
giving leave to his fon Paris to ravifh Helena Wife of c Menelaus 
King of Sparta, made the Greeks renew a former quarrel, who 
after ten years fiege, poflcllcd the Town, and burned it with fire; 
having loft in that time the beft part of a million of men: and the 
Trojans even (as is reported) an incredible multitude more. Some 
place the City Adramittium , mentioned in A 8 $ 17. 2. and alfo 
Pergama or Per gammy in Phrygia the lcffe : the one whereof we have 
placed in My ft a , the other in Lydia . This Province (with tASo- 
lis, and a part of Lydia ) are named Cdraufia from Carafus , one of 
A Udine's (harers 5 and have a long time been fubjetted to the OJ- 
toman Turk. 

P HRYGIA Major, ©r the Greater, lyeth ontheEaftof Phrygia 
n,tnor> whofe City Appamia, called formerly Sibotis, was the 
greateft of the Country. MidaiayOT Midtium, the feat of King 
Midas the fon of Gordius , whofe feat was the City Gordion : he 
being of a Plow-man chofen King of this kingdom. Alfo the 
City Colojfe was here, to whofe Coloflians Paul wrote an Epiftlc. 
Pefims, where Cibde their goddefte was worthipped, and thence 
called Dea Pefinuntia. Pfamneticus king of Egypt gave verdift of 
this peoples greateft antiquity; by (hutting up two children , who 
were fuckled by Goats, and all humane company forbidden them: 
who learned onely the word Bee of the Goats cry; which in the 
Phrygian $ language fignifyeth bread, and nothing at all in any 
other tongue. This with the other part of Lydia was called Aidi¬ 
ng , from Aidin, another of Aladine s fucceflours. The River San* 
garius runs near the City Myfaia, and in Bytbinia. 

B Y T H INI A (nigh whofe River Granvic*s,v 4 lexauder ob¬ 
tained his firft vi&ory over thcPerfians, flaying 20000) is 
on the North fide of Phrygia , and bounded on the VVeft by the 
mouth of Pontus ; whofe famous Towns were Nicomedia, founded 
by Nicomedes King hereof, an ancient Town pleafantly feared on 
a little hill, with many fprings of water, (though it be ruined) 
where many' Turks and Greeks inhabit, chalcedony where was 

the 4th General Councel againft Nejlorm his hcrefic. Nice,uow 
called Nichia, or as others Ifnieh, where was held the firft General 
Counccl in 3 14 againft the Arrians 5 as alfo another by Irenes he 
Emprcflc, wherein the lawfulndfc of worfliipping Images was 
Fffff cflabliflied; 
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cllabliiTnd: and (as was thought) by lubitandoll Arguments. 
prufa, new Rtti[e\ a great City near Mount Olympus, a long time 
the lent ofthe Oihoman Kings, till UWal.met the l'irft removed 
it to lladrianople in 7 brace/ Herein alio is Mounr Stella*, both 
where Pompey the Homan General overthrew Mithridates ; and 
ail'd where Tamer lain the Tartar vanquilhcd Bajazet the Turk, 
who being taken, after two years dole confinement, ended his 
dayes by breaking out his brains againft an iron Cage, wherein 
he was cncloled. 

P 'J NTHS (on whole South-Haft By third a is feituate) and 
which (being divided from Bytbinia by the River Sangar) was 
adiftintt Province from it: but they bei g afterwards'rcduccd 
into one*) arc now called Burjia, as one faith 3 or Rrchfingiull, as 
another. Its principal Towns are Toms , whither Ovid was ba- 
nilhed by Augujlus C<efar, of which (whatever was the true) the 
caule pn tended was his lafeivious books, of the Art of Loving, 
Cl.iudiopGlis.l'ldtiopolisflnd Pitbiiu, where John chryfojlome remain¬ 
ed, when he was banifhed. The King of this Country was Miihri. 
</4W}Who being once a friend,and Allic of the Roman Common¬ 
wealth , (in hope of the Monarchy of 4 Jin') wrought ('by a plot) 
the death of 150000 Roman S nildkrs, leartcrcd rhorovv Anato- 
Ini, in a night; dilpofldling two or three Neighbour-Princes of 
theireftates, for their faithlulncITc to the Romans; and (iirring 
up the Greeks with all the Minds, (but Rhodes) to rebell. So d,ac 
after 40 years much Making their eftate, he was with much ado 
conquered. But when his lbn Pham aces rebelled agar ft him, he 
killed himfclf, having lirft (as is reported) attempted to poyfon 
himfelf, which he could not do, forthc Eleduary called MithrL 
date, which he invented, and long uled. Tuc River Part bus wa- 
tcru’.uhis Country. 

N Extis 1 > AP H LAC f O NI A, (on the E aft of/*.*/*. and 
which fmall Country heretofore contained four different Na¬ 
tions 3 one of whom never warred, but they certified their enemy 
firft of the time and place of fight) whofc thief City is Pompeio* 
polis , ns being built by Pompey. Sinope is alfo there noted for (lore 
of Bra fie, Lead, &e. Like wife citros, built by chorus the ion of 
Pbryxus . It is called Paphlagonia, from Paphhgo, the fon of PbinetiS', 
and in whole bowels runs the River Par the nuts, 

G ALATIA or Gallogr&ciay (wherein in Paul's time was a ga¬ 
thered Church ) is bounded with Papklagonia on the North, 
amt waslo called from the (jaules , who came nithcr under Bren- 
nwy thveeof whofc Towns are remarkable for fomewhat: Ancyra, 
for a Synod there holden 5 and now for making Chainlets, and is 
calico) A agouti. Tav;urn, in which Jnpitn's Temple was a privi¬ 
leged San&uary. And pifius , a place of great Trafliijue, This 
valorous people were by degrees weakened by Alian pleafures; 

who 
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who (as one obferveth) were (0 far from aflailing the Romans in 
the Capitol,that they loft their own Country to Manlius a Roman 
General $ Deiota/us being their King. 

L E UC osr RI A y or CAPPADOCIA) (lands on the 
Eaft fide of Galatia 3 about the banks of whofe River Ther- 
mdony dwelt the Amazons, Women of Scythia, who came from 
thence hither with their Husbands, i nSefollris his time, King of 
Egypt. But die men being treacheroufly murdered by the inha¬ 
bitants, called Tkemifeyrii, whom they held a ftri& hand over; 
they (through defperateneflej both overthrew the Conquerours, 
and greatly enlarged their dominions 5 and going to men their 
neighbours thrice a year : they feijt the Males to their Fathers, 
keeping and trayning up the Females in warlike Difciplinc 5 
whofc right breads (it is faidj they cut off, that they might not be 
hindrcdin fighting. Six Cities are here of notes Amafia, whi¬ 
ther the Turkij}) Emperours fend their cldeft fens (after Gircum- 
cifionj till their death. Mazaca or Njo-ccefarea, where Bafil the 
Author of Monafticall lives lived 3 Nazianzum, where Gregory 
Nazienzen was Birtiop j Erzyrum on great Armenia's confines, and 
fo the Turks randevouz in their Terftan expedition, when Conftan - 
tinople was poflefled by the Latines , which Mahomet the great 
took from David, the laft Emperour in 14*1. Sebajlia, where 
Tamerlane is faid to have buried xaooo alive. Trapezond the 
fomnens Imperial feat. 

L YCAONIA is bounded on the North with Cappadocia , 
whofc mod eminent Cities arc Iconium, where the Selzuccian 
Aladine Kings formerly kept their Court 5 Derbe mentioned in the 
Aftsy together with Lyftr* 3 by whofc inhabitants, Paul and Barna¬ 
bas curing a Criple, were admired as gods. This Province is 
watered with the River Lycus • and in whofe Southpari is the Hill 
Chimera 3 on whofe top, Lions roaring 5 in whofe middle, Goats 
grazing; and in whofc lower part, Serpents lurking; Poets have 
feigned it to be a Monftcr. 

P ISIVIA hath Lycanoia on the Weft. Its Citics arc Ly~ 
[amity and Antiochia , called in the Atts, Antiochia of pifidt*. 
Xenophon, the Greek Hiftorian aiding cym in war (againft his bro 
ther Artaxerpces Memtion, with 12000 Grecians) who was by him 
overcome and (lain3 Xenophon retired home, the beft of them hew¬ 
ing loft 3 yet by this example, he animated the Spartans, and af¬ 
terwards the c Macedonians to attempt Perfia s Conqueft, 

A rmenia Minor, or the lefle, (to which Pifidia is joyned 
Weft ward, and whofc Eaftern bounds is the Rive* Euphra¬ 
tes) is thought to be the land of the Mountains of Araraty where 
the Ark rolled; the territory of whofc chief Town Malenom 
abounds in Wine and Oyl j and which Province long remained

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under the Romans, they having forced Antiochus the Great out of 
Afia by Scipw, and pofleffed the lame: But the Turks at length 
wrefted ic (as they did all leffer Afia) by degrees from the Greek 
Empire, 

A S for A S IA - Major, or the greater ; Syria therein, which 
hath on the Eaft Euphrates, is firft to be briefly furveyed; 
which fomc divide into five Provinces j Pale(tina,Pboi>/:iicia 3 £oe 1 ofy. 
ria, Sum, and Camogena . We will contcin under it oncly three, 
(to wit) Phoenicia,C<tlofyria,&t \6 Syra,Phoenicia-, fptaking of Pale- 
fli/ta as adiftiniSl Countrey. I» Syria is Mount Libamu , lb famous 
fbr Cedars. But by one that travelled to the place where the Ce¬ 
dars formerly grew, there was but 24 to be fecn, and fcvcntceti 
more nine miles Weft ward, on the Mountain. Phoenicia (which 
lyeth all upon the Sea, South towards JuiUa) her chief Towns 
were Tyre, now called Sait, an Ifland indeed ; but fo near the main 
land, that Alexander filled up the Sea- pafTage with earth when he 
befieged the Town;at laft taking it, though with extraordinary 
expence of men, Money, and toil: it was once famous for her 
Purples and Merchandifej whofe Kingdomc was very ancient, 
and of long continuance 3 difperfingalfo many Colonies over the 
World; and whofe two Kings of moft note,were, Hiram, Solomon$ 
ftri& confederate, and Pigmaleon,Didos brother, who built fau 
ibage. Sidon, now Sur, in a manner, cquall in beauty and power 
to 7 yrey and both fo noted for dying of Purple, that the Poets fomc- 
times call it Tyrien, fometimes Sydonien. It is now governed by 
an Emir or Prince of the Drufians ; thcoff-fpring of the Chriftitns 
under Godfrey of Bullein, who though they have (as it were) forgot 
their Religion, do ftill maintain their frccdome agaitift the Turks. 
Ptolemais or con, or Acre : a place almoft invincible, when befie- 
ged by fo many Chriftian Princes, in the time of the holy War, fo 
called: two of whom were Richard the firft, and Edward the firft. 
Kings of England. Joppa, whence Peter was feut for, by Cornelitu : 
which ftill retaineth its name, of which Cities, (faith one) fcarcc 
any remainders are to be feen at this day, more than of Joppa and 
oAcre. Sarepta alfo was here, whofe Widows fon Eliab raifed 
from the dead, having been fuftained by her in famine 3 the low¬ 
er part of which Country was Afbers feat; it abounding with 
Wheat,Oyl, Honey, and Balm. 

C o e lost Rf A, (which, fome fay, is properly the Coun¬ 
tries between Libanon , and Anti-Libanon, whence fprings 
the River Orontes, now called Farfara) Its head or chief Cky is 
Damafem ; which being fo plcafantly and fruitfully feiruated; 
Mahomet would not enter therein, left being carried away with its 
plcafures^ he fhould forget the bufinefte whereabout he was fenr. 
Abraham's fervants founded ir, and Paul was convinced nigh ir> 
and converted and comforted in it. Btnbadad, &c. were Kings 01 
this Syria 5 alfo the City Metropolis was herein,where was the Hea- 
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thcniiYi Temple of the Syrian Goddcflc: whofe Priefts uled jug- 
ling tricks to deceive the people. 

S TROP HEO NICI A, is the third of Syria, whofe Metropolis 
oiz\\Syria, was Antioch, where the converted Gentiles were 
fiirt called Chriftians; which name and profeffion, the Heathen 
foliated; that in fourty years time, there being a great number 
of that name, they were afflicted with ten pcrfccutions; which 
were fo crucll, that (cxcepr on Jan. the firft) there were fomc 
thoufands pu c to death every day .* But Conjlantine the great, (not 
onely favouring them, but becomming of the lame profeffion) put 
an end to all theft: pcrfecutions. Antioch is now rather a heap of 

ruincs than any thing elfc. Aleppo , fo called from abundance of 
milk thereabouts, a place now of wonderfull traffique from all 
parts; in the Scripture it is called Aram Sobab , Tripolis, fo 
called for that it was thrice built, ((landing a mile from the Sea- 
fidc, near the foot of Mount Libanus) and removed into three fun- 
dry places. The Town and Province of Palmyra, was likewife in 
Syria, the which Zenobia a worthy Woman governed: who fway- 
ing thofc Eaftern parts, and (landing in oppofition with Gallien 
for the Empire; Aurclian the Emperour taking her, led her tri¬ 
umphantly through Rome, and that in fuch pomp, as never was 
(in triumphs) greater to be fecn. The Syrians were called %Ara- 
miUs ; whofe King Tigranes, by Election, (Seleucus his flock fail¬ 
ing through civil! wars ) joyning with Mithridates againft the Ro~ 
mans, was vanquiftied by Lucullus, an 100000 facing faid to be 
flain , but with the lofie of five Romans, and an hundred wounded. 

Then again,by the fame lucullus-, and at length, yielded to Pompey, 
leaving all Syria to the Romans, and contenting himfclf wither? 
menia, and Media onely. But it was wrenched by the Saracens our 
of the Romans hands. 

P ALE ST IN A, which lyeth between the Mediterranean 
Sea on the Weft, and Arabia on the South, and being fcicua- 
ted between the third and fourth climates; its longed day is four¬ 
teen hours and a quarter) is divided into two parts by the Rivit 

Jordan, which riletli at Mount Libanus foot, from two fountains 
called Jor, and Dan. Where,of the Israelites, Reuben, and halt ot 
Manaffeh dwelt beyond it, the other on this fide thereof; which 
latter part is fubdivided into Judea, properly fo called, Samaria, 
and Galilee, and Idumea-, for when the men of Judah returned 
from captivity out of Babylon, then began they firft to be calle <* 

Jews (even as the new commers out of A/yrta, at the Ilraelites hrit 
tranfportation, were called Samaritanes from [ Samaria the chici Gi- 
ty) and then this Country was firft divided into the four Provin¬ 
ces abovefaid. It hath had divers names, as from Chams

T O begin with GALILEE) for that it is the very North 
part of Palefline , it is divided into the upper and lower. In 
t)ie upper were the two Tribes of After and Naptbali (with a part 
of Pat*) featedj four of Afters chief Cities were mentioned in Pba- 
nicia \ another was Aphek r,by whofe Wall falling, were 27000 of 
Benhadads men (lain * when as hbab had flain fin battel ) 100000 
of them before* alfo Gtfcala. The Cities of note in Naptbali, were 
Capernaum by the Sea ot Galilee , which (Chrift (aid) though lifted 
upto Heaven, (hould be brought down to Hell. Cinneretb , then 
Genefaretb , whofe Lake was lo called, Jabin, at which J oftua met 
twenty four Kings in battel. Lejbem being underftood of Laift\ 
which the Danites took, Joft. 19.47. proves that a part of Dan 
were here fcated alfo. This was called Galilee of the Gentiles , ci¬ 
ther as being the neareft to the gentiles of Palejtina, or bccaufe^/o- 
won gave it to King Hiram . The Lower, which beginning at the 
Sea of Ttberiades, is but twelve miles long, and five broad, in 
whole center, Nazareth (from which City Chrift was called Jeftu 
of Nazareth , and where Mary was falutcd by the Angell) almoft 
ftandeth 5 from the fevcral miraculous removes and reimportati¬ 
ons of which Chamber of Mary there, is begun that deceitful! im- 
pofturc of the Lady of Loretto * over which they would have to 
be believed, Paul the fecond built a moft ftately Temple* Here 
was alfo, Cana , Bethfaida, Tiberias, Gaba } fince Hippopolis , from He* 
rods Garrifonning horfe therein ; Snhadda : nigh which Saul flew 
himfclf* Daleroib , in the Valley of Ifraely fameusfor manybat- 
tels fought in it * which two fall Cities were in l/aclms Tribe* 
the reft were in Zabulon, both which pofL flcd this Country, in 
which alfo was Mount Tabor) where Chrift was transfigured, 
and the brook or River Cbifon * Julian the Apoftate called Chrift 
a Galilean in contempt, bccaufe of his much converfing in this 
Lower Galilee . 

S AMARIA (taken here for the Province of Samaria , lying be¬ 
tween Galilee and J udea> not for all the ten Tribes) containeth 
Ephraim, gad, Reuben, and the Tribe of Manajjeh, one half whereof 
was fciiuatc beyond Jordan, as was laid, the other on the Mediter¬ 
ranean Sea*clmf Cities of which latter,were Betbfan, on whole 
wallSyW* dead body was hung * and which(being long after re¬ 
built by the Serbians) was named Scyifapolvc*\areaSrM w *> 

before* 
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bt fore, Siraton • Herod repairing it and calling it by Ctfars name, 
where Herod slfirippa was tor his rhctoricall pride,eaten of wornnj 
and where Paul made delencc againft the Oratour Temllus . Jez« 
reel, where 'hf-Aoth was {toned. Thebes, from whofe wall, Abime - 
led) (whonigh cl,c City Spbra 3 had before flain fevemy of his 
brethren) was mortally wounded with a ftone. Heie flood alfo 
Lathy, where Saul asked counfclofa Witch in his diftrefle. 

The 4 \Ictropolis of Ephraim was called Samaria ,a ftately City. It 
flood on a Hi 11, built by Omri King of Ifrael, and denominated 
from Sbemer, of whom the Hill was bought. It Joeing afterward 
razed, was r< paired by Herod , and called Sebafle from Sebaftos, the 
Greeks word tor Augujlu*. Bethel was another of its Cities, which 
frmifying the houfe of God? was by Jeroboams Calves there crafted 
and the Idolatry there committed, called by the Prophet Betbaven 3 
that is, tut: houle of vanity. Sichem , nigh which Juchs Maccabant 
overt .row Lyfias. hydra, fince Dkfpolis * where George for En~ 
qliirul was f * ui to be beheaded. Mae was alfo Ramaiha, J ofeph of 
K 'Arim&'bea\ C'.ry : and Shiloh, or Silo, (on a hill) where the Ark 
was till :akuu>y the pbiliflines. (jad, beyond Jordan, concerned 
the chief i’owns, Gadara, and gergefa, two diftinft neighbouring 
Cities* but both one in d*. firing Chrift to depart their coafts* 
alfo Ramotb Gthadi atali to wicked and wilful Abab, fee king to re¬ 
cover it troni the Syrians. Here flood alfo Succoth, and Gabojb Gi¬ 
lead, w.iere Saul and his funs were buried, and Rabba, where Uriah 
! was fl tin * likewife B 'tbiram, which Ilerod rebuilding alfo, cal- 

I led Julia in honour of Auguflui Wife, now of the Julian family. 

In the otner halt of ManaJS'eb 5 (which Counrrcy was called Ba« 
fan, Og the Gyaut being its laft King) and allb part of that coun- 
; trey called Decapolit (divers times mentioned in Mattbeip 3 Muk y 
' from its ten chief Cities) fomc of whole principal Towns 

were Seise), Ogs fear, Abtarotb , where the Goddelle Afttarotb was 
wordlipped in form of a fliecp * and Hus, or Jobs birth-place. In 
the Tribe ol Reuben , was ftrong Maclncrtu, (on a Rock) where John 
j Bap ti{l was beheaded, Beth far* vvnere Alofts exhorted the /ftaelit'S) 

and ]ohn long alter baptized. Rmatb whither Balaam was 
brought to curfe the people, and whofe god Baal (fomc have faid) 
was beaftly Psiapiu a fur*, mentioned , finally *Abel, Siuhs , in Mo- 
„ bs plains, vvuitc the Ifra lites laft encamped, and where the 
wood urew whereof the Ark was made. The Samaritanes were 
(alter the ten Tribes carried away) AJsyrians fent thither by Salma- 
nafi'ar, who being deccitfull, were deadly enemies to the Jews in 
diftrdie,buc in their reft and profpcritv,rhcy would be their Cou- 
finsi lo that they were for their mungrel Religion, notoncly ac¬ 
counted Schilmatiqucs, but alfo reprobates, with whom the 
Jews converted not * and accounted the word Samaritane among 
the worft they could give to Chrift, 

JUDEA 
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J UDEA contained the Tribes of Judah and Benjamin^ and is 
now accounted as large as them : all the remarkable Cities of 
which two great Tribes, to fpcakof particularly, would be too 
tedious. In Judah was Jethir ; near which,King Afa (by his God’s 
help) overthrew Zerah King (not of the ^Ethiopians beyond Egypt, 
but) of the Arabians nearer homc>having 1000000 men. Hebron ,, 
a very ancient Seat of the fonsof Anak ; which Anak (the word 
fignifying a chain for ornament) it appears, worefuch a chain 5 
the .Gyant being enriched with his encmic’s fpoyls. Near this 
Town was alfo tne Plain of Mamre $ whither the Angels came to 
Abraham : here alfo was David anointed King by the Tribes 5 and 
kept his Regal Scat before the taking of Jebus> afterwards called 
Jcrufalem. Tekoa , where the Prophet Amos dwelt j in whofc wiU 
dernefte, the Lord deftroyed the Moabites, Ammonites, and men 
of Mount-Scir, in Jehofophat's time, by fettingthetwo former 
againft the latter:.and then againft each other. Bethlem-Judah 
(for there was another Bethlem in Zabulon ) where Chrifl was born; 
and the Infants fuffered by Herod* amongft whom, Herod's own 
fon, at nurfe, being (lain, Auguftus C<*far laid, He had rather be 
Herod's hogg> than his fon. Emaus, (afterwards Nicopolis) where 
Chrifl: made himfclf known to two difciples 5 when their hearts 
had burned within them, as they travelled rcafoning with him. 
Herein likewife, are the hills of Engedi > atwhofe feet were Gar¬ 
dens of Balfamum or Opobalfamum: for whofe Trees, Cleopatra fend- 
ing to Herod to plant them in Egypt, he, as not daring to refufe, 
pluckt rhem up and fent them. In a Cave of thefe hills alfoSD*- 
vid cutting off the lap of Saul's garment, his heart (by God*s wit- 
nefle in his confidence) fmotc him for it. 

Benjamin's Cities were (Jilgaly where Jofbua , after JlAufes'sduth 
performed fcveral a&s as preparatories to his fucctffe and con* 
queftof Canaan • as, circumcifing the people, keeping the Pafle- 
over* pitching 12 ftonesnearit* a memorial of dividing Jordan 
to give them paflage j eating of the fruits of the land j and where 
was hewen in pieces by Samuel Strong Ai 9 where the If- 
radites (purging the Camp of Achan the thief) feized the City 
by a ftratagem, having been full difeomfited- Mifpeh> even in 
the mid ft of the Land and peoples common aflembling place, was 
with cilgaly made the Judgmcnr-Scar, whither Samuel went year- 
ly for that purpofe, Qtbbah , whercjinthc quarrel of the Pticft's 
daughter being forced, that Tribe was almoft extirpated. Cjibon> 
whole Gibconiter, obtaining peace of Jojhua , and Saul afterwards 
killing fomcof them,a famine came on the Land, and was not ap¬ 
pealed but with the hanging of his feven Ions by them, Jericho , 
whofe Walls falling down at the found of rams-horns, it was ra¬ 
zed, and a curfe denounced on the builder thereof; which being 
attempted in Alub's time by Hiel a Bcthelite, for the pleafantntfle 
of the place, he loft his eldeftfon at the foundation of its Walls; 
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anJ his youngtll at the letting up u’s Gates. On tin other tide 
Jordan againfl this J.richo, is Mm, it-Ndo, where God having 
lhewn Mofts the promifed Land,took him away,not fuffering him 
to enter therein. Lattly, Jerojalem ; built by Melcbtzedeck, that 

is, a King of rightcoufncfle in (pint and figure; and King of Salem, 
that is, King oi peace, the iff*. ft of the fotmer: which Handing 
among the Jelufites, was named Jebufalcm; and,a letter being 
altered, Hietufal. m,or a City of peace. It was built on Mount 
Sion, having a ditch about it cut out of a rock i which was not 
conquered, till "David (by Joab) took it, although the Citizens co¬ 
vertly and prefumptuoully laid, their blind and lame could defend 

it. Then was this the Royal Scat; In which Solomon built the 
magnificent Temple, the place ofgencral worilnip: which being 
dell roved by neluchad/uzzat King of Babylon in the 13 50th year 
of trie World,was (after the Jews rciurn from Captivity) rebuilt; 
the Workmen holding their (words in one hand, and tools in the 
other, through the great oppofition of the Samaritans. Yet was 
it not outwardly in divers refpedls fo glorious as the termer: Bur 
the Lord promifed (by the Prophet) it (liould be more glorious: 
wnich was fulfilled not onely by Chrift rhe light of the World, 
his perfonal preaching glad tydings therein; but cfpccially by 
dwelling in his Saints, of whole bodies (which archis Temple) 
that was but a type. Herod the Afcalonitc, ill favour of the Jews, 
plucking it down, made it much exceed the fecond, though lomc- 
wliat UVriour to the fir If. But it was again deftroyed by Titus, 
refpdiau’s ion, Aug. 10. (on which very day, Nebwbadnezz.it 
burnt the fifft with fire) which City, to be b fieged, the Jcwcs 
tivir rebellion and obllinacy againfl the Roman Bnipcrour,(under 
wnofc power they were) to fulfill their own with in crucifying 
Cnrill, that his blood might be upon them and their children, af¬ 
ter fome years, caufed ; and at the time whereof, there dyed by 
f.vord and famine above a million of people in the City it itlt, 
befiJes near ioopoo taken prifoners at the taking it,and inotlu-r 
Cities well nigh a million more: and all this from the 1 atii year of 
Nero, unto the fecond of refpaftan, which was within 4 years time. 
And in the 136 year of Cl.rill, (through a rebellions bytltem rai- 
L.hthcy were by Adrian the Empcrour, in ge neral banifhcif never 
there to inhabit but as grangers: fincc which,they being dtfperfcel 
over the Earth,have been banilhed out of England fir(l;then out of 

France,Spa, n,Poru,^l,Naples,SzSialyNet are there many in Germa¬ 
ny. Poland, ,1 miter dam in Holland,( where they have a Synagogue )Ua- 
ly, and chiefly Rome it felt,with the Pope's jurifdlatonol Aingmon- 
whivn pcrmiffioii of them under the Pope,although an ex pt uat ton 
of tneir converfwn be the declared realon; yet confi'cring the la- 
pills Imaec-worfliip, evhereby they are Humbled : ane. they alfo 
not being‘differed to fee lb much as the New Tiftatncnt : as alio, 
that at their tonverfion, they muft likewife convert all their goods 
to the Church, as ill-gotten ; it may be rather judged >0 be from 
profit hereby arifing. When J ulian the ApoHatc would (to m- 
crcale the lews number, anddimmiflr the Chriftians) have rc-

built this Temple * an Earthquake calling up the foundations,and 
fire from Heaven confuming the timber-work, hindered that de- 
fign. Yet the City was re-edified by the Emperour *j£lius Adria- 
nu$, (who calling it after his own name v£lta, gave it to the Ghri- 
if ians) though not in the very place of the old, every way: for,ac- 
cording to the relation of an eye-witnefle, on its South* fide,much 
ol Motmt-Sion is left without the walls, which was anciently the 
heart of the old City ; taking in alfo now, both Mount-Calvary, 
and Chrift’s Sepulchre,called the holy grave,within thofe Walls 
that were built by Selimusthc Turk: fo that (faith he) a man may 
boldly affirm, the moft part to be built on that place, where the 
firft Jcrufalem was ; as appears by the Mountains mentioned in 
Scripture, whereon Jcrufalem is both feituated and environed j 
whoreferve their fame names to this days as Mount Sion,Cal¬ 
vary, Moriah, and Olivet, which laft Mountain the Valley of 
Jehofaphat divideth from the City. There is in it alfo the Tcm- 
pic of the Sepulchre built by Helena, ( Mother to Conflantinc the 
Great Jwith a little Chappcl over it: and in the place of the Tem¬ 
ple, burnt by Titus, is another great Temple builded by Sultanse. 
lim Seliman,reserved and highly regarded by the Turk* out oftliei* 
refpeft to Solomon ; near which, or within whofc Courts, none 
(called a Chriftian) may enter,under pain of lofmg his head. The 
Tcmpleof the Sepulchre, hath been, and is much reverenced and 
referred unto* for the fight of which every one payeth 9 Crowns 
tribute to the Turk, or (as a Traveller thither faith) 12 chickens 
of gold, was difpatchcd from each of them for the Turk,as tribute 
for going into the holy grave. 

The Levitts (of whom there were four forts, Puniesor young¬ 
lings till 2 5 years old ; Graduates, who after 4 years fiudy might 
oppofc and anfwer in the Law ; Licentiates, who cxcrcifcd the 
PrielVs Office; And Rabbins or Davors,the highcft,whoexpoun¬ 
ded the Law) had 48 Cities allotted them, out of every Tribe, 
and were reckoned of that Tribe where their City wasalfo 
inhabited onely a part of Judah’s portion; according to their 
father’s .prophefic, That he would divide them in Jacob, andfeat- 
terthemin Ifrael : fo that Jofepb 's fens, Ephraim and CWanaflet, 
made up the 12 Tribes. They were called Hebrews from Heber, 
who was before Abraham \ and of 70 fouls when Jacob went down 
into Egypt, grew a multitude in 215 years fpacc, notwichftand- 
ing their oppreffion. Neither was any Province thought to be 
lo proportionably peopled, as Tahjiina ; in which (being not 
above 1^0 miles long, and 60 broad, the length being reckoned 
from ‘Dan to Beerjheba) when David numbred the people, they 
found a million and 300000 fighting men, befidcs Benjamin ; but 
nowllriptcvcnof all ornaments, except the beauty and bounty of 
the fey I, which is defective alfo. The Jews had 1 6 Judges, 41J 
years; Mufes being the firft, and Samuel the laft : who having 
judged them four years; in the year of the World 2873, they 
defired a King like other Nations. They had three Kings before 
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ihe kiogdom was divided, Saul, David, and Solomon . There were 
17 Kingsof Ifrael, J eroboam the Ion of Nebat being the firft, and 
Hofea the laft; who being overcome by Salmanazar, the Ifraclices 
were carried captive into AJfyria in 3232, whence thofe ten 
Tribes never (as we findj returned. The Kings of Judah were 
20. Rehoboanh Solomon’s fon, was the firft, from whom the ten 
Tribes rent; Zedekias was the laft, in whofc reign, Nebuchadnez¬ 
zar the Proud,deftroying Jcrufalem, captivated the people into 
Babylon his kingdom; (two Kings having reigned in Judah after 
Ifrael** captivity). Who fo remaining 70 years, Cyrus King of Per¬ 
ils (to whom the Babylonians were now fubjeft) gave them liberty 
to return, and build the City and Temple : which finifhed, they 
chofe them Governoursof the chief of Diva's houfc; whereof 
Zorobabel was the firft of the 15, Johannes Hire anus the laft, of 
them that were of Pawn’s ftock. 

But thtDominion of Jewry being vexed by the Egyptians on one 
fide, and the Syrians on the other, during their"governments; 
compelling them wichall, to eat Swmcs-fiefh, &c; Mattathias and 
his five fens were ftirred up to refift Antiochus Spiphanes, and the 
Syrians; who having been very victorious over them , Judas 
MacchabeM (reckoned one of the Nine Worthies) was chofeii 
Captain of the Jews; in the year of the World 379?; who van- 
quifhed three of Antiochus his great Captains, with their three 
numerous Armies. Three Princes of Judea there were after him, 
Johannes Hircanus being the laft, in 3831. Then were there four 
j\4acchab<&an Kings of Judah : tArijlobuhu, the firft, who ftarving 
his Mother, flew his brother. Alexander was the fecohd ; a blou- 
dy Tyrant both to fubje&sand enemies. Then a woman, Alex an^ 
dr a or Solome> the Tyrant’s wife. Laltly, Hircanus , who being di- 
fturbed by his younger brother Arifloiulus, was eftablifhed by 
Pompey the Roman, in his Throne, he with his fans being impri¬ 
soned at Rome; one of whom (Alexander) efcaping and difquict- 
ing his Country, was feized on and lUin, But Julim c<cfar ( pom - 
vey’s victorious competitor) freeing the other brother Antigonus , 
ftedepofing Hircanus, cutoff his ears; who fuddcnly after, was 
flain by Mark- Anthony, andaftranger had the kingdom in 3930. 

Of which ftrangers, there were five Kings. Herod the Afcalonite 
anldumean, being the firft, madefe by Augustus : and at which 
time Chrift was born; and Agrippa minor, or the Left?, who 
was the laft: before whom with Feftut, Paul pleaded, and in 
whofc time Jcrufalem wasdeftroyed 5 and the kingdome made 
a Roman Province,in the year 73 after ciie birth of Chrift: which 
being re-edified ''as wasfaid) by <j£lm Adrianas, and given to the 
Cluiftians: Cofroes King of Pcrfia took it from them in 61 5; from 
whom the Saracens wrefting it in £37 ; anJ the Turks from them 
in 1009, one Peter a French Hermtie ftirred up the Princes ef the 
Weft to relieve the opprefled Cluiftians; who came at laft to Jc- 
rufalcm, and took ic. Godfrey Duke of Bulloign for his merits 
ihcrcin, w.is faluted the firlV King of [crufalcm and Palcftinc, in 
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io 99 , of which (though he would not in that place where Chrift 
were a Crown ol Thorns, be Crowned with Gold.ye t ({or tliecom- 
mon goods lake, he took the title 5 there was nine ot thclc Kings 
whrreol Guy of Luft&ttan was the laft j for in bis time, Saladine Sul¬ 
tan o{ i&nyft in 1187 , won that Kingdomc, which his fucceflours 
defended, untill that in r 517 ,Seltmus the fuft,Turkifli Emperour, 
added both Paleftine and b&zypt alfo to his Empire. Yet after that 
Saladine had taken J eruplew, the Chriftians retiring into fome 
Towns thereof, made ti.em good againft the Turk 5 under Con. 
rude of UUontfenat, Httifj Earl of Cbani[iaigtre,and Jcfc# di Brenne, 
who was the laft Chriftian King that poll.fled any thing in Pale- 
(line or Syria 5 yet Poland,Brenn his daughter, marrying Frederick 
King of Naples, he intituled himlelf King of J erufahm in her 
right •, whereupon the Kings of Spawning heirs and poffcffouts 
oT Naples ,do now alTumc that empty title.Thrce Orders o( Knight, 
hood were alfo crofted for defence of the Holy land fo callad, 
againft infidells. The firfl, by Helena, Conflantine the Great his 
Mother, and called Knights of the Sepulchre. The fecond by 
one Gerard in navf. named Knights ot Saint John of J eruj'iltm, 
(which was alfo confirmed by the Pope) who being expelled Pale- 
(line, feized on Rhodes, and being forced thence alfo fat length) 
by the Turk, arc now in the Iflc of OKaha, and called Knights 
thereof. The third were Templcrs by HngboiTayennes in 1113, 
confirmed alfo by the Pope: who poffi. fling very many Lord- 
fliipS even in all Provinces of Europe■, their great revenue was 
not the lcaft caufe of their diflolving; yet were there crimes pro-, 
ved againft this order, as revolting from obedience to the Patri- 
arch of Jerusalem, their vifitour, unfpcakablc pride, and alfo fins 
againft nature; fotbat, beingdifiolvcd, their lands were given 
to the Hofpitallers, or Knight ot Sr. John. 

I DU ME A, (which the Edomites, Ef.iu’s off-fpring one* inhi¬ 
bited, as alfo Mount Seir, or wilJerncflc of Edom, counted part 
offtony tAraiia, where the Ifraehtes were flung with fiery Ser. 
pents J was in part poflefled by the Philijlines ; who very much 
vexed the Israelites : and although they, with the Edomites were 
made fubjedl by David, yet could not be expelled the land. Tho 
Edomites revolting in J orams time, and remaining free, till the 
time of Hire an us the High Pricft after the Captivity, he fubjeft- 
iugthem, forced them to be circumcifcd, and fo were accounted 
as Jews. In Idumea were Van and Simeons Tribes. Dot’s chief 
Cities were Kiriatbjearim, where the Ark was kept in Aminadahs 
lioulc 20 years; Eckron where they worfhipped BaalneM, or tho 
god of Hies j Afotos, Azotm, or Afdad, where was Dagorn fump- 
suous Temple j and near which Judas M,tcchal>ntu was flain in 
hard fight. Oath, (joliabs City; and Joppa, or as fome now, ] 4 4 > 
reported to have been built before the {loud 5 whence Jonah took 
{hipping to flee to Tarfu, where Peter raifed Dorcas, and where he 
law a Vifion ot the Gentiles converfion in Simon the Tanners 
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houfc, Simeon's principal C itics arc,ttrong Gaza, which from the 
PerjUms laying their Weftern tributes andcuftomes there, all Ri¬ 
ches are called Gaz<e * Afcalon, where Queen Semiramis who built 
Pabylon * and alfo long after, Herod that (lew the Infants was bom. 
Beerlheba , which was the Southern limit of Paleftine , as Dan, or 
Laifh, was the North, and was well fortifyed by the Warring 
Chriftians, as bounding on Arabia . Abraham and Abimelech here 
fvvare to each other, If agar wandred hither with Ijhmael , and 
Jfaac there long dwelt. Cariatkfepher , whofc name figoifying a City 
of books 5 fornc would have it to beaoticntly rpaleftine’s Univer* 

fay. j 

A r ME Nl A Major , or the greater, which hath on the 
Norm, Vartary , and on the South, Mefopotamia, called at this 
d*y Mtngrelta, hath Mountains lying on the Eaft of Euphrates, 
vvnich divide it from Anatolia, called Scodttfci , Periadres , and 
Imamus, whofc Inhabitants having want of all things, are ftour, 
ciurit and Warlike, living (in that fo barren foyl) by hunting and 
Healing. It is divided into three Provinces* whereof the firft to be 
Mentioned is Colchis , now called Diarbec , feituate North and 
Weft on the Buxine Sea, two of whole chief Towns arc phafis , or 
Eajfum, on the River Phajis its banks 5 and Diofcurias , where the 
Romans (in their time) kept 30 Interpreters to ftand between the 
Govcrnour and people, becaulc of 30 languages there fpoken, 
through the Merchants of all Nations. In Colchis alfo ^tas was 
King, from whom Jafon is faid to have ftollen the golden Fleece by 
^^M’saydand forccries. Georgia (otherwife called Gurgefian, 
and formerly Iberia * for it comprehends the aacient Iberta with a 
part of high ^Armenia) was not fo named from St. George , (al¬ 
though they highly ettcem himj but from the Cjtorgi inhabiting 
long before G'orge, the adjoyning Countries. It is feituated on 
the Eaft of Colchis, and on the North of Turcomania. This peo¬ 
ple being g< iod Souldiers, have alwayes maintained their liberty, 
by j oyning lometimes with the Pcrfians, and fometimes with the 
Tui ks * ot whole Country alfo there have been many Lords: but 
now ’tismoftly under theTurk, and hath many good and ftrong 
Towns; (one wliercof is called Teflis, exceedingly fortified by the 
Turks, to defend their new Conqucfts againft the Perfians) alfo 
Loca, Toman, See. Hence the Sultans of Egypt choofing their Ma- 
malucks 5 they at length proudly aflumed, and Jong defended that 
Kingdom. 

T llKCO MANIA ( formerly and properly called Ame~ 
fata the greater, todiftin&uifh it from the ieffrf in Natolia ) is 
confined upon the North with (folchis * on the We ft with Supbra- 
tes, and me Idler ^Armenia, and touk this name from the Turks, 

(in the Hebu*w fignifying, banifhed men) who breaking thorow 
the Cafpntn llraignts out of barren and cold Scythia, feated them- 
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fclvcs in this Country in 844, where reaming up and down after 
the manner of the Scythian Nomades, and being an unregarded 
people} at length, Mahomet the Perfian Sultan, a Saracen, fend¬ 
ing for fomcot them to ayd him againft the Caliph ot Babylon, 
(by whofe valour he got the viftory) and hindring their return 
home j they firft retiring into the Woods, by open arms fought 
the Pcrfians: where Mahomet by unadvifed riding to and fro to 
encourage his Souldicrs, breaking his neck with a fall from his 
horfe- Trangolipix the Turks Leader, was (by common confent 
of both Armies) proclaimed Sultan of Perfta, whereby, at firft, 
by the Zelzuccian family,and then by the Ottoman fwallowing up 
the other, the largeTurkifh Monarchy hath been (by degrees) 
creaed both in Europe, Afta, and Africa • So that as twas faid of 
the people of Rome, that of a fmall beginning, they grew up to 
fuel! a greatnefle 5 fo may it be faid of thefe Scythian Turks: but 
as it is with the Moon her felf, which increafcth, and again di- 
rninifheth ; fo alfo is it with all Empires placed under her,which 
have their time to rife, and mud have their time to fall. The 
Metropolis or Mother-City of Turcomania was once Artaxata, de- 
nominated cither from the River Araxis, ( which divideth Amt. 
niaani Perfia ) as being feated thereon, or rather Irotn eArtaxes 
before Titrates who founded it 5 then Efechia, and now called 
ros • nigh which Lucullus the Roman overcame Mithridates and 
7 -Lanes his fon in law; and Selimus the Turk, Hifmael the Virfm 
Sophie, in 1514, though with the Ioffe of 30000 cholic men, and 
fuch a general terrou'r, that they ftill call it, The day of‘Doom. At - 
minis is now its chief City. There is alfo Tigranocerta built by 
Tisranes, one of the mightieft Kings of this Armenia 5 whofe new 
City, Lucullus taking by fiege, found befidc other wealth therein, 
3000 talents in money. Van, which both by Nature and An is 
a ftrong Bulwark againft Invafions of the Pcrfians. Laftly, Uba- 
Jj it, where the Patriarch of Atmcnia rcfidcs. 

A rabia (taking it altogether) is a very fpatious Coun¬ 
try, and is (hut up on the Weft with the Arabian Gulph,«t 
the Red-Sea 5 on the Eaft with the Perfian Gulph ; on the South 
witu the Ocean; and on the North with Palcitinc, and famous 
Euphrates: So that it is in the form of a Peninfula, and isdlVl- 
ded into three parts, Arabia Drferta, or the Wildcrneflc, Petrofa, 
or the Stony; and E«Ux, ot th# Happy. Though the Arabians, 
are very much given to theft, and hate all Science; yet they boalt 
much of their Nobility. They of Arabia Ecelix, the civilielt of 
the three, had many barbarous culloms. The Arabick tongUS 
which they all ufe, emends alfo thorow Syria, Palcftine, Aigypt, 
Mclopotamia, and (Morocco excepted) all Barbary: which lan¬ 
guage the Mahometans account facrcd. 


'Arabia. 
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A Uhia the Defart (which hath three feveral Epithites given 
to it by ArijliiiesjServius, and Luciany is called by the He¬ 
brews Kedar, and is the Wilderncfle wherein the Ifraelitescom- 
ming out of Egypt, wandred 40 years under Mofes. It is bounded 
on the Eaft with the Mountains of Babylon. It being covered 
with a dry and thick fand,is not fit for herbage or tillage-the chief 
City of whofe few Inhabitants is called Bafsora. Their travelling 
bcalts here arc Camels, whom little food fufficeth 5 yet will they 
carry 600, and fometimes 1000 weight. 

P ETROSA, or the Stony, "< (which confines with the Defart 
on the Eaft, and on the South with the Happy) is fo called 
either from its rockincfle, or from Petra the chief Town thereof, 
though now named Ratbalalah : which having been ftraightly be- 
fieged by the Roman Emperours Sever us and Trajan, they were 
in all attempts worfted. Trajan being gljd to flee for his lifc,and 
the man next him being flain with a dart. Yet this Arabia was 
fubdued by Palma Lievtenantof Syria under the faid Trajan: 

Here is alfo £ zwn-0eber on the Red-Sea, where Solomon*, 
fhips flayed both before and after their fay ling to Ophir. This 
Country was called by Pliny and others, Nabatbea 5 (tor it contains 
the two Regions of Nabatbea, and Agar a, fo called, becaule the 
Sarareas osHagatens of tiagar poftefied it: where alfo dwelt the 
Enims and Zanzuriwtims, as alfo the MadiauiteS, to whom Mofes 
fled) now it is called either Barra, as one; Bangaucal, as another; 
or Battba, as a third. The two Mountains of Sinay and Horeb 
arc herein ; of which, Sinay is the higheft, which being very 
troublefomc to afeend, flairs are cut in the rock, that beads might 
more cafily paffe. Thercis alfo in this Mountain, a Covent of 
Monks, 50 in number, called Maronites, living after the Grecian 
manner; and whoreceiveChriftian Pilgrims (fo called) who go 
thuher tor devotion. Many would have Petra to be the very 
Mecca where Mahomet was born: but it is rather that which (in 
Mapps) is called Petra of E|?: for Mecca is reckoned to be in Ara¬ 
bia tnc Happy. Of all Vegetables, the Palm-Tree onely growes 
in this .barren Province. Store of Dromedaries there are , 
which,they fay, will (through fwiftneffe) bear a man 1000 miles 
in one day. The Oftrich alfo (who is faid to digeft Iron) is plenty, 
here. 

F OELIX or the Happy, joy ns to the other two like a Peninfuls, 

betwixt the Arabian and Perfian Gulph, and bordering with 

the Indian Sea * and is fo called, (I may well fuppolc; for that it 
is the moft plcafant and fruitfull Country of Alia, abounding 
with Balfomc, Myrrhc,and Frankincenfc, Gold and Pearls, efpe- 
cially (faith a Traveller) about Medina the fecond City to Mech*% 
now it carries tnc name ol Taman or Gyamen . Some will have Saba 
the principal City: but however, henac were the Sabcans tha^tj 
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iliCteo job* ijMecUnaTanalbt, ti.ai i<, tne PrupheiS City is Ici- 

luatcd near Arabia Pcirca, and well peopled, and was the firlt 
Town char yielded to Mahomet, when by arms he began to efta- 
blilh his Religion : in or nigh which hecompofcd the model there¬ 
of: here the lron-Ccffin ot this falfc prophet, with his indofed 
body, is laid to hang, being held by an Adamant up to the root of 
the Temple, near which they alfo fay arealwayes about 3000 
burning lamps. UMecha is che chief City 5 wherein Mahomet 
was born; which two Cities are remarkable places for Mahome¬ 
tan Pilgrims; there coming alfo three Caravans or Captains year¬ 
ly, which part from Cair, Damas, and the Indies, and go to Me¬ 
dia tor dcvociondn honour of Mahomet* s birth 3 thence ro Medina, 
in honour ot his Sepulchre : and into which noChr iftianis fufle¬ 
xed to enter. The other Towns of note are Horan , the chid Port 
ot the South Ocean 3 and Alteroch or Elter , the onely Town in 
that Country where Chritlians, fo called,are ingreateft number. 
There is Zidon, a Sea-Town 40 miles from Mtcha, without walls, 
but indifferent fair houfes • al ioAten featedonthe borders of the 
lied-Sea,near the ftrait of Babel Mandeb, and faid to be the laircft 
Town of Arabia, ttrong by feituation, as well as Art: which 
Town the Turks took, and the whole Realm by policy, in 1538, 
and they loll their King. Zeheth or Zibit alfo is a good Town (land-. 
ing in a Plain between two Me unrains, and on a River of the fame 
name half a dayes journey from the Red-Sea 5 which being taken 
by the Turk after %/lden, lie fen t thither a Begltarbey with great 
forces. One barbarous cuftomc which they had formerly in this 
Arabia, was the community of one Wife alone among a whole 
kindred, and if flic accompanied any other man, they both dyed. 
ThcTarkifh Alcoran compofcd by Of men the 4th Caliph, and 
commanded by him to be only received as Canonical throughout 
liis Dominions, is an expedition on Mahomet* s eight Commande- 
mcmsjwhich are, 1 .E very one ought to believe that God is a great 
God,and one onely God,and Mahomet to be his Prophet. j.E very 
one mull marry to incrcafc Mahomet’s followers. 3. Everyone 
mvift give of his wealth to the poor. 4. Every one mull make his 
prayers five times a day. 5. Every one mutt keep a Lent one 
moneth in a year. 6 , Be obedient to thy Parents. 7. Thou 
flialt not kill. 8. Do urito others, as thou wouldft be done unto 
thy fdf. Which Religion of his (he promifing a carnal and vo¬ 
luptuous Paradife to thofe that kept thefe Lawes) was greedily 
received by the Saracens, (of Arabia the Defart ) fo called (not of 
Sara , but) either of Saharra, which Signifies a Wilderncffr, and Sit - 
ken % to inhabit j or from Sarah, theeves, a name agreeable totheir 
natures, t. Mahomet was born in 572, and fomefay not at Mccha, 
but in a Village of Arabia called Itrartp 5 his father was a Pagan, 
and his mother a Jew • he was married to his Mittris at 2 5 years 
old, and began to affift the name of a Prophet at 38 years of age; 
and by policies ftrengthening hinifclf with the Arabians, who 
freed thcmfclvcs from obedience to the Greek Empire: he was 

driven 
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driven from Mecha s Territories by their Nobility; the which he 
(erelong) fubdumg, expelled thence the Greek Officers*. From 
whofc Bight from <JMecha, the Saracen’s Hegira , or computation 
of years (fo called from Hegirathi , which (from the Arabick) is 
rendred, a perfection raifed about Religion) began s which was 
about the year of Chrift 6 17. Although Selimus the Firft,fubdued 
the Arabians to the Turk3 yet are they rather tributaries than 
provinces of that Empire 3 for they have two Kings of their own, 
one whereof liveth on Euphrates, the defans of Mefopotamia; 
fometimes in Arabia Fcdix,and in fome parts of Syria: the other 
wandreth with his tribes or wild theevifh Arabs,tents,and Beftial, 
one while in Petraa and Deferta 3 fometimes in Paleftine, as he 
findeth good pattorage and irefh fountains3 which makes the tra¬ 
vail to and in Paleftine , fo dangerous. Thefe two Kings are mortal 
enemies 5 and if by chance they meet, they bring damage,rapine, 
and deftru&ion to thcmfclvcs and their followers: for being un¬ 
tamed Savages, they cannot bridle their inordinate paffions. 

Thefe Countries arc all fubjedt to the Turkifh Empire, which 
did alfo pottefle part of Media, with its chief City Taurus: but 
fotne think the Sophi of Perfia hath recovered the greateft pare 
thereof. The Turk alfo holds alrnoft all CMefopotmia and Diar- 
btek j being Matter of Chaldea , and part of A/yria : But fincc the 
Perfian Sophi hath daily won from him, recovering his eftate by 
little and little, asalfothat many of thefe Countries do Thereby) 
change theifc matters daily.. 

We will briefly mention the Riches,Fruitfulhette and Religion 
of the forementioned places : and then (that we run not into a la- 
barinth) in brief furvcy the other Countries alfo. 

Anatolia , or Letter Afia enjoying a fweet and temperate Ayr, 
did abound like wife with grain., having ftotc of good pafturcs for 
Cattle3 and had more than fufficiency for the life of than. But 
now it is not fo fruitfull, as not fo well manured3 yet it is more 
fertile in places near the Sea 3 and as the.land is better husbanded, 
fo it yields the more. In the great Plains within the heart of 
the Country,they fow Wheat,Barley, and Cotton; Natolta hath 
the benefit of many Rivers watering it 3 whereof five of the prin¬ 
cipal difeharge thcmfclvcs into the Euxttte Sea; three into tho prp~ 
pontides 3 one into Hellefpont ; four into the Archipelago : one runs 
into Euphrates ; and divers others into the Mediterranean Sea. Buc 
thechiefrevenuc of Natolia is by Cotton, whereof there growes 
abundance. 

Bythinia imparts its Orpiment to other Nations. Galatia hath 
great yearly profit by Copper-Mines. Cariasi good revenue by 
the Adamant ttone. The Pamphilians make thebeft of Chamlets, 
and have great funis of money for thfrm. Cappadocia is enriched 
by Silver, Iron, Allom, Jafper, Cryttal, Alabatter, and the Onyx 
ttonp. And Cilicia receives much money for its ftoreof Chamfers 
made of Goats-hair, which is there very foft, and delicate as filk; 
Judea reaps much profit by Pilgrims going yearly to the Holy Se¬ 
ll hhhh pulchre. 
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pulchrc. Phoenicia is much frequented for its great trafiique. But 
Arabia the Happy exceeds them all in Merchant ife, and by rcalou 
of the Spices, precious ftones, and Pearls there fold to ftrange 
Merchants, is exceeding rich; and it yields Inccnfe for all the 
World. Mecha hath great traffique, unto which Ethiopian, In - 
dtan, and other Merchants come; and (together with Medina') is 
enricht yearly by Pilgrimages. *Aden exceeds any other in traf¬ 
fique for the abundance of Commodities brought thither from 
India, Perfia, and Ethiopia, which are fetcht and (old (rom 
thence at a dear rate; for they arc a witty people in Merchandi¬ 
zing matters. As touching Religion, there arc many of divers 
Religions and (e6ts in thefe Countries befidesthe Mahometans. 
Jews arc difperfed all over them : and thole that profefle them- 
felvcs Chriftians, feme obey, and others are divided from the 
Church of Rome . The firft lorr, are great numbers of Merchants 
of Venice*, Ragoufe, France, &c. trading to Tripoli Damafco, Aleppo, 
&c. being affifted by them of the Order of Francis who dwell in 
jerufalcm and Bethclctn ? and a few among the lArmenians alfo, 
arc found following the Latinc Church. There was 2 5 Villages 
under the jurifdi&ion of tAlangiacana-CMe, twodayes journey 
from Taut is, who (though they fpake the Armenian tongue) ac¬ 
knowledged Rome. This was in 13 37; which Inhabitants arc 
laid to bethen converted by one Bartholomew a Dominican, who was 
made Bifhopof Armenia (Ifuppofe the ldftr;; but now 12 only 
do perfiftin obedience thereunto: fomeof the other 13 having 
fubmitted to the Patriarch of the greater Armenia , and the others 
being ruined during the Turkifh and Perfian Wars. The 11 Vil¬ 
lages are aflifted in religious matters by the Dominicans under 
an Archbifhop of that order, who being made by their Chapiter, 
and the chief of the Villages, is confirmed by the Pope. The La- 
tines had alfo Syuagogucs at Burfia and Trcbyfond or Trapczond; 
but they with the Latinc Ceremonies being loft for lack of Pricfts 
to officiate* either the Grecian or Armenian Religion hath fuc- 
cecdcd. For the Armenians differ from them, 1. In receiving 
Infants to the Supper immediately after Baptifm. 2. In abftinencc 
from unclean beafts. 3. In fading on Chriftmas-day fo called. 
4. In holding their children over the fire in Baptifm, as a needful 
circumftance, becaufc John told the people, That Chrilt (hould 
baptize them with the holy Spirit and fire. The other forts are 
divided into three fefts, Melchites , fo named from Me lech, that is, 
a King or Prince, as following the Emperour’sof Confiantinople'i 
example: Such arc all they of the Greeks religion in Afta under 
the four fore-mentioned Patriarchs of ConftantinopU, ]erufalem> 
^Alexandria, and Antioch ; this laftrefidingat Damafco: who be* 
ing chofen by the Country Bifhops, feek not now the Pope’s con- 
firmation, (as formerly) but a liberty to choofe, from the Ttirkim 
Bafhaw, and the Turks own confirming, exercifing their power 
under his authority. Thefe choofc and confecratc the Arch- 
bifhopsand Bifhops under them: fomeof whom haverecourfc 
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to the Pope for confirmation. They arc all Monks of Bafil ; the 
famoufell of which many Covents throughout the Z.m»»f,arc thofc 
in Jerufalcm, on Mount Sinai, and the holy Mountain upon the 
Archipelago. Thefe hold all that the Greeks of old condemned 
as erroneous at theCouncel of Florencei and are thought to be 
more than all the reft, Nrtolia and Syria being full of them; they 
extending alfo into Egypt, and Corazzan of Perfia. Some alfo 
place the Georgians among them : who fas one) acknowlcdg the 
Patriarch of Cotiflantinople's authority: yet feme fay, they agree 
in moft doarinal points with the Greeks, but not acknowledging 
the faid Patriarch} but have one of their own: who being moft- 
ly refident on Mount Sinai, hath 18 Bifhops under him. They 
call f’tis faid) on St. George as their Advocate: But take not their 
name from him, as was before fhewn. Some of them have turn¬ 
ed Mahometans. Neftoritm arc alfo in thefe Countries, focallcd 
from Ntfioriiu the Leader of their formerly condemned hcrcfie .- 
who fpcaking the languages of the places where they live, do not- 
withftanding celebrate their Liturgic in the Chaldean tongue. 
The third fe& are Diofcoriens , which are, likewife divided into 
three Armenians, who although they give the title of Patriarch 
to many of their Prelates who farm the Turk’s Armenian tributes, 
and arc made partly by his favour j yet call but two Univerfal 
Patriarchs, the one being over the high, the Other over the Low- 
Armcnia. They are not much leffe in number than the Mdcbiter, 
who have great liberty in all the Turk’s cftate,both for their policy 
in Trade, and for feme teftimonies of their prcdcceffout’s affefti- 
onto Mahomet; who paffionately recommended them to his fuc- 
ceflours. Tncy have no Images, but crofTcs of brafle and iron, 
yet have they divers rcliques in fhrinesof diver s they fay Service 
in their own language. Thofe things wherein they differ from 
the other ‘Diofcoriens arc, i. Celebrating their Sacrament with 
unleavened bread, therein being conformable to Rome beyond all 
the Eaftern Scdhries: they put alfono water in theif wine,faying, 
the Latinc Church ufed anciently the fame } they cat flags and 
milk on Saturday night before Eafter t eating alfo flclli every 
Friday from Eafter to the Afcenfion. They differ in the time of 
celebrating the Annunciation and Nativity. They fay, Clirift 
was exempt from paffions, and neceffities of humane nature. 
They make the lign of the CrofTe with two fingers, firft on the 
right fide, then on the left, contrary to the Jacobites. 

For their killing nor buying any flefh five Saturdayes of the 
year, in remembrance of the Idolaters facrificing their chil¬ 
dren to Idols, and in a different ordering the Lamb in their Mats 

for the dead before they kill it} fome call them Sabbattns and 
Julianifts. Yet they remember their firft union with Rome's 
Church, i» Pope Silvefler, and Conftantine the Great’s time. Ja¬ 
cobins, denominated from one Jacob, a Syrian, a follower of Iho- 
f cores and Sutybes ; the chief of whom arc in Aleppo, Cara mit, 
and Tur.a Mountain ot Mefopotamia. They had two Patriarchs; 
HUhhh a 
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now but one * which is hoot the Monaftery of Cifran, yet living 
at foramt : who hath under him two Metropolitans, one being in 
Jtrufalem $ divers Arch-bifhops, and many Monaftcriesof tAn- 
thonie's Order. They celebrate in the Chaldean tongue, and dif¬ 
fer from the Armenians 5 in making the fign of the crofle with the 
fore-finger onely, to fignific aonenefleof nature, will, and ope¬ 
ration in Chrift. Tney eat alfo milk and flefh on Wcdnefday 
and Friday night after Sun-fct, faying, Then the term of abfti- 
ncncc is part: eating flefh all the year long but in Lent, Some 
Arabians living among them, have joyned to them, who are call¬ 
ed Solarcs, becaufe they worihip (amongother fuperftitions) the 
Sun. The MaronUcs (fome think) arc a branch of the Jacobites 5 
for they were both (of old) fubjc&tothc Antiochian Patriarch} 
the which Patriarchfhip, both pretend; though it be now in the 
hands of the Melchites: they both ufe the Chaldean tongue, and 
had the fame opinion of the unity of will, nature and operation 
ot Chrifl. It is the lead of all the Eaftcrn fc&$, there being not 
above 1 a 000 houlbolds, mod of whom arc poor * yet they are 
the mod afd &ed to the See of Rome, whofe Patriarch being of 
tyinthoniet Order,and chofen by their Bifliops and Religious ones, 
is confirmed by the Pope,and rcfidcs at Tripoli of Syria, the Town* 
of Syria and Villages of Mount Libanon being the abode of th tMu 
ronites . Yet arc thcrefomc convents of Anthony, and a few Bi- 
fliops, who having no certain abode, are as it were his afliftams, 
They pray to Marort, not (fay they) the Arch herctique, (from 
whom/cis generally held, they derive their name) but an Abbot 
of a very holy life: or clfc arc fo called from UMarona a Village 
of Mount Libanon, Some are found among thefe, called White: 
who not being baptized, and in outward mew Mahometans, do 
call thcmfelvesChridians, confcfling and communicating infc- 
crct. The third fort of Diofcoriaus, are Cofles or Cuttles; who be¬ 
ing wonderful ignorant,are moMy Neftorians and^oMrtfljut have 
divers other opinions: many Mahometans being alfo among 
them. 

Before I paffc to Afiyria, &c. I (ball ftrike in with thofe two 
noted Iflandsof the Mediterranean Sea, Rhodes and Cyprus , Rhodes 
lying in the Carpathian Sea over-againft Carta, had ot old divers 
names, as Itbrea, Trittacria, &c. But (according to 7liny) called 
Rhodes, from the fields of Rofes therein, fron fignifying a 
Rofc j nigh whofe chief City Rhodes (which (lands on the Baft 
part of the lflc, the fide of a hill, and part on the Sea-fliorc, en¬ 
joying a fair and fafe Haven, having alfo two or three Walls, 
fivcCafilcs, 13 high Towers, and feme other Forts, making it 
cvca impregnable) at the entry of the Haven, flood that huge 
Idol of brafle, (in a man’s image) called Colo fus ,one of the world’s 
feven Wonders: whofe thumb was fo big, that no man could 
embrace it with both arms $ and its little finger as bigas an ordi¬ 
nary man. Some fay it was built by Canete Undo in 12 years 
fpaccj others, by Callages Lyfpptu his Schollar, taking the name 
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Colofius of him. It was 80 cubits high, and cre&cd in honour of 
the Sun 5 (which is (aid,once a day to Chine on this Ifland,though 
never fo cloudy in other places) between whofe leggs, (it (land¬ 
ing in the Harbour’s mouth) (hips with fails were wont to pafle 
under. Whether the people were hence called Colofiians , is un¬ 
certain j but thofe Colofians to whom Taul wrote, were dwellers 
in A^tolia, of which mention hath been made. Mnavi Caliph, 

Oj'mans General, uniting this I(le to the Mahometan Empire, he 
brake down moft of this Image, the brafle whereof is faidtohave 
loaded 900Camels: yet its reliques were feen within this 60 or 
80 years by a era vaillcr into Rhodes . When the Knights of John of 
Jerufalcm were driven out of Palejiine by the Turks, this Ifland 
was given by the Conjl ant inopolit an Empcrour unto them, who ex¬ 
pelled the Saracens from thence in 1308, who formerly took it 
from thedivided Greeks 5 who having forely infefted the Turks 
nigh 2.00 years, Solymant he magnificent invading it, andbefie- 
ging Ltlladamus Tilliers (with about 500 of his Knights, 5000 
Rhodians a flirting them ) by an Army of 200000 Turks, and 300 
Galleys, 6 monethsj in one of the two ftrong Fortrefles of the 
City,they refolurely defended it to the utmoft of valour or warlike 
policy, till multitude over-martering both, Solyman entred the 
Town on Chriftmas day fo called, in 15 2 2 : the Knights yielding 
it on condition to depart, with liberty, goods, and tranfportation; 
and the Couptric’s Inhabitants to continue there ftill if they 
would : yet the Turk loft fo many of his beft Souldiers,and brave 
Commanders, that (as one faith) he might have faid with Pyr¬ 
rhus, Such another VtRory would have utterly undone him . They re¬ 
mained long after without a habitation5 till the King of Spain 
gave them the barren lflc of Malta, Rhodes hath been much fub- 
jc<ft to overflowing of waters, wherewith in 25 years fpace it 
was three times affli&ed, and mightily indangcrcd by con- 
tinuall ftorms of rain 5 the laft of which beginning ( when 
p4ntigonus vanquilhed Eumenes ) with hail at the entrance 
ofthefpring, the whole Ifland was covered with water, and the 
inhabitants drowned •, many houfes were beaten down, many kil¬ 
led, and the Town in a manner ruined thereby, but they fince la¬ 
bouring to drain the waters, and dry up the moors, the Country 
hath been fruitfull,and not fubjeft to fuch inundations. It abounds 
in pafturcs,great ftore of Olive-Trees, Olives,and Citrons, with 
other Trees, continually green, and near the Town it felf, there 
are many Valleys and fmall hills, with ftorcof Fruit-Trees and 
Vines 5 but they grow all by induftry, not naturally. Thcfelflan- 
ders were fo expert in Sea-affairs, tha tPlortu calls them Populm 
Nautim, or a Sea-people 5 they made couragious defence againft: 
the Romans, before fubje&cd unto them; but then ever faithfully 
.who (of all the Mediterranean Ides, that revolted in < JWithridates 
,bis time) flood onely fa ft to the Romans, fo that Vielleitu ^Paterculus 
makes it almoft a miracle, that (in the Romans hard wars with 
SPerJm King of UKaccdon ) the very Rhodians that before were moft 

faithful 
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faichfull to the Romans, now (by a doubtf'ull faith) fectned to be 
more inclinable ro the Kings part. The Town is onely inhabi¬ 
ted by Turks, and Jem ; Chriliians may not abide therein in the 
nighton pain oldeath, forfearof fedition or Treafon; by day, 
they may either continue,or trade there without exception. But 
thole in the Villages arc moft Chriftians, and thofc Greeks who 
manuretheit fields, and drefic their Vines and Gardens, and 
whole manner of living is moftly like other Grecians; I luppofe 
the Authors meaning is, both in Religion and behaviour. 'Rhodes 
was an old Academy of the Roman Monarchy, on the Welt fide 
of which I lie (which is 120 miles in circuit) licthCarpatfw, now 
Scarpanto, 70 miles in compafib; eminent onely tor giving the 
name of the Carpathian Sea to the ad joyning waters. 

C YPRUS (feituated according to Ttolomy, in the midft of the 
lpick-bay, called the Gulfof Laiazza) lies between Cilicia, 
and Syria’s Coafts, and is about an too miles from Syria South- 
ward, having v£gypt on the Weft, and Cilicia on the Eaft, It’s 
length extending from Eaft to Weft, is (by a traveller thither) 
reputed 2 to miles, 60 broad, and 600 in circuit. It fell into the 
Romans hands, after the Jflyrian Monarchies extinguilhaient, 
(which before was under the dominion of Greek Tyrants) by 
whofc means the Ptolomies of */Egypt commanded it. Then retur¬ 
ning again under the Romans by M. Cato, who conquered it, and 
found therein 7000 Talents in money and goods; which fumtne, 
fearin' 1 to lole, in bringing it to Rome by Sea, he put it into feveral 
boxes, r to wit, two Talents and fifty drachms in a box: at theend 
whereof,he fattening a long rope,with a piece of Cork at the end, 
that,if it (uttered fliipwrack.it might be efpicd.Upon thcdivllion 
of the Roman Empire, the Empcrouts olconflantinople poluffed it; 
whither /faacComnen (fleeing irom rlndroniau Comnen, the ufur- 
per of the (yretk Empire, ruled as its King till 1191, whenas*- 
chard the M\,ot£n&tand, going to the Holy War((o callcd)againft 
ihc Turks, his fouldicrs being by the Iflaudcrs, fome (lain, ftnd 
fome taken Prifoncrs, who in two (hips were there driven on 
ground, having hardly cfcapcd the Sea’s danger; and the reft of 
his fleer there arriving, being forbidden to land alfo; he moved 
therewith, and by force landing his men, took Ifaac Comnen Pri- 
loncr, ( whom he fent bound in Silver Chains into Syria) and fpee- 
dily over-ran and fubdued the wholelfland 5 exchanging it after- 
wards with Guy of France, ofthcFamily of Lufignan, forthe loft 
and titulary kingdomcof Jerufalemi in whofe poftcrity it remai¬ 
ned till 1423. Then the Sultan of 'j£gypt invading it, and ta¬ 
king Jobn'm King Prifoncr,yet reftored him (after a round ran- 
fomt) for 40000 , Crowns yearly Tribute. Then it came under 
the Venetians fubjc&ion in 147 $* by means of James an illegiti¬ 
mate (on, who having difpoflefled his fitter Carlotte of the Crown, 
Eiarricd one Catherina adopted daughter of the Senate of Venue) 
whom he leaving his heir, (he refigued her Scepter to the Senate, 
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which defended it (onely paying the Tribute) till UHujiapba , Se- 
limus the Second,his General,wrefted it in 1570 out of their hands, 
Bragadino their Go vernour making g«od to the uimoft the Town 
of Famagufla (the whichand Rhodes arc faid robe the two ftrongeft 
holds in all the Turks EmpireJ yielding at laft on honourable 
conditions: which CMuftapba kept not j but murdering the chie- 
feft men of the Town, he cut off Bragadinoes ears,fleaing him alive, 

&c. and fending the chief prifoners and fpoils unto Selim 1 A 
mian Lady appointed for his luft, firing Gun-powdcr,partly burnt 
•and partly drowned the two Vcifels, and booty, fotbat he neve? 
fa w them. Yet the next year the Venetians won the battle of z.?- 
vanto. This lfland was formerly called Achamantis or Achametide, 
Macaria,t hat is, blcflcd or happy, from its fruitfulnefle Cerajlu, 
cither for the many Mountains therein, whofe tops arc (harp like 
horns: or bccaufc it butted toward the Eaft with one horn 5 and 
one faith, it was named that is hidden 5 lying fo low as if 
the waves of the Sea did cover it. But Cypm, from its abundance 
of Cypm Trees. There arc fix Capital Cities or Towns therein 5 
fapnos, laid to be built by Cinerat, who called it after his fathers 
name, wherein (of old) was the Temple of Venm^ for the Gentiles 
confecraced this lfland to that imagined Goddefl’c of beamy. Fa- 
mgufia (formerly Salamsu) on the South-Sea: at whofe ficge the 
Turks fpent 118000 great Bullets. Nicof/a , in the plain of Adafia- 
U> 34 miles from Famagufla , and of old called Fremitus, and Leuce- 
tum . Ceraunea, now Cerienes \ which Cyrm built after. vanquiftung 
the nine petty Kings, into which it was once divided. %Amam> 
whence the lfland was called Amathufta, where Venm was alfo wor- 
(hipped, Lefcare , antiently Arfwo <?, highly noted for Jitters 
Groves. Here was born five noted <] entiles $ Xenopbon the Hilto- 
rian, Zeno, Appollonm the Philofopler, o£fclepiaaes, whence the 
m/E/clepiadVctlcs, and Solon, one of the feven wife men of (jreece , 
who gave laws to the Athenians. The Cypriots are very courteous 
and affable to all ftrangers, except Jews, of wbom(becaufe 111 Tra* 
jane his time, they under Artemio their Captain, defolatcd this 
lfland, killing 140000 therein (who yet were quickly overcome 
and (lain by the Romans Lievtenant j if any come, or arc forced in 
thither, ('tis faid) they execute him. Their gteateft want is of 
water, but too much plenty of fcorching heat (the longeft d y 
there, being about fourteen hours and an half) and iabulous 
grounds,(whofe heat notwithftanding the Northern winds ftrong- 
ly blowing in Cr«»«Burrough, doth moderate; the Ayr alio on 
the Mountains being very fubtile) and it is reeotdcd, that che flle 
was utterly abandoned in C° 4 *» tine « he Great dayes, for that 
it rained not in thirty fix years. It was formerly (as Ptolomy tea- 
cheth) divided into four parts 5 Salamw,a, Papbt«, 

pathia ; but now into twelve parts, called Provinces or Count » 

Strabo faith, Cyprus in his time yielded abundance of Wine, art 
Oyl, and Wheat enough to feedthe Inhabitants. At thi; day it s 
cxcccdingfcttile, having all things nccdfull for mans 
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Wme is excellent, keeping 8® years, of a pleating tart, and of 
black (in that time) becoming white 3 but a travailcr faith, they 
having no barrels, but keeping it in great Earthen jars inclofed 
» all (Cave their open mouths) within the ground, and interlarded 
with pitch within, to preferve them from breaking by the Wines 
force 3 it favours of the Pitch, and makes it too heady for the 
brain* The black great Rayfin called Zibile, conics here hence; 
they gather all kinds of fruit (except Chcfnuts, Services, and 
Cherries) afpccially Oranges, Lemons, and Citrons, excelling all 
others in tail* They have Oates,Saffron, abundance of Coriandcr- 
feed, alfo Maftick. It yields mediciuable things, as Rubarb, 
Turpentine the belt of all; and fome fay Coloquintida, and 
Scammony. Here arc alfo Mines of Gold, Chrylbcolla, CaJthan- 
tc, Allomc, Iron, and exceeding good Copper. Befides which, 
arepretious (loncs found, as Diamonds, Emcraulds, Gryftall, 
white and red CoraIl,and the Amiant (tone, of which they ma¬ 
king Linnen Cloath 3 the fire will not burn it(tbough cad into it) 
but purifies and whitens ir. They have Goats hair, wherewith 
they make Chamlcts. There is a Lake not far from the Sea, 12 
milesabout, into which runs a fmnll River falling from Mount 
Olympus, out of which they drawdoreof fait 3 excellent and white 
Honey have they, alfo Wool 3 But it appears, their chief com¬ 
modities arc Sugar, which they draw out of Canes, and Cotton, 
for,as one faith, Cyprus, Candy, and Sicily are the Manarchall Ides 
of the Mediterranean Sea; rcfcmbling each other in length» 
breadth, circuit and fertility, oncly Candy is fomewhat narrower 
than the other two, and more faflinous and hilly; yet for Oyles 
and Wines, flicc is the Motberof both the other, Sicily being*for 
Grain and Silks theEmprefle of all, and Cyprus for Sugar and Cot- 
ton-wooLadarling fider toboth, givinglikewifethis Charaflcr 
of thcir-Inhabitartts 3 they ofSicily Iflc arc the mod civill; the Cy¬ 
priots indifferent, the Candiots rudeft of all, Befides the Latine and 
Greek Churches, whereof there arc 4 Bifhopricks, yet double, the 
one Greek, the other Latine; of Nicofia,Papkee,Famagufta, and Li- 
mi/a 3 there are other fe&s in this Ifland, as Armenians, Coftes,Ma- 
ronites, Indians , 'Hjjlorians, Georgians , and Jacobites 3 every one ha¬ 
ving their Bifhop,and were expelled by Saladine (after the taking 
of Jerufalem) for the Turks here (as in other Countries) give liber¬ 
ty of Confcience,oncly for a yearly exacted Tribute. There are 
many Monaftcries on thechiefcftand higheftMountain in this,Ifle, 
called Trohodos ,8 miles high,and 48 in compafs, whofc people are 
of Bafil’s Order,and called folieros,or rather filoires , that i$, r good 
Pricfls.The Latine Bifhops have their burroughs,and Tithes; but 
the Greek,a yearly fum of the Pricfts and Deacons under them, as 
in other Provinces* Alfo the Greek did acknowledge the Latine 
Bifliops tor their fuperiours, &c. But the Latine Arch- bifhop of 
NicoJia (called Atchbifliop of Cj/»w)depended immediately of the 
Pope, not on any Patriarch, untill the Signiors of Vnrice, under 
Pope Tius the 4 th,becomming Patrons of this Arch-bifiioprick, 
chofc 4,onc whereof the Pope named Archbifhop. A/yia 
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A SSYRIA (fo called from A/ur, one of Sem's fivefons who 
peopled it) is by divers, diverfly named; as Adrinfa, or 
Adrife, Azemie , c ffloful, Sarb, Arzerum, and by fome, Cu/ef an and 
lyes between Armenia Major on the North, andSuftana/inVerfia, 
onthcSouth. This Country was of old in reputation, for the 
Empire there fetled, whofc King Salmanazar carried away the 
ten Tribes: and of the chief City A Tineveh ('built by Nintu the 
third vffjrian Monarch) • whither Jonah was fent to preach repen¬ 
tance; it was 60 miles about, whofc walls were 100 foot high, 
200 foot high was every Tower in the walls, whereof there were 
1 500, and the walls were fo broad, that three Carts might be 
cooteined a bread: it was feated near the River Tigris, and bigger 
than Babylon 5 but is now almod quite ruined, Here is alfo the 
City Arzeri, whence the whole Region is denominated, and Ar- 
vela, nigh which Alexander in his third and lad battle with Dari¬ 
us, having 800000, got a great Victory, and was inrtallcd in the 
Monarchy of Perfta. Darius dying not long after. It formerly 
contained the Provinces of Ar ap debit, Adiaben, and Sittacen, which 
fome (faith one ) at this day call Botan, Sarca, and Rabia . Thorow 
Nineveh alfo ran Euphrates , 

M ESOPOTAMIA, (fo called becaufe it is feituated be¬ 
twixt the two famous Rivets,Euphrates and Tigris) is inScrip- 
"3 turc called Pa dan Aram, now Diarbech, according to Mercator , and 

J hath toward the Wed Syria, toward the Ead A/yria, divided by 
Tigris 3 which for its fwiftneffc, is fo called, Tigris in the Medes 
language fignifying an Arrow. Whofc chiefTowns were Sde/a, 
now (they lay) called Hjcbati 3 whofe Governour vigbarw, wri¬ 
ting an Epiftle to Chrid, received an anfwer from him, where¬ 
of Eufebius hath fet down the Coppies. Ne$r which alfo 
Caracalla, Severus the Empcrour hb fon, was (lain by lMa- 
crinus his appointment, Captain of the Guard, who in¬ 
tended to have took off his head, for that the Magicians 
; returned their anfwer, that CMacrinus fhould fuccecd him. 
And’tisobfervedby hidory, that all or mod of the 40 Empe- 
rours between Julius ctfar,and Conjtantine , dyed unnatural deaths, 
cither killing themfclves, or being killed. When the Chridians 
had recovered this Country and Palcdinefrom the Turks, they

And whole 
walls being in circuit do miles, were alfo 100 foot high, and 50 
Cubits in breadth. News being brought to this Semirams,ol this 
Citic’s revolt; (lie, leaving herhead half undreft, never platte 
the reft of her hair, till flieby fiege had recovered it. Cyras took 
this Town, by cutting many deep channels; fo emptying Euphra¬ 
tes hut ran thorow it, and conveying his forces along the emptied 
River into the Town. Which revolting from the Pcriians m Da- 
rim HiMpis his time; Zopim,Darim bis Captain, (afar'twenty

Aftronomcrs: whofe two helps herein, were,the Counme s plam- 
nefle affording a fair Horizon: and along life, with fufficient 
experience of all the Stars and Planets motions; and the three 
Wife men of the Baft, who worfhipped and prefented gifts to 
Chrift, arc thought to have come from hence. Belochus Prtfau , 
the .oh Adrian King, was the firft author of divination by birds 
flying, called Aufpicium: befides which, the Gcnulcs had three 
other kinds S Arafpuim, or a looking on or into beads that came 
to be famficed. Tripudium or by the rebounding of crums caft to 
chickens. Augurium, or by the chirping or chattering of birds : as 
alfo from unknown founds and voyccs. Sardanapalus the 38th 
Monarch, tor his effeminacy, being befiegcd in Nineveh by <Ar- 
bacts, Govetnout of Media 5 and Belochus, of Babylon : he burned 
himfelf wirh all his riches. faying, that by this deed oncly 
he imitated a man. After whofe death, Arbaccs taking Media 
and Perfia with the confining Provinces; B.ochuskmA on AJfy- 
ria, Chaldea, oaiA the Countries adjacent s whofe Kingdome was 
called the new Kingdom of Afsyrta: the 9th of which new Mo- 
narchs was Nebucbadonofor, who conquering Egypt, deftroying 
Nineveh, repairing Babylon, and in the 18th year of his reign de¬ 
ftroying Jerusalem, and captivating the Jews to Babylon was cal¬ 
led commonly, The Hercules of the Safi. But toward his latter end 
was diftrafted feven years, living like a heart : and being retto- 
red to his lenfcs, and thereby fomewhat humbled, he dyed, ha¬ 
ving reigned 44 years; whofe grandchild Balthafar, (the: fon of 
Evtlmrodacb, who was flain by Adages 1 King of the Medes) a dif- 
folutc and cruel Prince, had his Kingdom taken from him, and 
himfelf flain by Ttarim and Cym, Adages s fucceflours: after 
Which, it was fubjeft to the Pecans, Groans, Romans .(who yet 
hardly extended their borders beyond Euphrates) Parisians, ara- 
cens, perfian Sophies j and laft of all to the Turk, by Solyman the 
magnificent, who in t 5 45,caufed the titulary Caliph of Bagdet 

to c*-n vn him King thereof. . _ , 

fT S DIA (now called Servan or SbtrVdn) confines towards 
JVLrhe South with Perfia, on the Weft with high Armenia and 
A(| viia; to the North with the Cafpian Sea, fo called from the 
cjL a people oi Scythia Southerly bordering herein. Uspcoplc 
were formerly tne moll powerful of all Afia: and it was divided 
into high Media, and Atropatia, the mod Northerly part of Me¬ 
dia. The chief Cities arc Servan, whence the whole Region is 
denominated. Tauns or Tabris, which fomc believe to be Ec- 
batane, and is fcated at the foot of Mount Oronte about eight dayes 
journey from the Sea of Bacu or Caspian Sea: whole ay r being vt y 
wholfome, though cold and windic, it contained in its i^mles

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compafleabout 200000 Inhabitants \ but Amuratb che Third, ta- 
kipg it in 1585, (for it was thrice taken by the Turk ) fome hold, 
that fince it is much decayed : Here was formerly the Perfian 
Sophie’s Scat, (in Summer) till Tamos tranfported it to Tasbin 
their laft abode, which lyes more Southerly than Tauris. SuU 
tania, where is the faired Mofquc or Mahometan Temple of the 
Eaft. Alfo Nafsivan, which fome think to be the ancient Artaxata 
or Nafuan.t. Ardovillejn which Guinet and Sederdin, (whom fome 
call Bunie and Aider ;thc firft authors of the Sophie’s Se& and Em¬ 
pire, with fome other authors of that fc&, have reigned. Some 
alfo make reckoning of Marant in high Media, noted for the war 
that hath been between Amuratb the Turk, and the Perfian So¬ 
phies. And (as one faith) although the Turk hath held part of 
this Country fomewhat long, yet it may well be attributed to the 
Perfian King, feeing he hath of late recovered almoft all from the 
Turk. Symmacbia, or Sumaqute in Atropatia, faid ro be the ftroogeft 
place i Media, taken by the Turk in 1578, and made the Seat 
of a Turkifh Baffa. Here Band alfo the Towns of Sechi on the 
frontiers of Gurgefan : Javat on the confines of high Medio \ and 
Eres, famous formerly, for the great ftore of filk coming thence. 
They once made a liquor in Media, called oyl of Medio, with 
which they envenoming their arrowes,and (hooting them, not in a 
ftrong, but flacker bow, it burnt the flefh with futh violence,that 
water allayed not, but rather increafcd, the torment; onely duft 
could mitigate it. There is alfo Derbent (anciently named Cauca • 
ft <c Porta, built hard by the hill Caucafm, called by Pime, a great 
miracle of nature, as being environed with two walls,and having 
gates of iron, the chief City in Albania , but now called Zuirio, a 
Country lying on the North of Media: a chief River whereof 
Arafse * and an ancient City whereof was called Laodicea . 

T Hc particular Province of PERSIA (in old time called 
Pancbaia, from King Panchee j then, from the Greeks, Cepbene : 
but PerfiAy from King Perfeus , ( changing the name of Elamites 
into Perfians) who paffing over from Greece into AftOy there 
tamed the barbarous Nations by a great and daily war, and 
ave the Conquerour’s name to this fubdued Country ) is 
ounded on the North with Media, on the South with the Perfian 
gulph *, which takes its name of this Province5 and runs along 
tfoo miles: The two chief Cities ar eSiras, in antieot time, Perfc - 
po/iV 9 built by PerfeSy Perfeus hisfon; fome fay, that it was named 
Cyropolify ana was the abode of the wife Kings of the Eaft $ it is 
feated on the River Bindimir, and is now one of the bcautifulleft 
Towns of the Eaft, being (with theSuburbs, 20 miles about, and 
containing 60000 houfes. Alexander at the requeft of his lewd 
Lais, fetitonfire; but repenting his folly, he afterwards rebuilt 
ir. Cosbin or Tasbin, whither Tamos ( as was faid) brought the 
Sophie’s rcfidcncc from Tourism it’s called alfo Hifpion , and faid 
tobcadaycs journey about onhorfcback. This is well walled, 

(though 
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(though Tauris hath none) and is beautified with two Seraglio’s, 
whofe Walls are of red Marble, and paved with Mofaique work* 
where alfo doth the Sophie fometime perfonally adminittcr Ju- 
ftice. 

S USP AN A (called Cbus and C*fift an > ^ ath f° r bounds on the 
Weft, Chaldea ; on the South,the 7erfian gulph. It (faith one) 
took this name from its famous city Safes, called Cbus and Sujlre 5 
but it may be called Suftana (as if to fay ,cbuftam) irom cbus,Ham's 
fon, who firft peopling here, withdrew to the three Arabia's, call¬ 
ing them after his own name, the Land of Cbus , which is tbio - 
f/4,(notof Africa, but of Afia) which the River Gibon is faid to 
cncompafle. Cbus leaving this Country to bis fon Havilob ; it is 
called in Scriptures, the Land of Havilob , where is gold 5 which 
Pifon (the Southern branch of the River Tigris or Hiddekel, as Gi- 
bon is the mod Wcftcrn branch of Euphrates ) is faid to compaflfc. 

| For it is evident from 1 Sam. 15.7. that there was another Land 
3 of Havilahy befides that of India. Safes the chief City is built up¬ 
on the River Snele, now called Tirtir: being of a long form, and 
I 15 miles in compafle; where che Perfian Kings alfo (of old) kept 
Court in Winter 5 for that it flood more Southerly than Tauris or 
Ecbatane . 

C tA RMANIA, nowcalled CHIRM hath been 
divided into two parts 5 the one called by fome at this day, 

\ T)uUinde,oi (farmonioihe Defart $ whofe limits areon the North 
parthia, towards the South, the other Carmanta : it hath no Towns, 

^ but onely fome fcatterteg Villages. The other lying betwixt Ge- 
, drofta the Dcfart, part oiPerfia, and the Indian-Sea, and is cal lew 
high or great Carmania. Whofe chief City is Cbirman , famous 
I for itscloath of Gold, and making of the beft Scimitars which 
J the Mahometans fo prize, that thofe who were takenat their over¬ 

throw of Lepanto, caft them into the Sea, that the Chriftians 
1 might not have fucb weapons. This Province extends 200 
j leagues, and is near the Sea ^ but (they fay) there is no fafe Porr, 
or camming for fhips, for the lands and Rocks. Yet the more 
WefterW) hath the more commodious Ports and many Towns, 
but the Eafterly is ill inhabited. Here tAlexander returning out 
of India, kept his feafts in im itation of Bacchus , who firft conquer¬ 
ed that Nation. They continued feven dayes, night and day in a 
fottilh, drunken, and toolifh manner, as they marched tborow it. 

In the Army was no weapon to be feen, but Cups, Barrels, and 
Flagons 5 and eating, drinking, laughing, and finging, inftead of 
•kirmiftiing, See. fo that the Hiftorian obferves, a 1000 fober 
Per fans, (if their courage had been according to theoccafioo offer¬ 
ed them by this drunken army) might have defeated them,and re¬ 
covered the Countries frcedomc. 

GEDROSIA 
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G e D RO S I A, now c H A R M A N, Ctrcan, and Gejl , hath 
coward the Eaft the Realm of Camboy, or part of the India, 
on the Weft Carmania, from which it is parted by the River il- 
mtnt: whofc chief City is called Gedrofon, or gejl. Alexander 
here (to immortalize his fame) making all the Monuments of his 
1 Indian conqueft larger and bigger than what they represented, oc- 
cafioned many to fufpedt, his adhons were lefle than is thought, 
fince (hereby ) he would have them thought mote then they 
were, 

D RANG I ANA, (divided by the River Drangie, called 
m new Maps Ilment ) is now called s / g E ST A N$ yet 
Hioer faith, that Drangiana with Amhofia is fo called. Some 
will have this to be Cabal on the Sophia frontiers Weft ward, ha¬ 
ving a particular Mahometan King. It is bounded on the North 
and Weft with tAria, under the Mountain Bagoe, and on the Eaft 
with vdracofia, and is fo inclofcd with Mountains, that the Ri¬ 
vet fcarcc finds pafl'agc; two'Cities hereof arc, S/gt, whence it is 
named Silttlan, andc Mulebet, where Aladine a feditious > Perfian, 
promifed an eternal earthly fools Paradifc to all that took his part, 
who fwearing to venture their lives in his quarrclls, he appointed 
them toMaflacrc fuch neighbour Princes as probably might prove 
bad to him, which thing they did; whom the Italians cal ing 
A Mints, that is, theives, and cut-throats, we ufe the word to 
Aliakinate. Some indeed attribute this unto Aladeules , King of 
Antstaum, whom Selym thefirft vanquiftied; but Paulas Tenetut 
relates the full ftory concerning Aladine. 

(A RIA (by others, Eri , Sableftam, Sargutzar, Corfan, and \Se- 
hath on the Weft Partbia, and Carmania the Dcfarr, 
on the Eaft the Country of parapomifm. Here are three principal 
Rivers Ana,Arapen, and Tontlet ; alfo the Mariflt of Arten, now 
called the Burgian Lake. Its chief City is Eri, or Aria, thirteen 
miles about; Sartibarzanes was once Govcrnour of this Country; 
who revolting from, and joyningbattell with Alexander, challen¬ 
ged to fight hand to hand with any of his commanders: the which 
one Eriguit an aged, but mettalfome fouldier, undertaking, and 
having cried aloud, I will fhew what fouldiers Alexander had, 
came on, and at the fecond onfet, flew Sartibarzanes 5 and then the 
Brians re-obeyed Alexander ; who at another time having rebel- 
led $ and being by Alexander forced to hide in a Cave, on the top 
of aninaccefliblc Rock, he piling up wood eeven with thc Caves- 
wouth, fetitonfirewiththewind* whereby, fame, by the heat 

and lrnoak, being half burnt and flitted, the reft yielded to his 
mercy.

A RACHOSIA, (which hath onthe Weft Drang!ana, op. 

the Eaft, Inuia) is, they fay, called (of it fclf) Cabull; whole 
chief City is Cabull, formerly called Alexandria of Aracbofia;Alex- 
tnder built it at the foot of the Hill Caucafm, (Taum taking this 
name here) aod left 7000 ^Macedonian fouldiers to people the 
fame. On this Mount the Tragedy of Prometheus is faid to be a<ft- 
ed, which is farjdiverfly related by Axgufiine ,then according to tne 
vulgar Fable. 

P ARAV0M1SUS, fo called for that it is faftioned like 
an Ifland, with Rivers running almoft about it, is named 
Daehe by one, but by another Candabar; yet others Will have this 
called SabMan. It is bounded on the South with Aracbofia, on the 
North with the Mountains of Taum, dividing it from Tartary, 
here called the Mountain of Parapomife. It is fo mountainous, 
that in Alexanders times, it was fcarfe known to its neighbour 
Countries, and the people being fo barbarous that they were not 
held worthy ef acquaintance; whofc Valleys (though faid to be 
indifferent fruitful!, werefo (hadowed with the high hills; that 
it much Bclipfed their cleareft day. Their chief Town, and a 
frequented Market is Candabar, or rather now called 
tura. 


S oiCA, whofe people Sacae, feating themfelves North in 
Germany, gave name to the Saxons, increafing there both in 
. number and valour. They arc reported ftill to live here barba- 
roufly in Caves, living tnoftly by theft. The Country is fcitua- 
ted more Northerly than Parapomifsu, on the borders of Scythia, or 
1 Tartary.

So that, the Cuftomcs of its Merchandifc affords a great Sam 
to the Mahometan V icc> or under King thereof junto whofe Grown 
the Ifle Boifaria not far offi and aliu fome of Arabia the happy, is 
faid to belong. 

T His is the ordinary and received Description, and Divifion of 
Per but one that hath written a brief relation of the chief 
Provinces thereof, and which have continued longcft under the 
yerfiam command, faith, that Perfia, which thole born in the 
Country call Parc, or A gem, and whofe inhabitants are named ?4- 
ry, or Agemy, being one of the greateft Monarchies (for before the 
renting tMedia, and Armenia from it, it was 45 60 miles in com¬ 
pare) and the moft famous and belt people in the World, can¬ 
not be difeovered, or have any certain bounds given unto it for 
the variety found in that Kings dominions, the Realms, and Pro¬ 
vinces whereof, have been fometimes very great, fometimes of 
fmall extent. .... . 

After Sardanapalus his death, the Empire was divided into the 
A {Tyrian, Chaldean , and Median Monarchy, of which laft the foun¬ 
der wasArlaces, in the year of the World 3146, the feventh or 
which Monarchs of the Medes, was Phraortes , who being of great 
proweffc,aod reigning 22 years, compelled the Perfians to be his 
Tributaries. But Cyrus Ajtiages his Grandchild, having no 'quar- 
rellatall againft C)4X4r« his Uncle (who is plainly Darius the 
Medt with Daniel,) left him the KingdomcofuW#^/4,and himfelf 
took PerfU\yct fo,that Cyrus marrying Cya&ares his onely daughter, 
fhould be his heir both of what he then had,and what they fhould 
mutually win in Cyaxares his life time. So that although the 
Creeks attribute the taking of Babylon, and flaying of Baltazzar un¬ 
to Cyrm onely ; yet the Scripture gives it wholly to Darius y as 
being the eider, tRe Medes Empire the more famous of the two 5 
and the Unde being before the Nephew, unto whom alfo what 
they both won, was to belong, till after death; Cyrus fuccccdmg 
him, and incorporating thereby, the Medes and Perfians into onc> 
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joyaedallo tnc Afl)rian Monarchy, befides Armenia and three 
other Countries to his Empire: whofe iucctflour Camlyfes (a ctu- 
dl t yrant m.king an expedition intoEgypt, in which he dyed; 
although he iubdued Pfammticus the laft King thereof, uniting it 
to his Empire Jthc Vice-Roy,a Magus, f« up his own fon,the fulfc 
Srnerdis as Camhyfet his brothers till Otanes a Nobleman, being in¬ 
formed by his daughter the King’s Concubine,that he had no ears, 
the deceit being difeovered, this falfe Smerdis was fl tin in the 
8th moucib of his reign} and the feven Nobles thofe one among 
them to be King, whofe horfc firft neighed in the Palace-Green 
before Sun-riftngt which by thefleight of his Groom fell to Tuntu 
called ttvftefyes whofe two immediate Succeflburs were Xerxes, 
who to his own overthrow, attempted to fubduc the Gre< ks; and 
Artaxerxes Longimams, who is called in Scripture A .afueroft : 
Xhe 5 th after whom, being Darim Governour of Media, he was 
vanquifhtd by Alexander the Great in tl ree battles, whereby the 
Median and perftan Empire was pafl.d over to the Matedtnian , 
which was in the year of the World 3635. At whichConqueft, 
Alexander is reported to have loaded 10000 Mules, and 5000 
Camels, with the gold and wealth taken therein, bcftde what 
every Souldier particularly had. Hereupon, thePcrfiau Monar-; 
e hy was obfeured, till the year of Chrift a 28, that is, 5 3 5 years } 

8 1 years under Alexander ’s fucceflours ef S)rir, 45 a under the Par - 
than king*: for A faces a Parthian Noble perfwading the Eaftcm 
people with the PerJiani,\o break the Gteef’ yoakjtook the Diadem: 
although in that they changed onely the Tyrant, not the tyranny. 
But at length Artaxerxes a 'Perftan taking an opportunity, by the 
raaflacring and breaking of the Panhians by Caraealla and OHacrt- 
m, flaying Artalanus the laft Parthian King, he raifed again the 
royal Seat of Verfta, though not without three dayes cruel fighr. 
Artaxerxes hereupon, fending to Severn the RomanEmperour,for 
all the Provinces of Afta belonging tothc Pcrftao Monarchy,to 
be delivered him, Severus went againft him with an Army, di¬ 
viding it into thrcai parts} two wht reof the Perfians breaking, he 
haflily and dangcroufly retired with the third. So that, Valeria- 
nus being after this overcome and taken by Sapotes the fccond of 
thatPcrftanrace.- their name growing terrible, ConQantine the 
Great, brought both the Garrifons and Colonies of the North- 
Well into theEaft. removing alfo the Empire’s Scat from Rome 
to Constantinople, left the Perfians fhould intrench too far on the 
Roman Provinces. They continued in Sovereignty under 28 
Kings, till the year 634, in which, HauwartUc Saracen vanquifh- 
ing Hormijda the fccond, the Perfians were buried under infamy 
by the Saracens} who gave to their Deputies here kept,the namt? 

of Sultan or Soldan, who remained till the year 1030 } in which 
T'anorolipix the Tu 1 k coming out of Armenia for afliftance to Ma¬ 
homet die Perfian Sultan, was inverted King of rerfia through the 
faid Mahomet’s unhappy death. The third that is read of, from 
Kkkkk rangroltptx , 
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Tawolrpix, wasCufanes-, who* being conquered by the great 
Cham of Tartariein the year 1202, Haalon was ordained chcfirft 
Tartarian King of Pcrfia * the ?ch from whom was Abuz.aid ; who 
dying, the Tartarian Princes civilly difltming about feiiurcs on 
fcvcral parts thereof 5 Gempfds a Parthian took occaiion to ircc both 
his ownfubjedb and die Perfians from their bondage; which he 
effecting, waschofcn Sultan or King of Perfia * wMe I(fuc not 
long enjoyed it 5 Violent Tamerlane the Tartar difp< failing that 
race$ whofciffucalfo^aftcrhisdcathfoonloftthiskiNgdona: for 
Ufun fajtanes the Armenian rooted out Malaomrcs the lad of his 
line, in 1431, and poflefled the kingdom 5 during whofe reign,he 
gave his daughrer in marriage to one Aider Sophie, the fon of Guine 
Sophie 5 who (in 13 £0) deriving his birth from Mufa Cere fin one of 
the twelve Tons of Ocen Halies fon, (who marrying their prophet 
jtfahomeC% (laughter,he bequeathed to the (aid Halt ail hiseftatc* 
with the title of Caliph or Emperour) contrived an clUblifhuicnt 
of the Caliphatefhip in his own family. Jacup Ufun Cajsanes his 
fon fearing Aider's glory, had him flain, cafting his funs ijhmael 
and Splyman into prifon 5 who notwithflanding being well edu¬ 
cate^, and having liberty afforded them by tAwzar to whom 
they were delivered, //bwae/vanquifhing and killing Jacup, with 
his fon Eluan, was both crowned King ©f Perfia, and as to reli¬ 
gion, made Halt and himfclf Mahomet’s true fucccffours; rqtfl:- 
jng AMequer or Abuz.ez.er, Omar or Hanmar,*nd Odm an m Of men* 
together with the Turks who followed them, (Tor being powerful 
jmen, and great affiflants to Mahomet, they all pretended them- 
ielves his true fuccaffours) as fchifmatical Rebels; whence hath 
proceeded thofe mortal jarrs between the Turks and them,though 
to their Ioffe, who have (fin cclfhmael Sophie , who began the 7th 
race ofthePerfian Kings in 1405) fucceflivcly maintained wars 
with the Turk s unto whom they loft Babylon; with a great flaugh- 
torofthe defendants in i^3p.’ The contention between Halt 
and the three above-mentioned, about the fucceifton, was the rife 
of four fe&s 5 The Perfians having the beft rcafon for their claim ; 
and by ijhmael Sophie* s valour, challenging the race of Halt, he 
brought his fc& into credit, proclaiming war againft his neigh¬ 
bours that would not embrace the fame. He wore a red Turban 
with twelve points, in remembrance of Ocen or Ofsan's twelve fons, 
the fon of Halt, and commanding all his followers to wear the 
like. Many Nations followed him and his fed, and all people 
between Euphrates and Abian, the Cafpian Sea and Pcrfian gulph, 
are fettled in this opinion, differing alfo in fomc other ceremonies 
or circumftancesfroaa the Turkifh Mahometans. In the Sophie's 
Dominions arc likewife fomc Jews, of thofe that remained in Af 
fyria , when mbemiah and Ezra led back the reft into Valeftinei 
who choofing a head of David's houfc, called him, The Head of the 
lanifhed, and built a Town on Euphrates banks, which they named 
Neardea> or a fioud of Sciences. In the Province Corafan, there are 
. qfelcbttct 
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Melehites (aforementioned) who obey the Patriarch of l Antioch. 
Cohoes alio the Pcrfian King chafing away thole called Cat ho- 
jiq UCS in defpight of the Emperout Her.aclm, who had dclcatcd 
him, planted Neforians in Perfia, who(thcy fay; live mixt among 
the A/hriam, Males, <jMefopotamians, and parthiam, of whom we 
are next to fpeak. Many Armenians have alfo pafled into Perfia 
for fear ot the Turk’s cruelty, acknowledging two Patriarchs: 
the Supcriour being in the greater Armenia, neat Srvan »»Perfia; 
the other in the lefter Armenia in Sis of Caramania. As to the Qua- 
litv and Riches of thefe Countries, there is found great difference 
in the foyl u/tfsyria is a plain-Country abounding in Rivers,and 
exceeding fruitfull. Mesopotamia is wondrous fertile in fomc 
parts; yielding (if it maybe credited) too, and in fomc places 
500 fold, and fit for breeding of Cattle: but m feme others is lo 
fubjeft to heat, as many bcafts cannot endure its extremity. Here 
being f cw fountains, which the Inhabitants cither out ot malice 
or fubtilty do hide; but the fertile places are overfiownwith 7 V- 
eris and Euphrates, as Egypt is with Niks. Its very tniry here m 
Winter. Herein alfo are great Dcfart places, all fandy, without 
fruit" y. t even there is gathered the fweet Amroomum, and (lore 
of Naphtc or liquid Bitumen; and about the Town Merdin is 
abundance ot Cotton. Media is generally hilly and cold, efpe- 
cially toward the North, and therefore barren ; and little Corn 
Browing, making their bread rooftly of dryed Almonds, and their 
drink of the toots of fome herbs; eating ordinarily Vemfon, for 
they have here fearce any thing but fruit-Trces, and wild beads, 
tame beads none: but the South part abounds both in Wheat, 
Wine, and tame beads; and the foyl about Tauns is fruitfull in 
all things. So that of .this part o[ Media, he may be underdood, 
who faith, There befomegrafsie Plains fo big, that 5 ooook/« m; 
failure on them. Atropatia is very fruitful by realon of the Rivers 
Araxe or Arafie, and Cire or Giro which water it; wherein (in 
old time) was great doreof Silks: and it appears to be the lame, 
that another calls Zuiria, as abovefaid, whofe Country lie faith 
is little beholding to the Husband-man’s indudry; yielding for 
of»e fowing, mod times two, fometimes three reapings. Sufiana 
hath in it many Serpents, doing men much harm; it being (to¬ 
wards the Pcrfian gulphj very Moeridi; and exceeding hot, by 
reafon of fome high Mountains keeping off the Northerly winds. 
Yet » yields dorc of Wheat, and abundance ofBarley; but fomc 
places having much Bitumen or fulphurous dime; the waters 
both favour thereof, caufmg a pain in the bowels; and fo fliortcn- 
ing mens lives; and alio Plants grow with difficulty. Near the 
Town Safe, is digged much Naplitc. Per fit, or the Province par¬ 
ticularly named Perfia , hath its North part cold and hilly, not fit 
for fruits They have here Emeraulds, though not the cleared; 
and fome fay it hath much gold and filver mine; But its middle 
part is plain, having many Lakes and Rivers,and yielding abun- 
* 1 Kkkkka dance 
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dance of all things 5 whole Southern part, towards the Perfian 
gulph, bciog windy, hot and moor iih, bears no fruit befides palm- 
trees yielding Dates. IP ir cant a toward the North, being full of 
great Forrefts, hath ftorcof Tygcrs ; alfo Panthers and Leopards* 
but the other part is faid to be plain and fruitful in Wheat, Wine, 
Figgs,and other fruits,having Trees from whence honey diftillethj 
and that part near the Cafpian Sea, through thcfrcfli water, from 
rocks, isalwaycs full of graffo and flowers. Much filk is alfo 
made here. Carmania in the middle part thereof is indifferent 
good, bearing much fruit, and good wine. But the Defart is hot 
and barren ; and in the Maritinc parts of the upper there is no 
Trees, befides Bufhes and fomc Palms, Gedrofia affords Nard 
and Myrrhc$ but being full of fand, it is mofily a defart: and 
through the Sun’s heat greatly wants water, though it hath rain 
in Suaimer. Aria hath fomc fields bearing fruit; but they are 
near the Mountains, defending them from the Sun’s heat; where¬ 
in alfo there growes Vines yielding wine, which is reported to 
keep 90 years. Here arc alfo black,and fomc yellowifh Saphires, 
and a drugg like Myrrhe. But this Province is greatly fubjc<Sk to 
heat, and environed with Mountains, Forrefts, and Defarts. 
Whence it appears, that the Provinces of Pcrfia, their Trade and 
Riches is from Silks, (of which they fell and carry much into all 
the Eaftern Countries j yea, as far as Syria) alio from Pearls and 
pretious ftones, Chirman in Carmania venting likewife great 
ftorc of cloathof gold and filver, which the Inhabitants there 
make. 

P ARTH / A (called fljarafsen from the Town Charts, alfo 
Arach , and Jcxf) confincth on the Eaft with Aria, and on the 
Weil with Media. Chief Towns whereof sireCafsan, very rich. 
Tigranocerta, from Tigranes the Armenian King who built it. C te ~ 

, I iphon , once the royal Seat, which was divers times befieged by 

the Roman Empcroufs, chough mofily without fuccefle: before 
which, Julian (called the Apoftate) ended his dayes. There are 
alfo divers other Towns of note. But the principal City is Hifpa - 
ham or Hifpaan, which fomc fay, was the ancient Hccatoaipylis, 
and is fo beautiful and great, that the Pcrfians term it half the 
World. The Partbiam arc faid to have their defeenr from*the 
Scythians, whofe language they keep, though with fomc mixture of 
the Median : their name implyeth as much as Exiles % they were 
accounted the experteft Archers in thcWorldjand in their difmal 
retreats, would fhoot fometimes from between their Icggs, and 
fomenmes backward. They were likewife skillfull horfememfor 
the ayr’s drynefle fcafoned their bow-firings $ and the Countries 
plainncfic exercifed their horfe. The firft King was t/trfaces, be¬ 
ginning his reign in the year of the W orld 3718, who brought 
them inro cohlormity and difeipline j before, a bafe and rude peo¬ 
ple. The yth King was Hmdts\ who overcoming Craft ns, cau- 
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led molten gold lobe powred down kisthroar,forhis covetoufnefs. 
The io(h was Pbraortes, who having greatly worfted Anionm: 
yetfubmitted to Augufltu Cx[ai, reftoringthc Captives and En. 
figns taken at theviftory over which fign of fubje£lion. 

being a receiving the Parthian Kings by the Emperour s and Se¬ 
nate’s appointment, continued but till Tiridates the 4th, from the 
faid Pi/raortcs 5 for Artabamt a ftrangtr took away his life and 
kingdom; the nth from which Artabanm was the very laft Par¬ 
thian King} who in the year of Chrift 228, was conquered by Ar- 
taxerxes ti c firft of the fccond race of the Kings of Pcrfia, Partbta 
continuing a member of that Monarchy : till that under the Sa¬ 
racen Caliphs, they had Sultans of their own 5 one of which, 
Cempfas, futx ued the Pcrfians, and are now (both Ptrjfo and Par - 
thia) under the command of the Sophies. This Country is fubjc*£ 
to great heat, yetbeareth f faith one; all things, cfpecially great 
Trees; for it is full of Woods, but without any Olives. It is 
encompaffed with very high Mountains, and watered with many 
flreams. 1 refer its Rclion to that of Pcrfia. 

T ART A RIA (known of old by the name of Scythia , from 
their h 1 ii King Scythm 5 and who were at firft called Mago - 
tins, from Magog , Japbet' s (on: whofe poficrity its Inhabitants 
were) is called by the Inhabitant Mongul: but Tartaria, fr^m 
the River T artar, watering.* great part of it. It is a great Empire, 
(not yielding to any other inlargenefle of Countries, but to the 
King of Spain* % Dominions: whom alfo it exceeds , in that it is 
all united ny fomc bon<jl: whereas the other are very much dif- 
joyned) extending 5400 miles from Eaft to Weft, and 3600 from 
North to South j (o that the great Cham or Emperour hereof, 
hath many great Realms and Provinces under him, containing a 
great number of good Towns. It is bounded on the Eaft with 
China, the Sea of Cin or Eaftcrn Ocean, and the ftrait of tAman: 
on the Weft with the Mountain Imam (yet there are fomc Hordes 
of Tartars on this fide of it, who acknowledge the great Cham; 
on the South with the River Ganges and Opens (now Altam) In- 
doflan, and the upper part of China : or (according to fomc) with 
the hill Taum , the Cafpian Sea, and the wall of Cbma ; on the 
North with the Scy thick or frozen Ocean; the Country of whole 
(hoar is focold, that it is held unhabiccd, Befides the rich and 
great Kingdom of Catbaia, (in whofe center, the City Cambalu or 
Camhula (24 Italian miles in circuit on the river Pohfangt) is as 
it were, feated) there are the Realms of Tangufy, Tendur, Camul , 
Tainfur , and Thebet , with the Town and Province of Catndo. 
But Tartarta is now commonly diftributed into five Provin¬ 
ces 

1. prerope/ifis , containing thctAfiatican banks of the River 7«- 
nais with ail Tarnica tbe-fo»efni, two of whofe chu t Cities arc 
dm: whence the Rulers there feated, were called Cnm Tarta-s: 
and rrfcops, which denominates the Coumty. Thtlc Tartars arc 




to ayd the Turk with doooo men,without pay,upon any occaii®n: 
for which) the Tartar (the Turk’s iflue male tailing) is to fuccced 
in his Empire. < 

2. Afutica, called alfo Mufcoviticay and the Dcfart Tartaria , 
feituated about Volga’s banks 5 whofe people living moftly in 
TentSjare in Troops,called Hordes 5 who flay no longer in a place, 
than there is pafture for their Cattle $ and in their removes, ob¬ 
serve the Pole-Star. Thcfe arc now united under one Prinec,who 
is the Mafcovite’s tributary. Here arc the Citit’s, Aflracban $ (neat 
which, Selims the fecond, Turk, was vanquiflied by Bafiliades the . 
Mufcovite) and Noyhan, whofe mod Northerly Horde, the Noya z ( 
cenfes, hath the moft warlique people. 

3. The ancient Tataria, their old habitation $ from whence^ 
they violently fpread themfclves over Afia and Europe . It butts 
upon the frozen Ocean: the common fort lying in Tents of skin, 
or under their Carts; yet are there 4 Cities therein, one where-, 
of is ('boms, noted for th t Tartarian Cham’s Sepulchres. The 
VVildcrncflb of Lop is in this Province, whenceKingr^orcom- 
ming, and perfwading the people to Judaifmj Charts the 5th burnt 
him at Mantua in 1540, 

4. Zagatbai, which is fubdivided into \Baftria, bounded on the 
N orth and Eaft with Sogdiana, near the ri ver Oxus 5 on the South 
with Aria , in which were anciently gotfdly Towns, fomc being 
built, and others ruined by Alexander*-,' three of whofe Cities, at 
this day, arc Cborazzan, whence the whole Country is named 
Cborazzan or flwrafsan, BaBra denominated from a river now 
called Bocbaray in which Avicen the Phyfitian was born and alfo 
Zoroaftes, who in Wjmn his time reigned the firft King of this Coun¬ 
try : unto whom, fomc have imputed the invention of Aftrono- 
my. Ijttgias, which fomc fay is the chief City of this Province, 
and one ot the plcafantcft of the Eaft, Margtana, having on the 
Eaft BaBrta, on the Weft Hircania 5 (yet fomc fay it lyeth North 
to Hircania) . It is called Tremlgan and Jefelbas, from the peoples 
great lurbants j whofe chief City is Antioch (for Antiocbus Soter 
KingofSjr/d did forrific it with a ftrong wall) the which at this 
day fomc name Indioy or Indion , and was once called Alexandria 
Margiana . Here is alfo Maran, near which ijbmacl the Sophie 
overcame the great Cham. The Marifhesof Oxiane, now called 
the Lake of Barbacamber, or of Maru, arc placed in this Country. 
Sogcliana , Icituatc on the Weft fide of BaBria two of whofe Ci¬ 
ties arc Oxiana , handing on the River Oxus $ and tAlexandria Sog - 
tliana, which Mexander built when he went to India*, in which 
alfo was Cyropolis, a ftrong City built by Cyrus under whofe walls 
Alexander, with a blow ©n his neck with a ftonc,fcll to the ground, 
his Army giving him for dead. Turcbejtan , where theTurks in¬ 
habited before they brake into Armenia in 844, barrentufte and 
want enforcing them thereunto. Here are cwo Cities, Gal- 
ba and Occrra 5 of whofe cmincncy or fame, I find nothing re¬ 
ported.

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Laftlv, Zaoataie, lying Northward ot all the other tour; to na- 
i med, from one Sachetaie, a TMarian Noble 5 and now gives name 
to all the Provinces. Ogg, Tamerlane's father,was Sacketau's luc- 
teffour: which Tamerlane , (called, Gods Wrath, and the Worlds Ter- 
mr) by marrying Gino , Cham’s daughter and heir, had the Tarta- 
Empire; which he dividing among his fans, they ( after his 
death) foon loft all that he conquered. A chief City hereof is 
Sarmacband, Tamerlane’s place ot rcfidence; the which he en¬ 
riched with the fpoyls of his manifold vi&ories 3 as alio Bocbara , 
where the Governour of the Province (under the Cham) rc- 
fidcs 

/ rath*;* (which was.of old, called Scythia without the Moun¬ 
tain'/^*), as Zaeataie, Scythia within Imaus) took its name from 
i the Cathey, whom Strabo here plactth} and hath lot bouods,.cfcw<j 
on the South, the Scythick Sea on thcNorth, lying alfo Eaft ward 
from the Tartarian Provinces. The Seres were thought anticntly 
to inhabit here, who being very expert in weaving filks made of 
a fine wooll, on the leaves of Trees, caufcd filk to bei cal cd (in 
Latine) Strict. The Cathaians and Zagatatans are the Noblclt and 
Civillcft among the Tartars, and lovers of all arts. Hereto are 
divers fair Cities 5 whereof Cambalu »8 miles about, befides the 
Suburbs, as fomc fay, (though others fay, about 24 Italian miles, 

i as aforefaid) is the chief: here the great Cbawrcfides. Butin 

i xaindu he hath a Palace almoft of incredible largencffe and ftatc- 
lincffe. The firft of the great Chains or Emperours of Tartaric 
was Cingis or Zingis inud*, who fubduing Uncham the laft King 
of Ten duck and Catbata, changed the name of Scythia into Tartaria . 
the all from whom was Tamerlane or Tamir Cham, in whole time 
this Monarchy was at the height: the ?th was Tamor, fince whom 
it is not known amongft us who have reigned, or what memora¬ 
ble things have been afted among them : for fthey fay ) that net- 
ther the Tartar, Mufcovite, ox King of fuffer any behdes 

Merchants orEmbafladors to enter thoirDomini.ns,nor their own 
Subje&s to travel forth of them. But it is known,that this Govern¬ 
ment is tyrannical: life and death confiftingin the Emperours 
word; whom tome of the Ample fort call, The fhadow of Sprits , 

: and [on of the immortal God. Amongft the dtvets Rivets of note 

therein, is Oxus in Zay at ait. arifing out of Mount Taurus ; which 
f the perfiahs nevet palled over to enlarge thcirDomintOBS,but were 
notably overthrown 5 and to was it with the Tartars in attempting 
the fame thing. The Scythians were a valorous, populous, and 
antient people, being never fubdued, and but feldom aflaulted to 
be fubdued: and when there bad been a long conuorcrflc between 
the Egyptians and thefc for antiquity s it was at laft pronounced, 
The Scythian Station tras almyes the ancientefl. And for their popu- 
loufncfic, tome have called them. The Mother of all inundations,^. 
AnacharSs the Pbilofophcr was born in this Country j which ex¬ 
tends alfo to the Regions North of Vanubw, named Sarmatw and 
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Scythia ot Europe. Ab to the quality, icruluy anu lku^ uiaf, 
it is (aid to have been (through its many rivers) vtry much aboun¬ 
ding iu grade ; but fo deficient in (ml, that tu-y burnt bones in. 
Acad of wood: they have ft ones alfo in Catha/r, winch burn; 
which Country is (aid to abound in Rice, Wheat, 8cc. though 
the ayr be cold * having Iikcwile great (lore ot W'ooll^dk^Hemp, 
Rhubarb, Musk, fine Chamicts, Gold, Bcafts, and all ntcdlaries, 
notoncly barely to live, but with delight; there Ti under and 
Lightning is very ftrange and terrible. It is fometimes extream 
hot, and (uddenly very cold, much fnow falling * their winds alfe 
mod ftrong and violent, In tlic Realm of langut erowes much 
Rhubarb tranfported thorow the World. In Tenaucb are found 
. rich golden Mines, and Azure. But Tainfur being better manured, 
abounds in Vines. Thebetib Moorifli, full of Forrefis and wild 
beads, yet abounding in Coral; where is alfo much Musk, Cy- 
namon, and other Spices j fo that (this Countries Merchandize 
being Rice, Wooll,Silk, Hemp, Rhubarb, Musk, and excellent 
Chamletsof Camels hair, befidcs their Countric’s commodious 
feituation for Traffiqueot one Town with another, ((here being 
alfo fchtto Cambalu from China ioooo Carts yearly, laden with 
Silk, befidcs other n^rf handles) to which may be added, their 
many incurfions into Europe and Afta t their great fpr yls carried 
out oi Mufcovic and other parts, especially frem cbinay of a long 
time,; wc cannot conclude, but that the Tartars are very rich. 
Yetthofcwho live towards the North, want many neciffaries 
Forman’s life, whereas their neighbours (and all fubjift to one 
Prince) have plenty. As for the Tartarian's Religion, fome arc 
Mahtmetansy crying daily, there is but one GoJ, In Cathay there 
dre many more grUIe Idolaters than Mahometans*, who hold two 
gods; one of Heaven, of whom they defirc health and undemand¬ 
ing • the other of Earth ; whom they fay hath a Vyife and Chil¬ 
dren caring for their cartel,corn, &c. and therefore they ask fuch 
things of him ? rubbing his Idol’s mouth with the fatteft of the 
meat when they eat, and of the wife and children, (which are the 
little Images in their houfes) but caft the broth out of the houfe 
to the fpirits. Keeping alfo their god of Heaven in a high place, 
dnd that of the earth in a low. . They believe mens fouls are im¬ 
mortal ; but paffing from onebody to another, according to 
thagorat. They worfhip alfo the Sun, Moon, and four Elements; 
calling the Pope and all Chriftians, Pagans, Infidels, Dogs, and 
Idolaters. They never fall in, or folcmnize, one day more than 
another. There arc likewife fome Jews and Chriftians,although 
but few • thefe being Neflorians, who differ from the Romifli and 
Greek Church, in putting Chrift in two ptrfcns; in faying, that 
Mary the Virgin is not God’s mother; in that their Pricfts may 
marry as often as they will. They fay alfo, ’tis one thing to be 
God the Word* and another thing to be Chrift; neither own 
they the two Councils of Eubefw. Their Patriarch alfo who re-

are Camvanel, the King’s ancient refiding place, feared on the 
“oo ofThigh Mountain, and encompaffcd with feven walls. 
Daman and Bandore, fometimes - ruined by the P«rf»,g«Wr. , 
held by the 7ortugalls, as alfo is Dantan. Cambata, 
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nominator, a goodly City of nigh 130000 families, and therefore 
called Cair of the Indies . Mandao, lo named from its chief City 
Mandao, twelve miles about, which was not furrendred unto 
Merhmedy the Mogul of Zagatai till after a fiege of twelve years* 
which Kingdome the faid Mogul took occafion to feize on, by Ba- 
durius King of Cambria, his unjuftly warring on it; fubduing alfo 
Badurius his Kingdome therewith, although he had in his Army 
500000 foot, 150000 horfe, 1000 pieces of Ordnance, 500 
Wagonsof Gunpowder, and bullets, 100 Elephants, and 500 
Cheftsof Gold and Silver. Dellie, feituated betwixt the Realms 
of Decan, and Narfjngia , and divided from Cambaia , . by the Moun¬ 
tains 5 which (the Mogulls taking from the Saracens , who had alfo 
fubdued Cavort, or Dec any they made Dellie the chief City thereof 
their place of rcfidence, another City is cbefmer, where Magkk 
is much ftudied. The Amazons which were valiant women for¬ 
merly, here dwelt, there being alfo feme who yet ride on horfe- 
back in manner of men; and zCMahometan King lately here reign¬ 
ing, had a Wife which marched commonly with aoop women 
©n Horfcback. Bengala, a great realm oftwelvc leagues in length, 
and alfo breadth, having many, both land and Sea-Towns. Ii*$ 
City gauro was the aboad of its Kings, as alfo Bengala the Pro¬ 
vincial Town, reckoned one ofthe greateft and laired of all in the 
Indies. Sangue which fomecall £V/or,and whofc chief Ciiy is £Y- 
tory twelve miles in compare, feared in an advantagious place, 
and very ftroogly fortified. This Province was (but lately) fub- 
je& unto a fair and couragious woman .named Crementina , yet a 
Tributary to Badurim of Camhaia, from whom Hie revolting, ho 
difpoffeflcd her of the Town, where ftc had fortified her felf with 
no leffethen 30000 foot and 2000 horfe. There is alfo the King- 
dome of Bocan, or Balafiia, which hath two Cities of the fame 
names; and whichconteineth incxhauftiblc Mines of Gold and 
Silver,This Empire hath been conquered and contraftcd into one, 
by the great ^Mogulls, about 120 years or more; who were fo 
called from the Mongull Tartars, from whom they defeended by 
cutting off a Letter, and fo likewife (I fuppofej Mogors, This 
Countrey bath been notable, for abundance of, both ncccfTarics 
for life, and alfo of plcafurc; likewife for fundry bcafts, as Apes, 
Dragons, Camells, Serpents, Rhicincrots; and Elephants. Cm- 
baia abounds in Whear, Rice, Sugar, all forts of fruits, Spices,and 
Inccnfc, fraughting alfo fometimes40 or 50 fhips (to tranfport in¬ 
to other parts)' with their great ftore of Cotton, and Silk. Here 
is alfo found the Onyx ftone, called Cornallina, many Diamonds 
and Chalcedonies; it abounds alfo in liquid Storax, It is watered 
chiefly with the River Indm, comming from Mount Caucaftu. Ben* 
gala alfo hath ^reat florc of Rice, Wheat, Sugar, very good Gin¬ 
ger, and long Pepper, no Countrcy having more flefh or Fifli, or 
more Silk and Cotton, befides its fvveet and temperate Ayrc, at- 
tra^Ung many people thither. And the Jews and Mahometans 
there dwelling, believe that the (weet and pleafant fruit of their 

Trees 
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1 Trees called Mofes, was that which tempted Adam. Here arc 
1 Canes lo big, that they ferve for barrels, &c. 'Dellie alfo abounds 
inHorfcs,Dromedaries, which fomecall Abadcs, twiceasbig as 
a Bull, and Elephants, befides the commodities of other Realms; 
So that the enriching Merchaodifes of this Empire, which they 
fend into remote Countries, are, abundance of Cotton and Silks, 
Spices and precious (tones; their Mogor alfo having undoubted¬ 
ly vaft treafures, as having conquered Badnrim ( who brought 
,00 Chefts or Tuns of Gold and Silver, as was faid, to pay his Ar- 
nw) and a great number of other Provinces. As to Religion, the 
Motors Empire is for the mod part Mahometans-, alfo there are ma- 
i nyarofle idolaters, as may ftraightway be declared. There are 
alfo many tews, and fome called Chadians, Abyflius, whom 
' traflkiue and gain draw hither. There are alfo within Gj.»£«,thc 

two Kingdom”* of Narfwge and Calicate, governed by their own 
Princes. The firft whereof, Narfwge, lyeth between the Gulf of 
Beneala on the Eaft, and the Mountains of falcon the Wed; and 
is in length *oo miles, wherein are two royall Towns, Narfwge, 
and B.fZgar, or Befenagal (having three walls, and famous tor 
traffiouc, yet it was burnt by Saraccnicall confederates in 15 6 7) 
by realon whereof, they call this Prince fometimes King of Nar- 
[Le, fometimes of Bifnagar. The City of Tan aJs or (fome fay) 
belongs to this Kingdome, though the King of Barma now holds it. 
The PortuQals have feized on one principal! fca-Town hereof; 
namely Onor, and made another (to wit) Batticale their tributary, 
but thefe arc in the Province of Canara, or C onc <f n > ° C1 ”S \ om ° 
part of Decan, which the Kjng of Narfwge doth enjoy; who hath 
flikewile) the King oitravancor, in the Province? CXUlabarwb- 
jeft unto him. But two Sea-Towns in Narfwge it felf, Coromandel 
and Malipur arc inhabited by Chridians, the 'Vortugalls holding 
them alfo. This Kitig led an Army againd Mean (a neighbour 
Prince) of 31 690 horfe, 558 Elephants, and 60000 foot, and 
vanquilhcd him. In this Country is great plenty of Corn,Sugar, 
Ginger, and other fpices; no place abounding more tn Silk and 
Cotren than it. Canara, yields Rico, Sugar, Nuts, and Figs ; but 
no Wheat, Barley, nor Pulfc. Bifnagars Territory is very fruit¬ 
ful!, nigh which arc very pleafant Forrcds. But travancors foil 
is lean. This King hath twelve Millions of Gold or Duckets year¬ 
ly 1’or in this Countrcy (as in mod of the Eaft) all the lands 
. porrefts, Mines, yea, and the Water of fome Rivers are the Prin¬ 
ces • fo that every one walliing himfdf in <]anges , running thorow 
Bengala, or that oiGangne flowing thorow Orij/a, mud pay a 1 fum 
to their Kings. This people do believe, firft mono God; then in 
Devills, the Authors ot all cvill, whom they mod honouring, 
build datclyPagodes, or Temples unto them : and two forts ot 
people," to Wit, the Banean, and Bramans, or Brammsdo govern in 
a manner the Idolatrous Religion throughout the Indies. To fppak 
of all whofc vanities and f oolifh fuperduions, might feem as fu- 
pctfluous, as tedious. The Bramans are much more cftccmed 
L1111 ^ 
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ihanihe ocher 5 and arc of two fc&s, ciihcrthofe who marry, and 
live in Tewns, called Bramnes j or thole who never marry, li¬ 
ving on Alras, and going upand down like Pilgrims, Sec. for a 
time, till becomming Abduts, that is, men exempt from Laws, 
they commit all beafllineflc, andvillany, and take all kind of 
pleafures, and thefe are called Joques, whofe Commander diftri- 
butes fometimes a great revenue, fending them upand down to 
preach their folly. They worfhip and efteem of Oxen and Kinc 
more than any bcafts, bccaufc they think dead mens Souls pafTe 
rather into them than into any other. They hold God to be black, 
as the goodlieft colour 5 wherefore their ldok are black, and fo 
deformed, that they affright the beholders, perfwading the pco- 
pic,they are great eaters * by which lying, they get riuch money 
and meat to make good cheat withal], they know the explication 
of the i© Commandements: and the firft thing they enjoyn their 
received Diftiplcsj is never to publish, one God Creator of all 
things to be worfhipped. In their Sabbath’s fcrvice,their Doctors 
repeat often thefe words, I worfhip thety Q God y with thy grace and 
fuccours eternally. Alfo to receive meat from Ghriltians, they 
account it facriledge. 

C ALICUTE is the chief Realm of the Country of Malabar , 
which is the Wetter n part of A urea Cherfo/jeftuol old, which 
is poo miles long, from the Mountain Guate on theEatt, to the 
//jflfow Ocean Eaft$ yet narrow. It contains feven Provinces $ 
two of whom,to miyCononor and CaUcute y obcy the King of Calicute , 
a Prince fo powerful, that they call him Zamorim or Emperour; 
although the Realm be but 15 leagues long, and 10 broad : for 
Ftreimall King of Malabar going to a Mahometan Mecka, to finifh 
his dayes, divided his eftate into as many parts as Provinces, lea¬ 
ving this name to this King of Cahwte. Its denominating City 
Calicute rcachjth three miles along the Sea-fide, without walls, 
«he houfes being foroe diftancc from each other 5 yet the ftaplc- 
Town of all the Indian Traffique. fanonor a Ci<y alfo having 
a fate and large Harbour, and fo fit for traffique 30 miles from 
Calicute • But Cochin is 30 leagues from the fame, whence arc the 
be ft fcarlct dies 3 whofe Govcrnour is the High Pricft of the 
Brachmane $ or Bramins: unto whom, they fay, the King ufesto 
grant the hanfel of his marriage-bed, wherefore his fitter's ions 
Succeed him, as being more certainly of the royal bloud. The 
houfes of Calicute are built low, equal to a man on horfcback, be¬ 
cause foon finding water, they cannot lay deep foundations. This 
foyl yields much Pepper and Ginger: in the Plains, is a fruit like 
the Myrobolan 3 but in the rcd,difh foilcs, arc gathered all forts 
thereof. They have divers fhrubs and fruits, among which fomc 
(unknown to us) taftclikc Peaches, Damask Prunes, Figgs, and 
Melons. Aloes called Succo-citriniy growes here, and is a gutmne 
gathered from a fhrub, having but one root, like a ftaffe. They 
have a Tree yielding Dates like the Palm, wood for fuel, nuts 
~ .. well-

well-tafted: ropes and fine cloaih are made of it; Wine,Sugar, 

* and oyl are drawn from it. Another Tree bears Cotton, Cypres 
or Cobweb-lawn, of whofe leaves they make ftuffe fwnewhat like 
to Sattin or Taffata; making ropes of its batk being fpun, under 
j whofe latter bark, is a nut as big as ones little finger, in whofe m- 

! ward part, water growing, not much unlike Rofe-water: they 

make fat oyl thereof. They draw mornings and evenings a li¬ 
quor from this Tree by incifion, which is to them as fweet wines, 
j The whole year feems alwayes here as a Spring, through the ayr 
■i its temperatenefle and fweetneffc. Here ate likewife many beaus, 

] a* Lyons, Bugles, Elephants, Beats, Wolves, Stags, Goats,Oxen, 
j though fotnc fay they breed not here. Parrots there are of divers 
colours, and the bird Saran fomewhat Idle than Parrots. Store of 
Apes and Mpnkeys, who running up thofe Trees ( likcNut-trees^ 

I fpoyl the liquor whereof the Indians make drink, overthrowing 
the veflels in which they receive it. Three forts of Serpents arc 
■j in this Country, two whereof are poyfonfotnc in their bitings • 
but the other which are very great, living in Moorifti places; ha- 

vine very long feet, arc faid to have no poyfon in them. The£k- 

licutts felling not oncly theit own Pepper and Ginger to Mer¬ 
chants; but Spices, Musk, Incenle, Aloes, and Camphir, Brafil, 
Pearls, and Caflia, which come to this City from other places, 

1 makes it one of the richcft in the Indies. They believe one God 
1 the Creator and firft caufe of all: but they fay,He,to reft himfclf 
hath committed the Earth’s Government, Judgment, and Punifli- 
ment unto the Devil, whom they call Diume, or the god Tamer an, 
tailing him to be ccelcftial. The King hath many figures of De- 
■>| V • J in a place of his Palace; and in his Chappel a gaping ghaftly 

■I •y.Sen Devil is fet on a Throne of brafle; who holds the ioul of 

1 a man in his throat, and another in his hand to devour him. Their 

i facrificcrs are called Bramins y who (to let pafle ^heir many fuper- 
(litions) promife a general pardon to the people of theit faults once 
3 a year, in December; which continuing for three dayes, their 
Idol-Temple (whither they refott from all neighbouring Provin¬ 
ces ; and into which none may enter, to worlhip or be fprinklcd 
with the lamp-oyl by the Bramins, till he hath wafticd himfelf in 
the Lake in which the Temple ftands) is as a Sanftuary for all, fo 
i that none date cither purfuc an offender, do wrong, or revenge 
for wrong done. 

India without Ganges, is feituated between the other India 
Weftward, and China on the Eaft, and was formerly divided be¬ 
tween 12 rich and puiflant Princes; but now they arc all lubjefl- 
■ ed to the King o[ lirama or Barma, or of Pegu .■ fomc reckoning up 
14 Realms which he pofleffeth at this day: But the moft remark¬ 
able of the 12, into which it wasonce divided, arefeven; 1 .Siam, 
or the Kincdptnc of Soma, made fubjeft to the King of Banna ill 
15S5 ; three of whofe chief Cities arc, Siam, fcatedonthe bark 

of the broad and deep river Menam, aftatclyand plcafing City,

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alfo very populous * and wherein nigh 30000 families of Moors, 
McrcliantSjarc eftimated to dwell:the River overflowesthe Coun¬ 
try 120 miles every year; whereby the King of pegu befugingic 
in 1567, brought but 70000 of pooooo Souldiers with him out 
of the waters.

C auchiri Chi»a y a tew of whofe people arc 
faidtobe Man-eaters- Its chief City of the fame name being 
feituate on the Sea, is much frequented for China difhes, or Proce- 
line , In the fcveral Provinces are to be found fcveral Commodi¬ 
ties j great ftore ot Rice, Elephants, little horfes, Parrots, Civet- 
Catts, huge Canos, many Rubies, much Lacca, (which fome fay 
is the Gum of a Tree * others, that they gather it upon leaves) 
Com, Pepper, Benjoyn, Gold, Silver, Tinn, and other metals, 
plenty of Musk 5 in tome places great Forrefts, where live many 
Tygres, Lyons,and wild bcafts. There is both fieth and fifh,and 
in one place or other all things needful for the life of man : for the 
Country being plain, and watered with many goodly Rivers, all 
things abound beyond what is fpoken. Merchants coming thither 
from all parts, do carry many Commodities forementioned into 
fcveral parrs: fothatthe wealthof thefe Realms may cafily bo 
conceived by their fruirfulnefle \ and that the King of Barnia hath 
ftorcof treafure. From the falfc and foolifb principles of thofe 
ofpegu, fpringfo many vain opinions and ceremonies, that they 
arc hardly to be exprciled. They have Convents of Priefts near 
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I their Idol-Temples above 300 in a places who have head and 
chin (haven, wearing long Gowns with llccvcs hangf g to the 
ground. Thofe of Siam are held, as ii were, authors of all fuper- 
ititions in thefe Countries; yet hold God for the Creator of all 
things, who (hall rccompence the good, and punifh the evil: be¬ 
lieving alfo, a man to haveabouthim, both agoodSpirit guiding 
him to good, and keeping him s and another tempting, and at- 
fli&ing him. They much honour their Priefts, who are attired 
in yellow cloath s for all of that colour (it refembling the Sun 
and cold) is dedicated to God. Many are the number of their 
Idols; wor (hipping alfo the four Elements : fo th« he who in 
lus life-time adored the earth, choofcs to be buried; he that ho¬ 
noured fire, to be burnt : who the ayr, to be hung, and devoured 
\ by birds : and who the water,to be drowned. We fhould ex¬ 
ceed our prefent purpofe of brevity, if we (hould repeat all their 
vanity. 

C HINA, fo called, by corruption of the word Sina (whofe 
people,the Sinois, here inhabited) is a very great and ancient 
Realm ; for (according to the Chirm’s own account in their books, 
and by the computation of an excellent Geometrician, and Cof- 
j tnographer, it hath 3000 leagues in circuit, and 1800 in length : 
1 and if we credit their own relations, their Kings (rom the fir It 
; i called ritti, have fucccffively reigned above 4000 years, being 
never conquered, till that in I'arfar’s time, the 241 King, ckifan* 
taan the Tartar’s Lievtenant (his name fignifying 100 eyes) depri¬ 
ved him of his kingdome; according to a foretold Prophtfie; yet 
. by oneCmbu cliofcn their 251 King, alter 93 years, they were 
j delivered from the Tartars Government. China lyes the moft 
I Eaft ward of any Continent in Afta, having the Ocean Del Znr, the 

files Corea and Japon on the Eaft ; on the Weft India, and part 
! of Titrttrit: on the North Tartaric oncly, from which it is divi- 
I ded, partly by Mountains, partly .by a Wall; which being 500 

leagues long, was made by King Tzainton, and begins in 
' but ends in Sufuan Province; 100 leagues whereof lying quite 
open betwixt the Mountains: the wall is there of frcc-llonc, (even 
fathom broad from bottom to top. Almort the third part ol cbi-

i A<>ntz,i. It is diftributed alfo into 15 Provinces; to wit. Pajama 
or •paenia, Foijuien or Ftgvien, Canton , Olam, Tolanchia, Sifnam on 
Snfuaai, fa-f.iy, Oquiam, Honam, Sincay, A/icbeo, Qaicheii or Qpin- 
chen, Cliequcam or Cbegvian , X ant on and Quinfay ; every one of 
which, is bigger than the biggeft Realm in Europe: in two where¬ 
of, Pajqnia and Tolanchia, the King and hisCouncel do always 
rctide, not oncly becaule they are the greateft and beft peopled ; 
but by rcafoii alfo of the Tartarian’s Neighbourhood, with whom 
the Chinois are in continual war. In all thefe Councries ate many 
Towns and Cities: (Every Town of nptc being built after one 

manner, 
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manner, to wit, two great,,inroad and fttaight ftrccts eroding each 
other, which end at four Gates equally diftant, all gatntflied 
with iron, and (lately, befides other (mailer ftrects wtth pubhque 
and private buildings; and the Villages are fo many and near 
each other, that their number is unknown * fothat hcrc arc judg¬ 
ed to inhabit 70 millions of people : for they are born, and do 
dic,buv and fell in (hips,as if in a City. The two chief Rivers 
of this Country,arc Poljfango and CAcamactn 5 on which are 12000 
(latelv bridges, under whofc arches (hips t 0 p and top gallant, do 
ufually pafle. „Thc principal Cities are, Qutnfay or Suntien, in 
Their language anEcclefiafticalCity, which is fo large,that a hotfc- 
man rouft mike fpeed to ride,from one gate to another in a day,the 

.Suburbs being alfoaltnoft as great a. the City. The King hath 

f i iree palaces; whereof that which (landcth toward the 
Eaft at the Citit's entry is fo big and full of Angularities, that 
fomc report, it cannot be exaftly viewed under four dayes time. 
It is cncompaflcd with feven Wa Is, of at great fpace alunder* it 
hath 79 (lately and admirable artificial Halls, four whereof arc 
the principal, in which Etabafladours have audience $ (and like- 
wife his Lords and Governours, when he keeps his Court 5 yet 
he fcldom fhcwshimfelf to his people out of his lodging, and is 
fcarcc ever feen, but through a glade). Thcfitftisof mettall cu- 
riouflycafl, with a many figures. The fccond hath a floor of 
Silver of great value. The third ol pure cnamcld Gold. The 
fourth far exceeds the other three, wherefore they call it the Hall 
of the Kings treafure 5 in which arc alfo many lpcftimable Jewels 
and the Kings Chair made of Marble* and fet with many prctious 
ftoncs, arid ^Carbuncles fo rich, that by night they (bine as if there 
were Candles * and indeed this Hallcontcins whatever is rich and 
rare fumn where the King alfo refideth, cither for the health ot 
... the Ayrc, orncarncflb to the Tartars, whofePallace, thoughcom- 
"pafled with a triple Wall, within which, befides lodgings, are 
Hills,Groves,Rivers,Fountains, yetisitnot cquallin workman- 
fliip to the European Pallaces. 'Hfnqwn, in Circuit thirty miles, 
and is feated twenty feven miles from the Sea, on a fair Naviga¬ 
ble River * on which, befides private mens, ride 10000 of the 
Kings Ships for the mod part. Colim, famous for Porcehnf. Xatton, 
alwaies harbouring 50oflflps. Sachean, a goodly City, and ot 
great traffiquC) whofc fcituacion is in the Mariihcs, like uato f t- 
vice. Thcte arc no lefle than 1 <0000 Eunuchs, gelded in their 

infancy by their Patents belonging to this Prince as his chictelt 

Courtiers. For that they havc had Printing (which is from the 
top to the bottom of the leaf; and Guns alfo, long before known 
in Europe, they (ay in conceit of rhemfelves, they have two eyes', 
the £urop<tansone-,and others none: They are faid ro be both Po¬ 
litick, ingenuous, and excellent Artificers* for thefon is bound 
not to rove idly, but to follow his fathers occupation. This um¬ 
pire once commanded all the Eaftcrn Iflands, But receiving 
great Ioffe and overthrow nigh Zeilan, ot 800 (hips, they f^^ 
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them all from thdr obedience, as being contented with natures 
bounds Thcfe of Canton', and on all that coaft, are black like 
thofcL.' wimj.as being with them in the fame Parallel* but the 
other within u.e land arc moftly white, yet (ome more than ethers 
according as they advance into the cold Countrey * yetCtotcan- 
not be fafd to be either hot or cold, as lying within the temperate 
Zone, and attending towards the fame climate with Italy. I here 
ate bit few Mountains, but Plains 300 miles about, (their Seas 
alio being very calm)* in which, being tilled, and (owed with all 
kind of fruit, of excellent perfection, dogrow notonely fufficient 
for the nil. Ives, but wherewith to turni(h neighbours, and remote 
Commits* fo th.u they carry out ol China from their many good 
aiu commodious Ports and Havens, blast, VVool, Cotton, Mlk, 
and all lorts of lluffe * much Sugar,l oncy, Wax,, Uubarb, Cam- 
phir, Vermilion, Ditrs Wood, and abundanceo Musk* befides, 
Lien v of 1W- and Barley for tbemlelves. 1 hey dig (lore of Gold, 
Silver, *.,j otner Mettallsout oftheir Mints,tarrying forth.much 
Pearl, Pore, lain Vcffcls, and rich l;urs. lluy have l.kcw.le 
(they fay) Wood, and all kinds of fpiccs* and bait, whofc cu- 
llouve in om ontly Town, amounts to very much. 1 bey prefle a 
delicate ju.ee out of an bearb, (erving them tor Wine, and pre- 
(erv mg their health* whole Kings revenues arc averred to be 
120 M d lions of Gold yearly, confidcring ihe (patiouliuflc of fo 
many Provinces, toe multitude of people, contributions for every 
head, Cullomes of Merc handife. Tenths ot all fruits, revenues ot 
Mines, with all ocher Taxes, aids, imports, and fubventions 
Wherefore this Countrcy is believed to be one of the ntheft and 
greatert, if not the very rieheft and greateft m the whole World 
Yet arc they allgrofleandlottirti Idolaters, (except a very 
i'S have turned to the RomKh Religion) believing the 
Heaven to be the Creator of all things, vihble and invifible,which 
hatha Govcrncur uncreated who is a fpirit, him t icy ca 
Tzanteh that is, The Govcrnour of the great God* laying, there 
is another fpirit which they call Gi«Pji,who hath charge of things 
“n‘“and the power of life and death, and that he hath three 
Milling fpirit*. under \\m,Tanqutm,Teiqum,^ 7*«»./«.»»,who 
have t„hr ii.rt.net charges, They wotlh.p tcvcrall KloHs, one 
Witiuhr.c heads,orh.rs marked tor the twelve ApotUes, who, 
they lay w. rc great Puilolophcrs,vcrtuous livers, and were made 
Anllls in Heaven. They have alfo tlte piaure of an exceeding 
fair Woman, with a child m her Arms * of which,they laid, fhc 
was delivered, being a Virgin,and a great Kuig s daughter. 1 hey 
Recount many for Saints, who have exceeded in valour know- 
ltd*-, lndudrv,or Aullerity oflilc. Ihcy ufc levcra lots, and 
wiien any etthtkion befalls them, have rccourle unto the Dcvill 
in'an'aoftirJ manner. Tain (tney fay) fi.ft created and 

Pi„za„a, whole P dferity being alter many thou lands ofyearsdc- 
roved for wtckedmfle, 'lain created Luttt&am, from whole right- 
Horn came men, and from the left, Women. The immortality 
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of the Soul is generally believed by them, and the reward or pu- 
nifhmcnt in another life for ever \ holding alfo a place for Souls 
who fhall be Angels, to purge thcmfclves in from all evill. There 
are it their Towns and Burroughs many places in which men and 
Women live together as in Monaftcries, of whom there are four 
Orders, every otic Jhaving his General, called Tricon s who re- 
fide commonly in Suntien> who provide a Provinciall in every 
Province, whovifitsall covcnts, correfting roifdemcaners, and 
appointing a Prior in every covent, whom they are all bound to 
obey. The King and his Counccll nominate the Gencralls, who 
hold their place during life, unlcffethcy deferve to be deprived. 
The cldcft fon of a Family can be no Religious man by their law, 
bccaufc bound to feed his Parents when old. They offer Inccnfe, 
Ben join, and the Wood Allocs, with other odoriferous things and 
pafts, morning and evening, to their Idols. Whcn*any Vcffcll 
is put to Sea, their Religious men do facrificcs in the poop, and 
perform other fopperies before their Idols, fuppofing that hereby 
the Slip is fa notified, and that thofe who go in her {hall havegood 
fucuflc. And when any of them pray, theyfpcakto heaven as 
their God, and to one whom they call Sinquian , faying, he is a 
Saint, and invented this their manner of life. 

N Ext arc thofe called the Oricntall or Eaftern Iflands to be 
jriefly furveyed j the firft whereof is J A P O N, or Japan> 
called in old time CH RIS £, and Zipangry, It is a Kingdomc 
compofcdofmany Iflands, divided by many fmall Gulfs,and nar¬ 
row turnings of the Sea. It looks Eaftward toward that called 
New -Spain. On the Weft it hath China , on the North Tartaric 
with other unknown Savage people, and to the South certain un¬ 
known lands, between which a fpatious Sea runneth. All the 
Country is near 600 miles long * but thirty miles,in fome places, 
atthemoft but ninety broad. There are in it fixty fix fmall 
Realms, whereof the firft called chiefy^o#, contains fifty three 
of them 5 another called includes ninc,a third called Xicoum 9 

four. He that hath made himfelf Lord of Coquina , the moft fa¬ 
mous Principality of them all, and is called Prince of Tenze (in 
which arc five Realms about the City Meaco) ftyles himfelf fove- 
raign of Japott, as was Taicofama fome years fincc, who to aflure 
his new Conqucft of fifty Realms, tranfported the vanquifhed 
kings from one Country to another, UWeaco is the principal Ci¬ 
ty hereof, handing in Coquina, which was 21 miles in compaflc j 
but now much leflc through civil wars. Here the three Sovc- 
raign Magiftratcs remain, Bandum is another City, a Univerfi- 
ty, and faid to be bigger then Paris, Oflacaye alfo is a great City, 
and focuchold it thericheftof thcEaft. Tnislftand was difeo- 
vered by the Portugalls in 1542. It hath two Mountains in it, one 
whereof tranicends the Clouds, and is named Figenoiama, the 
other burns caftingforth flames continually. It abounds in Rice, 
fo that they fraught many ftrangcfbips therewith 5 and the king 
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hath two Millions ol Gold yearly rent for Rice gathered < ut of his 
own polkflions. Alfo ftore of round, great,and red Pearl} which 

is as much or more eftecmed than the white; and their abundance 
ot Gold and pretious ftones, do enrich this Realm; They arc gi¬ 
ven to all kind of impiety. Their Bonzes or Pticfts and Dolours 
aredivided into eleven lifts, yet all deny the providence ot God, 
and Soul’s immortality, communicating the fame oncly to noble 
men, but treating with the vulgar, of the other life and pains of 
Hell. Their Gods moft eftecmed are the Fotoques for their do- 
ftrinc,and drift life, who were for the moft ?*** ****** 
lore they defirc of them goods of the other V\ orld ; and C«<- 
mes, who were Princes and great petfons,accounted Gods lor then 
exploits, aud Angular inventions; of whom they require earthly 
bkffings. But fome of the Japonitts adore a fo the Sun and Stars, 
others the Heavens, and fome Stags and wild beafts. The Devil! 

Clikowife)ufeth divers wayes, too tedious here to fee down, that 
he may be adored by thefe Infidells. This Ifland, fmee difeovcr- 
ed (as was faid) by the Portugalls , is much frequented by Jtluues, 
one Xavier^ and alioTurian firft labouring there to turn many to 
an outward profeflion of Chriftianity $ who are faid to be more 
zealous than thofe in Europe: fo that many Neophyts : , or new Con¬ 
verts. being brought over (as alfo fome kings) in divers places, 
from the year 155*. unto 15 9 o. there have been fincc, great 
Wars and Perfections againft them by Taycofama > and the kings 
of 7 enze. putting many to death, andinflifting torments and pu- 
nifhtncnts on them, many of whom notwithftanding, would not 
abandon their embraced Religion ; but their belle! is faid to Hou : 
i ilh ftill, and enlarge it fclf in many places. 

There arc alfo two Winds called JAZAi the greater of 
whom is the biggeft in the World, for it 3000 miles rn Circuit, 
thelclTer is 2000. Tticchief Cities ol the greater Java are four, 
TMjm, Aguin, IiWh, and The barbarous Indi* 

am of this Country (they fay; ulc to eat the dead bodies of their 
friends i asalfo do many of the other /«*«* 1 VS} » ‘ tfo 
drous fruitfull, rhar.it is called the Worlds ppitomc. Eight 
Kings rule in the Letter jh»w, whofc chief Cities arc >. Smart, Um. 
tri , and Bafnia, Tnel'e are good Seamen, but great Pirates. 

t~~F tILAN is an Klc lying in the Gulfof£wg<t/<> ajonailes 
XJ.one, 140 broad; whofc fix Kings arc Tributaries to.he 
Great OHosull. Its chief Cities iteZ.’iUn, and Columbffl, Thu 
inhabitants are skillfull juglers, by which, and the hobby hot fe, 
they get money in all India'% continent. It is very fruition 5 lo 
Tims do bear fruit, and Graffc groweth all the year long. 
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mt%0 RN EO is an Ifland containing two KingUomes or domi- 
.J monfi$of Borneo on the North, and of Laiu on the South, the 
\vhith the iEquino&ul Hue divideth afundcr. They word)ip the 
Sun when he nfeths (repeating certain Vcrfcs) with great reve¬ 
rence j the Moon alfoand Stars whom they account for his Wife 
and Children. Their Couofellours of lUteconfult not of pub- 
lick affairs but in the night* and before their fitting, they go up 
a Tree,beholding the Heavens till the rifing of the Moon. 

S UMMATRA is a great Ifland, 700 miles long, and 200 
oroad, but not the biggeft in the World, as Arijiotle then 
tnought, he calls it Taprohane . Its principal 1 Cities are Pazzen, 
Androgeda, and <Dmn. The fubje&s of whofe twenty nine Kings 
do eat their encmie$,ufing their skulls inftead of money.lt abounds 
in Gold, Silver,and Silk,Ginger,Peppcr, Aloes,and Caflia. 

The MO LUC COES arc in number five 5 three of the chief, 
to wir, Ttrenatt and two others, are 1S miles in circuit 2 which 
King of Terenate hath 70 Iflands under him, bearing pleafant 
Commodities, There is alfo the adjoyning Iflc Bantan or Banda, 
much vifited for its Nutmegs, wherewith it more aboundeth than 
any Ifland of India. Thefc Moluccoes abound in all forts of Spices* 
and both in Banda, and rh ctMoluccoes, the Romifh Religion bath 
for fomc years begun to take deep root. 

Laftly, the PHILIPPINE or Philip's Iflands, becaufe 
they wercdifcovcrcd by a Spaniard in 1564, Philip the Second 
reigning in Spain, Tire Chinoys were Lords of them* till they 
abandoned them. They arc faidtobc no Idle in all than 110000 
30 whereof being fubjedt to thcKins ofSpai *,have embraced whe¬ 
ther voluntarily or forcibly, his Religion. Mariners fay, there 
are bifidcs thefe 127000 lllcs about India: and 7448 which Jay 
again Uchina, all pagans * which (land fencer together, that they 
fccra afar off to be one Continent.

A frica (which fome will have fo called, from one 
Afrsu, a Companion of Hercules againft gerion- others 
from Africa, aKingoi the Arabians-, whence it why the 
Arabians it this day called Africia. But others,frotn the 
Greek pri vative particle [«] 8c [«<*»•] fignifying cold; as much 
as ro fay, A Country without cold. Laffly, Jofepkus faith, it wag 
fo named from Efrus, one of Ebrabam's polterity, who leading 
an Army into Lybia, and overcoming his enemies, there fate 
’down: and Afrit? by the Greeks is called Lybia) bends partly to 
the South, partly to the Weft 5 and isa Peninfula flint up from 
the North with the Mediterranean Sea 5 from the Welt with the 
Atlaotick and ^Ethiopick Ocean; Iron* the South with the Indian 
Ocean 5 from the Eaft with the rcd-Sea: fo that in this pare 
which bends toward the Eaft, it is knit to Afia by an lfthmus ot 
narrow tra^k of land, but 60 miles over; fo that it is feparated 
from Aftabyi bofomc of the red Sea, aline being thence drawn 
into the Mediterranean, but from Europe it is disjoyned by Hercu¬ 
les ftraic The ./Equator cuts Africa almoft in the middle, and it 
is extended beyond the Tropick of Cancer, even to 45 degrees of 
the Pole Ant-artick. It is much leffe then Afia, for it hath both in 
length, and breadth alfo, but 70 Degrees, which make 1 o 50 Ger¬ 
mane miles. Its figure is almoft Quadrangular, or lour fquare, 
but that it rum along towards the South, with a loogcr point. It 
hath been no final 1 controverfy among Geographers , whether the 
River Nilus doth divide Aftaisom Africa , and lo, whether Egypt* 
sind Ethiopia, ought rather to be referred to Afia than to Africa j 
but fince thence it would follow, that Egypt fhould be partly ac- 
tributed to Africa , partly to which thing Vtolomy holds not 

convenient, and feeing all do at this day reckon the true ^Ethio¬ 
pia, which is Presbyter Johns Empire, to be in Africa, it is judged 
not to be circutnfcribcd by Nile, but rather by the Mediterrane¬ 
an and Ocean. Africa is a very waft and uninhabited part of the 
World. But it had once the City Carthage therein for its head, 
which ftrove with Romes Empire for Mafterdome. The two chief 
Seasf which notwithftanding belong to it but in a part; arc the 
vitlantick Main, and on the other fide the Indian Sea. Es grea- 
teftRivcr is Nilut, which alfo Geographers call the greateft ot the 
whole World, for it flows about 700 Khnds. Ot which alio 
•RjmmfuuanA Eracafinm do relate divers, yea many wonders. 
It is divided into four psrts, in the general; Barbary, Numtdta, 
Lybia, fpccially lo called, and the land of the Negroes, os Blacks. 
Others make feven parts thereof; Barbary, Namidta, Lybia, tilt

B A kB A R IE took its name from the Saracens, unto whom 
the conquered Inhabitants language was as a murmuring 
iound 5 lor fo much the word Barbar imports: and is bounded on 
the North with the Mediterranean, on the South with Mount 
Adas* It contains four Kingdoms known at this day by the 
names of, i. Tunis, which hath on the Weft Algiers ; on the Eaft 
the Country Cyrenaica, alfo called Pentapolitana $ and contained* 
five Provinces, which lay between the great river, and the river 
©f die Country of Mefrat •, and was formerly called Numidia, and 
Africa Propria, or the letter Africk, or at leaftwife included this 
letter Africa within it felf. The Provinces arc, Bugia , which be¬ 
ginning at the great river, extends 15 o miles, even to the Moun¬ 
tains of Conjiantine, and isnigh 40 miles broad •, it was once a 
Kingdom of it felf. The chief City is Bugia, of great antiquity, 
and was built by the Romans on a high Mountain near the Sea. 
Valzal is another City therein; which the moft judicious hold to 
be Igilgil't, as being very like it in feituation: in which were an- 
ticntly fair Temples, Colledges, ftately Lodgings, Monafteries, 
and Hofpitals 5 but fmcc Peter oi Vjtvarr took it in 1508 $ it hath 
remained without beauty or ornament. The Country of Confian* 
tine, which lycth between the Mountain of (fonflantine and 
Tunis , near the river (juadilbarbar 5 and whofe chief City is Con - 
jlan tine, which feme hold to be £V/e, called by Ptolemie Julia, and 
the ancient abode of old King Mafini/a (who being King of this 
Numidia antiqua, liv’d and dyed in amity with the Roman Senate, 
after whofe death, Micipfa’sjugurtba, and the death of his fonjWir- 
cipfa, his adopted fou killing his two natural fons Adberbal and 
Jiiempfal oppofed the Romans, till at length being delivered into 
Sylla\ hands by King Boccus, and led in triumph to Rome, he was 
there ftarved in prifon). This Town is environed with highMoun- 
tains and Rocks, confiding now of about 8000 families. Here is 
alfo the Town Bofne, otherwife Hippo, where Augujline was Bi- 
fhop. Tripoli, fo called from three principal Cities therein: 
which beginning at the tiver and gulphof Capes , extends beyond 
the Town of Tripoli, \near the Country of Mefrat . The chief Town 
is New Tripoli , or Tripoli of Barbarie : which being taken from the 
Knights of Malta by Sinan Bafa, Selimus his Lievtcnant, in 15 5 1 > 
Pyratslivc there, which annoy all theCoafts of Italy; whereas 
in former time there was great concoutfcof Cenoan, renetian,*od 
Sicilian Merchants, as alfo from other places. Ezzabe , which 
lies beyond Tripolis , towards the Eaft, in which (lands the City 
Cairaon , built by Hueba Generali to Of men the fourth, Caliph of the 
Saracens , and who fubdued all Barbary. The chief Country of 
this Province is Mefrat near the Mediterranean, andaboutan io# 
miles from Tripolis ; which hath inr it many Towns and Villages, 
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both on the Mountains and plains, daftly, The Country of T«. 
nit which lyes betwixt the Rivet (juadtlbarbar, called by thean- 
tients the pool of Hippomta, and the River of Capes. Cartage was 
the antienteft City hereof, and once the chief of all Afnek ; built 
bv Dido, in the ycat of the World 3078,135 years before Rome, 
or as fomc hold, but feventy two years before jeow (yet this 
Country was peopled by the pbtnictans long before, who tied hi- 
thcr from the fwordof J ofhuah, unto whom Dido (with her Tymns) 
joynod her felf). After three feveral wars which the potent Car- 
miinim waged with the Romanes-, this City was utterly razed, 
being taken and burnt by Scipio ; but being afterwards re-built: by 
C 4ar, he tranfolantcd a Vjmane Colony hither, fo that it flourifo* 
cd again 1 yet far from her ancient reputation,and hath fincc been 
fo ill intreated by randals, Gotland Saracens, that fcarce a twen- 
tieth pare of the Town remains inhabited •, fomc fay it was 21 
or ji miles in compafic; almoft invironed with the Sea, in the 
midft of which was a Fort called Byrfes ; containing little leffc than 
two miles.The Carthaginians were named Pahs, or Pliant : whence 
may be proved that they came from the pUmetans, they were al¬ 
fo branded in their time for perjury, and falfc dealing. But the 
chief of the many fair Towns, here is Turns, called by Ptolemy, The - 
m iCe, or Thunife, which being at firft but final ; after Carthage was 
ruined, it began to be fo enlarged and enr.ched ; that now its held 
for the chicfof the whole Country, having in it about ten thou- 
fand Families, and near five miles in Circuit, it is feared near a 
very fafe harbour j which the Spaniards ftrengthened with the 
Fort called Goletta ; which being fourty years in fimfhing; the 
Turks by their Uerculian labour, equalled with the ground in 3?. 
dayes(pace. ThisKingdomc generally confident, is fruitlull 
enouahtfor liugia in fomc places yields ftore of grain and fruit, al¬ 
though in other places it be exceeding barren. There are alio 

many Forrefts, and Fountains on the high and rough Moumams, 

with plenty of Oxen, Goats, and Hotfes. Conjtannne hath ftore 
of Oil, witn great plenty of Butter through their much Cattclli 
alfo much Corn 5 tor near Bone (the Town where Augufttne was 
born) there is one plain 40 miles long, and 15 broad, where 
crows abundance. Tripoli hath ftore ot all kind of fruits, and 
Dates ; alfo plenty of Wheat, but no other Corn. Ezzabe hath 
abundance of Olives, Dues, and divers other fruits in.its goodly 
plains, but no grain. The Province oiTums, four or five miles 
within the Town fo called, hath plains full of Olive Trees; but 

they dare not manure the land about the Town for any corn, be- 

caufe of the daily incurfions of the Araks. The Turks comman¬ 
ding the inhabitants of this Country, they all make open profef- 
fion of Mahomet and his law. Chriftians live there in their Reli¬ 
gion, but as (laves, and with many miferics; being worfc uled 
than in the Emperour of tMomcoe’s dominions.

war betwixt the Serif, or King there, and thcTurk; it is much de¬ 
cayed yet it is Aid to have in it clivers fair Temples, and five 
dainty Collcdees, wrought curmufly with Mj.tujue woik. At. 

oitr, formerly 1 under the-Realm of 5 but through intup- 

,,enable charges, it revoked to the King ol Bnato. ’Hun it be¬ 
longed to the King ol Spain, from whom RarUrojsa took it 111151 y. 
But being now reduced under the Turk, it is grown both rich and 
famous, and made by them alnioft impugnable (though not fo 
jarec a*- (Ironssiftcemed to contain about 4000 familic s? Handing 
on the declining of certain hills, and three miles in Circuit ) and 
is a reireat for abundance of Pirats,bringing thither their prizes, 
for which caufe thcTurk hath a Licvtenant there. 1 here arc alio 

two other Towns of note in this Country of Tremifen. C>an, ta¬ 
ken ior the Spat., an/s by Peter of Navarre in 150.,, and bt fie ged 
by the Turk (though in vain) in 15 da. It contains icooo Fami¬ 
lies, and M.ifaliiuivir, taken likewifeby the Span,arils about the 
fame time, and is a famous Haven Town. A traveller fome years 
fince palling between the Town of eAlpier, and the City Fez, 
found (ne faith) ftrong Wines, much excellent bread, the yry 
beftandbisaeftot Hens,plenty of Figs, Fruits, Olives, and deli¬ 
cious Oyl 5 and when palt the Plains (in which were innumera¬ 
ble Villages and houfes,all of mud,and platformcd on tile-top, as 
they arc all ovir Ajrick, and alio in A jin) he wring into a hilly 
Country, law the fields ovcr-clad with Rocks ot Goats, and fheep; 
tne ihe< p being fo great, that fome of their broad and thick tails 
which liana to the ground, will weigh fixteen, eighteen, or twen¬ 
ty pound weight; lb that (if not from this hilly region, yet,I from 
the Plains (fome, if not all,wilt rcof belong to the Realm ot Aigtrr) 
wetonchule this Country ft rtileenough, and not unlikethi King- 
dome -f iw.ls. It’s Religion the fame, and the Chrillian Haves 
after tiicfauicmanmr.

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Tnitdly.fVs; and fourthly, (Morocco ; which being two king¬ 
doms, yet are fubjeft unto one Xerife, King or Empcrout, called 
tne Empcrour of (Morocco. Tbefc Countries were once called 
Mauritania Tingitana, from the Town Ttngrs ot ■ Target ; (nigh 
which the Phoenicians coming into arefaid to have en¬ 

graven in tin ir language on two Marble Pillars, thefe words; m 

\ee from the face ofjofibuab the robber, tbefonof Nave) This State, 

bath for feme years paft endured evon many incredible changes, 
by the Princes of one family, who by many wicked and unwor¬ 
thy ads, have fought againft and expelled each other. They are 
hoth divided into feven Provinces. Morocco, which takes its name 
from the chict City lo called, is fcituated between Mount Atlas 
fln j the Atlantick Sea 5 whofc fever. Provinces arc,

with Mount aim: Its moft ancient Town of Kcc, is now called 

Tednell (landing in a goodly Plain on the river 7 er.fijl ; yet is it 
not well inhabited, yea rather abandoned by the Inhabitants, who 
about i < iA,hcaiinu that the Arabians would fell itto the /*>/«- 
tails, intended to fli c, although many of them were therem put 
Vo tie (word ; another Tovin being fo ferved. fhere is here 
anion ft other places,one called in thc.r language,^ Fort ofDtf. 

Ms- bccaufca Stflary of Mahomet there kept with his dilci- 
r fes, preaching his destine, and defending it againft the King of 

** 2° e< si s, which lyeth betwixt Mount Atlas and Africa proper- 
ly (o called; having the L)bian Dcfarts on the South; and on the 
Eh It me great riverW The chief City is Me ft otM.fsa fel¬ 
led on the Cape of Cion ; and is as it were three Towns, be- 
twix. wnom, the river pafluh : yet isttof little or no worth, 
by rvafon ot the bad foyl. But amongft others, Tavagojl is the 
fanheft, andgteateft Town of Suz, .which is feated in a \ lain, 

and whole Inhabitants are very rich. _ 

a Tne particular Province of Morocco is maJc of a triangu¬ 
lar form by the Mountain of Nefife, bounding it on the Well, 

Eaft, and North, and is feparated from Hee, by! the r.yer Afi- 
finuatl, unto which the river Ter.fift or Tenfifi J>yncth. The City 
Morocco is not fobcautilull as formerly ; the Gaftle and Palace of 
Kine tAhnanfor,!* big as a Town, being all of note that is now to 
be feen. It was built by Adee amen, and once contained t ooooo 
houfholds: but now every way infenour to Fez. Yet its great 
Temple hath a Town fo high, that the hills c^*// 1 3 ° hu es di- 
ilant, maYbeeafilydifcerned. Here are alio the Towns of 7 V- 
and which is ftronely bullion a very high Monn- 

tain. Alfo Uizmtft ,feated on a rock of Mount Atlas, near which, 
is a narrow paflage of the fame Mount, named Bams, through 
which,he that goes into Cjuzuie, rouft needs palfe j it is fomewhat

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Heet and confines with Suz, Here is neither City, Town, or Ca- 
Ale, onely forac Villages. 

5, Ducal t a, near the Ocean and the Cape Cantin on the Weft, 
the Country of Tedle on the Eaft. Its few walled Towns are al- 
moft all held by the Portugal* 5 and divers Towns here w<rc aban¬ 
doned by their Inhabitants, which were lacked and ruined when 
the Portugal* took the Town of Azamor (fcated at the mouth of the 
River Ommirabili) in 1513. 

6 , Htfcora, which beginning at Ducalia' s Mountains toward 
the North, confines with UMorocco on the South. Here arc four 
Towns, whereof Elvimua is a new Town, and Bzo, an ancient one, 
lcituacc on a high Mountain. 

7, Tedle , of a triangular form, bounded with the river Quadtl* 
habib, that is, a river of Slaves, on the Weft, and that of Ommira - 
hilt towards the Eaft. The chief City is Tefza, (landing on the 
river r Deyme, an ancient Town, fo called,as being built with ftones 
of the (amc name, Slfza, (built on Ommirabili, into which Deyme 
runneth, both flawing from Mount Atlas) is near 7 efza, and alfo 
under its jurifdi&ion. Then is there Cbytbite, having long main¬ 
tained war againft the King of TV*, Laftly,£///;/Wywhich abounds 
in all kind of Victuals. 

The fcven Provinces of Fez (which are bounded on the North 
with the ftraitof Gibralter,& ^Mediterranean Se*,mt\\ part alfo 
of the AtlantickSca, and with Morocco on the South) are, 1. Te- 
»f/)»Vbeginning on Atlantick towards the Weft, and bounded 
with the Buragrag on the Eaft* whofc Inhabitants Ptolemy calls 
Causes, This Province was (of old) the flowr of Mauritania Tin* 
containing above 400 Towns, and 300 Caftlcsand Villa-* 
ges, and is i2o miles long, although uarrower. Some of whofc 
Towns ar z,%Amfa, built anciently by the Romans on the Sea- 
fhorc * and hath been almoft ruined by the Portugal$ 5 as alfo 
Manfor, a Town nigh this. When the Mahometans contended 
about the differences of the Do&ors of their Law, the Town 
t/idendum, like the reft ef c Mauritania, felt the ruining fury of the 
War. This Country is as it were a Land of conqueft; for the 
Arabians, or rather the ftrongeft party, command here. The re is 
alfo Rabat or Kubut, feated at the mouth of Buragrag near the Sea, 
and founded by Almanfor ; in whofc time it was one of the popu- 
loufeft of Africk ; but now not above 500 houfholds, and nought 
but Gardens,Vines, and Meadows within the walls. Sala, called 
by the Barbarians Zale, is a Town towards Cjibralter ftrait,in which 
is a Palace, wherein the Kings and Royal Princes were interred. 
Marmora, a mile and half from the Sea, where the Portugal Army 
(though Chriftians kept the Town) was defeated by the King of 
Fez, through the bad intelligence between the Generals of the 
Portugal and Caflilian Armies. Macnafe feated on the River Subu , 
in a goodly Plain, 15 or 16 miles from Fez, It*s well peopled, 
i'cafonably ftrong and great, having broad ftrects,and abundance 
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ol water by an aqueduft through the old induftry of tke Bo* 

^Secondly, Fez bounded with the rivers Butagrag, Inaxe, and 
Subu on the Weft, Eaft, and North 5 and with Mount AdM on 
the South, and is about 100 miles in length. Here is the Town 
Guahli (Lowing it felf upon Mount Zarbon, ruined by the Africans, 
but rebuilt by Idris, who is buried there, and honoured as a holy 
man. Near this is an ancient Town called Vbaraohj Palace , al¬ 
though the never commanded over this Country; But 

the Metropolis is the great and (lately City of Fez or Fejfe, called 
by Ptolemy, Slide $ but Fejfe, from Fefle, figmfying,Gold, whereof 
they found abundance, in digging its foundation. It is fcuuated 
like^ Grenada \nAndelufiaoiSpain, to wit, on the bodies and twice 
double devalling faces of two Hills, the low Valley between 
(through which the torrid River of Marrabeba runneth South¬ 
ward) being the Centre and chief place thereof *, for it is the molt 
bcawilull and populous part of the City: whofc feituation fas 

ol the whole) is judged to be right under the Tropickot Cancer* 
The Valley is two miles long, and half a mile broad: in which 
are five Market-places, (lately Temples,Colledgesand Hofpitals, 
and 100Taverns, that may lodge a Monarduck Trains on trie 
River are 67 bridges of Timber and (lone, which are pailagcsfor 
©pen ftreets on both Tides: moflpartof the forcmemioned build¬ 
ings arc three or four (lories high, adorned with large ana open 
windowes, long galleries, fpatious Chambers, and iquare plat¬ 
forms. It was firft divided into two, both parts of each fide at 
the river having his ^Mahometan Lord, and Mufti or chit 11 ritli, 
but the King of Luntana, or of the tantune family, Tacking thelc 
two Towns, put the Mfi* to death, and made them but one. 
Alfo Jacob, fon to Abdulach the firft King of the Meenr.on. family, 
divided Fez into three parts, and with three fevcral Walls, but 
How (faith a traveller) environed onely with one, and t at broken 
down in fundry parts. On the two Hills of the City, Eaft, an< * 
Well arc ftrects and houfesof two ftories-high, with delicate 
Gar Jens on their outmoft devalling parts, as alfo numbers of 
Mofquccsor SaraccnicalTemples and Watch-Towers : on which 
heighths, and round the Town, (land about 300 Wind-Mills 
mod whereof belong to the Mofquces, and the two magnifies 

Colledges loreducating children in rheMahametan-Liw,built by 

Kings of the Marine otMurin familyjone whereof called Anmodoc , 
(having three Cloy fters of great beauty, whofegates are of brats, 
and the private doors of Chambers of m-laid work,&<\ cod King 
Jlaba Hennorox Habu Henon 480000 Crowns, or 460000 Duc- 
kats in the building of it. The chief Mofquee is called Mammo 
Currarad, which fignifies,The glory of Mahomet 5 which is an // 4 j 
lian mile in circuit, having 17 high ground Steeples, befiJes 1 ar¬ 
rets and Towers, 34 entring Doors, fupported within by the 
length with 48 pillars, and.about 2 3 ranges of pillars in breadth, 
bcfidcs many lfles, Quires,and Circles : Every pillar hath a lamp 
Nnnnn » 
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of oyl burning ihereai, where, and thorow the whole Mofquee, 
arc every night poo lamps lighted $ and to maintain them, with 
1 00 Totlccksand preaching TalfumanSy it hath 200 Duckatsdai- 
ly rent: yet fomc lay, this great Mofquee (no more than the reft) 
hath but one Prieft, whofe office is to fay the prayers, and take 
care of the Temple’s revenues $ the which he diftribures to the 
Mmifters thereof, and for all neceffaries* furnilhing alfo other 
Temples that have no means, with tiectflaries. The reft going 
to the common profit of the Town*, bccaufc it hath no revenues. 
The Citizens arc faid to be very modeft and zealous at their wor- 
(hip, but great dancers and revellers on their folcmn Fcftivals. 
Here were in times paft, the Kings %Almartfor y Mauwuy'and Hue - 
cepb y both learned and civil men, and accounted excellent in their 
fupcrftirion$ in whofe times alfo flourifhed Avieen> Rafis y Alfa. - 
wazar y and Averroety the faraoufeft Phyfttians and Philosophers 
anv'iigthe Pagans; with many others maintained by the Kings 
0 t'Moroccoy who with their Moors were then Matters of all Bar - 
fary and Spain. There arc now in Fez a great number of Poet* 
making divers fongs* chiefly on Love and Lovers, whom they 
openly name* All which once a year againft Mahomet's birth¬ 
day, make rymes to his praife; and on that Fcatt-day in the after¬ 
noon, in the Market-place is a dcsked Chair prepared for them 5 
whereon they afeend one after another to recite their verfes in 
audience of the people 5 and he that is judged the beft, hath all 
the year this Epithete above the rett, The Prince of Poets 5 and is 
by the Vice-gcrcnt and Town rewarded. But there arc alfo 
1 aooo Brothel-houfcs allowed in this City, whofe Curtczans 
are neatly kept, and weekly looked to by Phyfttians, and (which 
is word*) they (in Summer) give open licenfc for 3000 ftews of 
SoJomiticall (ooyes. Nay (iairh onc)lhavc feen at Mid-day in the 
very Market places, the Moors buggering thefe filthy Carrions, 
and without any ihamepr bodily punifhmcnt inffli&cd on them, 
go freely away. 

Thirdly, The Province of Azgar, which hath on the Weft the 
Rivi f Buragrag, anticntly called L'tx 5 on the Eaft the Mountains 
of frmer&y acid a part of Zarbon y and Zelagy which divide it from 
the Country of Fez, Its an 120 miles long, and ninety broad. Two 
Towns are found herein, LarM y or Loracbe , on the River Luccm y 
w icre the Port is good, though the entry difficult : and CtfarEl- 
tafar fignifying the great Pallace of the foundation, built by King 
Mu*{or , or Almanfor . But of the Town Gimba , which was 
built by the aiment Africans, is nothing now to be feenbut the 

ditci os. 

Fourthly, Habat y Elbabet, or Ellabat, bounded on the Eaft with 
the mountain near Gibralter ftrair, on the Weft with the Mari- 
fhes of Azgar, and is larger than Azgar. A chid Town hereof is 
Exage/i, letted nig »the River Gaarga, or Z ierga, on a Mountain's 
mp3 whole inhabitants have commonly four hundred horfc in 
Garrifon, bccaufeofchc Fortugalls 1 luoads. Here is alfo among 

others* 
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others, Homar, once well-peopled s but now little inhabited, the 
Portugalls commanding on that coaft. . „ 

Fifthly,Err/, which runs 70 leagues from Gibralter s ftratt Welt- 
ward, 10 the River Nocbor Eaft ward. Here is Belie, haying a 
good Port, and feared betwixt two Mountains. There is alfo Ter- 
i>ai with three other Towns that are fcituated on a Mountain, 
tut the Villages of this Province arc many, although the Towns 

^Sixthly, Garet, which bordereth on the River Mulvia, and part 
oirbauz, to the Eaft, on the River Nocbor, and part of fr//towards 
the Weft j and is about 7 5 miles long, and fixty broadj in one 
part whereof are Towns, in the other Mountains, in the third a 
Dcfarr t the chief Towns being Tezzor 4, feared on a Utile hill, 
and bur one paffag^thereco. Miggeo, and Jaffertn by the Sea, 
built nor many ycarsTince by the Mahometans , of rhe race of Ma - 

Seventhly, ebaaz, 190 miles long, from Eaft to Weft, and 1 7 ° ; 
broad, for it contains all that from Mount Atlas towards Mauri¬ 
tania, and no fmall part of theCountry joyntng to Lybta. Herein 
is Tez.o, feared in a plain at the foot of Mount Dubdu, on the Ri¬ 
ver Mululo, and is a City ftrong and rich, being alio as 1 Umverfi- 
tv, having Colled ges like fez. Teurert, a Town on a hill in a large 
Plain, and cncompaficd with Dcfatts.. And amongft others, 
ftands little Tezergue, fubjeft to the Arabians, being near Cunatgel 
chtrben a Mountain, fignifying the paflage of Ravens. Mahomet , 
thefecond Xerijf of Barbary, who beginning his reign m M 5 °» 
united the Kingdomes oi Fez, and Morocco, fot which Kingdoms-, 
the three fons of Hamet contended in 1*035 two of which brethren 
dying in thofe wars, Abdela, fon to one of the flam brothers, main¬ 
tained the war againft Sedan the furviving brother: During which 
one Sidan Amet, a Hermitc,feized on the City Morocco , the which, 
Sidan, and Side - He an alfo, a Hermitc, forced h 1m to leave in11 6 1 6, 

So that wnatevet the event hath been fince; then was the Xertfate 
greatly diftra&cd 5 fot Sidan pofl’effcd t Morocco ; Stde-Hean tom- 
led himfclf in Taradant 5 Abdela lived by robberies 3 Fez flood£a 
its Guard ; and the other Towns were governed by particular 
Magiftrates of their own. Thefe people arc Tawny, but tome 
more than the other5 they are alfo fotnewhat more civill, or elie, 
much of the conditions of the Arabians 5 they arc wondrous am¬ 
bitious, unconftant, fubtile, and treacherous, alfo very cholerick, 
great braggers, fufpicious, and exceeding jealous; This Realm 
in general (tor to /peak particularly of the fourteen Provinces, 

would be too tedious) is faid to abound in Corn, Fruit, Oyl, Ho¬ 
ney, Wax, Sugar, Goatt-hair, whereof Chacnlets are made, and 
their stems, wInch being drefled they call Marroquin-skins, and 
WcS/u«^-Lcathet} there is alfo much1 Cattle in divers places, 
alfo in great (lore of fine Amber is founds fo that although 
fome places arc rough and ftony, yet thclc inhabitants have a 
things ncedfull for life, one Country abounding .u> what another 
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wants; and if they had not war on every occafion, hindering a 
fetlcd peace $ this Empire would be very happy, and not envy 
any others commodities, for in their Mountains they feed great 
iloreof Cattle* and they have likewife plenty of Corn ; but c hett 
Plains yield fo much corn, and fruit, that they furnilh other pla¬ 
ces with Citrons, Oranges, Sugar, and Olives. Yea, they trans¬ 
port itnoforreign Countries, Chamlets, Barbary-skins, Cotton- 
Cloath, and Sugar, whereof they make great profit. And for the 
Emperours Revenues, he is Maftcr both of all his fubjc&s goods 
and perfons, none daring to oppofe any impofitions laid (by him) 

on them; Yet the Empires ulurpation, the continuall wavering 
of affairs, with the fear of an accident like that of Muley Che 
makes him feck to govern them the milder, that they may defire 
to live alwayes under his command. All fi^re ar c Mahometans 
except the flavcs, which do^rine of cJW4^w<f/entred into ^€g)pt, 
in 617 , through the Conqueftsof Omar , then a Captain of Oilman^ 
firit parted into t/tfrick, in 650 , with 80000 men, who defeating 
Gregory Patriciw , they chafed the r F s $mws with the troops of Leo 
thcEmperaur, and Abfimachtu, quite out of Africk, becomming 
Mafters of Barbary , which the Arabians incrcafed, firft by Arms, 
andthofenoe prevailingly Preaching and Traffique. The Goths 
and Randalls who inhabited Africk, being infeftedwith the 
an opinion, much helped herein ; for thc-y brought in the Arabian 
letters and language, building Univerfitics at Morocco and Fez, ad¬ 
ding alfo great Revenues thereto 5 But nothing hath more advan¬ 
ced Mahomets left than the Viftories of the Miramamolinsoi Africk . 
But of thefe ^Mahometans are many fe&s alfo, who have their 
Heads, and Dolours to defend them, for divers have commen¬ 
ted upon the Alcaron, not directly allowing of what it preferibeth, 
butcontradi# it in many things* of all which different fc&s, and 
Orders, with their leaders, (Tome of whom differ not onely from 
the reft in their law, but alfo in faith) may be feen in the book 
entitulcd,ADcfcriptionof ERates, Empires, and Principalities,' 
But among other differences of the Law and Religion between the 
Moors of fez, and Morocco, this is one, that they (ubmit to the 
Califf of Bagdet, and not tohimoffa/V, to whom the Turks yield 
obedience. Here arc alfo Jews, who having multiplyed in Spain, 
came by degrees into Africk ; and afterwards there incrcafed, 
when Ferdinand of Spain, called the Catholique, and Emmanuel, 
King of Portugal /, expelled them their Kingdonies ; many of whom 
comming, brought the Trades and Arts of Europe with them, 
which were before unknown unto the Barbarians . Tin Jews pra- 
&ifc much the Art of the Gold-Smith (which is forbidden by Ma- 
hornets law) and cfpccially of Smiths, There are but few called 
Chrirtians in the Realms of Fez, and Morocco, bcfidesflavcs, (ex¬ 
cept fuch as live in places poflefted by the Portugalls) Jwliofc Rate 
is dcfervcdly to be pitied ; enduring more pain among thefe Bar - 
Variant, i\\&n hearts do among us. But Spain fmoft of thofc llives 
being that Kings (ubjc&'s) hath two Religious Orders, (the one 
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called de la Merced , in An agon ; the other much greater, having 
the name of the Redemption of Captives) appointed purpofely foe 
Redeeming them; who gather great Sumsoi Money year ^where¬ 
with the y free a great numb; r, for they fend diligent and faithful} 
mem to Fn, Morocco , and Algier, who firft redeeming Pnefts and 
RMioious men, then free the other fore: firft the King of Spain $ 

Subjeas, then the reft 5 and there is alwayes one of the Religious 
of Spain, at Fa, who informing himfclfofthe quality and ncccflicy 
of llives prepares a way for their delivery the year following. 

And to conclude ot Barbary ; The great Turk hath therein three 
Jte lrrCeos, or great Bajfaes, proudly ftyled, Lords of Lords; tne 
firl wiicrcofisat Vripolti, (which was taken in by Swan Bajfa 
from the Knights of Malta in 1551) and he cemmandcth under 
in 8000 Timariots , and 6000 Janizaries. Thefeeondat Tums,oz 
'lunnets, who being of great authority, commaodeth under him 
twelve SanzAcks, or Lords, Governours, and 35000 Ttmarms. The 
t , . ird at AWiet, who hath under him fourteen Sanzacks, and 4000* 

Timariots. Thefe arc all he hath in Africk#* cept the great Vtzier 
B ijs'a of tAE^ypt ; But i wAjia, the Greater and the Lifle, he com¬ 
mands 30 Brglerbegs or Baftaes* 

Next to B.rbary is Nmnitlia (not thatfpokenoffo much in the 
Romaoe H'(h>ry, for that is a part of Tunis)-, on the North whereof 
is Mount Allas, fo high that they fay its cop cannot be ton, and 
was fo called from Allas a King of Mauritania, (who being of a 
great nature, was feigned by Poets to bear up Heaven with his 
ih wider*; either for his skill iu Allronomy, or for the great 
height of the Hill). It is uow named A./ebif*, ot Montes Clan, that 
is, famous mountains, on its South-fid cLybia, and may be called 
Numidia , from the manner of its inhabitants, ih cNumida, there li¬ 
ving, it being like the Scythian NomaJes ; for thefe arc laid to lpena 
their time in hunting, and to ftay no longer ih one place than 
there is grafle for their Camclls, fo that they are a]bafe, thcevifh, 
murderous, and ignorant people ; although the Arabians who 
arc mixt among them, arc more liberall, civill, and ingenuous. 

The Country is meanly peopled; for accounted by them a 
great City,hath in it not above 400 families; nor (if we be¬ 
lieve reports) have no neighbours within three hundred miles 
thereof. 

L YBIA ( which is AFRIC*> properly fo called, and 
is Ih named either from hf.s formerly a Mooiifh King, or 
ltorn Lslia a Queen hereof, or from Ly.S fignifying the iouth- 
Wind/.vhichtjeiulybloweth fromthefepans, is bounded with 
Vilas on tncE ill, the Atlantic!: Ocean on the Weft, and is now 
called Sarra, tuatis, a Defart; forms full of vaft fandy De- 
farrs, ( wing alf > under the toirid Zone, or torching heat of the 
Slin). In one ot thefe Delates it was that mlliam LilWthc Scot- 
fiih Traveller in King James his dates, endtued fas he 
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hunger and great drought, for feven or eight dayes, as he went 
front Fez towards tArracon, a great Town on the Frontiers of Nor¬ 
thern Ethiopia, with one cbatteUne a French lapidatour, who 

would go thither to buy Diamonds and prctious (tones, Cbattelwe 

on the eighth day, in the night, falling lick of a burning Feaver, 
and mindfull to return* Lithgow left him at Abetzoy the fartheft 
Town Southward of the Kingdomc of Ftz, (well fortified with 
Walls, and a Garrifon of Moors therein) and with his Dragoman 
Moor, went forward,entring the Agaroes Country, whole better 
fortof inhabitants were half clad, the vulgars naked, whohad at\ 
Emeer or Priuce of their own, fubjeft to none but his own paffion;, 
yet had they a baftard (hew of Mahocnetanicall Religion. They 
toy led fix dayes in traverfing this Country, whofefalvagcs both, 
fnarledon them, and fometimes gave them baftinado’s 5 yea, and 
enough was it for the Dugowan to favc Liibgote's life and liberty 
from them, who were (fill inquirous what he was, and whither 
he went. On the feventh day, they came into the foil of the 
Hteans , and the Jemnites , moft part whereof were White 
Moors, fome of whole better fort, (and chief among them) had 
their M-mbers covered, but tar more wickedly conditioned 
than the former 5 who were ruled by a Xerif} } having his Guard 
made up of young BilatSy or Pages ^ and Women, who fee- 
med rather to live without any Religion , then to acknow¬ 
ledge any Deity. Then were they led by a Hagen Guide 
five dayes together South-Ealtward, almoft contrary to the bor- 
dersof Ethiopia, whither they were bent: who dealing from 
them ontnc 6 ih night; they the next day continuing their faces 
the fame way, were long ere niglu involved in a difinnabitca 
Coun rcy, being both a vafte Wilderncflc, (and a part of tnc 
Her doth*$ Country, one of the four Tribes of the old L)bian%\ the 
SabuncIts.C'armneS) and South' Garolines> being the other three) and 
alfo mountainous and dangerous for wild beads, whom to at- 
frighren, they burntfevery night) fhrubs of Tara. But the day 
after their full entrance herein, they proceeded farther, thinking 
to find People ami Tents to relieve them with victuals, and inform 
them of the Country ; but they found none, nor feven dayes after* 
fo that their visual and water being done, they relyed on to¬ 
bacco, and drank their own piffeforthe time aforefaid. Tills 
foyl was covered with hard and iotc lands, (and thofc full of Ser¬ 
pent) Whole interlarding rockey bights were faced with Caves 
and Dens of wild beads * whole hollow cryes, they both heard m 
the night, and fighted them often in the day, cfpccially Jackals, 
Bears and Boars, and fometimes Cymbcrs,Tygers, and Leopards, 
againd whom when approaching , they cither fliot off a Har¬ 
quebus, or dallied fomc powder in the Air. The Dragoman (on> 
the 4th day of their feven, being there) wondring to Ice him en¬ 
dure fuch neat, hunger,and toyl, dcfpairing,threatne«i him wim 
death, to make him feck back for their neared refuge. So Z*iw- 
gow holding hiscourfc North : Eaft,met(early on the 8th day) wan

T He Land of the Hi EG ROES (To called, either from the 
River Niger, which in Latinc fignifyeth Black) orbccaulc 
its people are of a black colour; is bounded on the North with 
Lybta, on the South with Congo ox Manicongo, a Kinguom io the 
Lower tAhiopia. Itcontaineth 25 Provinces, the chief where¬ 
of are 11, to wit, Guala, Guinea > Tombutum , Meili , Cano, Benin, 
Nubia, gialofi, Ganaga, Goaga and Bornum $ two of whole chief 
Cities arc Tombutum and Chovinum, faid to be the third City 
for eftetm,of all Africa . There *re four Kiagdomes herein,wi erc. 
of that of Tombutum (whofc firft King was Ichia, who j n i 5 a<? 
flew Soni Halm their laft Ljbian Lord 3 for in the year 9©$, when 
the Mahometan Pricfts cause outof zeal intothefe parts, tl cy had 
ncitner King nor Common.wealth) is the greareft, whole Kmc is 
very rich, keeps a Royal Palace, with a very great guard, al- 
wayes maintaining a great number ot learned men, and,they fay, 
cauling all who have any Commerce with the Jews, to be (lain. 
That ot Bornum , which is fomewhat leffe 3 that of Goaga, and that 
of Gualata , confifting but of that one Province. Thcle people arc 
beft conceited with their native beauty or black colonr,and there¬ 
fore arc faid to paint the Devil white, in difdainof him. They 
were fo blockifo, that when the Portugal firft failed hither, they 
took their (hips for great birds with white wings; the painted 
eyes on the beaks of their fhips, to be their diretf( ur» in ti fir 
couric j bag-pipes to be living creatures 3 yea>after th( y had I tie 
them: and Guns for their hideous noife, to be the Devil's works. 
Both males and females ufe to go naked till they arc married) 
and then to cloath thcmfclves from the waftc to the knees. What 
the fruicfulneflc of thefe Couatrics are, is hard exatf Jy to know * 
yet the fields adjacent to the River fyger, being 40 dayes (yearly) 
overflown by the faid river, the Country is thc'morc fertile 7 for its 
inundations 3 whichclfe could belittle, through thedrynefle of 
the foyl, affording no exhalations for clouds to give rain % The 
Province ol Cano aboundeth in Lemmons and Pomegranate, and 
thofc of Mdlt, (wiiofe Country is 300 miles long; arc faid to be 
the civillcll, induftrioufeft, and richeft of all the Negroes . And 
m NubU there is a mortal poyfon, at 100 Duckats the ounce, of 
which the very iothpartof a grain will end one in a quarter of 
an hours time. But for pure gold and fil ver, the Country of thefe 
Ntgntts is abundantly itorco. Touching Religion , they arc 

gtofle Idolatrous Pagans j yet with fomc mixture of Mahometans 
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andeutwardCliriltians: with which iait, Nubia is reported to 
have been wholly peopled j but now for want ot Mini Iters, fa. ten 
to the former Paganifm; lor they once femme to the ^.ilmpian 
Empcrour for inltru6ters, were unworthily (whatfoevtr thecaulc 
was; tejedted by him.

from the caufe aforefaid, t« be the more improbable. Divers 
have given divers bounds to this his Empire. But one Hugh Lw- 
5 ‘ 7 «"itu in his Navigations, That it extendeth from tnc Red-, 
^^’s entrance'unto the lfl ind of Siena, under the Tropick of 6a«- 
cer except the fide of the Barbarian gutph, which the Turk hath 
held divers years; fo that Prete-Gian, ot Preflyter-John s Domi¬ 
nions fhouldbe bounded with the Red-Sea on the Eattj on the 
North with Egypt and the Defarts of Nubia ; on the South with 
the Realm ol ^Monoemugi thus having about 400 Italian ^milcs 
under his command : yet lomc affirm this Country to be as big 
a. Hah Pra-ce and Germany , puttogclhtr, although not very well 
ocouled • the ground's dry barrcnneffe,and the climate s dificm- 
Scrature'not admitting a multitude. But (however) th.sPr.ncc 
attributes T himiclf many and great Titles, as Empcrour of the 
bio her and lower Ethiopia, Kwg GoeCaJjam ; fatrcar, S.c. ol 

Sabaim, the Queen ot Saba's Country, faying, he is lfiutd1 from 
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David j wno being laid to have 70 Tributary Provinces under 
his Empire, we will briefly mention the chief $ among which, 
none is better known among us than Barnagas 3 iov its neighbour¬ 
hood to the Red-Sea, extending from Suaquem almoft unto the 
entry of the ttrait. Its chief Town is Btroe or Bam, feared on a 
pleafant River. It hath but one Sea-Port-Town, which is Ercoc - 
co. On the Weftern part of this Province is a Mountain firft fpa- 
tious, then narrowing, and enlarging again, and a fmall league 
incompaflc, on whole top are a Temple, Monaflcry, with royal 
buildings, and two huge Ciiicrns.* with a large plot of ground 
to entertain 50opcrlons, for provifion groweth there. There is 
but one paffage to it, and that reaching to a mark: beyond which 
they muff afeend by cords and baskets; fo that this place can nei¬ 
ther be taken by lorcc or famine. The Tuiks fome years fmee, 
von whom Bamagas bordmth, and who are faid to receive hence 
luoo Crowns yearly tribute) greatly fpoylcd here, carrying away 
many prifoners: yet at length he agreed with the Bafla ot Abaf. 
fia (rtliding at Suaquem) tor 1000 ounces of gold. Betwixt the 
South and Eafl from Barnagas, lay divers Mountains, dividing 
Prele-Gtan's Empire from the Kingdcm of %/idcl, Ercocco Rands 
in thc’Provincc of Dajil< s, included in the Realm of Barnagas 5 
where are alfo other Towns, as Sautar , Abamb, &c. The Gulph 
of Erocco bending to A lultte of old, which is the point of Srocco , 
extends to Bebui, witn a nook made by the Sea towards Arabiaj 
on the beginning of the ftrait, whereby they conic out of the red- 
Sca or Arabian gulph$which place is very narrow,fliallow,and full 
of lflands: beyond Ercocco arc Zagnanie and Zama of the Province 
of Lacca ; then the Port of Velle, once called Antifila . Beyond the 
aforefaid point are two Lakes wherein Crocodiles do live: 
beyond which is the Port and Promontory of UMofylon, now the 
in the Country of where the Sea nuking a 

little Gulf, fuddenJy ftraitens again, in which Channel, about 
thirty or thirty fix miles broad, are five or fix lflands; to avoid 
whole Rocks, Sailers muft have good experience. Next to Dan - 
gal'h arc the Ports Zeiloi, and antient ‘Daphne, where (lands the 
Town Barbara near Mounc Eellez $ after which is the Cape Guar da- 
font b where Mettc 3 formerly Accanne, is feituated; here failers 
doubling thecae, run from Eaft toward the South, on which 
Coaft is Carfur , once Opette , and the Cape Zingi: then they bend to- 
wards Azun, and Zazelle^ thence to vMagadazo, where the Por¬ 
tugal traffique. Latlly, to Barris, which Province hath Pate , 
and Bravey two Towns on the Sea, dividing Prete-Gians country 
from the King of Melinde's. But to come up into the main-land. 
Trigtemahon is a Realm lying betwixt Nile the Red-Sea, and the 
Realm of Angotte , whofc King being Presbyter John's tributary, it is 
put among his dominions 5 in whole good Town Caxumo, Maque - 
da the Queen of Sabba, or Sheba, (who comming to hear Solomons 
Wifedome, had, (they fay) by him a fon called Mejlec) and alfo 
the Queen of Candace, were faid t« abide. Angotieibkx between 
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Tiaremahon and Amaran, in which Realm arc divers Provinces 5 
whole chief City Anootte ftands upon the River Ancona, near 
which, is another Town called Saint Peter. This people arc rc- 
Dorted toufc Pepper, Salt, and Iron, inftead of money, which 
formerly was the oncly way of Exchange among many people-- 
Next vsAmara, bounded on the North with Angote ■, on the Sou h 
with Damut * and by fome faid to be fcituatcd_ in the middle of 
the Country. Herein is a Hill called Amra, ninety miles in com- 
pafles and it feems exceeding high (I will not fay a dayes jour¬ 
ney) on whofe top are fundry Pallaccs, wherein (to prevent (edi¬ 
tion) the Emperoer of Ethiopia* younger fons are alwayes kept 
and educated in a Princely manner; and in one wheraof, is a Li¬ 
brary faid to be, wherein arc many Books as Enoch s Cracks, all 
Livies works, 8ccrto us in part or wholly loft. It hath been put 
to this ufc ever finfe the year 470. It is made even impregnable, 
having but one way of afeent. Sagamedre is the greareft eomury 
of this ^Ethiopia : for it extends from Goyame, beyond the Ifland 
Guequere which is 600 miles, queguere , or the Ifland of Meeoe, is 
cempafled by the River Nilus, 175 miles long, and 125 broad. 
Whofe principal City is named Mtrot, built by Cambyfes in na - 
iaoryof P his Mother Mtrot, This lfle (although in the uppe 
Ethiopia) is not fubjefl as fome fuppofc, to Presbyter John, bm is 
inhabited by Mahometans, whoarc utter enemies to the Abyjtwe 
Ethiopians! Xoa is feituate betwixt Amara, Damut, and '&*''• 
fatigar lyes between Xoa, a n&Adel. Damut is nigh to Xoa, lying 
betwixt the Province of Zanquebara, and the Lake of Sanena-, 
yet fome more probably hold Damut to lye Weftward, beyondthe 
Realms of Yangue and Goyame. Moft Cofmographers (by a

Yet arc they much given to Navigation s fo that y t . 4 
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played in the Merchants fhipsei Goa, Bengal*, Luma, anti other 
places; ferving herein for little money, and differing very little 
prom (lives, as being ready for all drudgeries,and enduring whip., 
ping, &c, very patiently. They arc kept by their Bmpcnal Mo¬ 
narch in wondertull awe, both high and low; who imreats them 
more like (laves then lubjeas, taking away, and giving whole 
Siegr,uries, to whom he plealeth, none daring t© (hew any dif- 
comcnt, for he is held by them tor a facred and divine perfon 5 
(whofc colour alfoisfaidtobc whiter than the reft) who was 
wont to (hew himiclf but once a year to his fubjefts. Then he 
appeared thrice a year; but fmcc (it is faidj more familiarly' 
But they fo honour h is name, that hearing there of,they bend them- 
felvcs, and touch the ground with their hands, reverencing alfo 
his Tent, although he be not in it. Thefe Countries have two 
Summers,and two Winters yearly; not diftiitguifhcd by heat, 
and cold, but by continuall flowers, and fair wearher. They are 
generally very fertile; yielding Barley, Peafe, Beans, Millet and 
other Pulfes, though but little Wheat, likewife abundance of Su¬ 
gar, if they knew how to refine it. There are almoft an incredi¬ 
ble number ol Oranges, Lemons, and Citrons, and great (lore of 
Vines; but no Melons roots, nor Olives, but they make Oyl ef 
A fruit called Gove. They have abundance ot Honey, and Wax 
enough to (erve the Country with Candles, without Tallow. 
Flax they have, yet not the Art of making Linnen Cloath there¬ 
with ; Yet they make it of Cotton, thereof there is abundance. 
They have almoft all forts of bcafts, and Fowl, as'wc in Europe 3 
as Oxen, Afles, Horfes, (though but fmall) Camells, Sheep; 
alfo Elephants, Lions,/figres, Onccs, and Stags, butnoBrar 9 , 
norConyes, neither is there any Bulfinch. Mines of Gold, Sil¬ 
ver, Iron* and Brafle, arc not wanting, which they know not 
how to draw; Yet in Zagamedra, they draw their pure Mines of 
Silver by fire, making it run like rods; and in Damt they draw 
it, and refine it fomething better. Their fields arc full of Geefe, 
Partridges,and Hares, bccaufc they never hunt; fo that their 
Country is bountitull, if they knew how toufcfuch a happineffc. 
But there is fometimes one inconvenience ; to wit, multitudes 
of Grafhoppers, even darkningthe Ayre, fpoiling one Province or 
another by eating the leaves and barks of Trees, and devouring 
their Harveft. Their Prince’s revenue arifeth three wayes; 
From the Fiuits of his demeans, manured by Oxen and 
Slaves; From his Subjects, who pay him lor every fire, and, the 
tenth of all Mincralls which they draw; and from the Princes 
fubjeft unto him 5 fomc giving him Horlcs, others Oxen, Cotton ; 
and other things; So that it is conceived lie hath great places full 
of Gold, pretious {(ones, and Cloath. HisSubjefts (as to Religi¬ 
on) arc mod out-fide Chriftians; yet are there fome c Mahometans 
alfo, his tributaries; who arc alwayes fee-king to revolt. The 
Abyfines fay there is an old Chronicle kept in foxurn, which 
faith, they at firft received judatfm, thioueh Meiled », Solomons 
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ion, by Qjeen Maqueda, and the Jews accompanying him. But 
Chrifitan/iy was here received by means of Queen Candaces her 
£14wh> wnom Philip Baptized, and that, firft at Tygia, in which 
Tongue they frame all their publique writings. But they acknow¬ 
ledging the Patriarch of Alexandria for their head, (from whom 
alio they receive their Patriarch or Abuna) fell with th tCofius of 
vtf.typt, into the opinion ef Eutyches ; holding but one na- 
tu e and will in CHRIST} for they could have no en- 
tercourfe with Rome, but by means of dSgyfK They hold divers 
other in.pertinencies (which increafe by canverfing with grofle 
Idolaters,and CMahometaus round about them ; many alfo of thefe 
ldularer^ living among them, as in Damut, Agaos, and Corague) as 
Circumcifing bodD Males and Females. Then Baptizing the 
Miles fourty, tbroemalesfixty dayes after their Circumcilion 5 
tiny eat not of any beaft that is cloven-footed; they follow the 
Jews in oblerving the laft day of the Week's Sabbath, more then 
t w tint; tucy accept oncly of the three firft General Councels* 
Tneir Pr iefts may marry but once, according to the Mufcovites ,and 
nut that, alter Orders received; whom (they fay) do live by the 
lab. ur of their hands; they allowing them nothing, nor fuffering 
them to beg. They Baptize not, but on the laft and firft dayes of; 
the Week, prefcirly giving the Bread and Wine to the Baptized, 
rebaprizing thcmfel ves alfo in Pools and little Lakes, every year 
on Ttrelf-d. y, in remembrance afChrifts Biptifm, on which day 
they fuppole him to have been Baptized by John in Jordan . Their 
Sacraments are adminiftred by the Patriarch; not fpitting, as 
B 'cretvood laitu, after rcceit of the Eucharif, (in which t . iey com¬ 
municate in both kinds, and with unleavened bread) untill Sun- 
fee; nor in their Temples at all, putting off their (hooes when 
they enter therein, nor fuffering any beaft to enter, But of thefe 
thi gs, and other Ceremonious fu perditions; with Presbyter 
John nis overtures, as to reconciliation with the Church of r Rome i 
I refer you unto the aforefaid Book, Entituled, The Defirip « 
tion of € fates, Empires , and Principalities . 

i&TH/QPIAt he Nither, or more outward, which is re- 
ported to nc mountainous toward the Weft, fandy in the midft, 
and D. Urt towards the Eaft, is bounded on the North with the 
land of the Negroes, and ^Ethiopia the inward, and on the South 
with the S outturn Ocean; and is divided in five principal Coun¬ 
tries.

Nilf± 
which fprings from this Lake,running Eaft and North,and Zaira 
towards the Weft. Some hold it is 3000 Italian miles in cocn- 
pafle; yet others,but 450 miles. Tncchicf Provinces hereof art 
fix. The chief City is Benomotana, where the King ordinarily re- 
fidcs, yet fomc fay his feat is at tongum, befides which there is

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another Town named Simla*. This Kings Dominions extend 
tar beyond the lfland, even to the Capes Muzambif'e and Bourn 
L[perance y or the Cape of good Hope (all which perhaps may make 
up the number of 3000 Italian miles) many neighbouring Kings 
bung his Tributaries ; among which is he of Torre , or Buiue> run¬ 
ning trom the River of Spirito SanSlo, to the Cape oi Courantes , and 
far within the land ah’o. Momtapa is watered by divers Rivers, 
as Panami and others, which arc fa id to carry Gold with them; 
andinaihlmEftateis great ftore of Gold, both in Mines and 
Rocks. The Ayrc is temperate, the Countrey good and plcafanr, 
abounding in grain ; yet is it full of Forrefts, having in it many 
Nalls, great and fmall, especially Elephants, whereof 5000 are 

faiJ to be killed yearly for their Tecth-fike. Aurue is very rich 

in Mines of Gold, and hath very good palTOres, but wanting 
Wood. They having fuch ftore of Metcall (fo much by men de- 
find) cannot bur be very rich. The King alfo exacting no Tri¬ 
bute, burcertaindaycslcrvicc from his People; yet without pre¬ 
sents, none may (hew himfclf before him. He hath likewile no 
Prifons,allcaules being ftraightway decided by witness, nei¬ 
ther do they punilh any crimes fofe vert Iy, asSorcery, Adultery, 
and Theft. They arc of mean ftature, black, but a6hveand Vali¬ 
ant, yet ill armed. Tnis Prince is Politick, keeping with him 
his ValTall Princes He irs, to aflure himfclf of them. They wor- 
fhip here one onely God, which they call Mozimoy and in 15*0, 
Gofifaho* Jefuitc, Baptized a Vaflkil to Mo notap a, called tne 
King of Inamon and foon after young Monotapa and his Wife. 
Bui lour Mahometans his favourites, perfwading him, Gonfalvo to 
be a Magician, a ruincrof Kingdomes, and aSpic, tocaufearc- 
volt by his fubjeds, he had him (lain and caft into the River Me - 
figina y nigh which fifty of his new converts were (lain alfo. But 
when fomc PortugallSy and chief of the Realm‘bad (hewn hina 
hiserrour, he flew feme of thofe four, fciking for the rclt, 
who were hidden. But the portugalls now not fending new Prea¬ 
chers hither, but fending an Army by Sea under Fundi 
Barret)to\)Q revenged,the affrighted King lent for peace to Barrety 
who ay ming at the gold, rejw&cd all conditions. But through the 
Ayr’s intemperature unto them of Europe , this Army was confir¬ 
med : fince which, fomc few, called Chriftians, have there re¬ 
mained. 

2. Conga or Manicengo y which is a Realm extending from tw« 
degrees and an half from the jfcquino&ial towards the South,that 
is, from Katherines Cape, to the Cape of Leo y and hath on the 
North the Province or Realm of Benin in the Negroes Land ; and 
on the South, Luna MonttSy or the Mountains of the Moon, li 
contains (according to thofe who compute its feituation) about 
660 Italian miles, and is divided into fix eminent Provinces; 
whofc King alfo commands in the Ifland of L»ande y feated be¬ 
twixt a branch of the river Dande y now Bengo ; and the river O- 
anze. He hath likewife fomc Ifliuds upon th« river Zaire, his 

feudetarjes, 
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feadetarics. Tnofc Provinces arc, Bamba, on the Sea-COaft,(tom 
the river tAmbrifi unto cm»#, awl “*»Y Signiories. The 
chicfeft City is Burnt a-, (landing between Ambrefi and the river 
LoCe • being about r oo Italian miles from the Sea. Songo, which 
extends towards the North, to AmhrifiyinA ending near the red 
rocks of the Realm of Loangeet frontier : its chief City being 
Soneo. Sunde, whofe principal town is Sunde ; it extends from 
about the Town of Congo (now named by the Portugal!, S. Saviour) 
Unto Zaire river,which is 40 Italian miles. P* n S°> once * Realm, 
not fubjeft to the King of^e/^»:confining with Sunde on the Norths 
with Batte on the South. Its head City is Pango , fcituated toward 
th* Weft part of me tiver Barbela coming from the Lake whence 
Kilt faring*. Batte, whofe chief Town is alfo Batta. This Pro- 
Vince confines wittf Pango on the North, and joyning to Barbela on 
the South «f the Mountains of Apsmitre,w Tar as the burnt:Mouo. 
tain It extends to the Mountains of the Sun, confining it felf on 
^Barbela toward the Eaft. Laftly, Pemba, .in which lands the 
Citv ot fonto, feated on a Mountain, and about 150 Italian miles 
fram the Sea If was once named Banze 9 that is, a Court $ now 
S Saviour. Here is a Mountain indifferent high, fofull of houfcS 
and Villages, that it is faid to comprehend about 100000 per- 
font, although but two German leagues, or 10 Italian miles (ta¬ 
king 5 miles ter a league) i> quantity. So that it may be true* 
which is reported of thefe Countries pepuloufncffc 5 they felling 

(asi. fuppofed) >8ooo flaves yearly untoSf22Sfu5«wre" 
carried to Braid to work in the Mines, This Country it watered 
with fix rivets. This King hath a fwellmg title of 18 partuulat 
Provinces and Countries: fomeof whom arc (they fay )Antbro- 
toobaiiot Mcn-cattrs : having fhambles of mens flefh, as we of 
other meats. Bu t Angolia is moft efteemed of the Civill Provin¬ 
ces- which fomc years finec revolted from the King of Congo^xiA 
isconcludcd to ba very populous ; for in 158a, the King hereof 
had uooooo in an Armyagainft lad Diaxt the Portugal Leader} 
who with his few,wifely ordered, fatally and dilmally overthrew 
him. £’Award Loope a Portugal, who lived long in thefe parts,re¬ 
port, their Winter to be like Autumnc,at Pome: yea, generally 
(through the rain continually falling, especially for 
fore noon, and as much after) the heat lsgreatcnn Winter than 
in Summer: which heat is moft infupportable to the men of £«- 
rove. Their Winter begius on Match 1 5,fo that for ®y® » 

a clear day is fcldome fecn. Their Summer, in the midft of Sep¬ 
tember" They alfo obferve very fmall difference in night and 
dav being in amanner cquall. Their Summer is as dry,as their 
Whiter moift: whereby the overflowing rivers leaves on the land 
a groffe and muddy humour. They have the common winds ca - 
led by Hippocrates, Stefa : which caufing continual rain by agi¬ 
tation of mills on the tops of Mountains during our Summer, both 
inCongointme-gian’s Country, make the rivers Nile, Niger, 
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and Senega, & c. to fwcll, whereby they overflowing, do fatten 
ihofe Countries which they water: for it is not the melting of 
fnow which caufcth the rivers increafc, bccaufc no liiow tails on 
the Mountains of Ethiopia and Congo, or the neighbour Coun¬ 
tries, except on thole calkd the UMetwtaitsSof Snow 9 or thofc to¬ 
wards the Cape of good Hope. The Weft and North Weft winds in 
their Winter, doth temper the kot mifts and vapours. But in 
Summer their winds arc South Eaft, or Nerth-Eaft : which un- 
Icfle they did cool and rcfrtfln ^/Ethiopia and Congo, the heat would 
be infupportablc. Greece, Candte, Cypm, Anatolia, Syria, and Egypt, 
enjoying the fame winds. Zaire is Congo 9 s greateft river,and hath 
filch abundance of water, (being 5 miles and a halt broad) that 
entring the fait Ocean, it keeps its frefhntfle for 8 , 10, yea it 
leagues; whereby Sea-men calily know wherfc they are. But to 
be brief ; Samba hath many filler Mines and other mettalsin a 
Mountain thereof, alia many exceeding great Elephants (through 
its many Forrefts and Rivers) which live commonly 150 years* 
and grow te the naidft of their age • fomc of whofc teeth have 
been 200 weight. The Antients (aid, the Elephant could not 
bend his hamine, but were taken leaning on fome Tree afletp. But 
the Flemings and Porrugals feeing the tn get up into Trees, draw* 
ing up their haunches, to gather haves, and ftoopingealily down 
to drink where the water is low, makes it evident, that they have 
joynts. 

Here arc alfo Tygefs, whom the Congoam call Engoi, who 
through hunger’s fharpnefle, finding nought in the field, do fait 
upon tame Cattle; and as Loope teftificth, never fet upon White 
men, but olt- times the Blacks. The beaft called Z three, breeds 
in this Province; and is like a mule,but it ingenders and multi- 
plyes greatly, having young every year; whofc hair having from 
the ridge of the back to the belly Breaks of white, black and yel¬ 
low, is very ftrange; they are exceeding fwifr, and wild 5 whom 
if the Inhabitants had art to tame, might ferve inftcad of horfes 
which this Country wants; whofc office notwithftanding men 
do perform by carry ing them, who fpcedily journey, in litters or 
chairs, the bearers being often changed. Ecafts called Empalan- 
ges , fomc as big as an Ox, others leffe, arc here alfo. To con¬ 
clude, they have wild Bugles or Oxen, Wolves fmelling alar off, 
Foxes, Goats, Stags, Hares, and Conics in abundance; for they 
hunt them not to death, as in Europe. They have many Civir- 
Cats, whom they keep tame for their pleating fent. There are 
divers kinds of Serpents and Vipers, fomc being 25 foot long, 

broad, with a very large belly aid throat, that (if we can credit 
it) will devour a beaft as big as a Stag. They kill them fleepiog, 
and hold the food of their flefh better than of any fowl. But fomc 
Vipers arc fo poyfonfomc, that any one bitten dyes within 25 
hours.Thcrc is likewife a ftrange beaft as big as a ram,with wing* 
like a Dragon, a tailjlong beak, many rowes of teeth, twoleggsj 
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whole skin is red, roixtwith green and blew, and who eat raw 
tied). It hath Cs end ions, Parrots green and grey; very fair red 
birds, and many forisol fniall ones tinging like Canaric-birds: 
finally, stcat ftore of Hens, Ducks, Geclc,Turkic*,Peacocks, Par- 
iridges wild and tame, Turtles, Pigeons, Faulcons, oparrow- 
hawks, Eagles, and Pelicans. The Province of Congo hath many 
Elephants, and divers forts ol imitating Apes, tnany Kinc, witli 
divers beafts lore-mentioned : alfo Hereof Cryftal and other met- 
fals; but preferring Iron, which is found in the aforelaid fruit¬ 
ful Mountain; whole water is excellent good, not hurting any 
one: which is ftored withgrafte, much Cattle, Fruit-Trees al- 
way green, yielding all kind of grain, chiefly that called Luco , 
whole bread is as good as ours; abundance of white Millet call¬ 
ed Ma/zc 5 alfo Mca/- or Turky Wheat, and ftore of Rice $ but 
they little efteem thefc. Bananes, which fomc take to bo Mu\e\ 
and others, Inditm Figs, a plcafing and good food grow here ■, al¬ 
fo Linton* and Citrons exceeding plcafant, whereof the poor live. 
There arc three forts of Palm-Trees: from one whereof they 
draw Oyl, Wine-Vinegar, Fruitful Bread. Other Trees bear a 
Fruit called Cola, as big as a Pine-apple: and other wild Palms, 
whole fruit are good to cat, and with whofc leaves they covcc 
their Cottages, and make ba-.kets, *c. This Province hath 
abundance of Melons and Cucumbers; alfo Tamarinds and Cal- 
fia, which llrvc both the Moots and Turks for Phyfuk. The 
River Leor.de ingenders Crocodiles, and the Hoa-fifh, fo big and 
far, that forue weigh 500 weight and more : alfo Sea-hones, or 
the River* nor ft*, which is tawny, having little hair, leaping to 

land, anJ feeding, and by day living in the river; fomc of whom 
the Africans do tame: and they arc exceeding fwifr, but they 
mu ft no 1 naflfc over deep rivers, bccaufc they will prdcntly dive. 
But this river which runsat the foot of the Mountain where the 
royal Town ol Congo is built, fo dries up when the rain ccalcth, 
tfiat one may eafily wade it. On the flioar of whole Ifland U- 
ende ,arc found gray Cockles very glittering, and better erteemed 
than thole on the otuet (lioars : where alfo is a Tree called £#/<*«- 
da,alwayes green, and,having many virtues, ftratigcly muuip y- 
cth, to wit, by fome frnall threcls hanging down from the high 
branches, and rooting m the ground j whole upper bark being 
made clean, is a kind oflinnen cloath, making garments tor the 
common people: and in that part ncareft tothe firm and do trees 
grow, at whole loot file-water Iprings. Here are likewife big 
Ovfters, whtc.i they call » Amiiumurt, that is, hih of aftonc. 
They fmJ here alfo divers fifties, as Pilchards, Soles, Grahihes, 
&c. And about the outward part of this Ifland are many black 
VVh !:s: who fighting, many die: whole fat being taken and 
mixr with Pitch, .he Inhabitants calk their (hips. Moreover, we 
' mull not forge t the great ftore of (lone, and goodly Marble Moun¬ 
tains, befidcs the Jafper and Porphyric, with the white Marble, 
P p p p p 2 
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andof other colours, called at Rome, Numidian and African Mar¬ 
ble ; in fome Mountains alfo of this Province of Pemba, grow 
Jacinths; and in other rocks they find metals, as brafle, yellow 
and green, whereof they make Statues, Sic. So that, if we look 
on the abundance of metals in this Realm, as alfo their Elephants, 
and Civit-Cats, wherewith they abound, Sea-cockles ferving in- 
fteadof coyn, traflique of Slaves, linnen cloath of Song* , and Sunde 
made of Indian Palm-Trees, Cryftal, though not altogether fo 
profitable 5 we may foon fee how they are fought to by forreign 
Merchants, whereby their wealth may be conje&urcd. And as 
for the King, none would doubt, but that he (having all thefe 
Countries under him) is exceeding rich : of whom, one thing is 
reported to his commendation, That he doth Juftice publiquely, 
without any formality; for that all things arc debated before 
him in few words. As to rheir religious belief, they arc fo full 
of vanities, that they fcarce know what they believe? for, al¬ 
though an outward profeflion of Chriftianity be crept into this 
Realm, yetis it full of groffc Idolaters? fome worfhipping the 
Sun as Husband to the Moon; and the Moon as his Wife in the 
fecond place. Others worship thofc hearts like Dragons above- 
mentioned. Some the Earth, as Mother of all, See. How a Chri- 
ftian profeflion was brought firft hither by the Portugal, (fames 
Cano or Diego Can, Captain to T>. John the fecond, King of Porta - 
^4//,difcovcring thefe Countries of the Nether tAAbiopta in 1486) 
1 h ave to read in the book,Of Eftates, Empires, &c. Oncly thus 
much I fay, That King John fending three Dominick Friers to in- 
ftruft them ; the King of Congo's Uncle and his fo» firft; then the 
King and Queen were baptized ; (vvhofc eldeft fon was Alphonfo) 
and who endeavoured lovingly and zealoufly to turn the Subje&s: 
But thefe Friersfbefide the confuming heat, and ayr’s malignityJ 
were ill-inrrcatcd by them of Congo ? who feemed tra&ablc while 
v they fpakc of ceremonies and myftcries; but when they began to 
fpeak of temperance, contineacy, reftitution df goods, pardon 
of offences received, with articles of Chriftian profeflion, they 
{hewed oppofition.The King alfo growing from zealous,to be cold: 
for ti ey were loath to leave their Sooth-faying and Sorceries,cfpc- 
cially cl.cir many Wives, and which Women troubled the 
Court and City of its abode. Then,the King dying, Alphonfo the 
eldeft, end Panze Aquitime his fecond fon, who would not be Bap¬ 
tized, fell to Arms; Alphonfo defeating, and taking him (they 
fay) by apparent miracles; who afterwards caufcd all the Idols 
to be burnt on the top of an high Mountain, and reigned fifty 
years in peace 5 and in the midft of after troubles in Alvaro's 
time (through the Giaguas ennring Congo's Realm in great num¬ 
bers, and putting this King to flight- See.) Jefuites came into Congo , 
and preached to the people, building a Religious houfe, fo called 
inthclfhnd of Leonde, where fix or feven Priefts remained, or 
1 U11 do remain, going up and down where rtcccffity calls them, 

Alvaro, 
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i Alum (G ranchild of the firft vilum, whofc fon was alfo of the 
fame name) being il legitimately born, was flighted of moft of his 
Subie&s 5 wherefore in 1 5 87, lie would have one of thefe Priefts 
near him, whereby he purchafed honour. And then defeating 
his fifter by the Father, with her brother, in a great batteil, flay* 
ing the Generali he built a Temple in the fame place, fetting the 
firft hand thereto to encourage ethers, and by Edids advanced 
thefe Priefts Preaching and enterprife. But it’s time tohaften to 
the third part of Ethiopia the lower, to wit. Aim, which (inclu- 
ding Abex, and Adell, two Kingdomesj is feituated betwixt the 
River Calimanca, and the Mbuth of the Red-Sea. Abex is alfo cal¬ 
led Aden, and lyes feituated between Htbufiiu, and Aclel ; unto 
which firft it is laid to be tributary, two of whofe chief Towns, 
to wit, Tote, and <jogi», the Portugalls took under the command 
and conduit of Trijtran de Cugna. The other principal Town is Braue 
Adell, is that of which Grand Arndt was King, who had a great 
hand over the Emperour of the Habajiines, it is feituated more 
upon the Coaft of the Red-Sea than Abex, and whofc three chief 
Gicics are A'*or, Bor bora, and Zttla, all feated without the Red- 

Seas llraights, the which Merchants do much frequent} for bc- 

fldes the Com, flefli, Hony, and Wax, ftore of flicep, (whofe 
tails arc faid to weigh 2 5 pouad)wbercwith this Country abounds, 
they have alfo much Gold, an ; d Ivory. But Zeila the chief |of the 
three, Handing near the Bay called the Bofome , or nook of the Ava - 
litesy or Abalites, who dwelt thereabout, wasfacked and burned 
by the Portugalls in ijit. 4 * Zanzibar, which extends frotn 
Monotapa, unto the River Quiltmanci, (whole chief Rivers arc 60- 
ava y and two others) it mult needs be a large Province; for ic 
container!) fifteen Kingdomes, whofe chief Cities, Corova, Monett - 
hy Anzuga, Badiny Calen, Quilao, Momboziiy Melinda , Mombara, 
Monbizo , Embroe, Mofantbiqve, MacaoSy Mordomugi^nd Safi la, deno - 
minacethc Countries,and that of Safila (abounding much in Gold 
and Ivory) is thought to be the land of Ophir ; but feeing ophir is 
planted in the Eaft, and Safila ftands South-Weft from fluids, 
where the People’s fluttering began ; as alfo fincc Solomons Navy 
of Tartbilb, with theNavy of Hiram came from Oph/r but once 111 
three years, as t Kings eh. io. Verfes n.and2 2. do demonftrate, 
Ophir was certainly farther off; to mt 9 in India, although what 
particular Province or Iflands thereof, it is not determined. Abra¬ 
ham King of QW/fio, fuffered the Portugalls to build Forts in his 
Country in 1500, whom they prdhmptuoufly nine years after 
depofine, the Arabians (for .he Zanzibars, and Aians on the Sea- 
f,d c> are Hid to defeend from them) dcmolifticd their fortrefles. 
The true Natives are the more in* land people of Zanzibar, and 
grofle Gentiles as to Religion. But thofe on the (hoar fide (as of 
Aian) have received the Mahometan (uperftition of the ^Arabians 
from whom they dcfccndcd. . . 

* Fifthly, Cafaria, (fo named from the Cafars, that is, Hcrctiques, 
a name appropriated unto thefe Heathen for want of anotner; 
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hath on the South ami Weft; the Ocean,on the North,the Maun- 
cains of the Moon.I find no City or Town in this Province, onely 
they arc (aid to have Tome Villages * in every of' which is a ‘Lord 
or Ruler# Some reprefent alfo, the manners of this people to be 
as ill-favoured as their bodies, and faces ; for being cole-black, 
with thick Lips, and Hat Nofcsj they likewife live like beafts. 
The long Southern Promontory called The Cape of Good Hope, 
(whole top hath a fair Plain covered with Grade and various flow¬ 
ers, named the Tableofthc Cape, and largely overlooking the Sea 
on all Tides; which here being very rough and tempeftuous, 
hath often vexed the Spaniards) is of this Region, and was difeo- 
verod.by rtfeods Games in i^ 97 * 


Moreover, before we fpcak of tABffph we will look over the 
African Iflinds, which arc thofc in the tAtUntick Ocean, or in the 
JtEtbiophwSva. In the former arc to be noted, i. That called 
the Princes I(land,fcated between the equator, and Tropick of fa 
pricorn, and fo named, bccaulcthc Prince o( Portugal! was to have 
Revenues when his portug.tlls had conquered ir. Nigh this, is 
that called the Illc of Saint Helen, which they fo named from their 
Saint Helen, on whofc day it was difeovered, and over which (as 
the other) the Spaniards do command/ 2. The Gorgadcs, of old 
the Gorgons, they are nine in number, now called ttvc lflands of 
the Green Cape, for that they lye wear%he faid Cape, in the Negroes 
Land. jifland is the chief of thefe, whofc principal! Town 

is Ribiera, fortyfied by eh ^Spaniards. Medufa dwelt here, who is 
reported to be a Woman exceeding Ifrautifull, but molcfting 
the European Seas by piracy, (he was invaded by Terfew and 
his Greeks . He (laying Her in a Tingle Combatc, (truck off 
her Head, and carrying u into Greece,\hc people exceedingly ad¬ 
mired both her Face and Hair. Goats arc the chief thing thefe 
I (lands abound with. 3. The Canaries* of which before in Spain, 
which for their (ruitfullntffe, &c. wereof old called the Eortu - 
nate Iflands, But the Canaries, fromtho chicfeft Iflc Canaria, 
or from the Dogs, in which the Spaniards found them to abound; 
They are accounted by fome, but feven in number; three where¬ 
of, to vvir, the IfD Canarie, Palma, (vvhcrc fhips ufe to touch going 
to tA merit a) and Tenarijf, 90 miles in circuit, arc the chief; in 
which J'enarijj, neither (howr nor river is laid to be ; but their 
water is conveyed into divers parts from a high Mounta in, having 
a Tree alway covered with a moyft cloud, which every noon-tidor 
difiolvcth. The Commodities hereof arc well enough known to 


be fublimc Sacks, fine Sugars, and Canaric-birds. 

4. The Azores 9 in number, whereof the chief Tercera, makes 
them all now to be called the Tcrceraes ; unto whofc fee on d Illc 
of note, S. Michael, Geographers have removed the firfl Meridian* 
dividing the Ealtern World from the Weft.

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Sir miter Rawleieb taking (tom the S/*»*W&gainft all oppofiti n 
(for two reafons) in 1597> made the booty of this Expedition 
(called the Ulmd-VoyageJ worth 4 °°° 00 Crowns, although the 
EnuliM kept not what they won. Although the Flemings tint 
difeovered thefe Elands, and thence were called the Flemtftv 

Klands; yet the Portugals fubdued them all under Prince Hen¬ 
ry’s Conduit in 1 444 . Ter cere it fell hath been called by us the 
Eland Oade, becaufc itaboundeth in Oade. ... 

The Hefperides, Happy Elands, whereof Poets making fre¬ 
quent mention, placed here the Elyzian fields. They arc two m 
numorr. feared not far from (he Gorgades, and divided Blunder by 
a fmall ftraight, l*.-ing,according to />Wrfc,ioooo furlongs from 
Ihe Continent of Ajrica. The ayr and feafons arc (aid to be here 
alwayes temperate i The weather fair; for they have rain very 
feldotne, fweetdews making the earth very fruitful with fmall 
pains- and where Sertor'm the Roman earneftly delated to fpend 
the remainder of his life in peace. In the latter Sea are, i. Ma- 
gaJafear, feituated under the Southern Tropick, and reported to 
be 1200 miles long, and 4 °<>® in coropaffe (which if fo, Jjnttsm 
muft take but the third place of the lftands of the known World, 
for biencfle). Their chief Town or City is of the fame name. It 
is called St. Lawrence, which name I fuppofc the Portugals gave 
it, when they difeovered it in 150 6. The people are but ot a 
dusky colour. It is (by relation) a good y Coumrey, abounding 
with beads both wild and tame, and all kinds of fruits; alfo 
Ginger, Cloves, and likewife with Silver. It hath both fair 
Riven, and fafe Harbours 5 yet they would ncither«acte,norbe 
traded with by others; yet the portugals have gained a little trat- 
fioue with them, whom yet they fuffer not to come on fhoar. 

Thefe people keep to one Wife 5 but for other things, faid to be 
inhofpitablc and treacherous, and not onely ignorant of prayer, 
but of years, monerhs, yea and weekly dayes diftin&ion. 

2. Zocotara, which is < 5 ° miles long, 24 broad, and is fcituated 
at the very mouth of the red-Sca. Its chief City 1* fo called 
where the King rcfidcs. This Eland, through much winds and 
drynefle, is deficient inmoft neceflarics for life; yet hath it plen¬ 
ty of Phyficall Drugs, cfpecially of Aloes; called (if true) Zaca- 

trina (not Succotrina) from this place. Two of their 
and Coro, the PttUgals have taken and fortified; before whole 
arrival here, the Inhabitants (who are afh-colour d and tall) were 
a kind of outward Chriftians called Jacobites. Whether there arc 
two Iflands nigh this, which men alone, and women alonedo in¬ 
habit; who arc faid to meet fometimes, though not to flay long 

together, through the ayr’s antipathy toeach othct;l leave (as an - 

biguous) unto Traveller’s experience to determine. 

V The Me of St. 7 homos, feared juft under the ^quinoftiaUnd 
of a roundifU fi ute. It’s 180 miles about ; the principal lown 
being Pavoafan. At its firft difebvery, the Portugals found it a 
Wood; who with the Negroes now dwclj there. It is lo plcn- 
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tifuli in Sugar, that they load 40 Chips yearly : Bin as for fruit 
wtych hath a ftone therein, it will bear none; neither will Wheat 
come to good. Although the Portugal* be mailers here, yet in 
this'the Mgwf arc above them; that they arc reported to live 
(divers times) 100 years: when as the? ortugals never exceed 505 
where there is no water for $ dayes journey. 

’ 7p qrpTis bounded on the Eaft with the Arabia*t>efart, ly- .* 
•^ing betwixt it and the red Sea 5011 the Weft with uic Defarts 
of Lybia, Nttmidia, Bar He, and Nubia: on the South Bugia $ or as 
others , the Cataratts , which being very narrow fteeps, Nile 
powrs down his waters with a wonderful force; (although I 
greatly f\ifpc&, whether the adjoyning Inhabitants are deained 
with the noyfe) and on the North the Mediterranean, which from 
its joyning unto Egypt, is there called the Egyptian Sea: and 
which fheweth, that the Antients have accounted that onely 
^0/, which ^watereth, beginning (according to Ptolemyjon 
that fide near the Town Siena (now Afne),mto the Mediterranean 
Sea, which is 5 61 miles in length: although in the broadeft 
place, to wit, from *Damiata Eaft, to Rofetta Weft, it be but 140 
broad, in fomc places but 37, and at the bottom or point but 4. 
Some would have this Country diftinA from Africa and A fa, con¬ 
taining it betwixt both. Others taking Nile for Afia and Afriebs 
bounds, put part thereof in either. But Ptolemy ,and many others 
making the Red-Sea or Arabian Gulph, *A£gypt'o commodious 
bound, have placed it in Africk. %Sgypt being fir ft inhabited by 
Mifraim the fonofete, was called by the Hebrews Mifreia ,and 
the Arabians are faid now to call it MifreXi hath had divers names 
not very material here to repeat; But it was named Egypt, either 
from the river M 7 i#,oncc calledjEgyptjor from the people defend¬ 
ing from Chams race, who,as Jofepbia faith,were called trfgyptiarts $ 
or from one of their Kings furnamed t /Egyptus, and named Ramefes, 
the brother of Janata. It was (of old) divided into high and hw, 
(though others have divided it into High,Middle,and Low). High 
i/Bgypt being long and ftrait, beginning at the Catarafls beyond 
Siena ,on t/Ethiopta's Frontiers, and ending nearer. Low *AZgypt 
containing that which hath the form of an Ifland made by the two 
Channels of Hjle and the Sea, extending from Catre unto the Medi¬ 
terranean, Northward, and is as Strabo faith, about 3000 (lades in 
Circuit, that is 375 Italian Miles, and was named [.Delta] from 
its triangular form, or rcfcmblancc to the Greek letter fo called. 
U*s feituation is near the Tropick of Cancer, bending towards the 
Northern or Artick Circle, betwixt the feventh an$l tenth Paral- 
kll, cfpccially under the fccond climate, whereby the longed day 
is thirteen hours and an half, nor in mod Northern parts above 
fourteen. Some have affirmed there were two thodfand Cities and 
Towns, others 1020, in this Country $ But Ortelitu who was dili¬ 
gent in thefearch, found but 300. yet the Wars wi tU ^Ethiopia, 
Syria, and the Romanes, might ruinc many Towns therein Bur we

will mention onely fomc of the chief of them 5 as 1. Siena , now 
called Afnc, the moll Southern city thereof, and laid to be exact¬ 
ly under the Tropick of Cancer ; for Ptolemy faith, they making a 
very great pit, there was no fhadow of the Sun, when he entred 
into Cancer 2. ^Memphis feituared beyond Nile Wcflward , 
where the yptian winces refided ;&n whofc place Caire fuccced- 
cd, and was me aboad of the Sultans . Caire is a great City, di- 
ftant from jerufalem about 240 of our miles, which a traveller 
thither, calls (for its admirablcneile and greatnefle) the little 
World, being, (faith he) thrice as large as Constantinople, and as 
populous, though nor fo well budded, being feituate in a plcafanc 
plain, and in me heart of *AE&ypt, killing Nilas at fomc parts: It’s 
divided imo five parts. 1 . New-(>V, the principall of the other, 
and lying in the midft of them,and contains all thechicf Mcrchan- 
dife and Market-places, it hath walls and Ports, and is in Cir¬ 
cuit twenty two miles. 2. Old Caire , where t Memphis anricntly 
fo called, flood, alfo named Babylon of the Egyptians. Tnis was 
the larthdl place Ulyjfes vilited in his travells, which Hmer io 
nicnworizcth, yet vfaich Litbgow) they were not anfwcrablc to the 
fifth parcof mine. 3. Media, which joyns to the back fide of 
Old Caire, cowards the Ptramides (which arc not far lrom hence) 

4. Boulake ruining a great length along the River fide5 which 
hath three Market places of no (mail account. 5. Carajjar, a 
great Town bending Southward in the way of the llcd-Sca, tor ma¬ 
ny miles. Ail which four, are (faith he) but as Suburbs to the 
New Caire, making up a Country rather than a City,yet all touch 
one with another cither to the right or left hand, or to both, with 
a multitude of flrccts: whofc length in all, from the lowdl end 
olllottlakefio the Souchmoft part of Caraffar,is 28 SnglifJj miles,and 
14 in breadth * for tryall whereof, he faith, he trod it one day on 
foot lrom Sun to Sun, being guided and guarded by a riding Jani- 
zary, which, for his bruifed feet on the ftrccts, was one of the lorcft 
dayes journey tnat ever he had in his life. Here are three princi- 
pall gates in New Caire 5 Babeh Mamftek, looking towards the Wil- 
derncllc, and Red-Sea; Bebzavillab towards Nilm * and Babell Eu - 
tuch, toward the fields. Tnc ftrccts are narrow, and all almolfc 
covered to lave them from the parching heat, with open vents for 
li<du, and their buildings are commonly two ftories high, made 
cuher of mud or brick, and plat-forms on the tops, whereon they 
fie: p ufually in the night, to receive the freili and cooling Ayrc, 

I F A is a great Pal Uce where the BegU/beg or Turkijh Vice-ge- 
rc.'uconltasulyrefi les, and on a moderate heig t, from whence a 
fuli profpeft of the better part of the Town,Gardens and Villages, 
bordering on M7e,with a great part uf the lower plains of oEgypt, 
may • e’raken. There is like wife laid tobc in this City, a Tower, 
wihtujY (byobftrving how high Nile riferli, (or there arc clivers 
marks in it by which ucy jndgj they know how fruitful it will be 
c very year in for it the llivcr (well unto the highelf hole of 

tnc Tower,they have abundance of Corn.Another faith it was in a 
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UHofque, or Turkifl) Temple called Efcbiall, - whereas they meafu- 
red how much Nile rofc 3 by a Pillar there ; But another in his 
Peregrination (aith, they go into an Ifland nighCaire, where they 
obferve the height of this River, 3. Alexandria, fo called from 
Alexander the Great, who built it, and new- Scanderia ; it’s a Town 
ot great in»ffique, and was formerly one of the chief Cities ef the 
World, not yielding to Rome for inhabitants; and was in the time 
of the Nicene Conned, appointed (by them) one of tl)e four Pa- 
triarchaI Cities, Antioch, Rome, and Conflantwople being the other 
three. It is divided into Old and New, andisfeated in a fandy 
Country on the Sea fbore, more broad than long, and like a half 
Moon; The Old is three miles lcug, having within it (befides 
other rare things) two Mountains of iiulofcd (and. The antient 
Walls are yet Handing, but little inhabited within; four things 
more, among others,are here eminent; the CilUrnsbringing wa¬ 
ter from an Armc of Nile called Calis , and fupported by Marble 
Pillars; two Spires near the Walls of the Port almoft alikr. Gra¬ 
ven with Hirtoglipbycall letters, one whereof lycth along, almoft 
co\ered with earth ; theO'hcr Handing ten fadome high without 
the ground, and is eleven foot fquare; A little above which, is 
the place as by theruinesdoth appear, where Cleopatra's Pallace 
of old Hood, where flic had a Gallery advanced over the Sea; 
andiaHly, without the Town Hands a Pillar which fofar crc&ed 
in memory of Pompey his defeat; it is of Marble, cigbiy foot high; 
and twenty in Circuit. The New is fcated fomewhae more plea- 
fanr, on me right hand of the Old Port, which hath a Cattle of the 
Old Town for defence, but (through difficulty) theyufc it oncly 
fometimes to lodge their FoiHs and Galleys. The New Port is 
on its right hand, and is but an open road fubje&te the Northern 
Winds, but defended by twoCaHles (oil both Tides) called Farilos 
one Handing on a little Peninfula 5 the other right againH it; fo 
that all Ships muH needs pafl’c within fhot of thefe CaHles; with¬ 
out which two Ports (through the Ayres badneflc)thc very Town 
fit is judged) would be foon abandoned. Two things are remar¬ 
kable of tnis City, That the people were fo licentious, that they 
would neither (pare perfonally and verbally to abufe their Go- 
vernour; nor Romane Empcrours, their Lords themfclvcs: for 
which caufc Or^/acornming to the City, and impatient of the 
fame, afli-mblcd rhe youths of the City, as it tochoofe fomc for at¬ 
tending on his perfon, and (uddenly commanded his fouldicrs to 
put them all to the Sword; and that, one Gautenus reading Divi¬ 
nity and Pmlofophy in this Town in 180. thence it is thought the 
fetung upU liverfif.ics firH began in Cbriflendome , Right againH 
Alexandria they place the little Ifie Pharos , in C<efar and Ptolemies 
time, but now if joyus ro the Continent; and whofe pbarttt or 
watch-Towcr (built by Ptolemy Philadelphia for benefit of Sailers; 
too tedious lure parti .ularly todeferibe) was accounted one of the 
Worlds (even Wonders. The Maufoheum, which fignifics a Sepul¬ 
chre or Monument tor the dead: Babylon^ not of t/£g)pt> but that 
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of Ajs'jria, its Walls; Dianas Templeof Spheftu. Thefilojsiu of 
Kbtues, and the Uatuc or Image o( Jupiter Ol^mpictu, and the Ptra- 
mides of wEPWh being the other fix. It was cal led by Oppm, one 
of .yfjWtt«wi>Cloyfters, or doors to (hut it up, to wit by Scaj 
the other by land, being Pelufium. This feems to me to be the 
fame which the Dcfcriberof Efjates and Principalities , &c. calls 
the Cattle, which (faith he) is very incommodious, in that they 
mutt carry water thither from Alexandria’s Citterns, upon Ca- 
mcllsbacks. 4. Telujium, now called Damiata, and fcated near 
the Mediterranean Sea, it was alfo named Sliopolit , of the Prince 
Ely, ot All, who had environed it with three Walls* (but one 
thinks it to be that now called Tetter) This key of oEgyph (asS«»- 
das calls it) was more then once befieged by Chriftian Armies, in 
the time of that called the Holy war } The nsoft remarkable where¬ 
of was the eighteen Moneths fiege of John de Brenne (the entitulcd 
King of JeruSalcm) with the European Princes in 1220, concerning 
the mortality of whofe befieged, through raging Plague and Fa¬ 
mine, and the unexpeaed feixure thereof, (by two ventrous foul¬ 
dicrs fealine the Walls, as admiring the peoples lilencc) ye may 
read at large in the Turkith Hiftory. Befides thefe Cities,are two 
others, Olid to be almoft as big as Caire ; alfo Thebes, which ihe 
Tyrant ii«tfr*builded, 17 miles in compafle, and having a hun- 
dredGitcsi tArfwoe, or the City of Crocodiles ; novtSues, and 
almoft auandoned, though in the Ptolemies time, a Haven Town 
of great commerce 5 yet the Turks building their Galleys at cam, 
bring them, when taken ia pieces, on Gamells backs. Here is 
is alio Bulajtit, where Diana was worfhipped. Nicopolis, now cal¬ 
led M-ma. Heliopolis , now Bethfamie, and of which Potipkarah 
was Pricftj whole daughter %Afenatb, Pharaoh gave to Jofeph in 
marriage, and Canopus, where was Ofiris his chief Temple - four 
of thefe Cities, to wit, Alexandria, Pelufium, 'Bubajlts,znd Heliopolis, 
arc known by other names in Ezscbiel tne thirtieth, as No, Phife- 
teih. Shin, and Avert. The antient Egyptians were faid to be the 
firft inventers ofthe Mathcmaticall Sciences * Great Magicians 
and Allrologers being yet of adextrous wit. Merry,great Singers, 
and lociable companions ; but fomewhatfloathfull, and given to 
Riot and Luxury, neither do they live long in regard of the great 
heat (lor tiny lye in the fame climate with Barbary) feldome at- 
taynino 60 years * yet are they not black, but tawny and brown. 
Twoo r f me chief Monuments of ^pypt, were firft, the Pieamides, 
in regard ot whofe wonderful! Malles of done, the antient works 
ofthe Romans were ot fmall moment; they begin to be feen fourty 
miles off. They (tend in a Defart place, four miles from Catrej 
about three floats caft from Nile, the biggeft wtnrcof, (built by 
Cheops) is three hundred paces fquare (that is) 1200 round, at the 
foot, whofe height may be tfoo foot,though force have reported 
it was 1000. the {tones are three foot long, and two foot broad, 
and of the fame thickneffc* and although the top feems to be 
flrarp, for fo much the word Pyramis doth imply) yet is it there 
Qqqqq > 2 *3 
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ai. (o©c fquarc. Jofeplm reports the Jfraelites to make Bricks part¬ 
ly for fuch Pyramides. Secondly; Pfamnitim his Labarimb which 
he built, containing iooohoafesand twelve Palaces within one 
Wall, whofe building was moft under the Earth 5 no wood nor 
cement being imployed in that Marble Fabrick. The Chamber 
doors in opening founded as Thunder, and though there was but 
onc.paftagc into if, which was of white Marble, with (lately Pil¬ 
lars, and mod curious works of Imagery; yet having a multi¬ 
tude of turnings, and rcturnings within, it was even ioviows 
to one that was unacquainted. This flood on Nile's banks to¬ 
wards Alexandria. The Egyptians alio made Paper of the 
fedgy weeds Papyri, which groweth on the banks of NILE , 
whereby 'Ptolemy 'Philadelphia the more eafily made up his 
Library of 700000 Volumes at Alexandria^ caufing likcwifctlie 
7 2 Interpreters to tranflatc the Bible. The Priefts alio, who in 
time of ancient heathenilm, were honoured as their Kings, ex- 
prcfled all their conceits by Hieroglyphicks; or the fliapes of 
things in the Creation. For eternity painting the Sun and Moon; 
for a year, a Snake with his tayl in mouth : to fhew an cndlcfle 
circle of years. For integrity, fire and water, becaufe they arc 
pore, and purifie other things,&c. The Red Sea is on the Eaft of 
Egypt;fo called from the red colour of the fands:alfo Sinus Arabia 
cw,orthe Arabian gulph,being 1600 mile? long: thorow which //?- 
did s and Arabia* sSpices were brought to A lexandria,*[\& fo difper- 
fed throughout all parts by the Venetians. It is alfo named the 
Erythraean Sea, as much as red, nigh which, the Sybill called £ry- 
tbraay dwelt: for there were 10 of them, of whom Cumana is af¬ 
firmed to have written the 9 books of the Sybills: which being 
burned by one Stiltco y thofe Prophecies now extant, are onely 
drawn out of others writings wherein they wercquotcd;Now they 
imnifeftly foretold of Chritl’sNamc, Birth, Death and Kingdom, 
and fomewhat of Antichrift’s defttuftion, Before we come to the 
quality, riches, and Religion of this Country, we will make men¬ 
tion of Cyrene ■> anciently named Pentapolitana , from its five 
Cities; (for it is reckoned a part of Egypt, and fecras to me, that 
which modern Writers,call ArabiaTrogloditica) which hath 70 - 
nti on the Weft,and /Egypt on the Eaft. Its chief Cities are now 
Pejsan 9 Barca y from whence the Country is called Barca tJMarmo- 
rica y and Cyrene, which once Itriving with Carthage for greatnefle 
and extent of bounds, two men of each fide were appointed to 
end thcControvcrfic, by coming toward each others City; for 
where they met, was to be the boundaries: But the pbileni of Car* 
tinge getting far into Cyren'n before the other met them, they (en¬ 
raged) killed them becaufe they would not depart their Coun* 
try : which occafioned the Carthaginians ( in honour of them) to 
raife the Ar<e pbilenorum , or Altars uf the Pi: Herd a ns in Cyre tie's 
Borders. Here flood alio the Oracle of Jupiter- II ammon % whofe 
Temple, when (famhyfes King of Perfia (in his Conqueftof Egypt,) 
would (by his Army) overthrow .* they were fin the way) (mo¬ 
thered 
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thered with the light fands of this Country, although 500000 
men. Although mis people were rude and thcevifti, yet Ari- 
ll/pm the Philofophcr, Eratojlhenes the Mathematician, and C* lm 
limaebut the Poet, were born here; as alio Simon of Cyrene, who 
was forced to carry the Crofle on which Chrift fuffered. Some 
call the chief Towns hereof by another name, as Grondall or O 
randall, having an indifferent good Port. Alcojier sr chozair, which 
fpme take (or Berenice, one ot the five antient Cities; and where 
is (by the Mountain’s opening) paflage for fruits brought out of 
Ethiopia the Upper. Suaquttt is the name of another, which Or- 
ulius thinks to be the pule,mis of Mela-, near which, is a very 
good Port, and where is alfo commonly a Turkifh Baffa, who 
commands the Country. Even in the head of the Arabian gulph 
ftands Suez, which feme take for Arfnoe (one of the five ancient 
Cities of Cyrene)-, others for potidia-, and feme for Hero ot Hercs, 
which in the Ptolemies and the 'Romans time, very much flourifh- 
cd for Indian and Arabian Merchandize, tranfported thence into 
~o.pt by raire and Alexandria ; but although the Turk hath uled 
all means to people it, yet is it not much inhabited, nor of any 
arcat traffique, by reafon of the great difficulty of all things 
is an ancient Kingdom ; for there is a Catalogue made of 
ago Kings, favc eight,Who reigned before Amafis in 17 Danajties ; 
of whom Ojiris is onely to be mentioned, who with his fuc- 
eelkurs were called Pharaohs, and in whofe time Abraham is 

thought to have gone down into ^Egypt. But of the i8th Du> 
naftic or Lordfhip of great power, there were 16 Kings; Amajis 
being the firft, and beginning his reign in the year of the World, 
2242. cMenopbif or Miris being the laft. Of the 1 ?th Dunaftie 
were onely five, who were called the Latti: Zettu was the fink, 
in the year 2590; and Tbmie the laft: two of which five,to wit, 
Amenopbit and Sejoftris or V"exores, arc of fame. The 20th D a - 
ttaflie remained 177 years under the Dimlitane Princes : and of 
the a 1 Danaflie were 18 Kings, the firft of whom was Smendes, 
beginning to reign in the year 2961, and called in Scripture .fr- 
(ac : the 15th was Pharaoh Neco, who flew Joftab at the battle of 
< jMegiddo: and phmnenitesot Pfamnitim was the laft, in whole 
dayes Cambyfes (as was faid in Perfia, fubdued Egypt under his 
Empire: from which it revolted in Darius Notlm his time the dch 
Perfian King, they choofmg one of their own called Amertbeus,in 
3<<8- the (ixth from whom, was Nectancbos the fecomt ; in the 
18 th year of whofe reign, Orfaathc 8th Perfian Emperour reco¬ 
vered it again. But Alexander vanquifiiing Darm, he won Egypt 
without blond ; after whofe death, Ptolemy the (on of Lata ({taring 
this Country, all the following Kings were named Ptolemies : of 
whom there were 12, Laff being the firft, and 1 beginning his 
reign ia the year of the World 3 rf 4‘>and called m DamdtiH 
Kina of the South. Cleopatra , a woman exceeding beautifull be Off 
the laft, who (being in love with Mar cm Antomm, killed bene 
to avoid leading thorow towf in triumph; After whole death u 
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was made a Roman Province, and was as warily looked to, a* 
highly prized x no Scnatour but onely a Gentleman o{ %gme being 
Governoir. The Roman Empire being divided, this Country 
was fubjeft to the Confl anti nopoli tan Emperour, till the Egyptians 
being overbunhened, craved the Saracen's ayd who made them 
Tributaries unto Haumer tbc third Caliph or Saracenical Pope. 
of Babylon or Bagdet j the Grecian Garrifons being firft expelled; 
who afterwards choofing a Caliph out of their own people, there 
were two, one at Bagdety to whom the Aftan j and another at Cake, 
to whom the European and African Saracens lubmitted, The firft 
Egyptian Caliph was Acbmades , beginning to rule in the year of 
Chrift 870 5 the 15th and laft being Elpbaiz, (although there be 
one, who addethlevcn others; who fending to Noradme the Tur¬ 
kic King of Damfco for ayd againft Almericm ^Kiiie of Jerufalem, 
he feat him valiant Sarracon , who, after clearing Egypt of A/me- 
rim his forces, made himfclf King, and to confirm his eftate, da(h- 
cdout Elphaiz, his brail s with his horft man’s macc, and rooting 
out all hiskinn, as we read in the Turkifh hiftory. Of thefe 
Turkifh Kings were five ; Sarracon the firft, beginning his unjuft 
reign in 115 3. Melechfala the laft,who(going with Lewie the ?th 
Qi France towardsZ>4/w/4M,whcn he had vanquiihed him)was (lain 
by th cMamaluckSy (laves whom he bought and bred up for SouU 
diers, to fupply the deficiency of the fofc Egyptians: they came 
from Colchis and Qeorgiay and were commonly called Circupans : 
they alfofctup Turqumenusy a iMamalucky in Melechfala 1 s room, 
of which Mamalftck Sultanfy there were 12, Turqumenusy the firft, 
beginning his rule inn$o, (who although he releafed King 
Lewify is fa id not to have performed half his conditions of peace 
with him made ) TonombeitUy the laft, who being overcome by 
Selimus the firft in 1517, Egyjn was made a Turkifh Province, as 
it ft ill remaincth. The Country is low, plain, and not mountai¬ 
nous * wherefore they have built their Villages (though far from 
Nile) in high places, to avoid Nilm his overflowing, which makes 
Egypt exceeding fruitful) and for want whereof, the dearth is 
very great 5 (for they have no rain, as is nad in Zech. 14. v. 18 $ 
or if they chance to have any, it is faid to turn to divers inconve¬ 
niences, as fores, &c.) it beginning tofwcll about June 17, and 
continuing 40 dayes, (and falling the like time) which is faid to 
happen when Ethiopia hath moll rain, efpccially in the farther 
Mountains. The Greek letters of this river’s namccontaini- g in 
them, all the dayes of the year 5 (for N (lands for 50, E (or 5, 
l for io, ^ for 30, o fof 7°> 3; for 200, which make 365,) and 
the manner of whole inundation Lithgow undertakes to (hew, bc- 
caufc he faith many learned men arc meerly miftaken about its 
flowing.

and Rofetta ; yet when it ovcrflowes, many brooks (or channel?, 
inco which it is divided) arc Navigable. There are abundance 
of venomous creatures bred (alfo) in this river, as Crocodiles, 
Scorpions, Water-Snakes, grievous mifhapen worms, and other 
monftrous things, who do olt annpy the Inhabitants, and thofe 
who traffique on the water, yet it breeds likewife very excellent 
filh, and is wonderful fruitfull therein. It is alfo reported to be 
almoft 3000 miles long, and faid to have its beginning under the 
iEquinottial line from the Mountains of the Moon; but more 
truly from the Zembrian Lake in the more inward t/Eikiopidy and 
jn a place of the outward Ethiopian Alps called Catadupa, Niles 
water is faid to be marvellous lwect above all others, the caufe 
whereof is the extream force of the Sun beating a Iwaycs on ic 3 and 
making it the lighter, purer, and Ampler; as alfo his long coorfc 
arroufing fo many foiics. Egypt is not fubjeft to Earthquakes,and 
is fo fertile for all ncccflarics for man’s life, that fome Ancients 
have called it, 7 beSlore-boufe of the Earth . It was like wife called 
when the ilqmans had it, Horreum Romanum, or the Roman Gar- 
ncricor Barn. It abounds with all forts of grain and pulfcs, good 
pallurcs, and abundance of Olive-Trees, and with herbs good to 
eat, that they tnay the more cafily forbear Corn; there is alfo in 
the Wefteni part of Lower Egypt (lore of Cotton and Sugar, 
Some report, there is very good Wine in divers places, keeping 
very long, as near the Lake Meotides . But another fairh 3 it produ¬ 
ced no Wines; for thefe Mahomctanical Moors obferving Itrid- 
ly the law of their Alcoran, will neither plant, nor futfer V ines to 
be planted, accounting it a deadly fin to drink Wine: But for 
Coffa,and Sherpe, which arc compofed Liquors, he faith, they 
drink enough. Palm-trees alfo wonderful high, do grow through¬ 
out all Egypt; 20 great Trees, having been laid to be feen coming 
out of one body. Their gardens arc rcplcnifhtd with Siccamores, 
Caflia, Pomegranates, Oranges and Tamaris, the greateft pare 
whereof are exceeding high,and tbeSiccamores exceeding green. 
The garden of their Half mo lycth near the South fide of Cairo 3 fix 
miles in compaflc; the free being but of three foot high,alwaycs 
green of colour, with a broad three-pointed leaf; and being cut 
into the body, and branches thrice a year, it yields a red water 
dropping into earthen vcflels, which is the natural Balfom : Nor. 
far from which Garden in a Tandy Defart, is the place called 
Mommeiu which arc a multitude of Caves cue out of a Rock, 
wherein mod mens Corpfes of Caire are interred : which remain 
alwayes unputrilied, nor yielding a (linking fcncll: experiment® 
whereof arc,by Merchants bringing whole bodies hands,See.from 
thence, which makes the Apothecaries Mummia, whofc co¬ 
lour is very black, and the Belli clung to the bones. 1 Iere is a 
fhrub called tAlrana, whole leaves being yellow when dryed, 
the women in tbe Turk's Country die their hands and leer, with a 
part of rhe*jr hair. There is great fioic of fmdliug flowrs; yet 
Ehmc affirms, they do not commonly fmcll very well, through the 
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foggindle of the ayr, from the river TS(jle, Bcfidcs hurtful beafts^ 
it breeds alfo a great number of tame cattcl, as Bugles, Oxen, 
Camels, Horfes, Afles, Goats, and Sheep: all which grow very 
great; but the Cheep are exceeding great and fat, whole Wooll 
is black, and their chick tails hanging unto the ground; 

Here arc many Fowl (for t&gypt is very Moorifh in Winter) 
efpeciaily Storks; wherewith in fome places the fields arc even 
covered: and who devour the abundance of Frogs which are here 
bred. There arc alfo many Camelions found among the flirubs, 
which (faith the Author) live not of the wind as many have writ¬ 
ten ; yet will they continue a whole year without eating any fu- 
flenance. Hens (arc faid) not to hatch their Chickens here; but 
they do it by the heat of Furnaces. *AEgypt hath alwayes aboun¬ 
ded withMettalls, chiefly near Ethiopia 5 there is likewife the 
Amethyft with many other precious (tones, and iuch (lore©f Writes 
or the Eagle-Rone is found near to tAlexandriay that they load 
whole lliips therewith. Their Women are very fruitful, having 
many times three or four children at a birth; neither, as it hath 
been obferved, are thecight-Moneths Children in danger of death 
as in other places. There are alfo Lemons, Citrons, Chcrries,Figs, 
and other fruits, as in our Countries. Cyrenc y or Arabia Iroglod'i- 
tica, is Tick ot Nu/nidia, and Lybials difeafe, being barren, both of 
fruits,and water, Sandy,Ddarr, and little inhabited, for when 
Alexander travelled to the Oracle of Jupiter Hammon, he law nei-‘ 
ther, Man, Beaft, Bird, Tree, nor River. And as for Suez, there is 
uo water within two miles aboutit; but two miles dillant they 
dig it out of a pit, it being faltiih and bitterilh, and brought upon 
Camclls backs. There is great commerce in t/Egypt, and at Cane, 
with very many Nations; for the Country abounds lo, as to fell 
Silks, Corns, Fruits, Wax, Honey, and the Soveraign Balfotnc, 
befidcs many other commodities of Cotton-wool, Cloath of G jld 
and Silver: and the bell Sattins, Damask, Taffatics, and Gro- 
grains that are, are here nude. Their King’s revenues in the Pto¬ 
lemies time were 12000 Talents. The Turk now (what through 
tyrannical Government, what through the difcontinuanccof the 
ufual traffique chorow the red Sea* receives oncly three millions; 
one whereof his Vizier Baft a hath to fupporc his charge: the other 
his garrifon-SouId lers, &c. the third he Coffers up, being guar¬ 
ded by land toConjlantinople, he not daring to adventure it by Sea, 
for tear ot the Florentines , Egypt (where at this day are but few 
of the right Egyptians remaining) is peopled by Mahometans, 
outward Chrilhans, and Jews in a fmall number. Thofe called 
Chntlians,«re Grangers or Natives. Thchrangers come thither 
(efpeciaily to Alexandria and Caire) by rcafon of traffique; for ic 
is called, as it were, a ladder, by which the treafurcs of the Indies 
and the End, do patlc into AJia , Europe, and<• Africa . Thole born 
in the Country which have remained fince the inundation of Bar- 
bariam and cruelty of Saracensy tMamalucks and 7 urk$y do not ex¬ 
ceed 50000, which dwell difperfed here and there; efpeciaily in 
Rrrrr .. Cdirtj 
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Caire , Me/ia, &c. they are called Cofites or Copties, and Chri- 
ftians of the girdle, for they are both baptized and circumcifed. 
Theyalfo following Eutyches's opinion above this 1000 years, ad¬ 
mitting but one Nature m Chrift,feparate thcmfelves from union 
with others* which fchifm, the bad Couneel of Sphefm (called, if 
lmiftakcnot, Mry*** ara Councel of Robbers) occalioncd. Many 
of them live in Mimas Territories, wherein arc divers Monaftc- 
rics * but three of their chiefeft Momafteries arc, that of Authority 
("which is in the Troglodite s Country) Paul, and Machaire . They 
obey the Patriarch of ^Alexandria, faying, They have their faith 
from Prete-Jean. They fay Mafic in the Chaldean tongue 5 reading 
their Gofpel firftin Chaldee, then in Arabic!: . When the Prieft 
faith, Peace be withy or given unto you, the youngeft of the affiftants 
going, toucheth the hand of all the affiftants at that Mafic • and 
after the confccration fo called, they give to every one of the Af- 
firtants a little piece ot bread.

We have briefly viewed the Old world,([0 called )\ct us alfo fur- 
vey the New j New I fay, not according to the nature of things, 
but in refped of men’s skillfullncflc in difeovery. That part of 
’the Earth is called the New world, which almoft by a middle 
fpace, is extended between the {hoars of Spain, and Africa > and 
the utmoft partof India from the North thorough the Oce¬ 
an, wafiling on it on both fidc$> under the form of two Tenin- 
fulaeSy which Peninfulaes or almoft Iflands, arc conjuyned by a 
llcndcr Isthtnus , or traft of land, in fuch a manner, that in what 
part it lyeth under the ^Equator, oris not fofar from it, it is made 
narrow. Thence it is again dilated, untiil (the figure of a Pyra~ 
wide or Spire being ftretchcd forth into the South)" it contains the 
MagellahickSt rair,or Narrow Sea,with other parts yet unknown. 
And although this continent,be not as yet altogether fearched our, 
yet from thole parts which are already known,it may cafily be con¬ 
cluded, that this part of the World is greater than the other parts. 
They fail about it at this day, be fide that utmoft tra&, which 
looks to the North. Of this new World arc alfo two queftions 
railed * firft, Whether it were known to the Anticnts, or not ? But 
Keeker man repeating the probable arguments on both fide?, rather 
gives his judgment on the affirmative. Secondly, Whether ic 
cleave to Europe and Afiaj or whether it bo an lfiand lc pa rated from 
them both Chynaw faith, it is not certain whether ic be an Hland 
or a Canrincnt; Frifius leaves it in doubt; Vet out of the Naviga¬ 
tions of P.iuIm Venetm, he faith, it may probably be drawn that il 
is an lfiand. Moft Geographers vote ic to be an lfiand. But then 
whereas another difficult queftion arife th from this,being granted, 
to wit, Seeing men were in the beginning created in Ajia> and li¬ 
ving creatures alfo, were put into Afia out of Noahs Ark, how 
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^Ui bocb men and other living creacutcs come into this New

» !S*£» 3 foS« the Old World, for from the 
fime thaTitwa J found, both all things were dearer in the Old,and 
aSeatet allurements were afforded unto men, of Luxury and 
auogreater 1 muftbc imputed unto Mans Cor- 
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the latter (which is that part fcituaced to the South, and the Pole 
Antartick) being fo named from Ferdinand Magellan who firft 
pierced into (his part of the world in one thouiand five hundred 
and twenty. America is diftinguifhed into two genera 11 parts, 
or PenififuUes, one whereof is the more Northern traft, and called 
Mexicaua ; the other more the Southern, and called peruana. 
They arc two Peninfulacs joyned by an lfthmus or tongue of land 
feven leagues long, betwixt Nombro de D/os y and Panama ; for the 
11 leagues commonly made betwixt thefc two places, is through 
their turnings to find out a more convenient paflage, OWexicana 
is the Northern Pcninfula or craft,whofc circumference is reckon¬ 
ed 1 60 00 miles,and 4000 in length from Eaft to Weft,the North 
bounds being not yet known, and contains 10 diftinft Provinces 
or Countries: as, 1. Florida , bounded on the Eaft with BahamaHy 
and the Iflesof Lucayesy or (as one) with the Sea, Del Norty on 
the Weft with Mextcoy on the South with Cuba and Jucatan y and, 
as one faith, with Virginia : on the North with New France 5 and 
alfo as one affirmeth, with panada and Virginia. It is 400 miles 
long) and 80 miles broad; and wasdifeovered by the English un¬ 
der rhe Conduft of one Sebaflian Cabot in 14^7. But was called 
Florida y by John ponce* Sfaniardy who poflefled it afterwards in 
15275 either becaufe it was a flourishing Country 5 or for that 
he came thereunto on the Spaniard’s Pafcha Florida , or Eafter*day. 
It’s under the fame Parallel with Mauritania 5 (and though a great 
part of this New World lyeth under the fame Parafiell with 
v£thiopiay Lybia* and Numidiay yet arc the Inhabitants of a rea¬ 
lisable fair complexion; of which I fee no true natural oanferen- 
dred, but God's particular will;) its coaft is rough and rocky, 
chiefly agaiuft the point called the c Martires. After Ponce y it fell 
to the French in 15 <*2 ; But the Spaniards warred with them fo 
long, till not a man being left, it was again abandoned in 15*7. 
Here arc three chief Towns, the one called Arx Carolinay or Charts 
his Tower, which the French building, the Spaniard ruined: and 
S. Matthew's and S. Helen 9 r, which the Spaniard built; who hath 
three, and but three Forts in this Countrey; one whereof, called 
S. Augufliney being taken and burnt by Drake in 15 8£, was again 
repaired. It is reported, That when Ferdtnando Soto (a Spaniard ) 
would perfwade the Natives, that he was the Son of God, and 
came to teach them the Law : One of them anfwered, Not /b; 
for God never bid thee kill and flay us , and work all kind of mifehief 
againft m. This Province hath divers fruits, and many kinds of 
betfts; it would alfo bear any grain and fruir, if manured; their 
Kinc here alfo, have a bunch on their backs like a Camel, and 
hair like horfes. Many Hermophroditesarc Laid to be here,whom 
they put to all drudgery. It hath good quantity of gold and fil- 
ver, which the Inhabitants gathering up in the water, by cutting 
rivers with little ditches, carry it to the Sea-fide to fell, which is 
alfo their chief Traffique; likewife Emeralds, Turquoyfies,tnd 
Pearls have been here [oqnd, They are grofle and Pagan Idola- 
. ' ~ ” cers> 
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ters, yet arc laid to nave a belief of the Soul’s immortality: But 
naturally loving war and revenge. ^

onely to be both the greateft and moft pleating and lertile of 
thefe 4 Provinces} but(as^«(fa thinketh) one of the be ft in the 
World. It takes its name from the chief City t Mexico, be¬ 
ing an "hundred degrees from the Fortunate ljlands\ and was 
taken by one Cortez,, in 15*1, leading to thisenterprife 200000 
or 100000 Indians. It contains about 6000 Spanijh Families,but 
£0000 of Indians,dwelling in the Suburbs. It’s h ated in a great 
Plain about 7 miles in circuit, and encompafkd with high 
Mountains, on which is Snow continually. There are alio in 
the Plain two Lakes, one frefh, the other fait j on the banks 
whereof, not onely is Othxico, but there were almolt 50 good 
Towns, Irjcuto, yielding little to Mexico: and on the bank of 
Mexico's Lake, which is 50 miles about, Hand pleafant Towns, 
and divers houfes, 50000 Wherries being ftill (they (ay) plying 
intheLake. This City is fix miles incompaflc, and is the hat of 
the Spa»i\b Viccroy.andofan Arch biftiop} They having there¬ 
in both a Mint, Printing,antTan Univcrfity. Moreover there is 
t/tnoes, a Town with a very fertile foil; Tulle, Tuluca , Tavafco, a 
great Town, yet the houies hand Mattering for fear oi fir< jwhich 
bad, lay (ome, 25000 houfes,of Lime,and (at Earth, Zcmpoloan , 
that is called the ttuc; £>«/i>by which places runs the River Alua- 

rarfa, and entring into the Sea by shreciroouths. Lallly, UUthan,

And vi&uallsthercdoth fo abtund, that a8 
pound of Bid is worth but three pence,and a Hog one (hilling,or 
is. &*d. Out of the frefh Lake, they draw an herb, cut every 
Moon, and worth to the Inhabitants aoooo Crowns yearly. New 
Spain alfo tralfiques with Chinay it vents likewife in Woollen 
Gloath,Silks, LinncnCloath, and Tables to Peru, ior a million 
of crowns. Finally, if Peru (faith one) exceeds this Country in 
abundance of gold and filver, which is very fine: yat this is richer 
than Peru in fruits and Cattle, and exceeds it in Arts. I he 7 /?- 
ilim pay to the King and fcudetarics. 6 s, for a head, and nothing 
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clfe Their Kings fuccecdcd not by right of bloud, but by clc&i- 
on -’whom they held lawlul to kill,if they were reputed cowards: 
for they ufed flings and arrows in their wars. They were feven 
Tribes in all, ruling in an Aristocracy or Government of the Nobles 
and chief men, untill that the mightieft Tribe chofe a King, to 
whom they all fubmiticd : of thefe Kings,we find ten mentioned. 
Tizilovitli being the firft, Quabutimoc the laft, yet they fay Iz- 
coak the 4th King brought the fix Tribes under the c Mexico* 
Kings. The two laft wer# vanquilhed by Cortez as aforelaid, 
whofe number of Indians (befides his 9 00 Spaniards, Scc.J which 
he imploycd therein, were moft of the City and Territory of 
Tlafcalan, never good friends to the Mexicans: wherefore, the 
Spaniards have granted divers immunities to the faid City Tlafca¬ 
lan And to conclude, the Mexicans ftnee they received the Spa¬ 
niards baptifm,(and fo their religion) they have accuftomed them- 
felvcs for the moft part, to the Spanijh failiions. 4. <ja-pecan or 
Guallacban, fo called from the Captains of Cortez, and alio the 
river of Panuct } but before thefe Captains lubdued it, Francu ca¬ 
rat had 400 of his men (lain by the barbarous people, who facri- 
ficing and eating fomc of them, hanged their dryed skins in their 
Idol-Temples. There is a place called Ziuiatatao, where, at the 
foot of a Mountain, arc two fountains, one of black pitch, and the 
other of red, very hot} as alfo in the Iflc of mlves near Lima is a 
fountain of Bitumen or fltme like Pitch .- and another at S. He¬ 
len’s point, (m which Province, although the ■.

(Alfo there is 
in the Couiury of Mexico (but whether in this Province I wiu 
not) the Mountain Propochampcche, of the fame burning nature 
with 'sFina and Tcfuvm)..Thc two Cities here are, 1. llafcalan, 
yielding precedencic onely to Mexico in all thefe parts} and is 
fcated in the plcafantcft place of all the Country, (although ua- 
(lacban be faid to be very poor in the natural Commoditiesof e 
foyl) being alfo rich and populous, and govetued under the Kg 
of Spain's proteaion in form of a Common-wealth, a . Tiile¬ 
ri cl l or tile Kict) Town, fo called, for that it is a Port through 
which all TralHque betwixt Old and New Spain doth pafle} one 
Don Anthonie making alfo a good way fromhencc to Mexico the 
more eafilv to conduit their merchandize. Yet was afterwa d 
tran,ported to the Town of True CroQe for more Commodity. The 
two Colonics which the Spaniards have here, are calk'd James f 

^Thetnird Province ot Northern America is Jucatan, lying op- 
pofitc to the Uland of Cuba, called by the Inhabitants, Mmthan, 
Ot Ma iap.tr ; but the Spaniards (1 Francu Hernandes cle Cordova dll- 
covi riixr it ill 15 t-7) named it Jucutan, that is , ivhatjay you , b 
c“ufc luen thej a'ked the Countric’s name, the people not un¬ 
derfunding them, anfvvered., Jucutan. It is a great Penn, Wa, be¬ 
ing goo niflcs about 5 and the more itadvanccihintothc Sea, d o 
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more it cnlargcth it ielf with two Capes 5 the Red being toward 
the North, and Cotoque toward the South: it is alfo dilhnguiflicd 
into, 1 , Jucatan, having two noted Cities5 onewhercot for its 
bcauiyand greatnefle tiiey call Caire. 2. CJuatfmala> lying be¬ 
twixt Jucata and Nicaraqua ; befides whole Town fo called^ or of 
S. Jame$> arc three others, Colonies of the Spaniards $ the ayr of 
which Territory isfwect and pleafant, having Mountains and 
Valleys yielding ftorc of fruit : and whofe Inhabitants (they fay; 
have loll 500000 of their friends by the Spaniard's cruel dealing, 

3. Acafamil) an Ifle oppofuc to <3uatimala y whofe chief Town is 
Santa Cruza , as the lfland it felf is commonly called. There are 
many Defarts in Jucatan , yet rich in many places in Corn, Fruits, 
Honey, Wat,Stags, Hares, Gecfe,and Poultry 5 ft hath no rivers, 
yet remaining alway Ircfh, bccaufe it being ftony two or three 
foot under groundi little Springs and Brooks flow our. Guatimda 
(among other herbs and fruits) abounds in a Tree whofe fruit is 
like an Almond, but not round, ferving the Indians for meat, 
drink,and alfo for moneys 20000 Cacaos being worth 120 Rialls 
or 3, 1 . in cjuatimala , and aoo in Mexico, There is a Lake in this 
Country 100 miles long, and 20 broad,&c. The Town through 
the hills ora Vulcanoe’s calling forth flames of fire, at whofe foot 
it was built, which happened in 154°, Decemb. 20, it was 
transported two miles off $ But in 1581, there was fuchan irrup¬ 
tion of fire about two miles from the Town, as if all would have 
been confumed: and the next day, filling the Valley with abun¬ 
dance of afhes, it alrnoft buried the Town. And the year follow- » 
ing, this Vulcanoe’s fire running downwards 24 hours fpacc, like 
a furious torrent, burned rocks and (tones* and fo heating five 
ftreams, that they were not paflable • and fome write they were 
dryed up. And while this was doing beneath, they heard fearful 
thunders, feeing flames and lightnings in the ayr, wonderfully 
terrifying them. The Jucatans are generous and warlique, liv ing 
longer than them of New Spain . They feemed to be more civill 
than other Indians $ for they did not cat their enemies taken in 
war, though they, lacrificed them : yea, they abhorred the Mexi¬ 
cans for the fame: Alfo the Spaniards found a great Town here 
artificially built of Stone and Limc,withfair Market-places 5 they 
had a 11 b laws, trafficking by exchange, without money. And as 
to Religion., they had fair Temples, many of whom ufed circum- 
cifion. In the much frequenting of whofe Temples, and their 
great Idolatries* they arefaid to have worfhipped the Croffe to 
obtain rain. And fome report. That they told the Spaniards , A 
bcautifull man had left with them Crofics fora remembrance, 
which the y found amongft them. 

The fourth hNicaraqua, lying next ioMexico orNervSpain.toward 
thcSoutli-Eaftiwhich hath many places well peopled,but they are 
{mail .The two bed Towns therein are efteemed to b e,Leon, where 
they have a ft i (hop's Sec* and New a ran ado. They fay, the Spa¬ 
niards call this Province (for its plealanrndli and fruitfulncflc; 
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Mahomet’s ’Purudtfe ; yet isiilansiy, and fo burnt with heat in 
Summer, that a man can ftarcc travel by day, but by night. 
There arc in fome places, Trees fo big, that fix nv.n tan Itarce 
fathom them • and fome trees ate of fo delicate a nature, that its 
branches wither as foon as they ate toucht. It is as much annoyed 
with Parrots,as out Countrie is with Crowes and Rooks About 
a s miles from Leon, there is a Vulcano or fiery lull, whole Humes 
niav both be fecn fat in the night 5 and alio that the hole from 
whence the fire proceeds, is * 50 yards deep, as f* have wnt- 
ten Thcfc Nicameuans are more White than Olive of com¬ 
pletion, and of a K .«d fta.urei yet their Country which thus 
aboundeth in all things, is not great. Before the Spaniards made 
them outwardly Chriftians, they had agood way of pumihment 
for theft • the thief w b< ft Jve to the robbed till hehad made fa- 
t is fa & ion. But for him that foould kill the Cacique or Prince, no 
oumftiroentwasby a law ordained } becaufe they faid, fuch a 
Siine could not happen; Even as Solon wftituted no law for mur- 
dmrs of Parents; for they thought perfons were not fo unnatu- 

**Fifthly, Qjiura, whofe bound front the reft of M-xicana, is 
<j\UreVetm<i't»\ and which being feituated oa the W eft of Am. 
t ,ca, is d tv idled intoCiWa, the Eaftcrn part, which takes its name 
l.om die chiei City tifab therein t and hath another,.called 7 «- 
tomoo, fcated on a river of the fame name, rtfquez bit or on ado 
fubi> dme this Province to the Spamfh Ki-g in 1540. burned Tin- 
4*a»anotncr Town or City thereof 1 andfecondly,Mo*,o, M* 
Itlo.on, ti e Weftcrn part, lying Juft over agaioftTa^r/e, whence 
it’st ought, the Inhabitants came firft into this New World. 
Sir Erancit Drake difeovering this Country in 1585, and the King 
thereof villineW fubmitting himfclf to Qpeen Elizabeth, he call¬ 
ed it, Mew Albion, a name of Great Brittain-, and whofe chief 
Town is fo called. Some of thefe people ate faid to be Ganibalsj 
vet hath Qjivira a temperate ayt, and plenty of pallure : where¬ 
fore they nave ftorc of Kinc,which are their chiekft riches5 whofe 
Hides (they fay) cover their houfes, their flclh yields meat ; their 
bones, bodkins ; their finews, ropes 5 their maws, bladders 5 and 
fiorns, veflclsj, their hair, thred 5 their dung, fire 5 their bloud, 
drink • and the skins of their Calves, budgets or buckets fo draw 
and krep water. Vafquei a Spaniard, when he conquered this 
Country, leeing fomeihipson the farther Sea, we 1 made, and 
laden, they conjetturcd there was traffique from Catbata and China 
Liter. And as for M,w Albion in particular,it is faid to be pic* 
fant both to eye and palate, as abounding in Fruits. There is 
reportedalfo, to bca llrangckindof Hare, like a Cat ir 1 his tad, a 
Want in his feet, with a bag under his chin, wherein, after lus 
belly is lull, he keeps the reftof lus provifion. Thcfc inhabitants 
are laid t > be hofpitableyet worshipping devils, and fo given to 
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on the North 3 the Sea Del Noori on thcEafij but the Weftera 
limit is unknown. The Natives called this Country Apnlcheny 
But the English difeovering it through Sir waiter Hanleigb' s char¬ 
ges and dirt&ions in 15 84, in honour of the Maiden-Queen, £//- 
zrieth, it was named Virginia. There are two Capes on both 
Tides of it) that of f/wrir and Henry, and as it were fortified; but 
one oncly entrance into it by Sea, at the mouth of a goodly Bay, 
two rivers water it 3 and there are three chief Towns therein, one 
being James- Town. Our Englifh went over divers times to inha¬ 
bit it; fomc returning, as not liking the Country, not fo much 
for its barrennefTe, as for unfuitablenefle of the Climate: There 
were a pretty number 3 then were they not a little dimini(bed,foc 
the barbarous Natives flew 300 by treachery in 1*22; but it 
hath been even yearly inhabited fincc that, by the Englifli, and 
divers plantations made, and houfes built; fo that they have a 
Government, yet acknowledging England* s Common-wealth as 
Supream* ana is very eminent for the Trade of Tobacco there 
planted : yet the Country affords other things, as Pitch, Tar,Ro- 
zen. Turpentine, Allom, (tore of Cedar, Oyl, Grapes, plenty of 
fweet Gums, Dies,Timber,Iron, and Copper-Mines: and for the 
land, (when tilled) it is faid, that two acres of fomc,hath brought 
forth 400 bufhcls of Corn; they have alfo abundance of Maize, 
like wife Beads, Fowl, (whereof, as in iMarie-Iand, joyning to 
Virginia, aftd planted alfo by Eoglifh) their great and goodly 
Turkics have been commended) fifh and fruit. The naturall In¬ 
habitants have their cloathing in a mantle of Deer-skin, and be¬ 
fore their privities, an apron of the fame; and are reported ufu- 
ally to paint their bodies with pi&urcs of Serpents, and ugly 
beads 3 wor(hipping all things,efpecially things able to do them 
hurt, as fire, water, thunder, &c. New-Sngland, which is ac¬ 
counted the North part of Virginia , comes hereto be mentioned, 
which in a (hort time (in comparison) (though not without dif¬ 
ficulties and dangers of Natives) grew up to a flourifhing plan¬ 
tation, being now full of gooiTowns; and for the fruits of the 
earth, is fitly called another England . B oft on (the name of the 
chief Town in Lincolnshire ) being their Metropolis. Thofe who 
went hence, thither, at the firft, were chiefly fuch *s (both Mini¬ 
fies and people) could not conform to our Bifhop’s ceremonies; 
but were zealous both in preaching and hearing. I take their ci- 
vill Government to be a Democracy, or men chofc out of the peo¬ 
ple ro govern. And as for their Church-Government, it is a kind 
of a mixt, between Presbytery and Independency: whether term 
of time hath not made them colder, and Idle confcicntious and 
tender, rhan at the beginning, I much queftion 5 by God s light 
and truth, (more clearly breaking forth in this his day) he comes 
to tryjthc childrcnof men; for befides cheoppofition which fomc 
among themfelvcs have found, for differing in points of Religion 
from the generality, fome that have lately in Gods fear, and from 
a good intent gone over to them, ijave found butcoorfc enter- 
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taimmnr. But Old-England hath not lo dealt with the Minifters 
who have ( though not from the ncccffity that we had here of 
.hem) come from thence hither of late years. 

Seventhly, Normbega, bounded on the South with Virginia 
and on the North with Nova Frantia,> or New France ; whole chief 
Town named Nprumbega, the French poffcffe and inhabit. The 
people hereof arc faid to be indifferently civill 5 yet painting 
their faces, both male and female, and dance much, fomeiimes 
j fl.rk naked for agility fake: alfo much offered to hunting : and 
Whofe Wives arc loving and chaftc to their Husbands; Tne Ayr 
being alfo temperate, and the Countrie’s foyl fruitful. 

Eighthly, Kw France, difeovered by one Jaques Cartier, a 
Prtnchman,in 1534; where,befidestheNativcInhabitants,fomc 
1 few French remain •• for the Province is faid to be but barren, and 

1 the people barbarous Pagans ; yet it hath three chief Towns } 

;1 two whereof being fcituate on two rivers, Canada and Sanguinai, 
arc fo called themfelvcs 5 and Hochelaga, of around form, and cn- 
' vitoned with three Timber rampiers within each other, two rods 
I high, and fharp at top, having but one gate, tout up with barrs 
and piles, and containing but about 30 great houfes. Thofe 
who dwell not in the Towns, live in Boats, and lying under them, 

1 fuppofe,whcn they deep. They are alfo reported to have a con¬ 
ceit of an earthly Paradile after death, thinking they (hall firft 
afeend to the Stars, and thence be carried into green Fields, beauti¬ 
fied with Trees and Flowers, &c. 

Ninthly, Terra, or the Land CorteriaUf, fo trailed from a Portu¬ 
gal learned Gafper Corterialit, who firft found it in 1500, it is alfo 
called Vi Lahrodtra,an6 is bounded on the South with the fore- 
mentioned River Canada, and on the North with Eflotiland. 1 find 
tiotany Towns this people have, but their principal! Villages are 
three, Sunt a CMari*, Brefle, and Cabo Manat. Canada is-a great Ri- 
m r 900 miles long, 800 whereof are Navigable, and He hath his 
rift, out of the Hill ftombuedo, being alfo, athigheft overflowing, 
i'nidtehe 103 milesbroad. Some call it Laurence hi$River,and 
Jtkevvsf tin River of the three Brothers. The Natives are faid to 
be brown, fwiit, good Archers, but barbarous, living in low Cot¬ 
tages and Caves, (yet they wearBraffe, and Silver Bracelets, as 
Ornaments) neither feems the Country to be fertile, for thatthey 
feed generally on fifh. . _ , n t 

Tenthly, And Laftly, Eflotiland , the moft Northern trait of 
America .is yet difeovered, and called by us New found-Land, on 
whofe South-fide, lyeth the Land Croterialie, and on a North part 
thereof, Daits his ftraits, from one John Davit, who feeking to find 
a quicker paffage (then before found) by the North of America, un¬ 
to and China, performed it not with fuch prolperous luc- 

ctfle .1, h- began it. Yet two others, to wit, Cabot, and Frobijhcr, 
were before him in that defign,the one in 1497,the other in 157^, 
which laft, making three Voyages, and bringing home a greac 
deal of Ore, not worth his pains, and fomc of the Natives j he

called a great Promontory of this Country, Queen Elizabeths Fore¬ 
land 5 and the adjoyniog Sca 5 Straits. But the (hoar 

of this Region was (to far as I find) firft deferyed by two brothers, 
lent by Zukmi a King of Friezhnd not far from Greenland ; which 
lycrh on the other fide of thefe Straits, in 13?o.But there was fince 
thefe, a re-difeovery hereof, by fome of our Ettgliflj, in 1527, 
fince which, it hath been much vifired for Fi(h, called Ncvv- 
found-land-Fifh; wherewith the Seas thereof do fo abound, that 
they will, in the Summer-Moneths of fifiiing for this is a cold 
Country) take two or three hundred of them in four hours time 5 
whence in our English (hips (called Sacks) they are carried into 
other parts, cfpccially into Spain * though prefent War with that 
Nation, may hinder that Trade. I have heard fornc common Sea¬ 
men complain of the hardnefle and barrennefle of this Voyage, as 
alfo the toilfomcncfle thereof, and that if one fall (ick there,while 
they are at their workof fifliingy he is little better refpefted then 
a Dogamongft them, &c. For the Merchant and Matter, carry¬ 
ing away the profit, the very common men arc apt to be crudi to 
each other, as being earneft to have their voyage made as much as 
they can. The Natives alfo fi(hing on the Ocean in fmall Lea¬ 
thern Boats, carry home under their Arras what they have caught. 
This foil is laid tobenaturally good enough 5 whofe inhabitants 
fnme will have, more Witty, and alfo judicious then the other 
Americans, 

The Southern Peninfula, called Peruana, extends from Nombre de 
Dios, and Panama, unto the Gulfs of Uraba and Michael 5 Nombre 
ile Dios, (landing on the North Sea,and Panama on the South,which 
arc the two thief Ports otTcruana, bccaufe all traffique between 
Spain and Teru, mutt needs pattc thereby $ Theftraight of Land, 
or Ijlhmiu, whereby it is tycd to CMexicana , is called that of Darien 
but 17 miles broad, and (as others) but twelve 5 wherefore fornc 
have moved to Spains Councell, that a Navigable Channell may 
be cut thorow it to fhortco the common Voyages to china , and the 
Molucca Iflandsjbut for fome rcafons, it hath not yet been attempt¬ 
ed. This pmoi America is 17000 miles in Circuit * contain¬ 
ing five principall’Provinccs or Countries. 

Firfl, Cafttlla Aurea, or Gotten Cajtile , comprehending the 
North part of Peruana, with part of the Ijlhmtu , and was fo called 
from ids abundance of Gold. Nombre de divs, and Panama, but 
now mentioned, mufthave reference unto this Country, as alio 
HrAh&'s and Micbaclh Gulfs: which arc the exrent thereof, and not 
q\&\\ Peruana. This is lubdivided into four Provinces. 1. Ca- 
jlefladelOro , feared iri the very Ijlhmiu ♦ whole two chief Cities 
built by one Diclam Niquefa, are, ibeonyma, according to the Greek 
langtnge, or Nombre dc Dies , after the Spanijh (fo named for that the 
(aid Dtdacus having been divers times difmally eroded, bade his 
men go on fhoar here, In the name of God, which rliofe words do 
i!gi»i(y)atul is on thcEaft j and Panama feituato on the Weft. 
Secondly, Nyva or new Andalusia, bounded on the South with 
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Peru, on the North with CafelUdel Oro 3 two of whofe beft Ci- 
tics are Santa Bfpritta, and Saint Margarets, once called Toma . 
Thirdly, Neva, or new Granada, lying on the South of Cumana, or 
CartanM : whofe chief Towns arc Saint Fejvwhere is a Court of 
|u(lice,and the feat of an Arch-bifhop; hete arc alfo Tung,a, Pal- 
put, Veluz, Merida, and Saint Christophers, 8ce. here is a Sea-Cape, 
almolt triangular 3 between whofe Weftern Angle called Aram- 
„s point on the Eaftcrp, called Salines point, is the Angle named 
the Three-points. Fourthly, Cartagena, which hath five C ities 
therein, Cartagena, whichtheNativcs called Calamur, which Sir 
Francis 'Drake feizing oh, took vaftc fums of Money, and 140 Pie¬ 
ces of Ordinance in 15 8 5. Alfo <Mbvida, Saint sMartba,on the Ri¬ 
ver Abvida, having alfo other names} New falet, and Venezuela, 
They call thefe three laft mentioned countries 5 Terra Firma, or 
ne firm land. Neither Panama, uor Nombre de Dios, have a good 
Avrc • but the latter is found the worfe ol the two, and is com¬ 
monly called the Spaniards Sepulchre. Wherefore the King of 
Spai /ordered (in 1584; Nomire de Dios, to be tranfport ed t o a 
lower place, and to name it Saint Philip, Panamas Ayrc is hkc- 
wil'e unwholefome, and it's heat faid to be insupportable; Yea, 
the whole Country of Gddcn Cajtile is but little inhabited 3 and 
that, both tor the Ayre's badnefle, proceeding from many dead 
w ttu - (p. rhaps like fome lakes, that arc in ^ Ethiopia the upper, of 
w - m owrflpeakcth 5 that whofoeverdrinketh of their waters, 
ether grows road,or is poffcfled with a wonderfull heavy drovv- 
liacfley or lor the bad ordering or government of the firft diicovcr- 
cr., who brought many to their ends, as in other places. And as 
forte, fruiifullncfle, Maize groweth abundantly,(although wheat 
doth not ripen there) they have alfo much Sea-hlh, and filh of Ri¬ 
vers; wherein are Crocodiles, fome being twenty five loot long. 
It is obferved, that our feeds and plants, become Idle and work at 
panama, and Nombre de dios, (Coleworts and Lcttices being th‘ice 
lown, becomnung nought worth, as even changing their kind) 
whereas they become better in many parts of New Spain, anidI 7- 
ru N-"vV Granada is environed very Urongly with Rocky Moun¬ 
tains, yet ts mottly full of plcafing Valleys which bear fruit. Near 
Tor spa arc Golden Mines, and Emeralds; and nigh the Cape of 

r.K tnrcc points, are found (lore of Pearls, growing in the fill, of 

Ovfters, and called Unions, bccaulc two arc feldomc found alike, 
whofe price is much fallen, through the great quantity fent thence 
into Europe 3 and alfo of the Emeraulds .great (lore of them be¬ 
ing drawn not onely here, but alfo ai Pome,l, and about Mantc in 

^Secondly, Guiana, or Guinee, feitoated under the zEquinoftial 
line, or,as fome havcdefcribcdit.to bc five degrees Item it, and 

that (as one fuppofeth) towards the South, it hath on the South 

and Eift the River Maravnon, (named alfo Amazone, front the 
trf'MASMWf fabuloufly reported to have lived here); and Orellana, 
from one fo called, who firft failed therein in 1 543 .« » Ia ^°^ 
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towards the Sea 200miles broad, and Navigable tfooo miles) 
on the Weft, the Mountains ot Peru, and on the North, the River 
Orenoque, alio called Raliana, from Sir Walter Rarrleigb, who in 
15*5, made a full furvey of this Country; Ships of Burthen will 
Sail here one thoufand miles, and Pinnafes and Boars almoft two 
tlioufand. The chief Cities and Towns are tjtianao, called by the 
Spaniards Eldorada, that is, the guilded City, from the abundance 
of Gold that Deigo Orias faw therein; this City is fo large, that 
the faid Deigo is reported to have travelled from Noon that he en- 
tred it, all that day, and the next day till night before he could 
come to the Kings Pallace; it isfeated on a Salt Lake 600 miles 
Jong. winicapora, ore quit 0, which is a fafe Harbour, and Saint 
Thome, bulit with dirt and fticks, and which occafioned the undo¬ 
ing of Sir waiter Rawleigh. The Natives ufe to dwell in Trees in 
Winter time for fear of inundations, on which they do Artificially 
make ranks of building 5 f they fay a Ifo it is fo in Golden fatiHe 
and Brafile) for there is ftore of River, and Frcfh waters in every 
part thereof,fo that this Country is reported to ^>c exceeding fruit- 
full, and as green and plcafant to the eye as any in the World, 

• Experience hath and doth find it to be flored with Golden Mines] 

Whence not onely good 'Gold , but Elephants Teeth are 
brought. The People* being it feems Black of Colour, whom 
ENGLISH Merchants buy, and^fcll again as flavcs to Work 
in other Plantations. The Voyage alfo hither being accounted 
fickly. 

Thirdly, Brafile, (fo called, from a red wood abundantly there 
growing) wasdifcovcred accidentally, by Peter Alvarcs Cabral, ia 
1501, and hath on the Eaft the Vergivian Sea, on the Weft the 
Atdt$ or Mountains of Peru, (which arc unto Peruana, as Taurta is 
to AJia) it begins at the river Maragnon , and extends to that of 
Vlata .or of fil vcr. Among the chief places of Brafile arc, Pariba, 
on this fide of viugufiine's Cape, called alfo, The City of Snore. Par - 
vabuco, or Pernanambuck, a good Town ; whence the Brafile wood 
ufed in Europe in dying eloathes, is with us called Femanbuck. 
Here arc alfo the Towns Afienfio , and Anna Squitum 5 and The Bay 
of all Saints-, which Town is fcated on a gulph <? miles broad at 
the mouth, and 30 in compaflc, where Whales do enter and fpore 
themlelves; where is alfo the Govcrnourof the Province, and 
the Biihop. Augufiine'sCape hath $ degrees and a half of height 
of the South Pole, and is the neareft to Africk of any in the New 
World, not being held above 1000 miles therefrom. The peo¬ 
ple arc moft exceeding brutifh and barbarous 5 the greateft pare 
living without law, learning, or religion, nor acknowledging any 
Prince : they alfo go generally naked. They are much given to 
Sooth* faying, and arc accounted very great Sorcerers • not loving 
labour; but affa&ingidlenefle,fports,feafts, and dancing; yec 
they undertake not war to extend their bounds, but for honour* 
when they think thcmfelvcs wronged, and follow him therein* 
whom they hold the moft valiant j and eating with folemn feafts, 
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thofe they take in war; They feetn however, to have a pretty un- 
derftandingj who blaming the Spward't covetoulnefle in coming 
from the other World to dig fofgold, held up a wedge of it, and 
cryed out. Behold the Cod of the Chrijliant. They found not L F.nor 
K. in their language; one ot them declaring the rcafon 01 that 
CO he, bccaufe they had neither Law, Faith, nor Rulers among 
them. The Ayr of this Country is delicate, and the Country it 
fclf plcafant, lacing full of Mountains, Rivets, andForrefts, and 
is diftineuifhed into Plains and Hills alway green, with many 
plants and various creatures unknown to us of Europe : And be- 
Tides their huge Brafile Trees, there is the Plant Copth, whofe 
bark being cut, fends forth Balm 5 unto which remedy, the very 
beafts when they are bitten with Serpents and other beafts, (for 
the hills ate high, craggy,and very barren, and fulll of r * vc »°«s 
beafts, and poyfonfome Serpents ) have rccourfe 5 fo that, many 
of thefe plants are altnoft without barque. TheCedar * lfo ls an 
ordinary"tree there. The people feed on all kinds of beafts, Apes, 
Lizards, Serpents, and Rats j and make their bread of the root ot 
an herb as big as Purflain, by firft preffing out its dead y ,u cej 
then drying it in the Sun, and making meal thereof 5 *»° d “ nk 
•f the fame meal, like unto Beer. But the greateft riches drawn 
out of Bufile, are very fine Cotton, and excellent Sugars» unto 
which traffique,the Portugah arc much given, having built di¬ 
vers places to boyl and refine their Sugar,' and entertaining many 
(laves from Gut nee and Cento. Wonderful rich Mines are aliofaid 

to be fame of the finews of this Region. . . - .

Fifthly, Peru is bounded on the South with Cbile t and on the 
North with Golden Caflile, and is divided into three parts, Moun¬ 
tains, Plains, and Andes : along the Sea it’s plain and low, with 
many Valleys, and is 1500 miles long, and but 30 or 45 broad. 
Toward tlu Eaft arc the Andes or two chains of Mountains in view 
of each other, and arc faid to run from the Magellan jftrait, where 
they begin, betwien Nombre de Dios and panama, unto the firm 
land} called alfo Cordeliere : Weft ward is Sierra or the Moun¬ 
tain, their breadth being not above .60 miles} fo that Peru is not 
above 120 miles broad in all 2 and hath about 50 Valleys, the 
chief being Xauxa, (42 miles long, and 15 broad) with 3 others. 
This Country caketh its name from the river Peru , with which it 
is like wile bounded on the North fide 3 butthe principal Rivers 
are Maragnon guaiachil , & Riodt la Plate 5 which la A is (aid to be 
1000 miles in length, and 150 broad at the mouth, All the Na¬ 
tives arc diftingUilhed chiefly by three lorts, whofe languages 
arc diftinft 2 and every one contains many other people un¬ 
der them, differin. in names, Theyufed to war againft each 
other, till by the victory of Ginaeave , (whom I take to be Guaima - 
tapa, the 51b King of Peru, that we have knowlcdg of) the caufc 
of that contention was taken away : eight Kings we find mention¬ 
ed, Ingoraia being the fifft, Amare the laft 5 which ele&ion of a 
King among them is conjcftured, by their own computation, to 
be in 1280, or fomewhat thereabouts; and that, before, their 
Government was Ariftocratical. Francifco pizarro feized on this 
Kingdom for ti.c Spanifh King, fo ending the Comroverfie be¬ 
tween Guafcar and Atahalipa , Guaimacap&s fons, who ftruve for 
Empire, killing Guafcar , and vanquifhing Atabalipa nigh the 
’ City Caximaca : who after avail (laughter of his men, continued 
a prifoncr,& treacheroufly flew him,after they had received from 
him a houlc full of pure gold and filver,worth about 10 millions, 
for the ranfomof his life3 this was in 1533. Pern's principal 
Towns or Cities arc 8. Cufeo, being the feat of the Kings of the 
Nation} beautified (by their command) with Noblemens refi- 
ding Palaces, and in which is a fair Market-places in which, 
two high-wayes, ftraight and level!, and crofting the Country, 
being 2000 miles long, do thwart one another. Here is S. Mi- 
chaels , which was the firft Colonic the Spaniards planted here; 
alio < Arequipa, which being lcituated on the river Plata, is the 
Haven-Town to Cufeo : likewile Portoveio , where fit it may be 

credited) 
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credited, the grave-diggers light many times on mens teeth, 
which arc three fingers broad : Then Um*, the feat of the 
Vice-Roy, and the tee of an Archhilhop: the Town is artifi¬ 
cially built, neither is there featce a private houfe wherein,o 
water is not conveyed from the River. T© (peak here of their 
manners, I (hall forbear; oncly this, when they conquered any 
Country, they allotted the firft part to tbeferviceof their gods, 
the fccond to their King’s revenues; and the third to the poors 
relief and maintenance: But as for the Countries quality, one 
thing is even to be admired, that in fofmall» dtftaiicc as to the 
breadth of <Piru ,it neither rains,fnows.nor thunders in the plains: 
and on the Sierra, the fcafons have their courfe, as in £»r^r, and 
on the Andes it tains almoft all the Winter. The ullage of the 
Valleys is but a league on either fide diftant from the rivers; and 

though it rain not on thefe plains in Winter; yet the Sk.e is fu 1 

of thin mills, whence falls a thin humour, which although it 
fcarce wet the dull, yet makes much for the bringing that to per¬ 
fection which is fowent alfo nigh Lima thefe mills do without 
other water, caufc fome places to floutilh, and to be full of good 
paftures. There arc alfo forae parts of the plains where no rivers 
being, abundance of Corn groweth, and all kinds of fruit; which 
mull becithcrfrom moillure from the Sea, or which rivers put 
forth, or from their being loll in the fand. Surra abounds m 
Paftures and Forrells, where do feed a multitude of like 

Goats, and Guariacos, and Pacos , which is a kind of Indian i (heep, 
who ufe to bear their burthens. The Andes have great (lore of 
divers forts of Apes and Monkeys, alfo Parrots. Buf 
Coca (much efteemed) yields them yearly, at Potofi, whither it is 

ant in all manner of grain, whofe Inhabitants arc civill, «hcir Ci¬ 
ties frequent,and thalr ayr wholfomes they havealfogreat ftore 
of Tobacco'' which our qerari theHerb.lift calls (I cake it;Hen- 
bane of Peru : But as for gold and filver, it hath more than any 
Province in America: whole Mines(one f.ith).n feme places yield 
mor^ofri'cle metals, than earth: and befides otter MMchanthfo 
they do draw abundaricc of thefe metals; yet N« rnmmonlv 
the other richer merchandizes. Yet«rera’s riches docs common V 
furnlfk two third parts of all, which come ^m Jmenca and 
amone era’s ticafures, two ate moft eminent : the one is, the 
exceeling quantity of filver Mine of Potofi: the other, the Mines 
of quancavel ^where is found much Quick-filver; the one being 
difeoveredin 1545, the other in 15*7- 

A put VICTORIA, or the Cape of riflor), is accounted the 
(j very Pyris or Spear of the American Pyramis; and was fo 
daied, fronuhe Ship called the T/fferji; in which, fomeof c^- 
fellanus his Souldicrs did paffe, when they firft c ° nl P^ Vnv 
World. For Ma^Uams, a Spaniard, addrefled himfelt to a Voy- 
ageln 15*0, to find, ifit wcVe polfiblc, a nearer cut to the 
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cots ; who palling along by chis Cape, and fo thorow narrow Seas, 
called, from him, Magellan's Straights, arrived at thole Moluccoes$ 
but wab {lain in a battle againft the Iflaodcrs : yet the Ship na¬ 
med the Viftory, is (aid to have returned faldy into Spain. So 
that although Sir Francis <Drake is laid ufually, and by John Lyriw> 
to be the fir ft who Tailed round the World, when he pafled tho¬ 
row thefe Straights, and thence to the Molucco lflands ; and then 
homeward from the Eaft by Africk: (wherelore, he gave the 
Globe of the Earth with this Motto, Tu pr'trrm circumdedifli me, 
that is, Thou M haft tncornpajfed me ): Yet it mull not (imply be 
underftood,that none had gone round before him ; but that never 
any of fame ; becaufc Magellan* was killed as aforefaid. It is 
alio obfcrvable* That Drake’* Navigation was finiflied in two 
years and a halfs time, with great fortune, being begun in 1577. 
But to come to Magellanica , the fccond general part of the New 
World: All that feituated to the South and Pole Amarftjqueis 
fo called from thefe Magellan Straights, which by one, that faith 
he knew every Creek therein, arc laid to be three. The firftlying 
14 leagues within S. Marie* sCape, three leagues in length, ebb¬ 
ing bod) violently and fwiftly ; and whole firft fall (lor it is not 
fully Haifa mile broad) is very dangerous: then after, a Sea eight 
miles both in breadth and length, is the fccond ftrait, a dangerous 
and uopleafing paflage, three leagues long, a m tie broad : which 
opening it felt into another Sea, reached) even to the Cape of 
yi clary. The third, properly called Magellan’s Strait , enters,whofe 
length is 40 leagues, two leagues broad in fomc, but in other pla¬ 
ces not half a mile ; which way foever a man turn, here, the 
wind will be furely againll him; for on both fides arc high Moun¬ 
tains alway covered with fnow; whence thofe counter.winds, 1 
beating on all Tides, do ifluc forth. The water* courfc is here* 
likewiie, full of turnings and changings: nor any anchorage to 
be expected, the channel being en the (hoar lide 200 fathom. 
But CMayelLwica is feituated beyond the 53d degree from the 
iEquinodiial ; fo that, that place of Magellanica unto which Ma~ 
gellane pierced, doth agree to the Elevation of our Pole, faith 
Keeker rn an*, for on the further fide of the Straights 10 the South 
of Peru , Migellane found a huge land towards the South Pole, and 
touched on it again before he came to the Moluccoes: lince whom, 
the Portugals trading towards Calecute and the Eaft. Indies, tome of 
them have been driven by tempeft fo far, as to that now called 
enc South Continent: divers alfo of fundry Nations have upon 
eecafion touched on it: it is certainly difeovered in fomc places 
to come up towards Uic North, to the Tropick of Capricorn: and 
isconjcctuicd to go Southward as far as to the bole: the reafon 
is, betaufe none ever perceived the Sea to pals thorow any pare 
thcreol; iu ic .c*r hath lo much as any great River been dt ft ryed to 
come our of it into the Oce an ; fo thar, if this be fo, this lump of 
earth is as big as A,U } Europe, Africa ,and America put all together. 

Tncrc arc yet reported very few memorable things hereof 3 fomc 

write 
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write there be very vaft Countries and W ildcrnefles over againft 
the Moluccoes 3 (but no mention of any Inhabitants) .James chynaua 
faith, there arc five parts numbred (by fomc) of Magellanica , who 
have followed rather conjetfurcs, than fure experience: thefe 
are, x. Terra, or the Land, Vel Fuogo, or Feuga, lying on the South 
of thefe Straits, and, faith one, hereto fore-thought to be a part ot 
the South unknown Continent; but is now difeovered to be an 
Ifland, by I'm Hollanders, whej«n.2 5 ; 161 $, entred the Strait, 
which feparated it from the South Continent: they called it Fre- 
tum le Mayre or .Mm**’* Strait, the name of one of the difeoverers. 
It is 28 Enelifh miles long, of a fair and equal breadth, where is 
plenty of good fifh, efpecially Whales and Sea-calves. 2, %egta 
Faults, or the Pat alt an Country. The third is, Regio Pfittacorurn, 
or the Parrets Country, from the abundance there found. Fourth¬ 
ly, Reoio , or the Country of Local) . Fifthly, Ztnzibar ; however 
Keeker man layes it down for one of his theoremes, that this part 01 
the World is nothing as yet fcarched out,bcfides the {hoars which 
are wafhed with the Magdlanick ftrait, that is, faith he, be fides 
the Seacy-parts;which notwichftanding,may be thofe five particu¬ 
lar places mentioned* And whereas a great Mathematician hath 
found fault with fomc Map-makers, becaufc in deferring this 
Continent, they mention not Cities, Kingdomes, nor Common¬ 
wealths here feared, whereof he feemed in words confidently to 
avouch, that there are many ; and that it is as good a Country 
as almoft any in the World, yet he delivered not his grounds,why 
he gathered it fo tobe;yet we may think(thepremifes being.gran¬ 
ted^ be true) that the Creator framed not fo huge a Malle, but 
that he appointed likewife fomc of mankind to mhabuc the 
fame. 

But before we mention the American Idzn&s, we will take no¬ 
tice of three or four places in South America, which although the 
Spaniards poflefle 5 yet their names feem not to be fo frequent 
among us; as firft the Province of Quito, 200 miles long, and 
100 broad,mere cold then hot, though feituated under the Equa¬ 
tor; ITs chief Town is called Saint Francis, built in 1534* f eat * 
cd in a Valley among Mountains, and is 80 league?, both from 
Saint James’s Town, and Saint Michael, they have Summer here 
from Aprill xp November. The Natives arc mean of (feature, yet 
arefaidtobe both good for Tillage,and ordering of Cartel!, and 
their Goats have three, and fometimes five Kids at a time, they 
have found one Mine of Quickfilver, bolides the ordinary Mines, 

which is yellow, and fmelling like ISrimtlonc, when put into the 

fire On the Eaft of Saint Francis Town, is a country called Cand¬ 
le o'l the Cinnamon, which differs from the ordinary fort, and 
whole Tree we (hall not here deferibe; but fruits and beads ot 
Europe (efpecially hulls, Sugars, and Orangcs)do profit in no pate 
o{Peril) better then in Quito 5 which in 15 87, was much ruined by 
an Earthquake, and amongft others, there is one place which 
thrufts forth fo much fire as it exceeds thenoife of Thunder} and

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is feci above three hundred miles, whofe abundance of Allies are 
laid iometimes to covet the Country 100 miles about. Secondly, 

S Croix of the Mount* on a fmkll Mountain^ a Town held by the 
Spaniards, and by them built, 400 miles from Plata, towards the 
North of a Country, where there is not a ftone lo big as a Nut, 
cither on the Land, or within the Water; But before they de¬ 
fend hereinto, they palle a Mountain betwixt theRivers Oridag- 
rio, and Platt, which bcing a branch of the Andes, emends to the 
MuptlUnt ftrait, wiiofe top is atway covered with Snow and Ice, 
and lcemsto be theabode of the Cerigans. Here is a River called 
the River of rapai, rifing and falling like Nile , (but running flow) 
whereby the plain Country is fubjeft to inundations. VVnere- 
fore the Ants to defend their Harveft (chiefly at rapt 1/) do make 

many frnall rampires, about one Cubit high, and twelve or fifteen 
in Circuit • whither paflengers do retire, when the waters fur- 
pri*e them. Tnc Country yields abundance of Rice, Maize, di¬ 
vers fruits and Cotton 5 but neither VVheat, nor Wine. They 
have alfo many bealls different from ours, but V ipers, very great, 
long, and ftrange of condition 5 and many Clinches. Their 
Lakes arc full of Fifh alfo 5 and at Saint Croix (which is ftrange; 
isafmall River, but two fadomcbroad, and very (hallow, not 
running above a Leagueffor it is fuddenly loft in the fand)furmfh- 
i„g the Town both with wattr, and oil forts of good Fifh, fo that 
they can take them with their hands, or a paij 5 and it lafteth 
from February to May, but afterwards there is but little lcen. 
Amougft the divers barbarous people here, are the Cerigans and 
Vayracans> who either alway war with each other,or fight againft 
the Spaniards, feeking to their utmoft to hinder their paltage; 
they eat mans flefh as we do Mutton. Tofpcakofalltheir man¬ 
ners, would be here too tyrefome 5 oncly I obterve that the Vtrays 
language extends it felf both to Brafiie, and Paraguay unto the < 34 - 
rayes, and their Neighbours Countrcy. So that, as one may in a 
manner travcll thorow the World with the Latin,e, Arabian, and 
Slavonian Tongues; fo with the Garays Tongue, that «l l Cnfn 
and Mexico, they may in a manner pafle overall the New World. 
Alfo, that tliefe Vhniyf j, although they fay, they arc all tquall 
among thcrofdves; yet greater than their neighbours, whom they 
fo defpife, that they demanded of a Pried, whether they would 
baptize them with the fame water they did others,it fo be they be- 
cami' CJZi'iriftians• Thirdly^ Tucum which is <1 Realm extending 
( 5 oo miles betwixt Brafiie, Chile, St. Croix, and Paragua, where the 
Spaniards planted five Colonics, t. Salta, the Jaft place of ‘Peru, 
Handing in a Valley eighty four miles long, and thirty broad } 
neat which is the Valley Calcbioijui, ninety miles long from North 
to South, lull of Rivers, and couragious people, who fighting dt- 
’ vers years with the Spaniards, at length, the Prince was (by ftiend- 
fkip) made obedient to the Spaniard, making himfelf a Chriflian, 
but through bad ulage he revolted, till alter twenty feven years, 
one wiih three hundred I’eruan Archers, five hundred Horle, and 
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jo<r Spanifh foot, ended that enterprife. 2. Steco. 3. Saint 
Jamesfl 50 miles Irom Steco, where the Governour an dBiftop re¬ 
side. Fourthly, Cordova in Spams fcituation, though colder in 
winter,and more temperate inSummerjit is 180 tmlcsfrom Chtle. 

Fifthly, St. Michael. The Country is generally plain,u rams much, 
the Rivets eafily overflowing, and the Winds very violent, Salta s 
Valleys abounds with fifh; a good foyl feeding much Cattle, the 
Ayre is very temperate, ? nd it wants therein nothing but people, 

Stetoes Territory hath (lore of Cotton, Corn, Cattle, and Ftuit. 

4. Paragua, whofe Inhabitants dwell on the Confines of r«ww 4 , 
and take their name from the river along which they dwell. 

This river is very fpatious, over which they pafle in boats made 
hollow of a Tree fitly growing for that purpofe, called Zame.

(as aforel'aid) the firft place of the New World that was defery- 
c<(,and is 500 miles longs the breadth being divers, in the largeft 
place, about 300 miles. Here at Dominico y is a Prefident, an 
Arthbifliop,and a Court and Scat of Jufticc, with 5 Monafterics. 
Hhe Spaniards&xc fa id to have murdered 3 millions of her Inhabit 
tarns.There arc other Towns,as S.Joh n y Port-Royal, Port of Plata , Ca. 
vana, Xaragua y with fotnc others which the Spaniards builded not. 
The late Voyage and defign ofourEnglifh thither,is too too frefh in 
memory amongft us, by roafon of the bad fucccflc, and repulfp 
there received. Thcayrof this Ifland is faid to be temperate; 
for,all plants brought out of Spain> do wonderfully grow and in- 
crcafc there; but Wheat comes better in hilly places: and they 
. report, that roots as well as herbs will ripen and be fit to eat in 
1 6 dayes. It hath many Havens, and Rivers, cfpecially 4 great 
rivers coming from the tops of Mountains, which being about 
the midft of the Ifland, they run feverall wayes. They draw 
abundance of fait out of the Mountains like Cryftal. In the midft 
of the great Lake Hague) Gabon , whofe water is fair, is the Ifland 
Guarizsnta , very fit for Billing. The Ifland alfo yields cold, and 
in the Cabanien Mountains arc faid to be Mines exceeding full; 
There is Ukewife great abundance of Sugar, Caflia, Ginger, Ma- 
ftick the wood Aloes, and Cinamon; alfo they have Azure. Now 
alfo they have fo many tame beads, that they tranfport a multi- 
tuJe of Hides from thence into Spain; whereas before the com- 
ming of the Spaniards thither, there was but three kinds of four- 
footed beads. The Natives go naked, are (loathful!, living onc- 
ly of their fiihing • But the Inhabitants have now great traffique, 
growing rich,fmcc Sugar-canes have been brought thither,where¬ 
by they have made Mills and fhops. 2. Cuba y called alfo Ferdi* 
nandy which lycth on the Wed of Hifpaniola : it is 300 leagues 
1 long from Eaft to Weft, and £5 broad, but in many places not 
ao. Here arc fix Towns, the principal being that of S. James, 
where a Bifhop refi les: alfo there is Havana , mod frequented of 
all the Ifland, it being afaferode for (hipping, and the Staple 
Town for Mcrchandile; the other arc held not to be very well 
peopled ; But at Havana rideth the King of Spain’s Fleer, till 
the ft a Con and the wind do joyn to wafre them homeward. S. 
James or Jago> was fo named of James de Valafco who built it; both 
theft Towns being alfo feared on the Northern fhoar of the 
Ifland. There arc many dangerous (helves about it: it is like- 
wife hilly and full of Ferrefts and Rivers, having many Lakes 
both frefh and fait. The Natives, before it was difeovered,lived 
all in common, as content with what nature brought forth, de- 
lighting alfo to tame Serpents, (of which there arc rnauy here) 
and went naked as them in Hifpaniola . Thcayr here is faid to 
be temperate: having fine btafle and Mines of gold in the Moun¬ 
tains, 
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tai'is and the gravel of rivers almoft all gold, which is yet faid 
to be fomewhat droflie. It is reported to abound with Ginger, 
Ciflia, Maftick,the wood Aloes, Cinamon,and Sugar 5 15 miles 
from Saint James Town, is a Valley covered naturally with great 
bowls of (lone, which Iccm as it let ior pleafurc; and nigh the 
Princes Port,is a Spring cafting forth Pitch continually Third¬ 
ly I amaiea, or Saint James his Ifland, which hath Cuba on the 
North, Hifpaniola on the Eaft. It is fifty Leagues, or as one faith, 
two hundred and eighty milcslo g, and about twenty five leagues 
or as another,70 miles broad.'Whether Columbus himfelf difcover- 
cd it, I will not difputc ; but Didaque h is fon fubdued it to Spain 
ini<;o9. Its two Towns of note being Oriflagne, and Seville in 
which is a Temple called an Abbey. The Natives were cither 
like or more cruel then them of HifpantoUy and Cuba , in their man¬ 
ners Tne Ayre is faid to be good, the Country truicfull in great 
numbers of Cattle,by reafon of their waters, and pafturcs. Mines 

of G > Id are faid alfo to be thete 5 their Rivers and Lakes aboun¬ 
ding in Fifh, and having much Sugar and Cotton. This place is 
known to have been a retreat for our rcpulfed and diminifhed men 
at Hifpaniola, who are now in poffeflion thereof; yet many men 

have died fince their landing there, but the Countty may prove 
('through time and cuftomc) propitious enough untoour Country 
men, for many go over, and the Ifland hath in it felf (fo.; fertility) 
a good commendation. Fourthly, The Cam,balls, or Car,be Iflands 

which arc all thofcftretching out in a double rank from the Eaft, 

to the South of Hifpaniola, in view of the raamor firm land. Mod 
of Setnare not inhabited, but of thofe which are, Sam. Johns 
Ifland is the chief, and iscalledby the'Natives ,Bortquen, lying 
near Hifpaniola on the Eaft,and fcuuatcd North from G U ,*na, of 
whofe length and breadth, 1 find great difference in relating; 
fotnc, that w is 300 miles long, and feventy broa<jf others that tc 

Jthwt fiitv miles lo v», and cighcecn broad. It is alio (.lid to be 
divided intotwo parts 5 whereof the North hath moil plenty of 

Gold, and the Soutn part of Corn, Fruit, and Cattle 5 it abounds 
alf >'.n Fith, and they find verygood Gayac. John ponce the Spani¬ 
ard fir ft fet foot hereon in 15 27. The chief Town is Saint Johns 
where is a very so .d Haven ; then Port Rica, which the Earl of 
cL^Wrumedin.597. FiftnlyC«^«,t 
■oarita • the tint lying next to Same Johns, and both lutuatU near 
‘Golden Caflile, and arc wanting in Grade, Trees, Corn, and Wa¬ 
ter But it it be true, that this people (ometimes gladly Exchange 
' r u , ot Wine for a Tun of Water, 1 think they have great (tore 
of c*iac • bu: they abound in Pearls; whence one is called cMar- 
a'Pearl; It yields c(\rcUUV the Gems ca cd 
it iiln ts 'vciufc thcyal vaycs growm Couples. 1 «\c Natives ot 
all tne C arH-es are brown coloured, having little Hair, crucll, cac- 
iiiT mans Heth, their Arrows are poyfoned, and ufwgto go to Sea 
in UkIc Skiffs of one piece, which they caller, SajgMj, 
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Trinidadoy not far diftanr from tbefe, which is ftored with good 
Tobacco, called by Gerard Tobacco otlrinidado. Columbus difeo- 
vered ic in his laft Voyage, in the year 1497. This Ifland I take 
to be about a hundred or two hundred leagues from Barbados , 
and whither, about the beginning of our late Wars, (omc went for 
liberty ot Confciencc fake, as thinking here would not be liberty 

granted 5 but the Voyage proved notanfwerable to their cxpc&a- 
cion, moft of whom I think returned to England. Eighthly, The 
Bacalaos, which arc fomc liles feated nigh the land Corterialis. 
Ttiefc people have a King, whom they arc faid to reverence hy- 
ftroaking their foreheads, and rubbing their Nofes 5 whom if the 
Kingmcanetla to grace, as accepting of them, heturneth his head 
to his Me flioulcUr, as a token of fpeciall favour. Sebaflian Cabot 
fir ft deferied thefe in 1447, Ninthly,The Bermudas, called Sum¬ 
mer 1 (lands, from one Sir Thom# Summers , who gave the rnoft cx- 
a a defeription of them * But he that gave the firft cognizance there- 
of, was J obnJBermudas : they are in all 400 5 the biggeft whereof 
is planted with an Englifh Colony, and is in form like a half Moon, 

It is reported to be agreeable to the nature of Engltflmen , and a 
very fruitfull place. We mud not forget two .other known Iflands, 
ro wit, Saint Cbrijtophers , and the Barbadoes*) the former being in¬ 
habited by French) and Englifh > and though of no vaft greatnefle 
yet indifferently good, where is Cotton, and Tobacco, though 
fomewhat heady jthey have likewife other fruits, as Orcnges,&c.' 
The latter the Englifh arc foie Mailers of, which was taken from 
the Spaniard within this thirty years, and through induftry be¬ 
come (according to the bigneflb of the place) an eminent Planta¬ 
tion, for Cotton and Brown Sugar: they have alfo Tobacco, but ic 
is of the worft fort, wherefore they fcarce now plant it; alfo 
Ginger in good quantity. The chief Town is called /W/ 4 #-bridge, 
whither Veflekfor traffique and other wife do come 5 and where¬ 
in arc flv>ps and handicrafts men, but their houfes arc built low, 
by reafon of winds called Hirricanes ; amongft other food, they 
have much of the fiili called Tortle 5 which is agood meat, and 
being dreffed, cats like Veal. 

The Indians have a convincemcnt (though barbarous; of a God,' 
lifting up their eyes to Heaven inadverficy, &c. But their foolifh 
minds being darkned, they had many foolifh cuflomes towards 
the dcccafcd 5 for thofc of Peru, and the neighbour Countries,hol¬ 
ding that men ufe to eat, drink, and wamonizc with women after 
buriall, did commonly either kill, or bury quick fomc of the dc¬ 
ccafcd, his beft beloved wife and fervants, to wait on him in the 
other world; they alio under the figure of Idols of ftone, and 
wood of terrible fbapes, worfbipped Dcvills for fear of harm they 
dicUor might do them. The Dcvill being faid to fpcak in divers 
of thefe Images, and give anfwer to their Priefts. But the Alexi* 
cans (bcfldcs their Images) would fometitnes worfhip living Idols; 
as a Prifoncr, whom they attiring, and trimming like an Idol, 

would 
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would factifice, 8cc. unto him: at length, when the Comedy 
was ended, and he grown tat in a Cage, they flay ing him for la- 
crifice, made a Fealt among thcmfclves. They of Tew had lomc 
Guacoesor Temples common to the whole Realm, and others 
private toevery Province-,But the^x/Vaas exceeded them of Peru 
much in greatnefle of Temples and ceremonies: whofe Priefts 
were divided into the little, greater, greateft of all, which were 
called Popes: they facrificcd in their Temples, every one accord¬ 
ing to his degree $ whofe continual cxcrcife was to call income 
on their Idols 5 at Sun-rifing, or Sun-letting, at noon, or at mid¬ 
night. And bcfidcs Priefts, there were Monaftcries_of women s 
in Peru one in every Province, in which were two ions ot wo¬ 
men, fome young Virgins, others called tMamacor.es, of ripe age. 
Who commanded and inttru&ed the others. The Ulftxtcans had 
alfo a fort of religious, called the daughters of Pennance, not 
above 13 years of age, and whofe profeflion ailed but a year : 
who were flint up in chaftity, fwept the Temple, prepared meat 
fet before the Idol, which his Mimfters did eat. The ^«a»sfa- 
crificed whatever they had good or goodly to «hc« gods;: But 
the Mexicans did not facrifiee any men-children or Virgins, bu 
what they took in war.- wherefore, that they might have a great 
dumber, they fubdued the Town Tlafcala, molt paganly intreating 
them. Thofc otCufco counterleitcd Supper, as a Sacrament of 
confederation and union with the Sun, and the Ingua ° r /**"?*• 
The ^Mexicans (moft remarkably; made an Idol of toafted Mane 
and Blitc feed, mixt with honey, which they carried in proceffion 
with merry ceremonies; then ftnpping the Idol, p “" 

ces of the pafte to the people, who received them with re¬ 
verence,faying,They did eat the flefh and bones of their god. They 

it alfo a great offence to conceal any fin in confeflion , they w 
*0 it adv«fiTy, and when the Ingua was fick: But the Ingua 
confefled no, his fins .0 a Pried, but to the Sun, that he might el 
them to Vita coca 5 theuentrmg into a running br °® k » be l ‘? ld j 
have confessed my fins unto the Sun 5 thou river carry them into the Sea , 
IZ b ma nmm forever drouned. They worlh.pped alfo 
diree Imam of the Sun: naming one the Father, another the 
Son, the third, the Brother: and of their god of thunder, nara 
Clmbille, they had three Statues, unto whom they aitnbuted the 
fame names. 1 Likewife as to marriage, thofc of S. Croix at the 

Mount, hinder marriages in fomc caufcs,anddtffolve that which 

is comra£lcd ; and in fomc caufes, the joyned, cannot befepara- 
ted though it be unlawfnll. But as for the Government of the 

Nw World } finccthe^ t »;4,^r m afterdomc: therea««l all 
rwo Vice roves • the one at (Mexico in Nap Spain, tlieotner or 
feru rclldine at Lima: this laft having the greateft authority. 
There arc likewife 5 Soveraign Courts both in New Spain, and 
Peril) at 5 fcvcrallTowns, tinto which both Spaniards mAh- 
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dians haverquall recourle, and from which none may appeal. 
Here are likewife four Archbifhopricks • one ar St. Dominico , an¬ 
other at Mexico , a third at Lima > the fourth at $, Toy in the New 
Realm; the firft having three Bilfiops under him * the fecond, i oj 
the third, 9 $ the fourth alfo 3. Five forts of Popifh Orders they 
have alfo in the New World, of Francis, Dominick, iAugttfline, 
Vela Merced, an djefuits. There are moreover two Inquifnionsj 
the one at Lima , the other at Mexico. Alfo two Univcrfities in 
the fame Towns. And it is alfo pbferved, that the Indians are 
not admitted to their communion, but after long proof$ and with 
more difficulty at Peru, than ax Mexico: neither do they fuffer 
them commonly to ftudy either Divinity or Philofophy • and 
fcldom admitting them to any Orders, becaufe of their inclina¬ 
tion to drunkenneffe.
